ticular Detail or Fads, to ovcrlet thofc InGnuations of a 
Defcd of Zeal to the Intercft of our horourable Em- 
ployers, which foctn to be implied in the Addrelsaow 
before us. 

I mull do Major Wat [on the Juftice to fay, that hb 
Pfopdals are clear, and equally equitable with thole 
of the late Contrador, and by them, it the honounBle 
Company (hould ever purt hale the Docks, -a toofidcraWe 
Saving fhould be nude on Account ot the OmiBion of 
any Charge for the ?'’,xcavation of that Mirth 
would be necelTary in nuking tl>e HiiJxS. But if the 
l>ocks Ihoukl not be piircliafcd by ilic Com|wny, tJae 
Terms of each Contrad Uatid exactly on the taoiie 
Footing, excepting only the Encouragement which I 
confider to be the Duty of Government to give to a 
Work of this Nature, and to him who conducts ir.

Prefumption and Obftinac^ ; and I doubt not but it wili 
be regarded in the fame Light by our honourable Em- 
ployers. The Propofals which he made in his laft Ad- 
drefs to the Committee, for taking the Contraft upon 
lower Terms than he- had at firft offered, ought not, I 
think, to have that Weight with the Board which he 
fecms very deHrous to give them i becaufc lie muft well 
have known that our Engagements with the former 
Contraftor were then too far agreed upon to be broke 
off^ as the Kilns were abfolutely forming, and fcveral 
Thoufands of Raw Bricks already made, for the Per- 
formance of his new Contraft, 

It is my Duty to inform the Board, that in every Ap- 
plication made to me by Major fVatfon, relative to the 
ufefiil Work he has undertaken, I have given him every 
Support in my Power, which was not abfolutely con- 
trary to pofitive Reftriftions i and 1 dare fay he will do 
me the Juftice to declare the fame : But I muft remark, 
upon this Occafion, that the Undertaking of any of the 
Company’s public Contracts, as an Affiftance to the 
Execution of his Scheme, is a Mode newly thought of 
by the Major, and which I am perfuaded was never 
confidered in the Calculations made by him and Col. 
Campbell^ when the Work was originally projefted •, at 
Icaft, I have been affured by the latter of thefe Gentle- 
men, that no fuch Defign was at that Time intended : 
But it would now appear, from Major lVatfoiC% Repre- 
fentations, that the executing the Brick Contraft is in- 
difpenfable to the carrying on of this Work; and that 
we muft comply with his Requeft in its full Extent for 
the Whole of the Contraft, otherwife it will not an- 
fwer } for he has refufed to accept of the Half of it 
upon his own Terms. If the having of this Contraft 
was an Objeft of fuch real Importance to the carrying 
on of his Works, 1 cannot imagine how the Half of it 
fliould become fo infignificant as ro be rejefted. The 
natural Conclufion is, that Major Watfon muft have 
every Thing he grafps ar, and in the Manner he pre- 
feribes himfelf, otherwife he will not fubmir, though 
evidently for his own Advantage, to the Arrangements 


made by Government. As to his Remark, That the 
Brick Contrail being in Two Hands would be an emi- 
Icfs Matter of Controverfy, and an Impediment to the 
Execution of the Contract ; I muft differ Irom him on 
this Subject, and oblcrvc, in Support of my Opinion, 
that in the Year 1770, when the Contract was held by 
Four different Peifons, a larger Qinintity of Bricks was 
delivered than in any fofmer Year. 

Although well inclined to wifti the greateft SuLeef, 
to the ConftruCliun of the Docks, both trom public 
and private Motives, it would rather be allowing Major 
Watfon too large a Share of Merit, to conlidei him as 
the only Perlon influenced by the Spirit of Zeal for the 
Welfare of his Country, and the honourable Company 
in this Settlement ; and though ready to give every 
Kind of Merit to fo large an Undertaking, yet 1 am 
perfuaded that other Motives, befides that of Zeal, have 
ftimulated him to this Undertaking, and induce him to 
proceed in the Execution of it.

The Board are unanimoufly of Opinion, that the 
Prefident’s Minute is a clear Elucidation of the whole 
Proceeding of the Brick ContraCt, and points out very 
fully, that Major Watfon has no true Caiife of Com- 
plaint ; as the Committee have been as much inclined 
to confider his Propofals, and to give every Weight to 
his particular Situation, as they could do, confdlent 
with Juftice to the former ContraCfor : That it would 
appear that Major Watfon ftudied more his own Coi> 
veniency than the Engagements; that Juftice which 
the Adminiilration do confider themlelves bound to ob- 
Icrve to all ; that his Infinuations of a DefeCt of Zeal is 
equally unjurt and ill placed, as he has received repeated 
Inftancesof the ready Alacrity which Goveniineiu have 
at all 7'imes been ready to give him, to remove every 
Obftacle that may be an Jlnterrupiion to his Plan of 
crefting Docks.

“ (CUmentJon ) might be found, he would wait on him. 
« — That he went to a Coffcc-houfe, and waited j then 
called again, and was told, Wheble was expefted to 

Dinner at Three o’Clock. That he called at Half 

« an Hour pall I'hrce, and was told fVheble was not 
at I [ome, but would be foon.-— That he called again 
at hour and Five o’Clock, and received the lame 

Anfwers. That he left Word, he was the Dc- 

" uty Serjeant at Arms, and would be there again at 
lalf an Hour paft Nine in the Morning j which he 
accordingly was, and was told by the fame Perfbn, 
“ that Wheble was not at Home, but faid, He had 
“ delivered the Mefl'agc he had left with him, and that 
“ his Mailer faid, He was very forty he was obliged to 
“ go out, and he left no Word when he would be at 
Home. — Tliat he called again at Eleven o’Clock, 
“ and he was not at Home j but was anfwcrcd, he 
“ might be in, in Half an Hour. — That he went again 
« on Saturday at Ten o’Olock, and the Apprentice laid, 
“ he was not at Home, but would be in the Afternoon ; 
and faid it with a Smile, as if laughing at my fre- 
queue calling ; and faid, if he would leave Word 
“ where he might be found, we will fend you Word 
when he is at Leifurc. — That he (Clement/on) faid, he 
would be there at Seven o’Clock, which he according- 
ly was, but was told, he (Wheble) was not at Home, 
“ and had fent for his Linen, and therefore was not 
“ expedted till Monday. 

“ I'hat he did not go to Thompfon till Friday the Firft 
“ of Manh, bccaufc there were 'Fwo R, TbempfonSf 
“ one Richard, the other fivirr/.— That he found, at 
“ the Stamp Office, that 'Thompfon had been fummoned 
“ before the Commiffioners to give Security, and faid 
“ hi.s Name was Robert : — That he lent a Melfcngcr to 
“ enquire in the Neighbourhood, and founil there was 
“ but One : — That he went to Thompfon's Houfe, and 
was tokl by a Man he was not at Home, nor could 
“ tell when he would be, or whether he was in Town ; 
“ that he liad fetn him 'I'wo or 'Ehree Days before ; 
“ that Nobody knew more iiho\.\tT hompfon than himlHf, 
and if he (Clementfon) would leave a Mefl'agc, he would 
« deliver it ; — 'I'hat JVilltams the Melfcngcr then faid, 
“ You know our Bulinefs ; to which he made no An- 
“ fwer : — 'I’hat lie went again at Fdeven o’Clock ; and 
“ the Servant faid, Thompfon was not at Home ; for he

“ Thompjon, it was ufually left with him lirft, and that no 


** Time was more likely to meet with him than that 
" Day or To-morrow. 

“ '‘That he ( Clementfon) went again on Saturday ; and 
“ the fame Perfon told him Thompfon was not at Home, 
“ but would be in Half an Hour, but had no Reafon 
“ for thinking fo -That he went twice afterwards, 
“ and he was not at Home, nor had been, and that 
“ he did not know when he would be : — That he (Cle- 
“ nientfon ) faid, Then he will not fee me •, and received 
“ for anfwcr, he could not tell.” 

And he faither faid, “ That there had been One 
“ more Attempt fince, to execute the Warrants on 
“ Wheble and Thompfon •, that Mr. Speaker had made an 
“ Alteration in the Dircdlion of the Warrants, by in- 
“ ferting the Name of Wood the Meflenger j that IVood 
“ took the Warrant, and he (Clementfon) followed af- 
“ ter, to endeavour to find Wheble and Thompfon \ jhat 
“ he waited ata Coffee-houfe in Wbebldn 

“ Neighbourhood ; that Wood went and endeavoured to 
“ find them, but without Effedl.” 

Your Committee then proceeded to examine Charles 
Williams, the Melfenger •, who faid, “ he attended the 
“ Serjeant, in endeavouring to ferve the Warrants on 
“ Wheble and Thompfon, on Tburfday the 'Pwenty-cighth 
“ Day of February TJiat he went Six or Seven Times 
“ to Houfe i that he did not find him at Home, 
“ but was told he would be at Home foon. 

“ That he went to Thompfon'% fcvcral Times, and 
“ received the fame Sort of Anfwers •, that the Bufinefs 
“ they came upon was known at lioth Places and that 
“ he had read Mr. Clementfonh Minutes at the Time, 
** which he found were right.” 

The Committee then proceeded to examine Guy 
Wood, the Meflenger i who I'aid, “ He had the Speaker’s 
« Warrant, about the I'enth or Eleventh of March, 
“ to arreft Thompfon and Wheble •, that he received it 
“ from the Deputy Serjeant ; that his (Wood's) Name 
“ was inferted in the Warrant *, that he went with one 

Mr. Lee to Thompfon's Houfe •, that Lee went in and 
“ enquired for Thompfon •, that they had agreeil, that, 
“ if Lee Raid above a Minute, he (Wood) was to come 
“ in after him ; but Lee, not finding him at Home, 

came out immediately. 

** That they went from thence to Wbeble's, and pro- 
“ cceded in the fame Manner. Lee went in, and was 
“ told Wheble was gone into the Country : 'They then 
“ went to the Green Dragon in Fleet Street, where 
“ Wbeblc's Evening Papers are delivered, and ftaid 
“ fome I'ime, to try if they could fee him come after 
” his Papers, or about his Bufinefs, but could fee 
“ nothing of him : That they have made fevcral En- 
“ quirics finer, and can hear nothing of him.” 

Your Committee having thus dated the Evidence of 
the Fa6ls and Circumdances relative to the late Ob- 
druftions to the Execution of the Orders of this Houfe, 
as it appeared before them, proceeded to the other Part 
of what was given them in Charge ; namely, “ To 
“ confider wliat further Proceedings may be requifite to 
** enforce a due Obedience to the Orders of the Houfe j” 
and, in order to form their Judgment upon that Mat- 
ter, they have made a diligent Search in the Journals, 
to fee what the Proceedings of the Houfe have been on 
fimilar Occafions*, or, it no Cafes dri£lly analogous 
Ihould occur, at lead to deduce, from the general Prac- 
tice of the Houfe, fuch Principles of Parliamentary Law 
as might be applicable to the prefenc Matter referred to 
their Confideration. 

And in this Place the Committee beg Leave to ob- 
Icrve, that it appears to them that this Houfe has, from 
the carlied Times, aflerted and exercifcd the Power and 
Authority of fummoning before them any Commoner, 
and of compelling his Attendance -and that this Power 
and Authoriry has ever extended as well to the City of 
London, without Exception on Account of Charters from 
the Crown, or any Pretence of feparate Jurifdiilion (In-

In order to lay before the Houfe the Refult of their 
Enquiry with tolerable Brevity, and fome Degree of 
Method, the Committee have reduced under Three 
General Heads the Obftrudions which have been given 
at different Times to the Orders of the Houfe, and un- 
der each of thefc Heads have ranged the different 
Modes in which thefc Breaches of Privileges and Con- 
tempts have been offered i and then fubmit to the'Con- 
fidcration of the Houfe the fcvcral Methods of Proceed- 
ing which the Houfe hath oppofed to thefc Offences, 
the Proofs of which Proceedings appear by Cafes re- 
' ferred to in the Margin of this Report. 

The Three General Heads of Breaches of Privilege 
and Contempts of this Houfe are, namely, thofc arifing 
from, 

Firft, Evafion. 

Secondly, Force. 

Thirdly, Colour of Law. 

Offences under the Firft and Second of thefc Heads 
have been committed — by the abfeonding of the Parties 
fummoned — by open Rcliftance to the Officers of the 
Houfe — and by Riots and Tumults — by the Refufal of 
Civil Officers to aflift the Serjeants or Mclfengcrs of this 
Houfe, or to relcafe Perfons entitled to the Privilege of 
this Houfe when detained in their Cullody. 

It appears alfo to Yovtf Committee, as well from 
fcarching the Journals of this Houfe, as from other 
authentic Evidence, that, in order to renialy the

Your Committee have Iclcftcd a few Cales, from 
among the many referred to in the Margin of this Re- 
port, which, from the Nature of their Circumftanccs, 
or tlie Importance of the DoArtne which they illuftrate, 
or the Confequences which they (produced, Teemed to 
Your Committee fit to be more fully Hated than the 
Margin would admit ; and are therefore added as an 
Appendix to this Report. 

Your Committee beg Leave to obferve, that, in the 
diligent Seaich they have made in the Journals, they 
have not been able to find an Inftance, that any Court 
or Magiflrate has prefumed to commit, during the 
Sitting of Parliament, an Officer of the Houfe, for 
executing the Orders of tlie Houfe. 

They fartlier beg Leave to obferve, that they have 
not been able to find, that there has ever been an In- 
ftance, wherein this Houfe has liifftrcd any Perfon, 
committed by (^rdcr of this Houfe, to be difeharged, 
during the fame Seffion, by any other Authority what- 
foever, without again committing Inch Perfon. 

And therefore, with reg,ird to J. Miller^ who was 
delivered from the Cuftody of tin* Mc.Tenger by the 
Lord Mayor, who for the laid Offence is now under 
the Cenfurc of the Houfe ; as it ajipears to Yotir Com- 
mittee, that it highly concerns the Dignity and Power 
of the Houfe, to maintain its Authority in this In- 
ftance, by re-taking the faid J. Miller — The Com- 
mittee recommend to the Confideration of the Houfe, 

Whether it may not be expedient, that the Houfe 
Ihould order, I'hat the laid J. Miller be taken into the 
Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms attending this Houle. 

And that the Serjeant at Arms, his Deputy or De- 
puties, be ftriilly enjoined to call upon the Magiftrates, 
Officers of the Peace, and otlier Perfons, who, by the 
Terms of the Speaker’s Warrant, are required to be 
aiding and affifting to him in the Execution thereof, 
for fuch Affiftance as the faid Serjeant, his Deputy or 
Deputies, lhall find ncceflary to enable him or them to 
take into Cuftody the faid J. Miller.

** T N the 34th of Henry the VII Ith, one George 
** X Ferrerj, a Burgcfs for the I'own of Plymouth^ was 
“ arrefted in London^ by a Procefs out of the king’s 
** Bench, at the Suit of one White \ of which the Houle 
being informed, ordered the Serjeant to repair to 
7'Atf Compter in Bread Street^ whither the faid Ferrers 
** was carried, and there to demand the Delivery of the 
** Prifoner. The Serjeant went to Tie Compter, and 
** declared to the Clerks therei what he had in Com- 
•* mandment} but the Clerks and other Officers of 
** the City, after many high 'Words, forcibly refilled 
«* the Serjeant. Whereupon enfued a Fray, in which 
,•* the Serjeant’s Man was knocked down, and the Scr- 
•* jeant was driven to defend himfelf with his Mace of 
** Arms. During this Fray, the Sheriffs of London, 
** called Rowland Hill and H. Suckley, came thither, to 
•« whom the Serjeant complained of this Injury, and 
“ required of them the Delivery of the Pnlbncr; 
“ but they took Part with their Officers, and gave no 
« Attention to his Complaint, and contemptuoufly re- 
“ fufed to deliver the Prifoner, The Serjeant returned 
“ to the Houfe, and made his Report of the above 
Tranfaftion ; who thereupon would fit no longer 
“ without their Burgefs, but rofe and repaired to the 
“ Upper Houfe, where the whole Cafe was declared 
■* by the Mouth of the Speaker, before the Lord

Mis Majesty’s Navy may be bettei* fupplicd with TIMBER- 


*The 6 th May 1771* 


The Committee Who were appointed to confider 
how His Majefty’s Navy may be better fuppUed 
with Timber have, purfuant to the Order of the 
Houfe, confidered the Matter to them referred, 
and have agreed Mpon the following Report : 

W HEN Your Committee proceeded to the Exe- 
cution of the Enquiry ordered by the Houfe, 
they immediately found the Neceflity of directing that 
Enquiry to certain Points j Firft, the State of Timber 
fit for the Supply of His Majefty’s Navy, its Sufficiency 
or Infufficiency for that Purpofe i Secondly, in Cafe of 
Infufficiency, to w^at Caufes it might be iriiputed; 
Thirdly, its Operation on the Prices } Fourthly, the 
Means of further Supply at Home, and by Importation; 
and under tliis Head, naturally come the Nature and 
Quality of the different Sorts of Timber. Your Com- 
mittee profecuted their Inquiry as far as the great 
F.xtent of it^ would permit them, but they {ear very 
ihort of what the Importance of the Matter requires ; 
and report to the Houfe fuch Information as they have 
at this Time been able to obtain, diftributed under 
thofe Heads, as far as the Nature of eadh Evidence will 
permit. 

And Firft, as to the Sufficiency or Infufficiency of 
t?>e Supply, Your Committee thought it ncceffary to 


examine John Williams^ Efquire, Surveyor, Hugh Paliifert 
Efquire, Comptroller, and 'Timothy Brett., Efquire, ano- 
ther Commiffioner of His Majefty’s Navy : And they 
informed Your Committee, that there was a great Scar- 
city of Timber for Ship-building in England •, and that, 
for the better Supply of I'imber and Plank fot the Ufc 
of His Majefty’s Navy, it had been found ncceffary to 
apply to Foreign Countries : That the Timber chiefly 
imported, Was of a large Scantling, Compafs Timber, 
for Knees, and other Purpofes : That the New b'orefty 
and the Foreft of Dean, are the only King’s Forefts 
which yield arty confidcrable Supply for the Ufe of His 
Majefty’s Navy ; the firft to Portfmoutb, the other to 
Plymouth : That of 6,000 Loads worked up every Year 
at Portfmeuth, the New Forejl fends no more than 870 
Loads of Oak, and 100 Beach Trees; and of 5,000 
Loads worked up at Plymouth every Year; the Foreft of 
Dean fends no more than 5 or 600 Loads : That fome 
Years ago there was an Order for felling Trees in the 
Foreft ot Sherwood ; but they were found to have ftood 
fb long, and were fo red, that it was thought fit not to 
have any more of them ; That, from the Information 
they have received from their Purveyors and the Timber 
Merchants, they are of Opinion, that there is not a- 
fufficient (^antiry of Timber in England to be pur- 
chafed at any Price ; and all their Purveyors and Timbef 
I Mcrchama 
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Mci chants a^rce, that the large Timber near the Sea 
Coal^ that is to fay, within lurh a Uillance that the 
Land and \V r Carnage docs not exceed 38 s. a Load, 
is neaily exhaullcd. 

That, norv.itliltanding their Application to all the 
Timber Mei chants in England^ to know what they could 
b. lupplied with, they liave received Anfwers from very 
few : One of them lays, tliat he has a I’arccl of 'I'lnibcr 
orlcicJ him, Imt that lie will not engage for it unlefs 
he 15 alloweii ark additional l .aiul Carriage of 40 Miles, 
'riiat the Stock ot '1 imber in t! '■ King’s Yards has been 
leiVeiiing for thefe Isight or Nine Years jiallr, fo that 
though they tiled to f cep Three Yeais Stock before- 
hand, they have not now enough for the Service of the 
current Year, and no Appearance of procuring it j but 
that the Purveyors had not been able to purvey the 
Kingdom all over, fo as to know with Certainty what 
(^lainify tlierc is in the Kingdom. 

And Your Committee being defirous of informing 
thcmfelvcs, what Qiiantity of I'imbcr and Plank 
was ufcvi in the Navy Annually, what Stock of 
Timber was remaining in the King’s Yards for 
Ship-buikling and Repairs, and what Stock would 
be nei eflary to be kept up, called for Accounts 
thereof', which are hcicunto annexed, N“ 1,2,3. 

As to the Cauies of the Iniuflicicncy of the Supply, 
tiny informed Your Committee, that the Scarcity of 
'I'lnibi r is occafioned, partly by building fuch a large 
Numlier of hafi India Ships, paitly by the general In- 
ir^aic of .Slapping, and in a (onliderablo Degree by the 
Auginrntaiion of the Kinp/s Ships, m their Number, 
then Siae, and them Scantiinp.s •, that in the Year 1740 
the N.ivy was greatly intrealed in Number and Size; 
that a great Number weie bu.k in the King’s Yards, and 
.'Ub by Contr.u'1 m the Merchants Yards and in 1745, 
d'c li-^eral Clafles in t!’.' Navy were greatly increafed by 
a ne\/ Lilablilhment in building Ships for the Navy ; 
and ili.it at tlie Opening of the War in 1755 the Number 
.nd Size Hill incrcafcd i in 17;', 6 the Size of the Ships 
vreie very ccmriclcr.ibly increafcd > infomuch that Seventy 
(iun Ships, which formerly were about 1,300 'I’on, now 
.ire iiicieafcd to (uins and 1,600 Ton*, that during 

the lafl War t.'.eiv v/cie 50 or 60 Ships of the Line 
built, the lead t-f them carrying 60 Guns *, and upon 
the Conilufion of the War, the Ships that the War 
began svith, wire mod of them in Want of Rc-buiUl- 
ing, or a ilioiough Rep.iir, except thole that were built 
during the \\'ar *, and that the Confumption of 'I'lmbcr 
fin:e lybz, in biiikling and rejiainng Ships, has been 
as creat as would have built 60 Sliijjs of the Line ; and 
that in iuud, (intc the Year 1762, 34 Ships of the Line 
have been adiially built and launched. 

I'hat there has been a great Incrcafe of Shipping in 
general ; and Ships of all Dimenfions interfere with the 
king’s Ships of the like Dimenfions, and the I’rice has 
been railed in Proportion upon all Timber *, but the 
lucre ale has particularly been in the Eajl India Com- 
])any’s Ships, which from 30 Sail, their Number 30 
Years ago, arc now po Sail, one of which Ships of 800 
'I’on would take the f.ime Scantling as a Ship of War of 
50 or 60 Guns : 'I'hat within thefe 20 Years the EaJl 
India Company have greatly increafed the Tonnage of 
their Ships*, for iluat in 1731 their Ships were limited 
to 600 'I'on, in 1738 tliere was a Regulation that the 
Ships they would employ fliould be ic6 Peet Keel and 33 
Peel broail : T biikr ihel'e Regulations it was not enjoined 
tl i't thty fliould life any Pour-Inch Plank; and that, 
by another Regulation in 1 770, their Ships are to be 1 10 
Pect Keel anil 35 or 36 Peet b oad, and that all the 
IManUing of their Bottoms lhall be Pour-Inch ; that 
by ihek* i.ucd Ccnirads they run from 800 to 1,000 
'J'oiis, winch interfcie with Ships of War from 50 
to 74 Guns ; which is become fo alarming, that it makes 
tlic Navy Board uncafy, and apprehenlive that the Dif- 
fnvilty of gett ng '1 imber will be flill sreater ; that, in 
ConfeqiKnce ot this jnercafe in tlie Size of the Kaft 
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India Ships, the Price of Timber is principally afFecled 
at Deptfordy Woolwich y and Cbathaniy the Eaji Indict 
Ships being built in that Neighbourhood ; and, in tome 
Degree, Portfmouth is likewilc afleded, it being nccef- 
fary to fend 'Pimber from thence to Woolwich and Dept- 
ford : I'hat Portfmouth and Plymouth have further 
Advantages over the other Dock-yards, in Point of 
.Situation, for Supply, not only from the King’s Poreds, 
but from fevcral Counties more produdivc of Timber. 

Your Committee then tailed for the fevcral Accounts 
following; videlicety An Account of the principal 
Dimenfions and Scantlings of the Prame Beams, Knees, 
and I'hick StulFfided and moulded, ufed in the buikhng 
a Ship .,'f each Clafs in the Royal Navy, from ico Guns 
to Prigates of 28 (nins, inclufive ; a Lift of all the 
Englip h^iAx. Ships in the Service of the Comp.iny of 
Meiihants rr.uling to the Kofi Indies on the 3115; of 
December 1770, feccifying the Names anil adiial 'i'on- 
n.igc of t ■ h, and the 'V'ears in which they were re- 
lp*dlvcly built; Lid of all the Ships and Veb; Is which 
conditute the Ec’Jl Lidia Compair.'^ Maiiiie Porce in the 
Eajl l.ulies, I’pecifying the Name, Complement of 
Europeans and of Natives, and the Number and C.ihbra 
of Cannon in each; Ihft of the Number of European-^ 
built Ships in the Service of the Eojl India Company 
each Year, from 1740 until the j^refent Time; and* 
Copies of fuch Refoluiions of the Eajl India ComjMny 
as have been made to regulate the 'i'onnagc and Diincn- 
fions of the European-hwWt Ships in their Service, from 
the Year 1751, when the Piid Regulations were made 
by the Court of Diredtors relating thcieto, to the prefent: 
Time *, which arc hereunto annexed, N° 4, 3, 6, 7, and 8. 

And, in order to find out what Operation the increafed 
Demand of Timber has had upon the Price, Your Com- 
mittee again examined Mr. WtUiamSy Mr. Prdltfery and 
Mr. Brett \ who hid, 'I'hat the Prices of 'I'imber dill'er 
according to the Dimenfions, the large being diouble 
the Value of the fmall ; on a Medium is 4/, a 
Load on Timber of 100 Peet Meetings, but on a long 
Carriage may be found to be Hi. a Iioad ; tliat the 
Price of Timber h.ts incrc'fcd 25 per Cmt. from thei 
Yeai 1737 prefent Time, .and rdl Scantling in 

Proportion ; that the J.ite Rile has been only in the 
Allowance for the additional Carriage, except Oak Plank, 
which has intrealed in Price 10 a. a i.oad. 

Your Committee then called for an Account of the 
Contract Pi ices for Timber and Plank, paid by the 
Conmullioners of His Majefty’s Navy, fince the Yc*r 
• 737 i didinguifliing each Year ; which is hereunto an- 
luxcd, N“ 9. 

As to the Expedients for removing tlie prefent Scarcity 
and jirocuring a fulHcieiit Supply, the taid Mefl'icurs 
WtlliamSy Pallifer, and Brett, informed Your Committee, 
th.at one P'xpcdient for Jupplying the Deficiency ol 
Timlier would be the Introduction of l-’oreign Timber 
in a larger Quantity than at prefent ; and that the Navy 
Board arc now adtually treating for it from Ilaniburgh,. 
Stetin, Holland, and America, and particularly for a 
certain Kind of I/ive Oak, for Knees, from Carolina ; 
but this lall in very fmall Quantities, by Way of Spe- 
cimen only; Another Expedient the Board has ufed, 
has been, by advancing the Price of (Jarridge, to enable 
the Merchants to bring it from the Inkind Parts of the 
Country ; upon which Plan, within thefe Six Months, 
f. 3,200 has been paid to one Timber Mcrcjiant for 
extra Carriage of 3,588 Loads of Timber, and that 
there are further Sums due for extra Carriage, but the 
Board has not yet received the Accounts; that the 
Board is of Opinion, that tlie Price of extra Carriage 
will not always bear the fame Proportion to the Qiiantity 
of Timber, and are taking Mcafures to rcdiKe, in Ibme 
Degree, the Coft of that extra Caniage, it being fa 
high that the Carriage came to more than the Value of 
the Timber *, and accordingly have wrote to the Timber 
Merchants in the different Parts of the Kingdoms to 
inform them, thiif iliey are ready to receive Propofal". 
5 to? 
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for Irving in Timber, at an increafed Catiiage, fram 
the Inland Parts } that the CommilTioners, upon finding 
the Scarcity of Timber, have tried to cnlatge |h«ir 
Supplies from Abroad, by endeavouring to purchafe in 
certain Foreign Countries, from which they had not 
been ufed to receive any Supplies before \ and Offers 
have been made from Sweden j but the Perlbn who had 
undertaken to bring the Supply did not perform it; that 
they have had fome Timber and a great deal of Plank 
from Silefta^ by Way of Stetin\ that they had about i,ooo 
Load from Holland laft Year, and are now under Con- 
traft for i,ooo Load more of Plank from Silefta for this 
Year; but that the Foreign Timber is inferior in 
Quality to the En^UJbt and will turn out dearer (Duty 
included) than their Handing Contract Price; that with 
rclpcft to the Amrican Timber, the Board has attempted 
to get fome Cedar and Mahogany Beams from the 
Mt^quito Shore, but the Undertaker failed in the 
Attempt 1 that they have likewifc imported Plank from 
^ebect fome of which was good in its Quality, but its 
Durability cannot be afeertained, as it has been ufed 
only Two Years, and it is fuppofed it would anfwerthc 
Purpofe of, and comes cheaper than, Dantzick Plank, 
and upon that Prefumption the Commiflioners had 
engag^ for i,ooo Load more, but this Undertaker 
likewife failed in his Attempt and that they have had 
fmall Parcels of Plank from New Tork, but it has been 
found very bad in its Qiiality. 

That in the Courfe of the laft War, the Navy have 
ufed Fir in the Conftruftion of Ships of 28 Guns, by 
Way of Experiment, and in order to gain Time ; but 
they do not think it anfwers, on Account of its Want of 
Durability j and likewife is more expcnfive, as the 
Merchants will not undertake to build a Fir Ship at the 
fame Price they will an Oak Ship. 

That the Commiflioners of the Navy have a Promife 
from the Treafury of the Pre-emption of the King’s 
Timber in all His Forefts •, and have had Supplies from 
feveral Forefts, but in no confidcrable Quantity from 
any but the Foreft of Dean and New For eft. 

And being alked, whether, in their Opinion, it would 
be praAicable, in the Courfe of this Year, to furvey the 
principal Woodlands of this Country, fo as to enable 
them, from the aAual Knowlcge and Information of 
their Officers, to lay before Parliamenr, early next Sef- 
fion, an Eftimate of all the Handing Timber belonging 
to the Cuown, and that belonging to private Perfons, 
with the Degrees of its Vicinity to the neareft Water 
Carriage ? 

They faid, that as to th? King’s Woods, they know 
not the Bounds of the Forefts, nor the Woods in them; 
therefore they have no Means of tpaking fuch an 
Enquiry: And as to private Property, they have no 
Powg: i that they did make an Attempt the Beginning 
of laft War, but were interrupted by the Proprietors 
before they got through the Second County. 

That the Navy Board,' in their ordinary Contraffs, 
have Timber delivered at the ufual Prices, free of all 
Charges 1 but in the Contraft for Inland Timber, in 
orler to enlarge the Supplies, an Allowance is made 
where the ^triage is underftood to amount to more 
than the Sum at which it is ufually eftimated ; that this 
Sum is 38 s. per Load \ and where the real Carriage is 
found CO exceed this Sum, the extraordinary Carriage, 
whatever it may amount to, is allowed, upon producing 
proper Vouchers. 

4. That the Contraftors had alle||pd, that they could 
not get Timber lb near to the Sea Coaft, but that the 
Expence of Carriage would excetd their ufual Compu- 
tation of 38/. a Load; therefore, ubon Application 
made by the Timber Merchants to tne Navy Board, 
that the Price of 'Fimbcr wal. too low, they thought 
proper to give an £ncour.agement, by an Allowance for 
a long Carriage after the Rate of u. per Load per Mile, 
^rather than raife the Price of T^ber, and thus enable 
the Merchant to bring it from the interior Parts of the 
voi.. in, 


Kingdom j but that has been paid only to One Timber 
Merchant : The others not having complied in Time 
with the Conditions of their Contnufbs, no Bills were 
made out to them, and they now defirc a longer Time ; 
and that Mode being thought erroneous, it is now dif- 
continued, and the real extra Carriage paid for. 

And being alked, how long it had been the Praftice 
to purchafe Foreign Timber ? 

They faid, that for Plank it had been praftlfcd feveral 
Years, and fome Timber, which laft has increafed 
gradually j and there is now Twenty 'fimes the Quan- 
tity of Timber purchafed that was Five Years ago ; 
but that the Quantity Five Years a^o was very fmall: 
That they have preferred the Ufc of Foreign Plank, 
in order to fave the Growth of EngUJh Oak; but 
that has greatly diminilhed within thel'e Five Years, 
which is owing to the Contraftors failing to fulfil their 
Contrails, though the Price has been greater than it was 
before. 

Being alked as to the Qu.llity cff Foreign Wood 
in all Refpefts ? I'liey faid, that the Plank was very 
good for Shipo Bottoms under Water, and on the Flats 
of the Decks, though not fo durable as Englijh Oak ; 
that Foreign Oak and Thick .Stuff is now intended to 
be ufed in the Repairs of the King’s Ships, on Account 
of the Scarcity of Timber of Englijh Growth ; but 
as it is of late only that Foreign Timber has been ufed, 
its Durability or Ufefulncfs cannot be afeertained ; that 
fome Experience has been had of the Durability of the 
Thick Stuff in the Prize Ships taken lafl War, but of 
what Country Growth that Oak might be they could not 
fay > that thc7 have obferved, upon a Survey taken of 
thofe Ships, that Oak wrought in the Thick Stuff and 
Frame was not fo good and laftine as that of EngUJb 
Growth, as has been proved by the frequent fudden 
Repairs required of them; that as to the Prices of 
Foreign Timber, they faid, that Plank is dearer than 
Engltfty Thick Stuff pretty near the famfc, and the 
Timber uncertain ; but none of it fo durable as Englijh ; 
that the Navy has hitherto ufed very little Foreign 
Timber, except Dantzick Plank, which is chiefly ufed 
for Ships Bottoms ; but that Supply having been diverted 
by the Troubles in Poland^ they have lately made an 
Agreement for Plank from Sileftat which, with the 
Dantzick., is ufed for Ships Bottoms, and amounts to 
1,300 Loads a Year. 

Being examined as to the Prices paid for Timber from 
the Foreft ; they faid, that when felled and fquared it 
Hands in 381. a Load -, that as to what is brought from 
the New Foreft to Portjmoutb Tard^ all the Charges of 
felling andExpences of removing amount to about 36J. 
a Load more ; at the Foreft of Dean, the Charges and 
Expences amount to about £.2. izr. 6 d. and mCafe 
of a War there is an additional Price of §s. : That as 
to the Qualities of Enghft Oak Timber, it varies accord- 
ing to the Soil it grows upon, the Timber coming from 
the interior Parts not being fo good as that in the Sea 
Coaft Counties ; that a fandy Soil produces an inferior 
Sort of Timber to a Clay Soil, it being generally fiiakcy, 
and not fo tough or durable as that which grows upon a 
Clay Soil ; that they had always received that Sort of 
Timber in the King’s Yards, as they a-fufc none from 
any Soil, provided it be perfeift in its Nature, and not 
lhakey i and in that Cafe jt is equally good, and appli- 
cable to any Parts of the Ship for immediate Ufe, but 
ceruinly not fo durable : That there is no certain Rule 
by which the Age of Timber may be afeertained when 
it comes into the King’s Yards, but judge it fit from 
80 to 100 Years Growth, which it is neceffary it Ihould 
be, particularly upon Account of the Size : That, pre- 
vious to paying tor the Timber that is ferved into the 
King’s Yards, the proper Officer furveys it, and fcarches 
out the Dctc^ i and, if any appear, an Abatement is 
made from the (^antity, to reduce it to the Standard 
Price of Goodnm ; the Abatement being made upon 
the Quantity of Timber to be certified for, in Favour 
F of

of the Contraftor, in order to avoid an Alteration in 
the Con trad Price. And tht-y delivered in to Your 
Cotnmitiee an Account of the Time ncccflary or expe- 
dient, in the Opinion of the Surveyor of the Navy, for 
fawing Timber before it is built with, and when in the 
Frame *, which is hereunto annexed, N® lo. 

And they faid, that there was not fufficient Room in 
the Dock Yards for ftowing and feafoning the Timber, 
which fulFers much by being heaped one Ihece upon 
another, expofed to Sun and Rain but that lufRcient 
Room might be had, if wanted ; that the Timber 
generally lies about Six Months alter it is Tided, fome- 
times flicked, and fometimes the Sides in Contad with 
each other ; that, indeed, upon the great Confumption 
of Timber of late Years, liich Pieces as have thus lain 
in the Manner complained of, did not lie fo on Account 
of tlic Qiiantity, but were moftly fiich as were fit foy 
particular Piirpofes, and lay by till there was a Call for 
them, as they were not proper to be tonverted to other 
Ufes. 

Your Committee thought it necefliiry, in the next 
Place, to examine I'omc Ship- builders, and thereupon 
oidercd fcveral of the mod confiderable to attend. And 
Mr. JVillum IVelU faid, that there is a great Scarcity of 
Timber in the Kingdom, particularly in the Counties of 
SuffeXy iiurrey^ Ilampfiire^ Berkjhire^ KJfex, Suffolk, Nor- 
folk, and Kent •, from whence they had been ufed to 
draw their Supplies j and which Counties are now .ilmolt 
drained j that there is now greater DiiHcuky in getting 
large Timber than in getting fmall, which was not the 
Cafe formerly. 

And being examined as to the Caufes of thtit Scarcity, 
he faid, that one CauTe aroTc from the Converfion of 
Wood Land into Arabic, which was the Cafe very 
much in the County of Suffex ; that the other Caufes 
are, the Increafe of the Roy.il Navy, and of the general 
Trade of the Kingdom, and particularly of the Trade 
of the Eaft India Company, their Ships having incrcufcd 
in Number, Size, anti Scantlings, and that they have 
now 9 1 Ships in that Service •, that, by the lafk Order 
of the Company’s Committee for Shipjnng, their Ships 
are to be no Feet Keel, and 35 or 36 Feet Broad; 
that he has formerly built Eaft India Ships of 600, 500, 
and Tome of 4.00 Tons, but that he has built one of 
864 Tons i and a confiderable Part of the Timber and 
Beams in that Siiip would be fit for a Fifty or Sixty- 
Gun Ship, and a great deal for a Seventy-four-Gun 
Ship, which he knows by Experience, having built 
Shi])s of War which carried 74 Guns; that of the 
Timber uled in Eaft India Ships of 700 Tons, a con- 
fidcrable Part would be fit for Ships of War of 50 Guns, 
but moll: of it for Frigates ; and that which is ufed in 
Eaft India Shi(is of 600 Tons, would be fit only for 
I'Vigates and he gave it as his Opinion, that if the 
Eaft India Company were allowed to build all their 
Ships upon the large Scantling, and particularly with 
Four-Inch Plank in their Bottoms (which is now ufed 
for Ships of War of 50 Guns and upwards) it would be 
very hurtful to the Navy. 

And he obferved, that ilic Eaft India Ships were 
allowed to go but 4 Voyages, which are performed on 
an Avenige in 11 Years ; confequently all the 91 Ships 
are rebuilt within the Term of 12 Years; that, on 
breaking up the Eaft India Ships, very little of their 
Timber is made Ufc of in Ship-building ; but in Navi- 
gation, at the End of the 4 Voyages, about 12 out of 
the 91 may find Employment as Store-fhips .and Maft- 
lliips in Time of Peace, and in Time of War double 
tJiat Number ; And he produced to Your Committee an 
Account of Scantling of Timbers, fjfr. of fundry Ships 
built for the Eaft India Company by himfelf and Partt^r, 
which is hereunto annexed, N® ii. 

And being examim d as to the incrcaftd Price of 
Timber, he faid, that within thefe 20 Years the Price 
of 'l imber at the Lonuon Market is raifed from to 
4. lOJ. and f-s ^ Load, for what runs from bo to 


100 Feet Meetings ; from 45^ tO;^. 3. 15s, for wh»t 
runs from 35 to 60 Feet Meetings ; and that the Price of 
Dan$zi(k Plank is incrcafcd from 6. 5 j, to 10. lor. 
a Load. 

That he had made no Attempt to get any Supply 
Timber from the Inland Parts, nor from America, or 
any Foreign Country, except Plank from Dantick. 

That if the Ships in the Service of the Eaft India 
Company were to be again fitted out the Year of their 
Return, they would probably go more Voyages, and 
thereby a great deal of I'imber would be faved ; and 
that if both the Navy and Eaft India Company were to 
make ufe of Elm and Beach Plank from the High 
Water Mark- downwards, it would be a great Saving of 
Englijh Oak, be as durable, and anfwcr the fame Pur- 
pofe as well ; and that the Navy has made Ufc of fuch 
Plank with good Succefs ; but that Fir Plank would not 
anfwcr. 

Mr. Perry (another confiderable Ship-builder) 
confirmed Mr. WelN% Evidence, except as to the Rife 
in the Price of Timber within thefe 20 Years paft; 
which Rife, he faid, is not more than 20/. or 25^. 
a I^oad, on Timber of 60 Feet Meetings and upwards ; 
nor more than 15J. or 20/. a Load, on l imber from 
40 to 60 Feet Meetings. * 

That with refj)eft to the Eaft Irdia Company, he 
faid, that as neither he nor his Father had built for 
that Service any Sliip larger than 723 Ton, he could 
give no Account of the comparative Si c of any hirger 
Ships for the Navy or tlie Company : And he produced 
to Your Committee, a Paper containing the Dimenfions 
and Scantlings of feveral Eaft India Ships built by him- 
fclf and Company at Biaekwall, which is hereunto 
annexed, N® 12. 

And he further faid, That neither he nor his Father 
had built, for the Service of the Eaft India Company, any 
fmallcr Sliips than thofe of 544 Tons ; and that he 
wifhes no larger had been built at all, as this Pradice 
diflreffes the Ship-builder in his Trade, not only bf 
rendering it more difficult to get Timber, but by raifing 
the Price of it, and enhancing the Expence of Work- 
manfhip in the Mode of conflruding thefe Ships beyond 
what the advanced Price paid for them will return to 
the Builder ; and that a Ship of 800 Tons will take 
more I'lmber, and coft more in Workmanfhip, than 
Two Ships of 400 Tons each. 

Mr. Randall (another confiderable Ship-builder) 
agreed with Mr. Wells, except that feme Parts of the 
Eaft India Company’s Ships, when they are broke up, 
may be ufed in repairing Ships ; for that he, in par- 
ticular, had ufed the Knees, Stanckrds, and Beams, in 
repairing Weft J^dia Ships ; that the large Timbers are 
generally reduced, and a fmaller Ship would yield more 
Timber for the Purpofe of refitting and repairing others 
than a larger Ship, becaufe more applicable to the 
general Size of Ships, without Alteration, and at lefs 
Expence; that upon Convtrtion of great Timber no 
great Quantity would be wafted or thirourn away, if it 
were not to be ufed in building fmall Ships, becaufe the 
Surplus Timber might be worked up in repairing the 
old Ships } that in the common Run of ')^rade. Ships 
will laft more than 12 Years; and that he has known 
Eaft India Ships, remaining out more Time in their 
Voyages, laft i6 Years. 

That he remembers fevent old Men of War broke 
up about 43 Years ago ; and the Plank without Board 
under Water was ofe Beach, and a great deal of it in 
very good Order. 

Tlwt the largeft Ship he ever built, oris now build- 
ing, for iheEafflndda Company, is One of 864 Tons ; 
and the fmalleft, which was in the Year X743, about 
620 Tons : And he dc^red in to Your Committee a 
Propofal for Scantling and alfo another for the Prefcr- 
vatton of Timber, accompanied with Propofals of Di- . 
menfions and Scantlina for a Ship of 600 Tons ; which 
are hereunto annexed, N® 13 and 14. 
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Mr. 
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Mr. Dudman fsnocher confidcrable Ship* 

builder, and alfo a Dealer in Timber) agreed with Mr. 

Mr. Perry, and Mr. Randall, except where Mr. 
Perry dilFcrs from Mr. IVeUs } and faid, ^ac the Rcyd 
H^illiam Ship of War has now Beach in her Bottom 5 
or 6 Strikes from the Garbord-ftrike, which has been 
there 52 Years, and on Examination laft February was 
found to be very good •, that he has built Ships for the 
Eafi India Company about 9 Years, and that the largeft 
Ship he ever built for them was of 864 Tons, the 
fmalleflr of 702 Tons : And he delivered in to Your 
Committee a Paper containing Propofals for Scantlings ; 
which is hereunto annexed, N" 15. 

Being then examined as to the State of the Timber 
in the Inland Parts of the Kingdom •, he faid. That he 
finds that there are in the Counties ot HertfordfiAre, 
Gloucejlerfiire, Monmmthjhire, Worcefitrjhire, and Sbrop-^ 
Jbire, great Qiiantities of large Timber fit for the Ufe 
of Government, and from whence the Navy might be 
plentifully and well fupplied, if they would pay the ad- 
ditional Charge of Carriage : That he has bought 3,000 
very large I'rees in Uerefordjhtre, of about 80 Feet 
Meetings j the Charge of Carriage upon which to Ply- 
mouth is jf. 2. 8 j. per Load, and if fent into the River 
Thames 12 s. more, but only 6 j. Addition from Ply- 
mutb to Portfmoutb. 

And Meffieurs Udells, Perry, and Randall faid, that 
they are merely Ship Builders •, that they never buy 
Timber from the Stem, but are fupplied from tlic 
Timber Merchants j and they, together with Mr. Dud- 
man, agreed that they have ufed Elm, but not Beach, 
in the Bottoms of Ships, the Surveyors of the Eafi 
India Company having refufed to have Beach made 
Ufe of. 

In the next Place, Your Committee examined 
Mr. Henry Mills, a confidcrable Timber Merchant ; 
who faid. That, beyond all Doubt, there was a Scar- 
city of Timber for the Purpofes of the Navy ; that in 
Sujfex, Kent, Surrey, Berkjhire, Part of Hampjhire, Efiex, 
Suffolk, and Part of Norfolk, it had been almoft all cut 
down within thefc 30 Years, particularljr in Suffex, Kent, 
and Surrey that in thofe I'hree Counties he knew only 
Two Eftates on which there was any confidcrable Quan- 
tity fit for immediate Ufe ; that he does not very well 
know what Qiiantity of Timber there may be on the 
Eftates of private Perfims in Hampjhire •, that he knows 
of but One Eftatc in .on which there is much 
Timber fit for the Ufe of the Navy, and on that Eftatc 
there is a great Quantity in all thofe Counties fomc, 
but in fmall Quantities ; that he did not know more 
than Two Eftates in Suffolk which had any great Quan- 
tity, nor mofc than One in Norfolk, and in all the reft 
of that County there was very little ; that he knows 
not One Eftate |n Berkfi/ire on which the Quantity was 
confidcrable t that there was^none in Oxfordjhire, very 
little in Northamptonfhire, ex^t in the King’s Forefts, 
and even there the Qiiantity was not confidcrable ; but 
what was there was very fit for the Ufe of the Navy, 
and about 14 or 15 Miles from Water Carriage. 

Thar, though he had not carefully examined Glou- 
cefierfidri^^ht knows enough of the County to fay, that 
there is not much Timber there in the Handslof private 
Petfons. 

And he aflSgned, as One Caufe of the Scarcity of 
Timber, the improper Manner of cutting down, at every 
fr^ Fall of Coppices, the Tillers which were left at 
the 'preceding Fall, and ought to be permitted to 
grov^ up to Timber. 

As another Caufe of that Scarcity is the Converfion 
of great Qaantities of Timber, fit for Ships of the Line 
of Baitle;into Cafks and Coopers Ware, in Norfolk,^ 
Suffolk, mA Herefordfinre, and particularly in the, laft; 
that fmall Timber would not be fit for thofe Purpoftsi 
but Timber might be had from Abroad which would 
anfwer as well as Englifi) Oak. 

As another Caufe, he faid, was the Forges, whicn 
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are deftruftive to the Growth of Timber, though he does 
not know that any ufclul I'imber has been cut down to 
fupply fuch Forgc.s, except in Monmouthfinre, where 
they cut down and ufe their young Tillers for that 
Purpofe. 

As another Caufe, is the increafed Tonnage of Ships ; 
becaufe, if fmallcr Ships were built, a great Quantity 
of fmall Timber might be worked up in them, which 
never comes to fuch a Size as to be fit for large Sliips. 

That as to the Advance in the Price of I'imbcr, he 
faid. That fincc the if car 1753, there had been none to 
the Commillloners of the Navy, except in Plank, which 
laft Year was rofe 10 J. per Load •, but that there had 
been a confidcrable Rife in the Price of all Timber in the 
Merchants Yards, and llill in a <',> e e cr Proportion on 
large Timber for the < oi L A,,/".- j 

and that the Reaion why the Price is not In like 
ner advanced upon Timber, fold to the C ;mmiflioners 
of the Navy, is, becaufe they have agreed to ’ an 
Allowance for tlie increafed Carriage, which the Mer- 
chants pay for in the general Price. 

That though there is little Timber in tlie King’s 
Forefts mNorthan>ptonJhire, what there is there, is very fit 
for the Navy ; and that there is a great deal in the Nero 
Forefi ; '1 hat in the Weakls of Sujjex, Surrty, and Kent, 
there are large Qiiantities growing, whicli will necefla- 
rily come forward, fome in every Year, not much at 
firft, but a great Qiiantity in .p or 50 Years; that 
within thefc 20 or 30 Ycirs more Care has been taken 
than formerly; and that there arc as many Trees now 
growing there as were too Years ago, fewer in Hedges, 
but more in Coppices *, and much more Land, very 
fit for tKe Growth of Timber, has been turned to ihaV 
Purpofe. 

And he gave Your Committee an Account of the 
Timber in the Foreft of Dean, as it was found upon 
a Survey taken in the Year 1 7C4 ; which was after- 
wards confirmed to Your Committee by febn Pitt, 
Efquire, Surveyor General of His Majelly’s Woods, 
and is hereafter ftated, with tlie reft of his Evidence, in 
this Report. 

And Mr. Mils fiud, That though much Timber has 
been cut down in Dean Forefi fince that I’ime, the 
remaining Timber has fo improved, that he makes no 
Doubt, but there are now as many Loads there as 
there were when that Survey was taken ; and is now 
capable of great Improvement; for there are leverid 
Parts of the Foreft, upon which there is no Timber 
now growing, that formerly were great Quantities ; and 
he called the Foreft of Dean, the Garden ot the World, 

That the Time he fuppofes the Timber is growing 
in the Foreft of Dean is, as in moll other Places, about 
120 or 130 Years; that the Soil is a ftrong Clay, and 
very good for Timber; that there arc now fome Inclo- 
furcs, and more arc going to be made ; but he fears 
they will have little Efieft, unlefs the Deer are de- 
ftroyed ; that thciV are Rights of Common and Pannage, 
which arc very deftruftivc to the Timber, particularly 
the Right of Pannage and that he had lien 3,000 
Flogs there at a Time : That the DeftruClion of the 
Gols, which is very much praftifed there, in order to 
increafe jhe Failure for the Maintenance of tlie Colliers 
and Cottagers Horfes, is very detrimental to the Growth 
and Prefervation of young Trees ; that he does not be- 
lieve there is «ny Abufc of Confequcnce there, in re- 
gard to the Cutting of Dot.ird Trees, which are not fo 
called on Account of their Age, but fiom various Acci- 
dents, and are very good for Houle Building; and many 
of them are fent 10 Brifiol .'ind other Parts for building 
Small Craft : TJiat there is a good deal of Timber 
in Herefordfiire, much more than in the Maritime 
Counties. 

That he thinks, that the King’s Forefts, and perhaps 
the Foreft of Dean and the NezO Forefi alone (improved 
according to his Idea) might be brought to fupply Timber 
for Half theConfumption in Linc-of-Baulc Ships ; that 
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the Maritime Counties will ftill fupply fome Timber 
for the Navy in every Year ; but no great Quantity for 
30 or 40 Years to come, and then a very great Qtian- 
tity V and that he is rather inclined to think, there would 
be Timber enough (taking one Year with another) for 
the Ufc of the whole Navy till lio Years from the pre- 
fent Time. 

That he thinks the L^and Owher would find his 
Advantage in letting his Timber grow till it is fit for 
the Ulc of the Navy, and in letting the Tillers grow j 
which Improving in Timbers will make ample Amends 
for the Lois of Underwood: And he has found, by Expe- 
rience, that in cutting Coppices, the beft Way is to cut 
down the fmall Timber with the large •, for the fmall 
Trees left in Coppices will not grow to be large Trees, 
when thofe which were large arc removed. 

That as to Foreign Timber, lie faid. That fo much 
as had come under iiis Knowlege, had not been equal 
to the Enghflj ; but that the ncarefl to it, was the 
T'imber and Plank which comes from Dantzick. 

For the further Information of Your Committee, Mr. 
Mills laid before them, a Copy of a Letter which he had 
wrote to tlie Commiffioners of the Navy, together with 
another Copy of a Letter referred to in the firft-mcn- 
tioned Letter. 

I’he firll-mcntioned Letter, dated 'January 27 1770, 
is to the following Purport : That he could not think 
any Method more effedtual for improving the Growth 
ol Timber, than, in the firll Place, to have all fuch 
Parts of every Wafte in His Mujefty’s feveral Forefts, 
as are proper for Timber, duly fenced in, fo as to be 
fuffitieiuly fecured againlt the Deer or Cattle of any 
Kind i and then to be planted with Acorns, intermixed 
with other Seeds of quicker Growth, fuch asBccchmaft, 
Allikeys, Hazelnuts, and the like, whereby the firll 
Shootings from the Acorns will be proteded from the 
Weather, and by this Method the Inclofure will foon 
become a Wood or Coppice *, and then, as foon as the 
Copjiicc IS grown to a Size to make fmall Faggots, fuch 
as are ufed in Lime Kilns, which in common is at 8 
or 9 Years Growth, the Whole Ihould be cut down, 
except the Saplins or 'I'illers fprung from the Acorns 1 
thefe Ihould be moft carefully left. The Time of 
Year for cutting the Coppice Ihould be November^ 
December^ or January j then, in the Spring, the Tillers 
lliould be carefully viewed, and a proper Number of 
fuch of them as ihall appear in the lead thriving Con- 
dition Ihould be marked out for cutting away, a Part 
of which only fltould be cut away immediately,' and 
the reft in the Spring following-, neither Ihould too 
many be m.irkcd for cutting away in the Whole : That 
in the right Management of the Cojipice, lies the chief 
Skill in the raifing of Timber. The Number of Tillers 
ought to be diminifhed, that what are left may have 
more Room to grow and extend therafelves v if too 
many are cut at a 'I’ime, thofe which remain will be lb 
much opened to the Weather and )yind, as to caufe 
them to run up fmall, and fo weak, as cvc.i to berid 
under their own Weight but if the Number taken 
away be judicioudy chofen, and removed ;iradual]y, 
the Tillers will grow up llout and ftrong. After 
the Second Spring, in which the Cutting of Tillers 
marked out before is linifhed, the Coppice Ihould be 
left to grow up again till it is become fit to cut a 
Second I'ime, which will be in about Ten or Twelve 
Years j and then the Coppice Wood Ihould be cut 
down again, with the fame Caution as before in pre- 
ferving the Oak Tillers, and in the thinning their Num- 
ber afterwards, that what arc left ftandiiig may have 
Hill more Room to fpread themfelves in: And this 
Mamgernent of the Coppice Ihould be ob^rved, as 
often as the Underwood is cut, till no more of the 
Tillers or young Oaks are left than what are rcfci:vcd 
to grow up to Timber. This, in his Opinion, fhould not 
be more than Fifty or Sixty on each Acre of Land. 
And were every Nobleman and Gentleman, poifefied 


of Land proper for the Growth of Timber, to parfue 
the fame Method, he is greatly inclined to think, that 
within 120 or 130 Years (Care being taken to pr^erve 
the young Timber now growing, of which in many 
Parts of the Kingdom there is a great Quantity) there 
would be mote than would be wanted for the Supply of 
the Navy, and Trade of And he is inclined 

to think that His Majefty’s Foreft of Dean alone, thus 
improved, from the Obfervations he has made refpcdl- 
ing the Growth of the Timber, with the Quantity of 
Timber Trees now growing thereon, would fupply near- 
ly, if not Half, the I)emand for His Majefty’s Yard at 
Plymouth : And he fent them, inclofed, a Letter which 
he received from a Friend in in order to illuftrate 
what he had been recommending, by the Examples of 
the Succefs that Gcndcman had had in purfuing the 
like Methotl -, and alfo bccaufe it contained fome fur- 
ther Particulars, which otherwife he intended himfelf to 
have enlarged upon. 

The lecond-meiitioned Letter, dated I^dfwortby 13th 
January 1770, is. to the following Purport: That 
he is fully perfuaded, that if every Proprietor and 
Owner of Timber Lands would but take the fame 
Care to cultivate and improve tlic Growth of Tin^r, 
that he has taken for 45 Years paft j in a Century, Eng- 
land would be capable of growing l imber faftcr than 
there would be a Demand for it : I'hat there is not any 
Place that he has cut Timber from, which is not much 
fuller now, and more regularly planted, than ever it was 
before : But, as the Affair is now managed, there is 
fcarce One Land-owner in a very great Number that 
takes proper Care to cultivate and improve the Growth 
of Timber } and a great Number of thole that do, cut it 
down btfore it is ufeful in any Part of tlic Navy : That 
the grand Enemy of all the Growth and Produce of 
Timber is the Cattle of all Kinds, when, through Nc- 
gledl to fence and inclofe the Woods, the Cattle are 
permitted to go and feed on thofe Lands from whence 
the old Timber was cut, and eat up all the young 
Plants and Produce-, that the common Tenants and 
Occupiers of Timber Lands hate to fee a Tree grow 
and fiourifh j and that if Numbers of Eftates in the 
proper Timber Land? were properly inclofed, and never 
let to a Farmer, nor cultiv.ited for Corn or Grafs, the 
Produce and Growth of Timber would in a proper 
Time produce to the Landlord or Owner of the laid 
Lands, more real Profit than ever they will receive from 
fuch I'cnanrs : That another very great Difcouragemcnc ’ 
and Hindrance to the Growth of Timber arifes from 
the Timber not being frcc’d on the feveral Copyhold 
Eftates of this Kingdom i where the Copyhold 1 enants* 
and Owners of thofe Copyhold Premifies, in general, 
take Care to deftroy the Tillers, and to fave and pre- 
ferve very few of them ; as it is for the Lord and not 
for themtclves, and the Drip and Shade of the Trees 
docs their Corn and Grafs much Damage } therefore, if 
the Lords of Manors would, for a valuable Confidcra- 
tion, be prevailed upon to free the Timber on thofe 
Premifies, it would afford a very great Encouragement 
to the Copyhold Tenants in general, to train up and 
encourage the Growth of Timber, as ^cy ^emfelves 
would enjoy the Benefit of it ; and it would’ tend to a 
very great increafe of Timber. As for the Inclofiog; 
of >Arafte or Common Lauds, to raifc Timber thereon, 
he was afraid it would ^ remedying one Evil, and ’ 
bring on a greater for, if it were polfible to inclofe 
our Commons .and Wafte Lands, it would very greatly 
reduce and hinder the Breed of Cattle of all Kinds» 
caufe a great Scarcity of Provifions of Meat of all . 
Kinds, and reduce and lower the Rents of Abundance 
of Eftates : Befides, he was of Opinion there are Lands 
enough already inclofed, if they were properly ma- 
naged and conduced, which would produce more- Tim- 
ber ad ir^nitum than would be wanted -, and that, if 
the Royal Forefts were well inclofed and properly ma- 
naged, it would in reafonable Time caufe a very great 
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Increafe '<#Tiinber: 'What he Wa$ then advantiing was 
from hia. own Experience*, that his Father purehafed 
Two little Eftates in the Year 1695, the Land and 
Timber together coft 560, the Timber was then 
valued at 200 only t that he had cUt already Ip much 
as, with what he int^ded to cut this Spring, would 
amount to more than % 2,000 ; and then the Remain- 
der left on the Lands will be worth more than the ori- 
ginal Purchafe of both Land and Timber: Tlvit, 
when he purchafed Rcundhurft Ellate, in the Year 
t9|4i, the whole of the Timber on the Eftate at that 
Time was valued by the Vender at jf. 500 only, and he 
had cut 1,000 worth off from ^at Eftate fince he 
purchafed it, and he thought there were 20,000 Ttpes 
now on the Eftate, worth 5 s. each. And as a plain 
inftance that no Time ought to be loft in training up 
and preferving of Timber, when he purchafed S^ood- 
hurji Eftate in 1^36, Mrs. Capren^ of whom he pur- 
chafed it, acquainted him that ftie had forbid the Te- 
nants cutting the Underwood then growing on a Iktie 
Piece of Coppice Ground, about I’wo Acres of which 
in his TiQ^ was a very good Furz P’icld ; and when he 
cut the Underwood, in the -Winter *^1736, there was a 

f lentiful Crop bf fine Oak Tillers growing amongft the 
inderwood •, but, as- it w^s a poor, landy, dry Piece of 
I,(and, he thought Oak Timber would not grow there- 
on, and therefore ordered them to be all cut down, Ex- 
cept T>o, which he left by Way of Experiment: in 
the next Eleven or Twelve Years, thtfc Two Tillers 
girt more than Six Inches Square without the Rind, 
Four Feet above the Stem j that Winter he clit the 
Underwoods again, and had a very plentiful Crop of 
fine Oak Tillers again *, that 'the Two Tillers which he 
faved Eleven or Twelve Years before, are now more than 
5 s, each better than the new Crop \ that he computes 
there are 300 Standard Tillers on tlte Coppice, which, 
kt 5 s. each, is C- 75 1°^ *0 ^7 cutting down the . 

firft Crop: That his late Father-in-law, in the Year 1727, 
fold as much Timber from a Piece of Coppice Ground 
at containing Fiv? Acres and a Quarter, 

and Thirty-eight Pereft, as amounted to 660 j only 
a few Trees more might be added to them, but he 
believes there were as many left ftanding on die Cop- 
pice t and in the Year 1735, the Writer of this Letter 
fold from another Cop|iicc near adjoining, being about 
the fame Qtiantity of Land, as much Timber . as he 
computed l^d for 500 ; that if both thclc Coppices 
were turneddnto Underwood, or converted into Arabic 
Land, they would not both be worth ^per Annum j but 
the Tillers which he has trained upon thofe Two Cop- 
pices, when they (hall be large enough to convert into 
full Three and Four-Inch Plank, will bring upon their 
Sale more than 2,000 : That, in the Year 1736, he 
purchafed a little Eftate adjoining to Hartjhurfi *, the 
Timber and Tillers wrfre viewed, and valued at 100 
only 1 fincc that Time, he has cut from it very little 
Icfs than 200 worth, and thinks the l imber and 

Tillers now upon it worth 200 more : That the beft 
Method to tram up youngTimber is, where the oldTim- 
ber will admit of it in Coppices, to cut all down clean 
as you can, and as foon as poflibic to get the Ground 
quite cleared, and the next Winter following caufc thofe 
Lands to be well and fufEcicntly fenced, to prevent any 
Cattle of any Kind from going or feeding- in them ; 
and lb foon as the Underwoods are grown jfirge enough 
to make a common Bavin, or Limekiln Fa^ot, which 
may be Eight or Ten Years at moll, then leave all the 
Tillers ftanding ; and at the Firft ^ring of the Year 
aftA", let the worft of the Tillers be marked out mo- 
derately, and then the next Spring*after, let more be 
marked to be cut down, and fo coittinue after every 
Cutting of Underwoods for Four or Five Cuttings, 
which v/ili.bc Forty or Fifty Years *, for if the Wood is 
thinned too much the Firft Spring after taking away 
the Underwood, the Tillers will be -too much expofed 
to the Cold", and their Growth will be checked : On the 
VoL. III. 


other Hand, i/ the Underkood is permitted to grow too 
long whilft the Tillers are fmall, they will be drawn up too 
long and too ftentlcr, and never grqw ftout and rtrong 
afterwards : By cutting the UnderwooilsTmall, the FiMt 
Time cfpcciaHy, and alfo the Second Time, the 'Fillers 
will grow vciy ftout and ftrong, if the Lands arc kind 
for Timber, and Care taken to keep all Cattle out : 
That there is not One Place where he has cut Tim- 
ber,^ which is not now fuller than it was before; that 
the great and common Objcdlion that is generally 
made againft faving and training up of Timber, is its 
being a long Time in growing up ; but he thinks, if 
properly managed, it is not long : TJiat he computes, 
that he has cut from the Hartfiorn Eftate, from 1720 
to 1736, about 4,000 worth of Timber; andTwOjYcars 
ago, from that Ellate and fome others, almoft 500 
worth more ; and he ventures to fay, that thole Eftates 
were never fo well plahted with Timber as they now 
arc ; that he faved a Tiller juft below his Houfe, .at 
Michaelmas 1737, very dear then at 6 d. and now it is 
very cheap at 40 s. 

Your CoBimittee then thought proper to examine 
ibme Merchants, Importers of Timber ; and 

Mr. Bblly laid, that he had been almoft 2o 

Years in the Bantzick Trade, and Imports’ from thence 
Four and Three-Inch Plank for Ship-building, but no 
other Sort of Timber; the Four-Inch Plank is 36 
Feet long, and the Threc-Inch Plank about 32 ; but by 
reafonof the Troubles in Poland^ the Import of Plank 
from Dantzick has coqfiderably dccreafed ; that he had 
formerly ithjjortcd 1,500 Load a Year for the life of 
the Navy; but that lalt Year he imported only 800 pr 
1,000 Loads; and. the Commiflioners of the Navy ‘ 
would have taken more if he could have got it ; and 
that his CorrcfpoiK'eiit informs him, that Timber grows 
fcarcer in Polandy and is not to be had but by Ictchiiig 
it farther frotji the River. 

With rel’pedt to the increafed Price of Timber, he 
faid, that the laft Price he paid for Plank w'as 8. 5 s. 
per Load; the -preceding Year, and 3 or 4 Years before 
that, it was no more than \y s. 6 d.i that 10 
Years ago he thinks it was £.y. 10 j. ; and from thence 
to 20 Years back, it was from £. 7. 5 j. to £. 7. 10 j. per 
Load. 

I'hat, if the Troiible.s in Poland lliolild ceafe, Bant- 
zick Plank would come in greater Qiiantitie.s ; that it is 
as good as Englijh, and apjilicablc to the fame Pur- 
poles ; that he has imported Fir Pla’ik from Dantzick, 
called Pruffian Deals, for Shippi.«ig, Two-Inch Thick, 
from 30 to 36 Feet long, and at ilie Rate of 9J. apiece 
from 5 to 10,000 in a Year, for the ITc ol the Navy, 
and more than Double that Quantity for private 
Trade. 

That, upon the Import from Bantzuk falling Ihort, 
he tried at Hamburgh and Holland, aim found that the 
beft Plank from thcncc would come dearer than from 
DantzUk ; and he faid, that all Kinds of Goods may 
be imported from this Country into Poland, and the 
Duties on them are very eafy; and that the Trade 
'between that Country anef this is in Favour of Great 
Britain. And 

Mr. jefper La<u;rence Richter laid, that he imports 
"Timber from Prujia, Hamburgh, and the Eaft Coun- 
try ; that he vifcd to import little die than Staves from 
Stelin-, but laft Year he impoi ted, for the Ufe of the 
Navy, 7 or 800 Load of Pl ink of the fame Sort with 
Bantzick, and fome Thick Stuft', and is now under 
Contrail for i,2Co Loads more of Plank, of Three, 
Four, and Four-and-half-Inch Thick ; that he has like- 
wife, by the Encouragement of the Navy Board, im- 
ported fome pretty large Coinpal's Timber, fit for 
Ships from 60 to 80 Guns, and intends this Year to 
import more, and of the fame Size that both the Timber 
and Plank arc youn^ and good, not inferior to wliac 
comes from Bantzi^, but ne fuppofes not fo durable 
G as

as the Englijh \ that he found at firft fome Difficulty 
in getting his Orders executed, not on Account of the 
Quantity, but in the Converfion of the Timber ; that 
he doubts not but he could fupply the Navy with 2 or 
9,000 Loads of Timber, and as many of Plank, in 
every Year, on proper Notice ; that he could bring 
fome of the fame (^ality from Hamburgh^ being the 
Growth of the Hanoverian Dominions, the Dutchy of 
Holjleiny and ieveral Parts of Piufta } and from IJo^d^ 
being the (Growth of the Rhine \ but he believes it 
would be ut a higher Price than what comes from 
Stttin. 

I’hr.t the Price for Plank is jf- 7. to J. per Load, and 
for Knics 7, 15 s delivered at the King’s Yards free 
of all Charges. Then 

Mr. Ilagen, another Merchant Importer, be- 

ing examined, confirmed the Evidence of Mr. Solly and 
Mr. Ruhter •, and added, that th-; Supply of Timber 
and Plank from the Northern i'arts of Europe is, a 
little from the tVefer^ but mollly from' the Rhme^ the 
Elbe^ the Oder^ and the P'ljUtla^ I’rom which Rivers an 
ample Supply of all Species of Timber and Plank may 
be had ; and that he finds no Difficulty in having his 
Orders executed there to any Extent j that with rc- 
fpedt to the (^lality of the Timber from thofe Places, 
he faid, he thinks that which comes down the Rhine to 
Rotterdam and Dort is preferable to that which comes 
from any of tlic other Platts j that what comes down the 
Elbe to Hamburgh is moft'7 Bohemian Timber, and but 
indifferent; that which comes down the IFarter and 
the Oder, from Bratulenburgb to Stetin, is inferior to 
that wliicli comes down the Vijiula to Dantzick ; and 
that what comes down the JVefer is very indifferent, be- 
ing moftly fandy, that is to fay, what grew on a fandy 
Soil, and not fit for Ship-building •, but he faid, that in 
hrandenburgh there was good Oak growing in a fandy 
Soil. 

I'lut at Daniziek, they have a Method of bracking 
their Timber ; that is to fay, a public Officer examines 
its Quality, its Dimenfions, and its Defeds, forts it, and 
Ifainps with the Crown that which is perfeftj and that 
the I'imber or Plank thus Itamped is called ** Dantzick 
“ Crown Timber,” has no Veins, no Defers, and is 
very little inferior to what comes down the Rhine ; and 
that no other Sort of Timber is imported from thence 
for the Ufe of the Navy, 

Tliat, if this Regulation, which is introducing itfclf 
at Stetin, was eftablifhed there and at Hamburgh, the 
beft l imber at thofe Places, thus afeertained, would be 
very little inferior to the beft at Dantzick, 

And he informed Your Committee, that the Price of 
Dantzick Timber has incrcafed gradually about 30 per 
Cent, within thefc 15 pr 20 Years ; which he accounted 
for by faying, that their Wood Lands arc converted into 
Arable, fo that the I’imber is now brought from a 
greater Diftance, and the Price of Labour is increafed 
there ; and that he apprehends that there is the fame 
Advance in Price at the other Markets, but is not fure 
whether within the fame I’ime, 

That he has imported Oak from every Province in 
North America, and alfo a great deal of American Fir, 
but that in general it has not the Strength of the Baltic 
Fir i that the Oak which comes from the PrO 'Inccs 
South of New York is not fir for the Navy; which h^ 
faid was not owing to their Want of Size, but being 
deficient in their Qiialicy ; and he obferved, that in 
New York there are many Kinds of Oak, and fome of 
them as good as the Dantzick or the German, but not 
fo good as the Englijh ; that there is alfo fome good 
Timber in Nova Scotia, but that the bell comes from 
Rebeck ; and that throughout America there are various 
Species of Oak, the relative (Joodnefs of which is not 
yet afeertained ; but that in the Northern Provinces it 
IS harder, whiter, and more durable, than in the 
Somhern. 

And he faid, that there is One general Misfortune, 
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which attends the Imjwrtadon of Timber every 
Parc of America, which is, that it is not ibreed there, but 
ient over good and bad together ; whereas if- the Demt- 
zick Regulation was eflabhlhed there, and the Timber 
bracked and forted, there might come from thence a 
great Supply of good Timber. 

That Contrafls have been made for delivering Oak 
Plank from America into the King’s Yards, at the Rate 

L‘ 7 - 5 L.oad ; but that Timber for Shipping 
might be imported from New York and Nova Scotia 
for ^.4. or 4. 10 s. a Load ; and he faid, that in the 
Years 1768 and 1769, he imported from Rebeck 150 
Loads of fijuared ftrait I’imbcr, the Side of the 
Square from 15 Inches to 2 Feet, and fent it to One 
of the King’s Yards ; that about 50 Loads of it were 
picked out for the Ufe of ihc Navy, and he was paid 

5. 10 J. a Lord for it. 

And Mr. John Bernard (a Ship-Builder and Timber- 
Merchant, and who had built in the late War feveral 
Ships for the Navy, and is now under Con trail for 
building more) informed Your Committee, that he 
knew from his own Examination and Experience, that 
the Timber in England fit for the Navy is nearly ex- 
haufted ; that in the County of Suffolk, there is not 
more chan Half the Quantity remaining which there 
was 50 Years ago ; and in the Counties of Effex, Nor- 
folk, and Lincoln, not more than .One Third ; and that 
there is likewife a great Diminution in Yorkfinre, but 
he could not fay to what Degree ; that he has been told 
by other Merchants who dealt there, that though they 
ufed formerly to buy 6 or 700 Loads a Year, they could 
not now get 40 in the lame Time ; that all the faid 
Counties ufed to furnifh a confiderable Quantity of 
Timber ; and chat he has been over all of them except 
Yorkfliire, and over only a Part of that County, and 
fees Very little Succeflion of young Timber in any of 
them. 

And being alked, To what.Caufcs he imputed the 
Scarcity of Timber? he faid. To the ,vaft C^antity cut 
down for Ship-building, fome for private Trade, but 
principally for the Navy, and to the Ncglcft of Plant- 
ing j and that he has himfelf, in his own Yards, con- 
fumed 20,000 Loads of Timber. 

1 hat, with rcfocdl to the incrcafed Price of Timber, 
he faid, that in fome Parts of his Dealings ; videlicet, 
in Yorkfbtre, Notlinghamjbire, Leicejlerjhire, and Norfolk, 
the Price has not been advanced to him within thefc 12 
Years ; before that Time, he bought Timber at 10 or 
12 s. a Load cheaper than his preienc Price; but tbat 
in his Dealings in Suffolk and Effex the Price is more 
advanced to him, he being now obliged to give f, 4 
for what 20 Years ago he ufed to purchafe for $51 . ; 
that he purchafes the Timber Handing; and, paying 
the Price he mentions for the Timber, has to his own 
Profit the Top, the Lop, and the Bark ; that he efti- 
maces the Load at 40 Feet Girt, or round Mcafure, 
which will turn out about 60 Feet fquared, according 
to the Rules in the King’s Yards, 

And being defired to inform Your Committee in what 
Proportion the l*rice of Timber for fmall Ships had 
increafed, to that of large ; he faid, that fmall Tim- 
ber, fuch as is put into a Ship of 32 Guns, or of lefs 
Size, is to be obtained eafier and cheaper than Timber 
for larger Ships ; for that the Price of Timber at 30 
Feet Meetings has not rofc fo much as the Price of 
Timber at foo Feet Meetings ; but that there is little 
Difference in the Rife of the Price on Timber from 40 
to 60 Feet Meetings, and on what runs from 60 to 100 
Feet Meetings : That, in the laft War, the Contradl 
Price for a I'liirty-two-Gun Ship was ^.9. 1 5 j. per 
Ton, but is now ^.11. 1 1 J. ; and that of a Seventy- 
four-Gun Ship i6. 5J. but is now 16. 17 j. 6 A 

And he faid, that he is at this Time under Contraft 
for building Three Ships of War, videlicet. One of 32 
Guns, One of 50, and One of 74 ; that he was at 
firft unwilling to undertake the Cotitraift, being appre^ 

henfive 
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henfive of the Scarcity of latw Timber; but that (ince 
he engaged in it, he has had Rccourfe to Places where 
he never before had any Dealings, and finds himielf 
fufficiently fupplied with Timber, which will be laid 
into his Yard, according to his Calculation, at ^.3 . 10 s. 
per Load. 

That about 6 or 7 Years ago, he was upon a Com> 
million forinquirmg what Timber could be had fpr the 
Navy from the Foreft of Sherwood^ which is about 14 
Miles from the Trent ; that moft of the Timber there 
was found to be very old ; that the Purveyor and him- 
Iclf marked 330 Trees, which they fuppofed fit for the 
Navy ; but on felling too of them, upon Examination 
by the Purveyor, there were only Three lent to the 
Dock-yard, and which, on a Survey there, were con- 
demned ; but, notwithftanding which Circum'ftancc, he 
is of Opinion, that confidcrable Parts might be found 
in many Trees, fit forfome Ulcs in the Navy; that he 
was told by the Deputy Ranger, that there were in that 
Foreft 100,000 Oaks; but that the Purveyor and the 
Witnefs calculated them at about 70,000, having one 
with another Two Loads in a Tree. 

That, in order to lupply the pr.-fent Scarcity of Tim- 
ber, he thinks that an Importation from the Eaft Coun- 
try would be very advantageous to the Navy ; that he 
has never imported from any other Place than Dantzicky 
, the Plank from which Place he is by Contradl allowed to 
work fome in every Ship ; that it ufed to be cheaper than 
Englijhy it being 6 L ii s. while the Englijh was 7/. a 
Load ; but that, from what he now hears of the Price of 
Dantzick Plank, he thinks, he lhall work up EngUjh 
only ; that he has heard there is very good I’imbcr in 
IValeSy and not far from Water Carri.ige; but that he 
has made no Calculation on the Price of it. 

That one Rcafon of the quick Decay of great Ships 
is, the Want of Air in the Hold ; and that it would tend 
much to the PrefervaCion of the Navy, if the Ships, 
when lain up in Ordinary, were to have their Water-way 
and the Streaks next to it fore and aft taken out, in or- 
der to let Air into the Ship. 

And being alkcd, in what Time it was ufual to build 
a Ship ? He faid, that in the laft War he built a Seven- 
ty-Gui) Ship and launched her within the Year ; but he 
acknowlcged that was too Ihort a Time, and that, by 
the prefent Contrafts, the Ship-builders muft be Three 
Years and an Half in building fuch a Ship. 

And he gave it as his Opinion, that the Method to be 
obferved in felling of Tim&r Ihould be by barking of it 
in the Spring, and not to fell it till the fucceeding Win- 
ter ; for that he built the Achilles Man of War with 
Timber felled in that Manner, and, upon a late Trial, 
it was found, that the Timber in thatShipwas ftillvcry 
good. Then, 

Mr. Roger Fijher (another Ship-builder and Timber- 
merchant) informed your Committee, that he was fen- 
fiblc of the Scarcity of the Species of Timljcr which is 
made Ufe of in the Navy for many Years ; that he has 
dealt for Timber in many Counties in England^ and par- 
ticularly in the Counties of LancaJlcVy Cheftety Salopy 
St'affordy Flinty Denbigh^ Montgomery , Carnarvon, Pern- 
brokcy Carmartbetty and Monmouth-, and that, being 
fenfible how much thofe Counties were affeded by the 
Dccrcafe of that Sort of Timber, he had, in the Year 
1764, publilhcd a Book upon it, called, ** Heart of 
** Oak and previous to that Publication, he obtain- 
ed Letters from moft of the confidcrable Dealers in the 
aforefaid Counties; a fummary View of whofc Judg- 
ment he delivered in to Your Committee, and is hereun- 
to annexed, N* 16. 

And he laid, the Foreft of Dean is included in that 
Paper, with other of the King’s Forefts. 

That as to the Caufes of the aforefaid Scarcity, he 
faid, he apprehended One of them to be, the Conver- 
fion of Timber into Coopers Ware and other fmall StulF ; 
infomuch, that not One Fourth Part of the Timber fit 
for the Navy hath been applied to thatPurpofe; and 


another Caufe is, the Convcrfion of Wood Lands intd 
Arable ; and at the fame Time he obferved, tliat very 
little Arable is turned into Wood Land. 

That in order to fupply the aforcl'aid Deficiency, he 
faid it is necclTary for the Navy Board to colleft as much 
Timber as can be got from Places which they have not 
yet had Recourfe tp ; that, before the Publication of the 
faid Book, very few of the Counties firft mentioned 
fupplied the Navy v/ith any Timber at all and that he 
has Gnce recommended to the Navy Board fome large 
Parcels of Timber, to be bought by Contr.aft, in the 
North Part of Shropjhire ; and fcvcral large Parcels arc 
going from Denbigljhire to Vlymouth Yard. 

And he informed Your Committee, that he has lately 
been offered, for the Navy, 3,000 Trees of all Sizes, 
from 10 to 200 Feet; but he has not yet feen them, 
and therefore knows not whether they are fit for the 
Navy. 

That there is Timber in Montgomeryjhire, and other 
Inland Parts of IVales ; but he doubts whether the Ex- 
pence of Carriage would not be found fo great, as to 
render it not worth removing; tliat he once fent fcvcral 
Hundred Loads from the Neighbourhood of Montgo- 
mery to Plymouthy the Firft Purcliafe of which was Two 
Guineas per Load (50 Feet to the Load) the Coft 6f 
Land and Water Carriage was 3 /. 10 j per Load ; and 
he knows not whether he got or loft by it. 

And he delivered in, to Your Committee, a Paper, 
containing the State of the Naval Timber in Great Bri- 
tain, and the neceffiry Mode of Supply for tlic future ; 
the Purport of whicli Paper is as follows ; 

“ That it appears to him, from his own Obfervation 
“ and Knowlege of the princijial Timber Counties, 
« that they are now fo dr.'uiied of the Navy Timber, 
“ that, unlefs a future and certain Supply can be fccuf- 
“ cd, 20 Years will put a Period to our Maritime 
“ Force as a Navy ; which is not from his own Know- 

lege only, but the concurrent Teftimony of the 
“ principal Dealers and Shipwrights in difterent Parts of 
“ the Kingdom. 

« That the Quantity of Timber that will be wanted 
« for the Navy for Years is eafily afeertained by the 
“ Navy Board, by judging from ilie fame Period b.ick- 

ward, and by the Amount of the Survey ol the Quan- 
“ tides in the King’s Forefts, and a further Survey of 
« the Timber of private Property that is fit for the 
« Navy ; fo much as will be neceflliry for the above 
“ Period to be fecured by Purchafe, or when Gentle- 
** men pofleffed thereof intend to fall, the Navy to have 
« the Preference at a fair M.irkct-price. 

“ That future Supply Ihould be provided for, by 
« planting Forefts and Walle Lands ; and, as the In- 
« crcafing the Maritime Force and I radc oi Great BrU 
“ tain IS of lb material a Confcqucncc, every Gentleman 
" pofleffed of a large Eftatc ihould appropriate fome 
“ Part thereof for the Ufe of Timber only, which he 
“ will find to be his greateft Profit. 

“ That, as the Prefervation of the prefent Navy is of 
" equal Confequcnce to that of a Proviiion for a future 
“ Supply, he is of Opinion, that a Method may be 
“ propofed, that the prefent Fleet may be prel'crvcd lb 
" as to endure Double the Time of any ever yet put in 
“ Pradice ; that, as the Method is fimple, and attend- 
“ ed with little or no Expence, an Experiment may be 
“ tried, and a very fhort Time will fliew its Utility and 
“ Prafticability ; but, if it turns out to his molt fan- 
“ guinc Expeftations, the Sums that will be laved to

And being defired to explain the Metliod of preferv-

And being alked, What were the Grounds of his 
Opinion, exprelled in his Firft Paper, “ that in 30 or 

40 Years the Forefts and Wafte Lands belonging to 
'** ^e Crqiwn may be made capable of producing a 
** regular fuCceUlve Supply of Timber fufhcienc for the 
” Royal Navy j and that there is yet Plenty of large 
“ Timber within 40 or 50 Miles of Water Carriage ; 

and in the interior Parts of the Kingdom, great 

Quantities of large Timber?” he fa;d. That he 
was not concerned in the Purchale of Timber, his 
Office being only to furvey the Building of Ships for 
the Service of the Company, and to take Care that they 
are built according to the Diredions of the Committee 
of Sliipping V but that his Opinion is formed from the 
Converfation which he has had with Timber-merchants, 
Ship-builders, and various other Perfons, who have 
travelled about the Country. 

He was then afleed, Whether he knew the Company 
entertained any Idea of building no new Ships till the 
general Tonnage of their Ships (liould be reduced to 

40,000 Tons ? He faid. That he did not } and that 
his Opinion upon that Point was founded on the Com- 
pany’s not fending out more than 20,000 Tons a Year 
(Builders Meafurement) that, whether the Company 
were to build fmaller or larger Ships than thofe men- 
tioned in his Paper, they would ftill nave the fame com- 
parative Advantages over Ships of War in refped of 
carrying Burthen •, generally about Three Fourths more 
than their Meafurc : I'hat the Ships of War, from 
their light Draught of Water when launched to their 
general deepeft Draught of Water, carry for the moft 
Part the fame as the Builders Meafurc amounts to. 

That the large Ships now built for the Company with 
Four-Inch Bottoms will go, each of them. One or Two 
Voyages more than the fmaller Ships they had before j 
that a Reduftion of the Tonnage of each Ship, would 
nccclTarily increafe the Number of the Whole, and caufe 
a greater Confumption of young Timber j that, under 
the prefent Regulations of the Company, the Captains 
are not obliged to employ more Seamen in each Ship 
than formerly, that Two Ships of 750 Tons cadi, 
varying little in their Mafts and Yards from fmaller 
Ships, might be navigated with a lefs Number of Sea- 
men than Three Ships of 500 Tons each, and would 
better tranfport the fan^ Number of Soldiers, and tend 
more to the Prefervation of their Healths ; ^caufc the 
fm^er ighips cannot allow a fufficient Height between 
their Dteks ; that fincc the Company have made Ufc of 
large Ships with Four-Inch Bottoms (which is about 
Three Years) he does not know that any Accident of 
Confequence has happened to them, but remembers 
feveral to have happened before ; that other European 
Nations ufc larger Ships in their India Trade than we 
do, and would therefore, in Time .of War, have great 
Advantages over us •, that the large Ships, armed and 
manned as they now are, can make a better Defence 
than the fmaller Ships which were in Ufc before, though 
not yet fufficient to encounter the Foreign Ships; that 
the Guns which the Captains of the Englijh Eajl India 
Ships arc direfted by the Company to carry, are 9 
Pounders ; but fomc of the large Ships generally carry 
12 Pounders. 

Mr. John Brent, Deputy Surveyor to the Eaft India 
Company, confirmed the Evidence of Mr. Snodgrafs in 
every Particular. 

Then, in order to afeertain the real Tonnage carried 
by the Eaft India Company’s Ships, Your Committee 
called for an Account of the Number of Ships feat out 


Your Committee then proceeded to inquire into the 
State of the King’s Forefts ; and thereupon examined 
Join Pitt, F.fquirc, Surveyor General of His Majefty’s 
Woods; who faiil, that Dean Foreft confilh of 23,000 
Acres, and abounds v/ith more good Timber tlian any 
other ; and that, by the laft Account he had of it, which 
was upon a Survey in the Year 1764, it was computed 
that there were then in that Foreft, 27,302 Loads fit for 
the Navy, 16,851 Loads of about 60 Years Growth* 
17,649 Loads of about 30 or 40 Years Growth, and 
20,066 Loads dotard and decaying; and that he believes, 
on Account of the quick Growth of Timber in that 
Foreft, there is as great a Quantity there now as was 
when that Survey was taken. 

And he faid, that he is pcrfeftly convinced, that the 
Navy can never be fully fupplied with Timber witliout 
the Aid of (he King’s Forefts ; but th.it there cannot be 
furnillicd from thence a fufficient Quantity, unlefs In- 
clofures arc made there. 

And he informed Your Committee, that by the Aft of 
the 20th of Charles the Second, 1 1,000 Acres were di- 
reded to be forthwith inclofcd, which he believes was 
completed in the Firft Two Years; that the faid A6l 
likewifc required, that whenever any Part of the In- 
ciofures were grown out of the Reach of Cattle, it fliould 
be laid oijcn, and a like Quantity inclofcd ; meaning, as 
he underftood it, that there (houlcl be never lefs than 

1 1.000 Acres kept inclofed ; that he don’t know of any 
Inclofure having been made fince that Time, except 
One, called, “ The Buckholt Inclofure,” which he 
believes to be about 500 Acres, and which, when he 
came into his Office in the Year 1756, he found cn- 
compafled by a Wall, the greateft Part of which was in 
Ruins ; that he reported rhis Matter to the T'rcafury, 
and, by their Diredions, the Wall was repaired ; that* 
in the Year 1758, he put in a Memorial to the Treafury, 
dating, that there was only the 500 Acres incloled, in- 
ftcad of the 1 1,000, which he ought to have found under 
the Direftions of the aforefaid ilft ; in Confequence of 
which, the Treafury ordered a Commiffion to iflTue for 
inclofing 2,000 Acres, which has accordingly been done, 
and is now in very good Order. 

And being aiked, whether that was a new P.irccl of 
Ground, that had never before been inclofed ? he faid. 
He thought it was. 

That a Second CommifTion iffiicd from tl e Treafury 
about the Year 1762, for inclofing 2,000 Acres more; 
and a Third Commillion ifTued the latter End of the 
Year 1769, or Beginning of the Year 1770, for inclofing 

2.000 Acres more : That the fecond mentioned Inclofure 
was not made on Account of his being removed from his 
Office, and nothing of that Sort being done by his Suc- 
ceflbr; but that the laft Inclofure will be forthwith 
made, he only waiting for an Eftimatc of the Expenre. 
And he faid that there is fcarce any Part of that Foreft 
that is nor fit for the Growth of Timber-, and tliat he 
thinks it would be advileable, to plant with young Oaks 
levcral Parts in which no Timber now grows ; that hii; 
h.ad planted out fome young Oak Trees, which thrive 
very well, and come up in gre.at Numbers , and (hall 
recommend it to the Treafury, to ifilic Orders for in- 
clofing, from Time to Time, till the whole 1 i,cGO Acr^., 
(hall ^ inclofed. 

He was then examined with n fpeft to tliC Nev.' F<.rcjl-, 
and faid, th.u, upon a very accurate Survey' taken a few 
Years ago, it appears, that there wcieupon that Foreft, 
19,836 Oak Trees fit for the Navy, containing 36,662

under certain Regulations and Rellri£lions, it would 
tend to prevent ilic faid Confufions, and to remedy the 
faid Inconveniences: And Your Committee find. That 
the Columns calculated for the Wheaten Bread, in the 
now repealed Afilzc Tables of the Aft of the 8th of 
y/»«, would be the proper Aflizc for the faid Bread ; 
and will have this further Benefit and Advantage, that 
when Wheat (the Baker’s Allowance included) is at 
Seven Shillings the Bufhel, the Wheaten Twclve-Peny 
Loaf of this Standaid Bread would contain 7 lb. 70Z. 3 dr. 
of Bread, whereas the Twelve- Peny Wheaten Loaf, ac- 
cording to the Afiize of George the Second, doth contain 
only 61 b. 8oz. 4dr. and fo in the like Proportion. 

Although Your Committee may apprehend that, 
within tlie Cities of London and Wefiminftery and within 
the Markets dependant upon, and connefted with the 
fame, fome Inconveniences might arife, if the Magif- 
tratc, whenever he Ihould direft this Standard Wheaten 
Bread to be made, and to fet an Aflizc thereon, Ihould 
for the prefent be permitted to prohibit the Wheaten 
now in Ule from being made and fold, or omit 
to lit an Aflize thereon ; Yet they do not find, that, 
when and where, in any other Parts of the Kingdom, 
the Magiftrate (hall fet an Aflizc upon, and direft this 
Standard Bread to be made, any Inconvenience could 
arife, if there was no Affizc fet for any Bread of a 
finer Sort, nor any fuch permitted to be made without 


a Licence. — On the other Hand, they find that, in 
order not to enhance the Price of Bread upon any Per- 
fons who are ufed, or Ihould be willing to be fupplicd 
with Bre<id of an inferior and cheaper Sort than the 
faid Standard Bread, the Bakers (hall be at Liberty to 
bake and fell the faid inferior Sorts of Bread, provided 
they be reftrained by fevere Penalties from felling, at 
the Price of Standard Bread, any Bread which lhall not 
come up to the full Standard in its Compofition. 

. Upon the Whole, Your Committee came to the 
following Refolutions :

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That 
if the Magiftrates werfc by Law permitted (when and

and that foinc Scrapings arc taken from the Wires of 
Watch Cafes.

N* I, and confirmed Mr. HenneWi Evidence, as to 
making the Aflays on Plate, and reporting the fame, 
and delivering the Diet to the Wardens, and making 
the annual Trial thereof j and added, That the Diet is 
annually melted down into Ingots in Two Divifions, 
One for each Aflayer, which is kept feparate : That a 
double Alfay is taken from each ; that the Senior Aflayer 
tries the Junior’s, and the Junior the Senior’s, in the 
Prefcncc of the Court of Afllftants of the Craft : That 
they have a Touch Plate, or Standard Piece, which 
they likewife take a double Aflay from, and try them 
both in the fame Manner as they try the Diet : That 
the Method of 'I'rial is to put an equal Weight of the 
Standard Piece and of the Diet into the Fire ; and if 
they come out equal in Goodnefs, they are Standard. 

Being alkcd, Whether any Body is prefent when the 
Scrapings are taken fiom the Diet i he faid, It is done 
by the Drawers ; that he is prefent as much as he can, 
as is alfo the Junior Aflayer; but there are Times when 
neither of them Ice the Scrapings taken : That the 
Aflayer has the Cuffody of the Scrapings till they are 
put into the Diet Box, and till the Marking Bufinefs is 
over, which is generally about Five o’Clock, when he 
delivers the Diet to the Warden, who puts it into the 
Diet Box, and keeps the Key. — The Witnefs confirmed 
the Evidence of Mr. Hennell^ .is to the Warden’s fuper- 
intending the Work, and feeing that the Plate was 
properly marked. 

Being alkcd. Whether any Perfons wcie allowed to 
be prefent while the Alfay was made? he anfwered. No, 
we have each of us a feparate Clofet for the Purpofe : 
That the A Ifayer delivers in Writing the Perfon’s Name 
whofc Plate is deficient in Goodnefs, and the Proofj 
which is entered in a Book kept for that Purpofe, 
called “ 'rhe Broken Book.” 

The Witncfs alio confirmed Mr. HenntW^ Evidence, 
as to the Alfayer’s Duty to examine the Plate, and to 
fee that the Scrapings are properly taken, and the 
Owner’s Mark put upon it ; .ind further added, That 
the Piet is delivered by the Aflayer to the Warden; and 
if the Aflayers were to change the Diet, it would be 
impoflible to deteiff them. 

That when Plate comes to the Office lb thin, that a 
fufficienr Quantity cannot be drawn off for the Diet, a 
fufRcient Quantity is taken for the Alfay, and One Grain 
Diet ; and that the Piece fent as Diet is to make up the 
Deficiency : That there is a Diftinftion between the 
Warden’s Diet and the Compa'iy’s Diet, or Reward for 
alfaying and marking Wrought Plate ; the One Grain 
Diet is the Warden’s Diet, and the other Three Grains 
Diet is cut to weigh the linall Wares for the Day, which 
pay in Money for being marked, and are returned the 
fame Weight they arc fent to the Office ; That the Four 
Grains are taken from the large Plate, as the Reward 
for alfaying and marking ; that the One Grain Diet is 
taken from the Plate itfelf, and put into the Diet Box. 

That the Method of alfaying Silver allayed with 
Copper is by Lead and Fire upon a Coppel made of 
Bone Alhes ; and that as to the Qiiantity of Lead, it 
depends upon the Operation, and the Judgment of 
the Alfaycr. 

That upon making the .innual Trial of the Diet, 
they melt the Scrapings down with a fmall Flux of Salt 
Petre to clear the Surface, and then catt the lame into 
an Ingot ; that the Scrapings are weighed before they 
arc melted into an Ingot, and the Ingot weighed after- 
wards, and believes thofe Weights are entered in a Book 
for that Purpofe, but is not certain ; that the Trial of 
the Diet in is the Check upon the Alfay Matter ; 
it does not prove any particular Perfon’s Plate, but 
only Ihews that Standard has been palfcd all the Year. 

Mr. George Fair (Clerk of the Goldfiniths Com- 
pany) informed Your Committee of the Method of 
making tiic annual Tiials of the Diet in to the 
fame Effect as Mr. Rujhferth ; and added, that from the 
Ingots double AlTays are made, and compared with the 
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Standard Trial Piece, and Reports made as the Trials 
turn out; that Perfons detcfted of producing Plate 
under Standard, befidcs having, their Plate broken, arc 
not liable to any other Punilhment, unlcls they an: dc- 
tefted in concealing Solder, or other bale Metals, for 
which they may be profecuted under the Statute of 28th 
Edward the ifl. Statute 3d, Cap. ao, of which there 
have been many Inftancci. 

Mr. Richard Cch’ins (Fiicman and Drawer at Gold- 
fmiths Hall) being examined, faid,* That he takes an 
Oath annually before a^Maftcr in Chancery, and has 
officiated in that Office for 1 7 Years ; that Paft of his 
Bufinefs is to get the Furnaces ready in the Morning, 
and put the AfTays in, and to attend the Fire, melt the 
Diet, and put the Afiays into the Coppels at the annual 
Trial ; that he takes the Scrapings wrapt in Lead from 
the Aflaycr, puts them into the Fire, and works them 
off, then takes them out and delivers them to the Af- 
faycr to be rc-weighed, and the Aflaycr makes his 
Report from that Re-weighing ; and that he never de- 
livers to the Aflaycr any Silver except Scrapings and 
Cuttings. 

That he takes the Scrapings from the Plate, and 
knows the Name of the Silvcrfmiih whofe Plate he 
ferapes, at the Time of feraping it ; and if a Drawer 
was inclined to favour any Silvcrlmith, he knows of no 
Means to deteft him ; and if he fliould give finer Sil- 
ver to the Aflayer than that which he taKcs from the 
Plate, the Aflaycr would be deceived thereby: That 
there arc Three more Scrapers employed at Goldfmirhs 
Hall, befides himfclf, in the fame Office, at about Four 
or Five Yards Diftaiue from each other, but can fee 
what each other is doing: That the Deputy Warden 
and Affayers overlook the Plate every Morning, %o fee 
that it has been properly drawn, but the AflTayers are 
not always officially prefent when the Plate is drawn or 
feraped, being often employed in other Bufinefs : That 
neither the Warden por Deputy Warden are conftantly 
prefent when the Scrapings are taken, but tlie Deputy 
(Warden attends an Flour or Two every Morning, and 
again about Two o’Clock in the Afternoon; fb that 
neither the Aflayer, nor either of the Wardens, can de- 
clare with Certainty that the Scrapings delivered to 
them arc taken from the Plate from which it ought to 
have been feraped; and if a Scraper or Drawer w.is 
to take away Part of the Drawings or Scrapings from 
any Piece of Plate, it could not be difeovered, except 
by the weighing the Plate in the Evening, when a 
Deficiency of Weight would appear if more had been 
taken off than was neceflary: That the Drawer wraps 
up the Scrapings in a Piece of Paper, with the Ferfon’s 
iMame upon it from whofe Plate it was taken, and 
delivers it to the Aflayer, who wraps it up in Lead: 
That the Plate from which the Scrapings are taken, is 
weighed by one of the Weighers, and tlic Weight put 
down on Paper, together with the Name of the Owner. 

That the annual Diet is tried on the 28th of Af/ry, 
before a Committee of Nine or Ten, in Manner fol- 
lowing ; it is firfl: weighed by fbme of the Committee, 
then the Witnefs puts it into the melting Pots in their 
Prcfcncc ; every AflTay Matter’s Diet is melted by itfclf, 
and then weighed ; when it is melted down, a Piece is 
taken off, and that Piece is affayed ; a fmall Quantity 
of Salt Petre (about a Pennyweight or a little more) is 
uftd as a Flux in the Melting Pots, with the Diet Silver, 
which has been the Pradicc for about Six Years, by 
Order of the Committee and the Witnefs believes that 
Quantity of Flux would not make the Silver better 
than it was. That when the Diet Silver is melted, it is 
poured into Ingots, from which the Affay Matter cuts 
off a Bit from the Corner, in order to be aflayed, which 
is done and weighed in the A flay Matter's Clofet in the 
Prefence of the Committee: That there are Twelve 
Aflays put in that Day, and the Operations are the^amc 
in Gold as Silver, cxccfit that no Flux is iifed in melt- 
ing the Gold Diet -, and that the Flux of Salt Petre is 


^only ufed to clear the Scurf : That the Affayers gene- 
rally take the Affays out of the Furnace, becaufe the 
Wiinefs is otherwife employed ; but when he is not other- 
wife employed, he does it; and when the Affa; of coarfe 
Silver wants more Lead, the Affay Matter always puts it in. 

Mr. Peter Flayer (a Refiner, in Lore Imhc, tVoodJlreett 
and Prime Warden of the Goldfmirhs Company) in- 
formed Your Committee, That if One Pound of the 
Silver Scrapings, in the Diet Box, at GoKlfmiths Hall, 
was to be melted without a Flux, and with no more 
Force of Fire than was ncceffary, he fuppoled there 
would be little or no Alteration made in die Fineneft 
of the Silver; but if there was more Fire than was 
ncccflTary, or it continued longer in the Fire, the Allay 
would burn, and by Length of Time a confidcrable 
Part of the Allay would be wafted. 

That if One Pound of Scrapings from the Diet Box 
at Goldfmiths Hall was to be melted with Salt Petre, as 
a Flux, for a proper Length of Time, he could make 
the Silver 3 or 4 dwt. finer; but faid. It would be a 
very wrong Way of working; and did not apprehend 
the Allay in Scrapings would burn fooner than that 
which is contained in Iblid Silver. 

Mr. Samuel Smith (a Warden of the Goldfmitlis 
Company) produced an Account of Plate. broke at 
Goldfmiths Hall, from May 1771 to May 1772, diftin- 
guifliing each Perfon’s Name, and Quantity ; — and alfo 
an Account of PrOfcciitions carried on by the faid Com- 
pany againft Perfons for Frauds in Gold and Silver 
Plate, within Seven Years laft paft ; which arc annexed 
in the Appendix, N® 2. 

Mr. William Hancock (of Sheffield) informed Your 
Comniittee, That his Work had been injured at Gold-*- 
fmiths Hall, by feraping ; and believes the Scrapers may 
(hew Favour in Scraping, where they think fit ; for by 
the Advice of his Poliflier, in O^ober or November laft, 
he went to Goldfmiths Hall, and gave fome Drink to the 
Affay Matter and Scraper, fince which he has obferved 
his Plate has been Id's dam.iged in feraping : That he 
fends a Piece of Silver with his Work to the Office, as 
Diet, proportioned to the Weight of the Work ; and 
that Ills Work was never returned unferaped — That 
whiltt he was in the Hall he had an Opportunity of 
feeing a great deal of manufaftured Plate, of different 
Sorts and Patterns; that he never complained to the 
Warden or Clerk of the Goldfmiths Company of any 
Damage done to his Plate-, that he always fends his 
Work to the Office properly finifhed for afftying ; but 
not fo nearly finilhed as to require any extraordinary 
Care in the (craping ; and that he never knew or heard 
of any Pattern being taken oft' at the Affay Office. 

Mr. yllbien Cox (a Refiner at Sheffield) informed Your 
Committee, That he had received from Mr, Bernard 
Holbrook feme Affay Bits, which had been returned to 
him as fine Silver, from AfTays made at Goldfmiths Hall; 
that they did not appear to him as fine Silver ; and, 
upon fending them to a private Affay Matter, they were 
reported only 14 dwt. better than Standard. 

That fome Spoons, which had been broke at Gold- 
fmiths Hall for being 2 dwt. worfc than Standard, were 
brought to the Houle where he was an Apprentice, and

How he knew when Silver was lulFicieiiMy 
affiyed? he anfwcred, Wc know by the Aflay j it has 
firll X Cap over it, then that works off in various C jIoiksj 
and after that it grows quite bright, ami then we know 
all the Lead is worked away j we always ufe a fufficient 
Quantity of Lead. 

Method of conduct Ing tlic Afliiy Office at Exeter. 

Mr. Mathexo Skinner (AlTiy Mailer of the Goldfmiths 
Company of Exeter) produced, piirluant to the Order 
of Your Committee, the leveral Acrounfs annexed in 
flic Appendix, N" 4 ; and informed Your Committee, 
Thit Fwoof the Members of the Goldfmiths Company 
of Exeter aie not Freemen of the City of Exeter, but 
follow the I radc of (-ioUirmiths, and that all the other 
Members arc that all the Members inhabit within the 
City ; and that Two of them fcrvcd only a Part of their 
Apprentiedhips. 

I'hai he took an Oath before Benjamin Heath, Town 
Clerk, which was not the Oath direfted by Aft of 
Parliament v hut thii.ks it was as binding .as tliat in the 
Aft) that he is guided in his Duty by an Att palled iti 
the Reign of Ivmg fyUham the Third ) that he has heard 
of the laid Aft from 'Fime to 'I'imc, but never read it 
until he had received an Order to attend Your Com- 
mittee. 

That he never received Inftruftion from any M in 
living how to aflay ) but when he h.ad purchaled the 
Lanthorn, the Scales, and all the other Implements 
neceflary for alFayiiig, from the late Aflay Mailer, he 
then made various Experiments by Coppelation .and 
Firr; that he believes his Affay Pound weighs about i :j 
or 14 Grains; that he has compared all his Allay 
Weights, and found that they all bore a due Proportion 
to each other ) that his fmalleft Weight is a Flalfpenny 
Weight) and that he never made an Affay of Gold in 
his Life. 

That after Silver is affiyed, if it is Half 'a Penny- 
weight better or worlc than Standard, he reports it as 
fuch, but has no Allay Fables: That he gas his Bone 
Allies from Town to make Coppels, and makes js many 
at One Time .as I’ervc him for Half a Year: 'That bis 
Muffles arc Eight Inches long, are arched, and have 
Holes in the Sides to give Air while the Metal is in 
Fulion : 'Fhat he does not make them himlclf ) and that 
they will hold from Six to Nine Coppels : Th.at lie affavs 
his Silver with Lead, which he receives from an Allay 
Mailer in London, whom he can confide in. 

Being defired to deferibe his Method of affaying Silver-, 
he laid, I take a fmall Qiiantity of Silver from each 
Piece (the Qiiantity allowed by Aft of Parliament is 
Eight Grains from every Pound Weight) whi- h I 
weigh by the Aflay Pound V, 'eight) 1 wiap ii u - a 
thin Sheet of Lead, .and when the Fhimace u properly 
heated, the Affays aic put in and fired off-, they arc 
taken out when cool, and then weighed ) .and from the 
Waftc weafeertain its Goodnefs, 

S Taat 
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That no Officer is employed by the Company in aflay- 
ing Plate befides himfelf •, that he has no Salary, and 
takes what Silver is allowed by Law for aflaying-, that 
he was brought up a Jeweller, and is no Ways con- 
cerned in the manufadluring of Plate, but buys all his 
Plate from Loudon. 

That the Standard for Plate is u 02. 2 dwt. of fine 
Silver, and 1 8 dwt. of Alloy but they allow a Remedy 
of 2 dwt. in the Pound, btcaufc it would be hard upon 
a working 'I'radelman, if he was not allowed fumething, 
as he tlocs his belt, and may be millaken that many 
Times he h.id allowed it, and fometimes had found it 
over Stand. ird. 

Ik-iiig alked. If the Trade of a working Goldfmith, 
Silvcilimth, or Plate Woikcr, was neeeflary for quali- 
fying a Peilon for Icraping or cutting Wiought Plate 
properly ? he laid, 1 le thought a Perfon bred to thole 
'Praties the bell qindifieil to know if all the Plate in One 
Paicel be of the lame Sort of Silver, and whether the 
Plate IS forwaitl enougli in Workmanlhip, but that he 
hatl acquired that Knowlege without being brought up 
to the Uuliucfs, I'o as to be able to judge*, and further 
laid. He thought great Judgment was necelTary to know 
all the Pieces that were affixed together in a Piece of 
Plate, furh as a Sword Hilt, or an F.pcrgne*, and thinks 
it impollihle for an AlVay Mafter to judge of the Solder 
neceflary for joining a Piece of Work, unlefs lie was 
brought up to the Trade of a Silvcrfmith. 

That the Makers of Wrought Plate fend a Note with 
their Names to the Allay Office, containing the Name 
of the Owner, the Weight of the SiIvit, and what Ar- 
ticles it confilts of; 'I liat he receives a Halfpeny per 
Ounce for allaying and marking fuch Plate, which is 
entered in a Book particularizing the Day of the Month 
when the Plate was allayed, the Name of the Owner, 
the Species of Plate, and if cut, he enters the Worfenefs. 

'Phat he has heard of Convoys, which are intended 
by Workmen to deceive the Allayer 1 that he examines 
the Work as near as he can, but never found out any 
fiK li 'f'hiiift as (,’onvoys. 

'1 liat the Marks he ftrikes upon Wrouglit Plate are 
the l.ion, the Leopard’s Head, the Exeter Mark 
(which is a Caflle) and the Letter for the Ycarj that 
the f, filer for the prclcnt Year is Z, in Roman Cha- 
radter ; that the Letter is appointed annually at the firft 
Hall Meeting after the 7th of ylugujl, and goes through 
the whole Alphabet, and that A will be the Letter for 
the next Year. 

'Phat the Workman fets his own Mark before the 
Plate is lent to the Office j that the Witncfs has the 
Cuftody of the Maiks, and if Plate is doubtful upon 
the Firlt Allay, he detains it for a Second 'Prial*, that 
he puts Four Grains of Silver into thcDiet Box for every 
Pound Weight of Plate he aflays and marks j that there 
are 'fhree 1 ocks and 'I'vvo Keys to the Diet Box, One 
I,ock being fpoilt*, and the Senior W'arden, who has 
the Cuftody of the Diet Box, keeps One of tlic Keys, 
and the Junior Warden the other j that the Diet is put 
into the Box once a Year, on the 7th of Juguft^ being 
lirfl wrapped up in Paper, and marked what Year’s 
Diet it is, and tlic Witnels has the Cuftody of it until 
it IS put into the Box i and knows not when it was lent 
to the Tower j and that there arc many Years Diet now 
in the Ollice. 

1 h.u he makes the AfTays of Plate at fuch Times as 
bi-ft fuit his Convenience, and never had any Perfon to 
.illiit him in alfayiiig j and when he is abfent or ill the 
'1 1 lug Hops. 

i Iiai he tliinks tlie Truft too great to be repofed in 
C.,>, Alan, and apprehends fuch a Flail as Goldfmiths 
ILdl, is Lfcr to tlic Public, where there arc fo many 
Che I Ivs, and no 'Pemptation to Difhonefty, the Officers 
having good Salaries *, and he Ihould prefer Plate marked 
at Goldlrniths Hall, bccaui'e of the Sandion ; that 
Ibme Ycais :igo he allayed Plate marked at Goldfmiths 
Hall, cut of Cuiioiii), and found it Standard, 


That he has been at Goldfmiths Hall, and feen the 
Progrefs of Bufinefs there } and has ufed the Remedy 
he has Ipokcn of ever fince he has been in the Office. 

Method of conduding the AlTay Office at Nevteaftk 
upon Tyne. 

Mr. Matthew Prior (a mufical and mathematical 
Inftrument Maker and Turner, Aflay Mafter of the 
Goldfmiths Company of Newcafile upon Tyne) produced, 
purfuant to the Orders of Your Committee, the fcveral 
Accounts annexed in the Appendbt, N®5 j and in- 
formed Your Committee, that upon his being cledcd 
to the Office of A flay Mafter, lie took an Oath pre- 
Icnbed by the Ad of King hFilliam the Third, and is 
guided in his Duty by that Ad. 

'1 hat he had attended the Aflay OfTice for his Fa- 
ther, who was Aflay Mafter many Years before he died, 
and that the Company had often feen him make AfTays 
for 'his Father. 

He alfo produced to Your Committee his Aflay 
\^'elghts, and faid he bought them in London *, that hd 
had weighed them to fee if they bore a due Proportion, 
and had tried them with Reports of AfTays of Silver 
made in London^ and found they agreed to about a 
Pennyweight 1 and that tlie loweft Subdivifion in his 
Reports is Half a Pennyweight. 

That he makes his AfTays upon Coppels made of 
Bone Afhes, which he prepares himfelf leveral Months 
Ixjforc he ufes them *,— -That his Muffies are of the fame 
Size and Form as thofe made in London^ and made of 
the fame Sort of Clay that Glafshoufc Pots are made of, 
and will hold about 2 1 Coppels j That he aflays Two 
Days a Week ; That he puts refined Lead with the 
Silver into the Coppcl in order to make the Aflay, and 
aflays the Lead before he ufes it, but never found any 
Silver in it. 

Being defired to deferibe his Method of affitying Sil- 
ver — he faid. We ferape a Quantity of Silver from every 
Part of the Veflel that comes to the Office ; we weigh 
that in the AfTay Scales very exaftly with the Twelve 
Ounce Weight ; we then add a Quantity of fine Lead 
to the Aflay, put it upon a Coppcl, and refine it to fine 
Silver ; when it is fine we draw it out of the Fire, and 
weigh it with n oz, a dwt. and if it weighs that, we 
call it Standard, though we pafs it at 11 oz. ; it lias 
been the Pradlicc of the Office to allow a Remedy of 
Two Pennyweight j that the London Office does the 
fame, and it is an Indulgence which has always been 
allowed*, and that he never made ufe of any other Flux 
btu Lead in .aflaying Silver. And being afked, If he 
ufed any other Flux than Lead in the aflaying of Gold ^ 
he faid. Yes, Aqua Foriis, fine Silver, and Lead. 

He alfo informed Your Committee, That One or 
both of the Wardens always attend on the Two aflaying 
Days, which arc Tuefdays and Friday Sy from Nine in the 
Morning till the Aflaying is over, and that they fome- 
tiines aflift him ; that the Scrapings are taken off, the 
Aflays made, and the Plate marked, in the Prefence of 
the Wardens ; that he has no fixed Salary, but is paid 
One Halfpeny an Ounce for all the Plate which comes 
to be aflay ed, by the Owners of it. 

Being afked, If the Knowlege of the Trade of a 
Working Goklfmitli, or Plate Worker, was necelTary 
to qualify a Perfon for feraping or cutting Wrought 
Plate properly \ he faid, He imagined it was } but alfo 
faid. That an AfTayer not brought up to the Trade of 
a Silvcrfmith might judge whether all the Plate in One 
Parcel was of One Sort of Silver, and might know whe- 
ther Plate was forward enough in the Workmanlhip for 
aflaying, and whether loaded with unncceflary Solder, 
as well as if he had been brought up to the Trade j 
and that by the Praiftice he has had at the Aflay Office 
he has learnt to examine every vifiblc Part of the Plate 
very nicely. 


That 
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That the Makers of Wrought Plate fend a Note with 
each Parcel of Plate, which is entered in a Book kept 
for that Purpofe, caUed ** The Aflay Book.” 

That he never heard of Convoys •, but has known in 
the fame Parcel fome Plate better, and fome worfe, than 
Standard, but knows not whether it was from Fraud or 
Miftakc. Being alked, What Method he took, when 
he fijfpefted that fome Plate in a Parcel was better 
and fome worfe, to prevent the Company Marks be- 
ing obtained ? he faid, That he made a different Af- 
fay of all the Pieces he fufpeded, and has done fo for 
many Years. 

That when all the Pieces in One Parcel appear to 
be of One Sort of Silver, he takes a fmall C^i.mtity 
from every Piece, as much as will make an Aflay ; 
that when Plate appears under Standard he lujiic- 
times re-alTays it, and has re-affayed Plate Three Times, 
in order to fatisfy the Owner-, that he puts Four 
Marks upon the Plate, viz. The Lion, the Leopard’s 
Head, the Three Cattles, and the Letter for the Year ; 
and that the Letter for the prefent Year is D j that 
thefe Marks are kept in a Box which has 'Three Locks 
upon it} that the Wardens keep each of them a Key 
at their own Houfes, and the Witnefs keeps the other 
in his Pocket, and the Box cannot be unlocked with- 
outproducing the Three Keys-, that the Diet (which 
is Light Grains from every Pound of Silver that is 
marked) is kept in the fame Box j and all the Diet, 
except Two or Three Ounces, is taken out of the Box 
every Year by the Wardens, and appropriated to de- 
fray the Expence of the Office *, and that the Com- 
pany thought Two or Three Ounces a fufficient Quan- 
tity to be kept. 

That the Diet in the Office remains in its original 
State, as Scrapings and Cuttings from the Plate, and 
he never knew any of it to be affayed, nor docs he re- 
member the Diet Box ever to have been lent, or required 
by the Lord Chancellor to be fent, to the Mint } that 
he knows nothing of the annual Weight of the Diet, 
but the Wardens do, as they keep an Account of it in 
a Book kept for that Purpofe i — that there are Scrap- 
ings now in the Office taken in feveral Years, but are 
mixed together. 

The Witnefs further faid. That there never was an 
Allay made at Newcaftle by any other Perfoii th.in him- 
felfi fince he was appointed Aflay Mailer j that the 
Office is kept in a private Houfc that there arc in it 
Two AflTay Furnaces, and a Pair of Scales, fo exa£k 
that a Hair oil' the Back of his Hand will turn them 
either Way. 

Frauds committed, or attempted to be committed, 
by the Manufafturers or Venders of Gold and 
Silver Plate and Plated Work, at Birmingham 
and Sheffield. 

Mr. Rif/bforth produced a Box of Watch Cafes, fent 
from a Srlvcrfmith at Birmingham in February laft, the 
Box Wires of which, the Witnefs faid, were 2 oz. 4 
dwts. worfe than Standard ; the Cafe Wires, 2 oz. 3 
dwts. worfe than Standard -, and the Cafe Covers, 1 oz. 
3 dwts. worfe ; but the Bottoms were Half a Penny- 
weight better than Standard ; — I'hat he had difeovered 
many Frauds of the fame Nature in London., but not 
fo bad as thofc ; and had once before, from the fame 
Workman in Birmingbamt fome Articles of a fimilar 
Nature, but not fo bad-, that he remembers an In- 
ttance of a plated Tumbler being brought to the Of- 
fice in order to be alTayed, which wa.s difeovered by 
the Drawers, who communicated it to him, and he 
fent the Warden an Account of it, who fent for the 
Party from whom it came i but there was no Profecu- 
tion upon it, as it appeared to have been fent by 
Mittake or Accident. 

Mr. William Hanteck informed Your Committee, 


That the Tumbler mentioned by Mr. Rujhfcrth was 
fent by the W'itncfs to a SiU'erfmitli in London, with .Six 
others that were all Silver, in order to'bc Hall marked, 
and the Plated one was put among the others by Mii‘- 
take-, 'That all the Seven were kept at GoUllmirlis 
FLill until tlie Witnefs came to 'Town, who w.is ic- 
qiiefted to attend tlie Office, and explain in what Man- 
ner the Mittake arofe ; wliich he apprehends he did to 
the Satisfaftion of tlie Alfay Officers, as they dclivc:< d 
the Silver Tumblers baek to him, having hull mat keel 
them; and that the Witnefs has made many plnu-d 
Tumblers fincc th.it Ti.me •, ' 1 'h.ii the 'Tiimbhr w.as 
tinned upon tlie Edge, which made it more rek nibk* 
Silver, but marked in the Ui.te Manner as jikited 
Work is marked -, that they were pae ked up in a 
Huriy, and in their 1 ,etter to the i’erlbn to whom they 
were fent, they mentioned only Six, and imagines he 
took up the Fiitt Six that came to liis Hands, and fent 
them ; and that the plated 'Tumbler, in Size and Shape, 
refcmblcd One of the .Silver Ones. 

Mr. John Carter fa Manufadurcr of large Plate, in 
Bartholomew Clofc, London) informed Your Committee, 
That be employed a Snufler Maker at Birminghutu, to 
make fome Snuffers, and hid r- ceivcd a great many 
Dozen from him; that One Pair of thole Snuffers, 
which the Wunels li.id fold, being afterwards broke, 
was fent to a London .Manuladhircr to be repaired, who 
difeovered that they were in a very great Degree lion 
plated with Silver ; and upon weighing them, it ap- 
pealed there was 13 dwt. 01 Iron more than is allowed 
in a geneial Way lor the Purpofe of Ciiriing, River, and 
Spring -, that he gave Jiim Orders and paid him as for 
Sliver Snuffers — that the Wunels put his Mark upon 
the Snuffers, and got them marked at Goldfmilhs 1 fall, 
and lold great Numbers of them to a Variety ol Ter- 
fons; but when he detefled the Fraud he returned 
Nineteen or 'Twenty Pair of them to the Maker ; iluic 
he faw feveral of them 0}>cncd, and none of them con- 
tained Icfs than 17 dwt. of Iron, and feme inoie ; that 
4 dwt. of Iron is the uliial Allowance for the Cutting 
Part, Rivet, and Spring; that he bought them about 
Six Pence a P.iir chc.ipcr than he coiikl liavc boii<;hc 
them of a Manufacturer io Town ; that he did not pio- 
ceed to any rigorous Methods againll tfie Maker, be- 
caiife he thought himlclf relponfible, as they had his 
Mark ; and knows of no Method for difcovering thole 
Frauds but by breaking or filing off a confitleiabJe 
Quantity of Silver, which would dam.ige the Work 
very materially ; that thole Snuffers came about half 
niJiuifadurcd, with no Mark upon them. 

That he has employed the fame Perfon to make 
Stt*cl Snuffers for linn, but no others, fincc the Fraud 
was difeovered ; and lie has made the W itnels no Sa- 
tisfadion for the Fraud. 

Mr. "James Davenport (Clerk and Affiftant to Mr. 
Ebenezer Coker, a large Plate Manufadurcr in Clerkenwell 
Cloje) informed Your Committee, 'That he had likc- 
wife bought Twenty-eight Pair of Snuffers from the 
Snuffer Maker mentioned by the lall Witnefs, anti fold 
feveral of them ; but One Pair happening to be broke 
was returned to him, when he difeovered neai the feme 
Qi^iantity of Iron in them as has been mentioned by 
the preceding Witnefs, upon which he flopped dealing 
any further with him ; and does not think it poll.blc 
for the Affay Mafter at Goldfiniihs Hall to have 
difeovered the Fraud any other Way than by breaking 
them. 

Mr. Abraham Portal (a Goldfmitli on Ludgate IJill) 
informed Your Committee, l iut it is a common 'Thing 
for the Makers of Wares plated witli Silver, at Bir- 
mingham and Sheffield, to ll.imp Four Maiks theic-on, 
which in Size and Shajic imitate thofe ttnick at Gold- 
fmiths Hall ; and they do this upon alinoff every

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Species of their plated Work, in fiich Manner that 
ignorant People may tafily be deceived thereby. — The 
Witncl's produced a Can plated with Silver, which he 
bought of the Agent ot a Sheffield Manufadurcr, whicli 
rcIembJed Silver very modi, and having Three Marks 
upon it, an ignorant Perlon might be deceived, but he 
bought it as Placed Work, and believed the Marks 
were not put on with any traudulent Intention — That 
in his own Shop he has not known plated Work from 
Silver without a long kAamination, and if he was Knave 
enough, he could leJl tlie Can which lie produced for 
real Silver. 

'file WitneCs alfo produced a plated Coffee Pot, 
marked in i!ie lame Manner as the Can, anil laid. That 
the Cjoldliniilis Hall Marks are a l.ion, a Leopard’s 
Head, and a Letter lor tlic Year, but thofe Marks do 
not lefemblc them } that he had dealt in plated Work 
ever fince it came in IJlc, and never objedted to the 
Makers putting Pour Maiks thereon, which he pre- 
fumed were the Maker’s Name, and did not appre- 
hend they were put on with a Iraudulcnt Dciign, but 
probably to graiily their Cullomers, as it made the 
Work look moic like Silvet that he niver krew a 
Shrffel'i or Brnniit^ham Man attempt to fell Inch Work 
for .Silver i and appreheiuleil there could be no other 
Ufe in putling the Pour Marks, than to make it have 
the llrongcr Appearance ol Silver. 

Mr. Rhhard Morfon (a Goldfniith and Plate Work- 
er on Lud^nlt Hill) confirmed the Evidence given 
by tlie l.ifl Witnel's in every Particular j and added, 
'fhat lie liad leen plated Work of almoll: every Pat- 
tern that was m-dc in Silver, and fo well imitat- 
ed, that he has been obliged to file the Coat of 
Silver oir before he could diitinguilli the Difference, 
and his Cullomers have tlcclared they c mid not dif- 
tinguidi the Difference between (ilatcd and Silver Work, 
if he liad not mentioned it *, that he had dealt in fuch 
Goods Pour or l‘'ivc Years, and that about a Year 
fincc he forbid the Four Marks being put on the plated 
Work he bought, as he thought it had a fraudulent 
Appeal ance, and feemed to be illegal, and fincc that 
'J'lme it h.is been dil'continucd by the Perlon to whom 
he mentioned it •, that he believes plated Work with 
fuch Marks miglit bo lidil for folid Silver, for though 
he could not fay tliey were an Imitation of the Marks 
of any Allay Offiie, yet they were fueh as might de- 
ceive any .Shojikecper, and being put in the lame Places 
wheie Silver Work is marked, he thinks they might 
eafily be taken for Silver-, but he never knew a Manu- 
faiHurcr offer to fell a Piece of plated Work for real 
Silver, and believes he never did, by Miflake, fell a 
Piece of plated Work as real .Silver; and that he forbid 
the Pour Marks being put on his plated Work long be- 
fore he lieard of an Applic.ition from Birmingham and 
SheJii'U to obt.iin Allay Of’iees. 

'rh.u on Pl.ite m.irked at Goldfmiths Hall, when 
finiflied, he has oblers ed the Marks to be lo blinded 
as not to be able to be ililfiiiguiflicd, and believe.s fuch 
Marks arc not defaced intentionally, but unavoidably 
in the finiihing and when it appears to be fo defaced, 
he thinks the Marks arc no Security to the Buyer; — 
and if ihe Witnefs bought Plate with blind Marks upon 
It, he Ihould venture to Icll it, and run the Rifquc of 
the Perlon’s being rcfponfiblc from whom he bought it. 

Mr. Charles IVright (a Silverfmith in Ave Maria 
Lam\ I.oHdon) laid, 'Phat in lafl a Coffee Pot, 

Two Pair of Silver Candlefticks and Snuffers, and a 
plated Snufler Stand, were offered to him at 5 r. &d. 
an Ounce, by a Perfon who had advanced Money upon 
them as I'olid Silver, and that they were entered as fuch 
in a Cat.iloguc for Sale ; — That the Witnefs difcovcred 
the Stand to be Copper immediately on View, but can- 
not tell where it was made. 


Mr. William Bern (Shopman to Mr. Ritberton^ A 
Silverfmith in AldgeUe) informed Your Committee, That 
he had in the Dulk of the Evening bought of a Gentle- 
woman who had been a Cuftomcr to him, a plated Cup, 
as folid Silver; that be paid it away as Silver to a 
Manufafttirer, who difcovcred it to plated : — The 
Witnefs produced the Cup, which appeared to have 
'i'hrce Marks upon it, and laid, He bought it as un- 
certain Silver at 4J. 6 d. per Ounce, and Six Pence 
ovei : — That when he buys Silver with the Mark trf 
Goldfmiths Hall he give 5J. 6 d. an Ounce; that 
uncertain Silver is made Abroad ;— and that he did 
not know where this Cup was manufaftured. 

Mr. WVliam Smith (a Goldfmith ill Cheapfide) in-* 
formed Your Committee, 'fhat in Auguji 1771 he 
bought a Dozen of Silver Punch Ladles of a Silver- 
fmith at Sheffield i that he had One of them alTayed 
about a Month ago which he pioduced to Your Com- 
inittci-f when the Report was 'I'hree Ounces worfe than 
Stan.lard, although he paid fuch a Price for them as 
htmlcll or any oilier Workman would have made Silver 
ones for ; that he alfayed only One of the Ladles, and 
therefore cannot tell whether the Wf hole were worfe than 
Standard ; that he does not know whether it is ufual 
to make I'ut h thin Ladles under Standard in Londotit 
though he has known loine made there by particular 
Orders of Dollars, which are 4 or 5 dwts. woric than 
Standard ; and though a great many are made in 'Pown 
that arc Hall marked, yet he has feen fume Town 
made Ladles that h.tve not had the Hall Mark, and 
believes the Kealbn is to lave the P,xpence of marking; 
and has feen Ladles as ilight us that produced, with the 
Hall Mark upon them. 

Mr. George Cowles (a Goldfmith and Plate Worker in 
Cornbtll) produced fome plated Candlerticks, which he 
informed Your Committee were made by a Company 
of Silverfimths at Sheffield^ with Pour Marks thereon, 
relembling Silver, and which may be fold as fuch, 
though they are not the fame Figures as the Hall 
Mark, or the Marks of any Country Allay Office, but 
I’our diftinft l.etters That he did not buy them as 
Silver, but believes fome Goldfmiths might be de- 
ceived, and thinks in common he could fell them as 
folid Silver. 

That he has feen Quadrille Pools, Snuffer Pans, and 
many other I’hings made at Sheffield, with thofe Marks 
imprefifed upon them, which he laid the Manufadlurers 
make ufe of to refcmble the Mark of Goldl'miths 
1 lall ; but never law any plated Goods marked with 
the Hall Mark of London, or the Mark of any Country 
A% Office. 

Mr. John Nodes (a Goldfmith in the Strand) inform- 
ed Your Committee, That a Dozen of Silver Handle 
Knives and Forks (which were produced by Mr. Fair) 
not having tjie Hall Mark upon them, were bought 
by the Witnefs of a Company of Silverfmiths at Shef- 
field, and that he paid 'I hree Pence per Set for their 
being Hall marked ; that there is an S Itruck upon 
that Part of them where the Hall Mark is generally 
put i thar he was deceived by that Mark, not examining 
tiiem very attentively when he bought them, and 
thought it had been the Hall Mark ; that he believes 
they arc Standard, and would not have bought them 
if he had known they were not Hall marked ; that he 
fold them to Mr. Richard Mwfon in March 1771, 
and never heard till now that they were not flail 
marked. 

Mr. Richard Morfon informed Your Committee, That 
in March 1771, he bought the Knives and Forks before 
mentioned of Mr. J^n Nodes, and believed at that 
Time they had been Hall marked, and did not know 
T , the 
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the Difiereace until a Cuftomcr dlfcovcred it j and 
refufed felling them when he found they were not Hall 
marked. 

Frauds committed, or attempted to be committed, 

by the Maniifaftui-ers or Venders of Gold and Silver 
• Plate in Lendon. 

Mr. T^avid Uemtll informed Your Committee, That 
if Scrapings or Cuttings arc taken from difierent Pieces 
of the fame Sorts of Plate, the whole Mafs fo cut or 
feraped may prove Standard, but Ibver.il of thofe l*icces 
may not be Standard j and that it is common to put 
good PitCes in Spoons, (Jc. to the Amount of lo, 12, 
or 1 3 dwt. above Standard amongft the bad ones, as a 
Kind of Convoy for the reft \ but if that is fofpedled 
they Icparatc it, and make difitrent Aflfays of all the 
Parts, and if they find One Part worfe than Standard 
they break the Whole*, but thefe Frauds arc fome- 
tlmcs detefted fiom the Charader of the Man, and the 
Appearance of the &lver, and by the' bending of it; 
that tlu-re has never been an Inftance of any fuch 
Convoys palling tlie Oftice fincc he has been there ; 
but has feert Snuffers when broke, whit h had Iron con- 
cealed in them, chat could not be difeovered at the 
ClSce, without breaking or deftroying the Work. 

'I'he Witnefs further informed Your Committee, That 
the Company have given IJrredions to their Officers, 
when they fuf^ded any plated or fraudulent Ware, to 
break or Ipoil it at the Rifque of the Company, which 
they have dorie. 

Mr. Rujhforth -ppoduced to Your Committee Icveral 
Spoons of different Sotts of *Silver made in London^ 
fome 6 dwt. better, and others 6 dwt, worfe, than Stan- 
dard, all of them half finiftied, which were brought to 
the Office in One Parcel a few Days ago, and which he 
fufpeded from the Sliglitnefs and Softnefs of them *, 
and faid that Workmen fend Silver in this Way-iri or- 
der to get their bad Wares through the Office, 

That he has known Inftanccs of Pieces of Standard 
Silver folUcred to Buckles worfe than Standard, and filed 
bright, in Older to obtain the Company’s Marks; — and 
further faui, That in 1767 a Parcel of Buckles and Tea 
Tongs, witii the Gates foldcred to them, of a Quality 
better than S adard, were brought to the Office, but 
upon Proof of tiie Fnal from the Body of the Buckles, 
the fame were found to lie 8 dwt, under Standard, 

Mr. Jqwes Davenport informed Your Comipiitee, 
That about Three Years ago M;;. Cvker received a Pair 
of Sauce Boats from ,a Gentlenian in London for old 
Silver, ahd before tlicy were, nicked Ik broke the 
Handle off, and found it loadcd.with Solder made of 
Brafs and Silver:— That thole Boats were marked at 
Goldfmiihs Hi>U » nnd believes tlK Officers there can- 
not difeover the ^plder conceal^, in the Handles with- 
out breaking them ; therefore the Witnefs rather choofes 
to buy Silver of a Kcfincr, than old Silver, becaule from 
a Refiner he knows what he buys., . 

Mr. Bernard Holbrook (Agent, to Upland and Co. 
of Sheffield) informed Your Committee, That he was 
defired to buy foine Pieces of Silver which .had the 
Mark of London Workmen upon them, and on the 
loth of February laft, he bought a Pair of Jargc_ Silver. 
Buckles from a Silverlmich in I.ondon^ which had the 
Workman's Name, and alfo the Mark of Goldfmiths 
Hall, thereon ; that the Witnefs cut a Piece front the 
Rim, Chape, and Tongue, free from Solder, and took ■ 
the fame to Goldfmiths flail on the iith of February 
to be aflayed ; and the Report from Mr. Rujhfertb^ the 
Head Affay Mafter there, was, the Rim 6 ^ dyvtj woHc 
than Standard, the Chape 6 dwt. worfe, and the Tongue 
a oz. X dwt. worfe than Standard ; the Witnefs pro- 
duced the Buckles and the Bill and Receipt, figncd by

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the Perfon he bought them of, together with the ori- 
ginal Reports from Goldfmiths Hall, which he faid had 
been in his Pofleffion ever fince. 

He alfo acquainted Your Committee, T'liat he bought 
of another Silverfmith in London^ 7' wo Bottle Tickets 
with the Hall Maik upon them ; that he cut a Bit 
from each, and cairied them to Goldfmiths Hall to be 
aflayed; and the Report on ilic Cham was 2 oz. 11 
dwt. worfe than Standard, and on the Litb'el 2 dwts. 
woife than Stimlard ; the Witntfs ailb produced the 
Bottle Tickets and Reports, 

That, on the zoih of February, he bought Two Te.i 
Spoons, One large T.nble Spoon, 'Two Parr of Sleeve 
Buttons, One Punch Ladle, One Pair of Shoe Buckles, 
and One Pair of I'ea 'longs, ol another Silverlmich in 
London, who told him, the Whole were of his owri 
Making. — ^That the Witntfs cut a Bit from each Piece, 
and carried the f.ime to Goldl'mitlis H.ill to be allayed j 
and Mr. Rujhforth, the Allayer, reported. T hat they 
were all worle than Standard ; vtz.

The Witncls produced the above Articles to Your 
Committee, when it appcaanl, That every Article had 
the Mark of (Joldfrniths Hall except the Buttons ; ;inti 
laid. He had no Sulpieion that nny of tli6fc S'llvcrfmiths 
were accuftomed to fell bad Plate, ne'ilhcr had he any 
Dire< 5 lion to go to thole particular I loulyS ; ,iiid t.hat he 
had now produced every Piece of I’larc 'winch he had 
bought with a Defign to have them affiyCil, except a 
Silver Coral, Two Pair of Sleeve Bvntons, and Three 
TTiimbles, which he bought of another Silverfmitli 
in London, and delivered immediately to Mr. Ccx,' 
a Refiner of Sheffield’, that he made no Complaint 
of this sit Goldfniiths Hall, and did not intend to h.ive 
purchafed any of thofe Articles till he was informed 
the Goldfmiths Company of Tjondon intended ch.irg- 
ing the Manufadluvers of Birmingham and Sheffield witlv 
Frauds. 

That he carried all the Allays he h.is bern fpeaking 
of to the H.1II, fetched them back iVom thence, and re- 
ceived the Reports ligned by the Allay Mafter, and the ■ 
Allay Bits. — That he delivered l ive of the Affays into 
Mr. Cflx’s Hands, to fee what Repoit the Hall had 
made ; and that they were never out of his Pofleffion 
till he delivered them to Mr. Cox — T hat he took the 
Silver from the fame Parts of tlie Plate as he would 
have done had he bought it as uncertain Silver — and 
added. That about T'lircc Weeks or a Month ago, he 
took Two Aflay Bits of .Silver to Goldfmiths Hall, 
which were repotted 16 i dwt. better than Standard. 

Mr. yilbion Cox informed Your Committee, That he 
ferved an Apprcniicelhip with Mr. Robot t Jlbion Cox, a 
Rc&icr m Utile Britain that he li.id had much Ex- 
perience in buying ■ old Silver, and never bought a 
Tankard of London make, and marked with the (iold- 
fmiths Hall Mark, without fii ft examining the Handle, 
as there had been often found Pieces of Brtifs, Copper, 
and Solder, concealed in the Handles of I'ankards. 

That on the nth of February Lift, he ftood at the 
Door of a Silverfmith in London, whilft Mr. Holbrook 
bought there, and delivered to him, a Silver Coral, 
Two Pair of Silver Slcrve Buttons, and Three 
Thimbles ; that he opened One of the Bells of the 
Coral, and found a Piece of Brafs therein weighing only 
One Grain and a Half lefs than the Bell. — That ho 
took Two Pieces from the Coral, One from the Body, 
T and 
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and the other from the Bells, and One Piece from 
One of the I'himbles, and another from the Buttons, 
to a private Aflay Mailer in Gutter iMue^ who made 
a Report of their being all worfe than Standard j

The Witnefs further faid. That none of thofe Ar- 
ticles had the Mark of Goldfmiths Hall, for it is not 
ufual to mark fuch Things j and that he bought them 
as Standard Silver, at 5 r. 6 d. an Ounce, as appeared 
by the Bill which he produced. 

He alfo produced to Your Comimttee a Pepper Box 
with tlie Mark of Goldfmiths Hall Upon it, which had 
been alTayed by the beforementioned Aflayer, who re- 
ported the Foot to be 5 dwt. worfe than Standard, and 
the Button 4 dwt. worfe than Standard. 

The Witnefs alfo faid. That he had neither bought, 
or employed any Perfon elfe to buy, any Plate fince 
the tft of February laft, except what he had pro- 
duced.

H. B. The Letter W. fignifics worfe, and the Letter 
B. better, than Standard. 


Mr. Flayer informed Your Committee, That he had 
many Years bought old Silver j and that when Tankards . 
or Cups, with the Mark of London Workmen, and of 
Goldfmiths Hall, were offered to him for Sale, he fuf- 
peCled they might have too much Solder in the Handles, 
and always looked upon it as necelTary to break thofe 
Parts. 

That it is cuftomary for Shopkeepers to pay Work- 
ing Silverfmiths in Part with old Silver, which is a 
PraClicc that he apprehends ought to be reflrained, as 
being a Grievance to the Workmen, becaufe it occafions 
their Plate to be often cut at the Hall. 

That he had feen S^ns Two or Three Ounces 
worfe than Standard, before the late Aft of Parliament, 
which made it Felony to imitate the Hall Mark ; but 
that he fhould buy Buckles or Spoons made fince 
that Time as Standard, if they had the Hall Mark 
upon them. 

Mr. Spljbury^ informed Your Committee, That he 
fells his Manufaftures j viz. Cruet Frames, Bottle 
Stands, Pails, Muflard Pots, and Salts in general, 
to Shopkeepers \nLondeny and receives old Silver for 
the Weight of the Place, and Money for the Fafhion \ 
— ^that it is the Cuftom of the Trade to employ Callers, 
who agree to caft their Work of fuch a Standard as will 
pafs at the Hall ; and that Buckles of modern Mjske, 

and 
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«nd with t ptw Hall Mark, which he takes in Part of 
Payment from his Cuftomers. his Cafter will not take 
of him without an Abatement of One Pcny per Ounce, 
to make it up Standard, which Abatement the Witnefs 
has allowed, becaufe it is cuftomary for the Trade in 
general to do it, but is a great Grievance \ that he had 
Ibmetimes aflayed them, and found they turned out 
worie than his Cafter’s Report. 

The Witnefs further faid, I'hat when he takes his 
Plate to the Silverfmichs, for whom he has made it, 
fome of them infill upon his taking Buckles, that they 
offer him in Part of Payment, which he fubmits to, ra- 
ther than take his Place back i as by taking it to ano- 
ther Shop he Ihould iofe more. — And being alked. If 
he knew any Thing of Convoys ?— he acquainted Your 
Committee, That it was a common Practice in the Sil- 
ver Trade, and that each Branch adopted Convoys 
proper for their own Manufa&ures } and that it is 
cuftomary for the Officers at Goldfmiths Hall to ftrike 
their Marks near the Workman’s Mark ■, That he has 
known a Punch Ladle made with Two lon^ Lips, and 
when the Maker put his Mark near the Edge of the 
Lip, the Officers at Goldfmith’s Hall did the fame*, 
the Workmen then cut off that Part; and this Opera- 
tion upon a Ladle has been repeated Two or Three 
Times \ that he has known the lame Method praflifed 
in Skewers, by making them very long, putting the 
Marks at the Ends, and cutting them off % but never 
made any Difeovery of fuch Frauds to the Officers of 
the Goldfiniths Company, for Fear of drawing an 
Odium upon himfelf from the Trade. 

Mr. John WiUiams (a Silver Cafter in Lad Lane^ Weed 
Street) inftM’med Your Committee, That he calls Silver 
for Silverfmiths, from Silver which they deliver to him i 
chat he does not eall eveiy Perfon’s Silver feparately, but 
mixes them together j that he was employed Two or 
Three Years ago by the laftmentioned Witnefs to call 
Work for him ; and had fome of his Silver affayed, 
which was reported fome 15 dwt, others 17 dwt. and 
fome an Ounce under Standard, although he had told 
this Witnefs it was better than Standard j that he has 
fometimes received from the fame Perfon Brals Clip- 
pings or Cuttings, coloured like Silver, to be call into 
Work i and had fcveral Times melted Bottoms of 
Bottle Stands, which had the Mark of Goldfmiths 
Hall upon them \ having been there, as he apprehends, 
to convoy the Reft, as they were 4, 5, or 6 dwt. better 
than Standard j that he refufed to be further employed 
by the Perfon who had made Ufc of fuch Prafticcs, left 
it Ihould hurt his other Cullomers, as it was ufual to 
call all their Work together, and they delivered him 
better Silver. 

Mr. F<w> acquainted Your Committee, That all Lon- 
don Silvcrlmiths, who are Members of the Goldfiniths 
Company, take an Oath, not to manufaihirc Silver 
worfe than Standard— That in order to difeover Frauds 
in the Trade, the Goldfmiths Company have caufed 
^trails of the Laws, for preventing Frauds, to be 
printed, publilhed, and difperfed, botn in Town and 
Country and likewife Notices, fignifying the Com- 
pany's Rcadinefs to profccute Offenders j and that when 
Frauds have been complained of to the Company, fuch 
Complaints have been duly attended to, and every 
Means ufcd by the Company to prevent them. 

Being alked. Whether the Goldfmiths Company have 
ever fcarched Silverfmiths Shops, in order to try their 
Plate, and deleft Frauds ? he faid, He did not know 
of any fuch Search, and doubted whether they had a 
Power fo to do j but the Company had often paid for 
Plate, bot^ht in Order to deleft Frauds, and had de- 
tefted feveral by that Means— And further faid, I'hat 
the AlTay Matter at Goldfmiths F^all was not fworn un- 
der the Aft of Parliament, but by the fame Authority 


as the Wardens and other Officers of the Company are 
fworn i that Company being a Corporation by Prelcrip- 
tion, which exift^ prior to the granting of their Firll 
Charter, and apprehends they had a Right, by Pre- 
feription, to keep an Affay Office antecedent to any 
Statute. 

Concerning the Standard Plate, and the Method 
of performing AlTays by the King’s Afiay Ma- 
iler at the Mmt. 

Mr. David Hennell informed Your Committee, That 
the Standard of Silver Plate is 1 1 oz. 2 dwt. fine Silver, 
and 18 dwt. of Allay to the Pound Troy, from which 
Standard they make their Report and that the Affayer 
ought not to report any Thing as Standard which is be- 
low that. 

That where the Pkte confifts of different Parts, and 
the Scrapings from all Parts together appear upon the 
Affay to be Standaid, he confiders that whole Piece of 
Plate to be Standard. 

Mr. Rujhfortb acquainted Your Committee, That if, 
upon Trial of the Plate at Goldfmiths Hall, it comes 
within 2 dwt. of Standard, they pafs it as Standard. 

Being alked. How near in alTaying he can tell the De- 
gree of Allay ? he anfwered, To a Quarter of a Grain. 
— And being further alked. Whether the Standard ap- 
pointed for Wrought Plate was the fame as that ap* 

¥ tinted for the Coin of the Kingdom ? he anfwered, 
he very fame % and further faid. That the Standard 
for Silver is 1 1 oz. 2 dwt. and that the Hall Mark is 
put upon plate which he allays, upon his Report, with- 
out anv other Authority. 

Ana being alked. What Check there is in the Office 
upon his Skill and Integrity ? — he anfwered. The Oath 
he took i but that there is no official Check except thp 
Diet. 

That the Aflayers pafs Plate which is 1 1 oz, fine as 
Standard and the Standard Piece of the Kingdom 
is 1 1 oz. 2 dwt.— that they never pafs Plate left than 
11 oz. fine, but allow a dwt, rather than deface the 
Plate. 

Mr. William Hancock informed Your Committee, 
That he buys his Silver of the Refiner, and pays the 
Price of Standard Silver for it, as 1 1 oz, 2 dwt. fine, 
and 18 dwt. Allay, and that it always pafles the Hall. 

Mr. Albion Cox acquainted Your Committee, That the 
Perfon with whom he I'crvcd his Apprcnticclhip fold 
Five thoufand Ounces of Silver Weekly to Working 
Silverfmiths, which was 2|. dwt. under Standard ; that 
he believed he had more than T wo hundred Cullomers 
in Town and Country, and that they never had any 
Complaint from any Manufafturcr of that Silver being 
broke at the Hail, where it was found to be a Cuftom 
to pafs Silver 2 1 dwt. worfe than Standard, and there- 
fore they fold fuch ; and he believes it is the Praftice 
amongil Refiners now — That he now fells Silver to 
the Silverfmiths at Sheffield 2 dwt. worfe than Standard, 
though when he went firll to that Place, it was the 
Cuftom of the Houfe he is concerned with to make 
all their Silver Standard, until he told them that they 
paired it at Goldfmiths Hall 2 1 worfe than Standard ■, 
and then they reduced theirs to the fame Worfeneft. 

That the Silver which he fold to the Manufafturers 
was fometimes affayed by the Hall AlTayers, and fome- 
times by private AlTayers, and thinks the Silver he fo 
fold to his Cullomers could not be varied Half a Penny- 
weight in the Pound in Working. 

That he fells Silver called Fine or Pure Silver, and 
apprehends that 11 oz. a dwt. of that Silver, and 18 
dwt. of Copper would not make Silver of legal Standard, 
but would be reported by any Affay Mailer 2 dwt. worfe 
than Standard, and never faw Silver more than 16^

That Your Committee, upon clofing the Evidence 
relative to the Allay Office at Cbefer^ in order to 
tellify their Approbation thereof, made the following 
Obfervation ; -i/k. « That it appears to this Committee, 
“ that the Allay Office at Cbtlhr has been condiiflecl 
“ with Fidelity and Skill and upon clofing the Evi- 
dence relative to the Allay Office at Ne'^caflU upon 
‘fym. Your Committee made the lame Obfervation re- 
fpeding that Office. 

Your Committe further obferve to the Hoflfe, That 
the Artificers are now arrived at. fo great a Perfeftion 
in plating with Silver^ the Goods made of bafe Metal, 
tliat they very much «cfcmble folid Silver ; and if .the 
Fradicc 
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Waftice which has been introduced, of putting Marks 
upon them fomewhat rciembling thofe ufed at the AflUy 
Offices, (hall not be retrained, many Fraud's and In> 
pofitions may be committed upon the Public. 

And Your Committee beg Leave further to oblcrve 
to the Houfe, that it appears to them, from the Manner 
in which the faid feveral Aflay Offices have been and 
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are now condufted, that they are liable to many Abufes 
and Impolitions, and that various brauds have been 
committed upon Sdver Plate, contrary to the legal 
Standard edablilhed in this Kingdom ; and that I'ome 
further Checks, and Regulations arc ncceffiiry to be 
made, in and over the laid Offices, befides thofe pro- 
vided by the Laws now in being.

The Committee appointed to enquire into the prefent 
State of the Linen Trade in Great Britain and 
hndy and to whom tiic Petition of the I<inen Man«- 
fadlurcrsof rhe North Kuling ot the County of Vorht 
and alfo the I’etition ot liie Hot ka back Fable Linen 
Manufafturers ot in the County of Dur- 

ham \ and alfo the Petition of the Linen ManufaC' 
florers of the Counties of Wilis^ Derfet, and Smef- 
fit j and alfo the Petition df the Clothiers and Ma- 
' nufafturers of Devonfiire Kerfey and Plain Cloth, 
were fevcrally referred •, have, purluant to the Or- 
der of the Houfe, inquired into the Matters, and 
conlidered the fevcral Petitions to them referred \ 
and in order to grve the Houfe as full a State as 
'pofliblc of the fevcral Matters referred to their 
Confideration, they both inl^£bd the Accounts 
laid before them, and exanuned fuch Ferfons, 
from whofe Knowlege and Experience in the Linen 
Manufacture of thefe Kingdoms, they could ex- 
pe& the bell Information.

Years after the Conclufion of the IVace, the I'rade be- 
gan to decline, and lias continued fo to do ever fince— 
that there is now a great Diminution in the Qiiaiititics 
of Linen Goods made, although the Prices are fallen 
from 10 to 12 fer Cent. — that fome Branches of the 
Trade have fuflvicd more than others, partuularly the 
Articles of Soldiers Shirting and Dowlal's, which .ire 
almoft entirely given up for Want or a Demand, 
though the Firft once foPmed a Cv^nliderable Branch of 
the Manufafturc of that Town rnd Neighbourhood— 
that he dealt chiefly in Ofiiaburglis, which have fallen 
in their Price, within the laft Twelve Months, One 
Peny per Yard— that he could not recollcdf the cx.iA 
Price of that Article at the Clofc of the late War, but 
that it was at leaft 13 or 14 per Cent, higher than the 
prefent Price, though the C^iality of the Goods is 
now much better — that, in his Opinion, the Nu . ber of 
Looms now employed are a Fourth or a Fifth lefs than 
the Ntlmber that were employed at th-t Time— that 
the Sheetings and thm W'hicc and Brown Linens have 
alfo fallen in Price, at lealt a Peny a Yard. And be- 
ing afleed. If the Importation of Flax was decreafed 
lately ? he faid.

than they were a Year before 1 and that the Rioters 
were chiefly MabuAfkurers outCoff Employment And 
being aflced. If the AVages of tfe ManufaAd^rs l|Sd 
been lowered oiLlate Years ? -Jte Aid, The ointb%ir|gh 
Manufacturers received now only Eight or Nine Shil< 
lings, for what they formerly were paid Ten Shillings 
and Six Pence •, and that the Wages they now receive 
are not fufflcient to maintain a Man with M ufhal 
Family iri Oatmeal, which is their chief Subfiftencc— 
that many of the Linen Manufacturers hold fmall 
Pieces of Ground •, but that from the prefent low State 
oFtht Trade, he does notr think they earn pay their 
Rchts — that the Counties ofi Per/A, Kifte/^dine^ and 
Fife, arc alfo greatly concerned in the Linen Manu> 
.faCture ; that he believed them to be in as bad a Situa- 
tion as Dundee and its Neighbourhood \ and that there 
have been Riots in the firft and laft of thofe Counties, 
which he believed proceeded from the fa’rtitr Caufes- as 
thofe which happened in Dundee. 

Your Committee then examined, 

Mr. H^aUer Biggari who faid. He was concerned in 
the Linen Trade as a Manufacturer, in the Neighbour- 
hood of Edinburgh, and dealt chiefly in flne Shirting and 
Long Lawn — that he had been in Trade ever fince the 
Year 1749 — ^that the Linen Manufacture^ is in a very 
declining State now — that from the Year 17401 to this 
Beginning of the laft War, its Progrefs was rather flow; 
but that in Two or Three Years after that Period, the 
Trade began to extend quickly, and continued to tn- 
creafe until the End of the War *, and that he did not 
perceive any Decline in it, till Two or Three Years 
after the Conclufion of the Peace, fince when it has 
been gradually declining — that in the Neighbourhood 
of Edinburgh it has decreafed from One Third to One 
Half— that to the beft of his Knowlege, the Number 
of Looms was reduced from 1,500, to 5 or yooi which 
Calculation he formed from the Obfervations of others 
as well as from his own — that during the late War, 
when the Manufacture flouriihed moft, though the 
Demand for Hands was great, yet enough were round ; 
but that now many Hundreds, both Spinners and 
Weavers, arc out of Employment — that, during the 
Time beforementioned, there was a confideraUe Manu* 
faCture at Perth of a Sore of white Linen, flt for 
Printing, called Silefia, and of a Kind flt for Soldiers 
Shirting which Trade is in a very declining Situation :

Mr. . , . . Harvey, a Linen Manufacturer in the 
County of Somerfet ; who being examined, faid. That a 
great Qiiantity of Linen is made in the Eaftern Parts of 
the County, and fome in all Pans of it — that the Lineris 
made there arc chiefly Dowlafs, Sheeting, and Bed 
Ticks— that Dowlafs, about Seven Years ago, Ibid from 
Thirteen Pchce to Fifteen Pence a Yard, and now is 
fold from Ten Pence to a Shilling — that Sheeting, which 
fold from One Shilling and Six Pence to Three Shillings 
a Yard, now fells from One .Shilling and Four Pence to 
Two Shillings and Six Pence — that Tickings lold from 
One Shilling and Four Pence to Three Shillings, and 
flow they fen from One Shilling and Two Pence to Two 
Shillings and Four Pence, although the Goods of each 
Sort, when made of Home Yarn, are now as good as 
they were formerly— that the Price has declined gra- 
dually for thefb Seven Years paft, but mofl; in the 
Two laft— that a great Number of Looms have been 
left Off, but he could not fay how many — that the 
Goods were pal tly made of Home Yarn and partly of 
Foreign, but the Dowlafs’s moftly of Home Yarn — 
that Half of the Spinners arc out of Employment, and 
in his Opinion anothef Year will difeharge Half the 
Weavers — that Dowlafs and Ticks cannot be made 
good without a Proportion of Home Yarn — about

Dowlafs made is dimihifhed, but the Ticks rather in- 
creafed — that the Foreign Dowlafs is ufed in Place of 
Home made, but the Foreign Ticks, he believed, 
are fubjeft to high Duties — that there arc great Quan- 
tities of the Ticks now on Hand, both in the Country 
and imhe Warehoufes in London ; and he faid. He did 
not believe that any Pcrlbn could now fell Twenty 
Pieces of Tick, though he was to lofe 5 per Cent, by 
it, he having tried lo to do without Succt ls— that the 
Rcafon of tliis is, too many Ticks being made for tlie 
Confumption, which is not confidcrable, and* is over- 
done by fo many Looms being turned from Dowlafs to

made of it — that the Foreign (Joods are as good as the 
Home Manufadturcs made of Foreign Yarn, but the 
Foreign Cloth is fold chc.ipcr — that the great Market 
for their Goods was Exeter Fair, Four Times a Year-, 
but now a full Third Ids is lold there, and the Price is fo 
low that nothing is got by making the Crouds ; but the 
Manufafturcr perfifts, in lIopesofbctterTiir.es, though 
many of them have left oft'— that he had been in the 
Counm-, and converfed with the other Manuf.iL'lurcrs, 
at Two great Meetings, a few Days before his Ex.imi- 
naiion-»-ih.it tliey made the beft Calculation of the 
Number of People employed in the Counties of Hants, 
V/ilts, Dorfet, ar.d Somerfet, and that they computed 
that there were, within thefe Seven Years, about 
^Tboufand employed in the Linen Manufafturc, and that 
Five out of Seven were Spinners, of whom One Half 
are now idle — that the Manufidture might be greatly 
extended, if properly encouraged ; but that he docs not 
know any Branch the Manufadturers could betake them- 
fcJves to, tf the Linen Manufafturc is not encouraged, 
for the Woollen Manufacture is in Diftrels likcwiJe, 
owing to the great Importation of the coarfc Rt/Jia Linen 
Drabs ; for the Country People now wear Coat, Waift- 
coat, and Breeches of that Linen, in Place of Woollen.

that is exported and that the Silefus and Garlix are 
entered as Narrow Germany, both at Importation and

about Seven Pence, and thefe Prices are before the re-

Meafurc ftopt, by an Adt palTcd in England, in or about 
the Year 1750, whereby a Duty of 'I’wo Pence a Yard 
is charged upon all Sail Cloth of the Value of Ten 
Pence, and under One Shilling and Two Pence -, and 
Four Pence on all Sail Cloth of the Value of One Shil- 
ling and Two Pence or upwards, that had received the 
Bounty granted on Sail Cloth m^de of Irijh Hemp in 
Ireland — that by thefe Means the Irijb Sail Cloth Manu- 
fadlurc declined, the Growth of Hemp in Ireland was 
difeouraged and deftroyed, and the Foreigners obtained 
almoft the foie Pofiefllon of the Market. And being 
alked. What (^amities of Linen are now on Hand in 
Ireland? he faid, That in Dublin he believed there were 
Goods of the Manufadbure of 177a, to the Value of 
200,000, unfold, about the Firft of April laft, in the 
Hands of the Fadbors — that there never was known lb 
much as J, 20,000 Value in the Fadbors Hands at that 
Time of the Year, except fince the Manufadbure began 
to decline, in the Years and 1772 — that there 
were alfo large Quantities in the Hands of different 
Drapers in the Country, who would not fend them to 
Market, as there was no Sale for them, though they 
offered to fell them at lo per Cent, under Prime Coft.— 
That Linens of the new Bleach of this prefent Year 
was beginning to come to Market, fcveral Parcels of 
which he faw the Firft Week in April j and that by the 
latter End of June, when all the Firft Bleach of this 
Year will be off the Greens, he was certain, from the 
great Stock of the laft Year on Hand, and the Stock of 
this Year coming together, a Circumftance never ex- 
perienced in the Kingdom before, it will create fuch a 
general Stagnation in the Trade and Credit of the 
Country, as muft be attended with the moft fatal Effedbs, 
and that immediately, and in its Confcquenccs, muft 
greatly affedb the Imjxirts from Great Britain. And 
being alked. What Proportbn tlie Labour bears to the 
adlual Value of the Linen Manufadbure ? he feid, That 
from fome Calculations he had made, he was of Opinion, 
that Eleven Parts in Twelve of the Manufadbure of 
Ireland is a Profit to the Country, becaufe very near all 
the Flax is raifed there — that the Dedudbions from the 
grofs Quantities of Linen and Yarn, for Home Con- 
lumption and Exportation, are, from 60 to 80,000 
worth of Flax Seed imported annually, chiefly from 
America ; Alhes for the various Purpolcs of Bleaching, 
to the Amount from 60 to 80,000 ; and Flax to the 
Amount of about £, a 0,000 a Year— that the other 
Dedudbions, fuch as Indigo, Smalts, Blue, Csfr. are. in- 
confiderable — that a Weave)- can earn Eight Pence a 
Day, and a ^od Spinner about Two Fence Halfpenyi 
with which Wages they go on veiy well— and that there 
are no Duties by the Laws of Ireland on the Materials 
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Ufe^ for dlcaciiing, itor ut)on FUx Seeds ; but there is a 
Duty of 2. a Ton on Flax imported. And being 
afleed. Whether fealing all Foreign Linens at Importa- 
tion would be attended with any, and what, good Ef- 
fects, or how their Value at Importation quuld be 
afeertained, and illicit Trade prevented ? he faid. 
He was perfuaded, that fomething is necelTary to be 
done to afeertain the Value of Foreign Linens on 
their Importation, and prevent their being entered or 
exported Under wrong Denominations, to the Prejudice 
of the Home Manufacturer and the Revenue — that he 
approved the Method propofed, of fealing all Foreign 
Linens ort Importation ; and is of Opinion that a Periun 
ought to be appointal, under the Direction of the Mcr- 
chiUits dealing particularly in Britijb and Irijh Linens, 
in each Port, to infpeCt the Qviality and Value of the 
Foreign Goods imported, as an .^flUlant to the Revenue 
Officers, in order to prevent the Mifehiefs above com- 
plained of, and to be {laid by an additional Tax pro- 
orcibned to the Duties on the Foreign Linens — that he 
ad Realbn to believe the Britijb and Irijb Linens pay 
14 per Cent, on Importation into Spain^ but the French 
Linens only pay 4 per Cent, although, by riie Treaties 
with Spain^ the Briti/h Nation arc in be on the fame 
Footing, in Matters of Commerce, with the moll 
favoured Nations j and is certain, that they can make 
the Species of Goods (called IBritannias) fur the Spanifj 
Markets, equally good with the Ftcn^-h^ he having 
manufaCliired fcvcral Parcels himfelf as Experiments, 
and had them fold in Spain for leveral Ye.irs j and he 
gave it up, as the Returns were long in coming round — 
that the Spanifi Tr&tSs for Linens wouUl be of great 
Importance, as he is informed tlic Conlumptionof Spa^n 
and its Dominions, in Linen, exceeds the Confumj.tion 
of Britain and its Colonies. 

Your Committee then called, 

Mr. Gtorge Carletony of Lublin j who being examined, 
faid. He had been a Merchant there, cliicfly in the 
Linen Branch, about Thirty Years, and is now con- 
cerned in the Damaflc Manufacture ; and he confirmed 
what Robert Stepbenfon^ of Dublin^ has given in Evi- 
dence of the great Decline of the Linen Trade of that 
Kingdom, and believed it to proceed from the Caufes 
afligned by him— that the Sale of Irifl) Linens w.is 
declining, particularly fince the Year 1770, yet the 
Quantity did not decrcafe, the ManufaClurers ftill going 
on and working up their Stocks on Hand, in ExpeCla- 
tion the Sale would mend j but finding by Experience 
it has declined much more, they have this lafl Winter 
difeontinued One Half of their Looms, by which great 
Number of Weavers and others, who pot their Liveli- 
hood and Support by the Linen Manufattiirc, arc now 
out of Employ, and h-iving no other Uufinefs to follow, 
are emigrating with their Families to America, where 
he believed the ManufaCline of Linens m.ny be t llablilhed, 
and enlarged to a great Extent, unlcis fume Method is 
purfiicd to keep the Weavers, and others cemeerned in 
that Branch, at Home, by giving fornc Relief and En- 
couragement thereto — that the Linen 'J>adc is the chief 
Dependance s nd Support of Ireland, the principal Ex- 
port that brings any confiderablc Amount of Money into 
that Kingdom ; is now in fuch a Situation as nearly to 
be loft i whereby the Kingdom miift be deftroyed, the 
Revenue of which is decreafing, and mull continue to 
do lb, while the Linen Trade is in fuch Dillrefs, as 
from Produce thereof, tlic People of Ireland arc enabled 
to import Goods from Great Britain and other Places, 
and by the Duties of which the Kftabliflunent is prin- 
cipally fupported— that he has been concerned in the 
manufafturing of Damafk Tabic 1 /inen and Napkins at 
Two different Places in Ireland and for the Kcafons 
given by Robert Stepbenfen, as to this Particular, that 
Branch is greatly d< dined — that he has been conne£led 
in Sale of Irijb Canvafs or Sail Cloth, particularly with 
that made at Louglafs, near Cerke, the Quality ol which 
is equal to any Holland or Forei;>n Duck he has feen — 
that they could improve and enlarge this Maniifadure,

which is well conduiSled, if they had any Encouragement 
by a good and fpeedy Sale •, but they are obliged to fell 
fo low tliat the Owners have little or no Encouragement 
to continue the fame — that the ufual Quantity of Flax 
Seed W.1S imported this Scalbn as in former Years, the 
Quality of which, as good as ever he faw yet, was lelUng 
when he left Dublin, from Five to Ten Shillings prr 
Hogllicad under Prime Coft (the ulual V’^alue being 
about Sixty .Shillings per Hogfticad, the Lofs is from lO 
to 15 per Cent.) owing to the little Demand for this 
Article — th.it the Pc.iple who ufually lowed it, declined 
doing fo, from an Apprehenfion that Flax would roc 
be in any Demand, from the Situation of the Injh 
Linen Trade i all the Seed imported this Scafon was from 
America, when lie left Dublin, and tloes not apprehend 
any was expeCled from Holland or any other Places. He 
.confirmed the Quantify and Value of Linens in Hands of 
the Fadtors and Drapers of Dublin, as given in Evidence 
by Robeit Supbenjon, and that it is full Ten Times as 
much as in fotmer Years, to that of 1770 ; and allb con- 
firmed what he faid, that Creat Britain and Ireland 
could in z t'ew Years, on jiroper Kncoiiragement given 
them, extend the Linen Manufadure, lb as to fu/iply 
the fundry Species of all Kinds necellary for the Con- 
lumptioii of thefe Kingdoms, and the Trade thcicof. 

Your Committee then called, 

Mr. Tbewas Fktcker, an Importer of, and Dealer in, 
Jnjh Linens, who had been in the Bufincls nearly I'lsenty- 
thtee Years, as a Principal in Lowifew. And being alkcd. 
What has been the Siciuition of the Trade during that 
Time? he laid, When he Bill beg.in, it was rather on 
the Increale, and continued gradually fo to do, until the 
Year 1757, v/hen it was greatly bencfltcii by a Bounty 
granted on White and Brown Linen.s the j'rpceding Year 
— that foon after this the I'rade wa.s much enlarged anti 
ex’ended, in confequence of the War, which did, as he 
fuppolcd, prevent i!ie Germans from making their ufual 
Quantities; this operated as a fiirtlicr Encouragement, 
and gave us the Command of the Markets ; and that 
the People o\' Ireland availed ihemfelvcs ofthofe Oppor- 
tunities to promote and enlarge their 'Piadc, which they 
fo far accomj 1 Ihetl, th.it the Imports into Lou, Ion, from 
1763 to 171 1, intrealed from about Seven millions to 
about Sixteen mill ons of Yards; but fince that Time, 
though no great Decreale has appeared in the Im- 
portation, yet the i dnens have not been nearly fold ; on 
the contrary, they have accumulated, and a great Parc 
of them ftill remain on Hand, for Want of a l\-mand. 
And being afkcd, If he believed the Importation from 
June 1773 to June 1774 will be equal to the laft Twelve 
Months ; he laid. That by all the Informations received 
from the manufadluring Counties in Ireland, the Imports 
from thence will be greatly leflTcned; as great Numbers 
of the Weavers have emigrated to America, and many 
more are preparing to go ; befides that feveral of tlie 
moll rcfpedtable Bleach Greens remain uncovered, which 
iifrd to be filled ; in Confirmation of which, he pro- 
duced to your Committee 'Phrec Extradls of Letters 
from his Con efpondents in Ireland (Copies of which are 
annexed in Appendix, N“ ii.) And being alked. 
What is the Caufc of this Decline ? he faid. He believed 
the great Importation of Foreign l.inens to be the 
principal Catdc, particularly the Articles denominated, 
Silefta Uvexa, Dowlafs, Damafit, and Diapers— that the 
Silefta is a great Article ag.ainli Iriflj Linens, it being 
applied chiefly to the Purpofc of Printing ; and as they 
draw back nearly the Duty paid on Importation, they 
intircly exclude our Linens in tli.it improveil State from 
being fent to a Foreign Market as Printed Linens — 
that the Quantities now on Hand unfold are, he believed. 
Five 'rimes as great as the Average of any Seven Years 
fince he had been in Trade — that a few Years back, 
when the Trade was flourifliing, the Qiiantitie.s on 
Hand were very inconfiderablc — that from an Infpedtion 
into the Stock of fomc J loufes in London this Week, 
he has no Doubt but there is equal to Two Thirds of 
the whole Importation of the lad Twelve Months now on 
F t Hand, 
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Hand, althouch the Holders would lubmit to a I.06 
on the Sale of moft Articles •, to which muft be added 
very large Quantities that remain in the Out Ports of 
this Kingdom, fuch as Brijiol, Liverpool^ &e. which 
places, as he is informed, are glutted with Irijh Linens, 
in like Manner as the London Market, in Proportion 
to their ufual and leveral Demands — that there arc, by 
the Bills of Entry wliich he has examined, tipwards of 
Forty Importers this laft Year in London, Eighteen of 
whom have about 450,000 Value on Hand— Ten 
more of the laid i loules are confiderablc {of whom 
he had not . got i.ccir Accounts) — the Remainder, 
being occafional Importers, are not elteemcd confi- 
derable — that he believed the Whole to be not Icfs 
than Coojooo in London ; and that he had taken the 
Opinion of leveral other Gentlemen on this Subje<ff, 
who agreed with him — That his own Stock on 1 land now 
is upwards of yf. 50,000 — that he has known it as low 
as 5,000, and it fcldom exceeded yT. 10,000 in a bad 
Year, at this Sealon of tlie Year — that the Sales of their 
Houle have not been lb conlidenible laft Year as for- 
merly, bting from yT. 20 to 3c , (joo deficient from what 
their iinniial Sales were hcretorore on molt Years — that 
he Ipoke from the Recolledtion of Ins Books, though he 
had not lately looked at them wiilt that particular View; 
but that he could not be mu n mHtaken— that all the 
Linens of kill Year’s Mu' uiailturc or Bleach arc not 
come to Market, there bc.'.g ftill veiy 1 rge Qiiantitics 
of Linens on Hand in ! . 'and, which have been kept 
back on Acijount of ili< ilo\s and bad Sale m England, 
and on them, as veil as ilie Qti.intity now here, theic 
muft be a great iaofs, when ilie lanens of this Year’s 
Bleach conic to Mar)^(•t, for which they arc at this 
Time nearly ready, and fonie few ariivcd, but arc not 
included in the former Account of Stock — that German 
Ofnaburghs, and Rujjia Linen of various Sorts, fuch 
as Sheeting, narrow Diapers, Drabs, and Raven Ducks, 
interfere with the Irtjh, And bein^ alked. If he 
thought Great Britain and Ireland couldTupply the whole 
Demand, if proper Isncouragemcnt was given ? he 
laid. He had no Doubt but that in a few Years they 
could make Linens to anl'wcr every Purpofe of the Fo- 
reign Fabricks, and fully fupply the Demand — that he 
forms his J udgment from the Encouragement that was 
given to their Linens for Shirting, from Two Shillings 
a Yard upwards, by licavy Duties laid on the Hollanti 
and Flanders Linen, which at that l ime interfered as 
much with their fine Linens as the coarlcr Kinds of Ger- 
tiian and Rujia do at prefent witli the low — that he 
imagines it is novv well known, and has been for fome 
Years paft, that wc can fupply the whole Confurnption 
of line Linens for Shirting, from 20 to 30 per Cent. 
cheaper than when die Duties were firft laid on. And 
being alked. What the Price of Irijh Linens has fallen, 
upon th<‘ W'holc, lince he remembers the Trade? he 
faid, 'I'm- liner Kinds are much cheaper in general, the 
lower vary much — that he has known so per Cent. Dif- 
fercnce in die Price of the Manufafture in Twelve 
Months, on particular Branches — that they naturally 
fall one \ ear and rife another, according to the Quan- 
tity, and Demand lor them— that this Time 'Hircc 
Years they had a fmart Demand for all Goods, from 
Fourteen Pence to Ewo Shillings in Allbrtmehts, 
and they produced a Profit ; at prefent they arc glutted 
with thole Kinds, and cannot fell for Coll. And bding 
alked. If thole finer Kinds have been chiefly encou- 
raged, in Competition with the Foreign Linens ? he faid. 
They receive Encouragement by the heavy Duties laid 
on the Foreign Goods that interfere wi:h them in this 
Market, and in Conlequencc the People of Ireland 
thought them the fafeft Article to make. And being 
alked, What he thought would be the Confcquence, if 
Ipeedy Relief be not given ? he faid, A very great 
Declenfion, if not a total Lois, of all the lower 
Branches of the Manufac'lure, which interfere with the 
Foreign Linens — this will turn the People adrift, and 


if Encouragement be not fpcedily given, they muft emU 
grate for want of Employment, and the Country be 
ruined, perhaps irrecoverably, by the Manufadhtrers 
going to America, where the Linen Trade, by tlteir 
Means, may be eftabliflied ; in Confirmation of which, 
he produced to Your Committee Two Extradts of Let- 
ters from Buhlin (Copies of which are annexed in Ap- 
pendix, N" M.) 

Your Committee then called, 

Mr. Samuel Dyfen, an Importer of Irijh Linen ; who 
faid, he had been in the Trade Eighteen Years in the 
Whole, Eleven as a Principal ; and who, having heard 
Mr. Hetcbcr'% Evidence read, confirmed the Whole of 
it ; and added, that his own prefent Stock on Hand 
is nearly from 43 to 44,000— that for fome Years 
pall it has been incrcafing, but formerly it ufed not to 
exceed 10 or 12,000, and foroetimes was under 
that — that the Sales of his Houfc have varied very 
little for fome Years paft — that tliis Year they arelbme- 
thing lefs than formerly ; but the great Accumulation of 
Stock, which has been increafing fome Years, he appre- 
hended to be owing to the Interference of l-’oicign Linens. 

Your Committee then called, 

Mr. Robert Rayment, an Importer of trijh Linens ; 
who faid. He had been acquainted with the Bufinefs 
F.ightecn Years and he confirmed Mr. Fletcher's Evi- 
dence ; and added, that he had made Enquiry himfelf, 
particularly with regard to the Stock in Hand in Lon- 
don, as aifo in Dublin, where he had very late been — 
that he had now between 26 and 27,000 Value on 
Hand ; and in former Years, at this Time, had not more 
than 4 or 5,000, and never had fo much before on 
Hand at this Time of the Year — that the Sales of h» 
Houfe have been declining for thefe Two Years paft, 
and particularly this prclcnt Year, which is the Occa^* 
fion of the great Stock on Hand. And being alked, 
If the Prices of Irijh Linens have fallen upon the 
Whole, fince he knew the Trade ? he faid. They had 
very confidcrably : In the Year 1763, the Price of 
Yarn in Ireland was about 2 s. and tod. a Spangle, 
which can be now bought for 2 s. and 3 d. ; and that, in 
his Opinion, tlic Price of Linens muft bear a general Pro- 
portion to the Price of the Y.arn, though one particular 
Article may happen to vary in Price more than another, 
the Manufaflurcr always flying to that Article which 
he belicvci will fell the belt — that he is concerned in 
manufaduring confiderablc Quantities of Linen in In- 
land, One of which, in particular, confifted of from 3 
to 400 1.00ms in the Article of Dowlafs and Sheeting, 
which he had intirely dropt for want of Sales, being 
unable to obtain the Coft of thole Linens, when they 
are brought to the London Market and that he im- 
puted the Decline of thole Articles to the great Importa- 
tion of Foreign Linens that are now made Ufe of in 
Place of thofe Kinds, 

Your Committee then called, 

Mr. Alexander Strahan, a Ciiftom Houfc Oflicer in the 
Port of London ; is well acquainted with the Pradice of 
entering Linens; who being alked, If he had ever known 
one Species of Linen entered under the Denomination 
of another ? faid. He had known Cambricks entered as 
Long Lawns, and Long Lawns as Narrow Germany— 
that it is particularly his Bufinefs to look into that Mat- 
ter, as he belongs to the Land Carriage ; and that he 
was acquainted with thole Two Kinds of Linens before 
he was appointed to the Office— that, in his Opinion, 
the preient Pradice is liable to many fuch Abufes in 
the Entries— that he lately made fome Seizures of Cam- 
bricks, which were put up in the Packages of Long 
Lawns, and imagined they had been entered as fuch ; 
and that he knew of a Seizure being made of Long 
Lawn, that was entered as Narrow Germany, and that 
he faw the Goods brought to the Cullom Houfc at 
Roebefter after they were feized — that the Seizures made 
by him were in Confcquence of private Information, 
and the Fraud was not deteded at the Cuftom Houfc— 

that 





that all Foreim Painted, Printed, or Stained, Linens, 
except Eaft MU Goods, alfo all Sail Cloth, Italian 
Silk, Crapes, and formerly, all Foreign Silks, were 
ftatnped i, but that now the Importation of thele Silks is 
prohibited— that, in his Opinion, the Itamping all Linen 
on Importation would prevent Frauds and Smuggling j 
and he concluded by laying, That fomc Time ago he 
had Occafum to know of ^reat Quantities of Foreign 
Linen rill uggled, before he was a Cudom Houfe Of- 
ficer, and tii.it he law a large Seizure of Holland Cloth, 
about Eighteen Months ago, at the Cullom Houle. 

TJien Mr. Thomas Oakley, a Cuftom Houfe Odicer 
in the Port of London, in the Land Carriage Depart- 
ment, being examined, faid, He was acquainted with 
the Dillinftion of the different Species of Foreign Li- 
nens, having been in the Trade formerly— that he has 
knowh Cambricks entered as Long Lawns, and has 


made Seizures of fome made up like Long l.awns ; and 
that he has alfo feen Cambricks brought to the Cullom 
Houfe, that were feized by other Officers— that the 
prefent Prafticc of Entry is liable to the like Abufcj 
but that if all Linens were (tamped on Importation, it 
would prevent their being entered under any wrong 
Denomination, and in a great Meafurc prevent Smug- 
gling — and that, about Twelve or Thirteen Tears ago, 
he knew of great (^lantities of Flmijb Linen being 
fmugglcd. 

Your Committee, in order to give the fullelt In- 
formation to the Houfe, have thought it their Duty to 
annex, by Way ot Appendix to this Report, feveral 
Accounts which have bwn laid before them during the 
Courfe of this Enquiry (Copies of winch arc inferted in 
Appendix, N* iz, 13, 14, 15, i6 and 17.)

Pertbt aift January 1773. 

Dear Sir, 

I T gave me fingular Plcafurc when I heard that you, 
and Mr. M'VUar., were to fet out for London, 
as Commiflloncrs from the Convention of Burroughs, 
to folicit Parliamentary Aid for our Linen Manu- 
fafture. The Eyes of many will be towards you, 
wifliing that you may be fuccefsful } for otherways 
the State of the Country prefents a difmal Profpeft. 
It now comes to that Period, when the labouring 
Poor are difmifled, and fet idle. Hitherto, fince the 
laft War, thofe who were bred to the Bufmefs, and 
had Money and Credit to carry it on, have been 
ftruggling with the Trade, loth to give it up, in 
Hopes of its growing better, till many have loft 
their Stocks in Trade, and turned infolvent; others, 
who have ftood their Ground in fome Meafure, are 
greatly difpirited, and have reftrifted their Manit- 
fafturc. For Inftance •, the Company that I am con- 
ticAcd with, had, fome Years ago, Two Hundred 
Weavers Looms employed in the Winter Time (which 
you know is the proper Seafon to make Cloth for 
the Summer’s Bleaching) and this Winter they have 
hardly Thirty Looms at Work. What Scenes of Dif- 
trefs have followed upon this Alteration ! Multitudes 
of poor Weavers, with ftarving Families, begging 
for Employment, and cannot get it. In fuch deL 
peratc Circumftanccs, is it any Wonder that there be 
many ready for delpcrate Meafures, upon the flighteft 
Pretences? And fuch were the late Mobs about 
this Place and Dundee, &c. which were occafioned 
not fo much by Scarcity of Vidbual in the Coun- 
try, as by many of the induftrious Poor being fet 


idle, and rendered incapable to purchafe the Nccef- 
faries of Life. 

In order to give you a general View of the Decreafe 
of the Linen Manufaflure about this Place, there 
was ftamped at the Perth Stamp Office, in the Year 
preceding ift November 1766, Linen Cloth to the 
Value of — — 4 I 

In the Year preceding iftiVe-l 
vember laft, there was only V 23,809 18 9 
ftamped to the Value of — J 


Decreafe 1 . 24,456 5 4 
By this State you fee there is a Decreafe of more 
than the Half of the Value. 

If you was to have the Particulars of the Linen 
Trade from every Part of the Country where it haa 
been carried on, I am fure Nothing but die like 
Scenes of Diftrefs would be prefented to you; and, 
I dare fay, the Cafe will be the fame in England 
and Ireland: So that it is Time that the Cry of 
fuch general Diftrefs Ihould reach the Throne# li 
it not hard that our Market Ihould be glutted with 
Foreign Linen, to the ftarving of our own Poor? 
Nothing can be of more Importance for calling the 
immediate Attention of the Legiftature ; and there- 
fore, I hope, fo foon as your Errand is known, 
and properly underftood, you will meet with the 
Approbation and Concurrence of every one who re- 
gards the Welfare of the Britip Empire: And to 
hear of this being the Cafe, will be Relief to the 
drooping Spirits of many, as well as to,

1 D0 not at prefcnt rcflcft on any Thing near, to 
notice about the State of our Trade, only it is 
certainly juft now at a low Ebb.

Meal, and other Neccflaries of Life, 
are no dearer, nor no fcarcer, than they have been ' 
for fomc Time; but, ‘I do believe, the Poor can- 
not, from their Labour, find Money to obtain them 
as formerly.

Dear Sir, 

1 Wrote you, before you left Edinhur^b^ of the 
diftraifted State of tiiis Country, from the Riots 
that had broke out. By the Aid of a ftrong De- 
tachment of the Military, thofe Tumults are got keeped 
under ; but the Spirit feems yet fo ftrong among 
the People, that I wifh they may not again burft 
out. Prom what has already happened, our Atten- 
tion has been called to enquire into the Condition 
of the Poor; and you cannot Imagine the Scenes of 
Diftrefs that daily appear, not fo much among the 
begging Poor, as among that Clafs who were for- 


merly employed in the Manufafturc. The Quantity 
of Linens made arc decrcafing fcnlibly. It is cer- 
tain that a great Number of the Weavers arc thrown 
idle, and very dellitute ; and thole that are ftill employ- 
ed cannot, from the Reduftion of Wages, gain Sub. 
fiftance. 1 dare fay this is the principal Cjufe of 
the Riots, and the only one that can be afligned; 
for Meal is cheaper than it was before laft Harveit, 
and the Qiiantity in the Market fufficient for tlic 
Demand. It is obfcrvable that thele Tumults pre- 
vail only in this and the neighbouring Linen Coun- 
ties of Perth and Fife,

having no Encouragement for Sales this Spring, we 
have now reduced them to below Thirty j and if 
we have not fome Relief foon, lhall be obliged to 
turn off a great Part of the reft before next Win- 
ter. We have not received an Order for any of 
the Cloth we have made for the laft Eight Months s 
and we have a lar^ Quantity by us, bleached in 
1771 and a. I think it is very evident, the Oc- 
cauon is chiefly owing to the increafed Importation 
of Foreign Table Linen— for we find, as that in- 
cteafed, ours decreafed ; if the Merchants could not 
difpofc of the Foreign Linen, they would not have 
incrcaled the Importation ; which to me is a fulH- 
cient Proof, that that is the principal Occafion of 
our prefent diftrelTcd Situation.

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T H E Committee have found it impoltlble, with 
their utmoft Diligence, to go through the Mul- 
tiplicity of Matter, wliich the Order of the 
Houfe comprehends \ and they, bcfides, have thought 
thcmfelves obliged to depart from the regular Courfe of 
their Enquiry, in order to make a dillin^t and feparate 
Keport, upon the Petition of Cregere Cojamaul, late of 
Bengal, in the Eajl Indies, on Behalf of himfdf and 
others, which the Houfe referred to tliem by a fubfe- 
quent Order. 

Notwithftanding the Bufincfs of Your Committee has 
been by this Circumftance, and by the Infufficiency of 
the Time, left incomplete yet as the Seffion, as they 
apprehend, is drawing to a Conclufion, and as every 
part of their Enquiry is full of important Matter, they 
thought it right to report the Progrefs they have hitherto 
been enabled to make. 

Your Committee beg Leave to premile, that, for the 
Regularity of their Enquiry, and in order to give the 
cleared State of it to the Houfe, they thought it expe- 
dient to arrange their Proceedings under the following 
Heads : 

iji. The fcveral Charters granted to the Eqft India 
Company, with the Afts of Parliament refpefting the 
fame*, and alfo, the Grants and Treaties which have 
fubfifted between the Company and the Powers in 
India, from their firft Eftablifliment to the prefent Time. 

zdly. The CommiOions, and other Inftruments, by 
which the Company authorized and impowered their 
Servants to carry on their Affairs in India. 

To purAie, by hifliorical Deduction, the State of 
Affairs in India, the Manner in which the prefent Pof- 
feflions in that Country were acquired, and the differ- 
ent Tranfaftions attending tliofe Acquifitionsi begin- 
ning with the Tranfac'lions of Bengal, and dividing them 
into Three Periods*, viz. from the Eftablifliment of the 
prefent Company to the Completion of the Revolution, 
in the Year 1757 j from thence to the affuming the Dc-

wanny in the Year 1755 \ arid from thence to the prefent 
Time *, and in each Period rcfpciftlvely to ftaie the Si- 
tuation of the Company’s Affairs, and the material Parts 
of the Condudl of the Company’s Servants, with refpeft 
to the Powers intrufted with tlicm by the Company, in 
the Civil and Military Departments *, in the AdminL- 
ftration of Juftice •, in the accepting of Prefents ; in the 
Management of Trade; and in the Revenues .and 
Coinage. 

4ttfy. The various Difputcs with Foreign Companies 
fincc the Year 1765. 

Sthfy. I'he Conduct of the DiieClors at Home, dur- 
ing all the Periods comprehended in this Enquiry, rc- 
I'pcCtivcly, to thcdificrcnt Powers excrcifcd at any Time 
by them *, to the Manner of keeping and checking Pub- 
lic Accounts at Hume and AbiV^ad *, to the Controul of 
their Servants *, and to the Abiifes to which the Whole, 
or any Fart, of the EaJl India Affairs is liable, from Dc- 
fcCbs in the Conftiiuiion of the Company, when applied 
to their prefent Situation at Home and Abroad. 

Purfuant 10 the above Plan, Your Committee pro- 
ceeded to read fuch Charters and ACls of Parliament as 
are applicable to their Enquiiy, all of which arc in the 
Poflcflion of the Houfe, and a Schedule of them is an- 
nexed, in the Appendix, FI** 1. 

The Copies of Commiflions and Inftruments from the 
Company to their Servants, are included in the above 
Number of the Appendix. 

Your Committee would not prefume to ftatc to the 
Houfe the Confticution of the Eajl India Compny, 
without the molt critical and minute Examittacion of 
each Charter and Aft of Parliament! and they could not, 
in the Space of Time allotted them, enter iqion fo great 
a Work, which may be taken up hereafter and ftated 
from the Materials referred to in the Appendix, 

Your Committee proceeded to enquire into the Nature 
and Extent of the Privileges and Powers claimed in Ben- 
gal by the Company, under Grants and Firmaunds from 
N n the 
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the Princes of the Country j Copies of which, for the 
Information of the Honfe, are annexed in the Appin- 
dix, N* 2. 

Your Committee not finding Traces of vtf ''tty 
material Difturbances in the Enjoyment of thofe Pri- 
vileges and Powers in Sextga/, from the Firft Eftablifh- 
ment of the Company, to tlie Qea^ of Jlli f^er/fCoteft, 
in the Year 1756, applied th^jplvcs to difedver the 
Caufes of the Troubles which enfued foon after that 
Event, and brought on the Lofs of Calcutta \ and for 
this Purpofe, Your Committee read the Confultations 
and Corrcfpondcncc marked in the Appendix, N* 3. 

To the lame Purpofe Your Ctmvnittee called QtarUi 
Manningbam, Efquire. 

Your Committee think proper, in this Place, to 
ftate to the Houfe, that they have pot been 
able for want of Time to extradt from their 
Minutes the State of Fadts fo fuccindtly as 
they would otherwife have done ( - and therefore 
they arc under the Neceffity of laying before 
the Houfe, in this and every other Part of their 
Proceedings, the Evidence almoft in the Manner 
they received it. 

Cbarlet Manningbam., Efquire, informed Your Com- 
mittee, That in the Year 1756, he was Third in Coun- 
cil, and Warehoiife Keeper at Calcutta^ and next to Mr. 
Hrake upon the Spot •, that he thinks it is not in the 
Power of any Man to alTign the Realbn for the Origin 
of the Troubles, and knows of no Part of the Con- 
dudl of the Company's Servants at Calcutta, that could 
incenfc the Government ; that the Troubles commenced 
in June 1756. — AUi Ver di Cawn, the Predeceflbr of 
Serajah Dewla, died about the April preceding; that 
Serajab Dewla had always the Charadter of a rafii 
vicious young Man ; and it was fuppofed the Firft Oc- 
cafion of his coming againft Calcutta was, that he was 
tempted by the Idea of the Place being likclv to afford 
great Plunder ; that the Firft Accounts the Padtory had 
of his ill Intentions towards them, was the Beginning of 
1756. 

Being qucftloned as to what he knew of Offence 
taken by the Nabob, in regard to Protedtion given by 
the Etiglijh to one Kiffindafs ; he faid, That Mr. Drake 
was Governor of the Settlement, and Mr. IVatts was 
Chief of CeJJimbuzar, and believes, that KiJ/indafs was 
at that Time in the Dacca Part of the Country ; that 
Mr. fVatts wrote to Mr. Drake, to fuffer Kiffindafs to 
land at Calcutta, in his Way to Muxadavad, by Way 
of Rcfrelhment, as his Family had been ufcfol to the 
EngUJb \ that as Mr. Drake was abfent at the Time 
Mr. fVatt/s T.,crttcr arrived, the Letter was fent under 
Cover to the Witnefs to be opened, and he is not quite 
furc whether that Period was before or after the Death 
of Alii Ver di CawH\ that Kiffindafs landed at Cal- 
eutta accordingly ; that he never faw him, and that 
when Mr. Drake arrived a few Days after, he delivered 
him the Letter. 

The Witnefs faid. He was upon the Spot when Se- 
rajab Dewla came down, and believes Kiffindafs was 
not then in the Town ; he does not recoiled that 
Serajab Dewla made any Demand for the delivering up 
of Kiffindafs, but that if he did it would appear upon 
the public Proceedings. 

Being further queuioned, he repeated, Thit it was 
impuflibie to give any rational Account of the Origin 
of the T roubles ; and faid, That he was at Muxadavad, 
at the Time Lord Clive was there in July of the fame 
Year; that Enquiry was then made with all pofitblc 
Attention, but without Succefs, into the Motives of 
Serajab Dewla's Coiiduft, from his principal Officers, 
and likewife from the 0 >r cers of his Prcdeccffor, from 
tlie Seats, and eve.'y other Perlon from whom Infoima- 
tion was hkely to be obt.nin- d. 

Being alkcd. Whether Kiffindafs was really proteacd 
or not, vriiat Time he remained in Calcutta, after Mr. 


brake'% Return, and whether he knew or had heard, be- 
fo^ the Taking: of Gidtntta, that the l^bob demanded, 
Kiffindafs? he faid, Kiffindafs was permitted to land, 
but how long he ftaid he could not tell, and that he 
Had Heard at that Time of his being demanded; He alfo 
faid, he was reckoned to be very rich, and that be had 
a Numbei' of Boats, amf h' was fuppofed htftiad Trea- 
furc with him. 

Being Mrther afleed. Whether KiffindAf^% coming to 
Calcutta, was confidered as an Elcape from Serajab 
Dkwia'? he ikid. It could not be confidered as an 
Efcape, bccaufc he was coming in his Way from Dacca 
to Muxadavad, wKcn;-the Nabob was; .he could not 
form any Opiniol, Whether Kijhdafs a^t die Time he 
landed at Calcutta, in His Way to Muxadavad or Coffim- 
knew of the Death or Alii Ver di Cawn, or thc- 
Succelfion of Serajab Dewla. 

Being alkcd, Whether it was in Council that he heard 
the Report that the Nabob had formedy demanded 
Delivery of Kiffindafs ? he faid, That he heard at the 
Time that Mr. Drake had received a Letter from the 
Nabob to that Purport, and had anfwered. That no 
further Prote^ion had l^en given to Kiffitsdafs, than 
a Pbrmiflion to land jn his my fo Mtxadavad ; that 
it was cither in Council or Committee he heard it, but 
could not fay which, and thinks this Letter of the De- 
mand muft have been received while Kiffindafs was ia 
the Place ; the Witjjpfs knew of no further Demand 
from the Nabob ftlaftive to Kiffinde^y^cu any D^apj^ 
of any other Nature, except a trilling Circumftanre of 
a Gentleman having erected a Summer Houfe in his 
Garden,, which had been reprefented to the Nabob as 
a Fortification, but it was explained to the Nabob, 
and a Defire exprefled, that he would fend to examino 
it. 

He further faid. That the EngH/h had no Intercourfe 
with the Nabob, and affigned no Caufe to his Knowlege, 
for coming down againft them. 

Being afked, Whether it is not the Cuftom in Btugal, 
that the Prime Minifter of a preceding Nabob or of 
his Subordinates, fhould (land forth and be amenable 
to the Power of the reigning Nabob, and not withdraw 
himfclf? he faid, The Nature of the Government be- 
ing arbitrary, did naturally expeft it, but whether it b 
the Cuftom he could not fay ; but that undoubtedly 
if this is refufed, the Nabobs ufually endeavour by all 
MeafB in their Power to compel them to be amen- 
able. 

The Witnefs knew of no Caufe for any ComphinC 
of Tenants of the Mogul being protefted by the Eng- 
lijh in Calcutta, nor of any fuch Complaint being trarf- 
mitted to the Faflory, cither dire£lly from the Nabob or 
from Mr. kVatts. 

Notice being taken, that it appeared by certain Pro- 
ceedings of the Governor and Council of Fort Saint 
Ceerge, that Mr. Manningbam had objefted to feveral 
Articles in the various Accounts or Informations tranf- 
raitted to them from Bengal, refpefting the Capture of 
Calcutta ; and it further appearing by the faid Proceed- 
ings, that in Confequcncc of fuch t)bgeftions from Mr. 
Manningbam, the feveral Informations were officially 
delivered to him, in order to ftate his Olgeftions at 
that nmc ; the Witnefs was then alkcd. Whether he 
had ever delivered in any Anfwcr upon the Reference 
lb made to him ? to which he faid, That he was de- 
puted by the Governor of Calcutta to go to Madrafs, 
and carried a Letter directed to the Governor arid 
Council at Madrafs, and was commiffioned to give them 
a further Account, by Word of Mouth, of the Affairs of 
the Fadory.

and the Nabob infilled on the En^hjb making good to 
him the Lofs he had fuftained by that Cajnuie : At that 
Time Orders from Home were peremptoiy, not to com- 
ply with the Demands made by the Country Govern- 
ment! in Confoquence of wliith, the Gentlemen retuled 
to comp-ly with the Demand made by the Nabob; but 
after ufing iheir Endeavours for fcvcral Months to pacify 
him, they were obli;,cd to fubmit : That lie fuppolcs 
the Comj'any looked upon the Demand of the Three 
Lack and a Half by AUt Ver di Caxin as a hoftile one, 
and believed the Orders above-mentioned were fent out 
in Con trq Lienee of it. 

The Witnifs being afl<ed, Whether he knew, or be- 
lieved, that Mr. Drake or any other Perfon received 
Money or Prefents from Kiffindafs, for the Proteftion 
given him ? faul, He did not know, nor did he believe 
that he or any other Perlbn did receive cither Money or 
Prefents. 

John Cooie, Efiiiiirc, who in the Year 1756 was &- 
creiary to the Ciovernor and Council at Calcuttay being 
called to the fame Point as the above Witneflbs, gave the 
following Narrative fiom Notes taken by him foon after 
the Trai/f.ieliuiis of that Year, and fince copied with his 
own H.ind. 

AUi Ver di Ca'xn, N.ibob of the Three Provinces of 
Bengu/t Bdhar, and Omvi, <Ued on the 9 th of April 
1756, and Serejah Dowla took PofTeflion ot his Govern- 
ment, agreeably to the Will and Intention of his Grand- 
lather, who had, even in his L.ife-time, leated him on 
the Muliuid, and obliged t!ie Officers of his Durbar to 
do him Hom.igc as Subah ; this paved the Way for his 
being atknowlcged and obeyed as fucli, without H«fi- 
tation or Dil'pute, imiv.cd.atcly on the Death of the old 
Nabob ; — 1 he only Shew of Oppofition that he met 
with, was from the Widow of Nawaljifcawn, who had 
got a Body of Ml n togetiier to lecure the Wealth (he 
was left in PolTeflion ot by the Death of her Ilulband, in 
Cafe the young Subah Ihould attempt to Icizc it; — 
This was loon adjulled, and her 1 roops difbanded, 
upon Promil’e of being left unmolefted in her Perlbn and 
Riches, by whith Me.tns all was quiet at the Capital, 
and Serajah Do'wla'% Authority univerfally eftabltihed in 
the dependant Provinces, except in Poornca, the Nabob 
whereof (a Relation) rcti fed to truft hiniiclf in the 
Hands of the young Sub. h, and therefore would not 
coive to Moerpedavnd, but kept himfelf in his Province 
of Prnrnea, at the Head of his Army : — I'his obliged

Prcfently after the Death of .the old Nabob, Prefideni 
Drake wrote Strejab Dowla a Letter of Congratulatioa 
on his Acceffion, and defired his Favour and Frotedion 
to the Englifi Company, which was received very kindly, 
and Promilcs given our Vackcel, that he would Hicw the 
Englijb greater Marks of Friendlhip and Eftecirt chan 
ever his Grandfather had done. 

About this Junfturc the Company’s Packet j>rr D#- 
lawar /.as received i'rom AJadraJs, by which we found 
there was the greateft LikeJiliooii imaginable of a Rup- 
ture between us and Froftee^ and iIk Court of Dirt^lorS 
particulaily recommended to the Governor and Council 
to be llridly on their Guard, and to put their Fortifi- 
cations in the beft State of Defence they could : — In 
Conicquence of tliclc Ailviccs the Lin^ of Guns towards 
the River was repaired and llrengthcncd, and fome 
other trifling Works erefted, particul.arly a Redoubt at 
P.mVs Garden, which hatl been planned by Colonel 
Scott. This Circumftance is mentioned, as’ the Subah 
made it one of his Pretences for attacking the EngUJh. 

It is neccirary to take Notice, chat one Ki^ndafs (who 
had been in the Government's Service asDuaqandNaibof 
Dacca) had embarked liimfelf, his Women and Eftefts, 
on a larg. Number of Boats, upon the Death of Nawaljif* 
cawn (which h.q),'cned not long before that of old Adi 
Per dt Cawn) aivl had Ihcltered himlclf from the Power 
ot Seroja Dowla in the Woods below Dacca^ till he heart! 
ili.u Ins l'.irher Kad^bulluldofs was fet at Liberty, and 
ieemingly reilored to Favour ; then, under Pretence of 
going upon a Pilgrima;",e to Saugers or Jaggermnty he 
landed himtelf and Kftetts in Calcutta on the i 6 th of 
Alarib^ in his Pafi’age down the River, by PermiffiOn of 
tlic prefiding Member of the Board (Mr, Drake being at 
Ballajoreioi his Flealth): — This Anecdote is likewife 
mentioned for the fame Reafon as the Reparations to our 
Works, bctaulc Serajah Dowla made Ufc of his being 
fuftcred to live in Calcutta, as another Caufe of Offence; 
the Englip giving Protciftion (fo he termed it) to the 
Servants of the Government, by this Reception of 
Kijfmdafs in tlte Settlement. 

As loon as Serajah Dowla found himfelf pretty well 
eftablilhcd in the Government, he fent a Hircarrah (Mcf- 
fenger) to demand Kiffindafs j but as the Hircarrah came 
in a private Manner, and dilguifed, into the Settlement, 
the Prefidcnt, Mr. Drake^ being then returned fiom Bal^ 
laforey thought it improper to admit him as a MelTengcr 
from the Nabob, and ordered him to be turned out of 
the Bounds. 

Very fhortly after this Tranfadlion the Governor re- 
ceived a Letter from tiie Subah, Jignifying his Difplea- 
fure at our repairing our Foitifications, or carrying on 
any new Works without firtt obtaining his PermilTion and 
infifted, not only on our putting a Stop to fuch Works, 
but on our deftroying what was already done-.-rrThe 
Governor’s Anl'wcr not corrcl'j. onding with the Subab’s 
Impctuofity of Temper, and finding that we would not 
comply with his peremptory Orders for deftroying pur 
Works, he took the fudden Kelblution of forcing us to 
a Compliance ; immediately laid alide his Defign of crol- 
fing the Canges to bring the Nabob of Poornea to Rca- 
fon, and marched his whole Army back to Moorjheda^ 
vady having firft f. nc Orders to Rajah Dooluhram (alias 
Roj Doolub) to inveft our Fadory at Cojfimbuzary with 
a Body of Horfemcn : — This Step was followed by a 
total Stoppage of all our Biifiners at the AurungSy and 
the other fu^rdinate Factories. 

The 25 ih May we received the firft Advice of the 
Nabob’s Orders for invelling Coffmbuzar, and from thta 
Ti re every Day brought us Irelh Intelligence of that 
Fadory being fiirrourded with the Subah’s Forces ; and 
that Seraja Dowla abfolutcly threatened to attack thenj, 
if we delayed or refufed to deftroy the Works we had 
creded at Calcutta. 


Letter 
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Letter after Letter was difpatched to the Gentlemen, 
to order their Vackeel to remonftraie at the Durbar, how 
unjuftly the Subah proceeded againft the Englifo^ in fuFer- 
mg their Enemies to perfuade him they were credliog 
ilrong Fortifications, when nothing was further from the 
Truth } which the Nabob might be {atisfied of, if he 
would fend a Perfon that he could confide in to Cal- 
eutta to Iw what we were doing, and report the fame as 
it really Was. Our Communication with Coffimbuzar 
Ixgan now’to be difficult, and as our laft Advices only 
ferved to confirm the kepost of the Subah s Determina- 
tion to make himfclf Mailer of that Factory fird, and 
after that to march againll the Prelidency itielf, a Council 
of War was fummoned on the 5th 7««e, to confidcr 
of the Situation of Coffimbuzar Factory, and wJiether it 
was pra£kicable or advifeable to lend them a Reinforce- 
ment. Tlic Weaknefs of our own Garifon (which did 
not then exceed j 70 efl^ftive Men, not above 50 or 6p 
of lyhich were Europeans ) determined the Majority of 
the Officers, who affifted at that Council, to declare in 
Writing, that in their Opinion, it was imprudent at that 
Juncture to attempt fending up a Detachment for rein- 
forcing Cqffimbuzar^ furrounded as it was by the Subah’s 
Forces. 

For the Reafon already mentioned, as well as many 
other fubftantial ones, the Prclidcnt and Council thought 
it more eligible to promife Obedience to the Nabob’s 
Orders, than to riik the IlTuc of a Quarrel with him, at 
a Time we were lb ill prepared in every Refpedt, for 
Ofifcnce or Defence. A Letter to that Purport was ac- 
cordingly inclofed to Mr. Hiatts, to be delivered Sera- 
jab Dowla j but the Ingrefs to cur Fadtory being totally 
put a Stop to, the Chief never received this Letter. 

While this was doing at Ceffimbuzart the Gentlemen 
were not idle in Calcutta, but exerted their utinoft (as 
Things grew towards a Crifis) to put the Place in as 
ood a PoUure of Defence as it was capable of, and 
ifpatched feveral Pattamars to Fort Saint George for 
Alfiftancc. Orders were likewife fent to Xiacca and the 
other Subordinates, to call in as much of the Company’s 
Money and Klfedts that were outllanding as they could, 
'and to hold thcmfelves in Readinefs to cnibark,thc fame 
upon the firll Notice, and bring them to Fort William, 

On the 6th ’June it was cunrenciy rcjx)rted (but no- 
body knew from whence it ardfe) that Coffimbuzar was 
delivered up to the Nabob. The Governor thereupon 
ordered a Survey of the Town to be made, and the 
Works neceflary for its Defence to be laid before the 
Board by the Officers in Garifon, wiiich was accordingly 
done the next Day: The Plan was to throw up a few 
B.itccrics fronting the principal Avenues in the Town, 
and a Line of Intrcnchmcnt between, which was imme- 
diatsely fet about, and ever)' Cooley employed to get it 
done: The Militia were fummoned and exercifcii, and 
every other Meafure taken to maintain a Siege, in Cafe 
the NaboU carried Things to that Extremity. As it was 
impolTible to receive any Reinforcement in Time, if the 
Subah purfued his March to Calcutta immediately, the 
French and Dutch were applied to for Afllftance : The 
Dutch declined giving us any, and the French only gaf- 
conaded with us, by offering to join their Force with 
ours, if we would quit our own Settlement, and carry 
our Garifon and Elfcdls up to Chandernagore. 

At One o’clock P. M. of the 7th June, we teceived 
the Intelligence of Caffiinhuzar Faflory being furrcndcrcd 
up to Serajah Dowla on the ad of that Month. 'I’his 
Intelligence came from Mr. Collet, and therefore re- 
movea all Doubts concerning the Lofs of that Place, as 
he was Second uj^n the 'Spot. By his Letter it ap- 

peared that the. Chief had been alTured, that if he would 
wait on the Nabob in Perfon, he might polfibly prevent 
the Faflory being attacked, which his Council tnoughc 
it more advifeable tor him to do, than to rilk the Event 
of a Rupture.— Mr. WcUts met with a verv different Re- 
ception to what he expelled, and he and MelT* Collet

and Batfon yfcn forced to fign a Mutchulka, or Obliga- 
tion, that the iNubob Kjid got prepared ; they had been 
promifed their Liberty upon figning of it, but found 
there was no Faith to be put on the Subah’s Word •, for 
inftcad of obtaining their Liberty, Mr. Collet was re- 
manded back to the FaAory, and forced to give it up to 
the Commander in Chief of the Nabob’s Troops i after 
which he was again carried to the Camp, and Mr. Watts 
and he kept dole Prifoners, and treated in a very in- 
difierent Manner. 

The Seizure of Coffimbuzar in this treacherous Man- 
ner, and his fubfequent Proceeding, plainly indicated 
the Subah’s Intention was no lefs than the Attack of the 
Prcfidency, and Expullion of the EngUJb j for immedi- 
ate Orders were given to his Generals to march towards 
Calcutta, and ins whole Train of Aicilltry brought into 
the Field : — The other Europeans at Chandemagare and 
Chinfura'NGTt called upon toaflifl: his Forces in reducing 
Calcutta, and every body at the Durbar forbid to inter- 
cede for the Eiiglijb, 

So uncommonly expeditious were the Subah’s Forces 
in their March ilown to Calcutta, that in about 1 3 Days 
after the S\i\rcn^cr of Coffimbuzar, they began the At- 
t.ick of the Prclklcncy itl’clf, having in that Time march- 
ed above 160 Miles wirli a heavy 1 ‘rain of Artillery, in 
the Iiottelt Sealbn of the Year. 

Holhlities beg.in on our Part on the 1 2tli June, by 
f|>!kins? up the Cannon at TannaFs Fort (a Fortification 
belonging to ilie /ilocrs, a little below the Town) and 
endeavouring to beat down the Walls of that Batteiy, 
which could not however be effedled, on Account of the

Several Letters and Meffages paffed between the Pre- 
fident and Coja Wazeed, in which the latter was de- 
fired to ufc his Influence with the Nabob in our Favour, 
and authorized to accommodate Matters by giving a 
Sum of Money, which it was imagined was what the 
Subah aimed at, according to the Cuftom of Iiis Prcdc- 
ceflbr, who I ad frequently fqueczed large Sums from 
the Europeans under various Pretences ; but we were 
difappointed in our Judgment of Serajah Dewla*s Views, 
and we quickly found he was too much exafperated to 
be appcafcil by the ordinary Method of a Prelent. 

On Wednefday the 16th a Firing was heard to the 
Northward, which proved to be an Attack made upon 
the Redoubt at Perrin's by the Van of the Nabob’s 
Army, who were advanced as far as Mr. Ktlfall's Gar- 
den at Chitpoor, and were attempting to enter on

Signals were now thrown out from 
every Part of the Fort for the Ships to come up again to 
their Stations, in Hopes they would have refleded (after 
the firft Impulfe of their Panic was over) how cruel, 
as well aafliameful, it was to leave their Countrymen to 
the Mercy of a barbarous Enemy ; and for that Reafon 
we made no Doubt they would have attempted to cover 
the Retraat of thofe left behind, now they had fecured 
their own i but we deceived ouri'elves *, and there never 
was a Angle Effort made, in the Two Days the Fort held 
out after this Defertion, to fend a Boator Veflel to bring 
off any Part of the Garifon. 

All the i9ch the Enemy pufhed on their Attack with 

S t Vigour, and having poffelfed themfelves of the 
rch (not Thirty Yards or Forty from the Eaft Cur- 
tain of the Fort) they galled the Garifon in a terrible 
Manner, and kilM and wounded a prodigious Number : 
In order to prevent this Havock as much as pofllble, wc 
gpt up a Quantity of Broad Cloth in Bales, with which 
we made Travcrles along the Curtains and Baftions i 
vre fixed up likewife feme Bales of Cotton againft the 
Parapets (which were very thin, and of Brickwork only) 
to refift the Cannon Balls, and did every Thing in- our 
Power to baffle their Attempt, and hold our, if poffible, 
till the Prince Geerg* (a- Company’s Ship empb)^ci 
in thft Country) could drop d<W»i> low enough to give 
us an OpportOAity of getting on Board. — 'Fhis Ship 
had, in the Commencement of Hoftilities (on the 
i6th) been oixkred up to Petfin% to aflift that Re- 
doubt, in cafe the Enemy made a Second Attack; 
but after they wheeled their Army round towards 
Dumdumma^ the Party at that Poll was withdrawn, as 
HO longer nOGeflary, and the Prince George direfted 
« fall down to her Station, c^pofite the South Eaft 
Bnftion of the Port :-^he was in Sight about Noon of 
the 19th, and was now the only Ghmftiering of Hope 
kft ua to efcape felling into the Hands of the Meei^s 
Ow Shuadon and Diftrefs was therefore communicated 
to the Commander of her (Thomas Hague) and he po- 
fidvely direffed to bring his Ship as near chrFory as he 
could, without Loft of Time.<-*-Thefe Inftru&iods were 
ttxnfmitted oil Board by the Hands of Meffis. Pearkes 
and LmiSy and we bc^n now to entertain fome Ex- 
pedation of making a general Retrear, notwithftanding 
wfett had happened in the Morning ; but it was other- 
wife determined' by Provident* » for by feme ftrange 
Fatality the PriHee George run aground a little above the 
- Factory (owing ro die PUoPs Mifeohduft, who loft his 
Prefenpeof Mmd) and was never after got off. 

The Enemy fufpended their Attack as ufual when it 
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grew dark t but the Night was not lefs dreadful on tlyic 
Account ; the Company’s Houfe, Mr. Cruttende/ds, Mr. 
Hixon\ Doflor Xa^’s, and the Marine Yard, were now 
in Flames, and exhibited a Spe£tacle of unfpeakable 
Terror. We were furrouoded on all Sides by the Nabob’s 
Forces, which made a Retreat by Land impradicable ; 
and we had not even the Shadow of a Profpea to effedt 
a Retreat by Water, after thd Prince George ' run 
aground. 

On the firft Appearance of Dawn, on the 20th June, 
the Befiegers renewed their Cannon^ing— they pufhed 
the Siege this Morning with much more Warmth and 
Vigour than ever they had done about Eight o’Clock 
they attempted to break into the Faftory by Means of 
fome Winuows in the eaftcrly Curtain, which we had 
ncgledted to brick up ;• while every Body was intent on 
repelling this Onfec, an Alarm was fpread, that the 
Enemy were fcaling the North Weft Baftion ; Part of 
the Garifon were thereupon detached to prevent this 
Attempt, and the hotteft Fire enfued for above an Hour, 
that we had yet feen, on both Sides : The Befiegers at 
length gave over their Efforts, and retired with great 
Lofs; but they continued to cannonade very brilkly 
from their Batteries, and with their Wail Pieces and 
Mufquetry did us infinite Mifchiaf. 

It was now efteemed moft eligible to endeavour to 
pacify the Nabob’s Refcntmcnt, and fupplicatc his For- 
givenefs, by the Mediation of Monickebund (his princi- 
pal Miniftcr) to whom Omicbttndy by Mr. HelwelPn 
Direiftion, wrote a Letter, requefting him to intercede 
in our Behalf, and prevail upon Sen^ah Dowla to defift 
from proTccucing the Attack, and fufter us to carry on 
our Bufinefs as ufual, under his Froteftion : An Jrme~ 
nian undertook to carry the Letter to Menickchnnd^ 
and was fuffered to pafs ; but wc never received any 
Anfwcr. 

About Noon there was a fudden CelTation of Firing 
on the Enemy’s Part, from whence we conceived fome 
Hopes that OmichumPs Letter had been delivered, and 
was likely to produce the Effefts we wifhed for. — About 
Four o’clock a Serjeant, ftationed on the Front Gate of 
the Fadlory, came to Mr. Hot-well^ and informed him, 
chat One of the Nabob’s People had flepc into the 
Street, and with his Hand made Signs for us to defift 
firing: — This Circumftancc gave great Satisfaflion, 
and feerned to promife a favourable End of our Trou- 
bles and Diftrefs. Orders were accordingly given for 
a Sufpenfion of Hoftilities on our Part; but in lefs 
than Half an Hour Intelligence was brought to Mr. 
Holwell, that the Enemy were crouding in great Num- 
bers under the Walls ot the Fort, to the Eaft ward and 
Southward, whereupon he haftened up himfelf to the 
South Eaft Baftion to view their Motions, directing 
every one to be at their Quarters : By this Time the 
Befiegers had been fuffered to advance clofe up to the 
Foot of the Walls, without a fingle Muficct being fired 
upon them; and Mr. Holwell (ftill imagining every 
thing would be compromifed) forbid all Atts of Hofti- 
Jity, notwithftanding the Enemy preffed in fuch Multi- 
tudes upon us ; By way of Capitulation dr Conference he 
waved ^ Fli^ of Truce, which not being vinderftood by 
the Moors, no regard was paid to it ; and while this 
was tranfa^fed to the Eaftward, a Body of the Enemy 
fcaled the North Weft- Baftion, as did another Party to 
the Southward (when* the Wall was low) and drove our 
People from their Stations there. — As foon as this was 
known a Dutchman of the Artillery Company bioke 
open the back Door of the Fadlory, and with many 
others attempted to make their Efcape that Way.-— 
The Befiegers now poured in great Numbers from all 
Parts ; and Mr. Holwell, finding how Things were 
circumftanced, and how im^afticable it wouW be to 
drive the Enemy out of the Fort, now that fo many had 
penetrated within the WaUs, with the Weft Gate of ij: 
open, atxl confidering that feirthcr Oppofition would not 
only be ffuitlefs, but might be attended with bad Con- 
fequences to the Garifon, he and Captain Buckarau de- 
livered 
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livercd up their Swords to a Jemmautdar that had fcaled 
the Walls, and feemed to aft with fomc Authority 
among the Moors \ this Example was quickly lolbwed 
by every Body, who threw down their Arms, and by 
that Aft furrendered thcmUlves Prifoners at Dilcretion. 
I’hc Faftory was in a few Mmutes filled with the Enemy* 
who, without Lofs of Time, began plundering every 
Thing they could fet' their Hands on ; we were rifled of 
our Watches, Buckles, Buttons, tfr. but no further 
Violence ufed t(i our Perfuns.—Thc Bales of Broad 
Cloth, Chdls of Coral, Plate, and Treafure, laying in the 
Apartments of the Gentlemen who relided in the Faftory, 
were broke open ; and the Moors were wholly taken up 
in plundering till theSubah entered the Fort, which was 
a little after Five in the Afternoon, carried in a kind of 
Litter, his younger Brother accompanied him in another. 
Serajab Dotvla feemed aflonilhed to find ib fmall a 
Garifon, and immediately enquired for Mr. Brake^ 
with whom he appeared much incenled. — Mr. Holwtll 
was carried to .him with his Hands bound, and upon 
complaining of that Ufage, the Nabob gave Orders 
for loofing his Hands, and aflured him, upon the Faith 
of a Soldier, that not a Hair of our Heads ftiould be 
hurt. The N abob then held a Kind of Durbar in the 
open Area, fitting in his liitter, where KtJJindafs (who 
had been kept a Prifoncr by us during the Siege) was 
Tent for, and publicly preiented with a Seerpaw, or 
honorary Drefs. The Jmenians and Portuguefe were 
fet at Liberty, and fuficred to go to their own Houfes. 
Between Six and Seven Serajab Dowla left the Fort, the 
Charge whereof was given to Menickcbuwd, as Guveriior : 
They Icarched every Part of the Houfc, to pievent 
Treachery •, and in the Dufk of the Evening the MulTuI- 
nien fung a Thankfgiving to Jllabf for the Succefs 
they had met with. 

Hitherto wc had fared extremely well } and as we had 
been left unmolefted in our Perfons fo long, our Appre- 
hcnfionsof ill Ufage and Barbarity began to vaniih*, and 
we even enteuained Hopes, not only of getting our Li' 
berty, but being lulTered to re-eftabliln our Affairs, 
and carry on our BuHnefs upon the Terms the Subah 
had pointed out in the Mufcliulka, MeflTrs. Hiatts and 
Collet were made to fign : But thefe Hopes and Expec- 
tations were very foon changed into as great a Reverie 
as hum.in Cieatures ever felt j the Circumftance of the 
Black Hole Affair, with all the Horrors of that Night, 
•are fo well known, and fo much furpafs any Defeription 
that Words can paint it in, that I fliall fay no more 
upon that Subjeft, than that a little before Eight wc 
were all of us direfted to withdraw, and remain in a Place 
contiguous to the Black Hole (where our Soldiers were 
ufually confined in the Stocks.) — While we were won- 
dering what this Ihould mean, and laughing at' the 
Otldicyofit, a Party of Fellows came and ordered us 
to walk into the Place before mentioned, called the 
Black Flole, a Room or rather Dungeon, about 1 8 
Feet long, and 14 wide, with only Two Holes, bar- 
ricaded with Iron Bars, to let in Air, which opened 
into a lov/ Piazza, where a Guard was fet : Into this 
Hole we were forcibly crammed about Eight o’Clock in 
the Evening, and the Door immediately locked upon 
us. — 'I’he Number of Souls thruft into this Dungeon 
were near i co, among wliich was One Woman, and 
Twelve of the wounded OlHcers : The Heat and Stench 
prefenily grew intolerable ; fome of our Company ex- 
pired very loon after being put in ; others grew mad, 
and having loll their Senles, died in a high Delirium.— 
All wc could urge to the Guard fet over us, could not 
prevail upon them either to fee us at Liberty or feparate 
us into different Prifons, which we defired, and offered 
Money to obtain, but to no Purpofe i and when we were 
rcleaied, at Eight o’Clock the next Morning, only 22 
c.imc out alive. 

I hc Witnefs being alked, Whether he remembered 
the 'Perms of the Muithulko, iigned between Mr. IVatts 
and the Nabob ? he laid. To the oeft of his Remembrance 


it was, that we Ihould carry on Trade as other Mer- 
chani^ and without any Exemption by our Firmaund. 

Being alked, Whether he had Reafon to believe, that 
any Money or other Prefent was given or offered by 
KiJ/tndafs for the Proteftion given him i he faid. He did 
not know or believe that any Money or Prefent of any 
Kind was given by Kiffindafsy or any of his Friends, di- 
reftly or indireftly, to the Governor or any other Mem- 
ber of the Committee: lie believed, that Mr. Drauta 
really itfufed to deliver xx^Kiffindafs to the Nabob ; and 
faid, that Omickund was a Prilbner ; but was not fure 
whether KiJJxniafs was kept in the Fadtory againft his 
Confent or nut ; that the Reafon of Omchmex% being a 
Prifoner, was, that Mr. Brake fufpefted him of being a 
Fomenter of the Troubles : That tlw only Offence 
with which the Nabob charged Kiffindajs^ when he de- 
manded him, was only, that he was a Penant of the 
Sircar I he did not know of any other Tenant orOfliccr 
of the Country Government that was protefted at Cal- 

CUtt0. - 

The Witnefs further faid, That he did not believe 
theNabob had any Intention ofa Maifacre when he con- 
fined the Englijb in the Black Flole ^ but that his In- 
tention was merely to confine them for the Night, without 
knowing whether the Prilon was great or fmall ; he laid, 
that Mr. Hol'jsell was carried to the Nabob after he was 
relcafed from the Black Hole, and that he heard after-* 
wards, that he and Three or Four other Gentlemen were 
put in Irons and fent up the Country, and very hardly 
treated i that thofe who were not confined with Mr. Hoi* 
well were fet at Liberty, that he never heard the 
Nabob cxprefll‘tl the leall Concern at the Cataflrophe 
that had happened in the Black Hole, but always under* 
ftood that he received the Account with total In- 
difference i helikewife underlbod, that the Nabob feat 
for Mr. Hohvell\x(ort him, to difeover where the Trca- 
furcs were, and that he was extremely furprifed to find 
the Treafury fo low > there w.as not above 5,000, in 
the Company’s I'rcafmy: That, at the re-taking of 
CalcuttOi every Thing found in the Settlement was re- 
ftored to thole who could make out their Claims 
The Army and Navy did not touch any Part of it t 
what was found was not of great Value \ there was a 
great deal of the Company’s Broad Cloth, but very little 
private Property. 

The Witnefs believed, that upon the Lofs of Calcutta^ 
there was not a Man who war, not ruined, excepting , 
One Gentleman, who had remitted Fart of his Fortune 
Home ; and that the Lofs of the Company was very 
great : That it was fuppofed the Rcftitimon made after- 
wards was more than equivalent ; a great Quantity of 
the Company’s Goods were rellored at the Re-capture, 
both-at Cakutta and other Places \ and whatever came 
into tlw Hands of the Sircar was delivered up again. 

The Witnefs being afleed. What Anfwer the Butch 
and French Faftories returned to Serajab Bowla'i Appli- 
cation for Afli fiance, as mentioned in a former Part of 
his Evidence } faid. Fie believed they declined to aflifi; 
him. 

Richard Becbery FXquire, being again' called to inform 
the Committee, what he knew of the State of the Com'* 
pany’s Affairs, after the Taking of Calcutta^ faid, That 
in ihc Augttft following he joined the Prefident, and 
other Gentlemen, at Fulta^ where foon after they had 
Intelligence that Admiral with Troops from 

Madrafs., was coming to their Afllfiance ; and when it 
was judged they might be nearly expefted, the Council 
deputM Mr. H^atts^ bimfelf, and Mr. MackttU , to 
meet the Admiral in Ballafore Road ; that they met him 
in the Month of Beamier., he not arriving fooner. 

Being alked. By whom Calcutta was retaken?, he 
faid, 1 hat Admiral fVatfon, and the Men of War, pro- 
ceeded up the River t and that Troops were landed *, but 
whether Admiral fVatfon or the Forces took it, he caa- 
not anfwer.— That he was on Board a Ship that was 
following the Squadron, and that the Ships aififted in 

* taking 
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taking it & and waa no jvid« whether the Place would 
ever have been retaken if Admiral mtfon had not 
been there » that the Number of Troops landed amount- 
ed to 400 or 450 EuropeanSi and 1 7 or 1 800 Sepeys } 
that the Mean left Calcutta the Second of January^ 
t 757 ^ and that there was no Capitulation. 

In Anfwer to the Qvieftion, By whom was Calcutta 
taken Pollellion of ? he replied. It was delivered over 
by Admiral fKatfen to Mr. Drake. 

Being afked. Whether he remembered the firft Idea 
of fetting up Meer Jaffier^ and depofmg Sujab Dotula f 
he faid, He could not be pofitive j he believed about 
the Month of Mi^ 1757. 

And being afked, If he recolie^fled what Money was 
ftipulated to be given to the Select Committee, in cafe 
that Affair was brought about ? he faid, That his Sitiif- 
tion confined him to Calcutta during the Years 1757, 
1758, and 1759* and therefore could not give any 
Anfwer about Tranfaftions out of Calcutta. —That Mr. 
WattSy who was Agent for the Company at Muxada^ 
vad^ wrote Word, that Meer Jafier would make lomc 
ConfiderationtotheNavy, Army, and others, who fhould 
be inftrumcntal in promoting his Advancement to the 
Subahfhip, by way of Donation. — I’hat by others he 
underflood at that Time was Mr. IVatts himlelf, who was 
upon the Spot at Muxadavad \ and that he could not re- 
collcifl who was upon the Spot befides. 

• He faid. He was the firft Perfon who mentioned the 
Reafonablcnefs and Propriety, that the Gentlemen of 
that Committee, who really let the whole Machine in 
Motion, fhould be likewife confukred on that Occafion ; 
and in Confequcnce, that Mr. iVatts was wrote to, to 
the EffbA he had mentioned, viz. That as there were 
to be Donations to the Army, Navy, Cs’r. it was but 
reafonablc the other Gentlemen Ihould be confidered : 
He faid, That this Letter does nut ap[)ear upon the pub- 
lic Proceedings— That he fhould conclude, that on the 

S ' Service, every Thing was to be entered by the 
Committe \ but this Letter was not fo confider- 
ed ; the Scledl Committee confided of the Prcfident, 
Mr. Drakct Colonel C/u'r, Mr. lyatts^ Major Kilpa- 
trickj and himfelf ; the Committee was appointed by 
the Court of Diredlors, and Colonel Clive was taken in 
as Second. ^ 

The Witnefs further informed Your Committee, Th.it 
fo far from any Sum being ftipulatcd to his Knowl^,. 
he did not know any Thins of the Sum till fome Time 
after Meer Jaffier was eftablifhed in the Subahfhip.— 
That fome Time after, an Account was fent to the 
Committee, that Meer Jaffier., thought proper to make 
Prelents to fome particular Gentlemen, and the Com- 
pany had wrote Word chat they fhould not interfere in 
any private Donations from the Nabob to the Company’s 
Servants } that the Sums he knew of were to the Go- 
vernor 2 Lack and 80,000 Rupees } Colonel Clive the 
fame i to the reft of the Gentlemen a Lack and 40,000 
each. — That he always underftood the Admiral was 
confidered, as Commander in Chief of the Navy, in a 
Sum feparnte, which he docs not know the Amount of ; 
that he efteemed Colonel Clive as a Member of the 
Committee, and did not efteem Admiral IVatfon as be- 
longing to it ; he believes one Gentleman of the Coun- 
cil in Bengal (Mr. Bottom) did lend a fmall Sum to the 
Reprefentatives of Admiral IVatfon^ but he doe.s not 
know what it was that he knows of no Stipulation 
for particular Sums, but each of the Council, who were 
not Members of the Committee, received a Lack of 
Rupees; they were Six or Seven in Number; an Ac- 
count wa.s fent in Writing; it was a Letter directed to 
the Governor ; he doe.s not know who it was figned by, 
but believes by Mr, fVatts, Colonel Clivt, and Mr. Man- 
' ningbam ; he confidered it as a private Letter, and there- 
fore apprehends it wa.s not entered — he knows of no 
other private Donations, but has heard of fuch; he can- 
not reCollefl from whom ; and never difeourfed with Mr. 
fVatts upon the Subjedl.

Being queftioned. Whether, in the Courfc of the Nc^ 
gocidtJon with he knew any Thing of Two 

Treaties of the fame Date, one real, and the o\hcr 
fiftitiOus ? the Witnefs faid. That ht apprehended ti.e 
only Treaty flood publicly upon the Company’s Re- 
cords i that while this Affair was upon the Anvil, Mr, 
Watts employed a Black Merchant, refiding at CaUatt.i 
(by Name Omiebund) who infilled on having 110 Ids a 
Sum than 20 Lack of Rupees from Men Jaffier^ in 
cafe of Succefs; that M7. Watts reprefented to the 
Gentlemen in Calcutta, that Meer Jaficr was lb avcrle 
to the allowing that Sum to Omebundy that he would 
rather all Treaties Ihould be broke off, than confent to 
it, or fomething to that Efieft ; and further rcprcJcnrcd, 
that he himfllt believed that Omiihund was atHng a , 
double Part, and woiikl deceive both the Englijh and 
Jaffier. In Confequence of thefc RcpreCcntations, it was 
judged by the Gentlemen, that Omiebund was no way 
mentiog that Reward, and therefore they did not infut 
on it, but thought it ncceffary, for the Security and 
Safety of the Company, to keep Omiebund from the 
Knowlcge of their Sentiments ; in Confequcnce of 
which Two Papers were tranfmitted to Mr. fVatts \ 
in one of which Omiebund was mentioned and in the 
other not ; the Defign being ro prevent the ill Confe- 
quences which might have enfiicd, if Omiebund got a 
Notion that he was not to have the Money. — The Wit- 
nefs believes the l\vo Papeis were figned by Admiral 
Watfon and the Gentlemen of tl^c Committee. 

Being afked, Whether Aiinhral Watfon figned the 
fiftitious Agreement, or whether he, at that Time, 
heard of Admiral Watfou's fcriipling, or refufing to 
fign ? he faid, He thinks the fictitious 'Preaty was fent 
to him to be figned, but docs not recollect whether 
that and the other Treaty were tranlmitted to him 
by Writing, or by MefTcngcr, or by whom ; neither 
does he know whether he figned it or nor, nor docs he 
rccolleft that he heard of Ins refufing ro fign it. 

The Witnefs further faid, in relation to the Tranfac- 
tion with Omiebund, That he thinks he heard thar Omi- 
ebund infilled upon the Sum of 5 per Cent, on all the late 
Nabob’s ' 1 ‘rcafures, exclufivt* of tin? Sum of 20 Lark ; 
and threatened to betray the whole Negotiation, if his 
Demands were not complied with ; that Mr. Wtiets re- 
prcfentcd the Apprchenlions he had of his doing fo, if 
he was not kept in the Dark. 

The Witnefs knows of no Letter from Mr. Watts fay- 
ing, He believed the Nabob’s 'I'reafurc.s amounted to 
40,000,000, and therefore diiruadiiig the Committee 
from agreeing to give 5 per Cent, upon that Sum, but 
rather to give a fpccificd Sum. 

The Witnefs being afked. Whether he knew any 
Thing of the additional Article to the Treaty with 
Aly Khan ? faid, He believed the i jth Article, or fome- 
thing fimilar, was added ; and does not rctolleft the 
Cirrumftances of tranfmitting the Articles to the Direc- 
tors. 

Itis29Yc.ars fince the Witnefs left England in the 
Company’s Service. 

I'he next Witnefs Your Committee called, was Fran- 
cis Sykes, Efquire; who being requefted to infoiin the 
Committee what he knew of the Tmnfafiion widi 
Omiebund, faid, Tliat in the Year 17 ,7 he w.is (ta- 
tioned at die fubordmatc Paftory, called Cnjfimbuznr, in 
Council; that he docs not know particuhuly the Terms 
demanded by Omubmid but being on a Vifu to Mr. 
Watts, he found him under preac Anxiety; that he 
took him afidc, and told ium Omiebund had been 
threatening to betray ti.tm to Serajah Dowla, and would 
have them all tnunhered that Night, uiilefs he would 
give him fome Afinranres that the Sum j.romifcd hinj 
(by Mr. Watts) fiiould be made (.ood ; — that up m 
this Vifit Ml. f/n/zj further laid, 1 hat he was under 
the greateft Anxiety how to crmnieradl the Defigns of 
Omiebund-, thcWiincfs could lo far fay, on his own 
Part, that Omubund's Condudl in the whole Scene of 
P p that 
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that Bufinefs was always fufpcfted, and that he had 
Spies upon Mr. lVatts'% Condui-t— he apprehends that ’ 
Nothing was reduced to Paper at that Time ; that it 
was only talked of between Omebund and Mr. Watti^ 
and believes it was only a vcibal Promife i he further 
faid, That Serajub Dowia was at Muxadavai at that 
Time, and was vifited frequently by Mr. Hiatts — that 
he (the Witnefs) was in the Service about 20 Years, 
from 1749 to 1769. 

Your Committee next called upon, 

Sir George Pocock^ to ftatfc what Qircumftances he 
knew concerning the Attack upon Cbaudernagore: — Who 
informed Your Committee, That he did not enter the 
River Bengal with Admiral JValfott, but that the Place 
furrcndcrcd to that Admiral that ic was afterwards 
garifoned by Officers and Seamen : And in June a De- 
rachinent, of a Lieutenant, 7 Midfliipmen, and 50 
Private Men, was feni to Laird Clhe. 

The Witnefs was clearly of Opinion, That the Re- 
volution could not have been brouglit about without the 
Afliftance of the King’s Ships then in the Rwer*; he 
does not recollect the Number of the King’s Troops, 
but thinks there might be about 300. — The Company’s 
Troops aflilled in taking the Place. 

The Right Honourable Lord Cliviy being defired to 
relate to Your Committee what he knew of the Tran- 
fa£tioi\ of the above Period, faid. That when he re- 
turned to England in 1755, the Firft Time, the Court 
of DircAors loliciteil him to go out again; they obtained 
for Ivim I \ is Majefty’s Commiffion of Lieutenant Colonel, 
and appointed him Deputy Governor of Fort Saint Da- 
vid, and to lliccccd to the Government of Madrafs j but 
before he went to his Government they wilhed him to 
undertake an Kxpedition of great Importance, provided 
Colonel Scott (who had been itrongly recommended by 
the Duke of Cwnberland ) did not cliufe to undertake the 
Expedition hin fclf. — I'hc Intent of the Exjiedition was 
to join the Mlorattoes at Bombay, and in Conjunftion 
with them to attack the Frmh, in the Subah of the 
Decan ; for which he carried out Three Companies of the 
King’s Artillery, and 3 or 400 of the King’s Troops. 
That when he arrived at Bombay, in the Beginning of 
the Year i75(j» there was a Truce between the Two 
Nations, and Colonel Scott was dead. — He found tliere 
Admiral JVaijon and Sir George Porcck with his Squa- 
dron. — It was thought advifeable that thclc Troops 
IhoulJ not lie idle, and that there was a fair Opportu- 
nity of taking Ghercab, a ftrong Fort, poflefled by an 
Eadern Prince (Jngria) and who, upon all Occafions, 
veiy much diltrelfcd the Company. — That he com- 
manded the Land Troops on that Expedition ; and Mr. 
JVatfon commanded by Sea. — The F.nterprize fucceeded, 
and the Prize Money amounted to 150,000. That 
although he commanded the Land Forces, by Virtue of 
his Rank, he diared only as a Captain of a Man of 
War. Admiral Watfon tliought his Cafe fo hard, that 
he very gcneioiifly offered to make his Share equal to 
Sir Gcotge Pocock't, •, he thought himfclf as much obliged 
to him for tlie Offer as if he had accepted it, but he 
declined the Offer. — That after tliat he went to his 
Deputy Governirent at Fort Saint David, about Jipril 
J756 ; that in Auguft 1756, he was called from thence 
to Madrafs, on the News of the Capture of Calcutta . — 
It v.'as long debated by the Council what Force ihould 
be fent to retake Calcutta, and who fhould command 
it; it wa:. decided in his Favour, and the Wifh of every 
Officer chat he fliould go upon that I'.xpcdition. 

In the Beginning of Otloher the Troops were ready, 
and there was leceivt d on Board Admiral lVatfoif% Squa- 
dron, and other I'ranfports, about 700 Europeans belong- 
ing to the Company, and 1,200 Sepoys. — Tliere was like- 
wife a Detachment of 250 of Adlercron\ Regiment, to 
ferve as Marines.— That they embarked about the 1 5th 
of Otloher ; and after they had been feme Time at 
.Sea, a Council was held on Board Admiral Watfor(% 
Ship, to fettle the Diftribution of Prize Money 4 and 


it was propofed that ic ihould b^ fettled upon che^c 
Plan as it was at Ghereab. — ^ 1 ‘hat he objci^d ip it, jt>e- 
caufe he thought ic bore too hard upon the Military 4 and 
would not confent to a Divifion of Prize Money upoo 
anyotlier pivifion than of Two equal Parts, that .one 
Half ihould go to the Military, and the other to the 
Navy — This was agreed to ; and they arrived in Bal- 
lafere Road early in December ; and it was agreed that 
the Squadron ihoukl go up the River to Calcutta 4 and 
he looks upon that Attempt to be as daring and me- 
ritorious an Attempt as ever was made in His Majefty’s 
Sea Service. — That they met with fomc (light Ob^uc* 
tions till they approached near Calcutta.~-Vl\\cs\ the 
Squadron came within a few Miles of Calcutta, he dc- 
fircd Admiriil H'atfon would give Orders for landing the 
Oompany’s Trtxjps ; accordingly they were landed ; and 
at the fame Time the Ships went by Wnter, the Troops 
went by Land. — The Garifon of Calcutta, uptai the 
Approach of the Shijis, and of the L.and Forces, aban- 
donjed the Fort after a few Shot fired by the Squadron, 
and a few returned by the Fort. — That when he en- 
tered the Fort at tlie Head of the Company’s Troops, 
Captain Coote prefented to him a Commillion from Adr 
miral IVatfon, appointing him Governor of the Fort. — 
That he denied any Authority Admiral H^atfon had to 
appoint an inferior Officer in the King’s Service Go- 
vernor of the Fort, and told Captain Coote, if he dif- 
obeyed his Orders, lie woulil pur him under an Arrcft.— 
Captain Coote obeyed, and ilefircd Leave to acquaint 
Admiral JVatfon with thefe Particulars ; upon which Ad- 
miral JVatfon fent Captain Speke to him, to know by 
what Authority he took upon liimfelf the Command 
of that Fort, — He anfwercd. By the Authority of His 
Majefty’s Commiffion, as Lieutenant Colonel, and be- 
ing Commander in Chief of the Land F'orces.— Cap- 
tain Speke went on Board with that Meffage ; he re- 
turned, and brought for Anfwer; T’hat if he did not 
abandon the Fort he fiiouki be fired out.— .In Anfwer, 
he faid. He could not anfwer for the Conicqucnccr, 
but that he would not abandon the Fort— upon which 
Captain Latham was fent ; and when the Matter was 
talked over cooly, it was foon fettled ; for he told Cap- 
tain Speke and Captain Latham repeatedly, that if Ad« 
miral JVatfon would c:.'me and command himfclf, he 
had no Manner of Objeftion. — That Admiral JVatfon 
did come on Shote; he delivered the Keys of the 
Garifon into his Hands, and he delivered them to the 
Governor and Council of Calcutta. 

His Lordfliip further faid. That he was fent from 
Madrafs with a Power independant of the Governor 
an,d Council of Calcutta. — He commanded in Bengal 
as the King’s Officer and the Company’s both. — The 
King's T roops, when on Shore, were under him ; he 
was Commander in Chief of the Company’s Forces in 
JiengcU, by a Coflpimiffion from the Governor and Coun- 
cil of Madrafs, on his fetting out on that Expeditiom-w* 
The Governor and Council of Madrafs looked on the 
Government of Bengal as annihilated.— They thought, 
if he had not the independent Command, the Governor 
and Council of Bengal would retain the Troops which 
they thought ncccflary fliould return to Madrafs.— Hn 
took the Command as a Military Officer.— The Go- 
vernor and Council of Calcutta put their Troops under 
his Orders. 

T'hat when he came to examine into the State of the 
Fort, he found it was not defenfiblc 4 it had no Ditch 4 
the Baftions did not'deferve the Name of Baftions 4 
the Fort was furrounded by Houfes, , within 40 Yards 
of the Walls, which commanded the Fortifications, — 
T'hat he fuggefted to the Governor and Council the 
Neceffity ol deftroying them, and making a Ditc^ 
round the Fort without Delay. — That he was convinced 
that a defenfive War would prove deftruAive. — He 
defired Admiral JVatfon would land the King’s Troops, 
to reinforce thofe of the Company.— Great Part of the 
Forces that went out from Madrafs upon this Expedition.

about Seven that Evening } they returned about Eleven, 
and affured him, They thought the Nabob was not 
fincere in his Intentions for Peace, and that he meant 
Treachery. — I’hat he went immediately on Board Ad- 
miral fVatJorC^ Ship, and reprefented to him the Ne- 
ceflity of attacking the Nabob widiout delay 1 and de- 
filed the Afliftance of , or 500 Sailors to carry the 
Ammunition, which he affented to : The Sailors were 
landed about One o’Clock in the Morning, about Two 
the Troops were under Arms, and about Four they 
marched to tha Attack of the Nabob’s Camp. — It v/as 
his Intentions to have feized his Cannon, and attacked 
his Head (^lartcrs •, but when Day Light appeartd, there 
arofc fo thick a Fog, that it was impolTible for the Army 
to fee Three Yards before them, which continued oil 
they had marched through the whole Army.— He can- 
not afeertain the L.ofs the Enemy fuffered, but it was 
reported very confiderablc.— Our Lofs amounted to 
about 150 killed and wounded. — That they continued 
their March to the Fort, where the Troops were al- 
lowed an Hour to reft, and ordered back to Camp.— 
In the Evening Serajab Dowla and his Army got to 
about 8 or 10 Miles from them } he fent a Letter to 
him and Admiral Watfen, that he defired to treat 
with them j upon which it was agreed to receive his 
Fropofals without Delay •, and a Treaty was concluded, 
which is upon the Company’s Records. — The Reafon 
that it was not more advantageous than it was, was 
that they had juft received Advice of a War with 
France, and the"* French had within the Garifon of 
Chandernagore almoft as many Europeans as they had 
in the Field •, and if they had joined Serajab Dowla be- 
fore the Conciufion of the Peace, they muft have been 
undone *, for there wanted only fome intelligent Peiibn to 
advife him not to fight at all, and they (hould have been 
ruined. — While this Treaty was carrying on, the French 
lent a Deputation to propofe Neutrality, it being 
long debated, whether a Neutrality Ihould be accepted 
oi.— Serajab Dowla forbid the Englijh to attack the 
French, and declared, If they did, he would become 
their Enemy.— That he had no Doubt but he would 
become their Enemy the firft Opportunity that offered, 
and that he meant, with their AlTiftance, to drive them 
out of Bengal.— }At fupplied them with Money pub- 
licly, and lent 1,500 Men to be ready to give them 
their Afliftance.— During this Time, a Reinforcement 
of Troops was received from Bombay ; and it was taken 
into Confidcration by the Committee, whether they 
fhould undertake the Attack of Chandernagore, at the 
Rifle of difplcafing the Nabob, and having his Army 
to encounter. — That the Members of this Committee 
were, Mr. Drake, Himfelf, Major Kilpatrick, and Mr. 
Becber :—Mr. Becker gave his Opinion for a Neu- 
trality, Major Kilpatriu for a Neutrality •, — his Lord- 
ftiip gave nis Opinion for the Attack of the Place •, 
lAe, DrcAt gave an Opinion that Nobody could make 


any Thing of : Major Kilpatrick, then afleed Kim, Whe- 
ther he thought the Forces and Sqliaclron could attack 
Chandernagore, and the Nabob’s Army at the fame 
Time ? — he faid, He thought they could •, upon which 
Major Kilpatrick defired to withdraw his Opinion, and 
to be of his Lordfhip’s. — They voted Mr. Drake's no 
Opinion at all •, and Major Kilpatrick and he, being the 
Majority, a I.etter was wrote to Admiral IFatfon, de- 
firing him to co-operate in the Attack on Cbander- 
nagore, — The Land Forces marched firft, and bclct the 
Place, made themfelves Mafters of the Out Works, 
and erefted Two B.tttcrie.s, One about 120 Yard.s off 
the Walls, of Six 32 Pounders, and another of I'hrec 
32 Pounders, about 150 Yards off the Walls. — By 
this Time the Squ.idron came up the River— That 
they furmounted Diificultics, which he believed no 
other Ships could have done ; and it is impoflible for 
him to do the Officers of the Squ.idron Jufticc upon 
that Occafion : — I'he Place furrendcred to them, and 
it was in a gre.it Mcafurc taken by them ; but his 
I..ordlhip docs believe-, th.it the Place would liave been 
taken by the Army, if' the Squadron had not come up: 
It muft have fallen into their I lands, but not lb foon — 
And he muft fay, That he thinks, if the Land Forces 
and Septys could have been landed in Calcutta, every 
Event whicli has happened, would have happened 
without the Afliftance of the Fleet. 'I 'hat after Chan- 
dernagerc \^?.s relblved to be attacked, he repeatedly 
faid to the Committee, as well as to others. That they 
could not ftop there, but muft go further : That hav- 
ing eftablilfied themfelves by Force, and not by Con- 
lent of the Nabob, he would endeavour by Force to 
drive them out again. — That they had niimbcrlefs Proofs 
of his Intentions many upon Record ■, and his 1 .ordfliip 
faid, He did luggeft to Admiral IFaifon and Sir George 
Pocock, as well as to the Commiffee, the Neceflity of a 
Revolution. — Mr. IVatfon and the Gentlemen of the 
Committee agreed upon the Neceflity of it-, and the 
Management of that Revolution was, with Confent of 
the Committee, left to Mr. PFatts and him. — Mr. 
Watts was Reftdcnt at Muxadavadi he correlponded 
with him in Cypher; and his Lordfliip lent tlu' Intelli- 
gence to the Governor and Committee *, and Mr. Wat- 
/on was always confuhed, but declined being a Mem- 
ber of that Com.-nittec.— Great Diflatisfaftion arifing 
among Serajab Dowla' s Troops, a favourable Oppor- 
tunity offered, and Metr Jaffier w.is pitched upon to be 
the Perfon to place in the Room of Scrajah Dowla ■, 
in Confequcncc of which, a Treaty was formed, which, 
amongft others, confifted of the following Articles : 
That 1,20,000 fhould be given to tltc Company ; 

6^,000 to the European Sufferers ; /. 600,000 to 
the Navy and Army j about 250,000 to the Na- 
tives of the Country ; and about (f. 100,000 to tlie Ar- 
menians.— this was fettled, his 1 .ordfhip remenv 
bers, that Mr. Becber fuggclled to the Commirtee, That 
lie thought that Committee, who managed the great 
Machine of Government, was intitled to Ibmc Con- 
fideration, as well as the Navy and Army. — In Con- 
fequence of which, Mr. Watts was wrote to upon the 
SubjeA ; but what that Confidcration was, he never 
knew till after the Battle of Plojjy ; and w.hcn he was 
informed of it by Mr. Watts, he thought it too much, 
and propofed, that the Council Ihould have a Share in 
it i the Sums received were, he believed, xs Mr. Bcckr 
had ftated. — Upon this being known, Mr, IVatfun ap- 
plied, That he was intitled to .1 Share in that Money,— 
He agreed in Opinion with the Gentlemen, when this 
Application was made : That Mr. Watfon was not One 
ot the Commitsec i but at the fame 'Time did Jufticc 
to lus Services, and propofed to the Gentlemen, to con- 
tribute as much as would m.ike his Share equal to 
the Governor’s and his own: About 3 or 4 confented 
to it, but the reft would not. That he fent the Propor- 
tion of the Share he had received. — Some Years ago 
the Heirs of Admiral Watfon filed a Bill in Chancery, 
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wherein it was fet forth as a Right; he denial that 
Right, but never had any Objettion to add his Pro- 
portion to the relt, if that Claim was withdra.wn.— The 
Money was paid by Iiiftallments, in the fame Propor- 
tion as to the Army and Navy ; and Ite fent Jus Pro- 
portion of tlie Firft Indallmcnt to Mr. Pocock^' for Ad- 
miral Watfon. — I'he L.aw Suit dropt, and he has heard 
no more of it fince. — His Lordfhip obferved. That at 
that I'ime, tlK'rc were no Covenants exiting ; the Com- 
pany’s Servants weic at Liberty to receive Prefents; 
they always had rcLeivcd Prefents j and his Idea of Pre- 
J'ents is as follows : When Prefents are received as the 
Price of .Services to the Nation, to the Company, and 
to that Prince who beftowed thofe Prefents -, when they 
are not exafted from him by Compulfion ; when he 
is in a State of Iiulcpcndance, and can do with his 
Money what he pleafes •, and when they are nof receiv- 
ed to the Difadvantage of the Company 1 he holds Pre- 
fents fo received not dilhonourable : Hut when thc-y arc 
received from a dependant Prince v when they are re- 
ceived for no Services whatever ; and when they arc re- 
ceived not voluntarily 1 he holds the Receipt of fiich 
Prefents didionourablc. — He never made the Icaft Se- 
cret of the Prefents he had received : he acqu.tintcJ 
the Court of Diredors with it ; and they, who are his 
Mailers, and were the only Peifons who had a Right 
to objedl to his receiving thofe Prelcnts, approved of 
it. 

His Lordlbip then read to the Committee the 
following Extrad from a printed Pamphlet, in- 
tituled, “ A Letter to the Proprietors of the 
“ Eaft India Stock, from Lord CUve^' together 
with Two Letters thereunto annexctl. 

Every Thing being agreed on between Mcer Ja£ler 
and the Secret Committee, we marched the Army to 
meet the Nabob, whom wc entirely defeated: — His 
Heath followed foon after, and Meer "^aJUier was in a few 
Days in PoHcinon of the (iovunment, and of a Re- 
venue of Three Millions and a Half Sterlingpery^fewww. 
— The One Half of the Secret Committee being then 
prefent at the Capital, and a Rtmort made by the Na- 
bob’s Minifters of the State of the Treafury, it was 
fettled, that Half the Sum llipulated by Treaty fliould 
be paid in Three Months, and the otlier Half in Three 
Years i conditionally, that we fupported lum in 
the Government. — The Nabob then, agreeable to the 
known and ufual Cullom of Eaftcrn Princes, made 
Prefents, both to thofe of his own Court, and to fuch 
of the Englijh., who by their Rank and Abilities had 
been inftrumental in the happy Succefs of fo hazardoas 
an Enterprize, fuitable to the Rank and Dignity of a 
great Prince. — I was One amongft the many who bene- 
fited by his Favour; I never fought to conceal it ; 
but declared publicly, in my l.cttcrs to the Secret 
Committee of the India Dircdlors, that the Nabob’s 
Generolity had made my Fortune cafy, and that the 
Company’s Welfare was now my only Motive for 
ftaying in India. What Injuftice was this to the Com- 
pany ? 'I'hey could expefl no more than what was ftipu- 
lated in the Treaty ; Or what Injunftion was I under to 
refufe a Prefent from him, who had the Power to make 
me one, as the Reward of honourable Services ? I know 
of none ; I had furely myfelf a particular Claim, by 
having devoted myfelf to the Company’s Military Ser- 
vice, and ncgleAcd all Commercial Advantages. What 
Reafon can then be given, or what Pretence could the 
Company have to expeft, that 1 , after having rifked 
my Life fo often in their Service, Ihould deny myfelf the 
only honourable Opportunity that ever offered, of ac- 
quiring a Fortune without Prejudice to them, who, it is 
evident, would not have had more for my having had 
Jefs ? When the Company h.ad acquired a Million and a 
Half Sterling, and a Revenue of near £. 100,000 per 
Annum., trom the Succefs of their Forces under my Com- 
mand i when ample Reftorarion had been made to thofe 
whofe Fortunes fuffered by the Calamity of Calcutta'^ .and 


when Individuals had, in Confequsncc of that Succeis, 
acquired large Eilates ; what would the World have laid, 
had 1 come Home, and relied upon the Gcqerofity of 
the prefent Court of Diredlors ?->-lt is well known to 
evciy Gentleman in Bengal, that the Honour of my 
Country, and the Inrcrelt of the Company, were the 
Principles that governed all my Addons ; and that, had 
I only taken the' advantageous Opportunities that fire- 
fental themfelvcs, by my being Commander in Chief, 
and at the Head of a viclorious Army, and what by the 
Cullom of that Country 1 was intitlcd to, the Jaghire it- 
fclf, great as it is, would have been an Objedl fcarce 
worth my Confideration. 

The City of Muxadavad is as extenfive, populous, 
and rich, as the City of London j with this Difference, 
that there are IndiviiJuals in the firft, polTelfing infinite- 
ly greater Projjerty than any in the lall City ; Thefc, as 
well as every other Man of Property, made me the great- 
ell Offeis (which neverthelefs are ufual upon fuch Occa- 
fions, and what they expedled would have been re- 
quired) and had I accepted thefe Offers, I might have 
been in Poflelllon of Millions, which the prefent Court 
of Diredlors could not have difpoflefied me of : But pre- 
ferring the Reputation of the Enghjh Na:ion, the In- 
tereft (jf the Nabob, and the Advantage of the Com- 
pany, to all |x;cLiniary Confidcrations, I refufed all 
Oilers that were maile me, not only then, but to the 
lull H..ur of my Continuance in the Company’s Ser- 
vice in Bengal ; and do challenge Fi lend or Enemy to 
bring One Angle InlLance of my bojng inlluenced by 
interefted Motives to the Company’s Difadvantage ; or 
to do any Aift that could reflcdl Difoonour to my Coun- 
try, or the Company, in any One Adlion of my Admi- 
nillration, cither as Governor or Commanding Officer.— 

I little expefted ever to have had my Condufl im- 
peached, or to have received fuch Treatment from the 
Court of Diredlors, cfpecially after the many public 
and honourable Tcllimonics of Approbation I had re- 
ceived.

— It might 
be 50 Lack for ought he knows : — That he believes the 
Letter relating to the Donation to the Army and Navy 
is entered or mentioned in One of his Letters -He 
did not recolledt what he paid to the Heirs of Admiral 
Watfon }— -that h? wrote to the Secret Committee in Etig- 
Imd^ ftating Donations to the Navy and Army, but 
not the Donations to the Committee : — He wrote a pri* 
vate Letter to Mr. Paine^ then Chairman, in which he 
mentioned the Donations to the Committee *, that he 
mentioned in his general l.etter, that the Nabob’s 
Bounty had made nis Fortune cafy : — He knew of no 
Stipulation by Mr. IVatts for 50 Lack, or any other Sum 
befides the Donation to the Army and Navy and Scleft 
Committee *, if there was any fuch Sum, it was without 
his Confentor Knowlege. 

In regard to the Fate of Serajab Dcwla, his LordHiip 
faid, he had been informed, that he fled and took 
Shelter m a Fackicr’s Houfe, whofc Nofe and Ears he 
had cut off upon a former Occafion : Tliat there was 
a Brother of Meerjaffier's at Rajamaul (a fmall Diftance 
from the Place where he took Refuge) that this Fackicr 
fent immediate Notice to him, that he had Serajab Do-ola 
in his Houfe, and he (hould keep him till he could Icize 
him i that the Nabob’s Brother immediately fee out 
with a few Attendants, and feized him j and that he 
was brought from thence to the City, ami immediately 
put to Death by Meerhamy Meer Jaffier's Son *, it is Hud, 
without the Father’s Knowlege ; that his Lord flup knew 
nothing of it till the next Day, when the Nabob made 
him acquainted with it, and apologized for his Con- 
du£i, by faying that he had railed a Mutiny among 
his Troops *, and this was ail his Lordihip knew of the 
Matter. 

Lord Clive further faid, in regard to the fiflitious 
Treaty, Tliat he did not rccollecl whether Mr. Lujh- 
brought it back with Mr. Wat w/’s Name to it j to 
the beft of liis Remembrance, Mr. Lujhmgtcn told him, 
that Admiral Watfon gave him Ijcave to fign his Name 
to the fiftitious Treaty} he did not recolledl whether 
Mr. Watfen's Se.il was put lo ir, but believes that Mr. 
Watfon\ Name and a Seal were put to both the Trea- 
ties before they were difpatchcd to Mr. Watts ; he is not 
certain whether Mr. Lufljtngton figned in his Prelencc at 
Calcutta or tJic French Ciardens. Roy Ttouluh did not 
receive 5 per Cent, on all the Money paid, but on fome 
of it, particularly not on that which was paid to the 
.Army and Navy. — Roy Doulub was one of the Nabob’s 
Generals. 

His Lordihip being alkcd, What might be the par- 
ticular Value in Money or jewels received by him and 
fuch other Gentlemen as he may recolleft ? faid. He re- 
ceived about 16 Lack of Rupees clear, after dedufting 
Coinmiffion and all other Articles ; that he received no 
Jewels, but all in Money •, that he believed Mr. Watts 
might receive altogether about 8 Lack; Mr. Wa^^ 
about 5 } there were 3 or 4 more, but could not re- 
coiled the Sums *, that he thinks Mr. Scrafton had z 
Lack, but is not certain : 1 hefe Donations were given 
excluiive of the Sums ftipulaied for the Gentlemen of 
the Committee, Council, Army, and Navy ; That the 
Share he received as Commander in Chief, amounted to 
about 2 Lack; Miyor Kilpatrick^ he believed, had about 
3 or 4 Lack, cxclufive of the Sums ftipulated for the 
Army and Committee *, jj^r. Lujhington had fomething 
very trifling, about 50,0010 Rupees ; Captain Grant of 
Jdlercron'% Rcgimc.nt had One Lack. 

His Lordihip alfo faid, That thefe Prefents were not 
paid down at the Time, but by Inllallments ; and in a 
fubfequent Part of his Lordfliip’s Evidence (w'hich is 
placed here in order to lay the Subjed Matter more 
connededly before die Houfe) being alkcd, by what In- 
ilallments the Prefents, over aniFabuve tbofe dtpulated 


for the Army, Navy, Council, and Committee, werk 
paid ? he faid* That he knew of no Agreement, but 
they were paid Half down, and Halt in about 15 
Months, to the beft of his Remembrance : — And being 
fonher queftionbdj Whether, when the firft Half was 
paid down, his Lordihip had any Expcdacion of the 
Remainder ? he faid. He had, from the Incelligencc of 
Mr. WdttSf who acquainted him that the Prefent for his 
Share would amount to about zo Lack, but he received 
only 16. That Lands to the Amount of/. 700,000 a 
Year were mortgaged for the Payment of the Remain- 
der of the Money ftipulaied for by Treaty j tlie Mort- 
gage he believed was made about December 1757, ot 
the January following : That Sir George Pcccck applied 
to the Governor and Council by Letter, to delire that 
they would advance to the Navy their remaining Half 
of tlie 50 Lack given to the Navy and Army, tieliting 
that the Governor and Council would make fuch a Dc- 
duftion as they thought reafonablc for the Rifk of ad- 
vancing rhe Money : — That fome (harp Letters palled 
upon the Cccafion ; and to the beft of his Remem- 
brance, he was the only Perfon of that Council who 
objedt^ to that Requeft being complied with; and 
then, after it had been complied with, he made the 
fame Requeft in Favour of the Army, and not before $ 
that the Money dedufted, to the beft of his Rcmcm- 
brance, was 5 Lack, the remain-.ng 20 Lack was paid 
down by the Company for the Navy and Army. 

As to the 13th Article of the Treaty with Meerjaf. 
jitr., his Lordihip never rccollcfted till he was hit in 
Inida., that there was a i3Ch Article, 12 only appearing 
in the Diredtors Books ; that he faw no more at the 
India Houfe or in Mr. Scrafton'^ Book, and underftood 
that particular Article had been fuppreffed by Mr. Van- 
Jittart., in Order, as his Lordihip apprehended, that 
Mr. Vanjittart might juftify his Proceedings in the Se- 
cond Revolution, as the Company flood bound, by 
that Article, in Alliance with’ Nicer Jaffifr\ and his 
ItOrdlliip acknowlcged writing to the Diredtors, on the 
1 5th December 1 762, that there was no fuch Article to 
the beft of his Knowlege -And being alked at what 
Time it became ncccffary for Mr. Vanftttart to fupprefs 
the 13th Article ? he faid, Upon the Affair of the Dutch, 
the Court of Diredlors enquired whether there was a 1 3th 
Article, and Mr. Vanfittart fupprefled it as he fuppofes. 

John Waljh, Efquire, being again called upon to ex- 
plain further the Affair of the 1 3th Article, laid. That 
it is the only one in. the Treaty bindi.ng upon the 
Englijh, and the only Thing that could properly have 
been figned by them ; that he imagines the Copy of ic 
was ncglcdted to be taken in the Treaty fent Home ; 
the Treaty without it is inferted in the Sclcdl Commit- 
tee Proceedings a.s a Tranllate from the Perfian, the 
iz Articles arc all in Perftan, and only the i3ih in 
Englijh. The Englijh figned Per^en An\c\c% as far as 
12, which were prefixed to the Englijh Articles. 

The Witnefs further faid, I'hat fome little Time after 
a Publication of Mr. Vanjittart'%, in which he had treated 
the 1 3th Article as never to have fubfifted, he had a Con- 
verfation with that Gentleman, and at that Ti.me Ihewed 
him the Words of that 13th Article ; and he confelTed 
his Knowlege, that that Article did fubfift ; — That he 
by no Means charged Mr. Vanjittart with having fup- 
prelTcd that Article, for he believed no Copy of it re- 
mained among the Company’s Papers at Calcutta i 
That he looked over Lord Clive\ Papers, and there faw 
a Copy of the Treaty with the 13th Article, in Mr. 
iMjhington's Writing ; and that he acquainted Mr. Rous, 
the Deputy Chairman, with the 13th Article. 

Mr. Holt (from the Eafl India Houfe) being called 
upon to relate what he knew relative to thi^ Treaty, 
and the Concealment of the 13th Article, faid. That 
Mr. Gillam, who had the colleifling thofe Treaties for 
Parliament, is dead, but that he found a Papet in hi$ 
Hand Writing containing as follows : 

« In the Treaty here referred to, was an Article con-

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** tfuning the Qi^uioiis cm the P-arc of the Compi^ i 
« it was not tranlinitted from India to the Cbmpaiy, 

but is to be found in the i ath Page of the Appendix 
** to the D, Memorial ; and as there is no KcaTon to 
•* doubt the Authenticity of it, it is .fubjoined to the 
“ Treaty with the Nabob Metr yajSer." 

The Wicnefs further faid. That the Treaty now upon 
the Table was copied by Mr. Cr<ij', a Clerk in the 
Office about the Year 1767 : — And being alked. Whe- 
ther the Original, from which it was copied, was lodged 
among the Company’s Papers ? he faid, I'hat, in the 
Year 1758, a Treaty, confiding of la Articles, and 
dated 5th of July 1757, was received by the Company 
in a Letter from the Scleft Committee at Bengal^ to the 
Secret Committee of the Court of Direftors, bearing 
Date the 14th of July 175 fi and tlw 13th Article was 
added when the Treaties were called for by the Houfe 
of Commons in 1767. 

The Witnefs produced tlie Minutes of the Eugitjb and 
Dutch Commilfaries in 1 762, out of which were r;;ad 
the Entries marked in the Appendix, N* 4. 

Mr. ff^aljb was then called upon to explain fur- 
ther the Fact, refpeCting his having found a Copy of 
tlie Treaty with Meer Jaffietj wrote in Mr, Lujhing- 
ten's Hand Writing (who was, at the Time of mak- 
ing the Treaty, Secretary to LordCVi-e; to which there 
was a 13th Article, and what he did in Confcquence ? 
and laid, That he certainly among Lord Clive's 
Papers a Copy of this Treaty, and is very well con- 
vinced it was in Mr. Lufliington's llz'ndi Writing: — ^It 
contained the 13th Article:- — That he thought likc- 
wife he took a Copy of that 13th Article, and fticwcd 
it to the then Chairman and Deputy Chairman, who he 
believed were Mr. Rous and Mr. Dudley^ but was not 
very clear , he could not fay whether this was before 
the Papers were laid before the Houfe of Commons, 
nor upon what Occafion he carried it to the Chairman 
and Deputy Chairman } he believed it was whilH Lord 
Clive was Abroad, and was certain it was not (Itcwed to 
the Chairman and Deputy Chairman in their public Ca- 
pacity. 

'I he Witnefs further faid, That in the Copy in Mr. 
LK>I6/»f/o«’s Hand Writing, the 13th Article was by 
no Means diftinguilhed from the ii others — it was 
numbered 13th: — What facilitated him to recollcft 
that, lie faid, was by having recurred to a Copy in his 
Hands of that Copy, which he fuppofed to be Mr. 
Lt^ington's. 

The Witnefs being alked. Whether the firft Time 
he faw the i3tli Article was the Time when he carried 
it to the Chairman and Deputy Chairman ? he faid. He 
certainly had feen it before ; he never had an Idea, but 
that that Article cxifted:— He could only fptak upon 
Suppofition why it was not tranlinitted with the other 
12 Articles : — The Treaty being lent down to Calcutta 
to be returned with great Difpatch, it is likely that after 
the lignmg, no Copy was taken of it by the Gentlemen 
at Cdcutta^ who had the tranfmicting of thefe Papers to 
the Company. 

Being alked. Whether he rccollefted any other In- 
ftance of an Inilrument of fuch Imuortanec being de- 
livered over without a Copy taken ? he faid. He rccol- 
Icfted many Iiiftances of OmilTio.’is — And in AnTwer to 
Whether he knew howMr. Lst/hington came by his Copy ? 
he faid, Becaufc he was not fo negligent as others •, aind 
that hefuppol'cs Mr. Lufttingten took his Copy before it 
was tranfmitted to the Nabob:— He believed Lord 
Clive cert.iinly tranfmitted to the (Company Accounts of 
that T rcaty, but not a Copy. 

Being alked. If he rccollcftcd from what Paper Lord 
CUve copied the 13th Article that was fent to Mr. Bif- 
domf he faid. He had no Doubt from tliat Copy which 
be fuppofed to be Mr. Luflnngton's. , 

Being further queftioned as to the Manner of exe- 
cuting thefe Inllruments, and of exchanging them be- 
tween the contriving Parties •, he faid, tie concluded 
only One inftrument was figned by the Gentlemen at 


C^rtt//a, which, was that delivereti to the Nabob) ilnd 
he imagined that Inlfrument’‘containid 13 Aftkiel, and 
that delivered by the Nabob to the Company contained 
only 1 2 ) and that the Inftrument containing the t j 
Articles was figned by the Company alone, and not by 
the Nabob) and that of i2 Articles by the Nabob 
alone. He further faid. That he imagined Lord Clive'i 
I..crtcr to the Dutch Governor, refpeVing the 13th Ar- 
ticle, was not entered In the Public Proceedings at Cal. 
cutta .—And being alked why not, it being a public 
Proceeding of a very important Nature ? he anfwered. 
That all he could lay was, that Lord Clh't having an 
independant Command from the Gentlemen of Calcutta^ 
did not In every Circfmiftancb tranfmlt the Particulars 
of his Proceedings to them ; and that in thofe Times 
tlierc might have been great Irregularity in the Offices, 
there being few Servants :— He further laid, Th&t he did 
not know that this TranfaVion was not entered upoh 
the Books of the Company. 

Ill the Coiirfe of the above Proceeding Your Com- 
mittee read the feveral Letters, and other Papers, marked 
in the Appendix, N" 5. 

The next Witnefs Your Committee called upoh, 
was 

Captain Brereton^ who was Lieutenant with Admiral 
Watfen in the KeM^ in the Yfear i 757 ; and being alked, 
Whether he had heard Admiral Watfon make any De- 
clarations concerning the Treaty that was to deceive 
Owichund ? faid, I'hat he had often heard the Admiral 
fpcak of it ) that it was propofed to him to lign a ficti- 
tious Treaty to deceive Omiebund of 30 LacK, which 
he refufed to do, as dilhonourablc to him as an Officer, 
and an Affi-ont to propofe it to him : That it was then 
propofed fomebody fhould fign it for him, which he 
alfo refufed, and Lid, He would walli his Hands of it, 
he would have nothing tp do with it, he was a Stranger 
to Deception, they might do as they plcafed. 

Being alked, Whetlicr, in the Converfations he had 
had with the Admiral on that Subjeft, he had ever 
heard him fay, that he authorized any Perfon to fign 
that Treaty for him ? tlie Witnefs laid. He believed 
hot) that he had often heard him fay, he had not j and 
would not authorize any body to do it. 

And being further alked. Whether he believed Ad- 
miraral tFatfon ever put his Seal to it ? he faid, He be- 
lieved not ) lie was fure he had too good a Heart. 

Being further alked, If he knew whether Admiral 
tVatJoUf before hi'^ Death, had ever heard of hi. Name 
being put to the fiilitious Treaty ? he faid, He had ; it 
was coinmuhicated to him by Captain Martin, on his 
Death Bed •, and that the Secret Committee had agreed 
to lhare the 30 I.ack, ftipUlatcd in the Agreement for 
Otiiiibund, among themlclvCs, arid excluding the Adnfi- 
ral of his Share, becaufc he had not figned the Treaty :— 
The Admiral faid, That be always thought the Tranf- 
aVion diflionoufable, and as there was fo much Iniquity 
among Mankind, he did not wi!h to ftay any longer 
among them; this was juft before his Death, which"hc 
bcllcvts was the i6ch of Auguft 1757 i — The Whnefs 
faid. He was not prefent at this Converfation, bat lit 
the next Room ; and that it was communicated to him 
by Captain Martin (who is now dead) the Moment he 
came out of the Room*. 

Being alked, If he was fure Admiral Watfon did not 
put his Seal to it? he anfwered, I'hat he had heard hirii 
lay fo in repeated Converfations :— He further faid; 
That he never heard that Admiral Watfin applied to the 
Seleft Committee for a Part of this Money; but that 
after his Death, his Extcutors did. 

Being alked, If he ever heard Admiral Watfen meh- 
tiofr who was the Perfbn that proiiofcd to him to fign 
the fiVitious Treaty ? faid. The Admiral did not men- 
tion the Gentleman’s Name ) but faid (with a Sneer) it 
was a Member of the Secret Committee. 

As tot.he AdmiraPs fignhig the real Treaty, htl hever 
heard him mention rc particularly ; that he had heard 
him fay he thought it an extraordinary Mcafure to de- 
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jpojc a Man they had fo lately made a folemn Treaty 
with i but that as he was inftruAed by the King to afford 
the Eajl India Company Affittance in their Affairs, he 
aflifted them with his Forces according to his Duty ; 
and he always underltood, from the Admiral’s Conver- 
fation, that he did fign the real Treaty, but never 
heard him fay whether he approved it or not. 

The Witnefs further laid, That he heard of this 
Treaty immediately after the Attack of Cutwa^ which 
was the Beginning of yune, and before the Battle of 
Plajfyt and it was then talked of, that Admiral WatfotC% 
Name was put to the fiditious Treaty j that the Admi- 
ral was then at Calcutta^ and that he took to his Bed 
about the gth of Juguft following, as he believed. — 
That the Time when Admiral IVatfon made the De- 
claration “ that it was extraordinary to depole the 
“ Nabob” was at Brcakfalt, about the latter End of 
Jl/rtr, when he gave the Wittiefe Orders to prepare the 
Men who were to ad with the Artillery on Shore ; the 
Men who fonred the Detachment upon that Octafion 
were from tlie King’-; Ships, and werefent on Board the 
Brt/lgfwater to ClarJernagore^ to join the Army j and, 
as the Witnefs undcrllood, they aded as Artillery during 
all that Campaign. 

The Witnefs being afleed, Whether he was with the 
Admiial when he firll heard the Report of his Name 
being put to the fiditious Treaty ? laid, He was every 
other Day upon Duty with the Admiral, .as the Officer 
who received his Orders that he never took the Liberty 
with the Admiral to mention the Report to him, but 
that he had heard the Admiral fay it had been put. 

Being afked, Whether, between the Report of the 
Admir.^’s Name being put, and his taking to his Bed, 
was not nearly 'Fwo Months, and whether he believed 
that tlie firft Time the Admiral heard of it was in the 
Converfation referred to with Captain Martin ? he faid, 
He believed it was about 'Fwo Months, and that the 
Admiral might know it before that Converfation, but 
then he was lure he knew it t That it is impoffiblc he 
can recoiled for 15 Y'cars Diftance the prccile Time of 
the Converfation, when the Admiral faid he knew his 
Name had been put to the fiditious Treaty. 

Being further alked. Whether, when he ufed the 
Words of the Admiral, that he declared he always 
thought the Tranfadion dilhonourablc ; he meant that 
it was dilhonourablc to make a falfc Treaty to deceive 
Omichund, or to ule the Admiral’s Hand and Seal to the 
Treaty when lie did not put it himfelf .> he faid. He 
undcrllood it that it was dilhonourable to make a falfe 
I'reaty to deceive Omichund . — And being further afked. 
Whether, before Captain Martin communicated the 
Siibjed of Admiral iVatfon'fi Name being put to that 
Treaty, it was not a Matter of Sufpicion only ? faid. 
He belicveii it might. 

Being alio alked, What he undcrllood the Admiral to 
mean when he faid “ he was a Stranger to Deception, 
“ they might do as they pleafed ?” he faid. In the 
Tranfadlion of the Company’s Affairs: — And if he 
undcrllood Admiral IFatfon to mean by thofc Words 
that they might put his Name to the fiditious IVeaty 
if they plc.alal, he faid. He did notj he could not 
conceive tliat the Admiral would give his Confenc to any 
.Tranfadion that he held diflionourable, that Hiould in- 
finuate his Approbation of Deception. 

In the Courlc of the above I’.xamination the Witnels 
was quellioned as to the following Points, which the 
Committee referved to the lalt to avoid Confufiun in 
the State of the Evidence j viz. If it had not been for 
the Aflillancc of His M.ijefty’s Ships and Troops he 
thought the Eaji India Company could have fuccecdcd 
in their diligent Enterprizes, and particularly in effed- 
ing tlie Revolution in Favour of Meer Jaffier? He be- 
lieved not. 

Whether the Witnefs was not, at the Time of Ad- 
miral fVatfon'i lllnefs, fufpended his Majefty’s Service ‘ 
He never was fufpenJed. 


By what Accident he Commanding Officer 

under the Admiral ? Captain Speke was wound^ itv the 
Attack of Chandtmdgore^ the Firft Lieutenant wks 
killed, the Second Lieutenant was appointed Governor 
of Cbandertiagire after the Capture, the Third Lieute- 
nant was wounded, and diedof his Wounds, the Fourth 
Lieutenant was wounded and fick alhore, the Witnefs 
was Fifth, and then became Commanding Officen 

The next Evidence that relates to the fiditious Treaty, 
and which your Committee therefore think proper to lay 
before the Houfe in this Pldcc, is that of 

John Ceoke^ Efquire, who was before mentioned to 
have been Sccretaiy to the Selcd Committee in Bengaiy 
in the Year 1757 *, and he informed the Committee, that 
he knew there was fuch a .T rcaty % ' that after die Battle 
of Plajfy he waited upon Admiral Watfon with a Meffage 
from the Sclcd Committee •, that amongfl other T hings 
this fiditious T'reaty was mentioned in Converfation; 
that the Admiral faid he had notllgneJ it (Hiruggingup 
hi* Shoulders) but had left them to do as they pleafed, 
alluding, as the Witnefs fuppofed, to Colonel Cltve and 
the Selcd Committee. This Converfation, as the Wit- 
nefs thought, was in Julyy and the Admiral was then in 
good Health and Spirits. 

The Witnefs further faid. That he had no Doubt that 
the Admiral knew his Name was to it •, and he undcr- 
ftood, from what dropped from him, tliat he had fecretly 
permitted his Name to be ufed ; he believed he did not 
publicly give his Confent, but had known of it, and 
made no Objedion ; he did not conceive his Name could 
have been put without his Permiffion : The Converfa- 
tion was only between the Admiral and himfelf ; the 
Admiral, in that Converfation, certainly did not exprefs 
any Rclentment or Surprize that his Name was put. 
And being quellioned again, as to the Purport of that 
Converfation ? he faid, If he remembered right, when 
the Circumftance of the fiditious Treaty was mentioned, 
he Ihniggcd up his Shoulders, and laid (laughingly) 
that he had not figned it, but that he had left it to them 
to do as they pleafed. 

Being alked, Whether it was from this Circumllance 
that he colledcd the Admiral knew of his Name being 
put ? he faid. It was, and from this Circumftance only ; 
And he further faid, It gave him no Surprize that an 
Officer of Admiral J^atfin'% Rank had agreed to have 
his Name put to a Treaty he could not fign, bccaufe he 
was convinced the Admiral knew the Motives for Which 
fuch a fiditious Treaty was made ; and that, though 
he could not fign it, he had no Objedion to Omichund 
being lulled into a &curity, and preventing the whole 
Dcfign from being difeovered and defeated. 

Being alked. If Admiral Watfon told him fo much ? 
he faid. By no Means ; thele were his Rcal'ons wliy he 
was not furprized.— He further faid. That the Admiral’s 
Confent to having his Name put to the fiditious T’reaty 
was never communicated to the Selcd Committee. 

As to the real Treaty, the Witnefs find, Hc*liad no 
Doubt that the Admiral figned it, and if he remembered 
right, he fcaled it ; he was furc he figned it, but to the . 
bell of his Memory he was not prclent ; but he was 
certain, becaufe the Treaty was lent down by Mr. 
WattSy for the Admiral and Committee to execute, 
and then to be returned to him with all imaginable Dif- 
ppitch ; and the 'Treaty was executed by the Committee 
and Admiral, and returned accordingly : To the bell of 
liis Remembrance he did not fee the real Treaty after 
the Admiral had figned it, but thought he did fee it 
after the Committee had figned it, before it was fent to 
the Admiral ; and that, to the bell of his Rccollcdlion, 
there was One Article in that which was returned to 
Meer JaffieTy which was not in the Treaty which Meer 
JaJffier had executed and fent to the Committee, to be 
kept by them ; That it occurs to him the Treaties were 
in Perjian and Englifbs in one he is furc there were both 
Perfianandi Englijh Articles: — That there was an ad- 
ditional Article m One of the Treaties, which the Com- 
mittee 
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mittee and the Admiral figned, and that Article was in 
EngUfi j and he believed only One Copy of the Treaty 
was figned by Mter JaJgiert which was left with the 
Committee, and the other Copy was figncd by the Com- 
mittee and lent totheNaboD} and that he underftood 
the Difference in the Treaties were known, and really 
thought that a Copy of the Treaty fent to Mter Jaffier 
was kept •, he knew no Reafon why it was not fent to 
me Company he imagined it was ; — I'hat he was 
^retary, but there were Clerks to make Copies % that 
it was his Bufinefs to give the Clerks Orders what to 
copy, and to keep the Copies » and that if there had 
been a Copy, it would naturally have been in the Secre- 
tary’s Office, under his Mana^ment. 

The Witnefs being fhewn the Proceedings of the Sc- 
fcft Committee, ijj Afoy 1757, in which it is ordered, 
that the Treaty wiA Meer Jaffier^ then ligned by the 
Committee and Admiral ^atfon^ Ihould be entered 
after tht- Proceedings % and being alked, If he appre- 
hended he could have allowed his Clerks to om^ en- 
tering the 13th Article, when it appeared all the other 
Articles were entered after the Proceedings ? he faid. It 
appeared to him that the Tranllation entered there was 
of that 'iVcaty which Mter Jaffier figned, in which the 
additional Article was not inferted— -he could account 
for it no other Way. 

Being afked, If that Treaty, figned by Meer Jaffier^ 
was in his Cuftody ? he faid, It was in the Office. -t. 
He further faid. The Treaties were fent to Admiral 
Watffin immediately after they were figned, and thought 
only One Part came back to the Office, and the other 
was immedicitely dilpatched up the Country. 

Being alked. How often, in the Courfc of hij Office, 
he thought he copied the Treaty as it now ftands in the 
Books i he faid, He did not know, nor did he think 
Jic ever copied it himfclf. 

In regard to Admiral lVatfen*s expreffing any Dif- 
]^eafure at the Meafure taken for depofing Serajah 
Dewla, he recollefb no fuch Converfation, nor did he 
ever hear he was difpleafed on that Account. 

Sir Eyre Cede being called upon to give an Account 
of the Traiilaaions in Bengal^ in the Year 1757, that 
came within his Knowlegc, faid. That he was at that 
Time Captain of the 39th Regiment, doing Duty on 
Board the fleet commanded by Admiral Watfan ; that 
he was a Member of the Council of War, previous to 
the Battle of Vlaffy^ upon the 2 ill; of June 1757; that 
Colonel Cltve informed the Council he found he could 
not depend on Meer Jaffier for any thing more than Hand- 
ing neuter, in cafe the Army came to an Adion with the 
Nabob ; that Monfieur Law, with a Body of French, 
was then within Three Days March of joining the Nabob, 
whofe Army, by the befl: Intelligence he could get, was 
about 50,000 Men and that he called the Council to- 
Mther for their Opinion, whether, in thofe Circum- 
ftances, it would be prudent to come to an immediate 
Adion with the Nabob, or fortify themfclvcs where 
they were, and remain till the Munfoon was over, and 
^ Mharattoes could be brought into the Country to 
min us i the Quellion being then put, began with the 
Frefident and eldeft Members, whole Opinions were, 
Againft coming to an im- For coming to an imme- 
mediate Adion. diate Adion.

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The Reafons for the Witnefs’s Opinion in this Coun- 
cil were, That having hitherio met with nothing but 
Succefs, which had confcqucncly given great Spirits to 
the Me^ny Delay might caft a Damp.— adly, That 
the Arrivd of Monfieur Lott wb^d not only ftrengthrn 
the Nabob’s Army, and add Vigour to their Councils, 
but Itkewife weaken our Force confidcrably, as the 
Number of Frenchmen we had entered into our Service, 
after the Capture of Chanden^ore, would undoubtedly 
defert to thttf Countrymen upon, every Opponunity. — 
3dly, The Diftance from Calcutta was fo great, that .-ill 
Communication from thence would certainly be cut oft', 
and therefore there was no Reafon to hope for Supplies, 
and confequently the Army muft be foon reduced to the 
greateft Diftnefs.— The Witnefs further faid. That if it 
Ihould be imjiradicable to come to an immediate 
Adion, his Optnion then was, for returning to Cahutta, 
the Confcquence of which muft have been Difgr.icc to 
the Army, and inevitable Deftrudion to the Company’s 
Affairs. 

The Witnefs furthepfaid. That about an Hour after 
the Council broke up. Colonel Clvve informed him, un- 
alked (Captain Robert Campbell, to the beft of his 
RecoUettion, was with him at the Time) that, notwith- 
ftanding the Rcfolution.of the Council of War, he in- 
tended to march the next Morning, and accordingly pave. 
Orders for the Army to hold themfclvcs in Readmefs, 
leaving a Subaltern Officer’s Command in tlie Fort of 
C«/wa; that the Army confifted of 750 Men in Bat- 
,ta]ion, including joo Topazzes, 2,100 Sepoys, anil 
150 Artillery, including 50 Sailors of tlieil- about 150 
befidcs Sailors, might be of the King’s 'Froops. 

Sir Eyre Code here read a Delcripiion of the Battle 
of PU 0 , and was afterwards tUlired, by the 
Committee, to give an Account of the Atrael; 
upon Cbandernagore, in order to Ihcw the Dif- 
ference of Lofs when ading againft European or 
Indian Forces j and ir appeared, that the Lofs 
■ was much more confidcrable at the Attack of 
Chandemagore. . 

The Witnefs being allied, Whether, at the Attack 
of the Nabob’s Camp, near Calcutta, Lord C//Ve’s Se- 
cretary, Aid de Camp, anti Captain of Grenadiers, were 
not killed ? faid. They were, and a great many other 
Officers, and a great many Men. 

Being alked. Whether he prefented any Memorial 
to Loro CUve after the Council of War held at Cutwa? 
faid. He never did j on the contrary, I.ord C/iVe Ipoke 
to him firft, unaflted, of the Army m.arching, without 
his having mentioned a Word to him upon the Sub- 
jcd. 

Being afked, Whether the Sailors, at the Hatile of 
Plajfy, belonged to the Company’s Ships, or to tlie 
Men of War ? he faid. He believed fome were from 
the Indiamen, but the Officers who commamlf'd them 
were belonging to the Men of War.— The Ganion 
of Cbandernagore was compofed intirely of Seamen from 
the King’s Ships -, he could not tell whether the Sea- 
men from the Indiamen were not firft turned over on 
Board the King,’s Sliips j but he found a Mrnure on his 
Journal, wherein it was agreed, that the Officers and 
Sailors belonging to the Squadron, which were with the 
Army on the Expedition to Muxadavad, were not to 
fhare with the Army in the Prize Money, but with the 
Navy. 

The Witnefs being dcfired to give his Opinion, 
Whether, without the Affiftance of the King’s Troops 
and Ship in the whole of thcTranfaftions in 1757, the 
Enterprizes would have fucceeded ? he faid, He had no 
Idea that they could : — And whether the Army under 
Colonel Clive alone could have taken Chanderna^erc 
without the Affiftance of the Navy and King's Troops ? 
he faid. He thought the Probability was againft 
them. 

Several Letters and other Papers rclarive to the 
above Tranfadlions were read, for wiftrh the 
Houfe is referred to the Appendix, N'’ 0. 

R *• Lord 
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Lord Clive obferved, that in a former Part pf his 
P>idcncc he had made a Miftake in rcfpcdk to the 
Number of the Council of War, ■who on the aift 
of 'Jiim voted for the immediate Attack of Serajab 
Dewla, and faid, he might very cafily have been led 
into that Miftake, the Event having happeneti 15 
Years ago, and he not having conl'ulted a fingle 
Record from that Time to this •, that although he 
might have informed Captain Coote of his Rclblu- 
tu;n to attack Serajab Dowla, notwithftandlng the 
Opinion of that Council of War, he did imj^inc 
that he had not concluded upon the whole ftan 
till 24 I lours after, becaufe the Troops did not 
crols the River to make that Attack till the asd of 
ytine in the Evening, and the Diicourfe between 
Captain Coote and him was the 21ft in the Morn- 
ing.— His Lordfhip alfo obferved, with regard to 
another Part of his Evidence, that he certainly 
(hould not have declared that Admiral Watfen had 
ronfented to have his Name put to the fidtitious 
Treaty, if he had not underftood fo from Mr, 
Lujbiugton^ but that he would have ordered his 
Name to be put, whether he had confented or not. 

Your Committee take the fame Occafion to infert the 
following Extraft of a Letter, which a Member of the 
Committee informed the Committee he had lately read 
in Lord CY/Ws Letter Book, from his Lordfhip to the 
Seleft Committee at Fort St. George, the 12th of Sep- 
tember 

It is with the deepeft Concern I acquaint you of 
“ Admiral IVatfon'o Death j Ins' 2 cal for the Service 
« of the Company, and the extraordinary Succefs it 
“ wa* crowned with, both at Gberiab and in this Ex- 
“ pedition, will make his Memory, particularly in In- 
“ diay furvivc to lateft Ages.” 

The next I'oint of Evidence to which Your Committee 
proceeded, was the Manner in whicli Meer JaJier gave 
Lord Clive his Jaghire. And, 

Francis Sykes^ Efquire, .n Member of the Iloufe, be- 
ing requerted to relate what he knew of that Tranfar- 
tion, informed Your Committee, Tliat he was appointed 
Rcfident at the Nabob’s Court on the Leave of Abfcncc 
of Mr. Haftings to the beft of his Remembrance it wjis 
in June or July 1 758 •, that he was with the Nabob upon 
Biifinefs relative to the Compai^, when the Nacwb 
fpeaking to him of Lord C/ive’s Expedition againft the 
Shawzadda, mentioned the Senfc he entertained of Lord 
Clivers Conduft towards him, and likewife in reducing 
the Shawzadda to fuch Neceflity as to apply to his 
Lordlhip to put him under the Englijh Protedlion 
He mentioned alfo, that he owed his Government to 
Colonel Clive before, and this was the Second Time he 
was indebted to him for it *, that he had been a Means of 
having Honours conferred on Colonel C/rae, in creating 
liim an Omrah of the Empire, but that he iiad given him 
nothing to fupport thofc Honours he had frequently 
had it in his I'houghts, but had never entered upon it 
feriouny till now j that he had Tlioughts of giving him 
a Jaghire in the Patna Province, but found it would 
be attended with Inconvenience to the Oftlcers of his 
Government, and that Juggutfeal had fallen upon a 
Method of obviating thole Difticulties, by giving him 
the Quit Rent arifuig from the Lands ceded to the 
Company to the Southward of Calcutta 1 that he thought 
it would interfere the Icaft with his Government, and 
ftood the cleareft in relation to the Company’s Af- 
fairs, 

'rhe Witnefs faid. That to the bed of his Remem- 
brance he mentioned to the Nabob, that he thought it 
was a lirge Sum ; but the Nabob told him, that it was 
very little adequate to the Services he had received 
from the Colonel, but more efpccially for his Behaviour 
upon the Capture of Munadavad^ when the whole In- 
habitants expeded to be put under Contribution, ami 
that none of them had experienced a Conduft of that 
Kind, for that their iVrl'ons, as well as their Properties, 


weev entirely fecured to them; that the Nabob allb 
defired at that Meeting, that the Witnefs ’ would ac* 
auaint him when he heard of the Colonel’s coming down 
the Country, and in the mean Time he would prepare 
an Inftrument called the Jaghire; that he would give 
the Colonel the Meeting, and deOred the Witnefs’s At- 
tendance at the Time it was to be prefented ; that the 
Witnefs uid attend him, in Company with Jnggutfeat 
and other Perfons, and met the Colonel Two Miles to 
the North of the City, when, after fomc Converfation 
betwixt the Nabob and Coknel the Nabob re- 
tired, and JuggutfeaJj in the Prefcncc of the Witnefs, 
and he thinks of Mr. ScraftoMt prefented him, from the 
Nabob, with the Jaghire. 

I'hc Witnefs did not recolleft who was prefent at this 
Converfation, nor did he take any Notes of it at the Time : 
—No Engbjh were prefent except himfelf ; the Conver- 
fation was in the Moorijb Language, which he thought 
he underwood fufticient for molt Converfations.— He 
further faid. He did not acquaint any Perfon, by Letter 
or otherwife, about that Time, nor docs he know of 
any Notification given to the Company of this Grant. 

Being afkcd, Whether the Quit Rent, granted by this 
Jaghire, was not payable by the Company ? he laid, It 
was payable by the Company to the Nabob, and he did 
not know how it was paid after the Grant. — He funher 
faid. That he had frequently mentioned this Converfation 
with the Nabob fince he came to Englandy and undoubt- 
edly did the lame in India ; it wa>) a public Afl, and he 
believed was given to Mr. Haftings to tranllace into 
EngUJh :-^Thc Amount of the Jaghire was reckoned 
about 30,000 a Year; that he had never any In- 
ftruAiofis from Lord C//ve, or any other in his Name, 
direibly or indiredtly, to apply for this Jaghire, nor did 
he ever hear, till of late, that Lord Clive ever made 
Application to the Nabob for this Jaghire ; he faid, at 
the fame Time, he mult undoubtedly have read Lord 
C/tw's Letter to the Proprietors upon that Subject. 

Being alked, Wliether he conceived the Inftrument 
deliver^ by Juggutfeat to Lord Clive to be the Dewan’s 
Sunnud, or an Order from the Nabob to the Company 
to pay the Quit Rent ? he faid, Whether it was one or 
the other he could not anfwer ; that he only faw it io- 
cloied in a Silken Bag, and it was not opened at the 
I'imc it was prefened to Colonel Ciivty and he never 
faw it opened. 

Fur further Letters and Papers relating to the 
above Tranfaftions, Your Committee refer to 
the Appendix, N* 7. 

Lord Clive^ in Evidence to the fame Point, informed 
Your Committee, that the firft Letter he ever wrote 
about a Jaghire, was, to the beft of his Remembrance, 
on the 31ft of January 1759, to Juggutfeat, informing 
him tliat the Nabob had made him an Omrah without a 
Jaghire ; in Anfwer to which, he replied, that the Na- 
bob never granted Jaghircs in Bengal ; that Orixa was 
too poor, but that he might have one in Baljor ; and 
his Lordlhip declared, upon his Honour, that be 
never applied for any Jaghire, dirctily or indiredty, 
after that Period ; and that when the Nabob prefenn^ 
him the Jaghire (which was near Six Months after- 
wards) he did not know what that Jaghire was, had not 
till leaft Idea of the Amount of it, nor of its being the 
Qua Rent upon the Company’s I.ands *, and that He did 
believe the Nabob gave him that J^ire in Conlcquence 
of the Services he had rendered him, which have been 
ftated by Mr. Sykes. 

That having looked upon the Nabob’s Anfwer as an 
evafivc one ; and that he was not inclined to comply 
widi his Requeft, he never wrote or thou^t more upon 
the Subjeft, until he received a fecond Letter from 
Juggutfeat, in Anfwer to his firft, after the Succels 
againft the King’s Son, mentioning that the Nabob had 
turned the T hing in his Mind, and was willing to grant 
him a Jaghire in Bengal ; but the Nature of it, where or 
what Value it was to be, he was tntirely ignorant of till 
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the Patent explained it \ JuggKtfiat was a Banker^ 
end a Man ot great Influence and Weight with the 
Nabob. 

Your Committee here read a Letter from the Seats 
to Lord received s^June 1759* which is 
annexed 4 n the Appendix, N° 8. 

Mis Lordlhip being afked. Whether he received the 
Benefit of the Jaghire from the Time it was granted ? 
he iaid. He had received it from Ju^ 1759 to this 
Day. 

Being further aiked. Whether Application was not 
made to the Nabob After for a Grant of Lands, 

to the Northward of Calcutta^ to the Amount of 
£. i2,ooo a Year for the Behalf of the Company, and 
that the Nabob refufed this Grant till the Company 
complied with his Requefl, to lend him Two Lack of 
Rupees, and that the Company were^alfo obliged ^o 
make Prefents to feveral of the principal Oflicers about 
him ? he faid. It was fo % and lie believed that Tranfac- 
tion was not above Six, Eight, or Ten, Months after 
the Battle of PlaJ^, 

Being further a(ked. If he knew that After yaffier^ 
about the Time of granting the Jaghire, was furrounded 
by his Troops, who had mutinied, bccaufe he could 
not pay them i he faid, He certainly knew it. — That 
tlie Matter of Fadt was, there were great Arrears due 
to the Army by Serajab Dowla, as well as by Meer 
yaffier^ amounting to Three or Four Millions Sterling j 
that it is the Cuftom of that Country never to pay 
the Army a Fourth Part of what is promifed them, 
and it is only in Time of Dilhefs they can get paid at 
all, and for that Reafon the Troops always Ixrhave^ 
lb iU. 

Being aiked. Whether he recolledled that, before 
the Grant of the Jaghire, the Nabob's Jewels, Goods, 
and Furniture, were publicly fold in order to make 
good the Money he had agreed by Treaty to pay the 
Company ? be faid, He nad been informed, that tlie 
Nabob’s Jewels amounted to near a Million Sterling *, 
about £. 50,000 worth of the worft of them were lent to 
CaUuUOt and fold there as PartH>f the Treaty Money*, 
that feme Goods were alfo to be fold, but the Parties 
differing as to the .Value, the Nabob took the Goods 
back i^ain, and paid for them in Money. 

Being aiked, Whether the Nabob had not granted 
'Aflignments upon his Revenues, particularly the Re- 
venues of Burdwaa^ for Payment of the Money to the 
Company, and to the Scled; Committee, as fettled by 
the Treaty ? he laid. The Nabob made Aflignments of 
Lands for fulfilling all the Articles of the Treaty, and 
dUb for the Commrttce Money, and that there were other 
Lands alfigned likewife in the Nature of a Mortgage. 

His Lordlhip being aiked, On wliofe Application he 
waa made an Omr^ ? he faid. At After Jafier's *, but 
he applied to After Jaffitr to make the Application to 
the Mogul. 

Some Days after this Evidence was given, Lord 
Cfivt acc^uaimed the Committee, That upon 
Rccollcftion he finds he was miftaken in the 
Anfwer he made to the above Queftion, and his 
Anfwcr to it now is, ** By Meer to the 

** Mogul, and without any Application on his 
Lordlhip’s Part.” 

Loid C/iw, in further Explanation of the Evidence 
oft^ir Eyre Coote^ ftated in a former Part of the Re- 
port, went on to relate, that on the aad June 1757, 
m the Evening, the Army crofled the River, and 
marched all Night, amidft inceffant Rains, until they 
reached Plaj^ Grvots and early in the Morning the 
Army of Strajab Vmk attacked them in that Situation. 
-*-That as the Defeription of the Battle had been already 
given in Part by Sir Eyre Ceott^ he Ihould only obferva^ 
t h fl r its being attended with fo little Bloodlhed, arole 
from Two Caufcs : Firft, The Army was Iheltercd 
by fo high a Bank, that the heavy Artillery of the 
Rnemy could not pofllbly do them much Mifchief ; 


the other was, That Serajab Dewla had not Confidence 
in his Army, nor his Army any Confidence in him, 
and therefore they did not do their Duty upon that 
Occafion.— His Lordlhip proceeded to relate, that 
after the Army was routed, Serajab Dewta^ for the 
Sake of Expedition, fled to the City upon an Elc- 
phan^ which he reached that Night, Thirty Miles from 
the Field of Battle. — That the Troops purfued the 
routed Army about Nine Miles, to a Place called 
Doudpaur } and in the Evening Meer Jaffier fent him 
Word, that he, and nviny more of the great Officers, 
and a very confiderable Part of the Army, were in 
Expeftation of his Orders. — That he fent M^fTrs. fFatts 
and Scrafton to wait upon him ; .nnd he came to him 
the next Morning, accompanied by his Son, made 
many Apologies to him tor the Non-pfrtormance of his 
Agreement to join him, £hd faid. His Fate was in his 
Hands. That he a.iured Meer Jaffier that the Engltjb 
would moft religioufly '‘perform their Treaty, and ad- 
vifed him to purfue Serajab Donola without l>elay, and 
he would follow with the Engl^ Army. That when 
Serajab Do^vla arrived at the City, his Palace was full 
of Trealurc *, but with all that I'reafure, he could not 
purchafe the Confidence of his Army *, he was employed 
in lavilhing cc ficlcrable Sums among hia I'roops, 
to engage them to anotiiei liattlf, but to no Purpofe.— 
About Twelve at Night the faulN.- ■? was brought 
him of Meer J<ffitr'% Arrival at the Citj', tloi'cly fol- 
lowed by the Envlijh Army j he then in Delj^rir g > vc up 
all for loft, and made his Efcape out of one of the 
Palace Windows, witli only Two or Three Attendar rs, 
and took Refuge in the Fackier’s Houfc, as mentioned 
in a former Part of this Evidence. 

That the EngUffi Army having encamped within 
about Six Miles of Muxaitetiad ^ his Lordlhip fent 
Meflrs. Watts and Waljh to congratulate Mrer Jaffier 
upon his Succefs, and to know the Time when he 
Ihould enter the City *, in Confcqucnce of which, the 
Day was fixed upon, and he entered the City at tlie 
Head of 200 Europeans and 500 That the In- 

habitants, who were Spe(ft.itors upon that Occafion, 
muft have amounted to fomc hundred Thoufands $ and 
if they had had an Inclination to have deftroyed the 
Europeans^ they might have done it with Sticks and 
Stones. On that Day, continued his Lordlhip, being 
under no Kind of Rcftraint, but that of my own Con- 
fcience, I might have become too ric/i for a Subjeft % 
but I had fixed upon that Period to accomplilh att 
my Views whatever, and from that Period to this 
Hour, which is a Space of Fifteen Years, I have not 
benefited myfelf direftly or indircdlly the Value of One 
Shilling, the Jaghire excepted ■, 1 have been placed in 
great and eminent Stations, furrounded with Tempta- 
tions i the Civil and Milit.iry Power were united in me ; 
3 Circumftance which has never happened to any other 
Man before that Time, or fince : The Committee will 
therefore judge whether 1 have been moderate or immo- 
derate in the Purfuit of Riches. 

Lord CBve went on to relate that a few Days after 
his Arrival at the City, Meer Jaffier was placed on the 
Mufnet, and proclaimed Nabob of Betgaly Babar^ and 
Orwf/f, and a Day was then fixed upon to confider the 
State of the Nabob's Treafurcs, and to fee how far 
he could comply with the Treaty immediately v and 
that after that State was known, this Matter was left 
to be decided by the Seats^ Two Men of iamienfe 
Wealth, and great Influence, and it was agreed that 
Half Ihould m paid down, and the other Half in 
Three Years. — Inat at this Meeting wasOanVi^d; 
and when the real Treaty came to be read, the Indigna- 
tion and Refentmenc cxjpreftcd in tliac Man’s Counte- 
nance bars all Defeription.— He faid, ** This cannot 
“ be the Treaty, it was a red Treaty that I faw," — 
That his Lordlhip replied, ** Yes, Omiebuad, but this 

is a white Treaty.” — That this important Bufinefs 
being accomplilhed, he returned to Calcutta with the 

Army, 
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Army, anti tlie Nabob foon began to feel his own 
Gicatnefs, and manifefted evident Defigns of fhaking 
off .ill DcpciulciK c u]ion the and of evading 

the fulfilling the rell of the I'rcaty. That he difmitTcd 
from his Service thole great Men wlio had been the In- 
Itruments of his tJrc.itnefs, and he put to Death the 
only Brother of Serajeh Doivla. —That as foon as the 
Rains were over, he rotjk the field without the Com- 
pany’s AfTiftance to qualh Three Rebellions-, but when 
lie came ferioufly to ronlitler of his Situation, he thought 
profier to call upon the EitgUJb for their Afliftance ; and 
that the Witncis marched immediately to join him. — 
'I'll at at the City he had a Meeting with the difeon- 
tftiteJ CJiiefs, when he engaged to proted them in their 
ferions, and to ufe his Influence to get them reftored 
to f .ivour. That this was eafily accomplifhed, and he 
then infiftcd that lie flinulJ immediately pay down 
that Part of the Treaty Money, which was then due, 
and that he llioiild allign over Lands fufficient in Mort- 
gage to IcLure the rell. I'hat no Difficulty was found 
in I'ubdiiing all his Enemies, except Ramnarraint who 
was the Nabob of Babar, and at the Head of a great 
Army, and would not acknowlege Meer Jajfier with- 
out the Knglijh Security which being given, and a 
Promill* made, that he fhould remain in his Govern- 
ment, lie came to the Nabob, and paid his Obedience. 
That the Country being now juft fittled, he returned 
to Calcutta^ with an Intention to embark for the Car~ 
naticb, and taking the f irft honourable Opportunity of 
returning to his native Coufitry } but in the Interim the 
Sliips arrived from Etirnpe, wliith brought out the 
veiy ftrange Appointment of Pour Governors, which 
\v.-is called a Rotation Government, becaufe one Gover- 
mr was only to be .as fuch for Three Months.— lie 
had not the Honour to be appointed one of thofc Go- 
vernors. — Upon which, tlic Gentleman who had that 
Honour, as well as the reft of the Council, fent him 
the following Letter. 

SIR, 

Our nioft fcriou.s Attention has been devoted to the 
Commands of our honourable Employers per Hardwick^ 
naming a Rotation of Governors for the future Ma- 
nagement of their Affairs at this Settlement, and hav- 
ing duly weighed the Nature of this Regulation, with 
all its attending Circumftances, a fincerc Convi 61 ion of 
its being, in our prefent Situation and Circumftances, 
repugnant to the true Inrereft of our honourable Maf- 
ters, and the Welfare of the Settlement in general, 
obliges us (though with the iitmoft Refpeft and De- 
ference) to believe, that had our Employers been ap- 
prized of the prefent State of their Affairs in this 
Kingdom, they would have placed the Prefidcntftiip in 
fome one Perfon, as the clcareft and eafieft Method of 
conducting their Concerns, as well as preferving and 
maintaining the Weight and Influence the late happy 
Revolution has given us, with the Soubah of thefe 
Provinces, on which Influence, at the prefent Period, 
the Intereft and Welfare of the Company depends in 
the higheft Degree at this Settlement. The Difficulties 
we may be liable to by a Rotation in the executive 
Part of Government, with its Confcquenccs, arc fuffi- 
ciently obvious in our prefent State of Affairs j we will 
however mention only a few Points. The Treaty with 
the Nabob not perfefted in all its Branches, the Pof- 
fcffions of the Lands incomplete, the Settlement in no 
Pofture of Defence, the French confiderably reinforced 
with Military and a Fleet, their Defigns with refpedt 
to Bengal hiAerto unknown, and the Impoffibility of 
imprehing a proper Idea of this divided Power in the 
Minds of the Soubah and others, of this Kingdom, 
who have, at all l imes, been accuftomed to the Go- 
vernment of a fingk Perfon ; a little Refleftion will 
introduce many more, and clearly evince the Ncccffiry 
of this Addrefs. 

The GentJernen nominated Governors in the honour.v 


blc Company’s Commands per Hardwick^ have the h^- 
eft Senfe of Gratitude for the Honour conferred on 
them by our Employers in their Appointment, but deem 
ihemfclvcs in Duty bound at this Jundfure of Affairs to 
wave all perfonal Honours and Advantages, and de- 
clare as their Sentiments, That a Rotation in the exe- 
cutive Part of Government, for the foregoing Reafons, 
would be extremely prejudicial to the real Intereft of 
the Company ; in which Opinion we unanimoufly con- 
cur, and judge it for the Welfare of our honourable 
Employers, and of the Settlement in general, to deviate 
in this Inftance from the Commands of our honourable 
Mailers, and fix the Prefidcntlhip in a fingle Perfon, till 
we hear further from Europe. 

Your being named as Head of the General Committee 
(in the Letter of the 3d of Juguft laft) eftablilhing ac 
that Time, for condufting the Company’s Affairs in 
BengaU your eminent Services, Abilities, and Merit, 
together with?yOur fuperior Weight and Influence with 
the prefent Soubah and his Officers, are Motives which 
have great Force with us on this Occafion, and all con- 
cur in pointing out you, at the prdent, bert able to 
render our honourable P'mploycrs neceffary Service at 
this Junfturc, till they ihail make their further Pleafure 
known by the Appointment of a Prefidcnt for their Af- 
fairs here. 

Thefe Reafons urge us to make you an Offer of being 
Prefidcnt of the Company’s Affairs in Bengal^ till a Per- 
fon is appointed by the honourable Company ; and we 
flatter ourfdves you will be induced to accept of our 
Offer from your wonted Regard to the Intereft of our 
ft<mourabIe Employers, and Zeal for the Welfare of 
their AflTairs, which we doubt not you are as well as 
ourfelvcs convinced, will be much prejudiced by a Ro- 
tation in the executive Part of Government.

Lord CUve faid, He did not hefitate one Moment to 
accept of this Requeft ; and foon after he received his 
Appointment from the Court of Direftors thcmfclvcs, 
in Confequence of the Succefs at P/aJj^. That foon 
after this Appointment, he took into the moft ferious 
Confideration the Situation of Affairs upon the Coaft 
of Coromandel : Mr. Lally was arrived with fuch a Force 
as threatened not only the Deftniftion of all the Settle- 
ments there, but of all the Eaji India Company’s Pof- - 
feffions, and nothing faved Madrafs from fiiaring the 
Fate of Fort St. David, at that Time, but their Want of 
Money, which gave Time for ftrengthening and rein- 
forcing the Place. That however at laft Madrafs was 
befieged, and no Words that he can command can do 
Juftice to the gallant Behaviour of Lord Pigot, General 
Lawrence, Colonel Draper, General Caillaud, Major 
That he thought it was his Duty to con- 
tribute hxs Mite towards the Deftniftion of the French, 
and therefore he projected the Scheme of depriving the 
French of the Northern Sircars (whole Revenues were 
computed to Amount to 400,000 a Year) contrary to 
the inclinations of his whole Council.— That this Expe- 
dition fucceeded completely, for the French were totally 
driven out bv Colonel Ford, with the Company’s Troops, 
whofe Condufl and Gallantry upon that Occafion was 
equal, if not fuperior, to any Thing that had happened 
during the whole Courie of the War.— -That in the 
mean Time he was called up the Country with tho 
remaining Part of the Forces left behind, to raife the 
Siege of Patna, which was befieged by the King's 

Son.—

Son.— The Siege being raifed, ahd the King’s Son be- 
ing drove out -cf the Country, Ite returned to his Go- 
venunent in C^tutta^ where he had been but a very 
ihort Tithe before he received Irttciligcnce that the 
Vuteb were forming a great Armament froth Batavia.— 

It was thought to be deftined for Bengal •, and it was re- 
ported that the Nabob had given them Encouragement 
to come there-, that in the Month of Auguft 1759, a 
Duttb Ship arrived in the River full of Troops, which 
Circutnftance brought Matters to a Certainty. And 
here his Lordfiiip obferved will Be fecn the Ufeof the 
double Government for foon after arrived Si)t other 
Dutch Ships, having on Board in all 700 Europeant^ 
and 800 Malleus.— H\i Lordftiip laid. He was fenliblc 
how very critical his Situation was at that Time \ that 
he rifked his Life and Fortune in taking upon himlMf 
to commence Hoftilitics againft a Nation, with whom 
we were at Peace ; but that he knew the Fate of Ben- 
gal and of the Company depended upon ic^ and there- 
' fore he ran that Ki(k •, that he called upon the Nabob 
to fulfil his Agreement, and to order the Dutch to 
kavc the River, and if they did not comply with his 
Orders, he refolvcd under his Sanftion to attack them : 
The Seven Ships came within a few Miles of Calcuttai 
and then landed near 700 Europeans^ and 800 Malleysi. 
that he ordered that gallant Officer Colonel Ford^ who 
was returned from the Expedition of the Decan^ to 
intercept them in their March to Cbinfwra (the Dutch 
Fadory) which he did fo cffcftually &at of their yob 
Europeans not above 14 got to Chinfura^ the reft were 
either killed, or taken Prifoners this he did with a 
Force of 300 Men, 800 Sepoys^ and about 1 50 of the 
Nabob’s Cavaliy j that he ordered at the fame Time 
Three EngUfl) Eafi-Indiamen, fitted out and manned 
for the Purpofc, under the Command of Captain fF/ 7 - 
/ont to attack the Seven Dutch Eaft-Indiamen } and after 
an Engagement of Two Hours, they took Six of them, 
and the Seventh was intercepted by Two of our Ships 
that laid lower down in the River, and that they took 
Three Times the Number of Men that our Ships con- 
tained.— That after this, Two Treaties were concluded, 

' the one between the Englijb Eajl India Company, and 
the Dutch EaJl India Company % where they agreed to 
pay to the Eajl India Company all the Expcnccs of that 
War : With the Nabob they made the other Treaty, 
by which they agreed never to introduce Forces into his 
Country without his Content, and that they would 
never keep at Chinfura^ and all their other Settlements 
together, more than 125 European So\di\cn. The Wit- 
nefs obferved, that at this d'ime by much the greateft 
Part of his Fortune was in the Hands of the Dutch j 
the Company’s Treafury was fo full, in Confcqucncc of 
his Succefies, that the Governor and Council declined 
iving their Servants any Bills in their Favour, and 
e was reduced to the Ncccflity of fending his Fortune 
home by Bills upon the Dutch ; that thefe Bills were 
made payable by Inflallmcnts, One Third Part every 
Year, fo that he was morally certain that Two Thirds 
of the Sum fent, which to the beft of his Remembrance 
was about £. 1 80,000, would remain in the Hands of 
the Duteb^ when they heard the News of their ill Suc- 
cefs in Bengal ; but the Dutch Company refufmg to ac- 
cept of thole Bills in the Manner drawn, and infilling 
upon a Deduftion of near 15,000, for prompt Pay-* 
ment, or clfe refilling to pay them at all; his Attornics 
thought proper, confidcring the critical Situation of the 
Two Nations at that Time, to accept Payment upon 
thofe Terms ; his Lordlhip laid. That, this Dcfign of 
the Dutch being fruftrated, he rcfigned his Government 
to Mr. Hckvellt embarked on board a Ship in February 
1760, and arrived in England in July. 

His Lordlliip then read to the Committee the follow- 
ing Minutes of the Eetfl India Company.

R^ohedy That the Thanks of this General Court be 
given to Lieutenant Co\onc\ > Robert ClivCy for his emi- 
nent and fignal Services to this Company. 

At a General Court, held on Wednejdc^y September 2+ 
1760, the Chairman from the Court of Direftors in- 
formed this Court, That I'uch important Services had 
been rendered to the Company in the Eafr Indies by 
Vice Admiral Focoeky and the Colonels Give aiiJ Lavj- 
renccy as appears from the Accounts formerly laid 
fore this Court; and lately received, to demaiKl lo' .e 
further Marks of the Court’s Senfe thereof, than had 
been already exprclTcd, and moving the Court there- 
upon, it was, on the Queftion, 

Re/ohedy unanimoufly, That the Thanks of this 
Court be given to Vice Admiral Pococky Colonel Robert 
ClivCy and Colonel Stringer Lawrenccy for their many 
eminent and fignal Services to this Company. 

And another Motion being made 

Orderedy That the Chairman and Deputy Chairman 
wait upon thofe Gentlemen, and acquaint them with 
this Mark of this Court’s great Regard for their Ser- 
vices. 

And another being made, it was, on the Qucflion, 

Refolvedy unanimoufly, That the Chairman and De- 
puty, wlien they wait upon Vice Admiral Pococky 
Colonel CItvc, and Colonel Lavtrence, will defire thole 
Gentlemen to give their Confent that their Portraits or 
Statues be taken, in order to be placed in fomc confoi- 
cuous Parts of this Houle, that their eminent and fig- 
nal Services to this Company may be ever had in Re- 
membrance. 

His Lordlhip likewife read the following LettW : 

To Robert Clivcy Efquire. 

SIR, 

\Vc have received your fcvcral Letters of the 
24th, 25th, and 26th Inftant, and with great Pleafurc- 
oblcrvc and congratulate you on the rapid Succefs rheie- 
in mentioned. — J’he Revolution effefted by your gal- 
lant Conduct, and the Bravery of the Officers and 
Soldiers under you, is of extraordinary Importance, 
not only to the Company but to the Britijh Nation in 
general i that we think it incumbent to return you and 
your Officers our finccre Thanks on Behalf of his Bri- 
tannic Majefty, and the Eajl India Conqiany, for your 
Behaviour on this critical and important Occafion. 

Although in your laft Letter Jafficr Ally Khan is ftiled 
Nabob, yet wc have not ventured on that Authority to 
make any public Rejoicings for him, as Subah of ihcle 
Provinces j we Ihould be glad therefore to be informed 
in your next Letter, if he has been proclaimed in 
Form, and is in Pofleliion of the Government. This 
will very much add to our Satisfaftion, and give us a

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His LordHiip being alked» Whether, from a Review 
of all the IVanfadlions of the Period when the Dutch 
Armament came to Benial in 1759, he believes they 
were invited by Meer J^er^ or not ? 

He faid. He had no Proof for what he was going 
to offer to the Committee, but tliat he believed, when 
from political Motive!., he found himfelf obliged to 
lay the Nabob under Rcllraints, which were by no 
Means agreeable to him, that he did by feme Means 
or other, give Encouragement to the Dutcht to lend 
for tliofe Eorccs •, but he believed at the fame Time, 
that after the Services which he had rendered him, by 
raifing the Siege of Pa/wa, and when his Life was faved 
from the Mutiny of his own Army, that he repented 
of what he had done, for he was down with him at 
Calcutta, to the beft of hii Remembrance, at the Time 
the Dutch Armament arrived, and feemed very ready to 
fall into every Mcafure which he recommended -, that 
however, from his timid Conduit towaids the Dutih, 
even at that I'imc, he was confirmed in his Sufpicions of 
his having given the Dutch iornt fuch Invitation. 

Some Days after this Evidence was given. Lord 
Clive acquainted the Committee, That hav- 
ing rccollcfted an Omiflion in his Evidence ; 
he dcfircd the following Words to be inferted 
after his Account of the Tranfaition with 
the Dutch 

“ After thcfe Two Treaties were concluded. One 
“ between the Englijb Eaft India Company, 
** and the Dutch Eaji India Company, wherein 
“ the Dutch acknowlcgtd themfelves to have 
** been the Aggreffors, and agreed to pay to the 
” Englijh Company all the Expenccs of the 
War ; We returned to them all their Ships, 
“ together with all the I'reai'ure and Effeifs on 
** Board, amounting by Computation to about 
Half a Million Sterling.** 

Being further queftioned. Whether, from any fubfe- 
quent Negociations of the Dutch EaJl India Com- 
pany, his I.ord{hip was confirmed in the Opinion of 
Meer Jaffiet^s having encouraged them to come to 
Bengal ^ 

He faid. He did believe the Nabob had invited 
the Dutch from this Circumftance j that upon his Re- 
turn to his Capital, he either paid them a Vjilt, or re- 
ceived a Vifit from them, and treated them with fuch 
Civility as ferved to confirm his Sufpicions ; that there is 
Rcafon to believe that he connived at their raifing 
Troops in the Country •, and when he was taxed with it, 
he pleaded Ignorance. 

^ing afked. Whether the Nabob’s Cavalry had 
any Share in the Adlion with the Dutch f 

He faid, They had in the Purfuit, and killed a great 
many Men. 

Whether the European Troops in the Dutch Savice 
arc Dutchmen ? 

They are not; generally fpeaking they are Germans-, 
their Officers were both French and Dutch ; their Com- 
manding Officer was a Frenchman. 

Being afked. Whether, when he went to ratfethe 
Siege, he had any Intercourfe with the Nabob? • • 

Pie faid. Certainly r his Son joined him with 8,000 
Men ; and he thinks it was about Fehruary or March 
* 759 - 

Your Committee haring clofcd the Evidence upon 
the hiftorical Part ot the Firft Period of tneir 
Enquiry ; in the Opening of the Examination 
into the Second Period, read the Papers, which 
are annexed in the Appendix, N" 9. 

Your Committee then called upon Colonel Calliaud, 
to give an Account of what he knew of the Tranfaftions 
preceding the Revolution in 1760, and what induc- 
ed him to conlott to that Revolution. And lie in- 
formed the Committee, That he was called to Bengal 
in November 1759, to take the Command of the Troops 
in tlie Room of Lord Clive, who intended to return to 


Europe eariy the next Seafon ; that he arrived -Twd 
Days after the Affair of the DiUfb, and upon his en* 
quiring the State of Affairs of that Country at that 
Time, was informed, that the Prince (called the 
Shauzaddo) was again preparing to enter the Province 
of Babar, with a large Army, and joined bv feveral 
Zemindars of that Province, who had not taken Part 
with him the Year before.— That the Nabob of Pumea 
had taken the Field on the Eaftcrn Bank of the Ganges 
about half Way between Patna and MuxadaVad, and 
his Motives for fo. doing were thought to be an In- 
clination of wining the Prince, if a favourable Oppor- 
tunity offered. — Lord Clive judged it therefore exfwdi- 
ent that he Ihould march with a Detachment to Muxf 
davad, there to wait his Arrival, and Jiis Orders.— That 
he fet out from Calcutta in December, with the Detach- 
ment of 300 Europeans, 50 Artillery, 6 Pieces of 
Cannon, and a Battalion of &epoys, confining of about 
1000 Men, and arrived at Muxadavad about the 
aGth of December . that on the 6th of 'January, 
I.iord Chvt and Colonel Fo/d joined him. — That Lord 
Clive ilien introduced him to the Nabob, recommended 
him to his Fncndlhip, and defired he would repofe all 
the Confidence pofiiblc in the Witnefs, who was well in- 
clined and aitaclied to his Intereft. — That on the 14th 
of January, Lord Clive and Colonel Ford fet out upon 
their Return ; and on the i8t!\ he began his March to 
Patna, joined by the Nabob’s Son, at the Head of i 
large Number of Country Forces.— There was a great 
many Difikulties in fetting out the Expedition*, the 
low State ot the Nabob’s "1 rcafury obliged him to bor* 
row Money, as he could pet it from t''e Bankers, by 
mortgaging Countiics for it. I'hat ab'.ut the goth of 
January he reached a Place, opiiofiti* to which the Na- 
bob of Pumea was encamped. — He had not declared his 
Intentions openly ; but (aid, he was ready and willing 
to obey the Nabob’s Orders m evtry Thing, to pay aU 
the Revenues that were due, and to prove himfelf a 
faithful Subjeft and Servant — It was neerfiary to get 
more than thele general Affurances fri^m lum ; ne was at 
the Hcadot a large body of 'I'roops ; ari l as rhe Affairs 
of Patna y/ert then fituated, it was dangeruu'. to leave 
fuch a Force in his Rear, without kno-^ing whether 
he could trull them. — ^That he cndeavoui ed to fettle 
Matters between him and the Nabob as well as 
he could *, he would accept of no Mediation but 
his ; lie would not fee the young Nabob, but took his 
Security, that if he faithfully dilbharged all the De- 
mands the old Nabob had on him for Revenues due, 
that he would endeavour to get the Nabob’s Confent 
that he fliould reman in his Command. — That this kept 
him Seven D.iys *, and at this T ime the Prince was 
drawing near Patna -, the Subah of that Province (by 
Name Ramnarrain) had a confidcrable Army under 
his Command, befidcs a Battalion of bur Sepeys, that 
was left in Garifon at Patna by Lord Clive, who 
joined him upon that Occafion, and he marched out of 
the City wim thcfe Forces. — That the Witnefs ‘re- 
peatedly wrote to him, and preffed him not to come to 
an Aftion, but to wait his Arrival, and had no Doubt 
then of Succefs againll the Prince. —That however 
he chofe to follow his own Advice ; he eng;aged the 
Prince; Two of his principal Jamautdars deierted him 
during the Ablion ; he was totally defeated and feverely 
wounded. — 400 of our Sepoys marched to his Affill- 
ance, when he was furrounded by the Enemy, faved 
him, and were cut to Pieces themfelves, with Tlirce 
European Gentlemen, Two Officers, and One Gentle- 
man a Volunteer.— That the Remainder of the Batta- 
lion fccurcd his Retreat into Patna, whicli the Sbauzad^ 
da immediately invefted.— That he received the News 
of his Defeat the tith of Fehruary, and marched wth 
all the Expedition in his Power, fuch as obliged h m on 
the 15th to raife the Svtga of Patna -, and on the zad 
the Two Armies met and engaged; the Detail of rhe 
Action is very uninterelling : That the young Nabob fol-

In tot the Engagqnent was bvcr» the young Nabob 
letined to his Tent, on Account of the Wounds he 
to reaivcd.--That the Witnefs tequefted and cmi- 
jured him to give him ever fo fmall a Body of Cavalry, 
and with his Europeans and Sepoys^ fatigued as they 
Were, he would do liis beft to puriuc the Enemy; and 
cfear the Country of them; tlut he was deaf to all 
his Entreaties— and his Means of Purfuit, with the 
Handful of Troops he was at the Head of, fatigtkd be- 
yond Meafure with the forced Marches he had made to 
raife the Siege, .put it quite out of his Power ; befides 
out of the Six Pieces of Cannon which he had in the 
Field, Four broke down during the. Engagement, and 
fome Time was necclTai-y to put thofc Carriages in 
Repair — That at length he peri'uaded the Nabob to 
leave the City of Patna on the a9th of Fehruary^ and 
on the ad of March he received Advice that the 
Sbauzadda (the Prince) was in full March for the Pro- 
vince of Bengal . — That he had the Advantage of a 
Day’s March of our Army, with an Army compofed 
almoft entirely of Cavalry, unincumbered with Bag- 
sage. — That on the 7 th he got within 10 Miles of 
Kim ; he marched off in the Night, and took his' Way 
iKro& the Mountains* to enter the Province of Bengal 
in another Part ; a Road through which no Army be- 
fore had ever marched ; but through which however 
the Witnefs made a Shift to follow him, and on the 
4th of April joined the old Nabob, who was in the 
Field. — That on the 6th, with their united Armies, 
they got lb near the Prince, that he propofed to theNa- 
Ibob that he would give him a Body of Cavalry, and 
ibme fpare Hories to aflilt him in carrying the Euro- 
peansy who were exhaufted and fpeiit with Fadgue, 
and he would attack the Prince in his Camp that 
Night: This he would not comply with, and the 
next Day he came up however with the Rear of ihcir 
Army, a River only dividing them ; that he again lent 
repeated Meflages to the Nabob, to beg he would only 
inarch a Body of Cavalry, to keep the Enemy in play, 
until he could come up with his Infantry ; but this 
he would never confent to, and the Enemy marched oif 
unmolelled ; and in Two Days after took the fame Road 
into the Province of Bahar : That afraid for the Safety 
of PatnOf which he knew was delUtutc of T'roops, he 
detached Captain KnoXt with 200 Europeanst a Battalion 
of Sepoysy and Two Pieces of Cannon, to march with 
all the Expedition be poflibly could for the Relief of 
Patna., if the Prince fhould befiege it : He came in 
Time to fave the City ; on Which tlie Prince had made 
Two general Aflaults, and was preparing for a Third, 
when Captain Kmx arrived with Ibmc Parc of his De- 
tachment, and obliged him to raife the Siege a Second 
Time.— That he remained in Camp with the old Nabob, 
and his Son, until , the 16th of Afoy, when again he 
marched with his Son againd the Nabob of Purneoy 
whom the old Nabob had endeavoured to bring back 
to his Duty, but which the other refufed, and would 
comply with none of his Terms, broke his Promife 
with the \\ itnefs, and was fetting out with an Inten- 
tion of joining the Prince. — On the aid he agaui 
reached Patna^ and crofTed the River there ; but be- 
fore that happened, Captain A»ex, whom he had order- 
ed to march from Patna crofs the River, and en- 
deavour to ftop the Progrcl's of the Nabob of Pumea, 
fo that we might get up with him, betaken a ftrong 
and judicious Pod, and was aitackeo^y the Nabob’s 
whole Army, and maintained his Pod with great Bra- 
very. — That they joined in Purfuit of the Enemy, who 
was retreating as fad as they could. On the 27th he 
came up with them ; the young Nabob with his Army 
in the Rear Two Miles ; the Cannonading began be- 
tween the Two Armies; he foon fcized their Cannon, 


diflodged t^em from all their Pods, and would have ob- 
tained a fcomplete, Yiftory,tf Foot could have overtaken 
Cavalry, of which Ws Army was chiefly compofed 4 
that he had none of his own, and the Nabob would 
not fend him One Horieman : That they continued 
purfuing tlic Nabob of Par»M, until tlie jd of 'Jufy ; 
they werd to have continued their Maich next Day, 
when between One and Two o’Clock in the Morning 
Mr. Lujbington came into his Tent with a Harcarra 
(or Meflenger) and told him the young Nabob was 
dead ; that it would br diiHcuIc to exprefs his .Surprife, 
which was followed by his Enquiries, to know how this 
Accident had hapjscned, which he was told was by a 
Flafli of Lightning, as he lay on his Bed : In a few Mi- 
nutes after, his Duan (or Prime Minider) came to the 
Witnefs in the greatefl; Didrefs, alTuring him that if 
fomething was not immediately done, the Confcquence 
would be, the Plunder of the Camp, and the Nalwb’s 
Troops marching off wherever they thought proper : 
There was no Way to prevent this Accident, and the 
Conrufion which mud follow, but to endeavour to 1 .*cp 
his Death a Secret from his Army, that we mi -M s ain 
Time to bring over fome of the Jainautda'- ot the 
greated Conlequcnce, and attach them to our inrered : 
That they fent for One or T wo ot thoie he thought 
he could moll confide in, told them the Story, and re- 
queded them, as a Mark of the Regard they hail for 
their old Mader, to continue raithful in the Service 
of the old Nabob, and to bring over, by Degrees, as 
many of the other Jamautdars as they could, to this 
way of thinking ; that he, on his Part, would ufc all 
his Endeavours with the old Nabob, that .ill the 
Arn-ars of Pay, and all the jud Demands the^ might 
have, Ihould be fettled to their Sdtisfr.dlion : I'hat we 
then determined, that the Army Ihould march back 
towards ; and give out that tl, young Najob 
was ill ; this was jicrformed in Seven i'avs, and duiing 
this whole Time, except the People who were entruded 
with the Secret, the Army had no rinowlegc of the 
young Nabob’s Death. — The Witnefs laid, This was 
the Narrative of his Campaign ; that foon after liis 
Arrival at Patna, about the 28th or 29rh of Julj, or 
the Beginning of Auguft, he received Advitc of Mr. 
Vanfittart\ Arrival at Calcutta, as Governor. 

Colonel Caillaud then read to the Committee the fol- 
lowing Letter. 

To the honourable J. Z. Hohoell, Ffquirc, Prcfidcnt 
and Governor ot Fort IVilUm. 

Camp at Balkiffen'i Gardens, 
29 May 1 760. 

S I R, 

I am honoured this day with your Favour of the 
24th Indanc. My lad Letters of the 2.|.th, and thofc 
ofYederday of the 28th, contain all 1 can urge in fa- 
vour of our Return to Patna with the young Nabob.-— 
You feem alfo convinced of the Necefllty of it fince 
the Receipt of Mr. An^att*% Letters : 1 Ihall be g’ad to 
find it further confirmed by the Sentiments of tiic Scleid 
Committee. 

I am not Mader enough of the Subjetfl, to know 
how the Company’s invedment of Salt Petre will be 
fo much hurt this Year, and that you fear. Succours 
will arrive too late to prevent fuch Mifcbicf ; but this I 
am very confident of, that if wc do not fend Succours, 
the whole Province may be lod, and many Years In- 
vedments to come. 

1 will endeavour now, Sir, to reply as fully as I can 
to the Subjefl: on v.'hich you defire lo carnedly to know 
my Sentiments^ and hope what J have to fay will fo 
fully fatisfy you, that I need ndt at lead leave the 
Army until the Campaign is quite concluded, as 1 think 
it cannot be done without Prejudice to our Affairs. 

Bad 
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Bad as the Man may be, whole Caufe we now fup- 
porc, 1 cannot be of Opinion, that we can get rid of 
him for a better, without running the Ri(k of much 
greater Inconveniences attending on fuch a Change, 
Stan thofc we now labour under. — I prtfutne, the eftia- 
blilhing Tranquillity in thefe Provinces, would rcftorc 
to us all the Advantages of Trade we could wilh for 
the Profit and Honour of our Employers ; and I think 
we bid fairer to bring that Tranquillity about by our 
prefent Influence over the Subah, and by fupporting 
him, than by any Change which can be made. — No new 
Revolution can take Place without a Certainty of 
Troubles, and a Revolution will certainly be the Con- 
fequcnce whenever We withdraw our Proteftion from 
the Subah.— Wc cannot in Prudence neither, I believe, 
leave this Revolution to Chance; we muft in lame 
Degree be inftrumcntal to bringing it about ; in fuch 
a Calc, it is very poffible we may raife a Man to the 
Dignity juft as unfit to govern, as little to be depended 
upon, and in Ihort as great a Rogue, as our Nabob ; 
but perhaps not fo great a Coward, nor fo great a 
Fool, and of Confequence, much more difficult to 
manage. — As to the Injuftice of fupporting this Man 
on Acc.junt cf hi' Cruelties, OpprelTions, and liis being 
detefted in his Government, 1 fee fo little Chance in 
this blcflcd Country of finding a Man endued with the 
oppolite Virtues, that 1 think wc may put up with thefe 
vices with which we have no Concern, if in other Matters 
we find him fitteft for our Purpofe. 

As to his Breach of his I’reaty, by introducing the 
Dutch laft Year, that was never fo clearly proved, I 
believe, but as to admit of Ibmc Doubt.— Colonel C/fre, 
before he left the Country, feemed fatisfied, that what 
was fufpicious in his Conduit in that Affair, procttded 
not from aitual Guilt,, but from the Timidity of his 
Nature. But if we ttill fufpedt him from further Cir- 
cumltances, wc always liave it in our Power to put it 
to the Tell at once, by making him aft as he ought, 
whether he will or no. 

With regard to drawing our Swords agatnft the 
lawful Prince of the Country, no Man can more pity 
his Misfortunes than I have done, nor would any one 
be more willing and happy to be inftrumental in aflift- 
ing him to recover his jult Right. — But fuch a Plan is 
not the Thought of a Day, nor the Execution of it the 
Work of a few Months ; there is a powerful Party 
ftill remains ; the Vizier with the Mbarattas and Jutes, 
who, notwithftanding the conftant Succefs of Ahdallab 
againft tlicm, Hill ma!;e head againft him, and fuch arc 
their Kefourccs and their Numbers, that I believe 
they will at laft oblige the Patans to leave the Coun- 
try 1 for though they cannot beat them fairly out of 
the Field, they bid fair to ftarve them out of the 
Country. 

You* have no Doubt received Advice from Mr. 
Hayings, that Abdallah hath fent Orders to the fcveral 
Powers, to acknowlege the Prince King of Indoftan, 
by the Name of Shah Allum ; Rupees arc ftruck by his 
Order at Banaras and Lucknow, in that Name ; Orders 
arc alfo given to Sbujah Dewlatt, to accept the Poft 
of Vizier"; and our Nabob hath got, it is laid, Inftruc- 
tions to acknowlege him, and pay him the Obcifance 
due to the King of Kings, as he is rtiled. 

If we were pcrfeftly furc Abdallah would remain, as 
he fays, until he faw the Prince well fixed on the 
Throne, and the Peace and Tranquillity of the Coun- 
try reftored ; wc might, 1 think, all joined together, be a 
Match for liic Mbarattas ; but we muft be well affured, 
that Abdallah will heartily enter, and when entered, will 
firmly iupport the Caufe ; for Ihould this Appointment 
of his be no more (as it is poffible) than a finilhing 
Stroke to end hii Expedition with the Eclat of having 
given us a Mogul, and when a certain, Number of tlic 
dountry Powers had entered into the Alliance, he Ihould 
think of a Return to his own Country, and leave us 


to it out* with the other contending Party, I fear 
thb Vi»er and the Mbarattas would be too ftfohg for 
thofe who femdined of the Alliance,’ fiippofing thejn 10 
be the Ruettahs, and Sujah Dewlatt, and the Nabob of 
Bengal. — ^However, fuppofing all this Ihould take Place, 
why may it not be done with our Nabob ih our Hand, 
ftill his Friends and his Proteftors ? 

I am this Inllcnt favoured with yours of die 25th, 
and I find by your Poftl’cript, that your Opinion «na 
mine, with regard to the Pnnee, do not differ iruch. 

I have ho Objeftion to follow the Plan you propefe. — 
Let Mr. Hejlihgs found the old Nabob, and 1 will go 
to work with the young one, who joins me this 
Day. 

Wc may continue our March on to Patna, the Rains 
will give us T'ime to negotiate, to fee we go on fure 
Grounds, and make fuch a Plan of the Affiance as will 
do us Honcur, and be an Advantage to our Country, 
and our Employers. — But let us not abandon ihe 
Nabob; bcfides the Realbns I have urged above. One 
more ftill remains, which 1 believe will have fomc 
Weigh^ and make us cautious how wc attempt, with- 
out very ftrong and urgent Reafons, any Change in the 
prefent Syftcni. 

■You are well acquainted Sir, with the Caufe which 
firft ^avc Rife to the prefent Sh.irc of lnflupr.ee, which 
we enjoy in this Part of the Mogul’s Empire : A juft 
Uefentment for Injuries received, was the Fi.-ft Motive 
which intluccd us to make a 7 rial of oiii itrcngil; ; the 
Eafe with which we fuccetded cnhigcd our Views, and 
made us chtarfully enibruce all Opportunities of incrcaf- 
ing that Iiitercll and Influence, both on Account of the 
A.dvanugcs which accrued from it to the honourable 
Company, as likewifethe Hopes tJiat it might in Time 
prove a Sou.-cc cf Benefit and Riches to our Country ; 
fuch were, I believe, the Motives of Colonel CV/Vs Ac- 
tions during his Adminill ration ; fuch, I believe, were 
the Views of the honouiable Company, when they foli- 
cited and obtained Colonel C 6 ctc’% Regiment from the 
Government; and fuch, I am ccrt.iin, is the Plan which 
the Colonel propofes on his Return to purfuc and to fup- 
port, in Hopes to convince the Miniftry, and the Com- 
pany, as he IS convinced himfclf, t'lat if they plcafc to 
fupport his Projeft, it will prove of the greateft Ad- 
vantage to the Public. 

If I have Ibted our Situation right, it follows, I be- 
lieve, of Courfc, that wc are bound with Vigour to 
work on the fame Plan, to aft on the fame Principles, 
and to keep up the Syftem .is perftft ar.d in tire as it 
was left in our Hands ; that whatever Rclolut 'Hie rht: 
Nation or the Company may come to, on Coloini 
Clivth Reprcfcntatlons, tjicy may not be dil'appointed 
by finding here (at Icaft through our Faults) any very 
material Change in our Situation, Power, or Credit. 

One Word more : All we can wifli to do is, not 
to fuffer the Nabob to impofc on us, and to check 
every Beginning of an Indcpcndance he may endea- 
vour 10 affume: Let us confulc and improve, on 
every Occafion that offers, the Honour and Advan- 
tage of our Employers, and the increafe of their Trade 
and Credit; and not let them fuffer any additional 
Expcncc, on Account of purluing any Plan, or fup- 
porting any Syflem whatever : By afting thus, I think 
wc cannot err ; we run at Icaft no Rifk, and I believe 
the Company’s Affairs may be condufted by ns under 
this Subah, as much to their Advantage and Credit, 
as any other, whom a Revolution may place in the 
Government. 

Inclofcd, 1 juve the Honour to fend Mr. AmyatPi 
laft Letter, rcccwe(.r this Morning ; We have had, as you 
will fee, another Brufti with the Prince’s Troops, and 
with great Succefs ; however if the other Plan goes on, 
wc muft put an End to this fighting Syftcm, and talk 
rooly on Affairs : I fliall expert the Favour of your 
Opinion with great Impatience, and -have the Honour 
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o allure 'you* that I am, with perfect Eiteem and 
SIR,

j, The Witnefs being alked, What were his Reafons 
for approving a Revolution in September 1760, which 
he feemcd to difapprovc fo ftrongly by the Letter he 
had read, dated in May ? he faid, He would, to the 
beft of his RccolkClion, declare thofe Motives, by 
ftating fome Particulars of his Situation at that Time 
in /he Country ; The Afcendancy which Lord Clive had 
over the Nabob, whicli flowed from the Nabob from 
a Scnfe of the Favours he had received from Lord" 
Clive, was, very foon after he came to the Command, 
at an End ; That the Witnefs’s conitanc unwearied At- 
tention, to keep up that Confldence fo neccffary be- 
tween them and the Nabob, was prevented by fome 
very untoward Circumftances : Mr. HolvicU fucceeded 
Lord Clive in the Chair, only by Virtue of his Rank, 
in order of Succelllon j and the Certainty of another 
Governor being foon appointed, was known to the 
whole Country i and of Courfe, that Degree of Refpeft 
which the Nabob would have had to a Governor in 
other Circumftances, was not paid to Mr. Ilelwelli 
Mr. Holwell (oon faw this, and relented it. The Nabob’s 
exceeding weak and irrefolute Chara6ter, gave Plenty of 
Occafions for Mr. Holwell to find Fault, and blame 
his Meafures ; That he felt them too, and obferved- 
them, but he thought that he did his Duty bell as a faith- 
ful Servant to the Company, by acting the Parc of a 
Mediator between them, and by foftening, rather than 
irritating, the ill Difpofition that fublillcd between them. 
That on this Plan he aded throughout the whole 
Courfe of Mr. Holwell's Adminiftration j putting off 
by Delays, and fometimea with Reafons, every Approach 
to a Chan« of Syftem in that Government, which 
though in his own Heart he adopted, and knew the 
NecclTity of, yet he was defirous to keep it off as long 
as he could, till the Neceflity of it miglit prefs io 
bard as to make it unavoidable : I'hat he thought of 
nothing but temporary Syftems formed to, the Day 
and to the Minute ; he would not truA his own Abili- 
ties and Judgement, fo far as to decide upon what was 
right or wrong ; he knew fomething was to be done, 
but how to do it, he really did not know : That when 
that Letter he read was wrote, the Nabob’s Son was 
then alive; his extraordinary Death made a great 
Change in the Situation of .^airs in that Country : 
Tliat Mr. Vanfittart'‘% Arrival, and the Confidence he 
had in his Abilities and Judgment, made him without 
Reluctance adopt his Plan; he knew his Motives; they 
were honeff and diflntereffcd, as to himfelf, honourable 
and advantageous to his Employers, and fuch as the 
Neceffity of the Times, the particular Situation at Ben- 
gal^ the general Smte of the Company’s Affairs through- 
out India, have ever in his Opinion vindicated the 
Meafures purfued. 

Being alked, Whether 20 Lack, or any other 
Sum, was ftipulated, for bringing about that Revolu- 
tion ? 

He faid. The Night that Cojjim Ally Khan figned the 
Articles, for accepting the Management of the Affairs 
of Bengal, under Ja^er Ally Khan (in the Prcfencc, as 
he believed, of Mr. Vanfittart, Mr. Sumner, Mr. Hoi- 
well, and himfelf) Cejfim Ally Khan, after expreffing 
the many Obligations he had for our intended good 
Oflices in -his Favour, tendered a Paper to Mr. Van- 
fittart\ which, as Mr. Vanjittart interpreted to os, 
contained a Note for 20 Lack of Rupees, payable to 
the Gentlemen then prefent ; that he don’t recoiled a 
Gentleman prefent there, that did not concur with him, 
in defiring Mr. Van/tttarl to return that Paper to Coffim 
Ally Khan ; telling him. That he niifiook our Motives 
for his Advancement. He pi died on Mr. Vart/iuart 
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a^n the Acceptance of the Paper; telling him, That 
if we continued to refuie that Favour, he Ihould fear 
that the Gentlemen prefent were not well plcafcd with 
the Appointment : Mr. Va^tfart, who knew his own 
Motives, as well as thofe of the Witnefs, and alfo of 
the reft of the Gentlemen in the Cotnmictee, told Coffint 
Ally Khan, returning him the Pa^r again, ** When you 
“ have paid off all the Arrears due to Ae Company, to 
“ your own Troops, that die Peace of this Country is 
“ fettled, and that your own Trealury is full ; if tlicti 
“ you think proi>er to make us any Acknowlegcment 
" for the Services now done you, we lhall not ihen 
“ be unwilling to accept fuch Marks as you will be 
*« pleafed to give us of your Fricndfliip.” The Wit- 
nefs 'faid, That the Affair ended there; and he de- 
clared folemnly upon his Honour, there was no Stipu- 
lations made, no partition Treaty, or any Thing of the 
Kind mentioned, then or after, to his Knowlcge, of 
that Tranfaftion. 

The Witnefs added. That he was now ready .md 
willing to declare, what he received upon the Occafion, 
when he received it, and how he received it ; he laid. 
He little expedfed after 13 Years Service in that Coun- 
try, and 9 of them in the Field, that the little For- 
tune he made, ihould become the Objeft of fo public 
an Enquiry ; but he was happy to meet this Enquiry 
more than Half Way, and the more fo in this particu- 
lar Point ; as perhaps it may give him an Opportunity 
of doing Jullicc to the Memory of the Man from 
whom he received it (Mr. Vanjittart ) who did it in his 
ufual generous and handlbme Way ; fo that he knows 
not but to this Minute, the Sum he received may be 
charged to his Account. After Ceffm Ally Khan was 
placed in the Government, he went up to the Army at 
Patna, came down a^ain, embarked for the Coajl', in 
January 1761, remained there a Year and an Half, 
and came back to Calcutta, called there upon extra- 
ordinary Bufinefs. In OSloher 1^62, Mr. Van/tttart then 
going up to Mungeer, told hitn, “ If I am happy 
“ enough to fettle with the Nabob the unfortunate 
“ Differences that have fubfifted between him and my 
** Council, and that I can with Propriety remind him 
« of the Services you jointly did him ; I mall certainly 
*♦ endeavour to ferve you.” Mr. Vanfittart went up 
to Mungeer and he embarked on board a Ship for 
Europe. In the Year 1763, he received an Account 
current from Mr. Vanjittart, in which he found Credit 
for 2 Lack of Rupees, unfolicitcd as he had mentioned 
before, and mucli beyond his Expeftations ; and this 
upon his Honour was the whole of what he received 
direftly or indircftly upon that Occafion; fo little 
was Money his Ol^cft or Thought, that lie never 
enquired or knew what others might li.ivc got upon 
the fame Occafion ; and that if Money had been his 
Objeft, he fhould have been more curious in his En- 
quiries : It is not ftated in the Account from Mr. Van- 
jittart, from whom the a Lack came, but he fuppofed 
it to come from Cojfim. 

Being alked, Who took Pofllfllon of the Houfe and 
Effefts of Meer Jajjier ? 

He faid, Cojfm Ally Khan, after Jqffier had taken out 
every Thing that he wanted. 

- Being afted. When the Refolution was taken of 
making Cojjim Ally Khan Nabob, in the Room of Meer 
Jaffier? 

He faid. In the Accounts read of that Tranfaiflion, 
it appears, that Mnr JaJjier, rather than conf-nt to the 
Terms propofed, fent for Meer Cojjim, and gave up the 
Government to him immediately. 

Being alked, Wliether Mr. Holwell made any Report 
to the SeleA Committee, that Cojfm A^y Khan Jiad 
propofed to take off the Nabob ? 

He faid. He never heard of fuch Propofil, Mr. 
Holwell never reported to them, that fuch a Propolal 
had been made to him. 

Tt 
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The Bengal Proceedings relating to Colonel Cal- 
liaud } and the Opinion of the Court of Directors 
upon the fame Subje<n:, were read, and are an- 
nexed in the Appendix, N" to. 

A Member of the Houle being prefent, defired to 
acquaint the Committee, Th..t he was Chairman of 
the Eaft India Company at that Time, and was the 
principal Caufe of Colonel Calltaud'% coming Home, in 
order to do Juftice to a Charadlcr he entertained a 
high Opinion of \ thar the Court of Dire&ors entered 
into a minute Enquiry, when he Wiis unaninioutty ac- 
quitted, and was returned to India, with higher Honours. 

IVilliam Brigbtwtll Sumner, Efquirc, being called' 
upon by the Committee, to date his Realbns for af- 
fenting, as a Sclcdt Committee Man, to the Meafure of 
depoling Meer Jaffier, and placing CeJ^m AUy Khan on 
the Mulhud ? — laid, I'hat without infifting on the pub- 
lic Breach of 'I'rcaty on the Part of Meet Jafitr, in 
the Inftance of the Dutch Invafion, and the many other 
doubtful Parts of his Conduft, the Irregularities of 
his private Life, or the Cruelties with which he was 
charged, iie would refl; the Reafons ior his Condu£k on 
the Necellity of the Reformation, from the extreme 
Dilhcultics and imminent Dangers the Affairs of the 
Company, as well as thofe of tlic State, were reduced to 
by the Jcaloufies, Indolence, and Inaftivity, of the Na- 
bob Meerjnjfier, and the Mal-adiviiniftration and Corrup- 
tion of his Minifters, in the Culledion and DilTipation 
of the Revenues, and adding to thefe, the inteftine Trou- 
bles through the whole Country the Witnefs was of 
Opinion, and ilill continued Brm in the fame, that it 
would have been impoffible to have fupported the 
Syftem of Government then eftablifhed Two Months 
longer, and that embarked as we were with Meer JaJfier, 
ive tnuft inevitably have (hared in his Ruin. 

For die Di/Hcultics and Diftrefles of the Prcfidency, 
and the Opinions formed thereon, while thefe wcie 
ftrong in View and immediate Conclufions were ne,^ 
celTary, the Wunefs referred to the public Records, 
whicli, he faid, fully evinced the NecefTity of the Mca- 
fures purfuedy but he wilhed to have it underilood, that 
when the Committee Hrft entered into Negociation with 
Meer Ceffim, their only Idea was Ketormation in the 
Miniftry, not a Revolution in the Government; and 
that it was the unexpeflcd ObRinacy of Meer Jaffier 
alone, not an original Defign in the Committee, that 
placed Meer Cojffim on the Mufnud *, that he believed, 
it was a Circumflance as little thought of by Mr. Van- 
fittart, as by himfelf, when he left Calcutta, on Ids 
Vifit to the Nabob, for the Purpofe of thefe Reforma- 
tions but he readily admitted the Necellity of the 
fubfequcrit Change made by Mr, Vanfittart, as pointed 
out by him in nis Narrative; every Part of which, 
from his intimate Knowlege of the Man, he gave the 
fulleft Credit to. — The Wirncfs repeated. That he was, 
and ftill remained of Opinion, that the Deftru^ion of 
Meer JaffierS Government made the intended Refor- 
mation nccefTary, and that having gone fuch Lengths, 
there was no room for receding; and that on the 
Whole, he flattered himfelf, when all Matters were 
duly weighed, his Condudf would Rand juRified in the 
Opinion of every candid and impartial Man, whether 
he was confidercd as a Subjeft of this Kingdom, or as 
an immediate Servant of the Company. 

The Witnefs being dcRred to inform the Committee, 
Whether the Invitation which Meer Jaffier was fup- 
pofed to give to the Dutch, was ever more than Suf- 
picion ? — he faid. It was fo far proved by a Letter or 
Letters, found in his Cabinet after he left Munada/vad, 
wrote by the, Dutch Governor to him, on the Subjeft 
of that Invafion : That he could not recollcft the Pur- 
port of them prccifcly, but they were full Conviftion to 
him ; they were not entered upon the public Proceed- 
ings ; and he doe", not recollciR, that the Committee 
made any RcmonRrance or Memorial to Meer Jaffier, 


upon the Subjeft of their Sufpicibns with relpeft to thi^ 
Dutch, nor to his Knowlege did Meer Jaj^ 
acknowlcge fuch TranliiAion. 

The Witnefs rcati from a printed Book, the Tranf- 
lations of the following Letters from Mr. Bijdum, 
Director of Chmjura, to the Nabob jeffier Aliy 
Khan, a <d which he recollec^ca to be thole 
mentioned above. 

LETTER I. * 

Our Settlement was cRabliflied here long before the 
Etiglijb and other Nations entered this K.ngdom, of 
which we were Eye Witnefles ; Our Power was then 

g reater as well as our Trade, but now we perceive, 
lat both our Power, IntercR, and Wealth, are loR, 
whilR that of other Nations daily increafe: In this 
Cale, what Refource have we left ? Our Difhonour and 
Shame is almoR inevitable. 

For this Reafon, and for the Security of our Pof. 
fcRlons, as well as for the Service of your Excellency, 
I have fent for Troops into this Country: You are our 
MaRcr and Sovereign *, and therefore I hojie for your 
Protedion, and wait your Orders to bring our Ttoops 
to this Place. 

God grant that your Riches may daily increafe. 
LETTER II. 

As our Nation has always been encouraged by the 
Favour of your Excellency, and more p.iitu uljrly from 
that Time, when having a favourable Regard to our 
Company’s Bufinefs, you repeatedly afi'urcd our Chief 
of Coffimhuzar, of your .Attachment 5 conlidering thefe 
CircumRances, I was extremely forprifed, that your 
Excellency, during your Rcfidence at CaUutta, entered 
into an Agreement, that you would Rrengthcn the 
Fort of Muha Tanna, in order to prevent the Dutch 
Troops from coming this Way ; and aifo gave a Note 
to the Englijh, directing them to oppofc the coming up 
of our Army.— All thcle 'I hings conlidered, it lirems 
plain to us, that your Excellency did not enter into 
the Agreement, or gave this Order from any ill Opi- 
nion of US ; but it is all to be imputed to the over- 
bearing Spirit of the EngUJb : But if any one enters 
into an Agreement through Force or DiRrefs, and 
afterwards does not abide by it, he will Rand juRified 
by the Laws of God and Man ; particularly the Go- 
vernor of a Kingdom, who wifhes for nothing elfe but 
the Good of his Country, and the Profoerity of his 
People. 

I am therefore in Hopes, through your JuRicc and, 
Favour, that you will recede from your Agreemenc 
and Order, and that we lhall obtain an Order front 
your Excellency, for the bringing up of our Army j 
and alfo, that a pofitive Order may be given to the 
Enghfl), on no Account to moleR them, for we fent for 
the faid Army to this Country, in Confcquence of your 
Diredlions. 

The King’s Revenues are greatly detrimented, and 
the Country almoR ruined, and or this you can only 
look upon the Engliffi as the foie Caufe. Our Nation 
formerly brought confidcrable Sums of Money into 
this Kingdom, and did not carry out any, and now 
the Englifl) are fo powerful, that no Trade can be 
carried on by us, for which Reafon no Money now 
arrives, and the Englifl) yearly remit confidcrable Sums : 
By this Means the Revenues of the Country are greatly 
decreafed ; and therefore how will you be able, without 
great Difficulty, to maintain your Forces ? and when your 
Enemies come upon you, you will not then be capable 
of oppofing them : — This Time if you will favour 
the Company, they wijl ever be at your Command ; and 
your prefent Anxiety and Uneafincfs may be removed r 
— Your Excellency cannot take a better Step, and I hope 
you will take this into your favourable and ferioas Con-* 
liderstion, and return me a proper Anfwrr.

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- " r ^ LETTER in. 

Thci1^r»diA)l Letter ^ou wrote to me I have received, 
and it has given me inexprellible Uncafiners The 
Troops were not called here at my own Delirc, nor 
did I imag^ thev would ever have come to Adtiun, and 
fully intended to have returned them by the Ships when 
they (ailed for They were brought here for 

the Security of the Ships : This I acquainted your Ex- 
cellency of feveral Times.— During their Stay in Camp 
they molefted no Man, nor had any Didurbances with 
the Country People this alfo you are well afllired of. 
— It was never my Intention they lliould fight but die 
Englijh hoided Moors Colours, and immedi.ately came 
d<^n upon them, and a Battle enfued. Your Excel- 
lency is the Magidrate of Juftice, and tlicrcfore I dc- 
firc you will interfere. — I was defirous that forae Ad- 
vantage fhould arife to the Riots from the Sale of the 
Gootls when they were brought up, and intended to 
have laden on board the Ships the Salt Petre and other 
^oods that were bought, and with the People that 
came here, difpatchcd them to Europe j but the Enghjh 
would not permit the Boats to pals : — I am willing to aft 
up to our Agreement, and hope your Excellency will 
adhere to it allb : In this wc entirely depend on your 
Favour. The Company have for a long Time carried 
on Trade here ■, and therefore earneftly defire you will 
continue to them your Favour and Protedion, as we 
arc not able of ourfelves to root out our Enemies. 

The Witnefs further faid, There were feveral other 
Letters (hewn him by Mr. Vanfittart^ but does not 
know they were ever acknowlegcd jay Meer JaJfier^ and 
believes they were never (hewn to him *, and he docs not 
know whether thefc Letters were figned •, but they were 
fcaled on the Cover •, and he was convinced they were 
wrote by the Duicb Governor. 

Being alked, What he apprehended to be the Rcafon 
that thefe Letters were not (hewn to the Seled Com- 
mittee, and tranfmitted as Part of their Proceedings ? he 
laid. He believed they were (hewn to every one of 
the Committee feparatcly •, that he could aiTign no cer- 
tain Rcafon for the Condud of Mr. Van/ittart^ but fup- 
pofes he did not think them of Confcquence to be (hewn 
to the Committee in their collcdive Capacity. 

Being a(kcd. Whether there were any Hoftilicies be- 
tween the Two Companies, previous to the DuUb Fle« 
coming into the River ? he faidi There were no Hofti- 
lities} fomc Difagreements there had always been on 
commercial Tranludions, which were generally accom- 
modated. 

The Witnefs further faid, in Anfwcr to other Quef- 
tions. That he certainly thought the Nabob was bound 
by the Second Article of the Treaty,'to prevent any Ships 
or Troops of the Dutch coming into Bengal j and that 
certainly the Dutch would have aded as our Enemies, 
had they been permitted to introduce 7 or 800 Euro- 
peans : That he apprehends the Strength of the Dutch 
in all their Fadorics before this Operation, amounted to 
about 1 50 Military Men : That a Correljjondencc had 
pafied between tlie Engtijh and Dutch upon that Tranf- 
adtion : He could not recoiled: exactly their public Pro- 
fedlons, but had no Doubt of their Intentions. 

The Witnefs further faid. That he was a Member 
of the Scled Comnuttec from the Time of Lord C/iWs 
Departure to the Period of the Revolutitm •, that he did 
not recolleil they had any Meetings as a Selcd: Commit- 
tee upon that Subjeft, the whole being carried on in the 
Cor refpondence between General CaUiaud and Mr. Holwell, 

He further faid, I'hat he was one of the Sded Com- 
mittee prefent when Cojjim Ally Khan made the Oficr of 
20 LacK to the Governor and Council •, and that he 
confirmed every Part of General CalliaueTs Evidence 
upon that Occafion, with this Difference, that when the 
Paper was returned, Mr. VanfUiart obferved that we 
wcie labouring for the Peace and Safety of die Coun- 
try j that the Exigencies of the State were pieiTing, and 


that we would not on any Account receive this Ofier \ 
but that if, when the Country was fettled, he found him- 
felf in a Situation fo to do with Convenience to his Af- 
fairs, he would then be at fqll Liberty to gratify hia 
Friends as he thought proper : And Mr. Vanjittm fur- 
ther added, ** I will, tor my Part, under fuch Circum- 
** (lances, freely accept any Token of your Regard >, and 
« I foould fuppofc the other Gentlemen wSl do the 
« fame That Mr. VanJIttart then returned the Paper 
to Coffim Ally Khan, who feemed uncafy, and faid. He 
apprehended wc were not fo much his Friends as he 
wilhed : — That Mr.Vanfittart then gave him the llrongell 
AlTuranqM of our Sincerity, and took the Opportunity 
to prefs a^Donation from him of 5 Lack of Rupees to 
the Company, as a Help towards the Reduflion of Pon- 
dicherry j. this was granted, and was paid the very firft 
Money — to, the bed of the Witnefs’s Recollcftion, a very 
few Weeks after the TranfaSion. 

7 'he Witnefs being further queftioned, faid, That he 
knew of no Acknowlegement made to tlie Governor and 
Council, as a Body, after Cojfim Alfy Khan was placed on 
the Mufnud ; but that as to himfelf, as in theCourfc of 
his Evidence, he (hould have Occafion to mention his 
Dil'miflicn from the Company’s Service, a Circumftance, 
which if not explained might leave an Impreflion of 
Culpability on his Part, he oegged Leave to inform the 
Committee, that the Caufc of his DifmilTion was, his 
having figned a Letter to the Court of Direftors, as 
one or their Council, among many others, wherein they 
expodulatcd on what they thought har(h and undeferved 
Trcaanent; that this Letter gave the Dircdlors fuch 
Umbrage, that every Man in India, who had figned it, was 
immediately difmifTcd, without tlie lead Regard to the 
Merits or Length of their Services j that he dates this aa 
the foie Caufe of his Difniiflionj and in Proof thereof, re- 
ferred to the feveral Papers annexed in the Appendix, N* 1 1 , 

The Witnels obferved, that the Change of Govern- 
ment in Favour of Coffm Ally Khan, took Place in Of- 
tober 1760 } and faid, That feveral Months after his Eda- 
bli(bment» Ceja Petrufe, the Nabob’s Agent in Calcutta, 
prefented him, in the Name of the Nabob, with 80,000 
iSVcctf Rupees (^. iQjooD.) The Payments were made 
from May to July 1761: That he was difmidcd the Com- 
pany’.s Service the 5th of Augujl foltowing ; and from that 
Period, to his leaving Bengd, the 20th of 'January 1 76x. 
he ceccived further, and in like Manner, at different 
Times, the Sum of 144,000 Sicca Rupees (^. 18,000) 
making tt^ethcr the whole Amount received 2 8,000 
Sttrling: 1 hat the Reafon offeparating the Sums received, 
was in Support and Confirmation of the Idea that he had 
always entertained, and wilhcd to convey to the Com- 
mittee, of its having been a free and voluntary Gift \ and 
he begged Leave again to remark, that by far the larged 
Part of the Prefent was received after his Dilinifoon ; 
That under thefc Circumdanccs he ever confidered the 
Tranfai^lion honourable, and never made a Secret of it : 
That be had thus intrud^ upon the Patience of the Com- 
mittte, to obviate an Opinion, which feems too preva- 
lent, that Prefents are received indiferiminately in India, 
and that Self Intered is the only Motive of Aidions 
there : And to (hew what he thought dilhonourable Pre- 
fents, he further informed the Committee, That in 
March 1761, he was employed by the Governor oind 
Council in the Province of Burdwan, to enquire into the 
State of the Revenues, fo as to enable them to form a 
Settlement with the Rajah for the enl'uing Year ; that 
while he was upon his Journey, the Rajah found Means 
to fend his Agents to Calcutta, who reprefented to the 
Governor and Council, that of late Years the Nabob's 
Receipts, which was the Claim the Company had on 
the Province, had fcarccly exceeded 1 8 Lack of Rupees : 
However, after much Treating, they offered to fettle for 
the next Year, at between 24 and 25 Lack : That the 
Governor and Council had not agreed in Form to this 
Propofal, but he was informed by a Letter on the jd of 
April, they had determined fo to do ; and he was in 
Confcquence 
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Confequencc immediately recalled: That he informed 
Mr. Vanfmari with the Opinion he had formed upon the 
Intelligence he had got into the State of the Province j 
and that he meant to proteft againft thofc Terms of 
Agreement : That the next Morning, before the Coun- 
cil met, he convinced Mr. of the Juft- 

jjefs of his Opinion, that he was rc-appdntcd to Burd- 
wan with the fame Commifllon and Powers : That this 
Tranfaftion appeared on the Confultation of the loth of 
y ^/7 1771 : — That about the latter End of June^ or 
Beginning of July^ he had completed his Enquiries, and 
returned to Calcutta with a voluntary Offer from the Ra- 
jah, of the Payment of 32 Lack and a Half ^ Rupees, 
which was agreed to, and the Whole received within 
that Year : That this Traniafkion eftabliflied a Footing 
for a further Refident at Burdwan^ and thereby laid the 
Foundation of an annual Increafe of Rents, amounting 
at this Time, if he is rightly informed, to 43 Lack per 
Annum^ net Receipt to the Company. 

The Witnefs faul. That on the Morning of the 10th 
eXApriU when his Re-appointment to Burdwan took 
I’l.icf, he had an Offer made by the Rajah’s Agent of 
4 Lack of Rupees for his own Ufe and Benefit, to be 
paid down immediately, on Condition he would forbear 
ail Oppofition to the Engagement which the Council 
were before ready to enter into 1 and that Mr. Smith (a 
Member of the Council) with whom he was intimately 
connefted, foon after informed him, that he had Offers 
of 2 Lack of Riipecs for his Influence with him, not 
to ftir in the Affair } and that their further Offers to 
him (through Mr. Smith) were unlimited: That they 
both treated this Propofal as it deferved. 

In regard to Prefents received by others, the Witnefs 
laid, I'hat whatever had come to his Knowlege had 
been by acting as their Attorney ; but as he is perfuaded 
that the Gentlemen who employed him have no Referve 
upon the Occafion, and as m can fpeak with Certainty 
on the Subje(fl:, he ffiould conceal no Part That Mr, 
UolwtlU who was of the Council, received z Lack and 
70,000 Rupees —Mr. one Lack and 80,000— 

Mr. Culling Smith, Secretary to the Committee, One 
Lack and 34,000 — Major Torke, who commanded the 
Detachment immediately attendant on Meer Coffim, One 
Lack and 34,000— He did not know whether Mr. yan- 
' fttlart received any thing : Thcfc Sums were paid in 
1761. 

The Witnefs being afked. What were the Circum- 
ftances of the Country when this Money was received ? 
be faid. It was a. Matter he fuppofed the Nabob a pro- 
per Judge of. 

Being afk d. Whether Meer Jaffier, at the Time of 
the Revolution, had difi hargcd his Debt incurred by 
his Treaty with the Company in 1757: — he faid. No. 
A Balance remained due, for which, when the Affign- 
ments in the Eurdwan Country were given up, the Com- 
pany received Jewels and other Efiefks, which were con- 
fidcred as full .Security, not as Payment i and could not 
recoiled when tlic Payment was made. 

Being afked. Whether at the Time he received the firft 
Payment of his Prefent, he did not receive an Obliga- 
tion for a larger Sum ? — he faid. He did j that it was 
fome Weeks, to the beft of his Rccollcdtion, after Cojim 
Ally Khan left Calcutta, that Ct^a Pettufe informed him 
the Nabob intended to make him a Prefent of 2 Lack and 
a Half i and dcfired to know whether he would accept 
of them : — That heanfwcred, he would very thankfully 
acc^t of them as a free and voluntary Gift, whenever 
his Circumftanccs and Situation admitted it, without In- 
convenience to his own Affairs: That he then prefented 
him with the Nabob's Obligation for that Sum, faying. 
That the Nabob had fuflvred much Uneafineis by Mr. 
Vanfiitart^ Refufal of the Obligation for 20 Lack. The 
Witnefs replied, That he confidcred the Obligation of 
no Validity 1 but he received the Prefent a* an Earneil; 
of the Nabob’s friendly Intentions towards him. 

Being afleed, If, at the Time of this Converfation with 
3 


Ceja Petrufct the Nabob was indebted to the ColmMuiy ? 
he faid, It was probable he might be in Debt, but he 
thinks Jewels were mortgaged for the Payment c £ every 
Debt. TheDepofitof Jewels was confidftred as abfolute 
good Security •, but when they were redeemed, or how 
the Account was fettled, he could not recollefi 

The Witnefs further faid. That large Sums had 
been fent by Meer Jaffier to Patna for Payment of the 
Troops i and Payments had likewife been made at 
Muxadavad ; that Sums were Adi due was moft pro^ 
bable, for he did not fuppofe Army Accounts ever have 
been, or will be, fettled. As to the Troubles in the 
Country, he apprehends they were not concluded ; and 
that the Battle with the Shawzadda had not then hap- 
pened. ^ 

Being afked. Whether he apprehended the Treafure 
of the Nabob was abounding at that Time ? he faid. 
At the Time the Obligation was giycn, he apprehended 
not i but when it was paid, he apprehended the Nabob 
found no Inconvenience. 

in Anfwcr to further C^eftions, the Witriefs faid, Th^p 
he never difclofcd to Mr. Vanfittart his Converfation 
with Coja Petrufe, nor had he had Curiofity to enquire 
whether Meflages, fimilar to that fent to him, had been 
fent to Mr. Ihkoell, Mr. Calliaud, Mr. M'Gwire, or 
either of them : And he docs not believe that Mr. Vanjit- 
tart knew any thing of the 2 Lack mentioned in Mr. 
Hokoell'% Letter i and tlioughtit impolTible he Ihould. 

In the Courfc of the above Evidence, were read the 
Papers annexed in the Appendix, N* la. 

Vour Committee having proceeded thus far in their 
Report i and finding it impoffible, from the intended 
Prorogation, to digeA in any Manner the reA of their 
Proceedings, have, in Confidcration of the Importance 
of the Matter, laid a Tranfcript of their Minutes before 
the Houfe. 

General Camaek. 

Whether you was prefent in l^engal at the Time of 
the Revolution, which placed Ceyim Ally Khan on the 
Mufnud? 

IMx. Bengal m Feiruary 1760, with Lord CZ/vr, on 
my Return to Europe.— At niy Arrival at Saint Helena 
I had Information that the Court of Dlrcdors had ap- 
pointed me Major of their Settlement at Bengal, and 
Commander of their Forces there. 

In Confequence of that Information, I availed myfelf 
of the Opportunity of one of the Company’s Ships that 
was at Saint Helena, and went b.ack to Bengal . — I arrived 
in the Mouth of the River, I think, in the Beginning of 
OSober in that Year •, but being detained there Five or 
Six Days by contrary Winds, I fuppofe it was about 
the 1 2th or 13th before I arrived at Calcutta : — I ilicni 
received a Letter from Mr. Vanfittart, who had heard 
of the Ship’s being in the River, informing me he was 
gone to Muxadavad with Colonel Calliaud, and wilhed 
me to follow him as foon as pofliblc : I accordingly 
tarried but a very few Days at Cakutta, and proceeded 
up to Mr. Vanfittart.— In iny Way to one of the 
Palaces, called Moradbog, where Mr. Vanfittart was, 

I of Ncccfllty paffed by the Nabob’s Palace, while Co- 
lonel Calliaud, with the Troops, was there, it being the 
very Day of the Revolution, in the A6t of making the 
Revolution ; and yet every thing was fo quiet, that I 
paffed the Place without having any Idea of the Matter. 
—Mr. Vanfittart, imon our Meeting, informed me of 
what had been tranlafked. 

To Rate the CircumAanccs relating to Ramnarrain. 

Ramnarrain was a very able Man, but very avaricious, 
and he had the Credit of being very wealthy, which was 
Motive fufficient for Cojfim Ally Khan to wiffi to have 
him in his Poiycr. He was always an Objeft of Jcaloufy 
of the Nabob’s, and even Meer Jaffier wilhed to have 
had hold of his Treafures j however, my Lord Cltve 
had fecured him from any InjuAice of that Nature, and 
it was deemed a proper Point of Policy to fupport 
Ramnarraitf, and the firft Orders I received after the

tions refj^^ng chat unfortunate Man : There ftanda 
upon the Company’s Records a Letter from me to the 
Mrd, Ibewing the Contrariety of their Orders^ and an 
abfolute Refuim. while I was at the Head of their For- 
«!es, of doing fo diflioirourable an A&. as delivering up 
this Man to his Enemy. 

fert fViHiam Confultations, %\ April 1761 — Ma- 
jor Carnaps Letter relating to Ramndrraiii^ 
read. 

The 2d Order the Governor ahd Council gave ide^ 
was to deliver up Ramnarraint which I abfulutely re- 
fund. — ^In the Interim Colonel Cccte came and took, 
the Command of the Army : — Colonel Coc/r’s purfuing 
die fame Meafures, with refpe& to RmnarfaiM^ was an 
Approbation of my ConduA. which was very plcafing 
tome. 

At the Time you left the Army at Pj/m did you 
wodeiiUnd that you bad a Right to quit the Service 
When you thought proper ? 

I certainly had a Right, in my Apprehennon, to 
reflgn the Service, except to evade Puniihmcnc for any 
Crime 1 might have tmn guilty of. or in the Face of 
Dai^r. 

Whether you delivered fuch an Opinion to the Pre/i- 
dency at Calcutta? 

1 did. and it Hands upori Record. 

Was there then any Obligation or Covenant between

Whether the fame Liberty did not extend to all the

To give an Account of tlie particular Ckcumftances 
telative to Ramnarrain. 

After the Campaign was over, on the Coaft of Cora- 
mandel^ Urhich ended, 1 believe, in Jamary 1760, I 
then went dowh to ReAgal : — I may iky, prior tothat^ 
that 1 had received a Letter from the Governor and 
Council of Madra/St 4 December 1760, informing me 
of the Revolution in RengaU and that there was Five 
Lack of Rupees fent from the Nabob, Ceffim Ally Kkau^ 
for the Payment of the Troops afting in the biegc of 
Retu^cherty : — Ac that Time we were, I believe. 
Three or Four Months in Arrears to our Black Troops, 
notwithftanding all the Attention the Governor and 
Council of Madrafs paid to the fupplying us with 
Money % if, that Money had come in any other Way 
than by a Revolution, it would have made me much 
happier than it did. — In my Anfwcr to that Letter of 
the 7th. 1 gaVe my Opinion of my Difapproval of that 
Revolution, as a Mcafure I thought woUld be produc- 
tive of the Lofs of our Reputation. — Upon my Arrival 
in Bengal I found there was two different Parties of the 
Council, the one that had formed the Revolution, and the 
other that difapproved of it ; — 1 was intimately ac- 
quainted with the Gentlemen of both thofe Parties, and 
therefore, as the Affair had happened, however un- 
fortunate 1 thought it might prove, I made it my 
Bulinefs to endeavour to reconcile the Two Parties, 
with a Refolution, at that Time, not to interfere in any 
Matter of Bufincfs or Politics where 1 thought no 
Honour was to be gained •, however, I was over per* 
fuaded by Mr. Vanfittart and the other Gentlemen (as a 
Meafiire which they told me they imagined would be of 

f reat Service to the Company) to go up to the Army at 
*atna ; accordingly I deiircd they would give me In- 
firuftions to proceed by, which are as follows. 

Inftruftions to Colonel Cepte in the Scieft Commit- 
tee Proceedings, Fort Williamy zi April ijSty 
read. 

By this, I believe, it will plainly appear, that the 
Governor and Council had two Objefts in view, in 
fending me there ■, one was the Hxing a Plan of Operas 
tion upon the Suppofition chat wc ihould be able to 
conduft the Mogul to Delhi •, the other to fecure and 
proteft Ramnarrain in the Province of PeUna Upon 
my Arrival at Patna I applied, with the clofeft Atten- 
tion, to the Bufmrfs upon which I was fent there i I in- 
formed the Shawzadda of the Sentiments of the Board 
towards him, and the Defire the Englijh had to affiff him 
to the uemoft of their Power, which he feemed very fcn- 
fible of, and very defirous of having \ at the fame Time 
defiring that he might be proclaimed and acknowleged 
by us as he had been by different Powers in Indeftan and 
laid, he thought it very extraordinary, that where he 
himfelf refided, there he was not acknowleged : Thofe 
Matters I communicated to the Board to receive their 
Inftruftions, as will be feen in the Courfe of the Cor- 
refpondence in Jufy. — I likewife informed Ramnarrainy 
that 1 had Orders from the Governor and Council to 
proteft him, provided he would fettle his Accounts with 
the Nabob j and therefore I defired him immediately to 
let about it, informing the Nabob of the fame, as may 
be feen in my Correfpondence with the Governor and 
Council.— During thofe Tranfaftions 1 received a Letter 
from the Board, recommending it to me to proclaim 
the King.— I found, that had I immediately complied 
with the Requeft of the Board, it ought prove of fatal 
Confequence to the Nabob, and to the Company, at 
that Time ■, for he had given away feveral ot the befe 
Provinces to different People that belonged to him, par- 
U u ticufarly 
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titularly Pamea^ which will llkcwife be fccn in the 
Correrpondence } I therefore thought it, to the beft of 
my Judgment, for the Advantage of the Company and 
the Natob, as it was the Shawzadda’s Inclination, to 
let him go to Sbujah Dowla •, at the fame Time I had 
got the Nabob to confent to that Meafure, and to pay 
a Vifit with me to the Shawzadda then it was thought 
advHeable, both by the Nabob, and feveral of the Com* 

B ’s Servants who were prefent, that the Nabob for 
:lf, and I on Behalf of the Englijh^ ihould coin the 
Siccas, and acknowlege him Mogul on the Day that he 
ihould pafs the Boundary of the Province this he feemed 
fatisfied with, and it was agreed that Major Carftac^ with 
Part of the Army, ihould cfcort him •, the Major in- 
forming me, in proper I'imc, of the Day he ihould 
join Sbujah Dowla^ in order that 1 might keep my 
Promife, the Nabob confcnting entirely to all this Mat- 
ter *, and at the fame Time agreed, that if we proiccuted 
the Expedition, and fettled Matters with Sbujah Doivlot 
that he would advance the lo Lack towards the Pay- 
ment of our Forces. — The King was but a few Days 
f5one, when the Nabob feemed to alter his Sentiments 
entirely, with regard to the Promifes he had made, and 
turned his Thoughts intirely towards the feizing of 
Ramnarrain^ for which, if I would give him up, he 
offered me Seven Lack and a Half of Rupees, and what- 
ever I pleafed to the Gentlemen of my Family •, tliis I 
communicated, by Letter, to the Governor and Coun- 
cil of 17th Jufy 1761 : — The Nabob finding he could 
not gain his Point, with regard to Ramnarrain^ then 
thought it neceflTary to write the Governor, Mr. Van- 
JittarU the moft fcandalous Invectives, and falfe Ac- 
cufations, againit me, and was determined that he would 
not declare the Kin^ the Day we had both given our 
Words of Honour tor doing it. — He had ihen a large 
Army encamped on the OutTide of Patna : — I was then 
in the City, and from the Detachments which 1 had 
made, and which were lent for the Colleftion of Re- 
venues with Major Camac, I had not then under my 
Command above 150 Europeans^ 70 of which were in 
the Hofpitals, and I believe 3 or 400 Sep^s \ I was, 
with this Force, to protcift the City, Ramnarrain, and 
to defend my own Honour The Nabob knowing my 
Weaknefs, thought it a proper Opportunity to get Poflef- 
fion of the City ; — I le apfilicd to me for Leave to come 
into the Fort of the City the Day before the Shawzadda 
wa^ to be proclaimed •, to which I agreed, and he feemed 
thoroughly fatisfied, provided he only brought in the 
Attendants about his Perfun } this he confented to : The 
Night or two before the Mogul was to be proclaimed, 
he fent me Word, that he would not proclaim him, nor 
come into the City, unlefs he had the Gates delivered up 
to him, which I would by no Means confent to i at the 
fame Time I informed him, that I had given my Ho- 
nour for declaring the Mogul on fuch a Day, and 1 
would have it performed in the City, which would not 
appear proper in the Eyes of the Country, as he was 
Subah of the Province, and begged we might have a 
Conference upon the Subjeft, which he evaded having •, 
and I was informed by my Spies, that that very Night 
his Camp was all in Motion, and his Artillery brought 
towards the City. — I fent the next Morning to one of 
his chief Minifters, to learn the Reafon of fuch a Move- 
ment, and the Meaning of the Nabob, which he told 
me was done by Ceja Gregory ^ who was his Head Gene- 
ral V and he was not afraid to fay at the Durbar, that 
it would be produilive of Mifchicf : Finding, the next 
Night, the fame Movements and Difturbances in his 
Camp, I thought it necclTary to go the next Morning my- 
fclf, and to fee him, if poffible j accordingly I ordered 
a Company of Sepoys^ and a Troop of 30 Horfemen 
that 1 had, to get rhemfelves in Keadinefs by Six in the 
Morning, at which Hour the next Morning I fent Mr. 
IVatts to inform him of iny coming : It was Seven be- 
fore I arrived at his Tent, and Mr. Pi'atts informed me, 
that the Nabob was not to be fecn he had fent to him. 


but had not fccn him : I went into the outer Tent, talcing 
Piftols in my Hand for my own Security, and fat down 
there till i Ihould hear further : — As it is a Cuftom in 
iaJtd, when they mean ill to a Feribn that viftts them 
in Camp, to cut the Tent Cords, and let the Tent tall 
on the Perfon they mean to deftroy, 1 defired Captain 
I/er to place Two of the Troopers round the Tent, to 
prevent any Mifchicf of that Kind •, and finding the 
Nabob would not fee me, I rode away, and left Mr. 
fFatts to inform him of my Bufinefs ; This the Nabob 
reprefented to the Governor and Council as a grievous 
Infult, for which Reafon I received feveral extraordinary 
Letters from the Board, which arc upon the Corre- 
fpondenre, with my Anfwers ; and at my Return to 
Calcutta^ I defired a ftrift Enquiry mi^ht be made into 
the M.itter ■, and the Enquiry was made. 

[Confultations, Fort William^ 28 September 1761, 
Letter to Colonel Coote read.} 

I was ordered by the Sclcft Committee, to withdraw 
the Protedlion from Ramnarrain^ which I did accord- 
ingly i he was foon after murdered, and his Treafurc 
feized. 

[Letter, 18 June 1761, to Colonel Coote, for 
Ramnarratrfs Sufpenfion, read.J 

[ ' 7 Colonel Coete's Letter in Anfwer to D* 
read.] 

The withdrawing the Proteftion from Ramnarrain 
was in Effcft giving him up to the Power of the Na- 
bob. 

The Papers read in the Courfe of the above Evi- 
dence arc annexed in the Appendix, N“ 13. 

Your Committee having taken the Evidence of 
Colonel Munro.. a Mcn.bcr of the Houfe, at his 
exprefs Defire, that he might be at Liberty to 
attend his private Affairs m Scotland, they have 
added it to their Report, though beyond the 
Period to which tney have wen able to 
extend their prefent Enquiry, as it has turned 
out. 

Colonel Munro April 1764 1 was under the 
King’s Orders, from His Majefty’s Secretaries of State 
and War, to return to Europe with fuch of His Majefty’s 
Troops, as did not chufe to inlift into the Company’s 
Service •, 1 was accordingly to have embarked with the 
Troops, the Beginning of May, on board a Mocoa Ship, 
which was to fail for Europe •, but before I embarked 
there were!’ wo Exprcfics arrived from Bengal, acquaint- 
ing the Governor and Council at Bomheey, that Sbujah, 
Bpwla and Cojjim Alfy Khan had marched into the Pro- 
vince of Bengal, at the Head of 60,000 Men : That Major 
Adams, who commanded the Army, was. dead : That 
the Settlement of Calcutta was in the utmoft Confterna- 
tion, and the Company’s Affairs in the utmoft Danger-, 
they therefore requefted, that the Governor and Council 
of Bombay would apply to rr.e to go round immediately 
to take the Command of the Army with His. Majefty’s 
Troops, and as many as could be fpared from the Pre- 
fidcncy of Bombay .’-^ His Majefty’s Intention in 
fending out his Troops to India, by the Orders I had, 
was to affift and defend the Company in their different 
Settlements, I thought it would not be anfwering the 
Intention of fending them out to return and leave the 
Company’s Affairs in that Situation : I therefore com- 
plied with the Requeft, and arrived at Calcutta with 
His Majefty’s Troops, and a Detachment of the Com- 
pany's from Bombay, fome Time in the Month of May 
1764: Mr. Vanfittart, who was then Governor, ac- 
quainted me that the Army under the Command of 
Major Carnae had been, nnee the Death of Major 
Adams, and Sbujah Dowla and his Army had come into 
the Province, upon the Defenfive, and retreated be- 
fore the Enemy but I am fure, from Major Carnach 
gallant Behaviour upon every Occafiqn, that he will be 
able to give a proper Account for his Conduct in that 
Campaign. — Mr. Vanfittart requefted, that I would im- 
mediaiefy repair with the Troops I had carried round 
4 from 
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Aorh to join the Army who were in Canton- 

ment zX 'Bdtnky and take the Command of them.— I 
fbiind the Army, Eurepeans as well as Stpeysy mutinous, 
^erting to the Enemy, threatening to carry off their 
Officers to the Enemy, demanding an Augmentation of 
Pay, demanding larK Sums of Money, which they 
faicl had been promifed them by the Nabob, and dil- 
obedient to all Order ^ 400 of the Europeans had gone 
off in a Body, and joined the Enemy fome Time before 
I joined the Army : This being the Situation the Ahny 
was in, I fulN determined to endeavour to conquer that 
mutinous Dilpofition in them before I would attempt to 
conquer the Enemy I accordingly went with a De- 
tachment of the King and Cotnpany's Europeans froni 
Patnoy with Four Field Pieces of Artillery, to Chipperuy 
one of the Cantonments:— I think the very Day, or 
the Day after, I arrived, a whole Battalion of Sep^Sy 
with their Arms and Accoutrements, went off to join 
the Enemy; I immediately detached about 100 Eu. 
ropeanSy and a Battalion of SepeySy whofe Officers told 
me they thought they could depend upon them not to 
defert, with Two Field Pieces, to endeavour to come 
up with the Deferters, and bring them back to me*, 
the Detachment came up with them in the Night Time, 
found them afleep, took them Prifoners, and carried 
them back to Chippera :—Tht Officer who commanded 
the Detachment Tent me an Exprefs, acquainting me 
with the Hour lie would arrive at Chippera with the 
Prifoners. — I was ready to receive them with the Troops 
under Arms ; upon their Arrival at Chipperay I imme- 
diately order^ their Officers to pick me out 50 of the 
Men of the woiit Characters, and who they thought 
might have enticed the Battalion to defert to the Enemy ; 
they did pick out 50 : I dcfired them to pick me out 
34 Men of thofe 50 of the word Charaflers ; I imme- 
diately ordered a Field Court Martial to be held by 
their own Black Officers, and after reprefenting to the 
Officers the heinous Crime the Battalion had been guilty 
of, defired they would imn ediatcly bring me their Sen- 
tence i they found them guilty of Mutiny and Dcfer- 
tion, fentcnced them to fuffer Death, and left the 
Manner to me ; I ordered imntediately Four of the 24 
to be tied to the Guns, and the Artillery Officers to 
prepare to blow them away There was a remarkable 
Circumftance, Four Grenadiers reprefented, as they 
always had the Pod of Honour, thought they were 
intitled to be fird blown away v the Four Battalion Men 
were untied from the Guns, and the Four Grenadiers 
tied and blown away, upon which the European Of- 
ficers of the Battalions of Sepoys y who were then in the 
Field, came and told me, that the Sepoys would not 
fuffer any more of the Men to be blown away I or- 
dered tlie Artillery Officers to load the Four Field 
Pieces with Grape Shor, and drew up the Europeans 
with the Guns in their Intervals *, defired the Officers 
to return at the Heads of their Battalions ordered them 
immediately to ground their Arms, and if one of them 
attempted to move, 1 would give Orders to fire upon 
them, and treat them the fame as if they were Serajab 
Dowta's Army. — I’hey did ground their Arms, and did 
not attempt to take them up again, upon which I or- 
dered 16 more of the 24 to be tied to the Guns by 
Force, and blown away the fame as the firlt, which 
was done : I immediately ordered the other Four to be 
carried t j a Cantonment, where there had been a Dc- 
fertion of the Sepoys fome Time before, with Mfidve 
Orders to the Commanding Officer at that Canton- 
ment to blow them away in the fame Manner at the 
Guns, whicli was accordingly done, and which put an 
End to the Mutiny and Defertion. 

' I prepared to take the Field as early as poffible after 
the Rains, with the Army, and fixed the 1 5th of September 
for the Rendezvous of the Troops from their different 
Cantonments : A Couple of Days before the Army 
marched, I had Intelligence that the Enemy had advanced 
fcveral .Parties of Horfe, and had thrown up fome Brcalt 


Works on the Banks of the Soaney to impede the eroding 
eff the Troops : — ordered Major Champion with a De- 
tachment and 4 Field Pieces to march and crofs the 
Soane fome Miles below, where the Army was to crofs, 
after fixing with him the Hour and Day that I intended 
to arrive at the Soane with the Army 1 defired rhat 
he might be at that Time on the other Side, and endea- 
vour to difiodge the Enemy, and cover the landing of 
the Troops. — That Officer was fo pointed in executing 
his Orders, he began to fire upon theEnemy juft as the 
Van of the Army appeared upon the Banks of the Soane, 
and foon difiodged them, by which Means the whole 
Army, in 4 Hours, was landed on the other Side with- 
dut the lead Moleftation : I continued to march on 
towards where the Enemy was:— The laft 2 or 3 
Days March the Line of March was a good deal har- 
raflfed by the Enemy’s Cavalry, fo much that there was 
2 Seijeants and 6 or 7 Men of the advanced Guard were 
killed: — Upon the iid of QSober we arrived at huxary 
and encamped juft without Range of the Enemy’s .Shot 
and upon' my going to reconnoitre their Situation with 
fome of the Field Officers, I found the greateft Part of 
them were entrenched with the Ganges upon their Left, 
and the Fort or Village of Buxar on their Rear : — 1 in- 
tended to have attacked their Camp about i or 2 in the 
Morning of the 23d, and fent out Spies to bring me 
fome Pieces of Intelligence, fuch as to know whether I 
could bring my Artillety on the Right of their Camp, 
refolving not to attack them on their Left, that we might 
have a better Chance to drive them into the Canges 
than they ffiould us : I likewife wanted to know in what 
Part of their Encampment the Force of their Artillery 
lay, and where the Viz'er and Cofftm jilly Kban*$ Tent 
flood : — The Spies did not return to Camp by 1 2 o’Clock 
at Night:— I took it for granted they had been taken 
Pri:bners, and therefore relblved to put off the Attack 
till the 24th in the Morning : Two of the Spies came in 
by Day I.ight of the Morning of the 23d, and told 
me, that the Enemy were under Arms all Night, moving 
their Artillery, and lending off their Treafure and 
Women in the Night . — 1 went immediately with fome 
Officers to look at their Difpofition : I faw a good many 
of their Troops under Arms, but not out of their En- 
trenchments. — The Officers who were with me, as well 
as myfclf, thought tliey only meant to fhew themfidves 
in order to ftrikc a Terror into our Troops, never 
imagining they would quit their Lines in order to attack 
us ; and as I never heard of a Black Army before at- 
tacking a European Army, 1 returned to our Camp, 
wilhing they would come out and attack us, for our 
Army was encamped in Order of Battle. — About Eight 
o’clock in the Morning the Field Officer of the Day 
came into my Tent as I was at Brcakfaft, and acquainted 
me, that the Enemy’s Right was in Motion, and he 
was furc they meant to attack us ; I immediately went 
out with my reconnoitring Glafs in my Hand, and faw 
and thought as he did, upon which I ordered the Drums 
to beat immediately to Arms, which was done, and the 
Troops advanced from their Encampment, and were in 
a few Minutes ready to receive them ; — The Ablion 
lafted from Nine till Twelve-, the Enemy then 
gave way, went off very (lowly, blowing up feveral 
Tumbrels and Three large Magazines of Powder as 
they went off.— I immediately ordered the Line to break 
into Columns and purfue; and Two Miles from the 
Field of Battle there was a Rivulet, where the E emv 
had a Bridge of Boats ; they pierced the Boats, and funk 
them before the Rear of their Army got over ; by which 
Means there was about 2,000 of them drowned and 
fticking in the Mud ; but that was the beft Piece of 
Gcner^lhip Sbujah Dowk ihewed that Day, becaule if 
I could have crolTcd the Rivulet with the Army, I 
would cither liavc uken or drowned his whole Army in 
the Camaffay and come up with his Treafure and Jewels, 
and Coffim Alfy Khan's. Jewels, which I ^fcas informed 
amounted to between Two and Three Millions. 

The 
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The Strength of our Army at this Battle were as fol- 
lows :

And as I had not S^- 
gcons fufficient to drefs our own wounded, and give 
them any Affiftance, I went every Day for 5 Days 
fucceffivciy, to every Man of their wounded in the 
Field, and gave Rice and Water to fuch as would take 
it, and whicTi was all the Affiftance I could give them.-— 
The Army remained at Buuar for fevcral Days, until 
Hufpitats were provided for the wounded, and to bury 
the dead. — I then marched the Army into Shujah Dow- 
la's Country, and fent an Exprefs to Calcutta^ for fur- 
ther Dircftions from the Governor and Council. — The 
Mogul (Shah Allum ) wrote me a Letter the Day after 
the Rattle, givin|r me Joy of the Viflory over the Vizier, 
who had kept him as a State Prifoner, and defiring I 
would take him under my Proteflion *, and acquaint- 
ing me, That though he was with the Vizier in Camp, 
he had left him the Night before the Battle. — My 
Anfwer to this Letter, was as nearly as I can remember. 
That I would immediately fend an Exprefs to Mr. 
Van/ittarty the Governor ot Calcuttay but that 1 would 
not take him under Prote£iion until 1 knew how far 
liich a Step might be proper, and for the intereft of 
the Company.— -He fent to me, and wrote to me re- 
peatedly before I had an Anfwer from Calcutta, dc- 
lirin^ me to come to him, for he had fomeihing very 
particular to communicate to me : 1 at laft fent him 
Word, that I would wait upon him, provided he wouki 
not look upon himfclf as under the EngUJh Protection; to 
which he confented.— When I waited upon him, he told 
me, That jf the Englijh took him under Proteftion, he 
would give them Shujah Dowla^i Country, that or any 
Thing clfc that they pleafed to demand, and repeated 
many Grievances and Hardihips that Shujah Dowla 
laid him under •, and laid. He was only his State Pri- 
foner. — I continued to march the Army on towards 
Bemaras ; and the Mogul continued to march with his 
Guards, and encamped every Night pretty clofetoour 
Encampment. Bifore the Army arrived at Banaras, I 
had an Anfwer frem the Governor and Council, who 
confented, that the King Ihould be taken under Pro- 
tcAion. — Upon the Army’s arriving ztBanaras, Shujah 
Devola fent me his Miniftcr Beney Babadre, widi Over- 
tures of Peace, which 1 refufed, bccaufe I infilled upon 
it in the firft Inftance, that he would deliver me up 
Co£i}n Ally Khan and Sumro ; the former had ordered 
I'o many of the SubjeAs of Great Britain to be mlf- 
I'acred, and the latter undertook to put the horrid 
Crime in Execution, when no Man in the Nabob’s 
Army would undertake it but hm&lf.-^Sutnro was a 
German, and a General Officer ; and had been before a 
Serjeant in the French Service, defprted from them to 
us, and from us to Cojim Alfy Khan. — He commanded 
Shujah Dowla'a Artillery at the Battle of Buxar, and 
had 3 or 400 French Dderters from our Army under his 
Command. — Bene Babadre told me Shujah Dowla never 
could think of giving up CoJ/im Ally Khan or Sumro, 
but if I paired from that Demand, I might have any 


other Terms I pleafed ; he faid, Sdmjah Dfilhta irould 
give 25 Lack of Rupee^ to defray the hxpenoes ihe 
Company had been at in the War; 25 Lack tQ th* 
Army ; and 8 Lack for nryfelf.— This he told me io 
the Prefence of Captains Stables and Gordon,, who was 
my Aid de Camps, and both now in Mr* 

Stewart, my Secretary, and my Interpreter.— My Anfiner 
was. If he gave me all the Lacks in hU Treafury, I 
would make no Peace with him, until he had delivered

— Upon this, Beue Babadre and 
I parted:— He returned a S«:ond Time, with AlTurancea 
from Shujah Dowla, That if 1 made l?eacc with him, 
he would put me upon a Method of laying hold both 
of Co^m and Sumro *, and made Uie of all the per- 
fuafive Arguments he could, to induce me to make 
Peace — 1 ftiU infilled upon my firft Preliminary ; Bona 
Babadre defired, if that was the Cafe, that I would 
permit Captain Stables, who fpoke the Country Lan* 
guage, to return with him to the Nabob’s Camp j that 
the Nabob wanted to fpeak with Captain Stables.-^\ cold 
Captain Stables, That as I was fully determined never to 
depart from his giving up Coffim Ally Khan, and 
Sumro in particular, I did nut wi(li or advife him to 
go, for that they might ufc him the lame Way as the 
other unfortunate Gentlemen. — Captain Stables replied. 
That he would with Plcafurc rilk his own Lift, could 
he be the Inftrument of bringing thofe Two to be made 
public Examples of.— He accordingly went with Bene 
Babadre to the Nabob's Camp, and when he returned, 
he told me, That fince he found 1 was fully determined 
to have Coffim and Sumro, chat in regard to Coffim, he 
would not by any Manner of Means deliver him up, 
but let him efcape.— But as to Sumro, if I lent 2 or 

Gentlemen from the Englijh Camp who knew Sumra, 
e would alk Sumro to an Entertainment ; and in Pre- 
fence of thofe Gentlemen, he would order him to be 
put to Death.— He offered Captain Stables a Sum of 
Money, to endeavour to prevail upon me to agree to 
his Terms ; but as I never would, the next Thing to 
be confidcred was, the Manner of driving Shujah Dowla 
intirely out of his Country, who was then at Lucknow 
with the Remains of his Army -, and to confider of the 
Manner of fettling his Country.— I wrote to Calcutta, to 
the Governor and Council, fent them a Letter the King 
wrote to me much about this Time ; propoQng, that he 
Ihould have fo much of Shrjah Doiwla'% Country, and 
cede the reft to the Company •, and rcquell me, that 
1 would make no Peace with Shujah Dowla.-^l lent 
this Letter to Calcutta, defiring to know the Direfbions 
of the Governor and Council with regard to-this Mat- 
ter; and acquainting them likewife. That 1 was de- 
termined to leave the Army fo as to return to Calcutta, 
to embark with the lall Ship that Ihould fail that Sea- 
Ion with His Majefty’s Troops. — The Governor and 
Council fent a Copy of a Treaty to be executed by the 
King, and Mr. Marriot, Mr. BtU^s, who was Chief 
of Patna, and Mr. Daker, to be prefent at the executing 
of this Treaty. — ^The Treaty with the King was exe- 
cuted. 

As fo much Time had been taken up by thefe 
Tranfa^ions, and the Time drawing near for my 
ouitting the Command, Major Carnae wpi ordered by 
the Governor and Council to repair immediately to 
take the Command.

r. The Tenor of our Letters to the fcparate Depart- 
ment, (ince the Ncgociations were commenced with 
Nizam Ally for the drears, will explain to you the 
Senfe wc have entertained of the Deviations that have 
been made from our former, more contradted, but, as 
we truft, more permanent, Syftcm, of confining our 
Influence and Pofleflions within the Boundaries of the 
Carnatic-, it is to retreat back within thofe Limits, and 
for other Purpofes, which we fhall hereafter exprefs, 
that we hereby appoint you a Scleft Committee, and 
entruft to your Difcrction and Abilities, the Conduct of 
our political Affairs. 

2 The Prefervation of our prefent Influence in the 
Bengal Provinces, is the great Objedt of our Atten- 
tion 1 all political Connexions in the reft of India, arc 
only important, as they may affeft us there. 

3. Every Acceffion of Influence, or Pofleflion elfe- 
where, which, by dividing our Troops, may prevent 
the Exertion of our whole Force, in cafe wc Ihould be 
attacked in that Qiiarter, is hazarding a Subftance 
for a Shadow; and on this Principle we fhall never 
tiiink Bengal fecurc while there is an Engli/h Soldjcr 
in the Myfore Country. Weefteem your Coaftcrfly 
as a Barrier to our Bengal Poffeflions and the Depref- 
fion of the French Power in the Carnatic, unA their Ex- 
clufion from the drears, are the Two ObjeXs to which 
all your Politics fhould tend. 

4. Judge then our Anxiety at feeing a Syftcm adopted 
fo repugnant to our Views, as that of fupporting A/<j- 
hemed Ally in the Myfore Country. Wc reiieat, we fliall 
not think ourfelves fecurc while we have a Soldier or 
Sepoy in tlwt Country, nor till wc fee it given to fbrae 
Power who nwy preferve it as a Barrier againft ' the 
Morattas, and who may be an ufeful Al^y, ihould we 


ever have Occafion to call in the AiTiftance of a Coun- 
try Power *. Thcfc arc our Views *, but not betng^ 
able to form even a probable ConjeXure of what 
happen from the Time of your laft Advices fo the Time 
that this fhall reach your Flands, it is impolTible for us 
to fay, how our Views are to be accbmjflifhed •, we truft 
entirely to your Judgment, fo to conduX thefc delicate 
Affairs, as fliall the leafl expofe us to the Imputation of 
violated Faith. 

5. Were Mahomed Ally only to be managed, the 
ConduXof the Rajah of Tanjore leaves an Opening to 
farisfy him at his Expence, in the Manner wc fhall 
point out in the fubfequent Part of this Letter} but 
you may poffibly find yourfelves embarraffed with va- 
rious Engagements entered into with the Morattas, or 
with the difpofleired Princes of thofe Countries which 
have been conquered by Hyder Ally, or with any other 
Country Powers, with whom the Talk may be more 
difficult, and for which wc can give no pofitlve Direc- 
tions.— Whenever the great Purpofc of retiring again 
within the Boundaries ot the Carnatic (having hrft fe- 
cured a proper Barrier) is obtained, the Defence thereof, 
and the ReduXion of the vaft Forces now kept up by the 
Company and the Nabob, mull be ftriXIy attended 
to ; but firft it will be neci flary to explain ourfelves 
with refpeX to the Rajah oitanjore. 

6. We have exprefled our Senfe of the Rajah of 
I'anjorPs ConduX in our Letter to the feparate Depart- 
ntent, but have referved our Intentions with rcfpcil to 
that Rajah, to be executed by you. 

It appears moft unrcafonablc to us, that the 
Rajah of Tatijore fhould hold Pofleinon of the moft 
fruitful Part of the Country, wluch can alone fupply 
our Armies with Subfiftance, .and not contribute to the 
Defence of the Carnatic. — Wc obferve the Nabob make# 
very carneft Reprefentations to you on this SubjeX, in 
his Letter, entered in the Book of Country Correfpon- 
dence, wherein he t.akes Notice that the Zemindars of 
the Carnatic have been fupported, and their Countries 
preferved to them, by the Operations of our Forces em- 
ployed in his Caulc, and that nothing was more noto- 
rious than that Three former Princes of the Carnatic 
had received from the Tanjore Rajah 70, 80, nay even , 
100 Lacks of Rupees at a Time } that to the preceding 
Nizam he had paid a Contribution of 50 Lacks, and 
the prefent, if he had met with Succefs againft our 
Army, would not have been content with lefs than a 
Crore of Rupees from this Rsijali : How jyft docs it 
then appear, that he Ihould be made to bear fome Parc of 
the Expcncc of thofe Mcafurcs, to which he owes his 
Security, and the Peace of his Country. — We there- 
fore enjoin you to give the Nabob fuch Support in his" 
Pretenfions on the Rajah of as may be effec- 

tual; and if the Rajah refufes to contribute a juft Pro- 
portion to the Expcncc of the War, you are then to 
purfuc fuch Mcafures as the Nabob may think confiftent 
with the Jufticc and Dignity of his Government. 

8. Whatever Sums may in Confequcnce of the above 
Orders be obtained from the Rajah of Tanjore, we ex- 
pcX fhall be applied to the Difchargc of the Nabob’s 
Debt to the Company-, and if more than fufficient for 
that Purpofc, to the Difcharge of his Debt to Indivi- 
duals. 

9. In our Letter to the feparate Department, under 
this D^, wc have teftifled our great Surprize at the 
Reports that are circulated by the Amount of the 
Nabob’s Debt to Individuals, being more than 20 Lacks 
of Pagodas, and that the Governor and Council aX as 
Truftees for the Recovery of the fame, and as fuch are 
in PofTeffion of the ColleXion of the Revenues of great 
Part of the Carnatic. 

10. Ignorant as we are of the Rife of this Debt, and 
the Trutn of thefe Repot ts, wc cannot but be fufpicious 
that the latereft of the Company is much wronged 
thereby. 


11. We 
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li. We are alarmed left this Debt to Individuals we have foftaincti in the Defence of the Ctiruaiic-, 


Ihould have been the real Motive for the Aggrandilc- 
ment of Mahomed Ally, and that we are plunged into a 
War, to put him in roflclfion of the Myfore Revenues, 
for the Diftharge of the Debt.-— Nor are we without 
Apprelienfions that the Revenues collefted by the Na- 
bob in the Carnatic, and the new Conquefts, may be 
applied to the Difcharge of this Debt, inltead of being 
applied to the Support of the War. 

12. If the Report of the Truft veiled in the Governor 
and Council is true, we cannot cunfidcr it in any 
other Light than a total Inven'ion of the Nature of our 
Service. — It is avowing private Intereft diametrically 
oppofite to the Company’s, and in a Cafe where they 
mult continually come in Competition — Charged on 
our Part with the Recovery of a Debt due from the 
Nabob, for llipporting him in a War during almoft 
Twenty Years, how can our Servants, confiUent with 
their Duty and Fidelity, negledl the Difcharge of fo 
great a public Trull, or fufler any Intcrefl: of their own 
to come in Competition with it v or liov/ can they dare 
to employ the Forces, Influence, and Authority, of the 
Company, in colledting the Revenue!, of the Nabob, 
mortgaged to themlelves ? — ^I’he Honour and Dignity 
of the Company is fo maicrially affefted by thofe J‘ro- 
ceedings, that we expedt you to imprcfi our Servants 
with the due Senfc of the Diftindlion, which arifes 
betv;een pi iv.ate and public Intcrcft, fo diametrically op- 
pofite in this Inftanccj and how imcompatiblc their 
Condudl is with the Cliaradler of faithful Servants to 
the Company •, and therefore tlie Firft Step you are to 
take is to demand from them a Renunciation of all 
the Power and Authority given them liy the Nabob, 
for the Collection of any Part of his Revenues, for his 
Debts to Individuals j tor we cannot fuffer the Idea of 
fuch a Right to be entertained, eitlicr by die Nabob, or 
by our Servants, in Exclufion of otirfelves. 

1 Having done this, you are then to demand from 
the Nabob, an Account of all his Debts to the Ser- 
vants of the Company or Inhabitants, arifing under our 
Protedlion.— -You are to examine them leparately, and 
fee that they are charged with no higher Intereft than 
after the Rate of lo per Cent, from the Day of the Re- 
ceipt of our Orders on that Subjodl, under Date of the 
jyih May 1766, Par. 33. 

14. Having adjufted thefe Accounts, you arc to let 
the Nabob know, his firrt Obligation is to difcharge 
Jiis Debt due to the Company ; You are therefore to 
offer him your Alllftance ; and if neceffary, even infill 
in the ftrongeft Manner on his entering into the Detail 
of his Revenues, and to point out to you what further 
Rcfources he has for the Dilcharge of his Debts, and to 
make the Liquidation thereof a Matter of public Dif- 
cuflion between you and him, and give the Sanftion of 
the Company’s Authority to the Mcafurcs to be taken 
tor the Difcharge of his Debt to Individuals, without 
which he can never be a ufcful Ally. 

15. You are to be very minute in reprelentinw to 
us whatever can give any Light into the Rife and rro- 
grefs of this uncommon Debt, and the Meafurcs you 
adopt for procuring the Difcharge of it. 

16. We have exprefled our Sentiments in our Letter 
to the feparate Department on the great and almoft un- 
ncceflary Force kept up by the Nabob, but we rely 
on you for purfmng the proper Mcafurcs to enforce the 
Redudlion of them to a Number more fuitablc to the 
State of the Nabob’s Finances : When we permitted an 
Incrcafc of the Sepoy F.ftabluhment in 1765, it was 
with a View to reduce the Numbers of his undifciplincd 
Rabble } inftca .1 of which they have been encrcafing to 
a Degree, as would almoft inc!i;.c us to think he meant 
in future to rely on tucm for the Defence of the Car- 
natic the Folly of this mull be ftrongly reprefented 
to him, and you mult inculcste to him, that he cannot 
ftrengthen himlclf by any Motic lb clTeilual as the Re- 
eftabhlhing his Finances. Remind him of the long War

that the Time may come when fuch another Kfirbi t 
may be required againft the fame powerful Enemy ; that 
he is always to bear this in his Mind as a poflible 
Event, and be preparing againft it ; and that no Pre- 
paration will be lb cfic( 5 lual as a full Treafury ; and till 
that is .-irrompliflied, he mull confine all his Ambition 
to the putting the Carnatic into a proper State of De- 
fence, by keeping up the Fortifications, and having his 
Maga7incs well llored. 

17. Our Letter to the feparate Department by this 
Conveyance will fufficiently explain to you our Senti- 
ments with relpeft to the Mode adopted of late Years, 
for contrading for Supplies to the Army 5 and you 
arc therefore hereby moll pofitivcly ordered to examine 
anti coiTcdt all Abufes that may appear to you to have 
b.en committed in this Rcl'pett, and 1 evert to our for- 
mer Orders on this Subjeft. 

18. 'J'hcrc is nothing which afierls the Welfare of 
the Company more than an inqiaiual Adminillraiion 
of Jullice towards thc.r Servants ; anil we lintl our- 
felvcs extremely perplexed with Opinion to fonn on 
the Cenfurcs paflld by the Governor and Coiincil 
againft Meflrs. Don'fctt and Cmi/ng, on Account of 
the Doubts that anl'c from the Character of i ‘eerai^o, 
the principal Evidence, .ind the Contratliflions in the 
level al Evidences, but more efpccially from that given 
in upon Oath by Onulapub relative to Mr, Dowfett, 
fubiequent to the Dccifion of the Governor and Coun- 
cil on the Cales of Meflis. Dctcfelt and Cuming, and 
wJiich Kvitlence of Cundapah will very materially affedl 
th.it given againll them. — This has induced us to fuf- 
pend our Judgment ; and we refer it to your Dccifion, 
and recommend it to you, to go attentively through the 
foimer Trial, to confider the Weight c!ue to the Evi- 
dence given by Cundapah, and any new Lights that 
may fince be received if Narfoo is found ; and fliould 
they be found guilty of the Charge laid againft them, 
our Order is that they be dil'miired our Service, and 
fent Home by the firft Conveyance •, and on the other 
Hand, Ihould you deem them worthy of being reflrored, 
we impower you lb to do, and to let tlieir Salary and 
Allowances from tlie Comp.my be continued to them 
from the 'I’inie they were withheld. — However, whether 
they are rcllorcd, or not, you arc to lee that tlie Icveral 
Sums arc refunded, which the Comp.iny have been de- 
frauded of, by the carrying on of the Works at Cud- 
dalore during the Time that Meflrs. Dowfett and Cum- 
ing were Pay mailers there. — And if in the Courfe of 
your invelbgating thel'c Affairs, it may 3j>i)ear to you 
that any of the Natives have been guilty ot fraudulent 
Praflices, you are to withdraw our Protection from 
thofe who arc fo unworthy of it, and banilh them from 
our Bounds.

To the honourable George Pigot^ Efquire, Prcfidcnt 
and Governor, Council at Fort St. George. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

^ U It urmoft Efforts have been employed to difeatch 
^ to you foohcr the Intelligence of the Capture or Cal- 
cutta by the Moors, adting under Orders of Serajab 
Dowla, the new Nabob j which Account, we doubt 
not, will have reached you before this can poHlbly 
ill rive, by Means of Patamars from the Shroffs or 
foreign Nations j a true Narrative of this unhappy 
Event, will, in our Opinion, be faithfully reprefented 
to you by Mr. Manningbam, which we have not here 
to commit to Writing*, the above Gentleman we depute 
to your Honour, f 3 c. on the United Envliff Eajl [ndia 
Company’s Behalf, dnd require from this Reprefenta- 
tioh, that you will I'upport us with the whole Force 
you can obtain on your Coaft, Military and Marine, 
together with afufficient Quantity of Ammunition, Can- 
non, and all other warlike Stores, Military and Marine, 
which may enable us to rc-cftablifli ourfeivcs in this 
I’rovincc, which we efteem of the moft cfTcntial Confe- 
ciucnce to the EaJl India Company, and 'I'rade of India 
in gcner.1l. 

It is highly to reprefent to your Honour, and 
that the Englijh here were eftablifhed by Patent from 
the Gtand Mogul, under whole Orders all Subahs 
fhould be depend.int ; but as your Honour, ?re 
well .acqu.iintcd that this Province was overcome by 
JUy Verde Cmvn, who maintained hts Conqueft by Force 
of Amis, lb was it poflefled by his Grandfon, who 
airumeil the Title of Scrajnh Do:vla 1 wherefore further 
to favour our Caufe, and juft Complaints for Rcfti- 
tiition, and Right to the Privilege granted us by the 
Royal l irin.iund, we are tb requeft you will, without 
l)ei.iy, let forth to the Grand Mogul the Enormities 
committed by the prefent Nabob, on a Nation which has 
always paid Obedience to the Tenor of the Firmaund, 
nor infringed on its Privileges*, requiring and entreat- 
ing by his Autliority to re ellablifh us in all our Rights, 
and tiuit the Lofi fullained by the Company and Inha- 
bir.-uit*- of the Settlement may be made good. 

We aic at preilnr cndeiivouring to open a Corre- 
Jpondenee with the princip.il Men, whom we are inform- 
ed tlie N.abob attends to, in Hopes to bring on a Treaty 
till we can obt.un Succour, and that we may in fomc 
Mcafure be relieved fiom our prefent Diftrcls, being in 
t!ie utnv-ft Want of all NecclTarics of Life, and ftridt 
Ord; rs ifllied by the Government not to fupply us with 
.any P.'ovilions ; 'J'he Dutch Awd French arc alfo prohi- 
b ted giving Ui .my AflUUnce ; their Situation appears 
vt-ry precarioiis ; and we arc told the French have wrote 
tui .1 large Keintbieement from Pondicherry. 

Our Deterin.n.itioii is to keep the River, until we are 
mtorii.d of your Honour, CsV.’s Refolutions j and in 
L-ifc v/c .ne not alilc to procure any Favour from this 
Govein.nem, or fijouKl be pci fee u ted fo by the Enemy 
.n to be obliged lo ll.ind out to Sea, we lliall proceed to 
Vizag-ipeiia.n , this we think proper to mention, as it 
may be ncccllary tli.it the Ships in their Way to the 
Bay c-ill there for lutcllirencc, wliich wc lhall IocIk 
there, if we arc able to procure any Conveyances j wr 
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the Ingratitude of our immediate Servants has been 
fuch, that we are drove to the NcccflUy of doing every 
individual OlEce for ourfclves; nor have we been able 
to procure a Pattaman, or a Perftan Writer i and it is 
witn the utmoft Difficulty wc have hitherto kept togc- 
tlicr a fufficient Number of I.afcars to work our Ships, 
and are daily apprehenfive they will quit us on the hi ft 
Occahon. 

Wc have defircd the Gentlemen at Vizagapatam to 
provide and hold in Readinefs wliat Provifion of every 
Kind tjiey are able to procure, to be put on Board the 
Vefleh corning, down hither. 

Wc requeft your Honour, to reprefent a fujl 
State of all thefe Occurrences to Admiral IVatfon, the 
Commander in Chief of his Majelly’s Squadron, and 
entreat his Aid and Affiftance with the Fleet, which wc 
hope may be able to proceed hither. 

Monfr. Le Beatme (who had the Command of our 
advanced Batteries, and defended the fame very gal- 
lantly) accompanies Mr. Manningbam, and will, in cafe 
of Accident happening to Mr. Maiminghatn, deliver 
you thefc Ailvices •, we efteeming Monfr. Ls Beau/ne 
well qualihcd to give you a circumilantial Detail of 
our Military Proceedings, as alio inform you of the 
various Stores wc are in W'ant of. 

As wc imagine the News of this Capture will pro- 
duce very bad Conlequenccs in England, to the honour- 
able Company’s Affairs, if they receive it without be- 
ing informed at the fame Time of there being a Pro- 
fpeft of our re-fcttling in Bengal ; we are to requeft your 
Honour will alter your Refolution of fending the Dela- 
war to Europe, till you he.'ir the Succels ot the Force 
you may be able to affift us with.

General Letter dated 15th SeptemLer 175(1. 

To the honourable the Court of Dircdlors tor , Af* 
fairs of the honourable tiie United Com.pany 
of Merchants of England, trading to the E.ajt 
Indies. 

May it pleafe your Honours, 

As it is probable a VefTel may l>e difpatchcd* for 
Europe, by the Prefiilcnt and Council of Fort St. George, 
or foir.e Other Nation fettled on the Coaft, and a Con- 
veyance offering from hence to Vizagapatam, we think 
it our Duty to give your Honours lonie Account of an 
Event which muft be of the utmoft Confequcnce to 
your I'rade. — It is with the greateft Concern we Hnd 
ourfeivcs under the Ncceflity of tr.inlinitting your 
Honovts fuch difagrce.ible News; and lhall beg Leave 
to conlific ourfeivcs to Generals for the prefent, refer- 
ring to a future Addrcls for the Particulars of this Af- 
fair. 

Upon the Receipt of your Packet by the Delawar, 
we tnought it neceffary to jmt ourlelvcs in the beft 
State of Defence wc could, and for that Purpofe gave 
Directions to have the Line of (jtins towards the River 
repaired and ftrengthened : While we w’ere carrying on 
this Work, a Perwannah arrived from the Nabob 
Serajab Dowla (who had fucceeded to the Crovernment 
upon the Death of illyver de Cmm) forbidding Us to 
cifft any new Works, or dig a Ditch, which Tie was 
informed we w'ere doing. As wc clleemcd this a very 

unrea- 
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unreafbnable Prohibition^ the PieCdent made the fol> 
lowing Reply, by the Approbation and Confent of the 
Board) That we were not ercdlingany new Fortifica- 
tions, but only repairing our Wharf) which had been 
much damaged by the Frelhes ; and lie had been mil^ 
informed in regard to the Ditch, having dug none 
fihee the Invafion of the Marattoes^ which had been 
executed by the Requeft of our Inhabitants, and with 
the Approbation of klyvtr de Cawn himfelf. — That we 
had received Advice of there being a Likelihood of a 
Rupture between the French and us, and as they difre- 
garded the Neutrality of the Mogul’s Dominions in the 
laft War, by attacking Madrafs^ we were under fome 
Apprehenfions of their making Tome Attempt upon our 
Settlement, ftiould there be a Declaration of War be- 
tween the Two Nations, for which Reafon we thought it 
necefiary to be upon our Guard, and make our Place as 
defcnfible as we could. 

I'he Nabob was at that Time encamped at Rejamaul ) 
and the Gentlemen at Cojfmbuzary a few Days after, 
informed us, that he was much incenfed at the foregoing 
Reply, and had ordered their Fadlory to be invefted 
with a Party of Horfemen. This was confirmed in a 
fecond Letter from them, with Advice that a large 
Body of Troops were aftually placed upon them, and 
that more were daily expefbed ) tor which Reafon they 
defired a Reinforcement of Military and a Supply of 
Stores. Another Letter from thole Gentlemen advifed 
us that Troops were daily ftationed on them ) that the 
Nabob himfelf was returning from Rajamauli that a 
Train of Artillery was ordered to be planted againft 
them ) and that he threatened to attack aa foon as he 
arrived. — In this Letter they requdled us to complain 
againft Hukumbeg and his Duan, for their Extortions of 
late Years, as they looked upon them to be the Inlliga* 
tors of thefe Difturbances. 

Upon Receipt of this Letter, we tranfmitted them a 
BlaoK Arafdafs, for them to inferc the Complaint againft 
Hukumbeg and his Duan, as they who were on the Spot 
muft be the beft Judges what to write; and dtreded 
them to remonftratc, in that Arafdafs, the Injury done 
us in furrounding our Faftory upon fo frivolous and 
unjuft a Pretence; the Falfity of which he might be 
fatisfied of by fending a Perfon to examine and report 
the Works we were carrying on. — We likcwife ordered 
them to endeavour all in their Power to accommodate 
the Matter, but on no Account to mention the Demo- 
lition of any Works : That in the piefcnc Situation qf 
Afijirs >vc thought it more advifeuble to Tooth the Nabob 
than to provoke him, which fending up a Reinforcement 
might occafion; and therefore We thought it beft to de- 
fer the Supply they had requeued ; and direfted them, 
that in Cafe the Nabob carried Matters to Extremity, 
and attacked their Factory, to make the beft Defence 
they could till the Watrrs rofe, and then to retreat, with 
their Garifon, to Calcutta. 

Two other Letters arrived from Mr. IVatts and his 
Council, with Intelligence of a further Number of 
Troops having furrounded their Factory, and that tlie 
Nabob was daily expeifted at Muxadavad^ wlien it was 
imagined they would actually be attacked. In the for- 
mer of thefe Letters they informed us, that one of the 
principal Zemmadars placed upon them, told their 
DoAor, the Nabob was angry with the Englijb on no 
ocher Account than a Draw Bridge we had built at Peri- 
ri/i’s and an Odagon at Mr. Ke^aii’s Garden, and that 
if wc would deftroy thofe Works, the Forces would be 
immediately taken off their Factory : In Confequence 
of which- Information tliey gave it as their Opinion, if 
the Prefidenc would addrefs the Nabob, and promife to 
demolilh the Draw Bridge and Cdagon, the Affair would 
be accommodated. 

This Letter wascitken into Confideration by the Board, 
and, for many ftrong Reafons, it was judged more, ad- 
vifcablc to promiie the Demolition of thofe Works, 
tlian hazard a Rupture with the Nabobs at a Jundure 


when we were fo little prepared for it.— Accordingly an 
Arafdaft was wrote to that and Triplicates of it 

forwarded to the Chief and Council at Cajtmbuzar^ for 
them to get delivered. Tqcfe Letters, Melirs. f^atts 
and Cellet acquaint us, were not received while the Fac- 
tory remained in our Hands. 

On the 7th of June we received the dlfagrceable 
News of Coffimbuzar Fadory being delivered up to the 
Nabob, who had made Mr. IFatts a Priloner upon his 
going to vifit him, and forced him to fign a Mucchulka 
to the following Purport : Tliat we (hoiild give no Pro- 
tection to the King’s Subjeds ; that we ftiould deftroy 
any new Fortifications we had raifed, and fill up the new 
Ditch ; and that if it could be proved we had granted 
Dufticks to any Perfons that were not entitled to tlieni, 
the Lofs fuftwied by the Government, in the Cuftoms, 
(hould be made good by the Company. Thefe Letters 
likcwife informed us, the Nabob intended to march to 
Calcutta with his whole Army* whicii now amounted to 
50,000 Men, bcfides a very large'Train of Ariillcry’. 

Upon the Receipt of this Intelligence wc thought it 
expedient to put our Town (which was extremely open 
towards the Land) in the beft Pofture of Defence we 
could, by throwing up fuch Outworks as the Shortnei's 
of our Time would admit of, conformable to Ilians 
laid before us for that Purpofe, which was accordingly 
executed. The Militia were likcwife fummoned and 
trained, and every Thing in our Power prepared to 
fuftain our Attack, in cafe the Nabob Ihould be ralh 
enough to carry Matters to that Extremity; 

The 1 6th oijmte the Van of his Army appeared 
before the Redoubt at i’srrw’s, and about One in 
the Afternoon attempted to force a Paffage that Way 
into the Town, but were bravely rcpulfcd by the Party ' 
ftationed there. Numbers of them being killed ; which 
made them decamp in the Night from thence, and en- 
ter the Town from the Eaftward ; at which Qu.arier it 
was not in our Power to prevent their getting io. — On the 
Morning of the i8th they begun the Attack of our 
Lines, and after a very warm Fire the whole Day from 
one of our Batteries, were obliged to retreat, which made 
it neceflary to recall the reft, that they might not be cut 
off by the Enemy in the Rear. 

The next Morning they commenced a brifk Fire 
upon the Fort, which they continued the wliolc Day, 
and great Part of Hunday the 2,0th and having gained 
PoffelTion of the fcvcral Houfes near the Failory and 
Church, they dcllroycd a great many Officers and pri- 
vate Men ; wlio being harralVed out with continual 
Duty, and the Enemy overpowering us with their 
Numbers, the Walls were fcaled on the Evening of 
the 20ih, and the Fort furrendered upon Promifc of 
their civil Treatment of the Prifoners. 

Wc have now given your Honours a fummary Re- 
lation of the Nabob’s Proceedings at Coffimbuzar^ his 
March againft Calcutta^ the Attack and Capture of 
that Place. 

There being fome Country Veffcls in the River, fuch 
of the Inhabitants as could efcape have been confined in 
them, and fuffered the greaieft Diftrefs ; moft of them 
having loft every thing they had, and fcarcc faved the 
Cloatns on their Backs, which has induced us to take 
the Liberty of maintaining them at your Honours Ex- 
pence, which wc flatter otirfclvcs tvill not be difap- 
proved of, wlien it is confidcred how gener.il the 
Calamity has been, and what Numbers had it not in 
their Power to.fublift thcmfclves by any Means wliat- 
ever. 

Our remaining here fo long has been owing to our 
judging it abfolutely neccffiry to keep the River, in 
order to re-cftabli(li ourfelves in thefe Provinces; for 
which Purpofe wc have applied to the Prefident and 
Couiicil of Fort Sarnt GeorgCy to aflift us with all the 
Force they can poffibly fparc from the Calls of their 
own Coaft, and have deputed Charles Manmugbam^ 
Efquire, to fatisfy them of the Ncccffity of exerting

themfclves on this Occaflont for recovering your Ho* 
nours Setdements, Rights, and Privileges, in chefe Pro- 
vinces : As yet, have received no Artfwer from thofc 
Gentlemen, though we daily expedt one •, and we hope 
they will not rcfule or delay fendtng Us down a confider- 
able Body of Troops, as foon as they received our Letter 
upon that Head, as their Arrival at this Jundhire 
would enable us to re-cftablifli your Honours in all 
the Privileges and ImmunitLCs of the Royal Firmaund. 
Tlic Country b.-ing involved in I’roubles by the Ap- 
pointment of another Subah from D< 7 /y, who is joined 
by fome Royal Troops, and leveral confiderable Jum- 
matlars, that have deferted Serajah Dowlai there is 
likewife an Invafion expedted from the Marrattas as 
foon as the Rains take off; and by the Intelligence 
we have received from Cojjivibuzar^ the Nabob is greatly 
embarralled. 

We have likewife applied to the Prefidcnt and 
Council of Bombay for a Supply of Troops-, and in 
cafe chofe 'I* wo Prcfideiicics give us the nei'ejlary Aflllt- 
ance, we may hope, in a Ihort Time, to acquaint your 
Honours of our being refcttlcd upon a fecure and rcl^ft- 
able Footing. 

The Gentlemen of Luckipore and Bulrorngurry have 
fafeJy withdrawn their Fadlorics, piirluant to our Or- 
ders, and brought away all their Military Stores, with 
what Calh and Efil-£ls were laying in their refpeftivc 
Factories » thofe at Dacca could not do the fame, for 
Want of Conveyances » all their Boats licing feized by 
the Nabob of that Place } but were obliged to furrender 
after they heard of the Lofs of Fort IViliiam. 

By die next Conveyances we lhall tranfmit your 
Honours Copies of our Proceedings fince the Lofs of 
Calcutta^ with the Cafli Account, and what other Papers 
are material ; And arc with the greateft Reiped,

You have been doubtlefs long fince informed of All 
Verdi Khan's having named Seir Rajah Dowlat his Suc- 
ceflbr to this Province, in prejudice of his Nephews, 
Newages Mahmud Khan and Sahid tiamud Khan ; the 
ftirmcr of which had his Refidcnce at Muxadavady the 
latter in the Proonean Country, of which he was Nabob. 
The Succeffion of Seir Rajah DotvUty notwithftanding 
this Preference, was greatly doubted i his Compe- 
titors were rich and powerful, both Men of much 
more Experience in Lire i theoneefteemed of Abilities, 
greatly fuperior ; Fortune however had adopted him, 
and took Care to pave bis Way to that Point of Gran- 
deur to which he is now arrived. In December laft 
died Hcwnges Mahmud Khauy a few Months after the 
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Nabob of Premay and on the gth of A^rtl All Verdi 
Khan breathed his laft. The Widosf of Newages for 
fame Time mainttined a faint Shew of Oppofinon to 
the Succefllonof Rajah l)owlaty kl Favour of a ^y, 
named Muradel Devblaty Nephew to Sar Rt^ah 
loty and who hod been adopted by her late Huf- 
band. But deferted by her Adherents, (he was ne- 
telfitated to drop it, and to claim the Proceflion of 
Seir Rajah Dewlaty at this Time firmly eftabliflred. 
Ki^endaty Son to Rajt^Uuby who had long afted as 
Prime Minifter to Newages Mahmud KhaUy is faid to 
have retired to CalcuUay in March laft, with immenfe 
Riches of his Father’s, and of the Widow of his late 
Maftcn — The Proteftion granted to this Man, and the 
Refufal of delivering him up when demanded, is univer- 
fally believed to be the Caufe of all our Misfor- 
tunes. Umbrage taken at fome new Works of Fortifi- 
cation, which were carrying on at Calcuttai and artful 
Infiouation.*) to the Nabob, that the Englijh were put- 
tliig thcmifclves in a State to make War upon him, may 
be the Pretences. — On the 23d of May the Faftory at 
Cofftmbuzar was invefted by a Body of about 500 Men } 
from that Time till the 3d of JunCy frefh Forces were 
daily arriving, when the Number is faid to have con- 
fifted of 50,000. That Day the Nabob Seir Rajah Dowlat 
likewife arrived, with a large Body of Horfe, the Rear 
of his Army i the Day following he is faid to have 
difpatched a MclTenger to Mr. WattSy to fignify his 
Dcfire of a Conference with him : This was complied 
with : Mr. Watts was no fooner in his Prefence than 
he was made Prifoner, and the Mcfllngcr returned to 
the Faftory, for MelTrs. Collet and Batjotty the only 
Two Gentlemen in Council at that Time zt Coffimbuzar: 
He told them their Prefence was nccclTary to under- 
fign a Paper, to which Mr. Walts had fet his Name, 
and which, without theirs, would not be valid. Theie 
Two Gentlemen likewife waited on the Nabob } the 
latter was immediately made Prifoner, and the former 
fent back to the Faftory, with Orders to the Officer who 
commanded, to deliver it up to whoever the Nabob 
Ihould appoint to take Pofleffion of it, with Guns, Am- 
munition, idc. His Orders were conformed to, and 
the Nabob took PofTeffion of it the 6th. This done. 
Orders were iflued for the March of the Army towards 
Calcutta. For the Particulars of rhe Siege of that 
Place, and Fort William, we mull b.-g Leave to refer 
your Honours to fome of thofc Gentlemen who ton- 
tinued in the Fort till it was taken. The Accounts wc 
have vary much, and are difficult to reconcile-, all 
agree in this, that many brave Men have died mife- 
rably, whofc Lives might have been faved by the 
fmalleft Degree of good ConduA and Refolucion in their 
Leaders. — That Mr. Drake fefufed liftening to any 
Terms of Accommodation, faid to have been propofed by 
the Nabob, while at Hugbley, to avert the Storm which 
threatened the Colony, is what we can hardly credit, 
though this is confidently affirmed. In a Garifon 
fo ill provided as it appears Fort William was, ic 
would certainly have been eligible to have fubmit- 
ted to any for the prefent, and to have waved his 
Rtfentment till a Change of Circumftances Might 
enable him to gratify it, and to obtain fuch ' as Were 
mire advantageous. The Nabob in his Return from 
Calcutta, after marching a Number of his Men through 
Chandemagare, and committing many Irregularities, ex- 
torted from the French the Sum of Three Lacks of 
Rupees, and from the Dutch 4^0,000, and from the 
Danes 50,000. The French have behaved with the 
greateft Humanity to fuch as have taken Refuge at 
their Faftory j and the Tenor of their Conduft every 
where to us, on this melancholy Occafion, has been 
fpeh as to merit the grateful Acknowlegement of 
our Nation. The Sloop which, in our Correfpondence 
with Monf. Courtin, your Honours will obferve we 
became anfwerablc for, to prevent the ill Confequences 
of Mr. Amyatt's feizing her at fo critical a JuAfkure, 
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Is, witli 'htt Cii^' nt are informed, ildel7 arrived at

ragraph ire have acquunced your Honours, that Cc^m- 
bKzar Paftory was firft invefted. It was the 9th of 

before we had any Letter from the Gentlemen 
in Caifutta j it was dated the 3d, and in general Terms 
directed us tO be upon our Guard, as the Nabob had 
takeh Offence at fome Works which were carrying on 
at Calcutta^ and it was uncertain to what Lengths his 
Caprices and Pallion might- lead him : Our Situation, 
and the Want of Embarkations, rendered a Compliance 
with their Orders of the yih (received the lath) ut- 
terly impradicable : For our Reafons fully deduced, we 
beg Leave to refer your Honours to our Confultation 
of the X2th, in thofe, and our public Letters, both 
which accompany this Addrefs to your Honours, the 
Confultations of the 3d and 5th excepted 5 Two Copies 
of which have been lent to Caltutta^ but the Originals 
we have not been able to ^t out of the Faftory : We 
have been fulEciently explicit to enable you to judge 
and determine on our Conduft, and fhall not enter into 
a further Detail. 

3. As your Books and Papers are all in the Pof- 
felnon of the Nabob, we cannot) with Exadlnefs, inform 
you of the Lofs you have fuftained at your Fa^ry at 
Dacca. If they will permit us to extradi a few Minutes 
from the Books, we fhall Ihortly be able to make it 
up, and your Honour^ may depend on having it by 
the firft Occafion. 

4. As to ourlelves, we have loft every Thing •, a 
Confeioufnefs of having to the utmoft of our Abilities 
difeharged our Duty to your Honours, and the Hopes 
of your future Favour, ihould it appear to you we 
have adted in fuch a Manner as to deferve it, muft, for 
the prefent, fupport us. Your Honours will do us 
the juftice to- believe, that in the Surrender of our 
Fadlory without Refiflance, we have not been adtuated 
by any unmanly Attachment to Life. Every neceflary 
Difpolidon our Situation would admit of had been 
made-, and while FV/ fFiV/ww ftood, our Rcfolution was 
taken to defend ourfclvcs to the laft Extremity. — That 
gone, and all Hopes of Afliftance cut off, it is cer- 
tain we might have died, or by exafperating an unge- 
nerous Enemy, expofed ourlelves to Ignominy and 
Torment, but this would in no Shape have availed your 
Honours. 

5. The French Gentlemen at Cbandemagort and 
Gojfmhuzar arc warmly folicitkig our Liberty ; if we 
are fo happy as to obtain it, vre propofe going to Ma- 
drafs in the firft Ship ) where We fiiail be ready to ferve 
your Honours in any fuitabltf Employment that your 
Frefident and Council there may point out to us, till 
your Pleafure is known. 

б. Exclufive of the Gentlemen whofe Names appear 
at the Foot of this letter, there are Frifoners with us 
here, Mr. John Cartier, a Fadtor of One Year’s 
ftandingi Mt.JcbnJehnftweyv&comvMncmg, Afliftants 
Lieut. John Cudmere, and Mr. Nathaniel ^ilfon. Sur- 
geon ; Mr. JVilliam Sumer, the Second at this Factory, 
abfent at Calcutta, by Permifiion, and who we hear is 
fale, having been ordered on board Ship fome Days 
before the Place was taken. 

We advifed the Gentlemen at Madrafs of this un- 
happy Event, as foon as we could colledt any Particu- 
lars which we thought carried an Appearance of 
Truth.

It is With the utmoft Concern we liow inform you, 
that Fort fFilliam was taken the *oth of June by the 
Nabob of Bengal, Grandfon of Alliverdicawn, who 
died laft April. The firft Rife of thefc Troubled are as 
follows : 

Some Time after his coming to the Government, he 
fent one Narran Sing, Brother to Regeram, who is 
Nabob at Cuttack, and Commander of the Spys (which 
in this Country is a confiderable Poll:) to Calcutta, 
where he arrived privately, and in Difguil'e, with a 
Letter from the Nabob to the Governor which the 
Governor did not think proper to receive, as it was 
prefcnted in fuch a Way, but turned Narran Sing with 
Difgrace out of the Place. The Chief of Coffimbuzar, 
being apprehenfive that this might occafion fome Trou- 
ble, wrote to the Durbar Ofiicers, to prevent any Com- 
plaint being made to the Nabob, and the Aftair was 
feemingly hulhccl up *, but a few Days were elapled, 
when he fent for our Vacqueel, and*told him he heard 
they were making Fortifications, and digging a Ditch 
round Calcutta \ and infifted that wc fhould level our 
new Works, and fill up the Ditch. Upon the Vacqueel’s 
returning from the Durbar, and acquainting the Chief 
with what the Nabob faid, he wrote to lum, that he 
had not heard of any nc# Fortifications being railed, 
or Ditch dug *, .ind that we were apprehenfive that our 
Enemies, for their own lucrative Advantages, had 
raifed thefe Reports; to this Letter he returned no 
Aniwer, but fent a Purwannah to Calcutta, ordering 
them to defift from fortifying, and to level what new 
Works they had begun. He then marched to the 
Northward, and gave out he was going to Patna. On 
his Arrival at Rajamaul, he received the Governor’s 
Anfwcr, at which he was greatly incenfed, and im- 
mediately ordered a Party of Horl'c and Gun Men 
upon our Fadlory, and returned back himfelf with 
the greateft Expedition with his whole Army, which 
encamped round our Fadlory, and, according to the 
moft moderate Computation, confifted of lo.oco 
Horfe, and 20,000 Rajepouts, and other Gun Men, 
with a large Train of Artillery, and then demanded the 
Chief to come out, and fee him ; the Nabob’s Duan, 
who commanded the Van of the Army, writing the 
Chief a Letter, that he might come out with great 
Safety, that no Harm Ihould happen, and that he would 
introduce him to the Nabob: Upon this we thought 
proper to fend the Surgeon of the Fadlory to the 
Duan ; and he gave him the fame Afiurances, and fent 
him back with a confiderable Perfon, and a Preient of 
Beetle (which is efteemed a Pledge of Faith) to accom- 

E the Chief to the Duan, who was to introduce 
to the Nabob ; accordingly, agreeable to the una- 
nimous Opinion of the Gentlemen of the Fadlory, and 
Officer of the Garilbn, the Chief went, and was pre- 
fented by the Duan to the Nabob ; who immediately 
ordered him into Confinement, and infifted on his 
giving an Obligation, that in 15 Days Time the Gen- 
tlemen of Calcutta Ihould level what new Works they 
had railed, deliver up the Nabob’s Tenants, who 
had Bed for Protedlion there*, and that if it Ihould be 
proved we had falfified the Company’s li)u(tucks, by 

B thcm to thofe that had no Right to them, we 
pay back what the Government had fuffered 
by Lofs of Duties : The Chief, being in their Hands, 
was obliged to fign this. They then told him, that his 
figning was of no Confequence, without the reft of 
the Council ; accordingly, upon the Surgeon’s returning 
3 1 to 
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to the Fa(£tory, with a Eunuch of the Nabob's, and 
I'wo or Three others, who acquainted MelTrs. Collet 
and Ralfony that it was neceflary they /hould go CO the 
Chief and make an End of the Affair j they went, and 
were detained Prifoncrs, nothing more being faid about 
the Obligation the Chief had figned. The next Day 
we were ordered to deliver up our Ammunition and 
Cannon, which, upon mature Deliberation, we thought 
proper to comply with, in Hopes to entirely pacify the 
Nabob, and prevent his March to Calcutta, The Army 
then drew olF from the Faftory. 

Extrad of Mr. Drakes Letter to the Council at 
Fort IVilliam, dated Calcutta, jyth to 25th 
'January 1757. 

Par*. 4. Referring to Mr. Beeber’s Letter, under 
Date of the 26th November laft, that Gentleman con- 
demns my Conduct, in th.2t I granted Proteilion, or 
admitted into Calcutta, Ktjfendafs ; that I refiifed to re- 
ceive the Nabob’s J\jrwannah, and infulted the Mcf- 
fenger i the afluming to myltlf I'uch an Authority to 
adt without the Advice, or acquainting my Council 
thereof', my not ufing proper Means to accommodate 
Matters, when I found tlie Nabob irritated v and not fe- 
curing on board the Ships the Company's Books, Pa- 
pers, and Treafure ; and finally abandoning the Fort in 
the Manner 1 did : To all which Accufations I reply. 
That the Admiflion of Kiffendafs into Calcutta was 
permitted by Mr. Manningham, in my Abfence on a 
Vifit to Ballafore, where I went, after the Dilbatch of 
our laft Europe Ship that Seafon, the 9th of March, 
and returned the 21 ft of faid Month. Kiffendafs I 
think arrived ' 4 ierc the i6ih} and he, or fomc of his 
People, introduced a Letter from Mr. Watts to Mr. 
Manningham, witii one incloted for myfelf^ under a 
flying Seal, to the following Purport, as far as my 
Remembrance leads me: That an Application had been 
made to him by Rajahbutlub (who is Father to Kijfendajs) 
requeuing we would admit his {Rajabbullub’i) Family 
into Calcutta for the Space of Two Months, until one 
of the Women was brought to Bed, and able to pro- 
ceed on her Journey xojaggernot Paged j and ftrenuoufty 
recommended wc would not refuTe that Requeft, as 
Rajabbullub was likely to hold great Fofts in the Go- 
vernment, and might, from fuch Favour Ihewn bis 
Family, be inftrumcntal of giving an uninterrupted 
Currency to our Bulinefs at Dacca, and its Dependen- 
cies ; which Recommendation from Mr. Watts, who 
then was fo nearly fituated to the Durbar of Muxa- 
davad, drew a Grant from Mr. Mettniugbam, to ad- 
mit kijfendajs, his Family, and Attendants, into 
our Bounds. I think MelTrs. Frankland and Helwell 
arc able to teftify that fuch a Letter was penned by Mr. 
Watts, nor would 1 be underftood to throw any Blame 
on Mr. Manningham, for having had Regard thereto ; 
had I been prefent on Kifertdiys his Arrival, I Ibould 
certainly adhered to fo llrong a recommendatory Letter 
from our Chief at Coffmbuzar\ nor was any Oifturbance 
fiirmifed would happen on Account of that Family’sRc- 
fidence here, or on any other Account, until about the 
i5tli of April, when a Perwannah arrived, faid to con- 
tain an immediate Demand, from the Nabob, of Rajab- 
iullub'i Family and Wealth ■, which leads me to anfwcr 
Mr. BcchePi Second Accufation, That I refufed to 
receive the faid Perwannah, and infulted the Meflenger. 
That the Perwannah was refufed to be received, by 
MelTrs. Manningham, Uolwell, and myfelf, is a Fa£i ; 
and the Meflenger was ordered out of the Bounds. Our 
then Reafons, that induced us to a£t, were, that this

Spy : This firft arbitrary and unufual Proceeding of the 
new Nabob, before his having advilfed our Preldoncy,' 
(as has ever been cuftomary on Change of Governmenc) 
of his Succellion to the Government, caulcd a Sufpicioii, 
that the faid Perwannah had been wrote without his 
Confent or Knowlege; and not at that Time having had 
any Intelligence from Mr. Watts, that fuch a Ferfon 
had been difpatchcd by the Nabob, joined with the 
Fear Omichund fliewed on the Occafion, determined us 
to rejeft the Perwannah (which Mr. Manningham or 
myfelf never had a Sight of) and to order Narrandafs 
inftantly out of our Bounds i and that Gentleman and 
Mr. Hohuell will recolleft, I think they mull; acknow- 
lege I then produced Mr. Watts his original Letter, 
recommending, in moft ftrenuous Terms, t& Reception 
of that Family into our Settlement, with I'wo or 1 hrcc 
others*, certifying howufeful the retaining Rq/ah BuUtdt 
in, our Intereft would be, who was likely to hold great 
Polls in the Government » at the fame Inftant I was 
required by thofc Gentlemen to acquiunt Mr. Watts of 
the clandeftine Manner whereby Narrandafs ftole into 
our Bounds; of our Refufal to receive the Perwannah, 
and his being ordered to quit our Settlements ; To which 
Mr. Watts replied. That our Vacqueel had reprefented 
to the chief Durbar Officers the Whole that had hap- 
pened } and that the Reply thereto was, 7 'hac we furely 
had a Right to difmifs luch People out of our Bounds. 
It is with Regret 1 mention not having Mr. Watts his 
Letters to produce ; but I appeal to Mr. Manningham, 
Frankland, and Hohoell, to whom I communicated, at 
different Times, the Purport of thofe Letters, whether 
Circumftances to be gatliered therclrom were not im- 
plying, that Rajah Bullub would be taken into Favour 
again; and advifing, rather llicwi g Civility to his 
Family than any way to diftrefs mem ; giving his 
Opinion, that we thould be cautious, and not lei. them 
leave Calcutta: One Letter did imply to give them 
Warning to depart, as the Space of Time, his Father had 
applied for their Refldence here, was nigh clapfed ; that 
was foon contradiAed ; and I cidl on Mr. Watts to de- 
clare, whether 1 did not frequently exprefs, I was ap- 
prchenfivc that Family's Refldence here would bring the 
Company’s Affairs into Trouble ; and whether 1 ever 
Ihewed any Diflnclination to their quitting the Bounds, 
or fubmitting to the Delivery of them, had the Nabob 
openly required it. Further, Mr. Watts wrote me, he 
had acquainted the principal Men at Muxadavad, that I 
ibould have no Objc£bons to deliver Ktjftndajs ; but that 
he thought I (bould not confent to the giving up of his 
Women, nor would that be mfifted on. 1 o tlie Blame 
Mr. Btcber is pleafed to caft on me, for afluming to 
myfelf the foie Authority of acting without the Confent 
or Advice of my Council, in the Procedtfon granted 
Kijfendafs, and the Diftniflion of the Mefl'engcr who 
brought the Peiwannah for the immediate Delivery of 
him and his Family, I muft beg Leave to refer, in 
Part thereof, to my Reply to his foregoing Accufation 
agunft my Conduft ; wherein it will appear, beyond 
Contradidtion, that I aflbmed no Power of afting by 
aii}itrary Will : I could wilh the Perwannah had not 
been reful^, but in public Council, which fat that 
▼fry Morning ; and the Gentlemen were ailembled in 
tlie Confultation Room before MelTrs. JMAmingbam and 
Helwell quitted my Apartment, and were all well ac- 
quainted with the Steps we had tidten ; but not one 
Member of the Board opened his Mouth to fpeak 
thereon, which was their Duty to do, had- ihcy then 
imagined evil Confcquences would be the Attendant on 
that Proceeding ; which leads me to remark, that no 
Gentleman of Council can excufe himfelf for that 
Silence ; as 1 chink I (hall be fupported in declaring, I 
never attempted to bridle their l ongues. I further am 
led CO think, that Mr. Becher, who was in Calcutta from 
the latter End of February to the Beginning of April, 
though not obliged to attend our Councils, when his 
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AbfeBce fiotn ChkOh^ §t.-D0t€Mf on Account of 
hia own Comm^ wnt pemittted, nigkc then have iet 
forth hU Api^Khenfions tha£ fuch Our Proeoediflgs 
wn wrong, which any Aight Intimation of to, or at. 
the Board, would have (av^ me many an unhappy Re- 
flexion on what my Charader has fince fuflbed from 
after- thinking Men: What availed it me, or dther 
Meffrs. Manningbam or HakoeUy whether R(^ab BuUub'% 
Family was, <mp was not, to be admitted and kept in our 
Town, but to h(^d in good Correfpondence and Har- 
mony, People who then had great Influence at the Dur- 
bar, thereby to promote the Iniereft of our Employers, 
and to a£t according to the Chief o£ Cojj^hutary his 
Recommendation, who has always been fuppofed a 
competent Jud^ how to hold the great Men in Favour 
at the Durtw ? Even had any Letter, private or general, 
from CoffimbuzaTt intimated fo far as even an Apprehen- 
fion, that the proteXing Kijftndafs would be likely to 
draw on the Nab(^’s Anger, I dare aver either of thoie 
tsro Gentlemen would have communicated the fame in 
public Council » I anfwer I Ihould for myfclf ; and I am 
liire Liber^ of Speech and Writing has tdo much pre- 
vailed' in this Settlement, not to admit it from any Perfon 
yrho then thought the Company's Intcreil was injured. 
1 Ihould fall into the fame Error with after ConjeXures, 


hf 1 afle why the Gentlemen of C^mbtaiar did hot; at 
any Time, inform us it was a wrong Proceeding to 
continue 1 ^’ab BulbiRi Family with us : If they thought 
fo, it was thdr Duty to have fet forth the Nabob was 
irritated thereat, and at the DiTmilTion of the Spy but 
far otherwife, no Mention was ever made to us from 
that FaXory of any Umbrage the Nabob took on that 
Account ( not even the Name of any of Rajah Btillub'i.

A Letter was agreed upon, hy the Gentlemen, to 
Lord CBvCf to be figned by the Stcretaiy, defiring his 
Lordfhip to enable mem to clear up the Difficulty vrith 
the Dutch Commiflaries, concerning the t^th Article 
of the Treaty with Jaffier Alj Khan^ inferted ih the z2th 
of the Aj^ndix to the Memorial of the Dutch 
Company * the iud Letter being as follows :

In the CouhG; the Confetences tmween the Englifo 
aiKi DutA Ccmmiflluies, the latter Have very ftrongly 
prefled the Point of the Letter and Article inclofed from

of the Articlei the Engtijb CommilTaries have given the 
Anfwer your Lordfhip inftruXed them to give in your 
Letter to Mr. Rmu, of the 18th of Auguft^ that is. 
That it was in the Person Language, and had been mif- 
interpreted } but they obferve, that the Letter in which 
this Article was inclofed, fpeidcs of it as a 1 3th Article, 
which had been felemnly ratified and confirmed by 
Oath, on one Side by the Nabob, and on the other by 
the Enghftt Eoft India Company. —Whereas the Treaty 
appears to conflfe of 12 Articles, and therefore the 
Dmtcb infinuate, that whether the Article, as th^ have 
printed it, be well or ill tranflated from that inclofed 
in yonr>Lordfliip’s Letter, the Letter itfelf, which 
fpeaks of a 13th Article, muftbe a Mifreprefentation ; 
and in this 'Way the Commiflaries apprehend 

they mean to impeach die Credit of your Lordlhip’s 
Acteftation, on wlwh our Defence chiefly cefts. 

1 am or^red by the Gentlemen to communicate this 
to your Lordlhip, and to add, that as they have no 
Doubt but your Lordlhip can, they truft you will, 
enable them to clear up this Difficulty.

To the honourable the Secret Committee for 
Affairs of the honourable United Company of 
Merchants of England^ trading to the Eaji 
Indies. 

Honourable Sirs, 

1 . \T^ E have given you a full Account of the State 
’ of thefc Provinces, and our I'ranfaAions, to 
the 26th March } Triplicate of wluch Advices were 
forwarded by His Majefty’s Sloop of War, the Kin^s 
Fifier. 

2. This Letter is purpofeljr to acquaint you of a 
happy Revolution in the Government of this Kingdom, 
in Favour of Ja^er Aly Kban^ of the Part we took in 
this Affair, and our Motives for itt and of the Ad- 
vantages obtained, by erpoufing the prefenc Subah’s 
Caufe, and placing the Sway in his Hands. 

3. On tne Firit of Colonel CUve laid before 
us I'wo Letters he had received from Mr. JVatts, dated 
the 26th and 28th Aprii^ in which, after fome Ob- 
fervations oh the Strangenefs of the Nabob’s Behaviour, 
and that all Degrees of People were perfuaded he 
would break with us upon the Brft favourable Oppor- 
tunity, he proceeds to inform the Colonel, thatj^^ir 
Ally Khan had fent for Ce^a Petrefct and ^iven him 
to underftand, that moft ot the Nabob’s principal Of- 
ficers were tired of hiji Government, and ready to de- 
fert him and fet up another, if he would countenance 
and fuj port the Confederacy with the AfCiftance of our 
Troops : That if we approved ot this Scheme, he de- 
fired our Demands of what Monies, Lands, (ic. would 
induce us to engage in the Bufineis. — In the laft of the 
abovemen tioned Letters Mr. fFatts repeats his Appre- 
henfions of the Nabob’s Defign to break tlie Treaty he 
made with us, urges a Ipecdy Anfwer might be fent 
to Ja^er Ally Khan*s Propofal, and gives it as his Opi- 
nion, the Projeft was tealible, and might be executed 
without much Difficulty. 

4. As a Fropofition of this Importance required our 
moft ferious Confideration, we accordingly debated 
maturely the Confequences of embracing this Offer, and 
whether it fhould be accepted or declined. — A^r a 
long Confuitacion, in which every Reafon for and 
againft the Scheme was colleded, and deliberately ar- 
gued oni it was the unanimous Senie of the ^m- 
mittee, that a Revolution in the Government, whatever 
Hands it fell nuo, would be adrantageew to the 

lijh i that there could be no Hurt in trying to e&ft it, 
as our good UnderlUading with Sera/mh Gewia was ex- 


tremely precarious, and a Rupture with him univeir- 
fally expeded as foon as the Squadron and Army left 
us ; and (hat by joining Jaffier AVy Khan^ to fupplant 
him, we ihonld obtain, in all Probability, very benefi- 
cial Terms for the Company, as well as live free bf any 
Apprehenfions from the Country Government. BuiTas 
thefe general Reafons would not have juftified our 
embarking the Companv in fuch an Undertaking, and 
hazarding a Breach witii Seraja Doiola after concluding 
the Peace we did, wc think it ncceffary to recite at 
Urge our Motives for engaging in a Confederacy to 
change the Government, and doubt not they will be 
eftcemed fufficient, by our Employers, to vindicate our 
Proccetiings. 

5. Firft, it was evident to us, from the whole Tenor 
of rhe Nabob’s Behaviour fince the Peace, that we could 
not poffibly rely on his Friendfhip ■, and that the Treaty 
made with him would foon be violated, when • nee he 
thought himfelf fuperior to us in Strength } his Deiay 
in performing the Agreement, many of the Articles 
being at that Time as far from being completed at aS 
firft i the Evafion of giving us any Satisfa- km tor the 
Lofles fufTered by our inhabitants, through MonUhunPt 
Means i the fmall Sum of Money which was pretended 
CO be given Credit for in his Sircarry, being fcarce a 
Tenth Part of the Lofs fuftained by the Euf-opeam 
alone } with feveral other Parts of his Condud i were 
fo many convincing Proofs, that his Frienulhip wds 
inflncere •, and that he could not abide by his Treaty, 
which the Exigency of bis Situation alone inclined him 
CD make. 

6. fondly. There was the greaceft Reafon to 

imagiM he was an utter Enemy to the and 

privately endeavouring to bring in the Frenebt with 
rromifes of joining them againft us. We were con- 
firmed in this Opinion, from the great Aveijfion he 

, fiiewed to our molcfting the French at Cbandemagnre » 
his cfpoufing and prottdtng Monfieur Law and his 
Pariy, after that Place was taken ^ bis keeping them 
in his Pay i and the certain Intelligence we h^ received 
jiom all Quarters, of his writing fluently to Monfieur 
Beuffe^ fending him Ur^ Prefents, and inviting him to 
march this Way.— This was To notorious, that it was 
publicly calked of ahd known, his Coffids palling altnoft 
daily thro' SalU^tirt 1 and but a f<;iv Days before, ^e 
Elephanci and &ie^aws arrived at that Place, in 'th^ilr 
PalTage to Monfieur Sai^a Camp. 

7. There was great Room to think he did 
not mean;ai^ by the Orders he had g^veh to §ot^ff 
Cutwab, and thr removing of Stfffras Otwit R$odly 
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from bacea into Pmnnea.—The Interruption our Boats 
and People met with ih their Way to Ceffimbuzar^ con- 
trary to the Treaty of Peace, with many Actions of the 
lame Nature, which put it beyond ail Doubt, that this 
Diflike and Jcaloufy of our Nation was rooted i and 
that he would hot mifs any Opportunity of mining oiir 
Affairs, and extirpating the Engliflj out of his Country. 
— It was therefore but common PrudetKc to prevent our 
own Ruin ; which could not be done fo efi'ettually any 
other Way, thrn by divefting the Nabob of the Power 
of hurting us. 

8. Another Inducement to undertake this Affair, 
was the univerfal IJatre i of all Sorts and Conditions of 
Men to Semjab Do, via j the Affeftion of his Army 
alienated from him, by his ill llfage of the Officers ; 
and a Rt-volurioh fo generally wifiied for, that it is 
probable it would be atu runted (and perhajis lucccfs- 
fully) even without our Afnftaiicc i in which Calc it 
would have availed us but little : Whereas by counte- 
nancing the Confederacy, and fapporting it with our 
whole Force, we might make our own Terms, benefit 
our Employers, both by prefeiic and future Advantages, 
do a gt.ncral Good, procure fome Satisfadlion to the 
Inhabitants of our Colony for iheir heavy Lofles in the 
Capture, eftablilh the Tranquillity of the Country, and 
by that Means open a greater Currency than ever to our 
Bufincfs i and laftly, cut off the Kxjicitation of the 
Ft i'ttch, and keep them totally out of tliefe Dominions. 

9. Motives fo interefting, and founded upon the 
Prime Law of Self Prefervation, determiped us to 
embrace the Propofal made by Jaffier Aly Kban^ pro- 
vided adequate I’erms were granted in Confidera- 
tion of entering into a frefh War with the Nabob, 
whofe Confcqucncc muft have proved very detri- 
mental to our Affairs, if the Succefs of it had not 
been anfwcrable to our Expeftations. Accordingly, 
after Ibme Confideration, the following Demands were 
efteemed equitable and reafonable to be afkedj vtz. 
That our Firmaund, and the Privileges acquired by 
the ^Treaty with Strajah Dowla^ be confirmed, and 
punfbually complied with •, that Reftitution be made 
of the Company’s whole Lofs, and the Lofs of the 
European Inhabitants of Calcutta \ that our Bounds 
be augmented j that we have Li^rty to fortify Cof- 
Jiinbuzar\ that an offenfivc and defenfive Alliance be 
made againft all Enemies of both Parries, as well 
Europeans as others ; and that the French be not per- 
mitted to refcttle in thefe Provinces •, that the Moors 
do not fortify within Twenty Miles of the River Side 
from Ilughky down to Ingelltc ; and that the Revenues 
of a certain 'Fradl; of Land be made over and al- 
figned to us, in Confideration of our maintaining a 
good Body of Troops. Tbefe I'erms were accord- 
ingly tranfmitted to Mr. IVatls, to get Jaffier Ally 
Khan to alfcnt to them. 

10. On the lyih May^ Colonel Clive laid before 
ns a Letter from Mr. U'atts^ with fuch Articles of 
Agreement .as jeffier Ally Khan'% Confidant had affured 
him would be accepted ofj and requeuing, that if 
they were ajjprovcd of by the Admiral and Com- 
mittee, they might be ingrofled in Cypher, figned 
a/ul fealed by them, and returned to him to set them 
executed by Jaffier Aly Khan : As thofc Articles were 
greatly more advant^eous for the Company than 
the Terms wc had demanded, there could be no Ob- 
jedion to them on our Partj they were accordingly 
approved of, and ordered to be ingroifed, with fome 
Alterations, relating to the Satisfaftion of private Suf- 
ferers. The Subftance of them you will find in the 
Tranflate of the Perftan Treaty, herewith tranfmitted 
for your Obftrvation. 

11. In order to prevent the leaft Sufpicion of 
what we were doing, our Troops were ordered into 
Quarters, Part of them in Calcutta^ and Part in Chan. 
iemagore \ and the Nabob wrote to (agreeable to Jaffier 
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Aly Kbait*s Advice) to rcc.'.il his Army enca'npcd .it 
Plafty aiul Dandpore. 

12. Matters being advanced thus fur, ir wi»s next 
judged proper to obtain, if po.'iible, .i pri j.jn.ii Con- 
ference between Jaffier Aly Khan., and lunie Pufoiiot 
Trull and CcnfiJcncc on our Part: To efiecL ihl., 
without alarming die Nabob’s Suijucions, it wa-. j-mj 
pofed for the Colonel to lend the Nabob a Leo.cr b> 
Mr. Scraflon's 1 Liruls, acquainting Lnii, t;..it lu- li.ivi 
an Affair of Conllqucner to coiiiininie no, by wliub 
Means Mr. Sirafton mirht have an Opporiunhy cf 
feeing Jeffier Aly Khan, and confer with him on the 
Plan of Ojierations for executing our ]'rojc\T; to 
affure him of our Attachment to his Intcrclt ; ami 
to ufc his Endeavours to get fiith Security ,i.s could 
v/cll be give.n, without difcoveiing the Si hciac. 

ij. On the iqth May the Treaty being intp,orhd 
in tlic Manner Mr. (Falls ha.l rcquclkd, it v. 's i,"jictl 
and lealed by the Admiral and the Metv.be- s oi the 
Committee. 

14. Fcom that Time till die iith 7 «w^ the Coloiul 
receved Icvcral Letters from Mr. (Falls, confirming 
us in the Opinion wc had conceived of the Nabobs 
writing to Monfieur Bonp to marth this Way, a.nd 
extirpate the Englijb . — Thcfc Lelteis liicewifc gave a 
Detail of the Progrcl's of our Negotiation v/ith Jaffier 
Aly K/j'W, who, on the 1 5th ullitno, fignc^, leak'd, and 
folemnly f.vore, in the Pa-lenceof Mr. P^tts, lo abide 
by the Treaty he had made with the hnghjh •, a i.i to 
perform punctually the Agreement on his Part, as Ibon 
as he was in Pofleffion of the Subahlhjp. 

11;. Mirza Omar Be/, on the 11th ultimo, ar- 
rived at the French Guldens, where we afiii.ibicd a 
Committee, and had the 'I'rc.ity in Per 'inn, executed 
by Jaffier Aly Khan, delivered ur by tnc r.b').’emcn- 
lioned Ptrlbn, who gave us the grc.itell Aliurai.cts of 
lus Fficndlhip and Elbem for the Engltffi-, that there 
would be very little Difficulty in effeding a Change 
of Government and that wc might depend upon it, 
Jaffier Aly Khan would be pundual in performing every 
Article of his Agreement. 

16. Mr. (Faffs, his Lelteis all urging the Imme- 
diate March of our Troops towards Muxadavad •, 
and the Committee for many Reafons judging itbifl: 
to lofc no Time, as tliis appeared the mofl: favour- 
able Conjuiidure we could have to fuccced in our 
Enterprize j anti as a Delay might not only produce 
a Difeovery of our Confcdcr.icy, and confequcncly the 
Ruin of our Projed, but would greatly diminilh our 
Strength, while the Nabob would have Time to aug- 
ment his Army, by calling in his Troops from all 
Qi^iaricrs, and inlilling others ; it was therefore rc- 
folvcd to fet out immediately, .ind on the ijth of 
June our I'roops began their March. 

17. On the 19111 or 20th June, Culvoab Town 
and Fort (a ftrong Place) w.as taken by our 7 'roopi, 
where the Colonel remained Two or I'lirce Days, to 
get fome Adyicc or Letter from Jaffier Ah Khan, 
having received but One in his Way up. — 'The ’6 li'i 
Jme we Jiad the Plcafure to receive a Letter fiom 
him, with the News of a complete \’idory obtained over 
Serejab Dcivla, in the Pl.iins of riajjy-, his wliole 
Army and himfclf being fled, and we in Polfeflion of 
his Camp, Ordnance, feV. That Jaffier Aly Khan, 
Roydeoluh, anti J.utler Caun had obferved a Neutra- 
lity during the Engagement, and were with the Co- 
lonel at the Time ot writing of his Letter. 

18. On the 2Qth we received the agreeable News 
of Jaffier Aly khan'% being in Pofleffion of the City 
and Kila of Muxadavad-, that Serajab Dermla had with- 
drawn privately, but it was not doubted would be 
foon taken •, and that Mcktiulsll was Prifoncr at t>’.e 
City. In a l.tticr of the ^orh June, Colonel Cin-e 
acquainted us of his having Icatcd Jaffier Ah Khan 
in the Muflhud j and that he had reccived tlie Ho- 
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.nagfs of his Jcmidars and Pfople, as Subah of the 
Provinces ot Bengal^ Baljar, and Ori£'a. 

19. We now beg Leave to congratulate you, 
honourable Sirs, and the Company, on our Succefs in 
this important Buftnefs, and the happy Change of 
Government cftablKhed in thefc Dominions fo fortu- 
nately and fpccdtly. — Our Lofs has been but very 
trifling, not above 20 Europeans being killed, and 
wounded. 

20. The Advantages of the Treaty made with 
the prefent Nabob, arc too apparent to want any 
Comment, if the 'Perms arc punftually complied with, 
which we have not the leaft Rcafon to doubt •, but 
we muft take the Lilx'rty to recommend to your 
lerious Conlidcration, the Prefervaiion of the Grants 
and Privileges acquired by this Revolution, which can 
be done only by keeping up a large Bo<ly of Troops 
in the Country : As it is the Company’s Intereft to 
exert tbcmfelves on this Ocrafion, *we make no Doubt 
you will imniediatcly cnlill, and fend out, a fufficient 
Number of Reciuits, to make a rcfpcdlable Garifon in 
Bengal^ whicli flioiild confill of a Body of Two thou- 
fand Europeans at lead, which Fxpences we think 
Will be overpaid by the Advantages of our Acquifi- 
tions : — We flatter ourfclves, therefore, you will 
not, on any Account, negled the fending fuch a 
Body of Eu^eans as we have mentioned to be nc- 
cefTary : — Tnis we are of Opinion will be the only 
Method of preventing, in future, the Encroachments 
of the Country Government, to make our Ericnd- 
Jhip and Alliance courted, to carry on our Trade on 
the fecurclt l ooting, and to oppofc the Re-fettlcmcnt 
of the French in thefc Fiovinccs. 

21. Upon examining the Treafury, RoydooUth pre- 
tended there was but One Crorc and 50 Lack of 
Rupees in Balance : This obliged Colonel dive to go 
to the City hiinlelf, in order to be near the Nabob. — 
This Letter of the 30th ultim informs us, to put 
an J\nd to all Ilearihurnings and Jcaloufies between 
us and tlie Nabob, he agreed to refer the Affair to 
'Juggutfeat' 9 , Arbitration: 'flut the Nabob and he ac- 
cordingly went there •, and after fonie Confldcration, 
yuggulfeat defired the Colonel would not infift imme- 
diately on the full Payment of the Sums ftipulatcd in 
the 'Preaty ; but th-at Half Ihould be made good with- 
out Delay, in Money and Jewels j the other Half to 
be paid in 'fhrec Years, at Three annual and equal 
Payments. — Thefe 'i'erms the Colonel confcnicd to, 
as they were better than he expedfed, confidcring the 
Lownefs of the Nabob’s 'Preafury ; fince which wc 
learn, that One 'I'liird in Specie of the Whole was 
a^ually embarking on Boats for Calcutta, 

22. But as the bad ConfL-qucnces of deferring the 
Payment of any Part of the Money, appeared to us too 
evident to be allowed of, if it could be avoided, we 
have wrote the Colonel our Sentiments thereon, and 
defired the Gentlemen of the Seleft Committee, who 
are at Musadavady to ufe their bed Endeavours to 
obtain imineilwte i’aynicnt ; but if that is not to be 
done, to get Ibinc good Security from the Nabob to 
abide by his Contrat^t ; that for our Parts, we lliould 
prefer Juggutfeat'& engaging to fee it pundiually made 
good; and next to that Security, a Mortgage of fuclk 
Lands contiguous to CaUutta, whole Revenues will ba 
equal to the Sum to be received by us annually. 

23. Having given you, honourable Sirs, a very 
particular Detail of our Tranfadfions, fince engaging 
in the Confederacy, to fet up Jaffier /ily KhaUy we 
have Rcafon to flatter ourfclves you will approve of 
our Condudl through the Whole of this nice, but 
ncceflary. Step. 

24. Mr. hJanmngham is gone up to Muxadavad 
to aflift in lullening the Completion of the Treaty, 
and fettling luch Matters as relate to the mercantile 
part of it. 


25. By a Letter from Colonel CAw, dated the $ot\i 
June late at Night, we learnt that Serajab Dfiwla was 
taken ; and by another Letter of the Fourth Indant, 
we are informed of his being cut off by yaffier Aly 
Kbatt'% Son and others. 

26. Tranquillity being edablidied by the Change, 
we have Advice of People’s Minds more at Eafc, 
and no Apprehenfions of 'I'rouble from the Govern- 
ment remaining. We have Ixgun the Purchafe of 
this Year’s Invedment, by fending Money to the dif- 
ferent Aurungs i and hope, with the Affidance of the 
Goods received from Serajab Dowla at our Subordinates 
and Aurungs, to be able to fend t.he Company a hand- 
fomc Return from this PrcfiJcncy. 

27. As the Sum of Money to be received from 
the Nabob, even if Juggntfeat'^ Determination is to 
dand good, will greatly exceed our Demands for the 
Invedment ; we propoie to advertife, that all Intereft 
Notes will be difcharged upon being tendered j and 
that, in Cafe the Proprietors do not fue fur Pay- 
ment before the id Day of OSlober next, the intcred 
will ceale from that Day. This will cafe the Com- 
pany of a very heavy Burthen, and we hope will prove 
very agreeable News. In this Place we mud beg Leave 
to remark, that by yuggutfedl'si Determination, the 
Company arc to receive, tor Three Years fucceflively, 
the Sum of 16 Lack and Tv/o Thirds of Rupees m 
Specie, which, with the Sale of your annual Imports, 
and the Amount of Bills of Exchange that wc lhall 
be under a Ncceflity of granting, will be fully 1 ‘ufE- 
cient, we imagine, for the rclpedlive invedments of 
fhofe I'hrce Years, without obliging tlic Company to 
run the Rifque of any Bullion for the .Supply ot chLs 
Prcfidcnty, till that 'Perm of Years is expired. 

28. Thefc Advices arc difpatched ih Triplicates 

to the Seleft Committee of to be forwarded 

to Europe by them, by the quicked Conveyances, either 
by Shipping or by Land. We lhall endeavour to fend 
Copies to Fort Saint CeorgCy to be forwarded from 
thence to Europe % and mall difpatch the Diligent 
Schooner, about the Middle of next Month dircdly 
Home, with another Copy of this Pacquet ; by which 
Means we hope the Company will get the Intelli- 
gence of what has happened in Bengal Ixforc the Ships 
of next Stafon leave England. 

29. Since writing thus far, the Money from Muxa- 
davad is arrived.

Colonel CBve lays the following Letter from Mr. 
Watts to him, before the Committee 1 wUch 
being read, contained as follows :

Approbation thereon, before you fign it : My Appro- 
bation you alw.ays may depend on, in every Thing that 
will tend to the Company’s Advantage ; how far this 
Neutrality will anfwcr that End, you rnufl: be the bell 
Judges. — However, as you have defired my Sentiments 
thereon, I have very m.iturely confidered the Articles 
you have drawn up, and am of Opinion, the Treaty

I make no Doubt of this being a very proper Mca- 
furc of making the I'rcaty lafhng and firm between 
boili Nations, provided the Objections to the Nabob 
b-.ing properly qualified lor fuch an Office, were re- 
moved. It is now Three Weeks fince the Peace com- 
menced, in wliidi, many Articles were proinifcd by 
him: Are they yet complied with? Give me Leave 
to go a little farther, and afk. When they will be 
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complied with ? I am afraid it is- too difficult i 
Queftion, to be anfwercd with any Degree of Ex- 
adlnefs: Is it reafonable then to fuppofe, if the Na- 
bob Ihould fign this Guarantee, and fwear to the 
Obfervance of it, that he will pay .my more Regard 
to that, than he has done tp the iuHilling the fcvcral 
Articles of the Peace ? or is it the Policy of thia 
Country, to place- your Confidence in the Man who 
has not obferved his Word, though bound by the 
moll folemn Protellations ? If it is, you could not 
pitch upon a more proper Man to guarantee this 
Treaty, than the Man you have chofe. But as you 
have defiral my Sentiments on this Matter, I mull 
beg Leave to tell you, that 1 can by no Means think 
the Nabob ought to be addreffed on this Subjofr, till 
he has , fulfilled all the Articles of the Peace *, and 
that appears to me, to be the mbll necelTary Bufinefs 
to be hallcncd, and I think as Ihort Time as oofliblc 
Ihould be given him foi- the completing it : It he in- 
tends Peace, and to continue in Friendmip with us, he 
will comply ; but if not, he will deal evuibly, to gain 
l ime, till he thinks hiinfclf llrong enough to return' 
here again therefore it’s my Opinion, you Ihould ac- 
quaint him, unlefs tlie Articles are complied with by 
luch a Time, you lliould cllccni him as an Enemy, and 
aft accordingly. 

This, Gentlemen, from the beff’Rfeflcftions I have 
been able to make, is my llnccre Opinibn of the Sub- 
jeft you defired.

To the honourable Roger Drake, Efquire, 6?c, 
Members of the Selcft Committee of Fort 
miliam. 

Gentlemen, 

As I'Sr. JVatfon has declined accepting the Two Ex- 
pedients propofed to him by us, in refufing either to 
attack Chandernagore immediately, or enter into fuch a 
Neutrality with the French, as we have recommended 
to him, and which we think greatly for tlie Benefit of 
the Baft India Company, both in thefe Provinces, and 
on the Coall of Coromandel ^ 1 think he has taken the 
Confequcnces of all Mifearriages upon himfelf ; as in 
fo doing, if 1 am not mifintormed, he runs counter 
to his Majefty’s Inllruftions, which ret^uire, that he 
Ihould give Attention to all Reprefentations made to 
Jdm, by the Company's Agents in India, for the Good 
their Service. 

This leads me very frrioufly to confidcr the Situation 
of the Company’s Affairs on the Coafi, and the politive 
Orders I have received from the Prefident and Com- 
mittee at Madrafs, to return at all Events With as great 
a Part of the Forces under my Command, as could 
poflibly be Ipared. This, Gentlemen, you are fully 
acquainted with, and mud be fenfible, nothing can in- 
duce me to rifquc any longer my Return to the Coaft, 
now rendered very uncertain by the Latenefs of the 
Seafon-, but the immediate Attack of Chandernagore, 
become, in my Opinion, abfolutcly nccelTaty. If the 
1 Neutrality 
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Neutrality be refufed, do but rcflcft, Gentlemen, what 
will be the Omnion of the World of thefe our late 
Proceedings. Did we not, in Confequcnce of a Letter 
received from the Governor and Council of Cbanderna- 
gore^ making Offers of a Neutrality within tire Gangesy 
in a Manner accede to it, by defiring, they would lend 
Deputies, and that we would gladly come into i'uch a 
Neutrality with them ? and have we not, fince thtir 
Arrival, drawn out Articles that were fatiafaiElory to 
both Parties v and agreed, that fuch Articles Ihould be. 
reciprocally finned, fealcd,- and fworn to ? \\ hat will 
the Nabob think, after the Promifes made him on our 
Side, and after his confenting lo guarantee this Neu- 
trality ? he, and all the World will certainly think, that 
w'e are Men without Principles, or that we are Men of 
a trifling infignificant Difpofition. It is therefore in- 
cumbent on us to exculpate ourfelves, by declaring the 
real Truth, tliat we were intirely ignorant of Mr. tVat- 
fon'i Intentions to refufe the Neutrality in the Manner 
propofed, and fettled by us, and that we always thought 
him of a contrary Opinion, to what his Letter declares. 

J am perfuaded, thefe muft he the Sentiment-s of the 
Gentlemen of the Committee, or they never would have 
gone I'ucli Lengths, as muft exnofe them to the Cen- 
fure of all rcafonable and conlcientious Men. 

You may be afllired, the Inllant the French find 
their Offers of Neutrality refufed, they will immedi- 
ately affift the Nabob in all his Deligna againfl us, if he 
has the Icaft Intentions of nor complying, with the late 
Articles of Peace •, it may then be too late to wifh Mr. 
Watfott had been pleafed to p.iy more Attention to our 
Reprefentations. 

Give me I.eave, Gentlemen, further to rcprelcot, 
that though Mr. fVatfon has done every Thing that 
could be expeded from a brave and gallant Man, and 
has been greatly inftrumental towards fettling the Af- 
fairs of tlus Province, that our future Operations againff 
the Nabob will chiefly dcMnU upon the Land Porces ; 
and the Officers of fuch Forces muft certainly be the 
beft Judges of what can be effeded by Land ; and 1 
do take upon me to give it as mine and my Officers 
Opinions, that Succefs againft tlie Nsfoob and Frenth 
together wiH be very precarious, notwithftanding the 
Arrival of the Bombay Troops, which foil Ihort in real 
Strength of the Detachment on board the Cumberland : 
I muft therefore requeft you wUl join with me, in de- 
firing Mr. ff'^atfen a Third Time to ratify the Neu- 
trality in the Manner agreed upon } and if he refutes, 
to defirc he will attack CbafUbrnagore by Water imme- 
diately, as I am ready to do by Land with the Forces 
under my Command ; and if he refufes this likcwilc, he 
becomes refpoflfiblc for every Misfortune that may hap- 
pen to the Eaft India Company’s Affairs. 

I’his done, I propofc leaving all the Forces r can 
poffibly Ipare for the Defence of the Company’s Settle- 
ments. Rights, and Privileges, in Bengaly and return 
with the reft immediately to the Coafiy agreeable to the 
pofitivc Orders received from the Prefidcnt and Com- 
mittee of Madra/s and I muft requeft you will order 
proper Conveyances for that Purpofe.

to the Time your L^ordlhip lel't India, you were picafed 
to fignify, that you propoied being in Town m a lew 
Days, and would then lay before them any B<x)ks or 
Papers, which the Gentlemen might think any wife 
ferviceable to the Caufe of the Englijh Eajl India Com- 
pany at the fame Time, your Lordlliip intimated, that 
to the beft of your Remembrance, you wire in Pol- 
fefllon of the Country Correfpondence, to the Time of 
your leaving India in February 1760, but that there 
were One or 'Pwo material Sections midaid, which you 
hail made diligent Search alter fome T'imc ago, but 
did not dcfpair of finding them upon a farther En- 
quiry. 

As your Lordihip has not yet tranfmitted this Cor- 
relpondence to the Company, which they are advifed is 
abfolutely necclTary to be examined and confidered, in 
forming their Anfwer to the Bill preferred by your 
Lordihip againll them in the Court of Chancery, as 
well as that the Company are, from withholding this 
Correfpondence, left entirely in the Dark with refpeft

pany’s Affairs are mow in, and this not to be confined 
to Ben^^aly but with regard alfo to the Exigencies of the 
other Settlements, who are told to depend on this for 
Supplies of Money ; — Our Influence increafing from 
Time to 'Eimc fince the Revolution brought about 
by Colonel Clive, fo have wc been obliged to increafe 
our Force to fupporc that Influence. Wc have jtow 
more than a thou land Europeans, and Five thoufand 
Sepoys, which, with the contingent Expences of an 
Army, is far more than the Revenues allotted for their 
Maintenance. I'his Deficiency was not fo much at- 
tended to whilft the immenfc Sums ftipulated by the 
'Frcaty were coming in j but thefe Refources being now 
quite cxliaufted, and no Supplies of Money coming 
win Europe, it becomes immediately ncceflary to fe- 
■cure to the Company fuch an jneome as will bear 
them clc.ar of Charge.s, and bring in, befides, a Sup- 
ply for the Emergencies of their other Settlements, 
and for providing Cargoes for Loading Home their 
Ships. — I'hc firll (.^ueftion then that naturally occurs 
is this : 

Whether that great Force is wanted ? That a lefs 
Force would fecurc the Settlement of Fort William, 
with its former Bounds, againft every Thing that is 
now in the Country, is not to be doubted ; but it is as 
certain, that nothing but that Influence and Weight, 
which wc maintain by the Largenefs of our Force, 
can poflibly prevent the well-known Defigns of the 
Two principal European Powers, who have long lhared 
with us the Benefit of the Trade of this Country •, 
and to this we may add, that the nearer we approach 
to a Peace in Europe, the nearer wc are to our Dan- 
ger here. 

Thefe Confiderations having their due Weight, we 
believe few will difputc the Ncctflity of keeping up 
our prcfcnt Force, perhaps augmenting it : This grant- 
ed, It follows, that Means muft be found within our- 
felvcs of fupporting the Expcnccj and thefe Means 
can be no other, than a proportionable Share of the 
Revenues of the Countiy. 

By the Treaty made with the prcfcnt Nabob, he is 
obliged, as often as it may be requifite for our Troops 
to take the Field, to furnifh a Lack of Rupees a 
Month for their Expcncc*, but the Uncertainty of 
this Payment has been too long experienced, to be 
any more depended on } nor indeed is it by any Means 
futfieient to anfwcr the Purpofe, fuppofing the Pay- 
ments regularly made : It mull therefore be propof^ 
to the Nabob, to aflign to the Company a much 
larger Income, and to aflign it in fuch a full and 
ample Marncr, by giving to the Company the foie 


Right of fuch Diftrifts, as lay moil convenient 
our Management \ that we may no lon«r be fubjefl 
to the Inconvcniencics we cx^ricnced from the late 
Tuncaws, being Orders only on a certain Part of the 
Revenues.-— From the experienced Weaknefs and Uh- 
fteadinefs of the Nabob himfelf, and the Nature of 
thofe Dependants who now rule him, and who by 
fclf-intcrcftcd Views muft naturally oppofe every In- 
creafe of our Power, as their own will of courfe be 
proporrionabJy leflened •, it is to be fuppqfed, that fuch 
a Propofal would meet with all the Difficulties that 
could poflibly be thrown in our Way< Notwithftand- 
ing tho.'e Difficulties, we will fuppofe wc fhould have 
Weight enough to over-rule his Counfellors, and to 
obtain his Confent. We then juft keep our prefenc 
Footing. We have a Fund for paying our Troops; 
and thofe Troops muft be employ^ in the Service 
of the Nabob ; and this Service, the fame as for thefe 
Two laft Years, in oppofing the Shawzaddah, whofe 
Defigns upon tiicic Provinces it is almoft certain will be 
purlucd. 

From the Experience of thefe Two Years, it is 
pretty clear that our Troops, although always vic- 
torious in the Field, yet they cannot, by their Suc- 
cefs, put an End to the Troubles: The fame Caufe 
which has prevented it, ftiU exifts ; the Nature of 
thofe People, in Alliance with whom we are to aft, 
who will not purfuc the Advantages we gain, and 
we not having the Means in our Power, for Want 
of a Body of Cavalry under our Command. — ^Thus 
the War may be protrafted for Years to come ; and 
every Year the Nabob’s Circumftances grow worfe 
and worfe, through an Increale of Expence and Lofa 
of Revenue, not only by the Devaftations the Enemy 
make, but by the continual Defeftion of feme of his 
own Rajahs and Dependants : Many, in the Courfe of 
the Two laft Years, have declared thcmfelves* and 
that others are ripe for doing die fame is not to 
be doubted, particularly the Rajah of Beerboom, in a 
Letter the (governor lately received from him, has 
fpoke his Sentiments very freely. The Province of 
Patna is alreaily fo much reduced by the Two laft 
Campaigns, as to be incapable of affording Subfiftance 
to the Prince any longer, who muft always find on 
the Spot the Means of carrying on the War, having 
no Kcfeurces within himfelf; and who confequently 
muft, through Neceflity, attempt next Year to pene- 
trate further into Bengal ; and in this he will no Doubt, 
by t}ic Succefs which attended his laft Year's Incurfion 
as far as Burdwan. 

It is therefore next to be confidered, whether it is 
bell for the Intereft of the Nabob to purfuc the pre- 
font Meafures, by contbuing to oppofe the Shawzad- 
da, or to fupport him in his Fretenfions to the 
Crown of Delhi : — The Two Parties ftill fubfift, be- 
tween whom the Throne is difputed, or rather who 
fhall give a King to that Throne. —One of thofe 
Parties has repeatedly invited the Shawzaddah to him ; 
and it is well known what Offers he has made both 
to the Nabob and us for our AflTiftance: The fame 
Reafons may be fuppofed yet to have their Weight 
with him, while the Difputc remains undecided j and 
is it not probable that fuch an Affiftance given . to the 
Pimce, and thrown into Scale, .would infure 

the Succefs of the Enterprize ? The immediate Confc- 
qucnce of this to Bengal would be clearing the Country 
of an Enemy, by removing the Caufe whence all the 
late Troubles and Confufion have arofc ; and if we with, 
Rcalbn flatter ourfelvcs wc fhould fuccced, what Ad- 
vantages may not the Company cxpft ? 

Suppofing this Change of MeaUires does not appear 
to the Nabob in the Light wc have reprefented, it js to 
be confidered whether the Exigencies of the Company's 
Affairs before deferibed, do not require our forming 
fuch Connedlions, independently of him, as may over- 
rule 
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rule the Advice and Sway of his Creatures and Mini- 
fters. 

The unfortunate Death of the young Nabob having 
created a Number of feparate Interefts, which it is ifn-> 
polllble to conciliate to the Sarisfaftion of all, and 
thereby gives the faireft Opporturtiiy to any other Eu- 
roptan Power to gain a Party to fupport them in their 
Defigns of cltabliming an Influence here, is an Induce- 
ment to make us follow fuch a Sytlem, as will put this 
the moft out of their Power. 

The Share of Influence we now enjoy in thefe Pro- 
vinces, however great in Appearance, does not carry 
with it thofe ^ real Advantages and weighty Effeds 
which are nccelTary not to leave that Power in Danger 
of being difputed, and of failing us at a Time when 
we molt want it and nothing is more probable than 
that that Period will happen on a Peace : To prevent the 
evil Confequences of this, there feems now to offer 
fuch an Opportunity of fecuring to ourfclvcs all we 
could wifh in this Refpeft, as likely may never happen 
again ; an Opportunity that will give us both Power 
and Right. 

Anotlier principal Motive, that urges us to think of 
changing our Syftem, is the Want of Money j a Want 
that is not confined to ourfelvcs alone, but on which 
greatly depend.

It is hardly to be doubted but the Shazaddah would 
be willing to enter into a Negociation with us, inde- 
pendent of the Nabob •, but fuch a Mcafure would nei- 
ther tte for the Intcrefl: nor the Honour of our Nation. 
Our Views in adopting this Syftem, fhould be direded 
rather to ftrengthen, than weaken or overthrow the 
prefent Subah All we defire, is to fee the Power 
removed out of the Hands of that Set of Men, who 
now rule and dired the Affairs of the Subah, and 
through whofe Mifmanagements and Frauds the Coun- 
try and his Adminiftrafion' fuffer fo confiderably. To 
have fuch a Share of Power invefted in the Company, 
as will enable them to prevent tlie bad Confequences of 
fo many contending Intcrcfts, that will efRjdually put 
a Stop to that Diflipation of Revenues, which hath re- 
duced the Nabob to his prefent diftreffed Condition; 
which Revenue, if properly applied, would leave him 
nor us any Thing to fear from the Defigns of any 
Enemy •, eficdually fccure to us fuch a Fund as would 
anfwer all our prclcnt Exigencies ; and in Time prove 
an Encreafe of Honour and Advantage to the Nation 
and the Company.

terday Tliat without letting him know any Thing 
of our Defign, he had led him to make fuch Decla- 
rations of his Dcfire to have the Rule over the Na- 
bob, and the general Management of ^hc Affairs of 
the Province, a^ amount ahnoll to a Proof of his Readi- 
nefs to ad the Parr intended for him. 

After telling him much of our Regard, and of our 
Opinion of him as the fitiell Perfon for conduding 
the great Affairs of the Government, I began 

to make him llrongReprefentations on the Subjed of tlie 
Company’s Expenccs : That the immediate Chatcc-s 
of the Army exceeded far the Sum alfigncd for that 
Purpofe i which Sum allb wa.s not regularly paid, there 
being Three or Four Months Arn»rs: — 'Pliat befides 
this, he could not but be fcnfiblc how much the Com- 
p.iny g.ive up in other Parts, for the SaKe of pro- 
viding for the Security of Bengal, withdrawing their 
Forces from the Dcccan and from Madrafs, and fending 
confinu.i)!y frefli Supplies from Kwope. I reprefented 
to him fuitlier the great Lois the Company had fuf- 
ferc*d by the long Continuance of the prefent Vvkir 
with the StiazaJah •, and how much it was to be 
wiflied, for the general Benefit, that an End could 
be put to it, fo as to cn.iblc tlie Nabob to reduce 
his Expeners, and colled his full Revenues, of whicii 
a great Part ia now loft by the Ravages Of tJic Enemy, 
particukirly the whole Froducc of ilic Patna Province. 

In Anfwer to this, Cqffiut ^Ply Cawn replied, That he 
has it not at prcfciit in his Power to provide in a 
proper Manner for the Supply of the Company - 
Tl.at if we toukl undtriake to give him the gcncr.al 
Management of the Country, by taking it out of 
the 1 lands of thofc who arc now intrufled with it by 
the Nabob, he would then make fuch AlTignmeiirs iti 
Favour of tlie Company, a.s Ihould be pertctflly to our 
Satisfadion. — At the fame Time he infmuated, that 
this would undoubtedly meet with Oppolition at Muxa- 
davad, and at firft prove very difagrecabk* to the Na- 
bob liimielf : For which Rcalon it would be quite ne- 
ceflary to liave a Force .it Hand to fupport him *, by 
which being enabled to ovcr-rule the prefent evil 
Counfellors of the Nabob, he could anfwer &r bring- 
ing the Nabob himfelf into fuch Terms as lhall be 
agreed on here. — With refped to the Shazadah, he 
did not Item to have any Notion of ofliering him Peace; 
but faid, he lliould be able to keep up a fufficlent 
Force to iruftratc any future Attempts on this Pro- 
vince; The Prefident thinking this a fulficient Pro- 
grefs for the Firft Conl’erence, did not make him 
acquainted with our intended NcgOLiation with tlie 
Shazadali, and which he imagines may better be opened 
to him by one of his old Confidants : Cqfm Ally 
Cawn profelTcd a Regard for Roydullub, and a Defire 
to lee him; but as it was thought fuch an Inter- 
view could not be brought about with Secrecy ; and 
if known, would give an ALirni to the Nabob; it 
was therefore ilcicrniincil to confide in Coja Petrefey 
as the fitteft Perfon to make known our whole Plan 
to Coffim Ally Cawn.

uuitb Royduiub. foluclon of Ycftcrday, he had laft 
Night a Conference with Rajah ReyMuby who re- 
CvAvcd the Overture with much Satisfa£lion, and ap- 
proved in general of the Plan ; but tliought there was 
Ibnie Objeftion to the propoied Manner of addrefling 
t.hc Prince, as it would caufe much unncccflary De- 
lay, which for many obvious Reaibns Ihould be avoided, 
and would not give him the Weight neceflary on this 
Occalion, to obuin an immediate Stop being put to 
the Prince’s Operations : That he tliought our wait- 
ing tor an Overture from him was too nice a Punc- 
tilio at this Juncture ; becaufe he knows the Prince 
is in fuch a Situation, as will not permit his hefitating ' 
to accept any Terms we ofler. He thinks nothing 
can prevent or delay his immediate Conceflion to all 
I we 
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^ afk, but the Article of confirming Af«r laffier 
Jlfy Cam, not only on Account of his perfonal Re- 
fentmetit, but as it is contrary to the Laws and Rules 
of the Empire, the appointing a Seyd to a Subahdary : 
Thereibre fays, we had better demand Sunnods at 
once ■, that the Power of Subahdarry, Buxgerrea, and 
Dewannee, be lodged in the Ettglifi Company ; and 
then wc may confirm Meer Jaffier AUee Caivn our- 
felves, if wc think he deferves it. — TJiat there is no 
Occafion to ftipulate for particular Lands for the 
Maintenance of the Troops and Ordnance, as the Jug- 
glers of a floft, a Huzzarc, are always fet apart 
for that Purpofc, — lie requefts, he may not be thought 
of for the Poll of Roy Rayen, but tliat he may be 
favoured with that of the Buxeys Neabut under the 
Company. He thinks he fliall be able, without much 
Difficulty, to conciliate Matters with Cmgar Ca'^u, 
Bulwanjing, and the otlier Rajaiis of the Prince’s 
Party, .is they are moft of them his Kiicndi. Me 
adures the Committee, he highly approves of the in- 
tended Promotion of Meer CoJJim Ally Caten to the 
Dewannee, and will moft readily co-operate with him 
in all Matters, conducive to the Completion of our 
Plan, as the only poflible Me.ins left to recover the 
Peace and fiourifliitig State of the Provinces, and re- 
vive the Company’s Trade and Influence.

Received the following Letter from the Prcfident, 
and Colonel Caillaud, dated at Miradbag the zift 
Inftant, 

Gentlemen, 

The Governor wrote you Yellerday of the Affairs here 
•being fettled to the Company’s Advantage: We lliall 
now have the 1 lonour to acquaint yon of the Steps by 
which we .idvanced to tliis Point of Succefs. 

TJie Nabob’s Vifit to the Governor !itCoJftmluzar,^\c 
1 5th of the Month, as well as that we p,iid him the next 
D.iy in Return, pafled only in general Ccnvcrfaiion. 
The iSfh, he came here to talk upon Bufinefs ; In or- 
der to give him a more clear and full View of the bad 
Management of his Minifters, by which his own Af- 
fairs as well as the Company’s arc reduced to fo dan- 
gerous .1 State, and the Inhabitants in general to Want 
and Miferyi we had prepared Three Letters, which 
after a Ihort and friendly Introduflion, the Governor de- 
livered to him, and of which Tranflations arc hereunto 
annexed, under N“ i, 2, and 3. 

The Nabob feemed much affefled by the Perufal of 
the Letters, but endeavoured more to put an End to 
the Conference than to propofe a Remedy to the Evils : 
We, however, prevailed on him to fend for his Dinner to 
Moraudbag, and in a Manner infilled on his coming 
to fomc Determination for the immediate Reform oS hts 
Government. At length he confefTcd himfelf, through 
A^ and Grief, incapable of llruggling againR ib many 
Ditficukies: He dcfircd Time to confuh with his 
P'riends. Wc told him the Men with whom he had 
lately adviied were not his Friends, but his greateft 
Enemies $ that his returning again In the midft or them, 
would only be the Means of augmenting his Difficul- 
ties } that he had much better take the Aifillance 
one from among his Relations, on whofe true Attach- 
ment and Fidelity he might more fafely rely j he named 
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Five or Six, and among them, Ca£m Aly Khan. We 
alked him which of that Number was the moft proper to 
aflift him in his prefent ExiMiicies : He replied, with- 
out any Hcfitation, That Ks^mAlfy Kian'mta the moft 
proper j ncvcrthelefs, it was with the utmoft Dilficulry 
we could prevail on him to lend for him ; and fo very 
late, that before Kaffim^ AfyKban could arrive, the old 
Nabob was fo extremely fatigued, and in fucK a State of 
Anxiety, that we covild not refufe his Return Home 
to take his Reft. W'e were convinced indeed, that it 
would be to no Purpolie to keep him ; for fuch was 
the Jcaloufy he dilbovered with relpcft to Ka^m Aly 
Khan, that we law he never would confent, without 
Ibme Sort of Force, to mve'^the other the Means of 
reftofing Order to his Atrars. An Hour or two after 
the NADob’.s Departure, Ke{ffim Ally Kban arrived, and 
feemed to be extremely apprehenfivc, that the NaboK 
inftead of trailing him with the Management of Af- 
fairs, wouUl endeavour by fome Means or other to 
get rid of him. Wc agreed dterefore in Opinion with 
him, that he Ihould not go to the Nabob’s Iloufe, 
until Meafures were talan for his Security: Wc re- 
folved liowevtr, to give the Nabob the next Day (the 
lyih) to reflet U{X)ti the Letters before mentioned, in 
Hopes he woul.l propofe Ibme Means of Regulation. 

Wc IjearJ nothing from him all Day, but found by our 
Intelligence-, that ' he had been in Council with his 
old Advilers, Kcneram, Meonital, and Chtcon, whofe 
Advice, v/e were fore, would be contrary to the Wel- 
fare of the Country in general, and that of the Com- 
pany in particular. We determined therefore to aft 
immediately upon the Nabob’s Fears. 'I'hcrc could not 
be .a better Opporumi^, Aan the Night of the Nine- 
teenth alFordcd, it beinjj the Coodufion of the Gentoa 
Fcaft, when all the principal People of that Call would 
be pretty well fatigued with their Ceremonies. We deter- 
mined thercfuie, that Colonel C/ullaud, with the Two 
Companies of Military, and Six Companies of Seapeys, 
Ihould crols the River betwen Three and Four in the 
Morning, and having joined KaJ/tm Afy Kban and hts 
People, inarch to the Nabob's Palace, and forround it 
juft at Day-break : Bw-ing extremely dcfirous of pre- 
venting any Difturbance or Bloodfiied, the Governor 
wrote ii Letter to the Nabob (the Tranfiation of which 
is annexed, N' 4) and delivered it to the Colonel, to 
fend in to him at fuch Time as he Ihould think moft 
expedient : Meafures were at the lame Time taken for 
ll'izing the Perfons of Keneram, Moonital, and Checon \ 
our Intention being only to remove chofe Three un- 
worthy Minifters, and place KjaJjfm AJy Khan in the full 
Management of all the Affairs, in Quality of Deputy 
and Succeflbr to tlie Nabob.— The Governor remained 
at Mtradhagf in Rcadineis to pay a Vifit of Congratula- 
tion to the Durbar, as foon as tV Point lliould be Icttled. 

The necclfary Pr^rations being accordingly made 
with all Care and Secrecy poflible, the Colonel em- 
barked with the Troops, joined Kaffim Aly Kban with- 
out tlie Icaft Alarm, and marched into the Court Yard 
of the Palace, juft at the proper Inftant : The Gates of 
the Inner Coun being fhut, the Colonel formed his 
Men without, and then fent the Governor’s Letter to 
the Nabob, who was at firft in a great Rage, and long 
threatened he would make what Refinance he could, 
and take his Fate. The Colonel forbore all Hoftilirics ; 
and feveral MciTages pafled by the Means of Mr. Ihjt^ 
tugs and Mr. Luflnngten, whole Services on this Oc- 
cafion deferve Notice. — The Affair remained in this 
doubtful State about Two Hours ^ when the Nabob 
finding his perfifting was to no Purpole, font a Mefl'age 
to Kaffim Aly Kban, informing him, he was ready to 
lend liim the Seals, and all the Enfigns of Dignity, and 
to order the Nobit to be ftruck up in his Name j {pro- 
vided he would amw to take the whole Charge of the 
Government iqjon tiim, to difchai^e all the Arrears due 
to the Troops, to pay the ufoal Revenues to the King, 
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to favc his Life and his Honour, and give him an Al- 
Wancc fuflicicn: for his Maintenance : ■ All thefc Con- 
ditions being agreed to, Kaffint Aly Khan was pro- 
claimed, and tlu' old Nabob came out to the Cc^onei, 
declaring, I'hat he dejicndcd on him for his Life v and 
the Troops then took PolTcflion of all the Gates, and 
Notice was fent to the Governor, who came immediately, 
and the old Nabob met liim in the Gateway, alkine, If 
his Perfon was fafe, which feemed now to be all his 
Concern. The Governor told him, not only his Perfon 
was fafe, but his Government too if he pleafcd, of 
which it never w.-is intended to deprive him : The Na- 
bob anfwcred. That he had nothing more to bufy him 
at the City *, that he fliould be in continual Danger 
from Kaffm Afy Khan j and that if he was permitted 
to go and live in Calcnita^ he ftiould be extremely happy 
anil contented. Though we could not help lamenting 
his fudden Fall, we were not forry for this Propofal, 
as Affairs will doubtlefs be better managed without 
him, and the Advantages ftipulated for the Company 
be obtained without the leaft Difficulty or Delay. 
Knjtm Aly Khan was accordingly fcated on the Throne, 
and wc paid him our Congratulations in the ufual 
Form : All the Jemmidars, Merchants, and others, rc- 
ficling in the City, came immediately, and made their 
Acknowlcgcments to the new Subah j and in the Even- 
ing every "1 hing was as {lerfcftly quiet, as if there 
had been no Change. The People in general feem 
much pleafed with this Revolution, and wc are parti- 
cularly happy in its being brought about without the 
leall Dillurbance in the Town, or a Drop of Blood 
fpilt. 

The Advantages to the Company arc great indeed. 
— ■ i’hc Firmaunds for the Countries of Burdwany and 
Midnaporey and Chittigan, we lhall receive immediately, 
as well as that for Half of the Chunam already pro- 
duced at Silht — A very ft vcrc Order has already been 
iffued, forbidding all the Shrafs and Merchants to rc- 
fufe the Calcutta Siccas, or to .tlk any Batta on them. 
A Supply of Money will be fent with the Colonel for 
the Payment of the 'froops at Patna, and wc have even 
lomc 1 loprs of obtaining Three or Four Lacks befides 
to fend down to Calcutta, to help out the Company in 
their prcl'cnt Occafions there, and at Madrafs, — The 
former Balance is to be paid Monthly, according to the 
old Nabob’s Killbtndy. 

Wc are the more pleafed with this fortunate Event 
at this 'fime, when the Approach of Peace in Europe 
gives us Rcafon to fear the other European Nations will 
iindLeifuie to diffurb us here. Wc lhall now have 
ftrong Kefources within ourfelves, and an Ally whofe 
Artaihmcnt to the Company may be relied on. The 
old Nabob could by no Means be depended onforfuch 
an Occalion ; both his Means and Dcfire of fupporting 
us were very uncertain, as Iiis Behaviour in the D«/fI 
Troubles evinced. 

Th« old Nabob did nOt think himftlf fafe even for 
one Night in the City: Kaffm Aly fupplied him 
with Boats, and gave him Leave to take away as many 
of his Women as he delired, and a reafonable Quantity 
of Cloaths and Jewels. We furnilhed him with a ftrong 
Efcort of Europeans and 'Sepoys, and intended to lodge 
him at Uerogily but he would not truft himfclf there, 
and begged he might Hcep in his Boats clofc to Morad- 
bag, which he did accordingly. Wc lhall take Care 
rhat Kaffm Aly Khan provides every Thing that is con- 
venient and Ivandfome for himlclf and his Women, and 
fettle upon him a fulHcienc Allowance for his Main- 
tenance, and then difpatch him with a ftrong Efcort to 
Cali. utia. y ou will plcafe to provide T wo Houfes for his 
Reception; there are Two belonging to Sooberam By- 
Jack and Raujlerry Seat, which the Ray Rayen occupied, 
when hi- was in CaUuttn *, if thefc can be had, we judge 
they v,iil -'nfwcr very well. 


His legitimate Wife, called ^be Begum, Mother of 
the deccalcd Chuta Nabob, and of Kaffm Aly Kban*i 
Wife, refufed to accompany the old Naliob, with whom 
Ihe fays Ihe has not been in good Harmony for a long 
Time paft; that Ihe is extremely glad the Government is 
put into fuch good Hands and that Aie (hall live much 
happier with her Daughter and Son-in-law. 

The old Nabob is now pretty cafy, and feems to be 
reconciled to the Lofs of a Power which he owns to 
have been rather a Burthen than a Pleafure, and too 
much for Ills Abilities to manage, fincc the Death of 
his Son } and the Enjoyment of the reft of his Days 
in Security, under the Engliff Protcdlion, feems to b* 
the chief Objeeft of his Wilhes. 


N” I. Tran nation of an Addrefs prefented to the 
Nabob 'J&JJicr Aly Khan by the Governor, dated 
i^di Ock'hcr 1760. 

When I was at Madrafs, Colonel Clive frequently’ 
wrote to me on the State of Affairs in this Countiy, 
and told me, rhat whenever he quitted this Country 
to return to Europe, he would procure my Appoint- 
ment to the Government. The Friendfliip and Con- 
nexions between your Excellency and the Colonel are 
well known to me, and I hoped to have found all Af- 
fairs carried on intirely according to the Treaty ; hue 
what I obfcrvrd upon my Arrival, I lhall now lay before 
you particulaily. 

Firft, The Englijb Forces who arc employed in your 
Service, and in the Support of your Government at 
Azimabat, arc kept without their P.iy. 

Secondly, The Forces of the Sircar, who are ftation- 
cd in thofe Parts, are difeontented, and dilaffoeicd to the 
Service, for Want of Pay. 

Thirdly, The Sepoys at Muxadahad had funounded 
the Palace in a tumultuous Manner for the Arrears of 
their Pay, and endangered your Life : How deeply I 
was afteded cannot be exprefled t God is Witncls of 
what I felt upon that Occa.'ion. 

Fourthly, I plainly perceived, tiiat the Minifters of 
this Court, from their Covetoufnefs and bafe Dilpofi- 
tions, had fet aftdc .nil Jufticc, were plundering the 
Poor without Caufc, and doing what tliey pleafed, nor 
even witholding their Hands from the Lives of the 
Peovk, deftroying the Subjeds, and bringing Ruin and 
Pciolation on the Country. 

Fifthly, The Scarcity of Provifions, tfr. is fo great 
as was never before known in this Country ; infomuch 
that the People of all Degrees are in the greateft Di- 
ftrefs. — ^This ca.n be owing to no other Cauib, than the 
bad Management of your Minifters. 

Sixthly, Formerly, at the Dcfire of the Englijb Com- 
pany, a Mint was cftablilhcd in Calcutta, .and it was 
your Order, that the Siccas of Calcutta, of the fame 
Weight and Finenefs with the Siccas of Muxadahad, 
Ihould pafs for equal Value. Notwithftanding vour 
Perwannah for enforcing this Grant, the Officers 01 the 
King's Province have not fuffered them to pafs, but, 
contrary to your Orders, require and infift on a Batta on 
the Siccas. 

Seventhly, The War with the Shazadah ftill con- 
tinues : Notwithftanding the Sums expended, and the 
Endeavours of the En^Jb Forces, this Affair is yet no 
nearer to a Conclufion than the firft Day j excepting 
the Kclla of Azimabad, no Part of the Subahlhip of 
Patna remains in your Pofleflion -, all the Lands and 
Villages are in a State of Ruin ; and the Zemindars in 
every Place are ready to join the Shazadah’s Army, 
as appears from the Letter to me to this Pnrpofe from 
Beerioen, — From thefc Circumftances, it evidently ap- 
pears to me, that all thefc Difficulties came to pals after 

the 
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the Death of your Son the law Chuta Nabob j from 
which TirDCf the Minifters of the Sircar, regarding only 
their own Inccrcft, ne^<a the Good of the Country, 
and the Welfare of the Subjefts, and employ them* 
felvcs in opprefling the Poor, in Rapine, Violence, In- 
juflice, and Iniquity .>^When 1 faw the Affairs of the 
Sircar in the Hands of fuch faiihlefs and unworthy 
Men, and every Thing tending Hill farther to Ruin, I 
lifted up my Eyes to Heaven, and bewailed my ftrange 
Fate, that Providence Ihould fend me into this Country 
at fuch a Time, and in the Midft of fuch Calamities i 
when the Dignity of the Nabob, the Reputation of the 
Company, and the Profpenty of the Country, are al- 
fhoft expired. After long Confideration, I concluded I 
would make one vigorous Trial immediately to remedy 
all thefe P>iis, hoping by God's Afliftance to furmounc 
all DiiHculties : For this Rcafon, I am come with great 
Joy into your Prefence, and am happy in paying you 
my Refpefts. 

N’a. Tranflation of an Addrefs prefented to the 
Nabob Jafier Afy Khan by the Governor, dated 
the iSth QRober. 

The Minifters that arc about your Perfon, and who 
tranfadl your Bufinefs, are People that are ever waver- 
ing and changeable in their Councils, as is evident from 
the Perwannahs you frequently fent me, complaining of 
the bad Condud and wicked Intentions of Mahi ^ja- 
buUuh^ inflfling upon the being recalled by fome Means 
or other. The Colonel confidcrine the Situation of 
Affairs at that Time, recommended Mahn Rajabullub 
to you, and you lent me a Copy of it in a Letter, 
which you did me the Honour to write to me, and faid. 
That you was furprifed that the Colonel would re. 
commend a Man fo very unfit for Bufinefs. You allb 
fent me Word by the Nabob Kajfm Aly Khan and the 
Rayraen, that the Bulinefs of ilie moft Confequence was 
to get Mahd Rajabullub clown from Patna : I therefore, 
agreeable to your Defile, wrote to Mr. Amyatt to fend 
him down ; God only knows what Counfcl your Mi- 
nifters gave, that the Perwannah was deferred being 
fent ; but that is the true Caufe of the Troubles now at 
Patna; It » a known Maxim, that a Government, 
where the Councils change every Day, cannot be well 
regulated.

Dated the iSch OSieber 1760. 

The important Affairs, for the Regulation of which 
I have waited on you, as fubmitted to your Confidera- 
tion in a feparate Addrefs, containing Seven Articles •, 
now that I am here, is the Time for opening the Door 
of the Difficulties therein mentioned, which is only to 
be effefted by the Key of your enlightened 'Wildom. 
If this Opportunity be loft, another will hardly occur, 
when we can jneet together fo conveniently} bcfidcs 
the Particulars which 1 have taken Notice of, and the 
Payment of Arrears due to the EngUJh Troops, and 
thofe of the Sircar, it is ncceflary to make a large Pro- 
vifion for future Exigencies. — You have already given 
in Pledge, Jewels for a large Amount, to be difeharged 
bydiflerent Payments wned and figned to, in your 
own Hand : How this Sum is to m paid, unlefs the 
Country is fettled, I don’t perceive : The Pay allowed 
for the Eng&Jh Army has been limited to One Lack of 
Rupees pet Month. As the Difturbances in the Coun- 
try have- increafed every Day, for that Keafon large 
Sums have been expended in bringing Soldiers from 
Ewepe and Madvajsy and in raifing Seppys : On this 
Account a lb>ack of Rupees is by no iVlcans fufficient. 
Let your Excellency duly retlcrt, that your own Sept^Sy 
in the Time of Extremity, preferring their own Safety, 
Vo|.. III. 


have joined with the Forces of the Enemy j and the 
Forces, devoted entirely to your Service, and 
the Deftruftion of your Enemies, never were guilty of 
fuch a Conduft, nor ever will •, and, by the Blefllnc 
of God, wherever the Englijb Standard has been fixed 
they have always proved vi&orious : Upon this Ac- 
count it is by no Means becoming your Wifdom to 
neglcdl fuch brave Men, or to deny them their due 
Rewards. It is ncceflary, that for this Bufinefs your 
Excellency grant the Company fome certain Lands, 
fufficient for the Difburl'cmcnt of the Pay of tbc 
Troops, the Expences of the Artillery, and the Pro- 
vifions of Stores, (^c. that, without any Trouble to* 
yourfcif, all their Charges may be defrayed, from the 
Produce of thefe Lands, and our Arms always ready 
to be employed in your Service; otlurwifc I muft fub- 
mit to Ncccflity. My Concern tor my Honour will 
not fuffer me to be unmoved at the Company’s Lois 
but I muft feek fome Expedient for promoting the 
intereft of the Company, and removing the Evils they 
are opprefled with; and thofe Expedients muft be adopt- 
ed : But if your AflSidion for the Death of your Son 
has taken rhat Hold upon your Mind, tHht you cannot 
attend to the remedying of fuch great Difficulties, it is 
proper that you appoint fome capable Perfon from 
amoneft your Children, in the Place and Dignity of 
your wid Son, the Nabob Najir ool Meeiky who may

Tfanflation of a Letter from the Governor 
to the Nabob, dated 19th 0 £hhery at Night. 

1 have been waiting all this Day in Expedation that 
you would have fettled Ibmc of the weighty and urgent 
Affairs, upon which I Ycrterday conterred with you, 
and that you would have acquainted me with your 
Determination ; but you have not favoured me with 
any Anfwer concerning them ; from hence it plainly 
a])pcars, that as long as thofe evil Counfellors remain 
about your Perfon, whatfoever I may reprclcnt to you 
for your Profperity and Welfare, and the Good of 
this Country, will have no Effed. The Folly of 
thcle People will foon deprive you of your Govern- 
ment, and prove the Ruin, likewifc, of the Company’s 
Affairs: I have judged it improper, that fueh Evils 
and Difgrace fhould be brought upon us, for the 
Sake of Two or Three Men*, for this Reafon I have 
fent Colonel Caillaudy with Forces to wait upon you ; 
when the faid Colonel arrives, he will expel thole bad 
Counfellors, and place your Affairs in a proper State; 
I will fhortly follow. Let not your Excellency be under 
any Apprehenftons, but chcarfully receive the Colonel ; 
and give Orders to your Men, that they make no 
Difturbances, nor raife Tumults in the City. I folemnly 
declare that I have no other View but your Good and 
Welfare. Look upon me as your fincerc Wcll-wiflicr, 
and remain fatisfied. 

Agreed, We write the following Letter to the Prefi- 
dcnc, and Colonel Caillaud, 

Gentlemen, 

We have been honoured with your Favour of the 
- lift, and One from the Prefldent of the 20th Inftant, 
by which we have been informed of the great Succeis 
that has attended your Operations : We muft congra- 
tulatc you on your haviW amply effeded the intended 
Purpoin, without the Emifion of Blood, or any Dif- 
turbance ; and arc highly pleal'ed to find the Nabob fo 
•well reconciled to his prefent Situation. We doubt not 
but what has been fo well begun, will be concluded for 
3 O the 
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the BencHt and Advantage of the Company j and that 
the 7\tt'airs of the Government will, in future, be put 
on a fccurc and projxjr footing. 

We have given the neallary Diredtions for the 
Rtreprion and Accoinlnodatioji of the old Nabob, 
whenever he arrives in Calcuila. 

A few Days, v/e flatter ourfelves, will bring this 
Matter to a Contlufion ; and that we fhall, very (hortly, 
have the Pleufure of the Governor’s Prefence with us.

Smyth might, witliout tlic lead Prefumption, think 
that they, and the reft of tjie Gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee, ought to have been confulted upon an Affair 
of fo much Importance, before it was carried into

A Memorial fetting forth the Caufes of the late 
Change in the Subahfhip of Bengal. 

The Nabob, Jaffier Alice Cawn, was of a Temper 
extremely tyrannical and avaricious, at the fame Time 
very indolent ^ and the People about him, being either 
abjeft Slaves and Flatterers, or elfe the bafe Inftrumenta 
of his Vices } tlicre was no Chance of having the Affairs 
of the Government properly condufted, but by their 
Removal : He attributed all the ill Succefs of his 
Affairs p imaginary Plots and Contrivances, and facri- 
ficed Lives, without Mercy, to the Excefs of his 
Jealoufy : Numlierlcfs are the Inftanccs of Men, of all 
Degrees, whofe Blood he has fpilc without the leait 
afflgned Reafon. I'o learn the Names and Circumftan- 
CCS of all thefe Sufferers, would be a Work of Time \ 
but fomc of the moft ftriking Examples are thefe 
following ; 

Ceja Huddec, the firft Buxey, firft banifhed for a pro. 
tended Confpiracy againft the Nabob’s Life, and after- 
wards cut off at Shahhd, in his March out of the 
Province. 

AGr Cazim, the fecond Buxey, invited by the Cliuta 
Nabob, to h’ls Houfc, and after having received front 
him unufual Marks of AffcAion, affafllnated at the 
Gates of the Palace. 

AhdeelOliui Cawn, murdered at the /<»«»«, in the 
Month of March 1760, by fomc of the Hircarras 
belonging to Cbecen, who waylaid him for that Purpofe, 
by the Nabob’s Orders. 

Yar Mahmud, formerly in great Favour with the 
Nabob, Serajah Dewla, and fince Droga of the Emaruti 
flain in the Prefence of the Chuta Nabob, in the Mondt 
of April 1760. 

Gajfeeta Begum, Widow of the Nabob, Sbebdmut 
7u”g\ 

Omna Begum, Mother to the Nabob, Serajah 
Dowla ) 

Muzado Dowla, the Son of Padjha Coolly Cawn, 
adopted by Shehamut Jung ; 

Lutfen Nijfa Begum, Widow of the Nabob Serajah 
henvla ; 

Her Infant, Daughter of Serajah Dowla. 
i The Five unhappy Sufferers, mentioned laft, {lerifhcd 
sdl in one Night at Dacca, about the Month of yune 
1760 i where they had Ijeen detained Prifoners fine'e the 
Acceflion of Jaffier Alke Cawn to the Subahfhip ; a 
Perwanoah was lent to JaJfaret Cawn, the Naib of. 
Dacca, to put to De.’ith all the Survivors of the F.imily, 
of the Nabobs, Allivrrdee Cawn, Shehamut Jung, and 
Serajah Doxalab', but upon his declining to obey fo 
cruel an Order, the Mcffcngcr, who had private In- 
ftruftions to execute this Tragedy^ in cafe ot the other’s 
Rcfufal, took them from the Place of tlirir Confine- 
ment i and having c.nrried them out at Midnight upon 
the River, maffacred and drowned them, with about 20 
H Women 
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Women of inferior Note, and Atten4ft:itS' What be- 
came of AfUvtrdet Cawtfi Widow is uncertain } it being 
r^rted by many, that Ihe efcaped the Fate of the reft 
of her Family. 

Executions of this Kind had made the Nabob the 
Dread, or the Deteftation of all good Men *, and he 
neceflarily became a Prey to the Petrie of mean Ex- 
traflion, and abjeft Dif}x}(ltions ; who, knowing chat 
- a Government fo managed could not ftand long, 
Ibught only tO make themfeives rich, by Oppreflions 
of all Sorts, upon the Country, and Inhabitants. To 
the licavy Taxes laid by them on the Markets, is 
aferibed the prefent unufual Scarcity and Dearncls of 
Provifions at the City, the Capital of a Country, once 
efteemed the moft plentiful in the World. 

The Perfons who have had the chief Shares in this 
bad Management, are Keenoeramy Momlely and Cbecony 
all of low Birth •, and the Two firft, the menial Ser- 
vants of Jaffier AUe Cawa, before he came to the 
Subahfhip; Thefe manage, fo as to engage him 
continually in idle or vicious AmufementSi keeping 
him, by that Means, in utter Ignorance of his Aff.iirs, 
in a State of Indifference as to their Succefs. 
N'i^oney came into his Treafury at the fame Time ; 
Nothing was paid to his Army, infomuch that his 
Troops- mutinied, and furrounded his Palace in a 
tumultuous Manner, threatening to take away his Life i 
which they would certainly have done, had not his Son- 
1 , |Uaw, the prefent Nabob, Cejim Alee Cawn^ become 
aiWrablc, and paid them a very large Sum out of his 
Treafury; This happened lull Juney and if the 
imminent Danger, with which his Perfon was threatened 
on this Occafion, awakened him for a Moment, no 
fooner was it removed again to a Diftance, than he 
fell back into the Lethargy which had fo long poireffcd 
nim. The fame unworthy Minifters remained ftill his 
flnly Counfellors, and continued in the Management of 
his Affairs tothelall Day of his Adminiftration, which 
he left in fo confufed and impoverilhcd a State, that 
in all human Appearance, another Month could hardly 
have run through before he would have been cut off 
by his own Sepoy Sy and the City become a Scene of 
Plunder and Diforderj the Nabob having made no 
further Provifion for the Payment of the long Arrears 
due to his People, after Coffim Alee Cawn had freed him 
from his former Extremity. This Danger he could not 
but forefee, and more than once declared his Ap- 
prehenfions, yet had not the Power to exert the ne- 
ceffary Means for preventing it, but funk the deciJcr 
into Deje£lion, 

Bcfidcs this inteftinc Danger to which the Govern- 
ment was expofed. Two Armies were in the Field, and 
waiting only the fair Weather to advance, the Shazadda 
towards Patnoy and the Beerboom Rajah towards Meer- 
Jhidah&iy the Capital. — The Rajahs of Bijfempoor Ram- 
guTy and the other Countries ^nlcring upon the-Moun- 
toins, were ready to Ibake off their Dcpcndance, and 
had already afforded confiderablc Supplies to the Beer- 
hoom Rajah *, the Rajah of Curruckpeor had committed 

r i Hoftilititis, and taken Poffeflionof all the Country 
It BoglepoWy which entirely flopped the Communi- 
cation between the two Provinces on that Side of the 
River. Jin a Word, the whole Country feemed ripe for 
an univerfal Revolt, tliofe Parts only excepted, whofe 
natural Weaknefs, or Neighbourhood with the City, in- 
timidated them from taking up Arms. To encounter all 
thde Difficulties, there was nothing but Troops witliouc 
Pay, from whom therefore no great Efforts could be 
expefted •, of this a very recent Inflance occurs in the 
Detachment which was ordered againft the Beerboom 
Rajah, Three Months before the Nabob’s Abdication, 
but never advanced more than Three Cofe from the 
City i in which Stmation they continued upon tny Ar- 
rive there. ^ 

All who are now in Bengaly and acquainted with the 
Tranfaftions of the Governmenr, will bear Witnefs, that 


this is a true pefcfiption of Fails •, and all who are 
convinced of the Fails, will certainly agree, that Affairs 
were at an Extremity no longer to be ncgleilcd, without 
manifefl Danger of having the Province over-run, and 
the Trade entirely ruined : I was rcfolvcd therefore to 
ufe my utmoll Endeavours to get thefe bad Minillcrs 
removed *, and judging it might be difficult to prevail 
on the Nabob to part with his Favourites without fome 
Degree of Violence, I brought with me a Detacliment 
of Europeans and Sepeysy under Pretence of fending tliem 
with Colonel Caillaud, to reinforce the Army at Patna. 

I arrived with the Colonel at Cojfmhuzary the i4di 
of O&ohtTy and the next Day the Nabob paid us a 
Vifit ; the iCth we went to the City, and returned the 
Vifiti on the i8th, the Nabtib came to Moraukiugy by 
Appointment, to talk upon Bufinefs : In the Conversa- 
tion whicli I had with him in the Two former Meetings, 

I hail taken Occafion to reprefent to him in general 
Terms, the bad Management of his Miniflcr-,, the 
Milerics and univerfal DifuffcdVion of the Country, and 
the defperate Stitc of his, as well as the Company’s, 
Affairs : In order to give him a more full and cle.ir View 
of the Evils brought on through the Weaknefs of his 
Adminiftration, and to point out the Means of their Re- 
moval, 1 had prepared Three Letters, which, after a 
lliort and friendly Introdudion, I delivered to him, of 
which Tranflations are hereunto annexed, under N't, 
2, and 3. 

The Nabob feemed much afftfled by the Pcrufal 
of the letters, but endeavoured more to put an End 
to the Conference than to propofc a Remedy to the 
Evils. I however prevailed on him to fend for his 
Dinner to Maraudbangy and in a Manner infifted on his 
coming to fome Determination fur the immediate Re- 
form of tlic Government \ at length he confefled hiiv- 
felf, througli Age, and Griif for tlie late Lofs of his 
Son, incapable alone of llruggling againft fo many 
Difficulties. — He defired he might have Time to con- 
fult with his Friends I told him the Men, with whom 
he had lately advifed, were not his Friends, but his 
greateft Enemies >, that his returning again in the Midft 
of thena would only be the Means of augmenting his 
Difficulties ; that he had much better take the Alfiftance 
of one from amongft his Kcladohs, on whofe true At- 
tachment and Fidelity he, might more fafely rely ; He 
named Five or Six, and amongft them /IHee 

Ca'^n : I alkcd him which of tlutt Number was moft 
fit to aflift him in his prefent Exigencies ; he replied, 
without Hcfitation, That Cojim AUee Catsni was tlio 
moft proper ; ncverthelcfs it was with the utmoft Diffi- 
culty I could prevail on him to fend for him, and fo 
very late, that before CoJJim Alice Cawn could arrive, 
the old Nabob was fo extremely fatigued, and in fuch a 
State of Anxiety, that I could not refufc his Return 
Horae to take his Reft. I was convinced indeed that 
it was to no Purpofe to detain him -y for fuch was tlie 
Jealoufy he difeovered with refpedl to Cojim Alice Cerj. v, 
that 1 law he never would confent, without fome lore 
of Force, to give the other the Means of reftoring 
Order to his Affairs : An Hour or Two after the Nabob’s 
Departure, CoJ^m Alice Cawn arrived, and llTmcd to 
be extremely apprehcnfive that the Nabob, inllcad of 
milling him with the Manaocment of his Affairs, 
would endeavour by fome Means or other to get rid of 
him ; I agreed therefore in Opinion with him, that he 
Ihouldnot go to the Nabob’s Houfc until Mealiiits 
were taken lor his Security : VVe refolvcd how^vir to 
give the Nabob the next Day (the i9th) to nfleit upon 
the Letters before-mentioned, in Hopes that he would 
propolc fome Mcafures of Rcgubtion. — I heard no- 
thing from him all Day, but found by my Iiuelligencc, 
that he had been in Council with his old Advillrs 
Ketnoeramy MctuUly and Cbecotiy whofe Advice I was lura 
would be contrary to the Welfare of the Countiy m 
general, .and th.at of the Company in particuKir.

To the honourable Henry Vanfittartt Efquire, l^re- 
fident, and Governor, l^c. Gentlemen of Council, 
at Fort William. 


Honourable Sir and Sirs, 

In Compliance to the Orders which you have received 
relating to me, from the hotiourablc the Court of Direc- 
tors, in a Polifeript of a Letter, under Date the yth 
Qthber 1761, in which you are direfted and required 
to caufe the ftricuft and moft impartial Enquiry to be 
made into a Report-, “ That in Conjundion with the 
Chuta Nabob, I had figned a Paper, offering a Re- 
ward of Fifty thoufand Rupees, or fome fuch Sum, 
to fcvcral Black Perfons, for the AiralUnation of the 
Shahzadah, svhich Paper was alfo offered to Mr. 
“ Amyatt^ the then Chief of Patna^ fof him to fign ; 
“ but which he refufed, as a nioft infamous Meafure 
This, Gentlemen, is the Subftance of the Charge, to 
which I am now to reply. 

Unfavourable as the firft Appearance of the Adion 
may feem againft me, I cannot but hope that when, 
in the Courfe of this my Apology, you are made ac- 
quainted witli the Rcafons for my concurring and con- 
fenting to this (as it muft have appeared) fo unjuftifiable 
a Meafure, and when all the Circumftances attending 
on it are laid before you, I flatter myfelf that I may be 
able lb far to juftify my Condud to the World, my 
Employers, and you, as to fatisfy them, that if I have 
gone too far, it was from the belt of Motives, and 
with the beft of Intentions \ fuch at leait as at that 
Tinic,^ and ever fince, have acquitted me in my own 
Breaft of any Senfe of Guilt j and happy lhall I be, if 
I can make my Adions appear in the fame Light to the 
unprejudiced and impartial Part of Mankind. 

Could I have forefeen or expeded that one Day I 
might be called upon to anfwcr to what is now fo heavily 
laid to my Charge, or had my Hear: ever once at the 
Time, or afterwards, reproached me with that Tranf- 
adion as a Crime, which is now made one of fo foul 
a Nature againlt me j is it to be fuppofed but that I 
would have t.ikcn fucii Precautions to guard againft 
the Confcquences, as naturally muft have prc.l-ntcd 
thcmfelvcs fo a Mind eonfeious of Guilt, or of a 
I'aiilc ? On tjie contrary, as my Confciencc never re- 
proached me, fo my Condud, in Confcqucncc, was 
agreeable to the feif- known Honefty and Innocence of 
rny Intentions : On this Account, therefore, I made no 
' Secret of what liad paffed, but on all Occafions openly 


and publicly avowed it j even the very Day after, my 
firft Step was to make the Governor (then Mr. HoU 
well) acquainted with it ; Copy of which Letter I fhall 
produce, and in which the Fad is told in all Truth 
and Sincerity \ but in fuch a Stile alfo, as 1 think muft 
fupport what I declare to have been my real Senti- 
ments and Motives in tiiis Affair : I Hi all bring allb 
a Letter, wrote the Morning of that Evening, in 
which 1 acquiefeed with ‘the Nabob in that Mealure, 
and in which I think many ftriking Proofs will be 
found for the Truth of what I advance in Favour 
bf my Caufe. 

From whence then could this Confcioufncfs of Se- 
curity to myfelf arile ? Guilt could ‘never have pro- 
duced it. Sure then, it could only proceed from a rtropg 
Self Convidion, that the Meafure to which I then gave 
my Concurrence could never take place but to the 
Appearances of which I was obliged to fubmit, from 
the Ncceffity of the Times, and to avoid greater Ills 
which then threatened us, as well from the perplex- 
ing and critical Situation of Affairs in general, as* 
from the Natures and Difpofitioiis of the People, with 
whom 1 had to deal. 

As a further Teftimony of tlic Truth of what 
I am now atlvancing towards my Vindication » 
and as a Proof that the Adion muft have ap- 
peared to otiicrs in the fame Light as it did to me 
at the Time, I appeal to tlic Gentlemen then pre- 
fent, Ciipmin Knou and Mr. Lufljingtott^ for their Sen- 
timents on the Affair: For, to the belt of my Re- 
membrance, I cannot recoiled that either of them 
once made any Objedion, or expreffed that juft Ab- 
horrence, which naturally would arife againft an Ac- 
tion fuch as I am charged with. Could this proceed 
from any Caufe, but their feeing the whole Tranfac- 
tion with all its attending Circumftances, in the fame 
favourable Point of View, in which it appeared to 
me ? Muft they not, like me, have been fatislied and 
convinced, that it was an idle and vain Schenre, that 
could never take place, but to wliich my Concur-

The Nabob at this Time had been particularly earneft 
with Mr. Hol’iXiell^ with regard to the Protciftion that 
wa.s continued to a Perfon called Roydeolal/ram, ^ainll 
whom there were very ftrong Proofs, that he had 
been very inftrumental in promoting the Troubles 
whlih then reigntd in the Country, that he had 
favoured the Prince’s Caufe, and affifted him with 
Money •, and that it was owing principally to his 
Ueprefentations and Advice, that the Prince had be- 
gun his March towards Bengal •, and that the Mc- 
rattocs had entered the Province. It was certain that 
the Force of any Aicufation which the Nabob could 
bring againft this Man, was much weakened by the 
Knowlcgc we had of lus Motives, and the many At- 
tempt.s he had before made, at the Expcncc of T ruth, 
to induce us to withdraw our Protciftion from him : 
Bur at this Time my Surpicioiis of his Conduct 
not grounded I'u mutli on what the Nabob advanced 
againtl him, as from my own Knowlegc of FaiTs, 
which pioved that he not only then encouraged, but 
was alhding the Piintc’s Caufe. I did not think 
therefore tliat all was done that might have been 
done, to give the Nabob Satisfadlion in this Affair:

It was about this Time that I received a Letter 
from Mr. Holwell^ d.ited ilie 7th Aprtl^ informing me* 
that he had found out that the Nabob was carry- 
ing on a Corrcfpondcnce with the Prince, and of lb 
injurious a Nature to the mutual Engagements which 
we were under to each other, as lielerved our warmell 
Kcfcntmcnt, defiring me that I would ule all the 
Means in my Power to come at the 'I'ruih of it ; that 
he, for his Part, had been employing an Emiilary with 
Cander Khan^ the Man who wa.s then the Prince’s prin- 
cipal Support, The Confcqueiice of this EmilTary’s 
Negociations (of the Nature of which 1 never was 
made acquainted, whether by Letter or Mcffage) was 
no lefs than Mr. llolvoeW% receiving in Anfwer a Phir- 
maund from the Prince with many iai; C.li ■ . Tpcl in- 
cloling a Copy, as ir is laid, of the Nabob’s AdUrtfs, 
into the Authenticity of whic’. I ’»"is to enquire, Thu.s 
a Correlpondencc was eftablilhed between Mr. llehvell 
and the Prince, at the fame Time that he was lb loud- 
ly reproaching the Nabob with a Step of the fame 
Nature. 

'Flic firft Intimation I had given me of this Affair,

My Opinion of tlie Nabob's Si- 
tuation and our own Prolpefts, arc juunted in their 
true Colours, and may lerve alio to prove, how per- 
plexed my own Situation muft have been at the Time. 

All thelc Circumftances confidercd, did it not become 
ablblutcly neceirary forme to give the Nabob fomcfuch 
Proof as would fatisfy him, and calm thofc Fears and 
Apprchenfioiv, which the Tenor of Mr. Ilclweirs Con- 
duit had io ftrongly imprefled on his Mind ? Bad as 
I thought of the whole Syflcm, yet I was bound by all 
the Means in my Power to fupport it. A mutual Con- 
fidence between me and the Nabob was efTentially nc- 
ceflary for this Purpofe, and could it be done more ef- 
feitually than by removing the Caufc of his Miftruft ? 
In a few Hours after fuch an Opportunity offers, and 
W.1S it not my Bufinefs and my Duty to embrace it ? the 
Proof of fuch a Nature as beft could anfwcr every good 
Purpofe which 1 could propofe from it : A Proof the 
bcil calculated, in Point of Time and Circumftancc, 
that could happen, and the flrongcft Self Conviftion, 
when I gave it, that the Mcafurc which it hath appear- 
ed to tend to, was fuch as I knew could never take 
Place. Let me requeft. Gentlemen, that the Evidence 
which this Letter conveys of the true State of my Mind 
at that Time, m.iy have all the Weight and Attention I 
think it defences ; and how ftrong the Preiumption, that 
it mull have influenced me in the Afl which followed 
almoft immediately after. 

To thc«Tranfadtion itfclf I am now come, and as many 
Particulars as I can charge my Memory with attending 
on it, 1 fhall relate. 

On the 15 th of Jpril, in the Evening, I waiedd on 
the Nabob ; my Intention in the Vilit.was to introduce 
Captain Knox to take his Leave, as he was the next Day 
to march for Patna^ with a Detachment under his 
Command ; and I further wanted to engage the Nabob 
to fend with him a Body of Cavalry : Mr. Lujlingtant as 
my Interpreter, of Courlc was with me. 

We called in our Way firft on the Nabob’s Son, 
with whom we ftaid a few Minutes, and I remember 
his prefenting me at that I'ime with a Palanquin, which 
he had promiied me a long Time before, and had ceme 
up that Day from Mux^avad. The little Circum- 


ftances which I may throw into the Gourfe of dils 
Account of the Affair, are meant only to fliew, that I 
am poflTcfled of that Degree of Rccollcftion, which 
muft give Evidence to the Truth of what I mky relate 
of the more clftntial Parts of this Tranfa^lion. 

From the young Nabob’s Tents, we fee out to* his 
Father’s : I think 1 had mentioned to his Son my want- 
ing a Body of Cavalry to go with Captain Knox *, cer- 
tain it is, that a little after our Arrival at the old Na- 
bob’s, I delired Mr. Lujbingion to fetile this Bufinefs 
with the young one ; fur which Purpofe they went into 
another Apartment •, where they, v/ith the PaUui Jcnii- 
dars, remained tor fome Time t.ilking and feitling this 
Affair, leaving Captain Knox^ with the old Nabob and 
me, in another Part of the Tent. What tlic Subjeft of 
the Converfation was between us 1 cannot recollerl ; but 
this I am very certain of, that the little which could have 
palled muft have been of a verj* general Nature, as there 
was only Captain Knox to explain betwe.in us ; for fo 
impcrfcfl at that Time was his Knowlcgc of the Coun- 
try Langu.igc, that it was impoflible that he could inter- 
pret any regular St rie. of Converfation between the 
Nabob and me. 1 can recolleci my going into the 
Tent where tlie young Nabob and Mr. LuJfjington were 
fitting, with the Patna jemidars abovementioned, in 
order to know svhat was determined on ; how long I re- 
mained there, and ht)w foon after they were difmiffed, I 
cannot prctsnd to charge my Memory with. All I 
know with Certainty is, th.it they were difmiffed, and , 
all other Attend.ants ; and I think that the old Nabob 
then changed his Sear, and came into that Pait of the 
Tent, where his Son had been with Mr. Lupington } 
that there w'as then relent the N.ibob, his .Son, Cap- 
tain Knox^ Mr. Lujhingtony myfelf, and a Perfan Wri- 
ter or two. To the bell of iny Remembiarce the Na- 
bob’s Head 1 Jircarrah, one ChuckaHy was there •, I am 
fadsfied, at leaft, he was there fome Part of the Time, 

1 then well and confidently remember a Letter being 

f roduced and read (by whom I cannot fiy) and by that 
.etter I think the Subjefk wa.s fu ll opened j but that 
Mr. lAiJkinpton explained it to me, as he did every 
other Part of the Converfation, I folemnly decl.'ue to be 
moll true, and that it was the firft: Time, and the only 
Time, I ever heard of the Matter ; and that Mr. Lufb- 
ingtoVy and Mr. Lujhington alone, was and could be the 
Interpreter on the Occafion. 

The Purport of the l etter was, that one Conderoy^ 
formerly a Servant of Gander Khan, made an Offer 
of delivering the Prince into our Hands-, but if that 
could not be done, he would cut him off. The Let- 
ter, I think, was addrefled to that Head Hircarrah 
CLucian, whofe Charadlcr for Untruth, I believe, ibmc 
Gentlemen here can vouch for. However, I will not 
affirm this as a pofitive Truth, but of tliis I am molt 
furc, that after having heard the Letter explained, I 
repeatedly gave it as my Opinion, that 1 bLlieved it 
all a Forgery, contrived by the Nabob, on Purpolc to 
be fatisfied, by my confcnting to, or rejefting it, what 
Judgement he might form of the Nature of the Corre- 
fpondence then carrying on by Mr. HolvseUy and how 
far I was concerned in it : I remember well my enquir- 
ing into the Means of this being carried .into Execu- 
tion, and many other Queftions, that would have ena- 
bled me to judge how far I might give Credit to the 
.Scheme. The Anfwcrs to which Qucllions I remember 
but ferved the more to confirm me in a perfed Dilbclitf 
of the whole Matter, and make me, with fo much Eafe, 
give my Concurrence to the Scheme, as, without any 
Danger to the Prince, I knew it miglit lerve to gain 
my Ends with the Nabob. 

The Reafon why I was alked to fcal the Paper, in 
Conjunflion wi:h the Two Nabobs, w’as to afccrcain to 
the Man the Reward which was jiromifed to him ; for 
fuch was the State of their Credit in the Country at tliat 
Tune, that few cared to trull their V.^ords, even for lb 
fmall a Sum j and without this Proof 1 knew nothing 
7 was 




was done towards fatisfying the Nsdwbi I therefore rea- 
dily confentcd to it, and delired, in Confequcoce, Mr. 
Lujliingtony to lend for iny Seal. 

I do not remember any Objeftion made by either of 
the Gentlemen with me. 1 have the faint Recolle^ion 
of any Exprelfion of Diflikc in Captain Kmx'% Counte- 
nance, which might have iiril intt^uced the Rcafons 
which he fo well rccollefls in his Depoiition, that I gave 
for the Neceflity of going the Lengths 1 did, and with 
whicli, to the belt of my K nowlege, he was well fa- 
tished. As to Mr. L^^ngten, tlieic was no Objection 
Itarted by him, that I can in the lealt rccolleft or re- 
member I but of this 1 am conlident, that if he had 
thought the Meafurc improper, or unjultlh.able, he 
would have made Objedtions. — And for the Truth of 
this I ca 1 appeal to himfclf, conlcious as he muft be uf 
the Intimacy and Fncndlhip that fubfiiled between us, 
which was fuch as made him ready, on all public Ucca- 
fions, to give me his Sentiments with Freedom, which 
were ever by me received with Kindnefs, as I always 
had the greateft Confidence in him, from a thorough 
Senfe of his Capacity and Merit : I mull own, indeed, 
that I have fecn his Depofitions on tlic Affair with the 
greateft Concern and Surprize •, that he might have tor- 
got all that paffed was pofliblc, but that his Memory 
mall l)e fo treacherous as to make him remember 1' Kings 
fo evidently rontr.iry and oppolire to what n ally ha|> 
pened at the I'iinc, .s, indeed, to me a Matter of no Icfs 
Aftonifliment than Concern. However, it .s pofliblc 
that I may help his Recollection, bv a few Qiieftions, 
when w..- lhall )uve the l lonour, together with Captain 
Knoxt to iijipear before you. 

■While my Sealb were going for, I believe the Paper 
was writing, and .is my Tents were at foinc I^iilancc 
from the Nabob’s, fomcTimc muft have cLptcd b<‘forc 
they could come *, perhaps Half an Hour ; and all 
which Time I prefume the Converfation was continued 
on the SubjeCl. — When the Seal came, it was put to the 
Paper, by whom I rccollccl not, nor does it, indeed, 
matter much, for whoever did it, it was done at my 
Defire, and by my Dirciftions ^ I have mentioned this 
Circumftance, as 1 have been given to underiL.ind, that 
ibmc Strefs has been laid on this particular Adi of Mr. 
Lttflnngton^ as if by it he could be deemed an Aceeffiry 
in the Tranfadlion} in Conrcqucnce of the further Or- 
ders given by the Court of Diredlors, that if any Eu- 
ropeans were concerned in the Aff.ur, they fh mid like- 
wife be difmiflcd their Service. There is no Need fure 
of adding to the Weight of what I feel on this Occafion, 
the painful Refledtion that any others ihouid fuSer for 
an Aftion intirely my own. If Mr. Lujhington pur the 
Seal, it was to favc me the Trouble; it was not his 
Duty, nor his Office, nor dkl I ever clleem it fo, nor 
underftand that it was. My Seal was in general affixed by 
a Eerftan Writer •, and if now tlie Qucftion was aiked me, 
who it was, to the l^ft of my Remembrance, that then 
did that Service, I ihouid certainly fay'it was one of the 
Perjian Writers then prefent j not indeed from Recol- 
ledlion, becaufe, from the Diftance of Hmc, this Cir- 
cumftance has cicaped my Memory, but becaufe there 
was no Reafon at that Time for changing our general 
Cuftom, which as I have faid was for the Perfian 
Writers to foal the Letters ; and that it was fo from no 
Other Reafon, but that in any Attempts of that Kind 
we commonly make a Blot inftead of an Impreflion^ 
as their Manner differs from ours, it requires PradUcc to 
do it as it ought. In Ihort, Captain Knox^ who was 
with me, by mere Accident, may as well be deemed an 
AccclTary as Mr. Lafl}ingtott\ die Ait was my own 
entirely, and whatever was done, was done by my 
DireAions and Orders. 

Soon after the Seals being put, I took my Leave, and 
from that Time, or rather from the Day after, in which 
1 informed the Governor of what had paffed, I never 
once thought more of the Matter, at Icaft forioufty 
enough to make me think 1 had dor.c amifs. Mr. An^att^ 


in his Letter to the Board, mentions his having wrote to 
me on the Subjeft, and that my Anlwcr w'as, “ As to 
“i the Aflair of the Three Seals, as there was nothing 
“ particular mentioned, I have no particular Charge to 
“ anfwer.” And this proceeded from a Confidence 
then, which Belief ftill iicIJ me (uniil fonic Days ago 
that I law the original Paper) that no Mention h.ui ever 
been m.-ide in the Faper on wliat Account the Money 
was to be paid, but that it was mentioned in general, 
fuch a Sum Ihouid be given, when he had pei formed 
the Service he had engaged to do tlic Nabob. I do not 
mci-tion this as meaning it Ihouid be eilcemed any Part 
of my Jollification j it is only to clear up that Pafliige. 
— 1 never denied what liad been done j and the Extract 
which I now pioduce of my Letter to the Governor, 
dated tlic i6th ol /iprilt ilie very Day after, is, 1 tliink, 
a fufiicient Proof of it. 

Extraft of Colonel Caillaud’s lartter to Mr. IJolwelh 
dated Camp at Dfgmrgur^ the i6th Aprtl lyto. 

** In my laft I informed you, Sir, of fomc of the 
** Nabob’s late notable Sclienies, but laft Night he 
“ made me acquainted with ariotkr ftill more notable i 
“ and in which allb I am concerned to lltiie 1 fled. I 
“ believe, however, tlieie could be no Harm in trying ; 

“ this it is. 

“ One Conderry, Duan to Comger Kban, wrote to the 
“ Naliob, anU las engaged to put the Prince in his 
“ Hands, or to cut him off, if ific Nalxib would agree 
“ to give him a L.ick of Rupees, and the Command 
“ Ol Cemuer Khan's Country ; anu if ti e Nabob ac- 
“ cepitd >r ri.ele Propofals, tlic Promifc was to be 
m..d<., Iign d, and felled, by the I'wo Nabobs and 
“ my fell, all which was uonc Lift Night.*’ 

Mr. IMv'elPs Anfwer, under Date the zzd, I will 
infci't at huge. I muft obferve, that there has been a 
Miftak in the Dale < f my Letter, or in the Copies 
taken, f<'r in his Letter he acknowl^-ges Rcccipis of 
mine of the ifih and 17th •, in my Copy Book, the 
Date of the Letter is the i6tl). I did not write to him 
on the tyth, nor indeed until the 20th, lu it is plain he 
received th Letter, which I call mine of the 16th, and 
this he acknowlegcs as or the i yth. 

Mr. HolweWs Letter to Colonel CcMlaudj dated 22 
April 1760. 

” I have the Plcafure of your Two Favours cf the 
15th and 17th, and mull tr.ko a furthf-r Day to reply 
to them more circumlt.m‘>.ially 1 for the prefent I cn- 
“ clofc you a Lett.r to the old Nabob to tl-.e Purport 
“ of your Rvqueft, and with it a Copy for your Peru- 
« fal, and, I hope, Approval ; it contains, I think, no- 
“ thing but what Ihouid at all Evmts be urged to him 
** at this Jun£lure. Something muft be done, and foon, 
** to lecovcT tlie Currency of the Trade of the Provinces, 
“ or the Company muft be loft : The Sale of their 
Woollen Goods, Copper, vifc. Exports arc totally 
obftrufted, their inveftment in Confequcqce of this, 
“ and the unavoidable Stoppage of the Tank.as, wholly 
** at a Stand, and not more than a Lack and Half in 
« their Treaftiry, Particulars you Ihouid be nccefilirily 
** acquainted with, as they arilc from the perpetual 
** Troubles of the Country, fierpetuatcd,Imay too juftly 
“ fay, by the Wickednefs, as well as Wcaknds, of 
“ thofc who govern it. 

** To give you what are ftill try Sentiments on the 
Nabob’s Arzdalht to the Prince, and my Rcafons for 
** thofc Sentiments, I n-«.v inclofe you Copy of my 
“ Reply to Mr. Ilajlings on that Head, and think my 
“ Judgment of this Affair more confirmed from the 
** Circumftance recited in your Favour of the 15th ; to 
“ wit, the Nabob’s having acknowlcged to you his 
« Writing to the Prince, and that his Reply gave him 

“ 1 lopes 
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“ Hopes he was inclined to treat j the carrying on this 
concealed Correfpondence with the Prince, I cannot 
** look on in any other Light than as the higheft In- 
“ fringement of the Refpeft and Deference due to 
** your Station, and the I'reaty fubfifting between us : 
“ And here it btconics. Sir, needful to remark, it is full 
“ Time the Nabob fhoiild be convinced he is not 
to look upon you as an Officer fent to fubmit itn- 
" plicitly to his Orders or Sentiments, but as his Co- 
“ adjutor and Proteftor in the Warj and ffiould, at 
any I'imc, his wretched Politics diftatc Meafiircs, 
which appear in your Opinion deftruftive of the ge- 
ncral End propofed, I hope, and doubt not, but you 
“ will think yourfelf fully authorized peremptorily to 
over-rule them, without lofing Time in Application 
“ here •, as I am very well I'atisticd we may depend on 
“ the Propriety of your Condud in the Command and 
I’ruft you are inverted with. I have the Honour 
•* to be, with very real Efteem, 

I have tranferibed the Whole of the above Letter, as 
I think, (jcntlcmen, it ftill gives a further Proof of what 
I have already advanced, as to the then critical and 
perplexed Situation of our Affairs. Mr. Hokcell f.iys, 
when he ack now leges Receipt of thofe Two Letters of 
the 15 th and 17 th, that he muft take a further Day to 
reply to them more rircumrtantially j but this was never 
done in any of his fiiblequcnt I.etter 3 , as to the prin- 
cipal Point in Qiieltion ; of which, if you ffiould have 
any Doubts, they may be cafily fatisfied by laying be- 
fore you the whole Courfe of our Correfpondence to- 
gether. This Anfwcrof Mr. IlolweIP% [ think, proves, 
at leart tacitly, his 0])inion of the Affair and what is 
ftill more, you will pleale to obferve, that tfiough in 
my Account of the 'J'ranfaftion to him, I gave no p;ir« 
ticular Reafons for my Motives in going fuch Lengths j 
and though my own Words, “ I'hat there could be no 
“ Harm in trying,” leem to imply, as if I admitted, 
at leart a Poffibility •, yet the little Probability of it muff 
have app' ared m lb llrong a Light to the Governor, 
that lie never once cenfurcs me as guilty even of an 
Indifc rction, much lei's of a Crime j on the contrary, he 
feems rather inclined, from the Letter, to approve my 
Conrludt in general, and confequcntly to cncreafc in his 
Confidence. 

It becomes ncceffary, however. Gentlemen, to inform 
you why I did not make the Governor acquainted with 
the real Motives of my Conduft, and contented myfelf 
with fo general an Account of the T ranfaftion •, and this 
1 am induced to do, that I may clear up any Impref- 
fions to my Difadvantage which might arife from thofe 
Words, “ I'hcre is no Harm in trying,” which if not 
yet accounted for, might, notwithftanding my folcmn 
Declaration to the contrary, convey an Idea, that I 
admitted at leart a Poffibilicy of the Scheme taking 
Place. In doing this, 1 murt touch upon a Subject 
which I willingly would have avoided •, but I cannot, 
in i'o di ar a Caufc as that of my Reputation and Cha- 
racter, leave any Thing out, which I think may tend to 
clearing it up to your Satisfiidtion. 

Mr. Ilclzvell's general Charafter and Difpofition is 
well known in /Wm, and many were the Cautions 
which I received from thofe who knew him beft, to 
been my Guard againlt him. This naturally excluded 
any great Degree of Confidence on my Side. But I 
was c.iutious alfo of mylclf, and not willing haftily to 
arraign and condemn his Condudt, fearing the Conle- 
quences of a Mind already tainted with Prejudices 
againrt him, which might have biaffed my Judgement, 
and led me to cciifurc Actions in him, which perhaps, 
more impartially inclined, I might have approved in 
others : And though I might have been ever fo much 
in the Rigiit, fuch a Subject between him and me murt 
certainly have given Rife to Altercation and Difpute, 
which could not but have added to the Confufion of 
our Affairs. I therefore forbore as long as I pofftbiy 
could, and for the public Good I rather chofe to avoid 
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evtry Thing that might ortend, while I could do it con- 
fiftcntly with my Dupr. My Motives, had I given 
themj muft have implied a very heavy Cenfurc on his 
Conduct, when I could have only told him that the 
whole Courfe of his extraordinary Behaviour towards 
the Nabob, and that particular Part of it in carrying 
on a fecrct Correfpondence with the Prince, at the very 
Time that he was fo loudly cenfuring the fame Step in 
the Nabob, had forced me to concur in a Mcafure, to 
which I never would have confented if any other Proof 
could have fatisfied the Nabob, that we were not 
tnaking the beft Terms we could for ourfelvcs, without 
any Regard to him, or the mutual Engagements fubfilt- 
ing between us. As I did not therefore, for the Rea- 
fons abovementioned, acquaint Mr. Hokvell with my 
Motives, I was obliged, in my Account of the Tranfac- 
tion itfelf, to throw in, at leart, fuch a Degree of Pro- 
bability attending on it, as would favc me from appear- 
ing in the ridiculous Liglit of having confentetl to a 
Meafurc, which I was proving could anfwer no End, and 
that was my only Reafon for inferring the "Words I 
did ; nor dots it lefs evidently, I think, appear from 
the ingenuous and open Manner in which 1 relate the 
Tranfadtion itfclfi but that I muft have been confeious 
to myfelf how well prepared 1 was, from the Inno- 
cence of my real Intentions, to anfwer any Charge, 
winch at that Time might have been brought againft 
me. 

You have liad now, Gentlemen, laid before you in 
all Sincerity and Truth, all that I liaix* to offer in thy 
Juftification *, but I cannot conclucic without taking 
fomc Notice of the Manner, in which this heavy Charge 
is exhibited againft me. 

The Letter from the honour.iblo the Court of Di- 
rcflors begins by the/e Words (which is all that appears 
.as the (jround of their Charge) “ It having been ttrongly 
** reported,” but whether thele Reports were of a pub- 
lic or of a private Nature, how far examined into, and 
who were the Authors of them, arc Points which I am 
left to guels at, though I own I thought fome farther 
Lights into the A ccumion, or at leaft, the Names of 
my Accufers, was a Satisfadtion due to my Charadter ; 
but which 1 am deeply concerned to find, 1 was not 
thought worthy to receive. Little, I own, did I expedb 
fuch a Return for upwards of Nine Years Services » 
and in the Courfe of which I had flattered myfelf that 
my Condudt had been irreproachable j and if I may be 
permitted to lay it, I was ftill the more confirmed in 
this fond Hope, by having been honoured by that Body 
with fome diftinguilhing Marks of Favour. I muft 
further own, that their laft Rewards (whi> h I have ever 
gratefully acknowleged, was due alone to their Inte- 
reft and Solicitations) were of fuch a Nature as far ex- 
ceeded my belt Services : Imprefled therefore with the 
higheft Senfe of Gratitude for their Favours, happy in 
the Confidence of their Approbation, and anxioufly pur- 
fuing the only Means in my Power, by which I could 
acquit myfclf towards them ; I am unhappy enough in 
one Inftant to find all my beft Hopes truftrated, my 
Reputation blafted (a Reputation confirmed andefta- 
bliffied by themfelves) and all this owing to a ready Be- 
lief of the very firft Report to my Difadvantagp. 

As to my Acculers, I have faid I am given Leave to 
guefs at them j however, fomc Friends have been kind 
enough to give me that private Satisfaffion, which 1 
thought was my Due from public Juftice. I am now 
only lurprifed, that every Report which that worthy 
Man has fo induftriouflv fpread and propagated againft 
me, to the Prejudice 01 my Charadler, has not obtained 
equal Credit, and been made another Part of the Charge 
againft me. I mean the Report ** of my having alfo 
“ ordered the Aflaffination of the young Nabob, whofe 
** Death was given out to have happened by a Flalh of 
** Lightning.” This I introduce as a Proof of the 
great Degree of Credit, which my Accufer deferves. 
Indeed, as 1 have acknowleged the other Faft, fo far I 
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mult own, and do the Gentleman Juftice, that there 
was fome Truth’ in the firft Part of his Information; 
but whether led to it by a natural Dirpofition to Ma- 
lice, Scandal, and Calumny, or whether aduated by 
the more noble Zeal for the common Injury done to 
Humanity, public Honour, and Juftice, are Points 
which I think dcferved fome Attention from the rcfpec- 
table Body, who received his Information, and might 
have juftly been a Subject well dclcrving their fti ifteft 
Enquiry ; Would it not alfo have been but fair and juft 
. for this Body to have confidered his Station in their 
Service, and how far it rendered him a competent Judge 
of public Tr..nfadions from the fupjwfcd Knowlcge he 
could have in Country Affairs, in which he never was 
employed ? If the Fai^t had really been as reprefented 
by him, the Court of Dircdlors muft have been fatisHed, 
that it was of a public Natutv, or how could one of his 
Rank have come by his Intelligence : And if of a pub- 
lic Nature, why did it not come to them in a proper 
Channel, and from whence alone, in Honour and Juf- 
rice to their Servants, Complaints Ihould ever be 
heard ? The Court of Jjireftors muft either fuppofe that 
their Servants in Council are very deficient in their Du- 
ty, or that the Affair was mifreprefented to them, unce 
no Notice was taken of it heie at the Board, from 
whence they might naturally fuppofe the Acc(*unt would 
have come for their own Honour, had I been as guilty as 
the Story they credited fccmcd to make me. All thefe 
Circumftances confidered, (hiuld have had, I th nk, 
fome Weight, and might have induced them to Ihew 
a greater Degree of Tcnderncft, than appears in the 
Nature of the Enquiry ; ecially in Favour of one 
whofe Charadter to tlieir Knowlegc was fro: from Siam 
or Blemifti. 

Such, however, is my Confidence in the Caufc of 
Truth, that ttill I hope ihe Shame will fall on thofc 
who beft dd'erve it and that the impartial Part of 
Mankind will as freely acquir me, as I have been ac- 

a uitted by my own Confcicncc in the whole Courle of 
\c Affair. 

I am fatisfied alfo, that Juftice will have her Turn, 
and that thole from whom I think I have received this 
undeferved Injury to my Rejmtation, wdl be as ready 
(when convinced of my Innocence) to make me all the 
Amends in their Power. 

But this Cafe of mine now. Gentlemen, becomes more 
immediately your own. It is from your Opinion and 
Decifion, that the impartial World muft judge and de- 
termine, To you all the F.uft5 recited muft appear in 
their ftrongell Point of View. To you the Truth of the 
Arguments I have u<ed in my Defence, muft appear m 
all their Force j and the Strength of the Proofs I 
have brought in Support of them, arc beft to be 
determined by you alone, whofe Knowlegc of every 
Particular, by being on the Spot, muft make your 
Judgments much more perfcdl and difcerninc, than .hole 
who at fo great a Diltance arc hemaftcr to determine on 
my Conduct. 

By your Opinions, therefore, I am to ftand or fall ; 
well pleafed and happy to fubmii the Caufc of Inno- 
cence and Truth to the Decifion of Men of Honour 
and Juftice.

The Proceedings of the 7th Inftant on this SubjeA^ 
being wrote fair, were now read, approved, and figned. 

Colonel Catllaud having defired the Opinion of the 
Board upon tlie Rcafons urged in his Defence or Apo- 
logy 1 after a mature Confideration of the faid Rea- 
fons, and of all Circumftanccs, It is unaniniouQy agreed 
and concluded. 

That the Reprefentation given in the faid Defence, of 
the State of the Affairs of the Country at that Time, 
(that is, about the Month of April 1760) is true and 
juft. 

That in fuch Circumftances the Nabob’s brgent Ac- 
count of his own Diftrefles, the Colonel's Defire of mak- 
ing him cafy, as the Firft Thing neceffary for the Good 
of the Service, and the Suddennefs of the Thing pro- 
pofed, might deprive him for a Moment of his Refiec- 
tion, and furprize him into an Affent to a Meafure, 
which, as to the Meafure itfelf, he could not approve. 

That fuch only were the Motives which did, or could, 
influence Colonel Caillatid to affent to the Nabob’s 
Propofal, is fully proved by Captain Knox and Mr.

I . It gives us the greateft Concern to be obliged to 
addrefs you in the Manner we are now under the Necef- 
fuy of doing •, but as wc have publicly declared our Dif- 
fent from the laft Revolution in the Kingdom of Bengal^ 
.and exprefled our entire Difapprobation of the Mea- 
fures purfued conlcqiicnt thereto •, it is our Duty to ac- 
quaint you with our Reafons for having differed in Opi- 
nion from the Gentlemen who were accelfary to that Re- 
volution, leaft ill-minded People Ihould reprefent our 
Oppofition as a FaiHon, inftcad of owing its rife, as it 
really docs, to our llridl Regard to what wc think con- 
ducive to the Honour of our Country, and the Intereds 
of our Employers. Had the whole Board been confult- 
ed, we dare alfert this Meafure would have been re- 
jected by the Majority \ and wc humbly refer to you, 
whether rne Opinion of every Member thereof ought 
not to have been taken by tlic Prcfident, before he 
ventured upon fo bold a Step as the Subverfion of a 
Government. 

2. You were informed lad Year, of the furprifing Re- 
volution in Favour of Mir Mahammed Cojjim Aly Cban^ 
which would nerclfarily be reprefcntal in the moft fa- 
vourable Light, by the Gentlemen who promoted it. 
But whatever Judgment you may have been led to enter- 
tain of the Meafure from tlieir Account of if, wc can- 
not but think you will judge as ill of it as wc do, when 
you are truly informed of the Circumftances with which 
it was attended, the M.'inncr in which it was exe- 
cuted, and the Steps that have been fince taken to fup- 
port it ; of thefe we will give you as luccind an Ac- 
count as pofTible. 

At a Time when there was not the leaft Appearance 
of a Rupture or Difguft between us and the Nabob 
Jafficr Ah Cawn •, on the contrary, a Fricndftiip an I 
Harmony lubiillctl, Mir Cojfim Cban, his Son in Law, 
came down to Calcutta on fomc Pretence or other to 
vifit Mr. Vanfittart j and having ftaid a lliort Time, he 
rcrurnetl to Meoijhedabad. A few Days after 
CiJJimh Departure, Mr. Vanfittart went up tof Moor- 
fi-edabad on the Pretence of a Vifit to the Nabob i Co. 
lonel C.vHaud, with a Party of Two hundred Euro- 
peaiu, and fonie Sepoys, attended him, who, to remove 
the .Siupicion which fuch a Force would have neceftarily 
occafioned, it v-as pretended were going up to Patna 
to reinforce the Army there. When Mr. Vanfittart 
arrived at Moradbaug, the Nabob paid biin Two 


Vifits, at the laft of which Mr. Vanfittart, withort 
any previous Notice of his Intentions, gave him the 
Three Letters mentioned in Confultation of the lotli 
November 1760, of which Ccipies have been tninfiTiitted 
you. The Abruptnefs with which thefe Letters were 
jirefentcd him, one clofc upon the other, and the 
unexpeded Propofals contained in them, terrified the 
Nabob, and lie was entirely at a Lois how to .ad, but 
defired Ti.me to confider on what \v.is to be done. 
Mr. Vanfittart feeing his Perplexity, ftrongly infilled 
on his immediately naming fom’e Perlbn from among 
his Relations to take Charge of the Subahlhip, and very 
particularly rccommendcil Cojfim Aly Cban, who was 
fent for, and the Nabob was defired to ftay till he came ; 
but Cejfim Aly Cban delayed fo long, and the Nabob 
was in fuch Anxiety of Mind, and fo defirous to be 
relcafcd from the Vifit, being greatly fatigued, that 
Mr. was obliged, in older to fave Appear- 

ances, to fuffer his Departure to the Palace, after hav- 
ing detained him much longer than his Inclination: 
That Night and the Day following palled in concerting 
Mcafurcs with Cojfim Aly Cban, how fo put in Execu- 
tion the Plan before agreed on in Calcutta-, a Treaty 
haying been figned for this Purpofe in September 1 760, 
while Coffim Aly Chan was down here : In Confequence 
of tliefc Deliberations, our Troops clandeftincly crbflcd 
the River the next Night, under Colonel Caillaud^ 
and being joined by Cojim Aly Cban and his Party, 
furrounded the Nabob’s Palace; A Letter from Mr, 
Vanfittart was fent in to the Nabob, demanding liLs 
immediate Compliance with what had been propofed 
to him; to which the Nabob returned for Anfwcr, 

“ That fuch Ufage was what he never expeifted from 
“ the Englifis ; that wliilft a F’orcc was at his Gates he 
“ would enter into no Terms, and that it was his Dcfirc, 

“ our Troops might be returned to Maradbaug," A 
Mcflage was then lent in, informing the Nabob, that if 
he did not direftly comply, they lliould be obliged to 
ftortn the Palace. Aftonillietl and terrified by this Me- 
nace, he opened the Gates, exclaiming, “ That he wai 
“ betrayed ; that the Enghjh wcie guilty of Perjury and 
“ Breach of Faith ; tliat he perceived their Defigns 
“ againft his Government ; that he had Friends enough 
« to hazard at leaft One Battle in his Defence ; but 
“ although no Oaths were facred enough to bind tlie 
“ Engltftj, yet as he had fworn to be their faithful 
“ Friend, he would never fwerve from his Engage- 
« ment, and rather fiiftcr Dcatli than draw his Sword 
" againft them.” So fufpicious was he of being Ibid, 
that " he defired to know what Sum of Money Cojfitn 
“ Ah/ Cban was to give for the Subahlhip, and he would 
“ give Half as much more to be continued : He hoped 
“ however, if they intended to dethrone him, tney 
“ would not leave him to the Mercy of his Son-in-law, 

" from whom he feared the worft, but rather wilhed they 
“ would carry him from the City, and give him -a Place 
« of Safety in Calcutta." I’his laft Requeft of the Na- 
bob’s, the ElTcft of Itis Fear and Defpair, was imme- 
diately laid hold of, and conftrued in the Light of a vo- 
luntary Refignation. Accordingly our Troops took 
Pofleflion of the Palace, Mir Cojfim Cban was raifeti to 
the Mufnud, and the old Nabob was hurried into a Boat, 
with a few of his Women and Ncccflarics, and fent away 
to Calcutta in a Manner wholly unworthy of the high 
Rank he had fo lately held, as is alfo the fcanty Subfift- 
cncc allowed him here by his Succeflbr. 

4. Thus was Jajfier Aly Cban depofed, in Breach of 
a Treaty founded upon the moft folcmn Oaths, and in 
Violation of the national Faith; a Prince of whofe 
Friendlhip and Attachment you have had many fignal 
Proofs, in whofe Caufe our Arms have with much 
Honour been employed, and by a firm Adherence to 
whom the Englijh had acquired, throughout the whole 
Country, fo univerfal a Charaftcr of Fidelity and Con- 
ftancy, that the moft perfeft Confidence was placed by 
the Natives in them.

C. This Memorial is introduced with a Lift of Crimes 
laid to Jaffier Aly Cban'% Charge, which to thofe un- 
acquainted with the Eaftern Governments will appear 
defcrving of the higheft Refentment frorn a civilized 
Nation •, yet fuch is the State of Politics in every 
A/tatic Court, that through the Apprehenfions of the 
Sovereign, and the Intrigues and Artifices of the great 
Men about him, Inftanccs of Cruelty and Oppreflion 
are but too frequent; and even themoft beloved among 
them are toomudi to be taxed with committing, or at leaft 
conniving at, Ads of Violence ; but it Ihould be conft- 
dered that many of thefc are <lone by Perlbns in Power 
without their Knowlege, and that as there are no re- 
gular Puniftiments for Criminals of Station, and who 
may be fo powerful that it would be dangerous pro- 
ceeding openly againft them, Rccourfe is often had to 
the Dagger or Poifon to piinilh the guilty. This was 
the Cafe in moft of the Inftanccs alleged againft Jaffier 
Aly Chany none of whicli ftiew greater Proofs of Cruelty 
than that which Coffm Aly CAa/idifcovcied ; when being 
in Poflcfllon of the Palace, he was delirous of mak- 
ing the firft Aft of his Power the Aflaflination of Jaffier 
^y Chan therein, and was very much difpleafed when 
he found we intended to give him Proteftion at Cal- 
eutla. Since his Acceflion to the Subadarree, we could 
produce to you numberlcfs Inftances of his Extortions 
and Cruelties, but that it would run us into an exorbitant 
Lengtli; and he feems to have made the more immediate 
Objefts of his ill Ufage, thofe who had been the moft 
avowed Friends of the Englijh. \Vc lhall only par- 
ticularize RamnaraWy whom he difpoflefled of the 
Naibfliip of Piitueiy in which it was always thought 
found Policy in us to fupporc him, on Account of 
his approved Faith ; and he now keeps him in Irons 
till he has been ficeced to the utmoft, when there is no 
Doubt lie will be difpatchcd ; moft, if not all thofe, 
who efpouled die Englijh Intereft, have been laid under 
the heavicll; Contributions, and many have died under 
the Force of the Torture to exaft Money from them ; 
others have been cither bafely murthcred, or (which is a 
common Prafticc amongft GetUoos ) unable to furvivc the 
Lofs of iionour, liave made aw.'iy with themfclves. 

7. It is infinuatcd in the Memorial, that the 
Nabob’s Avarice and Cruelty had made him the Detcf- 
tation of all good Men, and that he was in the Hands 
of bad Minifters, under whofc Mai Adminiftration the 
Country was greatly opprefled ; as an inftance whereof, 
the Scarcity of Grain at the City is produced. To 
thefc Minifters are aferibed the great Difficulties the Na- 
bob laboured under for Want of Money to anfwer the 
Expences of the Government, and to pay the Army, 
rendered mutinous for Want of their Arrears j befides 
which intclVinc Danger, the Provinces were threatened 
an Invalion by the Shahzadah with a powerful Army, 
and fcveral of the Rajahs and Zemyndars were on the 
Point of revolting : To encounter all which there was 
noting but a difafFefted Army. Mr. Vanfittart ap- 
peals to every By-ftander for the Truth of thefe Fafts, 
and of the imminent Peril to which the Country was 
expofed ; he declares his Intentions were only to remove 
the bad Minifters ; for which Purpofe he carried up 
with him the Party of Europeans and Sepoys'. He 
proceeds to fet forth the Manner in which the old Na- 
bob was removed from the Government, and Ctffim 
Voi. III. 
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Afy Chan raifed. He fays, People in general were 
plealed with the Revolution, and makes a Merit of its 
being effefted without the leaft Dillurbance in the 
City, or a Drop of Blood fplit. He concludes, with 
reprelenting the Anxiety the Nabob exprefled to o^et 
from the City through Fear of Cffim Ah Chem ; atid 
obferves, that he ajipeared pretty eafy and icconctlcd 
to the Lofs of his Power, which he owned to be rather 
a Burthen tlian a Pleafure, and too much for his 
Abilities to manage fince the Death of his Son ; and 
that the Enjoyment of the reft of his Days in Security, 
under the Englijh Proteftion, feemed to be the chief 
Objeft of his Wilhes. 

8. It is very natural for any Perfon who takes an 
Uncommon Step, to endeavour to vindicate himlclf by 
the moft fpccious Arguments, and tlie moft plaufiblc 
Rcafoning he can devile, and nothing lefs could be ex- 
pefted from Mr. Vatfinart, after h.'iving brought about 
lb unprexedented a Revolution. He has told liis Story 
with all the Aggravations the Nature of it would ad- 
mit; notwithftanding which, we do not imagine the 
Reafons he has given in Supjiort of fu violent a Mea- 
fure, will prove fatisfadlory to the World. He takes 
great Pains to blacken A//r Jaffier's Charadter, in order 
to prejudice Mens Minds againft him, and l.iys great 
Strefs upon the Scarcity of Grain in the City ; but we 
apprehend Mr. Vanfittart does not judge fo harflily from 
that Circumftance, after what he has himfelf experienced 
laft Year: for, notwithftanding all tlx Care we are 
not to doubt he has taken, Grain was never known 
fo fcarce in Calcutta before, infomuch that Numbers 
daily periflied. 

9. Want of Money was the great Difficulty the 
Nabob laboured under *, but this did not jiroccxd from 
any Fault of his, but from the diftrafted State in which 
the Country h.ad been ever fince Colonel C/itr’s De- 
parture, fo that a vciy Imall Part of the Revenues 
came into his Ticafury; the Burdzvjn and Nuddea 
Countries were afllgnctl over to the Company for the 
Payment of the Nabob’s Debt ; Mtdnapoory the Fron- 
tier to the South Weft, was over-run by the Morattas •, 
Beerhoon, and other Zamyndaries, with the Province 
of Purneay under Kuddum Htfficn Chany were afiefted 
towards the Shahzadah, who had under Contribiuiun 
the whole Province of Bahary except the City ot Patnay 
and a fmall Diftrift around it ; Chittagengy the Eallern 
Barrier, did little more than defend itiilf againft the 
Incurfions of the Muggs, Inhabitants of Afrucati, who 
ufed every Year to come into Bengal for Plunder. 
There remained only the Dacca Province ; ilie Diftrifts 
round Morjhedabad ; the Radfljy and Dinagepeor Coun- 
tries, to fupply the immcnle Expcncc of the War ; 
and here lay the Nabob’s Diftrefs, that with one Fourth 
Part, if fo much, of the accuftomed Revenues, lie was 
obliged to maintain an Army greater than any Nabob 
did "before him, and the Englijh Army was not the leaft 
confidcrable Part of the Burthen for trufting moft to 
them, he paid them Firft, wliich Preference was the 
Caufe of Difeontent to the Country 'J'roops : And 
tho’ the Force we had in the Field againft an Enemy 
whom Colonel Clive liad but a very Ihorn Time before 
drove out of the Country, far exceeded thofe the 
Colonel had with him, yet no material Advantage 
was gained over them, but the Country was over-run, 
and ravaged by them ; and by frequent Marches and 
Countermarches, our own Armies became as deftruftive 
as thofe of the Invaders, No Wonder then at the pe- 
rilous Condition, to which Mir Jaffier was reduced, to 
extricate him from which it behoved us to exert our 
utmoft Abilities ; inftc.ul whereof he was treated with 
the greateft Indignity by us, and bafely turned out of 
his Government. 

10. To remove b.Td CounfcHors from a Prince is 
certainly meritorious, but it does not feem to us that 
any Thing was ever defigned againll the Nabob’s Mi- 
nifters ; on the contrary, that the foie Intention was to 
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difplacc the Nabob himfclf, is pretty evident, by the 
Treaty before mentioned made in Calcutta, Had there 
been the Icaft Attempt to convince him in a friendly 
Manner of any Krrors in his Adminiflration, or of the 
NccelTity of aifmining from his Prerence thofe who ill 
advil'cd him, it is not to be doubted he would have 
hearkencii to Realon . d'hat he was not oblbnaie againit 
good Adviec, may be concluded from the extraordi- 
nary Influence which Colonel Chve had over him ; in 
Proof whereof we need only call to Minil how violently 
be was inrenled againft Rajah Ramnarain^ and Roy- 
dulub yet the Colonel, by gentle Methods, without 
having Recoin ie to any other Porce than that of Per- 
fuafion, perfectly reconciled him to the former, and 
obtained his IVrmillion for the latter to rcfide at CaL 
cutta, and bring thither with him his Family and 
EfFcdbs. 

11. 'I’he People in general, very far from being 
pleated with the Revolution (as alleged in the Memo, 
rial) were extremely diflatislied thereat. Had CofftmAllj 
Chan been before in b.lteem among them, or pofltfled 
any Share of Influence oc Power, they might per- 
haps have overlooked the Circumllance of his Rile, 
anil a Series of popular A^tion^ might in Time have 
reconciled them to the Uliirpation but he wjis de- 
fpil'ed and diiliked before he Came to the Mufnud, and 
his Behaviour fince, has been lb oppreflive and tyran- 
nic al, tliac It could not fail confirming the ]>ublic Hatred 
of him. 

1 2 The little Difturbance at Morjhedahad upon the 
Occaflon proceeded from the Apprehenlions all De- 
grees of People were under from lb larj^ a Force be- 
ing brought into the City in the IJead of Night ; and 
Mir jajjicr,, no Way fufpicious ot the Faith of the 
Enghjhy had taken no Precautions for his own vSecurity : 
Such is the Superiority of our Arms, and fo great the 
Dread of our Forces in this Country, that had we gone 
openly to Work, we fliould have met with little or no 
J^i/Hciilty, which renders our having proceeded by 
Stealtli and I'reachery the more inexcufablc j and we 
are truly forry to have Occaflon to obferve, that the 
Means by which this Meafure was brought about, have 
thrown an indelible Stain upon our national Charaifbcr, 
and injured us as much in the Opinion of the Natives, 
as it has of all the European Colonies in this Part of the 
World. 

13. It is aflerted in the Memorial, That Mirjaffier 
w.is e.ify uiicler the Lofs of his Power, which he is faid 
to have* owned to have been rather a Burthen to him i 
but it is evident, on the contrary, from his Declarations 
finer, and his l^cttcrs to the Company and Colonel 
Clive, that he was very unwilling to part with his Go- 
vernment, and that he {’,re.uly regrets the l>privation 
of it. 1 le was neceflitated indeed to fubmit ; and in 
Hopes of being rediefled ibme Time or other by the 
Company, judging that fuch a Step couki never be ap- 
proved of at Home, he very wilcly chofe, rather than 
truft himfclf with his Son-in-Law, to wait patiently for 
that Redrefs in Safety at Calcutta : So far he might ap- 
|iear reflgned to his F.atc ; yet this can never be con- 
ilrued as an Abdication of his Government, though it has 
been inclullrioufly endeavoured to nialcc the World lopk 
upon it in that Light. 

1 4. Wc have now, honourable Sirs, laid before wu 
a true Account of the Revolution. The Projed:ors 
perhaps thought the Advantages it was to bring the 
Company would be a fufllcient Attonement for the 
M'. .‘hire, and enfurc thc*m the Approbation of their 
Mailers. It is true the Company have a confiderablc 
AtUlition of 'I’erritory, and do now receive a large 
y Illy Revenue} but as great, if not greater Advan- 
ta 'ci, might have been procured by more honourable 
Me.ins ; and the prefent tranquil State of the Coun- 
try, which fecures to the Company, as well as the Na- 
bob, the full Knjoyment of their Revenues, is not the 
EfFcifl ot Mir jajfier Chart's Nabobfhip, but of an 


Event which would equally have happened had Ji^er 
My Chan been continued on the Mufnud, as can be 
eafily made to appear. 

15. Soon after Coffm My Chan was fixed in the 
Naliobfliip, the Company were nominally inverted 
with the Zemyndancs of Burdit-a/t, Midnapeor,' and 
Chittagong, and only nominally ; for our full Demands 
upon the Two former of thele, tor the Payment of 
the Revenues, were refuted. 

16. So baci an ImprclTion of us did the Revolution 
create in the Minds or the Country People, that the 
Burdwan Rajah, who, in jajjier Aly Chan's l ime, had 
often cxprelled his carnett Defire that the Company 
might continue to colled! the Revenues of his Diiiridt, 
as they had all along done on Account of the Tunc- 
kaws, and that they would procui-c the Zcmyndarrir for 
thcmfclves from the Nabob ; yet after the Breach of 
our Faith to the old Nabob, cotidudin-- no Reliance was 
to be placed on our F.ngagemeiits, he immediately flew 
off from his former Declarations, and inftead of ac- 
quiefeing undtr our Government, he began to atl in 
open Kcbcliioti •, he ftopptd our Trade, n-iied a large 
Force, invited the Morattas into his Country, with- 
held the Payment of his Revenues, and .idling m Con- 
jundtion with the Beerboon Rajah, he cl’p^mred the 
Caulc of the Shaliaadah, with whom he cntcied in o 
Corrcfpondcncc. 

17. Several other Zamyndars, who had rem.iinfd 
quiet whilft jaffier Aly Chan w.is Nabob, now findrng 
the Government overfet, thought rhemiclve-s .it I iberty 
to withdraw their Allegiance, and would not acknow* 
lege Mir Coffint, but joined the Sluihzaclah, whole 
Parry by thcl’e frequent Dcfedlions was ftrengthe cJ 
with Supplies, both of Troops and Money, a. d whole 
Followers were greatly encouraged by his having bten 
able to maintain his Ground, and continue in our Do- 
minions, the whole preceding Campaign, in Defiance of 
the Englifl) Army. 

18. The Nabob’s Troops were rendered qiftc mu- 
tinous by the News of the Revolution } they declared 
they knew nothing of CoJJim Aly Chan, and that now 
they had loft their old Mailer, they were without 
Hopes of being paid .my Part of the inimcnfe AirearS 
due to them } and nothing Icfs than the extraordinary 
Alfiduity and Influence ot Mr. Amyatt, who was then 
Chief at Patna, could have prevented them from pro- 
ceeding to Extremities. 

19. In this Situation were 'I'hings when Colonel 
Caillaud left Patna, and Major Carnac received the 
Command of the Army from him : I'hc Major faw ic 
was impoflible for the Country to fupport it'elf againft 
fuch a Combination of Difficulties, and that if a dc- 
cifive Blow was not foon llruck, the Shah could not 
fail to have immediate Poflelfion of all ; He therefore 
determined to bring the Prince to an Adhon as fpccdily 
as poffiblc} and after fccuring Patna by a Gr.rifon, 
to prevent its being plundercil by that Rabble of 
Troops, whofe Duty it was to detend it, he puflied on 
with the Engli/h Army as fart as he could tovard the 
Prince. He came up with him Thue Days March 
from the City, the Conleqiience of which brought on 
an Adlion, wherein he gained a complete Vidlory, and 
reduced the Shah in a few Days after to the Ncccfllty of 
putting himfclf under the Protcdlion of the Englljh. 
The Major’s Succefs, as it put an End to the Hopes 
C& all the rebellious Rajahs and Ziunyndars, fo it ac 
once quelled all Commotions, and cllaliivfiied the fo 
lo^ wifhed for Tranquillity in the Country' } and the 
difierent Provinces were now brought into Order, and 
rendered in a Condition to pay their rel'pettivc Reve- 
nues i the Nabob’s Treafury was enriched, and he was 
enabled to clifchargc the Arrears of his Army, and to ad- 
vance the Money he had engaged to pay the Company. 

20. Whatever Merit there is then in the prefent 
Tranquillity, is to be aferibed to our Succefs againft 
the Prince, which, by putting an End to the War 
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■ in the Country, reduced it to a State of perfeft Obe- 
dience*, and as all the old Nabob’s Difficulties pro- 
ceeded from his Dominions being the Seat of War, and 
the Default of his Revenues on that Account, there 
is not the Icaft Doubt, had our Arms met with the fame 
Succefs during his Government, but that he would 
have extricated himfelf with equal Eafe. 

21. After what has been let forth, we believe few 
will imagine that Mir Jaffier was depofed by Rcafun 
either of a Want of Ability to rule, or of his bad 
Principles. We would willingly indeed fuppofe that it 
proceeded rather from the Want of a true Knowlegc of 
the Country Policy, and from an Error of Judgment, 
than from lucrative Views, had not Mr. Vanfittart^ and 
Others of the Projedors, made no Secret that there was 
a Prefent promifed them by Cojfim Afy Cban, of I’wcnty 
Laack ; ’Tis true they make a Merit that this was not to 
be delivered till the Company’s Debt was paid, and his 
Army fiuisfied. We have to obferve on this Occafion, 
that fcvcral of us have had Offers from the Nabob of 
very confiderablc Sums to join in his Meafures, which 
we have conftantly made public, as well as refufed ; and 
if we, who have always oppofed thole Meafures, have 
been thus tried with pecuniary Tcmptaiions, what may 
be concluded of thofe Gfiitlemcn, who have lupporred 
the Nabob on every Ocr-afion ? 

22. If the Nabob had purchafed the Power he is 
inverted with, it is to be expeded he will of courfc 
make the moft of it, by extorting Money from his 
Subjeds, and optireffing every Province as much as he 
can ; and as the Fate of JaJlfier Aly Chnn mu ft- have 
convinced him how little we regard the rnoft facred 
Engagemenfs, he will of NcccHity endeavour to clla- 
blilh himfelf on a Foundation lefs precarious than the 
Friendihip of the Knglijh. That he already begins to 
do fo is evident from his ftill encrcafing the Number 
of his Troops (notwithltanding the urelcnt Tranquil- 
lity) and to render them the more formidable, he is 
arming and difciplining as many ^epoyi as he can procure 
in the European Manner •, and to fccurc liimfclf as much 
as poffible from us, efteeming his Capital, Morjhedabad, 
(the Scene of his Predeceffor’s Fall ) too near our Set- 
tlements, he is about eredina a large Fort at Rajab- 
tnaul^ which he propofes to make his Place of Rcfidtncc, 
where he hopes to be out of our Reach. 

23. When any Member of the Board fuggefts that 
the Nabob’s Behaviour argues a Sufpicion of us, tor 
that if he really confided in, and firicerely regardeil, 
us, he would not put himfelf to the unneceffary F,x- 
pence of keeping fo large an Army in Pay, nor treat 
fo ill ihofc who are avowedly our Friends *, it is re- 
jilicd, “ 'I'hc Nabob is Matter of his Country, and 
“ being independent of us, is at Liberty to rule and ad 
« as he plcalcs.” But furely Coffim Aly Chan cannot be 
more lb than his Predeceffor was and if it be true that 
the Nabob of Bengal is independant of the Knglijh, and 
Mailer of his own Adions, how can the Gentlemen 
juftify their Proceedings againft Mir Jaffier^ whom they 
called to lb fevcrc an Account, for the Admiq^ration of 
his ow’n Government, as to depofe him, though he had 
not been guilty of any Offence to our Nation, nor ever 
deviated from his 'Preaty ? 

24. Inllead of checking the overgrowing Power of 
the prefent Nabob, it is daily promoted j and he has 
even the ablblutc Command of our Army at Patna ; 
the Chief there having Diredions to let him have what 
Number of our Troops he pleafes to demand, with- 
out being allowed to judge of the Nature of the 
Service vx wliich they are demanded. This you will 
obferve, honourable Sirs, in the Inllrudions given 
to Mr. EUiSy dated the aid September hll, and in the 
Confultation of the fame Day, where Ibme of our Opi- 
nions on that Procedure are entered. — We cannot help 
exprefiing how much we fear, that an ill Ufc will be 
made by him of this Power over our Forces, and th.it 
they will, fooner or later, be cmploycxl for fuch Pur- 


pofes, as will irndcr us more odious to the \-;hole Coun- 
try, bring greater Difcrcdit upon our Arms, and rcl!;.cu 
fartlic'r Dilhonour upon our Nation. 

25. NotwithPandirig this zealous Attachmcnit to 
Cojfim Aly Chan, there ran be no K colon to liopc I,e 
will ad tlie Parc of a faithful Al!v tov.ar is us 1 WIi it 
Dcpcndancc can be had on a Pc; ion wlio lb r. otuly 
entered into llie St heme of tiepofing, not only Ins 
lawful Mailer, but his Patron, under wliolc 1 ■ me- 
di.itc Care lie was brouglit up ; who flicwcJ lb much 
Dilloyalty 10 his natural .Sovercip/i, tlie King of I/ni- 
doftan^ as to evade even atknowleging him, till lie 
was in a Manner obligetl to it by our repeated ])c- 
fires, and who betrays a contir.ual Dillrull of thole 
who have appeared any Way attached to us ? 

26. The Nabob’s untkuiful Behaviour to the King, 
proceeded in great Meafure from his Je.'loufy of the 
Regard we profelTed for him, and his fears tint v.e 
fliould reduce his Authority, by fubjeiiting the Subah- 
lliip to its primitive IX pendent y on the Mogul, and 
obliging him to pay the Royal Revenues : He tlicrcle.ic 
let every Engine to woik to create a Rupture between 
us ; he endeavoured to make the King uneal'y, and to 
inllill Notions into him, of hi.s being in Danger from 
us, in order to get him out of the Country •, he excited 
a Mutiny in the King’s Camp, which, had it not been 
for the timely Aflillance lent by Majo: Carnac, mi[’,ht 
have proved fatal to his Majtuy v he repeatedly iipyd 
Mr. V'a-'Jlitart to dil'mils liim, and forged Letiers to 
himfelf and the Prciklent, a", from the Ibng, com) lain- 
ing of being forcibly det.tined by tlie Tvl.iior, and cx- 
preffing his Anxieiy in not being allowed to le.ive tlio 
Country: That thefe Letters weic forged, his Majefly 
hath folcmnly declared by an Atlellaiion under his ow-ji 
Hand, and tcllified Ins Abhorrenre of fo infamous a 
Proceeding. Tlie N-abub however at lall fo far pre- 
vailed, by Coriuption, and intriguing with fome of the 
Courtiers, as to bung about wliat lie had fo much at 
Heart *, the King’s being lent away without receiving 
any Alfiftance from us, or being [laid any Part of the 
Revenues of this Subahlhip, This rebellious Beha- 
viour of the Nabob jullly incenfed the King, who 
declared that he woultl not iliffer Jiitn to continue 111 
his Subahfliip, whenever he had Power fufficient to 
prevent it. 

27. His Majelly, Ix'foie his Departure, gave the 
moll unqueftionable Ih-oof of his Hatred to Ct.Jifi\.,t 
Aly Chan, and of his Elleem for the Kiig/i/b, by the 
voluntary Ofler he made them tif the Dewanny of Ber^rl. 
This Port is the Collection of the isevenues of all the 
Provinces fubjed to the Nabob, which arc to be ac- 
counted for with the Court of Deiby. It difiers from 
the Subadarree •, the latter being the Command of the 
Troops, and the Ch.irgc of the Jurifdidlion in the 
Provinces the Expenecs whereof are paid out of the 
Revenues by the Dewan. It was formerly a lcp.ir:itL’ 
Office, but the Nabobs of Bengal^ taking Advantage of 
the late Commotions in the Empire, h.ave affun ed it to 
ihcmlelvcs : From the Nature of the (Office it is e\ nJent 
th.it the King, dillrulting the Nabob, intemleil th.;i we 
lliould be a Check upon him, and be anlwerablc tor tlie 
Revenues, no Account of which he couKl f Irom 
CoJJtm Aly Chan, who detained them for his own life. 
'I'iiis Appointment would have brouglit the Company 
.about Fifteen Laacks Yearly, ixi lufivc of the I^aiids 01 
Bnrdwaitf Midnapoir^ i>L.x\ilCI':liigGVg^ which his Maji-Ily 
allj offered to confirm to them, and to eftablilk r'eir 
intereft and Influence, not only in thefe Piomikc , 'out 
as far .is the City of Delhy itfelf; to which Place- our 
Commerce might tli«.n, with the uimoll Salcty, ha\e 
been extended. 

28. It is haul to conceive, why lb honounible and 
advantageous an Ofler Jhould be rejcclcd : It is allecevl, 
it w'ould be t.hc Souicc of continual l')ifputc-s betwe en us 
and the Nabob, and occafion too gi'cat a DiminiiiiMi 
of his Power i but furcIy this Confidc'v.ition, a.Liiit:ii ;:

from the Enmity the Ndl>ob bore him, that the Raja 
could not be continued in the Subafliip, yet fo de- 
termined was I nor to deviate in the Icaft from yotfr 
Inftruftions, that however great tliis Offer might ap- 
pear, I refufed it, by affuring the Nabob it was not in 
my Power, but muft be done by the Board ; and I am 
convinced, ever fincc that Refufal, he looked upon it 
I could not be his Friend. 

The following Paragraph of my I.e'ter to you, 
dated June 13th, will alfo fhew how defirous I was 
to have thole Affairs fpeedily determined, — “ Rcmnar- 
“ rain is fettling his Accounts with the Nabob, but 
** goes on fo flowly, that I can hardly fay he has 
** made a Beginning : I moft finccrcly willi this Affair 
“ was fettled one Way or other d* and on Receipt of 
your Letter of the iSth 'Jttne (wlicrein you ordered that 
unfortunate R.ija to be fufpended from having any 
Power in the Country, till his Accounts were fettled) 
1 immediately fent to acquaint him, that till be fettled 
his Accounts, you had fulpended him from tlie Govern- 
ment of the Province *, and in Confcquence the Cutcherry 
was removed to the Nabob’s Encampment.

'Fo the Prefidcnt and the reft of the Scledl Committee 
at Fort fFilliam. 

Soon after the General Letter of the Court of Di- 
redturs of the 27th Apul lafi, containing Orders to the 
Governor and Council to fufpend all raturc Payments 
of the Rents claimed by Lord Clive as a Jaghire, his 
Lordfiiip thought (it to commence a Suit in the Court 
of Chancery .igainft the Company, infilling on a Title to 
thofe Rents. A Copy of his Bill and the Company’s 
Anfwcr we fend you herewith, by which you will learn 
how he makes out his Claim, ahd how we controvert it : 
If the Plantiff fljould be adviled to proceed in his Caufc, 
the next Step to be taken in it, we arc told, will proba- 
bly be a Commiffion to KTue out of the faid Court here, 
but to be executed in Bengal, in order to afeertain the 
Fafts infifteJ on, and the Conftitution, Ufage, and Laws 
of the Empire, as far as regards this Qyeltion 5 and fijr 
tliat Purpofe to examine and take the Depofitioos in 
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Writing, of tlie feveral Wltnefics cither Side may 
think fat to produce to prove or difprove the feveral Al- 
legations contained in the Bill or in the Anfwcr. When- 
ever furh a Com.miffion iffiies, proper Inftrufbions will 
be lent out with it, rcfpedling the Manner of execut- 
ing it. In the mean Time it is our Dclire (and it is for 
this Purpofe we write you now) that you will imme- 
diately take the proper Steps to inform yourfelves of the 
real State of the Fai^s material to the Dil'cuflion of the 
feveral Qucllions upon which the Plaimiff’s Claim ap- 
pears, by the Bill and Anfwcr, to ilepcnd •, particularly 
that you will immediately make proper Enquiries into 
the Authenticity of tlie pretended Patent from the 
Mogul, creating the Plaintiff an Emir or Omra of the 
Empire, which he makes the Foundation of his Title, 
deriving from it a Capacity to accept a Jaghire, and, 
as he pretends, a Right to expedt one. If no fuch 
Patent ever ilTued (as we have great Reafon to^ believe) 
or if any of the ul'ual Forms neceil'ary to make it valid 
and cffedtual were wanting, this will be dccifive againll 
him. You fee therefore the Importance of this Enquiry, 
and cannot be too attentive to it.

Title at prefent, to ufe our beft Erideavours to prevent 
the acquiring one. We think it equally contrary to 
the Honour, and. to the Inteiefl; of the Company, 
that it fiiould thus become triBUtaiyi as it Were, to its 
own Servants ; and the foliciting, or even accepting, a 
Grant of the So^reignty of the Company's PolTefllons 
appeal's fo ihcohflftent with that Relation, that we truft 
it will be fbutid as illegal, as we are fure it is impro- 
per. If thofe Rents muft be paid, we think it, upon 
many Accounts, much more for the Intereft of the 
Company to pay them, as tifual^ to the Nabob, for the 
Ufe of the Mogul, than to any pretended Grantee of 
theirs, whofe Receipts we fear would be of little Ufe to 
the Company, when thofe Princes fhould be difpofed to 
confider the Rents as in Arrear j which we doubt not 
will be the Cafe, if ever they find themfelves in a Con- 
dition to compel the Payment of therii.

'1 lie Cvimmlttre then read Parts of a Letter written 
h;, L.iird upon his leaving Bengal to Mr. Verelji 
a.ul the rcll or ilic Cenileiuen of the Scicd Committee, 
dalal the 1 0th f unit, us 17O7 ; as follows : 

^ “ flic Full Point in Politics which I offer to your 

Coiiii<liT.ition, is the Form of Government. Wc 
“ are lenfiblc that fince the Acquifition of the Dew- 
“ the Power formerly belonging to the Soubah 
“ of thele Provinces, is totally, in Fad, vetted in the 
** Ki’Jl Lidia Company. Nothing remains to him but 
“ tlie Name and Sliadow of Authority. 'Phis Name 
“ however, this Shadow, it is indifpcnfably nccelfary 
“ we fliould leein to venerate ; every Mark of Di- 
“ ftindion and Refped mull be Ibewn him, and he 
“ himlelf encouraged to flicw his Rcfciument upon the 
leait Want of Refpeft from other Nations. 

“ Under tlic Sandion of a Soubah, every Encroach- 
“ ment that may be attempted by Foreign Powers can 
“ effedually be cruflied, without any apparent Inter- 
“ pofition of our own Authority ; and all real Griev- 
anccs complained of by them, can, through the fame 
“ Channel, be examined into and redrefled. Be it 
“ therefore always remembered, that there is a Soubah, 
“ that we have allotted him a Stipend, which mull be 
“ regularly paid, in Support of his Dignity ; and that 
“ though the Revenues belong to the Company, the 
“ territorial Jurifdidion niuft dill reft in the Chiefs of 
“ the Country ading under fiim, and this Prefidency, 
“ in Conjundion. To appoint the Company's Servants 
“ to the Offices of Colledors, or indeed to do any Ad 
“ by an Exertion of the Englijh Power, which can 
; “ equally be done by the Nabob at our Inftaace, 

1 ** would be throwing off the Made, would be de- 
I “ daring the Company Soubah of the Provinces. Fo- 
1 “ reign Nations would immediately take Umbrage, 
and Complaints preferred to the Britijb Court, might 
“ be attended with very embarraffing Confequence s. 
Nor can it be I'uppofed that either the French^ Dutch, 
or Danes, would readily acknowlege the Company's 


“ Soubahffiip, and pay into the Hands of their Ser- 
vants the Duties upon Trade, or the Quit Rents of 
“ thofe Diftrids which they may have long been pof- 
** Icflcd of by Virtue of the Royal Phirmaunds, or 
“ Grants from former Nabobs. 

*• I’o what I have urged in general upon the Sub- 
1 “ jed of Regulations, I beg Leave to .add a few Words 
1 “ in Relation to one p.articular Point : All the Com- 

S *" pany's Servants at the Arungs, all thofe at the Out 
Fadorks, except fuch as are fixed at tne Subordi- 
nates, and are ncceltarily employed ia the Silk Bufi- 
nd's, all free Merchants, muft be recalled, and their 
Place of Refidence confined to Calcutta. Orders for 
“ this Purpofe have already been ilTiied, and the Time 
“ for their being obeyed xs limited. Herein no Con- 
** fideration whatfoever, fcarcely Humanity itlclf, ex- 
“ cept in any very trtraordinary Ini lance, iiould tempt 
“ you to re)aX ; for be affured, that until thefe Regu- 
)“ lations take Place, the Comp my cannot be properly 
i** faid to enjoy their juft Rights and Privileges, nor the 
1 “ Natives to be Maller.s of their own Property. 

I " Another growing Evil, wlTich requires a Ipcedy 
Remedy, is the Number of Vagabonds that infell 
1 “ the Prefidency. All thofe mull be apprehended and 
embarked on board Ships for Europe without Delay. 
In their native Country they may become ufeful to 
“ the Public, but in Calcutta they arc worfc chan Idlers. 
“ Our Police is not perfect enough to prevent their 
** bein^ guilty of many Outrages, of which I need only 
“ mention the oppreffing the poor Inhabitants, and the 
“ retailing of Spirituous Liquors, which dellroy the 
“ Conftitution and Lives of many of our Soldiers," 

The Committee then read Part of a Minute of Mr. 
Verelji, who fuccccdcd I..ord Clive in the Government 
of Bengal, as recorded in the Proceedings of a Seledl 
Committee held on the 5th February 1767, at which 
were alfo prefent Colonel Richard Smith, Francis Syktf, 
Claud Ru£ell, and Alexander Campbell, Efijuires ; viz. 

“ I.on .1 Clive, in his Letter to this Committee, has 
“ been fo very explicit on the prefent State of Affairs, 
** and has fixed on fo judicious and fo w'ifeaPlanof 
** Politics, that I confider it as my Duty to recom- 
** mend in the moll cameft Manner, our ftridliy adher- 
« ing thereto, from a Convidion that it is a Flan the 
“ belt calculated to infurc Stability to the Affairs of 
the Company, to preferve Harmony and Concord 
“ amongll ourlclvcs, and to eftabliffi that Order, 
“ Regularity, and Subordination, without which the 
“ greateft and moll opulent Kingdoms cannot long 
fubfift — ^Though his Lordlbip is no longer prefent 
“ to ainft us in thofe falutary Meafurcs for the Wel- 
“ fare of the Company, which he had lb much at 
“ Heart, and in the Profecution of which he rifqued 
“ Jiis Health, his Life, and every Thing dear, yet the 
“ Legacy he has left us will ferve as a Guide for our 
“ future Condudl, in the weighty and important Con- 
“ terns of this Government." 

The Petitioner, Gregore Cojamaul, was then called 
upon to give an Account of the Circumftanccs of his 
btin^ taken up and confined, to the T'lme of his Re- 
Icafcment and Embarkation for England ; which he did 
in the following Words : 

On the 14th March 1768, Rajah Bulwantjingh Officer 
fir'.'.ed me at Bara Fart, and told me it was in Cpn- 
fcquence of an Order that the Rajah had received from 
the Calcutta Governor, Mr. Verelji. ' I'hen I was taken 
to different Forts under Forty Men, who guarded me. 
On the 17 th they put me in a Boar, where was ano- 
tlier Prifoncr, an Armenian Gentleman, called MsU 
comb Phillip. We were carried to Chovjdh, where I 
received from the Rajah and his Minilters, Letters 
of Condolancc on my Imprifonnricnt, and Approba- 
tion of my Cohduft. After fome'Days we were car- 
ried 
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ri«d to Patrn^ where we arrived the 30th Marche and 
we were carried before the Company’s Collcftor, named 
Sbitahrey^ who confined us in his Cutcherry till the 
6th April. He then fem away Rajah BulwaHtfing*^ 
Guards, and put Englijh Stpvfs over us. As foon as 
Guard was chang^, they carried us into a Boat 
in fuch a hafty Manner, that we could not know what 
wc were accufed of : One Day we heard there was an 
Order of Mr. Verelfiy the Governor of Calcutta^ that 
wc diould be carried to Murfiedahad^ before Mahomed 
Reza Khetwn. We arrived at Murjbedabad on the a6th 
April 1768, and we were carried before Mahomed Reza 
^awitt who was the Superior of the Englijh Collectors. 
He ordered us to be carried to a Place cdled Ferrahhag. 
On the 27th ApriU the Firfl: Sep^s Guard was fent 
away and other EngUJh Sep^s were put in their Place, 
under the Command of Major Cbrijlian -While 

we were Prifoners, our Relations and Friends applied 
to the Nabob to releafe us, who told them he had 
wrote to Calcutta for Orders. At Calcutta our Rela- 
tions prefented a Petition to the Governor and Council, 
which was prefented to Mr. yerelft himfelf, who told 
them to. go and apply to the Nabob at the City of 
Murjhadabad. On tne 23 d May wc were releafed. We 
went to Calcutta^ where wc arrived the 8th June. On 
the loth wc waited on Mr. Verelft^ to know his Plcafure, 
he infifted we had not been Prifoners. I told Mr. 
Verelfi that I had tranfafted Bufinefs for fomc EugHfo 
Gentlemen, under a Purwannah, fealed with the Com- 
pany’s Seal i he faid. If this is the Cafe, then you are 
blamelcfs \ bring the Purwannah and Aew it me — I 
did not bring my Purwannah to (hew him, being advifed 
not to do It, bccaufe the other Gentleman, Melcomb 
Phillip, told me that he had carried his, and that Mr. 
Vereljl had detained it. Afterwards I was diftreffed, 
from an Order that no Armenian or Pertugueze fitouid 
go out of the EngUJh Dominions, fo I remained without 
having my Goods, or being able to colleft my Money, 
Nvhich determined me to come to this Country to fcek 
for Juftice. 

^ To what Value do you fuppofc the Goods and 
Debts you left behind you amounted to ? 

A. In all 5,000. 

^ Was that belonging to yourfelf ? 

A. Yes. 

^ Did you leave no Goods or Debts with which you 
was intruftcd by other People ? 

A. I did. 

' ^ Whofc Goods > 

A. Mr. Bolts*% and Mr. Hare's. I guefs, about 10 or 
J,. 12,000 worth. 

In what Part of the Country were thofc Goods 
and Debts ? 

A. In Bulwantfin^s Dominions. 

Since that T»me have you received no Account 
of your own Debts, or thofc belonging to Mr. Bolts or 
Ur. Hare? 

A. I have had no Account— J have been in England 
fince Augujl 1769. 

^ Did you never hear that the Company’s Servants 
were forbid to trade in Buhoantfing's Country ? 

A. No— I think the Company’s Servants were allowed 
to trade in that Country, becaufe 1 have often feen 
Goods there belonging to tb.c EngUJh, and have lien 
Englifi) Gomaftahs in that Country. 

^ Do you think your Goods and Debts, together 
with thofc of Mr. Bolts ami Me. Hare^ are loft, fo chat 
you (hall never receive them ? 

A. I don’t expect a Farthing. 

^ Of the /. 5,000 you left, what Part was in Goods, 
and what in Debts ? 

A. Rather more in Debts than Goods. 

When you left chat Country, did you look upon 

your Debts as TOod ? 

A, At that Time every one was good. 

^ What Part of .Mr. Bikt's and Mr. Hare's Pro- 


perty left behind, was in Goods, and what in Dclyi-; i 

A. As I guefs, rather more in GooH'j th.i ; m Debts. 

Did you apprehend tlut their Debts were good 
when you left that Country ? 

A. They were good. 

^ Do you know of any Goods of Evgllp Manufac- 
tory IxJing fold in Bulwanifin^s Country ? 

A. No. 

^ Do you know of any EngUJh Broad Cloth and 
Copper, or other Englip Commodities, being fold in 
Bulwantjing's or Shujab al Dowla's Country ? 

A. I never faw it, but have heard of it. 

At what Time was it that you have heard of Eng- 
Up Goods being fold in Bulwantfing's Country ? 

A. Between 1767 and 176S. 

Mr. Cojamaurs original Purwannah was tlien pro- 
duced, and declared by Mr. Rumbold to be the Pur- 
wannah iffiicd by him when fic was Chief ot Patna— Iz 
was interpreted by GenyPamda/s as follows : 


SEAL. 

The Magnificent Merchants of 
the EngUp Company, the Dewans 
of the Magnificent Provinces of 
Bengal, Babar, and Oriffa, Ser- 
vants of the bold King Shah 
Allum, 


The Governors, Zeminders, Chowdries, and Canon- 
goes, of the Diftrifb. belonging to the Province dP Gha- 
zipore, which belong to the great Province of OW, 
may obferve— Since Gregere, Gomaftah, being appointed 
by Mr. Francis Hare^ Gentleman, to buy and IcU Goods, 
he going into that Country, that he may carry on Trade 
for the abovefakl Gentleman, for the Space of Six 
Months, it is nccelTary that Nobody (hall interrupt 
him, tli^t he may carry on Trade by Uprightnefs 
with an eafy Mind } it is necelTary, that they, having 
obferved the Power of this Order, may put it in Exe- 
cution — Dated the 30th OUober 1767, in the 9th Year 
of the King. 

Mr. Cojamaul was then afleed. Had you ever any 
Warning or Notice, either from the Servants of the Eng- 
lip Company or Bulwantfing, or any of his Officers, 
that you was conducing yourlclf improperly, before you 
was I'cizcd and imprifoned ? 

A. I never had any Notice, 

Did you think that Purwannah gave you Autho- 
rity to trade for Mr. Bolts P 

A. No. 

^ Had you any Purwannah to trade for Mr. Bolts ? 

A. No. 

Had you a Right to trade for the Englip without 
a Purwannah ? 

A. 1 had, being a Merchant fettled in that Country. 

^ If you had a Right to trade without a Purwannah, 
what Ufe was there in having one ? 

A. I was advifed if I did any Bufinefs for EngUP 
Gentlemen to get one — I had Liberty and Pcrmillion 
from the Rajah Bulwantpng to do Bufinefs in that Coun- 
try, and never was molefted ( the Rajah and the People 
were (atisfied. 

^ WatGbazipore Part of Buhian(fii^'s Country ? 

A. It was. 

^ When you came to this Kingdom, did you apply 
to the Ea/l India Company ? 

A. I arrived in London the iS Augrp 1769— I pre- 
fented a Petition to the Court of Dtre^rs on the 1 2 
September, and 1 never had any Anfwer— In Ollober the 
Secretary fcnt me a Letter that he would be glad to fpt ak 
with me any Morning. I employed Mr. Bolts bccaufe 
1 CQuld not talk Englip myfclf. 
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S). Did Mr. Veretfi ever defire you to give him a Lift 
of your Goods, and fay he would aflift you in recover- 
ing them ? 

A. No. 

When you carried on Trade iri Bulwant/tng's 
Country, did you ever make Ufe of the Englijh Name ? 

A. I did not, I had no Occalion, becaufe I was a 
Merchant — I traded tor Engltjb Gentlemen, but did not 
Call myiclf an Engiifi Gomaftah, nor laid I traded by 
Engitjh Authority. 

Thomas Rumhold^ Efqtiire, being then called, faid, 
with Regard to Purwannahs, they arc of very different 
Kinds. When they are ilTucd in the Manner of that 
produced, for the Purchalc of Goods, the Servants of 
the Company have only been intitlcd to them — They 
{ exempt the Poffelfor from all Duties or Impofitions of 
\ the Officers of the Country Government, and no Man 
. refiding in Bulwant^ttg's Country, without them, or 
' within the Provinces, could have carried on their Bufi- 
, nels, without being liable to frequent Interruption, and 
Demands of Duties from the Farmers of the Diftrlifts. 

' I believe there has been no Armenians refiding in Sbujah 
[Dowla^s Country, ’till the Influence obtained by the 
'•Englijh^ and they were after that, in common with other 
iGomaftahs, employed by the Servants of the Com- 
• pany. It was fomc Time doubtful whether we had a 
Right to grant thofc Purwannahs for the Purchafe of 
Goods within his Dominions : It had however been for 
fome Time done, and no Notice taken of it, probably 
from Shujab DoK'Ia’s being afraid of offending the Eng- 
lijh after being put m Pofleflion of his Country. In 
Courfc of Time, Gompbtmvramrthat The Gomaftitirs 
of the EngUfli were guihy of manyOpprefllans tff 'fhit 
Country, Maay Letters were wrote by Shujab Dewla ; 
fomc I received myfelf, and General Smithy who was at 
the Court of Sbujab Dowh, often made Reprefentations 
to me how difagreeable it was to the Nabob to have 
thofc Gomaftahs refiding with fuch a ProtcAion within 
his Country ; this occalioncd Orders from the Prcfidcnt 
and Council of Fort that no Purwannahs 

fliouKl in future be granted } that all the Gomaftahs 
ftiould be recalled, and, that when Goods paffed the 
Boundaries of the Bahar Province, whether belonging 
to il,e Natives of Bengal, Bahar, and Orijfa, or not, 
'fliould be fubjeft to the Duties collcftcd by Sbujab 
Dox'Ia’s Officers from other Merchants. — In Ihort, that 
!the Engltjb Privilege Ihould be withdrawn. I believe, 
(that thole Orders from the Prcfidcnt and Council were 
in Coiifequeiice of fomc Direftions from Home. — All 
Men wl’.o 'i.id tliofc Purwannahs were intitlcd to par- 
ticular Priviltgcs, and Exemption from all Duties of 
the Country Government. When the Orders came for 
recalling the Gomaftahs, fcveral Gentlemen at Patna 
repreferued, that they Ihould fuffer greatly by the im- 
medi;uc KecJl of their Gomaftah , before tney could 
have Time to adjuft their Concerns, and fcveral who 
made this ft cprclentation wcie indulged with a longer 
■ I'imc i but there appealing no End to that Indulgence, 
another Order was fent for their immediate Return, 
and to deliver up their Purwannahs. This Order was 
figmlit d to the Ibvcral Gentlemen I had granted Pur- 
wannahs to; many of the Purwannahs were re-delivered 
to me. 1 cannot fpeak particularly to the Purwan- 
nah of tl'.ofe Armenians, why it was not given up, or 
whether the Time w.is elaplcd.— Several Gomaftahs ftill 
rt-mained in Sbujab Do'^vla*^ Country, and took the 
Nami s of Engltjb Gentlemen : Three in particular took 
my Name, and were feized either by Sbujab Dowla or 
jthc 1 roops aifting under Captain ; Mr. Vereljh^ 
Prefitlcnt At Calcutta^ wrote to me, that he was forprized 
there Ihouki be Men aftingforme in that Country, when 
the Orders from the Prefidency had fo frequently been 
repeated againft it. I wrote him for Anfwer, I was 
very glad they had been taken up, and hop^ they 
would meet with a due Funilhmenc for a£ting in my 


Name without any Authority from roe. The only Gd- 
maftahs that I kept in the Country at that Time, were 
for the Service of the Company, and by PennilTion of 
Shujab Dowlab, to provide Timber at a Place called 
Gorruckpore^ for building Barracks for the Troops. I 
never had any Complaint from Mr. Hare, who was the 
Second at Patna, of ihofe People who by that Purwan- 
nah had a6lcd as his Gomaftahs, being feized. — I cannot 
recollcdt the Time, but Mr. Bolts wrote to me, men- 
tioning thefe Armenians being in Shujab Dowla*s Coun- 
try, and recommending to me to employ them as my 
Gomaftahs ; he particmarly mentioned to me the Ad- 
vantages that would arife by carrying on a particular 
Trade by them. I declined employing them. 

At what Time did you receive thofc Complaints 
from Shujab al Dowla f 

A. 1 cannot charge my Memory with the particular 
Time. , 

^ Did not Mr. Jobnfione prefent the Purwannah, now 
produced, to you fcveral Days ago, to look at the 
Date, that you might be Maftcr of the Subjeft. 

A. Certainly, 

. Did you underftand this Purwannah was both Co 
'buy and fell ? 

A. Undoubtedly. 

^ By what Stipulation of Treaty, or other Regula- 
tion, did the Exemption of Duties arife, in Confequence 
of the Engltjb Purwannah in Bulwantfing’% and Sbujab 
Dowlah Country .? 

1 Refers back to the former Part of his Evidence. 

Do you remember the Date when Orders were 
fent to you not to grant any more Perwannahs i 

A. I have many Copies of Tninfaftions Abroad, 
which I keep for my own Satisfaftion— If on looking 
over my Papers, I Ihall find the Copy of the Order, 1 
ftiall certainly bring it ro the Committee. 

In what Light do you confider Sbitabroy ? 

A. I confider Sbitabroy, as a Man appointed by the 
Nabob and Minifters, to colledl the Revenues, with the 
Approbation of the Company’s Agents, as having the 
Dewanny in their PoffclTion. 

^ Who do you conceive the Nabob and Minifters 
to be appointed by ? 

A. I believe the Company’s Rccorcis will Ihcw. 

Have you any Belief or Knowlegc concerning 
that yourfelf ? 

A. I never had the Honour of being concerned in 
the Appointment of any Nabob or Mimfter. 

^ When you was Chief at Patna, was Sbitabroy 
under your Diredtion ? 

A. No. 

^ Was he perfedlly independant of your Autho- 
rity ? 

A, Intircly independant of my Authority. 

Do you confider him as a Servant of the Eafi 
India Company or not ? 

A. No more than I confider Mahomed Reza Cavm. 

^ Do you confider Mahomed Reza Cawn as a Ser- 
vant ? * 

A. I confider him as the Minifter of the Nabob. 

^ Does Mahomed Reza Cawn receive his Directions 
upon the Affairs of Government from the Nabob? 

A. I never was prefent at any Directions that were 
fent to him. 

^ Did you ever fend or give any Order to Sbitabrey ? 

A. I never gave an Order to him in my Life, but 
I have made many Requefts to him as Chief of the 
Factory. 

Was he always fo civil as to grant your Re- 
quefts ? 

A. He was one of the beft bred Men I ever met with, 
ami I never gave him an Order. 

^ What would have been the Coniojuence to SHta^ 
hrey, if he had refufed the Rcoueft ? 

A. If it had been on Behalf of the Ee^ India Com- 
pany, I Ihould have repr^ented it to the Governor -and 

Council 
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Council of of a private Nature, I muft 

have facisfied myfelf. 

^ Do you luppofe, in confequence of fuch Repre- 
fentation, Shitabroj would have been removed from 
his Office ? 

A. 1 fuppofe, if it had been any Tiling that ma- 
terially afield the Interefts of the Company, the Na- 
bob would have (hewed a proper Referitment to the 
Officer who had Charge of his Bulinefs in that Province. 
^ ^ Do you believe, Shitabroy would have dared to 
^pisrefufe any Requeft coming from you officially as a 
public Officer of the Company and upon a public 
Account ? 

A. Except the Requeft had been very improper, I 
don’t believe he would. 

^ Who pays Sbitahroy his Salary ? 

A. He is paid out of the Revenues, the fame as other 
Officers employed in the Coiledbion of them, 

^ Who is it that pays him, the Nabob or the Com- 
pany ? 

A. Certainly the Nabob i he receives it out of the 
Revenues, and makes up his Accounts every Year to 
the Nabob, at Murfticdahad, 

^ Was it paid out of ihe Grois Revenue, or out 
of the particular Revenue affigned to the Nabob by 
Treaty r 

A. Out of the Grofs Revenue. 

About what Time were thefe Purwannahs firft 
iffued ? 

A. There were Purwannahs ifliicd before I was Chief 
of tlie Fadtor/i which was in December 1 766. 

Were any Purwannahs ordered by Lord CWue? . 

, I don’t rccollcdb. 
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Alexander^ Claud Rujjjfll^ ff^lliam Alderjiy^ and Ckarlts 
Floyef, Efquircs, as follows: -

A. Certainly not—Thc Duftuck paffes the Goods by 
the Afferent Cuftom Houfes, which are called Chokies s 
but there is a Duty upon almoft every Species of Goods 
i that is paid to the Farmer where thofe Goods arc manur 
Ifaftured, which the Duftuck has nothing to do with, 
'^nd which all the Country Merchants arc fubjed to, 
jbut which the Purwannah given to our Merchants cx-

** Alternative-, to advance as we have done, and gralp at 
the v» hole Power, or to flirink b.ick into our primi- 
** live Condition cf fim-ple Merchants ; to abandon our 
“ Pcftcfljons, dilband our Fortes, and reft our future 
« Hopes on the Clen cncy of Princes, who will noteafily 
** foi^et or forgive the Superiority we have lb lung 
** maintained. — in a Word, this lalt Meafure was in it- 
** felf impradlicablc for v.c mull obferve, although 
with much Regret, that the Mifconducl pf Inclividti- 
“ als hath rendered the Eng//J& Name fo odious, that we 
“ are no longer fecurc, than while c.ur Hanils are armed

•* I am informed from the bell Authority and moft 
fubftantial Proofs, that Shujab al Dowlab, and Bui- 
“ wanting have feized and confined a Number of Pea* 
“ pic under the Denomination of Mr. Bolts't Agents 
“ and Gomaftahs, not for any Caufe of Complaint they 
have againft them, but folety, as they declare they 
** do it by Virtue of Orders received from Calcutta, 

** The Confequence thereof is, that many People, 
“ who have all of them no other Fault than that of 
“ having formerly ferved me, have been confined and 
ill treated *, fome who are Merchants and Inhabitants 
“ of that Country, on their own Account t many that 
** arc now in the Service of other Merchants and KngUjh 
** Gentlemen \ and fome tew who are aftually my 
** Gomaftahs, and have Charge of the Recovery (and 
** that only) of my outftanding Debts, amounting to 
** about One hundred and Fifty thoufand Rupees. The 
Concerns of other Gentlemen, and thole of the Mer- 
** chants thcmfclves, who are thus innocently opprelTed 
** in Conlequence of thefe Orders, muft amount to a

** As thofe who execute them difavow thefe iin- 
** hcard-of Afts, which would even difgrace a Moorijb

“ Floyer, Maddifon, Cbamier, and many others, both 
“ Civil and Military Gcndemen, are not only permit-

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Trade, particularly by Mr. Robert MaddUfon^ and his 
“ Agent, Mr. John Cbamier *, the former of whom, 
“ during his Vifit to Sbujab al Dowlah*^ Court, has 
** been trying every Method (in Confequence of the In- 
** fluence gained over Sbujab al Dowkby by his Poft in 
** the Munfykhaneh) to engrofs as much as foible of 
** the Salt Pctre made in that Prince’s Dominions •, it 
•* may not be amils to give you Information of the real 
State of my Concerns. 

“ Having, during my Stay at BanaraSy perceived, 
** from the Aptitude of the Country to produce Salt 
** Petre, that great Improvements might be there made 
in that Branch, I applied mylclf with Ihme Atten- 
** tion to the Cultivation of it, and with fuch Soccefs 
** as foon made it the Objcdl of Men more powerful 
** than mylelf; Aiter my quitmng Ennaras, Lifputes 
“ foon arofc among the Com pet i tors, whereby 1 bc- 
came a very great Lofer, noiwithitandin" 1 was the

** be greatly injured by their Quarrels, and apprehen-

Government at Calcutta to withdraw all Gomafrahs

“ it bell to withdraw my faid S.alt Petre Concerns. 

“ And accordingly I have totally defifted from the

“ my faid Gomallahs having only Charge of the Re- 
“ covery of the outllanding Debts arifen on Jaft 
“ Year’s Tranfadions. 

“ All the red of my other Concerns likewife confift 
“ in outllaniling Debts arii'en on the Sales of the Com- 
“ pan y’s Outcry Goods, ei ported from before 

“ I religncd the Service, Jo that my Gomallahs there 
“ have not at prefent Charge of any Purchafes or Sales 
“ whatever. 

“ Moreover, I have the moll authentic Proofs in my 
« Hands, that, during the above! aid Tranl'aidions, the 
“ King, the Nabob Sujab al Dowlab, and the Rajah 
“ Btilwantfing, were peifc£lly fatisfied with my carrying 
“ on the laid Trade, being alfo fatisfied for their 
“ Duties ; which makes it nccdlefs for me to fpeak to 
the Right 1 had in common with others, either in the 
‘‘ Light of a Country Merchant, a Company’s Servant, 
“ or other Subjetd rcfiding under the Britijh Qcxnva- 
“ ment. 

“ So that It is hard even to guefi what juft Reafi)ns

** to Sujab el Dowlab and Bulwantjlng to releafe my 
** Gomaftahs (and Property if detained) who may be di- 
“ reded, if you think it neceffary, to come down, after 
“ Four Months •, in which Timc^ I am fore, they will 
*» be able to colled in all outftanding Balances. At 
the fotne Time it would be equally as agreeable to 
*• me that they Ihould come down immediately, if you 
** can think of any Method of obtaining for me either 
** the immediate Payment or Security for the Amount 
“ of my Balances, which are all good, and afford not 
the Icaft Apprehenfion of their not being duly rcco- 
“ vered. 

** At the fame Time it appears pradicable, to piit 
*« a Stop to the prefent Wrangijngs abo\it Sak Petre, 
** in a Manner that may be very beneficial to the Com- 
“ pany, and at the fame l ime perfedly fatisfy the 
« Country Govermuent, and their Ryotts. upon a Plan 
«* which 1 would humbly, recoaamead for the Company ’'X 
“ intcreft, as follows : 

“ To contrafl with Merchants for all the Salt Petre 
“ that can be made in thofe Diflrids on the Company’s 
** Account, the faid Contradors fatisfying the Princes 
** of the CQuntry for their Duties, and alio refcrving for 
“ them fuch a Qiiantity as they might require for the 
** Ufe of their own Houfholds, and the Confumption 
“ of their own Countries. 

** I will engage to find very refponfible Merchants 
** who will undertake to execute fuch a Plan, and cn- 
“ to deliver, on the Company’.s Account at Patua, 
” for the firft Year, 25,000 Maunds of refined Petre, 
** which lhall be near Three Times finer than that they 
** have generally received from Patna, at a Price to bic 
hereafter ftipulated j upon which the Company might 
“ be fore of gaining at leaft Fifteen thoufand Pounds 
“ Sterling per Annum clear, if they were even to fell 
** it again in Bengal. 

“ Other Advantages, which would likewife accrue

“ attempting to traniixirt any Merchandize beyond 
“ thofe Provinces, under Penalty of the utmoil kvere 
** Corporal Ponilhnient, and the Confifeation of fuch 
♦* Merchandize} an attefted notorial Copy of which 
“ moft extraordinary public Edi£l is in tlic Hands of 
“ your Petitioners, tor the Infpeftion of this honourable 
“ Court. 

“ That your Petitioners were hereby not only de- 
** prived, among others, of thofe Rights which were 
“ due to them as Men from the Law of Nations, but 
“ Were deprived of that Freedom of Trade which their 
“ Nation had always enjoyed in the Times of the 
“ worft of the ancient black Nabobs \ and in particular, 
V were alfo deprived of all Hopes of ever recovering 
“ thofe Effefts, from which they bad been thus forcibly 
“ and capricioufly taken. 

“ That your Petitioners, who have been therefore 
“ neceflitated, at a great Expence, to come to England 
“ for Juftice, now appeal to tlic Equity of this ho- 
** nourable Court, requefting that they will cither

Your Committee then read a Letter from the Peti- 
tioner, Cregore Cojamaul, to the Court of Eaji India 
Diredors, dated the 29th February 1772, togetJicr witls 
the Anfwcr thereto » as follows : 


** the Rcleafcmcnt of your Petitioners, and offering to 
“ give any fuch Security for Money, or the Appearance 
« of your Petitioners, as might appear realonable to 
** your faid Prefident and Council. 

** That the faid Petitions were paid no regard to, 
“ but your Petitioners were continued under Confine- 
« ment; your Petitioner having 

** been confined from the 14th March 1768 to the 23d 
“ Afoy 1768, being Two Months and Nine Days; and 
“ your Petitioner Cogee Johannes Padre Rafael, from 
‘‘ the 27th March 1768 to the aBth AuguB 1768, being 
“ Five Months •, during which I’imc they were treated 
“ worfe than convidled Felons •, Cogee Rafael being firft 
“ imprifoned in a Horfc Stable, and afterwards both 
“ kept in clofe Confinement, under a ftrong Guard of 
the Company’s Sepoys, with fixed Bayonets, who 
“ never fuftered your Petitioners to ftir out of their 
Sight. 

That being at laft releafed from Confinement, 
“ your Petitioners and their Friends waited upon your 
“ Prefident, Mr. Harry Verelfi, not only to be ac- 
“ quainted wliat were tlie Caufes of his Difpleafure, 
“ and why they had been confined, but requefting 
“ Leave to return up the Country, to fecure their 
“ EfTcds and outftanding Concerns, thereby to pre- 
ferve themfelves and Families from Ruin v but, to 
*♦ the Misfortune of your Petitioners, all their Appli- 
“ cations were paid no Regard to, nor could they ever 
*< obtain any Satisfadion, or be acquainted why they- 
had been thus capricioufly imprifoned for 63 Jong

The Court, on Conflderation of a Letter from Gre- 
Itrt Ccjamaid, 

Ordered, That the following Anfwer be given to the 
fame, and tranfmitted to him accordingly : 

“ Our general Letter, in Anfwer to what we wrote 
“ to our Governor and Council, on the SubjeA of 
** the Armmans Petition, laid before the Court of Di- 
** refbors in 1769, contmns many Matters very im- 
** proper to be communicated on the prefent Applica- 
cion made by the Armeniany Gregm Cejamauli but 
** fo much as materially concerns the JuftiHcation of 
«* our Prefidcncy with refpeA to thofe Perfons, is to 
« thw EfTeft i they refer to the Country Correfpbndencc 
** tranfmitted to us in 1768, and to their Proceedings 
** in Decmher 1767, for the Particulars of this Matter * 
**■ that thefe Armenians were difeovered in carrying on 
** Intrigues at the Court of Sujab Detvlah^ and that 
** there was ftrong Prefumption, that they were the In- 
•* ftruinents of obtaining for Mr. BoItSy Copies of our 
** Prefident’s Coriefpondence with the Vizier j not to 
** mention the Experience they before had of the in-‘ 
** triguing Spirit of the Armenians, during the Govern- 
“ ment of Ceffim Ally Cawn. 

That at this very Time, notwithftandlng an Order 
** in Force, prolubiting the Refidence of Gomaftahs 
“ of Englifi Gentlemen in the Territories of Sujab 
** Dowlab and Bukoantjinr, or indeed any where without 
** the Provinces, Mr. Bms, in Dehance of this Order, 
** would prefume to continue his Agents •, and that as 
•* it Ihouid fccni, not merely to wind up his old Con- 
•* corns in Trade, but to engage in new ones. From 
«* thefe Confiderations, they hope it will clearly appear 
•* their Removal did not proceed from a Motive of Rc- 
«* fentment, cither againft Mr. Belis or the Armenians 
•* themfelvcs. 

** That it does not appear to the Council, that the 
*• lace Prelident Ferelfi' was the immediate Inllrumcnt of 
'** their Removal, as had been infinuated % but that it 
** was an AA of the Princes themfelves, and entirely 
•* optional on their Parts j but, admitting even that the 
** Order Ihould have come immediately from the Preli- 
•* dent, or that the Company’s Sepeys had been em- 
ployed, they prefume they Ihould ftand fully juftified 
** for fuch an Exertion of Authority, againft Peribns 
** who not only let their Orden at Defiance, but were 
** likewife bufied in thefe Schemes and Intrigues, of the 
« moft dangerous Tendency t^ Government.” 

Mr. Johannes Padre Rafael, another Armenian Mer- 
chant, being called upon to give an Account of his 
being taken up to the Time of nis Releafemenc, faid, 

I was in Fyfabai the 27 MAreh 1768, when Captain 
H^er lent Two Parties of ^eys, and they took me 
Priloner, and carried me to Captain Harper\ Tent. He 
lent his Munlhy to know the Reafon why we came at 
fuch an impro^r Hour. I faid, your Mailer knows 
the Reafon 'why your Se^s brought me here. As 
loon as I Iroke to the Munlhy, Capuin Harper came 
out, and fud, I muft fend you to Calcutta . — I anfwered, 
for what Reafon ? he faid, angrily. That Mr. Verelft 
had fent a Letter, and you muft go immediately. I 
reprefented the Diftrefs my Affairs would fuffer, if I 
had not Three or Four Months Time to fettle them, 
and entreated feme Delay t he faid, I fhall give you 

? hnte Days. I reprefented, that 1 Ihould be ruined if 
had not more Time allowed me. X was put under 
Confinement in my own Houfe, and kept from the 27 
March to the ift Afey, ftriftly guarded by Septyt. On 
the ad Mgp 1 was fent to Jllabahad, and arrived there 
the 10th 2 A^,' 1 was kept till the 30th in, the open 
Air. X wplied by Captain Graved to be releafed, but 
withatit Succeft. The ad June (ftill under Confine- 
ment) I WM fent to Patna, where I arrived the 28th ; 
1 wai Ten Days at Patna under Confinement. I ap- 


plied to Shitabroy to be relcafed, but without Succefs. 
On the 15 th Jufy I arrived at MurJhadabrJ. I was 
brought before the Nabob. I pleaded, that as a Mer- 
chant, I apprehended I might m where I pleafed, pay- 
ing the Duties. The Nabob faid. There was now a new 
Regulation, and that could not be and then demanded 
an Obligation that I would not go up to tlie high 
Country to trade, under the Pain of Confifcation of 
my Goods. I refufed to give the Obligation, and 
was confined in a Stable, w.thout Meat or Drink, for 
Twenty -four Hours. I was then imprifoned in a dark 
dirty Place, worfc than a Stable, till the 2 ad Auguft. 

I made Application to Mahomed Reza Kha-wn to be re- 
leafed ; he faid, he could do nothing without Orders 
from Mr. Ferelft. The Subahdar, or Cr>mniander of 
the Sep(ys, told me fomc Days after, that the Nabob 
had been to wait on Mr. S)kes, to know whether he had 
any Orders from the Committee, and upon his Return 
I was ordered to be relcafed. The Subahdar demanded 
Sixty Rupees, which 1 not being able to pay, was by 
his Authority detained Three Days longer, when, upon 
Payment of the Money, I was relcafed \ but Dircftions 
were given me not to go to the upper Country, and ac- 
cordingly I went to Cahutta. During my Confine- 
ment, Money was frequendy extorted from me by the 
Sepoys : It coft me, during my Imprifonment, Two 
thoufand Rupees, the greateft Pan of which was forced 
from me by the Sepiys.

A I believe in Ncveml/er jyCi6. 

When was it fitft notified to you, by the Governor 
and Council, th.it you lliould return to England? 

A, A few Months after I refigned the Service, but 
while I was a Magifcratc of the Mayor’s Court.

.^. After you had got the Purwannali, and was in Su- 
jab al Bowlah's Coiinny, did you do any Bufinefs for 
Mr. Dells ? 

A. I did no new Eufinefs for Mr. Bolts after tlic Date 
of that J’urwannah. 

What Bufinefs did you ? 

A, I gathered in fonie Money for him, and fold his 
remaining Goods. 

Do you know of Mr. Vcreljlh apfilying in Writ- 
ting to the Nabob, Alahamcd Rbeza Kba^'n, at the Rc- 
quell of Cogee Melcomh, for him to proceed to Patna^ in 
order to leceivc his F-fFeft.s in Sujah Doiolcbh Country 
after your Airiv.il in Calculla. 

A, 1 know of no Application. 

Mr. Bolts. 

!iK Was you forced out of the Country ? 

A. I was, by a Party of aS armed foldicrs, by an Or- 
der of Mr / 'ereljlj and the reft of the Council : I had 
refufed to go. Captain Coxe came to me early in the 
Morning of the 23d September 1768 ; kept his Guard at 
a Diftante ll'ewed me the Order that he had from the 
Governor and Council, and told me that lie mult take 
me .-iway, if I did not confent to go voluntarily. — I told 
him that I did not conceive thofe Gcnilcincn hud'any 
Right to fend me a\v.iy j that I had long been perfccut- 
cd, and that they hatl long threatened it, but that I never 
thought they would have dared to execute their Threats 
—1 1< nt to my 1 ritnds, and in about Ten Minutes there 
were 7 v/enty or 'I'hirry Gentlemen aflcmblcd. 

I pttii'oncd the Capt.ain lor a little 7 'ime to throw my 
IkK>ks and my V/ifeVs Cloaths into a Couple of Chefts, 
and he was kind enough to grant me Two Hours, but 
then fa.d he could ftay no longer with Safety. — I went 
into my Wife’s Bedchamber to lire if flic had fent her 
'1 hinys away, wlicn the Captain, and one of his Sepoys., 
caii^e i.it'j rl.e Bedch.-imbcr and took me out by the 
Shouldeis-, liny marched me through the Streets to a 
Boat that j. repared for me, in which they conduced 
me on bo. ml a Sloop prepared for the Purpol'e. — ^My 
\Vife followed me afterwards, — In that Sloop wc were 


conducted- down the River, and kept Seven Days and 
Nightt under Confinement in the SlOop, with the Sep^r 
at the Cabin Door. — When the Ship y^entine was under 
Way, wc were taken out of that Sloop to Sea, and for- 
cibly put on board the Valentine, and brought to Eng^ 
lewd. 

. ^ When the Firfl: Sentence of Baniftunent was pro- 
nounced againll you, had you any Intimation of your 
Crime, or was you called before the Governor and 
Count'd that pronounced it, to make any Defence ? 

A. I had no Intimation wJiatever, nor was ever called 
before them. 

^ Do you remember when you received the Firft Sen- 
tence from the Secietaiy of the Governor and Seleift 
Committee? 

A. 1 tliink it was in April 1767. 

Did you ever know for what Rcafon you was thus 
fent Home ? 

, A, I ni. vet knew more than what was written in the 
Raper delivered me as my Sentence, after I was banilhed 
in April 1 767. 

The fa.d Paper was then ordered to be produced, and 
was read as follows ; viz.

cake his Pafiage from thcAce to Europe in September.

Did you ever hear of any other Reafons except 
what are fpecified in the above Paper ? 

A. 1 never heard of any, excepting that I had 
wrote a Letter to Mr. Gentil, acquainting him with 
the Parliamentary Proceedings, wiiich has been read 
— common, general News. 

^ Did you never hear that one Reafon of your 
being fent away, was, your evading figning the new 
Cewenants, relative to receiving of Prefents ? 

I never heard of any fuch Reafon. 

^ Did you fign the new Covenants ? 

A. I did not fign them myfelf, but I did by my 
Deputy, which was equally as valid, and wJuch I 
always acknowleged to be fo, 

^ Why did you not fign them yourfelf ? 

A, Becaufe It was my Pleafure. 

^ Did you ever give any other Reafon for not fign- 
ing yourfelf? 

A. 1 don’t remember I ever did. 

^ Who was the Deputy tlut figned them for you ? 

A. My own Book-keeper, in my Name, and for 
me } he was a Native' of the Country. 

^ Did 
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Did ybd notgi^re ta a Reafon for hot (igning the 
Cb^etiaitt^ that you had taken «n Oath you never 
would? ' 

j#. If I have, it wiU appear upon the public Records. 
—I believe I did. 

^ Did you enter into any new Contrafts or Gon- 
cerhs in Trade after you had refigned the Service ? 

1 did, becaufe 1 had a Right to do it. 

^ Do you know any Inflance of any otlwr Perfon, 
who had tefigned the Service of the Company, forced 
out of the Country in the Manner you was ? 

ui. I know of none in the civil Service of the Com- 
pany, but 1 know of feveral Gentlemen, who had 
been in the Military Service, being fcized and ordered 
for England > but I know of none that were leized fo 
luddenly, and with fo much Violence, as I was. 

^ Is it not ui'ual for Civil Servants to go when they 
receive Notice ? 

A. I never knew of any fuch CuftoiU among any of 
the Civil Servants, though I have known many Indances 
of fuch arbitrary Orders. 

^ Have thofc Orders been obeyed ? 

A. Sometimes they have, and fomedmes not. 

^ What is done with the Civil Servants when they 
do not obey ? 

A. I have not known of arty Civil Servants fent 
away by Force.— Sometimes their refiding was difpenfed 
with i but I fuppofe they would have been fent away if 
they had not gone voluntarily. 

^ Do you know of any Civil Servants going away 
when they Were ordered ? 

A. Yes. 

When did that Cuftom begin of ordering People 
to be feized and fent Home by Force ? 

A. I never knew of any Inftance before 1765 or 1766. 

^ Did you ever know of any Civil Servants refufing 
to go when the Orders were not difpenfed with ? 

A. I don’t remember any of the Civil covenanted 
Servants of th€ Compahy refufing to go •, but I know 
of feveral Britijh SubjeAi being forced, upon fuch 
Orders, to feck that Proteflion in the foreign Settlements 
that they could not enjoy in their own. 

^ Did you ever know of any Britijh Subje^ls, 
covenanted or not covenanted, who continued to refide 
in Calcutta after ordered to quit, and that Order not 
difpenlcd with ? 

A. None in my Time j but have heard of otliers in 
former 'l imes. 

What Inftances have ydu heard of in former 
Times ? 

A. There was a Gentleman named Ceoke^ and feveral 
others, whofc Names I don’t recollcft. — ^Mr, Cede was 
in the Company’s Civil Service at Daccaj and, as I 
heard, difmiircd for Embezzlement, and ordered Home 
by the Dire( 5 tors, but refufed to go, and remained In 
the Country 1 — the Governor and Council, at that 
Period, did not think thcmfelves fafe to execute fuch 
Orders. 

^ Were there not Orders repeatedly ilTued for Two 
Years, for you to go away before you was forced 
away? 

A, There were; but 1 always confideted them as 
illegal, and in my Cafe, as particularly void in Law, 
bccaufe I was an Alderman of the Mayor’s Court. 

Was you an Alderman of the Mayor’s Court 
at the Time the Firft Order for your Departure was 
iflued ? 

A, I was, 

^ Did you ever afTign that as a Reafon to the 
Governor and Council for not going ? 

A^ I never entered upon the Legality of the Orders 
with the Governor and Council — I don’t remember I 
afligned'thac as a Reafon. 

^ How was it after you received your Sen- 
tence of BaiHiifnmrnt, that you heard the Objci^ion 
againft you for not figning the Covenants ? 
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A, The Sentence of Banilhment was dated in April 
1767 i and I drlt heard of the other Charge, concerning 
the Covenants, in September 

^ When tins Charge refpedbing the Covenants was 
Rated ^inil you, did you olFcr to find i>ccunty to 
any^ Perfon who Hiould allege you was not equally 
bound by the Deed of your Clerk done by your Order, 
as if done by yourfelf, or to the Company, to lUnd 
any Profecuiion for Receipt of Prefents wlul< y m was 
in the Company’s Service ? 

A, I did. 

^ Was it ever .alleged by any Perfon, that you liad 
received any Prefents when in the Company’s Service, 
after the Covenants were ordered to be figned ? 

A. It never was alleged againll me, cither when iti 
or out of the Service. 

^ How long had you refigned the Service before 
September 1 768 ? 

A. About Two Years •, ‘and I had ordered my Clerk 
to fign the Covenants Three Years preceding that 
Date. 

^ Had or had not the Governor and Council 
direded you to be difmilTcd from the Mayor’s Court 
before fuch Charge of not figning the Covenants was 
fuggefted. 

A, I'hcy had ordered me to be difmiflTcd. 

^ What was the Anfwer of the Court in Conl'e- 
quence of that Order ? 

if. That there was no legal Vacancy in the Court. 

^ How long is it cuftoinary in the Eafi Indies to 
allow Civil Servants refigning the Privilege of the Com- 
pany’s Duftuck ? 

A. I’wclve Months. 

If moft of the Servants, who w'cnt away upon 
being ordered, would not have naturally returned to theif 
own Country without fuch Orders ? 

A. I believe they would all have returned. 

Who were the Agents you employed in thofc Con- 
cerns you entered into alter your Refignation? 

A. 1 had above 150, and amongft others the Two 
Armenians who have given Evidence i but thefe were 
only employed in colleding outitanding Debts, and 
dilbofing of Goods and Contracts which were on Hand 
before my Refignation. 

^ What Settlements do you mean that feveral Britiflt 
Subjefts went to, to get that Protedion they were refut- 
ed in their own ? 

A, The French^ Dutrby Pertugutfst and Danes— xh^j 
employed ihemfelvcs in Trade. 

What are their Names ? 

A. One named Duffield^ anotlier jSfjrrir, another Bur^ 
Jlem i and feveral others whofe Names 1 cannot recul- 
left. 

^ Give an Account of the Nature of Purwannahs, 
when they firR took Place } and what EfieAs they aro 
fuppofed to produce ? 

A. Purwannahs of the Nature of that which was pro- 
duced to the Committee, were never thought of till 1 766. 
I, as well as all the native Merchants I ever converfed with 
upon it, confidered it as a fcandalous Regulation to mo- 
nopolize Trade, as may be imdcrRood from the very 
Tenor of it, as it was explained to the Committee. 

^ Did it exempt from Duties ? 

A. 1 never underRood that it ilid. 

What then was the Effl'fl of it ? 

A. The Sclrft Committee had made an Order in Fe- 
bruary 1 766, w'lich was renewed in OEloher following, 
that none fliould buy or fell without thefe Purwannahs j 
and this Purwannah was to give the Committee’s Sanc- 
tion for trading. 

What was t!ic greatcR Amount of Duties payable 
on tlic Spot, upon Goods in Buhaantfing's Country ?

And Your Committee then clofed the Evidence upon 
the Petition of the faid Cregore Cojamaul. 
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T H E committee appointed to enquire into the 
Nature, State, and Condition, of the Eaft India 
Company, and of the Brttijh Affairs in the E,nfi 
Indies, having determined, as the moft proper Means of 
fulfilling the Orders of the Houfe, to continue the Plan 
of Proceeding which they had adopted in the laft Seflion 
of Parliament, refumed their Enquiry into the Objctls 
ftated under the Third Head of that Plan-, viz. To 
purfue by Hiftorical Deduftion the State of Affairs in 
India, the Manner in which the prefent Pofleffions in 
that Country were acquired, and the difierent Tranfac- 
tions attending thofe Acquifitions, beginning with the 
Tranfaftions of Bengal, and dividing them anto Three 
Periods } viz. Prom the EftaUifhment of the prefent 
Company, to the Completion of the Revolution in the 
Year 1 757,— from thence to the affuming the Dewannee, 
in the Year 1 765, — and from thence to the prefent Time -, 
and in each Period refpedtively to ftate the Situation of 
the Company’s Affairs, and the material Parts of the 
Conduift of the Company's Servants, with refpeA to 
the Powers entrufted with them by the Company in the 
civil and military Departments, in Adminiftration of 
Juftice, and in tlie accepting of Prefents, in the Manage- 
ment of Trade, and in the Revenues and Coinage. 

And Your Committee having in their former Pro- 
ceedings begun to enquire into the Conduit of the Com- 
pany’s Servants, with regard to the delivering up of 
Ramnerain, who had been Naib, or Deputy Governor, 
of Patna, under Jaffier Ally Cavan, and was continued 
through the Influence of the Englijh in his Naibihip 
under Ceffim Ally Ca-xm, the fucceeding Nabob 1 the 
firft Bufinefs they entered upon was to limlli that En- 
quiry. 

But the Committee remarking, that the Information the 
Houfe has yet received relative to that Matter, is only 
from a Tranl’cript of their Minutes of laft Yeari which 
Shortnel's ct the Time obliged them to lay crude 


before the Houfe t and wlierein neither the Heads of 
Evidence are properly arranged, nor the Purpofes for 
which the Evidence was adduced are ftated » they thought 
it necclTary in this Place to mention, that they conceived 
the Tranfaftions concerning Ramnerain to be of material 
Confcquence in their Enquiry ; becaule thole Tranfac- 
tions have been reprefented to the Company, by One 
of their principal Servants, as the Caufc of all others 
which contributed the moft to bring on the War with 
Coffim Ally C(tw»i and by another principal Servant it 
is alleged, that the delivering up of that Perfon was a 
neceflary Duty on the Part of the Company, in Con- 
formity to the juft Rights of the Nabob Coffim Ally 
Cavan, and the Treaty fubfifting between him and the 
Company. 

Your Committee have not found any Thing upon 
the Records of the Company, relpefting the original 
Engagements from the EngUffi to Ramnerain j but the 
Right honourable l^ord Clive, a Member of the Com- 
mittee, being rcqucftetl to relate what were the En. 
gagements entered into by Ramnerain with the Nabob, 
he faid, Tlierc was no Engagement in Writing : That 
after h.s Lordfliip was called up to the Afllftancc of 
A^r Jaffier, in the Beginning of the Year 1758, his Ex- 
cellency defired him to write to Ramnerain, afluring him 
of the Kngliflj Protedlon ; for tliat Ramnerain 'H qxXA put 
Confidence in fuch a Letter, but not in one him- 
felf, and that he Ihould by that Means get Poffcffion of 
his Perfon, and might cut off" his Head — That his Lord- 
ftiip told him, it was not tlie Cullom of the En*liffi to be 
guilty of fuch Tranfaftions; that if he was inclined to 
reduce him by Force of Arms, he was ready to affift 
him, but if he chofe that his Lordfhip Ihould make him 
any Promifes, he muft fulfil them— That the Nabob 
preferred the latter, in Confcquence of which his l.ord- 
Ihip wrote to Ramnerain, that if he would come into the 
Prefence, and acknowlege the Nabob, he Ihould be 

kept 
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kept in his Government on the fame Footing as he had 
been under StrajabD(rM—T\\AV)M came accordingly* 
laid Obidiencc to the Nabob, and was confirmed in 
i»s Government, upon Condition that he fliould pay the 
Nabob Myr Jaffier the fame Rents or Tribute as he had 
paid to Serajab Dowlab ■, what that was his Lordihip 
could not tell, but he believed he wa* to have paid a 
certain Sum, which might Ivinre been encrcafed or de- 
creafed upon .various Circutnftauccs— That when he 
took leave of Myr Jaffier, at his Departure for En^d, 
he talked over with him the State tn which he lot the 
Provinces— That he always underftood that RarnnerasH 
remained in the Government at Pa/tta, chrougk the 
Englijh Proteftion, much againft the Inclination of Myr 
Jaffier *, and that if his Excellency had had any Com- 
laints to have made againft him, he would certainly 
ave made them to liis Lordlbip •, but that none were 
made. 

Your Committee next called JVilUam McGwire, Ef- 
qiiire, who having referred, dtffing the Courfe of his 
Examination, to fcveral Papers, in order to elucidate 
his Evidence, Your Committee have annexed the faid 
Paj^ers hereunto N" i to 13. And the Witnefs in- 
formed Your Committee, that he arrived at Pa/na as 
Chief, on the 4th of January 1761, and was dUmifted 
from the Chiefftip the 19th of Juguft following, confe- 
ucntly he was not in the Service when Ramneratn was 
cJivered up •, but the Witnefs faid he had reccival Or- 
ders for delivering him up, which he would not exe- 
cute — He could not exa<ftly fay the Time at which he 
received them— I'hat his Opinion then was, that Ram~ 
nerain Ihould have been fu/pended the Service, but his 
Perfon protedled : And that he underftood, by the 
Term dumlfling him (which is ufed in different Parts 
of the written Corrcfpondcncc) that his Guards Ihould 
be withdrawn, and that he Ihould be totally fufpended 
from all Interference in the Government till his Accounts 
Ihould be fettled ; And the Witnefs further laid, that 
when he was to be difmifled, he underftood that Force, 
if necelTary, was to be ufed, to prevent the Nabob’s 
feizifig him. 

And the Comcnkcee obfervii^, that the Witnefs, in 
his Cwfcfpondeace with the Governor and Council, 
had advifed that Ramaeraiit Ihould be delivered over to 
the Ciitcheree, or Nabob’s Court of Jufticc ; And 
being afked to explain the Reafons of that Advice, he 
anfwered. That he might be compelled to make up the 
Accounts of the Sircar : That his Meaning by the 
Words in his Letter to the Governor and Council of 
Fort fVilHam, dated Patna, 31 Jufy, “ For whilft he 
« finds your Honour, are Mediators with the Na- 
** bob, not to difhonour him, he knows he cannot be 
** obliged to comply ; and under this Shelter the Na- 
« bob muft go without his Accounts," was not to fub- 
je6b him to the various Methods ufed by the Cutcheree, 
to force Perfons by Torture to fettle their Accounts. 
That he had heard of Gentoos killing themfelves to 
avoid being difhonoured in that Manner. The Wit- 
nefs further faid. That when Ramneratn came into the 
Kellah, previous to his being delivered over to the 
Cutcheree, the Nabob’s Word was not his only Pro- 
tcdlion, he had the Protcdlion of the Englijh \ viz. their 
Promifes that he Ihould not be difhonoured *, and that 
when he advifed that he fhould be turned over to the 
Cutcheree, he conceived him to be ftill under the Pro- 
tcAion of the Englijh : I'hen being afked. How Ram~ 
nerain could be amenable to the Cutcheree, if he was 
under the Englijh Proceftion ? he faid. As having Ac- 
counts to fettle with the Government : And being fur- 
ther afked. Whether he meant to have refiftra any 
compulfory Methods which the Nabob might have 
ufed \ he anlwercd. The Nabob had promifra not to 
ufc any fuch. It further appears, from the Evidence of 
the Witnefs (taken at a fubfequent Period of this En- 
quiry, but infcricd here, for the better ConneftiOQ of 
1 


the Subjed) that the Witnefs received fonn Cojffim 
Caaat 5,000 Mohurs, amounHi^ t<h bctwwA ^ and. 
70,000 Rupees, on delivering the Keys of the Eellah 
at Patna, which was a fhort Time previous to the Pe- 
riod when Ramneratn was removed from the Govern- 
ment of Patna : And the Witnefs beino queftioned, at 
the fame Time of his Examination, Whether he ever 
notified to the Court of Diredors the Receipt of this 
Prefent, he declared, he did net. In regard to lie Col- 
ledions of Rents by Rameram, the Witnefs laid, That 
he never regularly coUeded any Money, breaufe he fore- 
faw a Time would come when he muft render an Ac- 
count : That his Manner of railing Money was by re- 
edving Prefents from different Rajahs to a large Amounti 
and in another Part of his Evidence, the Witnefs faid. 
That the Country having been in a State of War for a 
confideaablc Time previous to the delivering up of 
RMmert^ fw did not know whether the Rents could 
hive bocRjcoUedcd under thofe Circumftanccs : — ^And 
the Witnefs being afkjcd,. What Ramneratn was to have 
paid for the Rent of Baharf he faid. He never faw 
any Accoums relating tleaeto, but that fent hiq>by the 
Council, in which it was ftated, that he was ro pay the - 
Nabob of Bengal Three Lacks of Rupees a Year i that 
he was to pay the Chout or Tribute to the Mabarattas, 
the Jaghiredars, and to keep up a certain Number of 
Forces, aU which might amount to 40 Lacks of Ru- 
pees a Year : That the Nabob did not admit that any 
inch Agreement had been made t but if it had, Ratnne- 
rain could not want a Sum fufficient to make his Pay- 
ments to the Nabob. , The Witnefe did not kaowr whe- 
ther Ramneratn had paid any Rene in JaJ^a 
I'imc, though the Agreement was faid to have Ireen 
made whilft ne was Nabob. 

Your Coiraoittee think it proper further to add, that 
the Witnefs, at the Clofe of his Examination, ddired 
it to be underftood, that though he was under hourly 
Expedation of being difmifTed, and had received Orders 
in the intermediate l‘ime for delivering up RamR.7tfm^ 
to be brought to fettle bis Accounts, by fuch Me^nt as 
the Nabob fhould think proper ; yet he did not deliver 
him over till the 19th of Augufi, when he gave him to 
Mr. He^ under a Guard of Protedlion } and that he 
compromifed Matters with the Nabob for 50 Lacks of 
Rupees, in the Beginning of September following. 

Your Committee then called General Carnac, a Mem- 
ber of the Houfe ; who being requefted to give an Ac- 
count of the Affair of Ramneratn, he referred to his 
letters to the Selcft Committee and Governor and Coun- 
cil, Copies of which are hereunto annexed, N" 14 and 
15 i and faid. That bcfides the Offers made him by R<r- 
jabullub, as expreffed in the above Letters, he received 
many large ones from the Nabob himfelf, for his Af- 
liftance to remove Ramneratn, and had no Doubt but 
that great ones were made to Colonel Ceote, who was 
his Superior: — That the Offer from the Nabob was no 
fpecific Sum, but unlimited : — That he could not rec^- 
le£b the I’erms on which Ramneratn was to hold th» 
Naibfhip of Patna^ but was certain Ibme Engagements 
were entered into by Lord Clive, to fupport him in the 
Naibat : And being afked, What were the Circumftanccs 
I dative to the delivering up of Ramneratn ? he faid. He 
concluded that the Engltjh Protedtion was withdrawn 
from him immediately on the Witnefs's leaving Patna, 
bebg certain that he was recalled from thence, bccaufc 
the Council were confcious, that fo long as he was there 
he would not fuffcr that Protedtion to be withdrawn : 
That, upon his Removal, the Military Command was 
placed under the Chief of the Factory, as was ufual 
when the Commanding Officer prefent was not above 
the Hank of a Captain and that he was certain the 
Field Officers were called away, that it might be fo on 
this Occafion : — That there had not been any Difpuo^' 
betv^ecn tl>e Civil and Military Powers previous to hif 
Recall* which might account for it : That there ntist

die Ctfcomftances of Rmnerm^ and the Detnandn made 
upon him by the Nabob ’ he fatd, He was conBdenc 
that Mr Htn had an equal Repugnancy with himfelf, 
to the withdrawing the £iigif^ Frotedion from Ramne 
Mm, and iliac if he waa the Perfon who executed the 
Oidm of the Council to deliv^ him up, he did it with 
great Rebifbmce ) 

The Matter contained in tho above Examination, and 
the Papers referred to in the Appendix, conneded with 
»what will appear upon the Jownab ui the Proceedings 
of iaft Year, is all the Conupttee have colleded upon 
the Sidsjed of RamMeratM 4 

But, in order to give furibor Lights to the Houle 
upon the Practices m that Fipnod, Mtween the Com 
p^*s Servants and the Country Powers, in Matters of 
fVoitedion, and allb to Ihew ^ Jealoufiea the Nabob 
Qffim Jlfy Cam enteminedton that Sutgeft, and the 
Demrmmatioo he had fonsci to make exemplar Fu 
nilhments of thole who fhomd feok Protedion of the 


Jour Committee entered upto the Examination of the 
0«cttinftaiices relating to die Seizing and putting to 
Death of Harm Cboudty^ 10 the Year 176a , and for 
that Purpofe they examinedr Stat^ Batfon, Efquire, 
«dio informed the Committee That he had been of the 
Council of BovmI fmral Years, and to the Year 1764 , 
That Harm Cioudry hfd been one of the Company’s 
Badney, or cancradiog Merchants, at the Ctivmazar 
FadOry, m Mr ^a/AfsChteflhip, and he had likewife 
been employed at the Company’s Vakeel, or Agent at 
the Nabob % Court, but not dnee cha Year 1756 That 
at (he Time he was feized, he was m fome Employment 
C( 0 m My Cam That wlieo Mr Vamtart 
mads Jt^ Coffin Nabob* he permitted Mr Afa/;, an 
SMl^lboaa, to redde ae IMxaaabad as a Backer That 
conplained to the WitnCfs, that Mr 
Aibirbwa about to feize a HouTe or Piece of Laud at 
BHaMadf which belonged to him, and convinced 
waagotiiB id do aPiece of Icjofbce, 
hhdobcaloci ^ iffi him bm ^(ys for the Pcotedion of 
Mr prefoming on the lu- 
hd^td otor thr Nabob«» by Mr

he believed fome Wem wounded i m confoquenoe of 
which, Harm Cboathy was foiaed, and after fome Con^ 
&»knent blown away foom the Mouth of a Cannon 
The Wicnels behevM' Mr Vatffinart did not ufe his 
Influence with the Nifoob to lave him, deeming hit 
Ex’HMition a juft Regard for his Rcbellton, as he de- 
clared at the Board, upon the Witneft fpeakuig in hii 
Favour The Witncfs could not Ly whether it was 
uudeylfood by the Nabob, that he was under the Com- 
panyV Promatoo by having their S^tt but faid that 
M ^sufod him ^oys as having been in the Company’s 
Service as Vackeel m the Fadbory —The Witnels for- 
ther faid. He believed Hams Choudry was put to 
Deadi merely on Account oS the Conteft with Mr. 
Mott , and did not know of any Application of the 
Governor and Council to fave him— He believed Harm 
Cbeudry had no Opportunity of making fuch Applica- 
tion himfelf, being clofo Pnfoner , but believed fome 
Letters paifod between Mr Vaffitutrt and him on that 
Subjefb 

Your Committee, purfuant to the Order they had 
eftablilhcd, proceeded in the next Place ro examine 
further into the Caufea of the War between Coffim AUy 
CatOH and the Company The genera) Notoriety of 
many of thofo Circumftances, and the different Reafon 
mgs of the Gentlemen of the Council in Bengal up 
on them, makes it unnecellary, in the Judgment of 
the Committee, to burthen the Houfo with a Recital at 
laige of all that appears upon the Records to have been 
written and argued upon this Sutnefb 1 and they have 
therefore thought their Duty to the Houfe fulfllled, m 
felcAing, from the Multiplicity of Papers to which they 
have had Recourfe, fuch Parts as will authenticate the 
principal hafts as will fuccinftly Ihew the Origin and 
Nature of the Difputcs, and as will elucidate the parole 
Evidence, all which are contamed in the Appendix, 
N* 17 to 63 

And Your Committee again examined Stanlake Bat 
fen, Efquire, who being defined to mve an Account of 
the Eflfi^s of jpromulgauog the ji^beer Treaty, a 
Copy of which is hereunto annexed, N" 64, faid. That 
on the fame being made public, the Nabob Coffim Ally 
CttWH feat Orders to all nis Zemmdars and OfliLcrs to 
prevent the Etgbjb from trading in Sale, Beetle Nut, 
and Tobacco — ^That by One Letter, which fell into 
the Hands of the Engbffi^ it appeared, that the Nabob 
had ordered the Man to whom it was addrefled to ftop 
the E^lt/b in tbeir Trade, all but his Friends MeiTieurs 
Vaiffittart and He^tngs That the faid Letter ought to 
be upon the Co^ulcations , and be was fure that the 
Words “ all but my hritnus Vanfittart and Hafttng , ’ 
or to that Purpofe, were in the I ettcr read at the Board , 
ond that the Order was to Top the Trade That in 
his Opinion the Breach with Ctffim Ally Cawn arofe from 
his Defire and Intenuon of making himldf totally mde 
TCndant of the EHgbffi, and not from any mordmate 
Defire of the Englijb to carry on the Trade of the 
Country with ut paying him bis Duties — lhat he 
never heard that the Gentlemen, engaged in the Salt, 
Beetle Not, and Tobacco, 1 radc, lefufcd paying the 
old effabhlhcd Duties, but that the Engltjb in general 
traded Duty free —That to the beft of his Knowlege 
the Engltjb traded, prior to the Year 1756, in all Arti- 
cles except Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, Salt Petre, and 
Chutra nlk, which were all farmed out — I hat Salt is 
an Im,.ort at Beng^ being made at Maffulapatam and 
in Perjiat and that for his lirft Adsenture in that 
Article, which was juft after foe Battle of Pla]^^ be had 
the Nabobs Duftucl , and of Courfe paid no Duties, 
but could nor recoUeft whether he paid any aftei wards 
— ThAt foe E^hffi bqntn to trade in Salt about the T nd 
<di 1757* fow atwrwnich u became general —That 
4 H Coffim 
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Ally Cawn threatened to lay open the Trade of 
Jien^al Duty free, but he believed never did That if 
the Order had been put in Execution, all Nations would 
have been on the fame Footing as the Englijh ; — That 
the En^ijh rcfufing to pay the Nabob’s Duties was al- 
leged as one Caufc of the Breach between them, but the 
Witnefs believed it was not feally fo, being only a 
Pretence. 

Then General Carnetc, a Member of the Houle, being 
examined as to the Caufes of the Differences between 
tloffim Ally Cawn and the EngHp^ faid, That in his 
Opinion Coffim Ally Cawn was determined from the 
Beginning to fet htmfelf out of the Reach of the EUgUJh 
Power as expeditioudy as polTible : And that it was 
natural he fhould do fo, having no Security for the 
Knglijh Faith being better kept with him than his Pre- 
decedbr Jaffier^ who had been eltablilhed by the 
VI nanimpus Approbation of the whole Settlement ^ and 
that Aft was oonciirrctl in by Admiral fValfon^ who 
then commanded His Majell^’s Squadron in India i 
whereas this Revolution was effefted only by a few 
Members of the then Adminiftration, who availed them- 
Iclvcs of an occafional Majority-, and every Aft of 
('e^m Ally (^awn'& (hewed his Difpofition : He exprefled 
his Refentthent on all Octafions agalnll fuch Perlbns of 
the Country as had any Intercourfe with the Englijbt fo 
that hone of the Olficers of the Government dared vifit 
the Englijh in the familiar Manner which had been ufual 
for Two or 1 nice Years pad: } he removed the Seat of 
the Government from Muxadavady which had been the 
Metropolis of his Predeceflbrs for fevcral Years paft, 
and intended to have eftablilhed it ztRajamaul\ but 
at this Time chiefly refided at Monghtety which was 
ftill confidcrably further from the Englijh Settlement. 
In all Parts of the Country, of Mongbeer and Dacca 
particularly, they were bulily employed in making 
Arms for him ; he difmifled moft of the Trqops that 
had been in the Employ of his Predcccflbr, from a Suf. 
picion of their having an Attachment to the Englifl> \ 
and got a new Set of Mogul Officers in his Service, who 
brought new I'roops with them i he raifed and difei- 
pHned a conliderable Number of Sepeysy and collcftcd 
as large an Army as he could, at a great Hxpence, 
iinncceiTarily, as by the Treaty with the Englijh they 
were to lend him Affiftance in Cafe his Affairs required 
it ; he endeavoured to cut off the Communication 
between the Faftory of Patna and the City, by (hutting 
up a Gate contiguous to the Faftory, and fenced the 
Part of the City toward the River with a Wall, to the 
great Inconvenience of the Company's Boats } and this 
could only have been done with hoftile Intentions, as 
the Vicinity of the Faftory and the Englijh Troops 
therein were the befl: Defence he could have on that 
.Side. 

The Witnefs obferved. That many Inffances of the 
like Nature arc particularized in a Minute <rf Mr. 
Amyatt'% to the Council, in the Month of A^l iy6z 
which Minute was read, and is in the Appendix, N* 65 ; 
and numberlefs Letters from the Chiefs of every Fac- 
tory, particularly towards 1763, complained of 

fuch Oppreffions and Violations of the Englifl) Rights, 
as indicated an abfolute Determination to quarrel. 

The Witnefs further faid. That the principal Advifers 
of Coffm Ally Cawn in theic Meafurcs were the Armefd> 
anSy wlio feemed to wifli to have the extirpated 

from the Country, that the principal Share of the Com. 
mcrcc might be carried on through them ; That one 
Coja Gregory was at the Head of his Army, and he had 
levcral Armeniam in the Command of his Sepoy Bat- 
talions. 

The Witnefs did not think there was any Violation of 
Treaties on the Part of the Englijh he faid there might 
have been, and probably there were, fome Abufes in the 
Article of Trade -, and that thofc in the Englifi> AAm\- 
niftration who were the Friends of Cefftm Alfy Cawn took 
great Pains to have it reprelcntcd, that what was called 


Inland Trade was the Source of our Bi&gneUiaat wkti- 
him, and were very induftiious in praying that Trader- 
illegal. 

Being afked, Whether the Complaints alleged -by 
Cojlm Ally Ca^n azainfl: Mr. Elffs in pardcolar were 
founded, he faid. He did not believe they were i but 
that the Nabob had been induftrioufly taught to believe, 
that every Gentleman who did, not approve of fhe Re-, 
volution was hoftile to him, and from thence he . had 
been guilty of fevtral Inftance.s of Difrefpeft to them, 
and refufed a Vifit from Mr. ElliSy an Indignity that 
had never before been offered to the CWcf of a Faftory : 
That this, with other Circumftancest might naturally 
excite perhaps too ftrong a Degree of Refentment in a 
Gentleman who was of a very warm Difpofition. 

And the Witnefs being further examined in regard to. 
the Military Tranfaftions of that Period, faid, That on 
the tft of January 1761, he took the Command of the. 
Army, whi^h lay encamped dofe to Patna\ the Capital 
of the Province of Bahaty then in a moft diftrafted 
State. The Shahzadah, who had in his Service Mon- 
fieur Lo'SOy with the lhattered Remains of his Country- 
men from Chandernagercy was in Congar Cawn's Councryt 
not more than 50 Miles from Patnuy whither the dU- 
affefted Rajahs flocked to his Standard, and every 
Zemindar made a Pretext of the Troubles to evade 
Payment of his ftipulated Revenue; fo that all Re- 
courfes from that Province were at a Stand — Moreover 
the Hindojtan Troops, who compofed Part of the Army, 
weir grown outrageous from the Changes of Govern- 
menty as they defpaircd recovering the immenfe Arrears 
of Pay due to them by the depofed Nabob their late 
Mafter — The Succefs of the EngaMmcnt with the 
Shahzadah, the 15th of the Month,, happily retrieved 
the Province ; for the Particulars whereof, and of the 
Surrender of the Shahzadah in Confequence, he referred 
to his public Letters in the Company’s Records ; and 
proceeded to fay, that the Council were plcafed to 
honour him with a Letter of Thanks, dated 26th 
Inftant; and on the t ^th Augujl 1762, they commu- 
nicated to him an Extraft of a Letter from the Court 
of Direftors, dated 19th Ftlnuarjy .containing their 
Thanks likewife. The Proteftion afforded by the Eng- 
lijb to the Shahzadah occafioned much Difcontenc and 
Jealoufy to the Nabob Coffim Ally Cawn ; nor was the 
Prince eafy on his Part, having been exceedingly alarmed 
by an Inlurreftion in his Camp, the zjd of Aprily in 
which he would moft probably have been cut off but 
for the timely Interpofiiion of the Witnefs. — The Sha- 
zadah fu^^d this Infurreftion to have been fet on 
Foot by Co^m Ally Cawn ; that the Prince Ending, that 
neither the Prefidency nor the Nabob were in a Con- 
dition to favour him to the Extent of his Wilhes, he 
was folicitous to leave the Englijh Army. 

That in the Interim, Colonel Coote arrived at the 
Army, foon after which the Shahzadah began his March 
from PariM— That he was condufted by the Witnefs 
to the Carumnafa (the River that feparates the Province 
of Babar from Sujab Dowla’s Country) — ^That he croff 
fedilthe River the aift of JunCy and was met the fame 
Day a few Miles off by Sufab Dowla. The Witnefs 
l^ireeded to fay. That all' Pofllbility of Accommoda- 
tion, from the continual Series of Difpuces which had 
fubfifted between the Englijb and C^tm Al(y Cawny being 
cut off by the inhuman Murder of Mr. y^tnyatt and die 
Gemlemcn of his Family, and his Attendants, as they 
were returning under the Faith of a Safe Conduft to 
CalcuttOy a War was declared suainff him the B^inning 
of 1763; the Reftoration of Myrjaffier was rdblved 
on, and he was proclaimed accordingly. The Minute 
of General Carnac to Council, 4th Julyy on that Matter, 
is in Appendix, N* €6, 

The witnefs further That Colonel Co^ta being . 
departed for Ettropiy the, chief Command devolved up* 
on Major Adamsy of his Majefty’s S4tli Reghu<m(t v 
he the Witnefs was prdered upon a feparate Comma^ 
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Ib^the “SkuH^ tht Province of Burdm(tn *, but as the 
rttiah Army of Ally Catttn'ifu moving downwardan 
it ^as afterwards ncccflary* that the Detachment 
utideir his Commarrd (hootd Join the Major, who had 
made his Wav, through eveiyOppofition, to theCopit^ 
and poi&flhd hiihfdf of it by Storm j that he effected 
that Jttftftion with the utmbft Difficulty, on Account of 
the Floods, and arrived in Time to have a Share of the 
Battle ^of Geriakt the ad of Auguft \ that by the End of 
the Year, after a Campaign commenced and profecuted 
undef the inconceivable Hardlhips and Difficultiea which 
inevitably attend being in the Field during the Violence 
of the wet Seafon in Bengal^ CoJ/im Alh Cawn was driven 
out of the Provinces, and fignaliaed his Flight by tl»e 
unparalleled and barbarous MaHacre in cold Bl<^ of 
every EngUfi Gentleman, as well Civil as Military (Mr. 
Fullerton only excepted) and of a Number of other Per- 
forts, amounting in the Whole to near 300, who had the 
Misfortune, through Mifchances of War, to be his Pri- 
foners. 

And in order to Ihew the Progrefs of the War with 
Co^ Cawn^ and his final Expulfion out of the 
Provinces of Bengal^ Babary and Orixa •, and likcwifc to 
(hew what proportionable Aids had been given by the 
Company and the Crown in the Courfe of that War, • 
Your Committee thought it proper to enquire into the 
capital Points of the Military Trahfaftions in the Year 
1^63, and for that Purpofe examined Major fFilliam 
Gtetnty who informed the Committee,' That he was in 
fndta in the Year 1 763, in the feveral Stations of Lieu- 
tenant in the Army, Secretary and Aid de Camp to Ma- 
jor Adams^ and Field Engineer t Major Adams was tl'.e 
cldeft Major in his MajCft/s 84th Regiiricnt, and Com- 
mander in Chief of the Troops in Bengal \ which Troops, 
when the Major took the Field againft CoJ/im Ally Caitmy 
amounted to 600 Europeans and Nine Companies of 
Sepoysy each Company confiding of 100 Mdn i and a 
Detachment of the Company’s Troops, confiding of 100 
Europeans and a Battalion of Sepoys were at that Time 
at Mdnaperey who were ordered to join him, and aftu- 
ally did fo, after the florming the Lines of Meorjbedabad } 
that, exclufivc of the Army alivemcntloncd, there was 
a Detachment of $0 Ekropeansy "ihe Black Cavalry, and 
Three Companies of Sepoys^ with Two Guns, ordered 
00 as an advanced Guard of the Army, on the 25 
Yiors, to Amborcy and intended for a Protection of the 
Burton Province j this Deoichment was with very 

G Difficulty equipped, ther^i being a great Want of 
icks for drawing the Artillery and carrying the 
Tents; likewife of Boats, Cooleys, and almod every 
other Ncccflary. Of the Nuniber of about 650 Euro^ 
peansy as above dated, about 420 'might be King’s 
Troops, and the red were the Troops of the Company. 
On the 26th of y««f, the Army marched in order to Join 
the advanced Detachment at jmbarey where they arrived 
the 10th of ‘On the 4tb, it had been determined 
by the Board to proclaim Jaffier Kabob, having the 

preceding Day received fome Alarm of the Account of 
Mr. Amyatt and the Coffimbuzedr Vo&oryy though no cer- 
tain Intelligence had bwn procured, the Letter Carriers 
having been driven from their refpeCtive Stations by Or- 
der of Cavtm. On the loth, they received 

Intelligence of the total Defeat of the Troops at Patnuy 
and a Confirmation of the Maflacre of Mr. Arr^t at 
flofimhutar. On the iith, the Nabob JAyr Ja^ AUy 
Cawn* after havinjg concluded the Trwty with the Go- 
vernor and Council, left CaA-u/M to join the Army, and 
tlwt the Witnefs attended him as his Efcort. That on 
the 17th, they joined the Army, then advanced to Agur- 
deep. On the 1 9th, they came to a general Engaeement 
with the Enemy, under the Command of Mahomed Tuehy 
Gown at Butlpparay when they gained a complete Vic- 
lory; andtn Confequence of whiw the Enemy abandon- 
ed lA/wftff) a For on the Confiux of the Rivers C^m* 
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The Witnefs defired to obferve, that they made an 
Acquifition of Bullocks, which were very much want- 
ed \ for that had it not been for the indefatigable Exer- 
tion of Mr. JobnfoHy Chief of the Burdxeany the Army 
could not have poffibly advanced thus far. That he not 
only fupplied them with Bullocks, but with Money like- 
wife, for which they were in fuch Diftrefs, that when 
they took the Field there were not 10,000 Rupees in the 
public Treafury. That on the 23d, the Army advanced 
to Cbtma Celfyy and on the 24th in the Morning flormed 
the Enemy’s inveftments at Mootejily by which they got 
Pofleflton of Moorjbedabady with about 5O Pieces of Can- 
non of difierent Cullevirs. That about the 27th or 28th, 
the Armycrofled the CeJ^mbuzar River, and were joined 
by die Detachment before mentioned from Midnapore, 
That on the 2d of Augujly after crofling a Nulla or Ra- 
vine in the Face of the Enemy, they came to a general 
Engagement with the Whole of their Troops, in a Plain 
rcmarlcable for the former Defeat of Sultan Sujaby called 
Geriah: That the Enemy had collcfted their whole 
Force, confifling of 10 or i2 Battalions of Sepoys regu- 
larly difeiplined, and (by Report) of 1 5,000 Horfe, with 
17 Pieces of Cannon, mounted in the Englijb Manner, 
being many of them taken from their Army and Fadtory 
at Patnay and worked by 1 70 Europeans : That after an 
obitinatc Difpute of Four Hours, in which the Enemy 
broke a Part of the Englip i roops, had taken Poflef- 
fion of Two Pieces of their Cannon, attacked his Majef- 
ty’s 84th Regiment in Front and Rear, they gained a 
complete ViClory, die Enemy having abandoned all 
their Cannon, together with 1 50 Boats foaden with Grain 
and other Stores. That on the nth, the Army advanc- 
ed to Outabnulky a Fort which the Enemy had fortified, 
being fuuate between the Chain of Hills and the River 1 
from the former to the latter they had thrown up an In- 
trenchment; on which they had mounted about 100 
Pieces of Cannon j the Intrenchment was full of Water, 
deep, and about 50 or 60 Fee: broad, the Ground in 
Front was fwampy, and no Poffibility of an Approach 
but on the Bank of the River, where the Ground was 
dry for about the Breadth of 100 Yards ; there they 
thought it ncccflary to make a Shew of a regular Attack, 
in order to draw off the Enemy’s Attention from the 
Banks next the Hill ; but as they were daily harrafled 
by numerous Bodies of their Cavalry both in Front and 
Rear, they were under the NeccITity of extending their 
-Encampment. After having amufed the Enemy with 
their Approaches and Batteries on the Bank of the River, 
where they made a falle Attack v on the 5 th of September 
they made the real one, on the Foot of the Hill; in 
which after an obftinate Refinance tliey fucceeded, and 
got Pofleflion of the Whole of their Cannon, having made 
a very great Slaughter of the Enemy, and taken about 
1,000 of their Cavalry Prifoners. It was reported, that 
Cojim had 60,000 People in Arms in that Intrenchment, 
and the whole Englijb Army did not amount to more 
than 3,000 Firelocks ; That about the End of September 
they advanced to the Neighbourhood of Mongbeery 
which they were obliged to attack regularly, and in the 
Beginning of OStobery after having made a practicable 
Breach, the Garifon, confiding of 2,000 Sepoysy capitu- 
lated. That Place had made his Capital, ancl had 
drengthened as much as his Time and Circumdanccs 
would admit. There they received Accounts of the 
Maflarce of the Englifl) Gentlemen and Soldiers, who 
were Prifoners of War, amounting altoKthcr to about 
200, at Patnay and other Places.— And the Witnefs 
obferved. That at Chabaudy when on March to Mongbeefy 
Major Adams received a L«ter from Cejjim Alfy CawHy 
fignifying his Refolution, in cafe the Anny ihould ad- 
vance further, to cut off the Englijb Gentlemen in his 
Pofleflion. At that Time Meflieurs AdamSy fiatfony and 
Carnac wrote to Meflieurs EQis and Hay, recommending 
to them to endeavour to purchafe their Liberty of the 
Guard who were over them, at any Price ; to which they 

returned 
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returned for Anfwcr, That they ought not to be atten- 
tive to them, for they mull fiibmit to their Fate j and 
dt fired that no Confidcrarion of their Sitiurion fhould 
prevent tlte Army from proceeding in riieir Opera- 
tions. 

The VVitnefs further obferved, That it vras while the 
Army lay at Cbahud thai they were informed that Kam- 
ncram and Rnjrb JUilhib were font out in a Boat from 
Monghcer^ before Cojfm had left it, to a little Reach in 
the River, in Sight of the Garifon, where they were put 
to Death , and about the fame Time Rtija Futta Sif^y 
and Nine more ol Ramcraiifi Relations, were likewile 
put to Dt.ii.h i and tiiat on the Advance of the Army 
towards Patna^ they found the Bodies of the Two Seets 
buried in an Apartment of a Ilourc at Babar ) they had 
been put to Death by Ccjfim\ Order, and expofedi under 
a Guard of Sepeys^ to Beafts and Birds of Prey, that they 
might not be burned, according to the Rites of their Re- 
ligion, being Gentoos. 

And the Witnefs proceeded to relate, that about the 
End of the Month they were advanced to the Environs 
of Paina j which Place, after a fpirited Defence, they 
made thcmfelvcs Matters of on the 6rh of Novemhery by 
Storm, the Enemy having, in the Courfe of the Siege, 
got PofiTclRon of One of their Batteries, and blown up 
their Magazine. After the Capture of Patna the Enemy 
made no further Stand. — The Army advanced, about the 
End of December^ to the Banks of the Carumnajfa^ the 
Boundary of the Province ; at which Time Coffintt with the 
lhatfcred Remains of liis Army and Treafure, were wait- 
ing to complete his Bridge of Boats over the Gangesy in 
order to crofs over to Stpab Dowlab's Country, which he 
entered on the 4th of December. On the 9th, Major 
Adams left the Army under the Command of Major 
KnoXy intending to embark for Europe i and, by particu- 
lar Defire of the Nabob, permitted the Witnefs to re- 
main Twenty Days with the Armyi durii^ which Inter- 
val fome of Ccjfm'& Emiflaries were bufy with the Fo- 
reigners in their Army, Three of whom deferred, and 
were T wo Days afterwartls taken. Major Knox's Indif- 
poficion, he imagined, prevented his Application to Ma- 
jor Adams for a Warrant to try thofc Delcrtcrs— they re- 
mained in Confinement when Major Kmx and he left the 
Army, about the End of Decembery and he believes were 
not at laft tried by a General Court Martial, The 
Troops at this Time laying inaflivc on the Frontiers 
of the Province, entertained an Idea that they would 
not proceed to the neceflary Severity of Military Pu- 
niflimentSi and in his Opinion this was the firft Grounds 
of the mutinous Difpofition which prevailed In their 
Army for fome Time after, and had well nigh occa- 
fioned the Lofs of the wliolc Province. That about 
the Middle of January he arrived at CaUiiltay where 
he received the fiift Account of M^or Adams's 
Death. 

The Witnefs being quettioned as to the Condition of 
CoJJim Ally Cawn's Army, he faid, It was better appoint- 
ed, and better difciplincd, than he had ever feen an In- 
dian Army before ; And being afked. Whether, on the 
March of the Army under Major AdamSy the Proba- 
bility of Succefs was on the Side of the Englifts or 
Coffm ? he laid, To a reflefting Mind it mutt evidently 
have appeared in Favour of Cojmy tliough the Troops 
were, he believed, all determined to a Man, either to 
conquer or die, tliere being no other Rclburce. 

The Witnefs war alfo aiked, Where C<#w /fils’ Own 
v/as fupplied with the great Quantities of Artillciv he all 
along appeared to have had ? and he faid. That he pur- 
chafc.l the greateft Part of his Field Artille^ clandcf- 
tincly of the Europeans •, That he had CarriaMi made 
by his own People from EngUps Models ; but Two Six 
Pounders w(ere delivered over to liim at Patna (by whom 
he does not know) and that his Carriages were made 
with e'evating Screws, and in every Refpedl as good as 
the Models. 


And in order further to (hew the Military Traiifiw^ 
tions of that Period, and the Ri& and Pfpgrefi of the 
War with &njah Dovslaby 

Your Committee lay beforb the Houfe the Papers in 
the Appendix marked j and further refer (to the Evi- 
dence of Colonel MunrOi entered in tlw Journals of laft 
Year, and then taken before the Witnefs left Tjntdony 
u|>on a Suppofition that the Committee would have been 
able to have reached that Period in their Examinations. 

Your Committee proceeded, in the next Place, to en- 
quire into the Conduft of the Company’s Servants up- 
on the Death of Myr Jaffiery into the Part they topk 
in the Ettabliihment of his Succettbr, Nudyum ul Dvw- 
Jaby and into the Motives upon which they adled ; and 
Your Committee find. That Myr JaJper^ fome Time 
before his Death, had afibciated in the Government his 
Scephd Soi^ Nudjum ul Dowhshy then about Twenty 
Years of Age, and declared him his Succeflbt ; That at the 
Death of Myr Jaffiery which happened in the Month of 
January in the Year 1765, Mr. Mddlet$»y then Refident 
at the Durbar on the Part of the Company, was me* 
lent at the Ceremony of piticing Ntt^um ul Dowlab on 
the Mufnud, and gave and received the atftomary Nx- 
zars (or complimentary Prefents) on that Occafion. 

That it was rcfolved by the Governor and Council to 
fend a Deputation, confifting of Four Gentlemen of the 
Council i viz. MelTrs. Jobiffioney Leyetpety Seniori *nd 
MddletcUy with the Inftruftions annexed in the Ap- 
pendix, N* 68. 

That the faid Deputation, after fomb Negotiadon, 
which is explained m the fubfequent Evidence and 
Papers annexed, concluded a Treaty with the Nabob : 
And in order to obtain further Lights in the above 
Tranfaftion, Your Committee examined Ralph 
Efquire, who informed Your Committee he was a 
Member of the Council of Calcutta in 1765 •, that upon 
the Death of Myr Jaffiery the Governor and Council, On 
die Part of the Company, refolved to acknowlege his 
eldcft Son, whom the late Nabob had, a Ibort Time 
before his Death, afibciated with him in the Gorernmenr, 
as his Succcflbr to the Mufiiud — the Terms on which 
fuch Acknowlegemenc was to be made, neeefifaril^ 
brought to the RecolIe6tion of the Governor and Council 
the fcveral Inconveniences which had been fidt untto 
the late Treaty with Myr Jaffier \ and it was a Duty 
they owed the Company, by whofe Arms Nud^um at 
Dowkb was to be fupported in his Government, to fti- 
pulate fuch Conditions as Ihould be convenient to theif 
Affairs.— -From the Time the Barrier between the Country 
Government and the Company had been broke down, 
Contefts for Power had ari^ between them, till in 1763 
the EngUpb Affairs were brought into a moll critical 
Situation by a War with Ceffim AUy Cerm : In the new 
Treaty therefore with Ja^ Ally Cawuy ia 1763, it 
had been ftipulated, that he Ihould not maintain ateve 
12,000 Horfe, and 12,000 Foot— thus deprived of 
Power CO become formidable to the EngUPt, he had no 
Military Force that could add Strength to tlwir Army 
during the War with Sujah Dowlaby which for fome 
Time wore fo ferious an Afpedl as to oblige the Ser- 
vants of the Company to au^ent their Forces , which, 
together with ihe great Diftance of the Scene of A£lion, 
increafed the Military Expences beyond the Extent of 

Company’s Funds in Bedgal^thm was reprefented to 
tSe Nabob in Offaier 1764, and he was with Difiljculty 
prevailed on to contribute Five Lacks of Rupees per 
Month, towards the Expence of the Amoy, fo long as 
the War with Sujab Dtwlab Iboukl laft:— The nttle 
Alfittance chat had been received from any Forces that 
had been kept up by the Nabob, convinced the 
Council, that the intirc. Defence, of the Provinces muft 
henedforth reft upon the Engliffi Army— it was' there- 
fore thought wife and prudent to difeharge the Nnbbb 
from the Expences of keeping up any .MUkann. Ckfree 
6 ' but 
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twt ibch. as Ihottid be iiece 0 arv the Parade and 
l%dtjr of Government^ the diftrit^dogof JultM^ 
the Bufinefs of the Coupons ; and in order co Mih- 
hifjr the Company for the incteaftd Burthen of^eir 
Enpences, it vras refohred to prbpqfe to the Nabob, that 
the temporaiy Afflmroent Five Lacks ptr Month 
Ihould be converted into a Perpetuity, fo long as the 
Exigencies of the CompanT^s Affairs fhoutd require 
it, as there was a Necefliw for keeping op lb lai^ 
a Force for the Defence of the Provinces.--The efta- 
blilhed Income of the Company at this Period was 
about 1. 1,400,000 per jHnum^ including the Five 
Lacks per Month, and cxclufive of G#perr, which had 
been ceded to the Company by the King, and had yield- 
ed to the Company near 230,000 per Annum — the 
Military Expences, including the Charge of Fortifica- 
tions, amounted to about 1,100,000 per Annum— 
Civil Expences of Settlement to about 200^000 per 
Annum i fo that there would have remained a'clear In- 
come to the Company of about £. 350,000, to be em- 
ployed in the Purchale of Inveftments, exclufivc of the 
Ftofits arifing from the Salea of Goods imported from 
Ekrnpe . — Such was the Situation of the Company in 
Point of Income in April 1765*, and repeatedly as the 
PireAors had enjoined their Servants not to extend their 
Territorial Obje^s, the Council thought the converting 
the temporary Aflignmenc of Five Lacks into a Per- 
petuity was the moft eligible Mode of afeertaining to the 
Conripany proper Refources for their prodigious Milit^ 
Dilburfements \ and if the immenfe Expence of main- 
Caining an Army, fufiicient to defend the Provinces, Ije 
confleured, it will be found, that the Nabob was left 
in a Situation as defireable as any of his PredecefTors. 
The Militaiy of the Nabob was another very important 
Point to be fettled— The old Nabob had been fo rivetted 
to Nundcomar., a Man of a very bad Charader, that the 
whole Affairs of Government had been committed to 
him without any Controul } he bad once been convifted 
before the Board of affifting our Enemies in their De> 
figni on Bengal j and though very ftrongly fufpefted of 
carrying on a treacherous Correfpondcnce with our Ene- 
mies, during the War with St^ah Doxulab^, yet the Nabob, 
notwithftanding the Remonfttances of the Board, conti- 
nued to fupport him in the Plenitude of Power. — The 
Court of Direftors ordered he Ihould not be employed 
in any Office of Truft, which* together with the Opinion 
the Board had formed of his Chafer, brought them to 
the Refolution of having hint removed from fo abfolute 
a Sway— confenting however, if the Nabob Ihould in- 
fill upon it, to have him iit any lucrative Office, with 
fuch Checks as Ihould prevent Mifehiefs to the Public 
—the Board therefore came fo the Refolution of recom- 
mending Mahomed Rtza Cjwn, being the fitted Man 
that occurred. — ^The immediate Coll^ions of the Re- 
venues was to be under Riy Duluh and others j and as 
the Company were become lb intereded in the Bufinefs 
of the ColkAions, it was thought proper to referve to 
the Board a Ri^t of remondFating when improper 
People were employed. — ^The annuu Fall of Ruffees 
had been confidered as a very great Grievance to that 
Country i it was therefore made a Stipulation in the 
Treaty with Nudjum ul Dowlah^ that he would concur 
with ^ Board in proper Regulations for removing fo 
great a Grievance. — Thefe, with fome other Aruclcs 
of the Treaty formerly executed with Jafier ABy Cawn, 
compofed the new Treaty drawn up by me Board •, and 
a Draumion, confiding of Meffieurs JohnJIont, Senior^ 
MSdfittoHj and the Witnefs, was appointed, in the 
Middle of Fehruary 1765, to feat Nu^um ul Dowlah on 
the Mklhud, as foon as he Ihould have acceded to cite 
new Treaty,— The Deputies, as was expeded, met 
with every Oppofitim that could be made by Nund- 
an armil, ambitious Man, wlu>fe own Power 
Was CO be lb’ greatly IclRned by the new Treaty pro- 
fielbd to the Nabob \ and had this Man been left in 
the full Enjoyment iS bis Power, the Witnels was per- 
Voi. III. 


fuaded the Nabob would not have objeAed to any other 
Part of the Treaty.— The chief, if not the Iblc, Ob- 
je&k»Vthac he made, was to the Nomination of Mahe^ 
med Rexa Cnv», of whom lb great a Degree of jea- 
louly had artfully been infufed by Nmdemar^ that the 
Deputies found the Nabob drongly prepoffeffed with an 
Idea, that the Council meant to place Mahomed Reza 
Catnn oh the Mufnud. — The Deputies had great Diffi- 
culty in arguing him out of fuch A Sufpicion ; but, 
upon their folemn Affiiranccs, that there was no fuch 
Defign, he was at lad convinced. — The Deputies were 
particularly earned to have the Treaty executed, as 
they learnt that Nudjum ul Dowlahf by Advice of 
Nundemar^ had applied for Sunnuds from the King, 
intending to take Poffelfion of the Provinces by Vir- 
tue thereof, previous to any Stipulation with the Com- 
pany 1 and on the very Day fixed for ieating Nudjum ui 
Dowlah on the Mufnud, under the Influence of the 
Company, he fent Word that the Sunnuds were ar- 
rived — and it was with fome Difficulty he was prevailed 
upon to podpone the public Receipt of them. — Thd 
Board had expreffed an Opinion, that if Sunnuds were 
neceffary, they (hould be obtained only through the 
Influence of the Company, and could not but be dif- 
pleafed, that Nundeemar fliould have taken upon him- 
fclf to apply for them without their Concurrence.— 
The new I'reaty having been executed, and Mdho/neJ 
Reza Catvn having been received by the Nabob as his 
Minidcr, the Deputies profecuted the other Objeft of 
their Commiffion; which was, to aim at- fuch a Know- 
lege of the Revenues, as might enable the Board to 
give their Sentiments to the Nabob on the Allotments 
neceffary to be made in the Collcidions. — To this Nund- 
comar gave the utmod Oppofition, as an Enquiry into 
the Revenues was furc to difeover any Mifmanagcmcnc 
of his i and, as the Witnefs recollcflcd, there ap- 
peared at that Time a large Sum unaccounted for, ur 
uncol]e£lt'd, in which Nundeemar had a particular 
Intered. The Nabob appeared facisfied with what had 
been done, and he exprefled his Sacisfadlion in a Letter 
to the Governor on the Appointment of Mahomed Reza 
Cazan, and on other Points. — The fubfequent Orders 
of the Board, with refped to Nundcomart rave the 
Nabob great Offence. — Mr, George Vanfittart had jud 
brought down from Patna fome ftrong prefumptive 
Evidence of his having carried on a treacherous Cpr- 
relpondencc with our Enemies during the War with 
Sujab Dowlah^ upon which the Council pofitivciy cti- 
refled that Numemar Ihould be lent down to Calcutta 
to anfwcr the Charge. — The Nabob was very unwilling 
CO part with Nundeemar^ and wrote prelfingly to the 
Governor on the Subjeft.— The Board thought the 
public Safety required an Examination, and perfifted in 
their Order * in Confcquence he was font down to Cal' 
cutlaj and the fevcral Witnefles ordered from Patna.— 
The Deputies would very willingly have been excufod a 
Service fo difagrecablc to the Nabob, but it was their 
Duty to execute the Orders of the Council, from 
which they never deilK|d. — That Ihortly after this, 
the Witnefs was orderedTOwn to Calcutta., and refumed 
his Place, as one of the Members of the Board, about 
the End of March, 

And the Witnefi being afked, Whether, at the Time 
of agreeing to acknowlege Nudjum ul Dowlah, the 
Pretenfions of the other Relations of Myf Jajjicr were 
confidered ? he faid. That, as he recbllcfted, the Board 
did confider that Point— That the Competitors for the 
Succeffion to the Mufnud were Nudjum ul Dowlah, 
Jaffier'% fecond Son, but the eideft alive, who was 
Twenty Years old, and a Son of die late Chuta Nabob, 
who was Jaffierh eideft Son, and was at that Time 
about Six Years old. — The Board were of Opinion it 
was not cuftomary to purfuc that Line of Sucfxflion 
which would regulate a Claim of this Sore in Europe. 
— Nu^um ul Dowlah had been brought down to Calcutta 
by Myr Jaffier, and all along confidered by him as 
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the next in Succeflion, and, a fliort Time before his 
Death, Jiad been allbciated with him in the Govern- 
ineiu — That the Council were not unanimous in 
that Opinion, Mr. Burdeit diflenting •, but they did 
not think they could deviate from the Appointment 
of without its carrying through the Country 

the Idea of a Revolution — That the public Opinion 
was Bxed on Ntidjum ul Dowlah, as Succelibr to Myr 
Jaffier^ iniinciliatcly on his Death. And being aiked. 
Why tlieCounciUlid not at that Time take thcDewannce? 
he fmi, It did not occur to him, that at that Period the 
Council to.ik into Confidcration the Propriety of apply- 
ing to the King fur the Dewannee ■, but that in 1761 the 
Oder of it Was made to the Governor and Council, 
which was, afur a full Dircufllon, refufed; and the 
Court of Dircifors approved of tlie Conduft of the 
Council on that Occafion, and had frequently exprefled 
a Wifli, that their Servants would not extend their ter- 
ritorial Objetls — 1 hat there could not be any Doubt 
of the thjvcinor and Council’s Power to poffefs them- 
fclvesof die Dewannee, if it had been thought expedient 
— 'I'liat the King, who was fubfillingon the Company’s 
Bounty, and who had on all Occalions exprelled the 
utmoll Attention to their Interelt, certainly would not 
have refulcd Inch a Requeft, 

And being alketl. If the Governor and Council had 
at that Time inllrudled General Carnac to fccurc to the 
Company the Gofftpore Country ? he faid. That it was 
with extreme Concern Mr. Vanfittart and his Council 
were driven to the Neceflity of allowing the Forces of 
the Company to jialii the Boundaries of the Ben£ol Pro- 
vinces — That the unprovoked Invafion or Sujab 
Dowlab conlpellcd them to deviate from that Line— 
I'hat the Battle of Ruxar put the EngUJIi Forces imme- 
diately in I’ofleflion of the Countiy of Coupon > and as 
it was impraaicablc f6r the Governor and Council, after 
tliat Event, to withdraw their Forces back to their own 
Provinces, they refolvcd to alk the King for Sunnuds 
for that Province, as an Aid towards defraying the great 
Expences of the Army. 

And being allied. If Myr Jaffier complained that the 
Charge of Five Lacks of Rupees fer Month was con- 
tinued on him longer than was neceflaiy ? he faid. 
Not that he knew of : That Myr Jaffier only agreed to 
p.iy it in OSlober 1764, and died in January 1765. 

And being afked, Where he imagined Lord Clive was 
wlien the I'rcaty with Nudjum ul Dowlab was conclud- 
ed ? he faid. The Board had not received any certain 
Accounts of his having left England^ but from the gene- 
ral Tenor of the Letters expeiked him to come with 
extraordinary Powers — That it was impoflible for the 
Council who were there to have left the Succeffion to 
ilie Mufnud fo long in Sufpcnce, as to have waited his 
Arrival j and that it would have bexn equally inoproper 
to have allowed Nudjum ul Dowlab to excrcife the 
Powers of Government without entering into Stipula- 
tions with him on Behalf of the Company i bcfidcs that 
the leaving of an Event of that Importance to th? 
Country undetermined, would probably have created 
much Mifchief and Confufion with refpea to the Col- 
Icftions, and every other Objeft of State j and that he did 
jiot recoUeft that any Member of the Board propofed to 
w.ut till Lord CIhe'& Arrival.— And being aUicd, What 
were the Number of the Nabob’s Forces at the Time of 
his Acceflion ? he faid he could not remember — That 
he had a great Number for the Bufinefs of Collcftions, 
and the Parade of Government, but fcarce any regular 
military Force — and that the Treaty, fettled at the 
Conl'ultation in February^ was executed by the Nabob, 
without any Alteration being made in the Courfc of the 
Negociation between the Nabob and the Gentlemen of 
the De})utation. — And being alked. How he Ihould 
have tried Nundeemar^ wlio had been brought down to 
Calcutta^ by Order of the Board, to anfwcr certain Charges 
brought againlk him for Mifcondu^l: in his Office as 
Miniuer to the Nabob ? he faid. The Board would 


have c^d him and the Evidence before .them, 
exaeoH^ Faft— That they would have refold, 

upoji thc Evidence, whether the Accufiition was proved 
or not} but with regard to the Punifhment, he faid, he 
did not fee wlicre the Power of inflifting it was lodged— . 
That he did not know that the Board had Power to com- 
pel Nundcomar to fubmit to their Jurifdiftion, but prc- 
furaed he would not have difputed it. — That Nmdeomdr^ 
immediately upon his Arrival at Calcutta., was confined, 
but not very clofely } though, as the Witnds remem- 
bered, he was not permitted to leave his Houfe without 
Leave from the Governor— That he believed he was 
examined by the Board, but not till feme Months after 
his coming to Calcutta. 

Your Committee then examined, to the fame Point,' 
Jrchi^ald Swi/fton, Efquirc, who was Captain in the 
Army, in Bengal^ in 1765, and alfo Ferfian Interpreter 
and Aid de ^amp to General Carnac : And he informed 
your Committee, That he had frequent Converfations 
with Myr jeffier about the Five Lacks of Rupees per. 
Month, llipulatcd to be paid by Myr Jaffier in OSober 

1764, as mentioned in Mr. LeyceJleFo Evidence, and 
the other Demands made on him by the Board} of 
which he frequently heard Myr Jaffier complain bitterly } 
and of all the Demands made upon him at that Time, 
which had not been ftipulated in his Treaty with the 
Company, on his Relloradon, particularly the increaied 
Demand for Reftitution for Lodes, and the Donation 
to the Navy. — That Mr. John JobnJlone was prefent ac 
fomc of thefe Converfations with the Nabob, and 
greatly difapproved of fome of the Demands, particu- 
larly of the Donation to the Navy ; but that he approvetf 
of the Demand of Reftitution for Lodes, 

And Your Committee have annexed hereunto, N" 69, 
the 5th, 17 th, 18th, and 19th Paragraphs of the Com- 
pany’s feparate Letter to Bengal^ dated 24th December 

1765, containing the Opinion of the Court of Direftors 
upon the Conduifk of the Company’s Servants in the 
Courfc of the War ^ainft Cojftm Ally Cawn^ condemn- 
ing the Demand which had been made of the Goffipore 
Country, and the Intention of conquering Sujab Dowlab's 
Countiy for the King } requiring them to adopt fome 
Syftem which might clearly mark out the Barriers of 
the Country Government and ours, and ordering the 
ftridlcft Enquiry to be made, whether any Contri- 
butions had been exafked by the Servants from the 
Nabob Nudjum ul Dowla, on his Accedion to the Subah- 
fliip. — They have allb annexed an Extraft of the Com- 
pany’s General Letter to Bengal dated 19th February 

1766, N* 70, containing the further Opinion of the 
Court of Direfbors upon the Treaty with the King, 
upon the Meafures purfued on the Death of Jaffier Atty 
Cawnt the Appointment of independant Duans, toge- 
ther with their Strifkures upon the Treaty with the 
Nabob Nudjum ul Dowlab. — And, for the further Infor- 
mation of the Houfe, refpedling that Part of the fore- 
going Evidence which, relates to the Refufal of the 
Dewannee ac the Time then referred to, Your Com- 
mktee have annexed to their Appendix, N'yi, the 
58th Paragraph of the General Letter from the Gover- 
n(i|r and Council of Bengal^ dated 12th November 1761, 
containing their Realbns for refufing the Dewannee of 
Bengali and the 55th Paragraph of the Letter from the 
Court of Dire^ors to the Prefident and Council of 
Bepgalf approving of fuch Refufal. 

Your Committee then examined Harry Verelflt 
Efquire, to the fame Point } who faid he was jirll 
appointed a Member of the S«rle£t Committee in Bengal, 
by the Court of Direi^ors, at the latter End of Mr. 
VarffittartS Government, but never took his Scat till 
after hU Second Nonun, ation, with Lord Clive, 

Sumner, Camae, Syiet» by the Company’s Orders, 
ill June j 764, which Orders arrived in Bengal the 24^ 
of January 1 765 1 thut he was abfent from Cateutta^Jik 
Chief of Cbittfigoug, when the Confultation was Ijelo 
the Arrangement of the Affairs of Government under 
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A^iiiaik ft/ Dnoiah^ iln4 never wi^ osnfulted on that 
Sul^i M that Time Fourteen or Sfctteen Days were 
needHi^ for conveying a Difpatch to Chittagong, and 
reteivliig an Anfwer; tiwre being many, broad Rivera to 
pa^ pamularly one witich is a Branch of the Sea ; by 
whi^. Means the CeorreQxmdence was rendered very 
unceltidn'i that while he was at Chittagong, Reports 
prevailed there among the People in general that there 
were fbme Delays M regard to confirming Ukdjum ul 
Bmlah, and that Prefents were intended to be made 
to the‘ Council <m his Accefllon.—And being alked. If 
he thought NuMm ul Dowlab the proper Perfon to 
fucceed to the Mufnud after Death, he 

faid; According to the LaWs of Inioftan he certainly was 
nott that, the Succelfion ought to have run in the Line 
of idberatt, but that thofe Laws are frequently deviated 
from throughout the whole Mogul Empire, and legal 
Right has frequently been fet afide on the AccelTion of 
diferent Prinee».-*On being afked. Whether there is 
any iLaw in luiefian regulating the Succeilion of the 
Nabobs? he faid. He meant that Metrau'^ Son was 
lawful Heir to all that Jaffier iiolTeflred, unlefs otherwife 
diltoftd of by Will, and that he of Right would (land 
in Preference for Recommendatbn to the Nabobfiiip, 
if approved of by the Company’s Servants ; that the 
Naboblhip is an Office that does not defeend by Sue* 
ceffioh; being held under the Crown, though the King 
fi^uently continues it in the fame Family — that at 
the Time of Nudjum ul Dowlah't Acceffion to the Mu{^ 
nud, he neither objefled to his Elevation, nor was he 
ever COtdblted on that Matter, neither did he in his 
Letter to* Mr. Middleton, wrote at that Period, mention 
any Thing about it, nor to any of his Friends. — Being 
jffited. Whether, if he had been at the Board at the 
Time of Jnffier^t Death, and obliged » determine on a 
Succeffor, he (hould have chofen Nudjum ul Dowlah, 
or Afe<f»«’s Son ? he faid.

not have been the Ambition of the Prince to contend 
with—That though he was a filember of the Board at 
the Time of Nudjum ul Dov 4 a*i Death, he did not 
make any Claim in Favour to' Meeran*s Son, whofe 
Ri^t to the Succeffion he did not efteem as (Irong 
then as at the Accelfion of Nudfmul Dowlab-, notwith- 
ftandtng that ^fa Dowlab, who was Nudjum'% next 
Brother, and fucceeded him in the Mufnud, was Jaffier*% 
Son by another Woman, bccaufe that as the Line of 
Succeffion had been broke, fuch a Meafure would have 
had the Appearance of a Retolution. — That if A§rr 
Jaffier had given his Effefls by Will to Nudjum his Son, 
there would not have been any Injury to Meeran’s Son 
— ^Tbat he fuppofed the Meafure adopted by the Treaty 
with Nudjum ul Dowlah, to limit the Number of his 
Forces, was in Order to cftablilh the fuperior Power of 
the Being aiked. What was the Annual 

Amount of the N^b’s Revenues, after Payment of 
the Sums ftipulated by Treaty ? he faid, , He could not 
(peak' from Memory as to the precile CoIleAions in the 
NaJsi^V Timci but that, fuppofing them fomething 
lefs than they have been fincc, he imacined they would 
amtoilit to about Two Millions StcrlTng.->And being 
a(k«^, What would be the Nett Sum remaining for the 
NaM afilw paying the Expences of his Government ? 
he^. He was.' not fuffibiently acquainted with the 
Eftahlifoinent to Ihfoeif that Queftion— there would be

■ In the Courfe of the above Examination, Your Com- 
mitree had Occafion to obferve, that Mention was made 
of Prefents to the Servants of the Company, and they 
purfued their Enquiries thereupon : — And Your Com- 
mittee take this Occafion to remark, that they have not 
found upon the Company’s Records, previous to the 
Receipt of the Covenants in the Year 1765, any dire6l 
Report from Perfons concerned, of Prefents received by 
them, it not having been the Prafl-lcc with the Com- 
pany’s Servants for thofe adling feparatcly to communi- 
cate to the Governor and Council, nor for the Governor 
and Council, when they were collcftively concerned, to 
communicate to the Court of Direftors, the Receipt 
of Prefents •, neither has it been the Prafticc, as far as 
Your Committee can difeover, of His M.ijefty’a Olficcrs 
adling with the! Company’s Forces in India fo to do. 

And in regard to fuch Tranfaftions as related to 
Prefents, at the Period of the Acceffion of Nudjum ul 
Dowlab, Your Committee examined Ralph Leycejler, 
Efquirej who gave the following Information : 'l hat he 
was one of the Gentlemen of the Deputation for nego- 
tiating the Treaty with Nudjum ul Dowlab, on his Accef- 
fion to the Mufnud ; and who, being a(kcd. What hu 
knew of any Prefents being made on that Occafion ? 
faid. That foon after the Death of Myr Jaffier, an 
Agent of Nudjum ul Dowlab's came to Cakutta tp notify 
his Acceffion to the Government, and to offer Preients 
to the Governor and Members to the Council, as had 
been before praftifed that Mr. Spencer in particular, 
who was at that Time Governor of Bengal, offered Nine 
or Ten Lacks of Rupees, if he would allow all Things 
to remain in the State they then wcrcj that Juggut 
Chund was the Agent, and the Time of his coming to 
Calcutta about the Middle of February 1765—- That Mr. 

S er communicated thefc Offers to the Council ; and 
1C was informed by the fame Agent, that he had 
Authority to offer Preients to the other Members of 
the Council, but that the Agent did not fpecify any 
particular Sums— That the Gentlemen all concurred 
with Mr. Spencer in thinking it improper to receive any 
Prefents from the Nabob, both as the Public Interells 
were yet unfeccled, and as they faw a Public Expediency 
for removing Nundeemar, through whom thefe Prefents 
were underfiood to be made, and who was at that Time 
Prime Minificr and Favourite to the Nabob Thas 
after the Treaty was executed at Muxadabad, the Public 
intereft amply fecured, and Mahomed Reza Cawn re- 
ceived into the Office which had lacen held by Nund- 
eemar, it was mentioned to the Nabob by Mooter am, a 
Gentoo, that if his Excellency continued in his former 
Mind, with refpeft to the offering Prefents, there were 
not any ObjeAions now to receiving any Marks of his 
Favour : — Thar, a few Days before this, the Nabob h?d 
offered the Witnefs, through Nundcomar, a Prefent of

He was not at the Board, 
but afterwards received his Appointment to the Service 
as a Writer : And being afked, he faid. He had never 
heard that any other Englijhman out of the Company’s 
Service had received any Prefent upon the like Occa- 
fion ; and that there were no other Englijhy befides Mr. 
Gideon JohnJloney out of the Company’s Service at the 
Nabob’s Court at that Time : And being afked. Whe- 
ther, at that Period, he had had any Offers of Prefents 
from Nundcomar ? he faid. That fome Days before the 
Arrival of the other Deputies, Nundcomar paid him a 
Vifit at the Fadlory at Coffimbuzary when he made the 
Witnefs an Offer of Five Lacks of Rupees ; and alfo 
told him, in the Prefence of Mr. Jcykilly that if he 
would give him a Promife to withhold his Favour from 
Mahomed Reza Cawuy the above Sum fhould be fent 
into the Fadlory that Night or the next Morning-, but 
that he refufed^ the Prefent on Account of the Condi- 
tions on which it was offered : And being afked.

He did not -, and that if he had ever fufpedfed that there 
had been any Application for that Purpol'e, he would 
not have accepted any Prefents from him ; that he had 
rendered feme perfonal Services to Mahomed Reza Caivn, 
before that of appointing him Naib Subah, and after 
Myrjajfier returned to the Aroiy, by protcftiiig him 
from the ill Ul'age of Nundcomar ; but that he never in 
Return made the Witnefs an Offer of Prefents till tlie 
Acceflion of Nudjum ul DowUih •, and that on tliat Oc- 
caflon the Witnefs was not particularly dirtinguiflied by 
him : And being afkcd, How much of the Pour J.acks 
of Rupees, which were offered to the Gentlemen of tlie 
Deputation^ was adVually received ? he faid, He had re- 
ceived 50,000 Rupees of his own Share, but that neither 
Mr. Leycejler or Mr. johnfient received theirs ; I'liaf 
Mr. Leycejler mentioned to the Witnefs, feme I'ime in- 
Marchy that, for p.irticular Rcafons, he Ihoiild not re- 
ceive his Share of Mahomed Reza Cawn's Prelent : — 
And being afkcd, he faid. That Mahomed Reza Cawn 
called upon him in the Fadtory, about the 141I1 or 15th 
of May 1765, on his Way toCalcuttay and feewed him 
a l.ettcr he had received from Lord Clivey requefting 
his Attendance at Calcutta i and that though the I’^ctter 
was wrote in genteel I'erms, yet being naturally of a 
timid Difpofition, he exprefled great Fears op the Occa- 
fion; that the Witnefs endeavoured to remove thofe 
Fears, by aflliring him, that he knew Lord Clive very 
well, and that no harm was intended him, but that lie 
would be civilly treated ; and took an Opportunity of 
mentioning to him, that as Mr. Leycejler had fignifietl to 
him his ObjecHions to accepting the Prclents he had 
offered him, the Witnefs fhould beg Leave to return 
thofe which he had given him : I'hat Mahomed Reza 
Cawn replied with fomc Surprize, that he did not look 
upon the Witnefs in the fame Light as the other Gentle- 
men i that he had fhewed himfelf his particular Friend 
on many Occafions, even to faving the Lives of hint 
and his Family, at a Time when it was not in his Power 
to make him any Acknowlcgement -, but that now, \\ licit 
it was in his Power, he begged and inircatcd, witli 
Tears in his Eyes, that the W itnefs would not return 
his Prefent. That thofe Confiderafions, together with 
his not being at that Time a fitting Member .at the Board, 
and his having fomc Thoughts of quitting the Service 
and returning to Europe that Seafon, by which it could 
not be fuppofed that he took the Prefent for any future 
Confiderations, induced him to keep it : And being 
afked. What Prefents were made by Juggnt Sect ? ho 
laid. He received 10,000 Rupees, and heard that ho 
intended to make it up 30,000 to each of the Deputies : 
— Th.at he apprehended Juggut Sect's Rcalbn for offer- 
ing thole Prefents was, to induce the Gentlemen to re- 
commend him to the now Nabob, his Favour and Pro- 
teftion being ufeful and neceffary to him in his liufincl'a 
as a Banker: — ^'Fhat he dul not know of any other Sums 
of Money being given to the Gentlemen of the Deputa- 
tion, or of tiie Council, than thofe he had meniicncd ; 
and that though he heard the Company intended to lend 
out frefh Covenants to their Servants, refpedling the ac- 
cepting of Picfints, that he did not know the Condi 
lions of them till they were lent up to him to be exe- 
cuted at CoJJmbuzary in the Beginning of "June i yOj. 

And Your Committee examined General Crjv.ac upon 
the Subjeft of Prefents ; who being afked, W Ik ii iie 
ligned the Covenants (Copies of wl'ich arc entered in 
the Journals of this Houle of latt Year) iclating to 
Prefents ? he laid. It was feme Time after his Arrival 
exCahuttay about the Middle of September 1765, and 
that he diftributcd them among the Army under his 
Command as foon ns they came to his Hands, vshich 
was not till near the End of July or the Beginning of 
Attgujly with Orders to execute them immediately : — 
That he had not figncd them himfelf, at the 'I'iine he 
gave Orders tothc Army to execute them, bccaufe they 
4 K were 
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were dated from a Periotl prior to his having any Inti- 
mation of tiieiii t — that thofc diftribured among the 
Army were all dated from the fame Tinte j and that he 
did not make any Alterations in them before herccjiiired 
the Officers to fi^n them ; it not being his tiunnefs to 
ftart Objeftions lor other People •, but that if they had 
made the fame Objedlions as he had done, he Ihould 
have thought them in the right : And being afked, 
Whether Captain iSwinien, his Aid dc Camp, figned the 
Covenants ? he faid, He had not, neither had they been 
tendered to him. That he lookeii upon the Captain 
more .is a Volunteer than atUially in the Service, as he 
had declared his Determination of returning to Europe 
that Seafon, long before the Receipt ot the Covenants ; 
and that his Stay in BeuguU which was very Ihort after 
that Time, was in Compliment to theWitnefs: And 
being aflied. If it was not his Duty, as Commander in 
Chu t of the jVrmy, to ftt tlie Example of Rcfpc(ft and 
IVfcience to his Conftituents, by figning the Cove- 
nants ? he faid, He certainly (hould have figned them 
but for the Rcafon above ftated ; And being afleed. 
Whether, when the Covenants were diltrlburcd to the 
Officers of the Army, they had any Intimation given 
them, that the General and his Aid de Camp had not 
figned them ? he laid, They had not any fuch Intima- 
tion from him : And being afked. What Prefents he 
received, from the Time the Covenants arrived in 1765 
t J the 'I’lme he figned them ? he premifed. That he did 
not know, till long afcei wards, that the Covenants had 
arrived in 1 765 •, and faid, That after that Time, but 
previous to his knowing any I hing of the Covenants, 
he received a Prefent of 80,000 Rupees from Eulwant- 
Raja of Btnaras ; and in September^ then knowing 
ot the Covenants, the King made him a Prefent of 
Two Lacks of Rupees, in the Manner as ftands record- 
ed on the Confultat'ons of that Period That Bul- 
Prefent was publicly known, but that he 
never tianfmittcd any Notice of it in Form to the Go- 
vernor and Council ; and the following Words, in a 
Minute figned by the Witncls at a Conlultation the 3d 
of February 1766, being lead •, viz. ** I never received 
“ from him (Sujah Doivloh) for iny own Ufe, a fingle 
” Rupee:'' — And the Witnefs being afked. Whether 
he ever received any from him for the Ufe of any 
other Perlbn ? he faki, I Ic never did. 

Anil Your Committee purfuiiig their Enquiry into the 
Circumfiances of the Pic Tents mentioned in the abovf 
I’.vidence •, ar.d the original Covenant figned by General 
Ctfr«<rc being produced, they find, that it, is dated the 
9th of November 17C5 ; but in the Minute of General 
Carnae, on the Bengal Confultatiuns of the 3d of Febru- 
ary 1766, Your Comniiitce find the following Words; 
liz. “ With regard to the Covenants, it is true, I did 
“ nor execute mine at the 'I'ime of my firft renewing 
“ them, becaufc they were dated too far back, and pre- 
“ vioiifly to my being made acquainted with them ; and 
“ I was in the Icn liuiry to go through this Ceremony, 
“ by Rrafon that I looked upon'mylclf as equally 

bound by them, w’herlu-r e.'tecutt-d or not, from the 

Moment I was publicly apprized of the Company’s 
“ Pleafure on that SubieiJf.” 

And Your Committee further find. That by thcTemis 
of the Covenant the Servants fif ti.c Company are bound 
to account for, and pay, to the faid Company, for their 
foie and proirr Life and Benefit, all and every fuch Gifts, 
Rewards, Gratuities, Allowances, Donations, or Com- 
peiifatioiis, whatfoever, which, contrary to the true In- 
icnr and Meaning of thofc Covenants, lhall have come 
into their Hands, rofieffion, or Power. 

And Your Committee do not find That the Prefent 
of Iwo Lacks of Rupees received by General C0rjBdc 
has ever been paid to the Company f but that Notice 
was given to the Court of Dircflors of the Receipt 
tliercof, by the General Letter from the Council, and a 
l.etterfrom I.oM’d Clive^ dated 30 Septemher 1765 (Co- 
pies of which arc hereunto annexed, N’ 7a and 73) 


That the Court of Direftora, by their Anfwers of tlwi 
17th of ASay 1766 (Copies of which are alfo annexed, N* 
74) promifed to take the fame into Confideration ; but 
the Committee have not difeovered by the Records of 
the Company, that any Thing further has been done re- 
lating thereto. 

And Your Committee having gone through the En- 
quiries to whiclt the Firft Examinations upon tlic Deou- 
tation to Nudjum ul Dotolah immediately led, and like- 
wife through their Enquiry into the Prefents received hy 
General Carnac fubfequent thereto, they thought this a 
proper Occafion, though they might in feme Degree de- 
viate from the Courfe they had preferibed to thcmfclvc* 
for prcfciving the Order of Time, to conneft and lay 
before the Houfc all other Difeoveries which have yet 
come within the Compafs of their Proceedings upon the 
Sut^e£f of prefents. 

And William Maegwire^ Efquire, being examined in 
regard to Prefents received at the Time of the Re- 
volution in Favour of CoJ^m Ally Canity upon which 
Subject many Circumftances are ftated upon the Jour- 
nals of laft Seffion : He informed Your Committee, 
That he was a Member of the Selefk Committee at 
Bengal at that Time *, that he was not prefent at any 
Meeting when a Sum of Money was ottered by Myr 
Ceffim i but heard from Mr. Van/iltart^ that an Offer of 
Twenty Lacks was made as a Prefent, after he was efta- 
blilhcd in the Nabobfhip, which Ofler was rtjefted by 
Mr. Vanfittart, who informed the Witnefs, that he had 
told CoJJim he would not receive any Prefent till all the 
Demands of the Company were fatisfied : And being 
afked. If he had ever received any Part of the above 
Sum, fo offered by Myr Cojfm ? he faid. He had re- 
ceived a Prefent from him in the Year 1761, to the 
Amount of One Lack and 80,000 Rupees : And be- 
ing afked what Circumftance.s attended the Receipt of 
that Prefent P he faid, That an Agent brought him a 
Teep, the latter End of the Year 1760, for Two Lacks 
of Rupees, which I'eep he fent to Mr, .*— That 

he communicated the Affiir to fome of the ScledI Com- 
mittee in private Converfation, but could not recoiled 
he told Mr. Vanfutart of it ; and that he never reported 
ic to the Selcft Committee officially : — That he heard 
that fomc other Gentlemen of the Sele£l Committee re- 
ceived Prefents at the fame Time : — That the above Sum 
is all he received at any Time, except the 5000 Mohurs» 
mentioned in a former Part of this Report. 

And Your Committee having obferved, in fomc Let- 
ters which paffed between Lord Clive and the Court of 
Dirc^ors, in the Year 1768 (which were laid before 
Your Committee purfuanc to their Order, and Copie.s of 
which, with the Inclofure in the Letter of 14 January 
1768, arc annexed in the Appendix, N” 75 and 76) 
That the Court of Direftors had required from his Lord- 
Ihip certain Papers faid to be in his PoflefTion, and to 
contain Proofs of Governor Vanjiuc.rt\ haying received 
Seven Lacks of Rupees for making the Mengbeer 
Treaty ; and further obferving from the fame Corre- 
^ndence, that his Lordfhip had ordered the Delivery 
of them, expreffing as his Reafon for Ib doing that Mr. 
Vanfittart himfclf feemed defirous of it ; Your Com- 
mittee called for the faid Papers from the Direftors \ and 
the following were produced accordingly ;

gq through all the Evidence refpefting this Tranfaftion, 
and examine the Account on which the fame is alleged 
to have been received, or the Application faid to be 
made thereof, they purpofc to report upon the fame on 
fomc future Day. 

Your Committee have no further Matter to lay before 
the Houfe upon the Subjeft of Prefents j but, in order 
to give the Houfe a fummary and comprchcnfive View 
of the Whole they have hitherto difeovered upon an 
Objedt fo important, they have thought proper to add 
the following Schedule.

in his Cuftody, which cannot be procured by any but 
the Chairman and Deputy Chaiunan jointly, as the 
Witnefs believed : And being alked, If every Diredtir 
or Member of the Company has a Right to have private 
Itettcns written to him, under the Company’s Cyplicr ?

of Directors in order to make it public. 

Your Committee then examined the Right honour- 
able Lord Clive, a Member of the Houfe who being 
afked. Whether it w.is his Intention that his Letter to 
Mr. Rous in Cypher, of the 1 yih of April 1 765, llioul J 
lie kept, fecret ? and tlic Letter being read to his Lord- 
fliip, he faid, He did not intend that that Letter Ihould 
be kept fecret from the Court of Directors or Mr. If^afjh, 
though he meant that Mr. fValJb fliould not divylge the 
Contents of it, bccaufc it was of a Political Nature: 
And lieing alked. In what Public Station refpedting the 
Eaft India Company Mr. Ji'Afa was, th.it his L-ordfhip 
conceived the Political Matters, which lliould be kept 
fecret from all others but the Direftors, fltould be com- 
municated to him? he laid, 1 iuit Mr. Ma/Jb was not in 
any Public Station whatever beloii^njpo the Company 
at that I'ime, but that he was liis Lordfliip’.s particular 
Eriend — had formerly been a Servaut of the Company’s 
Abroad for many Years, and from the Revolution of 
Plajiy, till a confiderablc i'ime aftcrwards,was his Secre- 
tary, and was intruded with all the Political Tr<uita6lion$ 
during the Time that his Lordlhip was in the CominanJ

If he 
could particularize any Faft told him by any Perfon,

Majority of the Council denied Mr. Vanfittart*% Audio* 
rity, and infifted upon tlicir Right to trade Duty free, 
by Virtue of the Royal Phirmaund, at the fame Time 
that they infixed that Ceffm Ally Cawn (hould not fuflfcr 
his own Subjedts to trade Duty free : — That on this Fa& 
^and many others he founded the Exprefllon of cleanfing 
the Aus;ean Stable. A further Inftance he mentioned, 
which was, the Compldnts of the Inhabitants, that the 
I Company's Servants, and the Agents afting under them,

— Being afked, If he thought the Condudl of 
the Council, in refufing to conform to the Treaty made 
by Mr. Vanfittart at Monghtett agreeing to pay Nine p<r 
Cent, was improper ? he faid. He thought that Part of 
the Treaty was improper, becaufe in his Opinion they 
ought to have paid a great deal more Tiiat he did 
not tliink the whole Treaty was proper, neither did he 
think Mr. Vanfntart was authorized to conclude a Treaty 
without laying it before the Council i and that General 
Carnacf Mr. and Mr. Cartier^ gave it as their 

Opinion, that the Company’s Servants had a Right to 
trade Duty free by the Royal Phirmaund } and that with 
rcfpcdl to the Duty of Nine per Cent. Mr. Vanjittert had 
no Right to conclude fuch a Treaty with the Nabob} 
and that hcconfidered the Inhabitants of Bengali Sub- 
je(Sts to the Nabob, becaufc the Mogul’s Power was an- 
nihilated : And being afked, If he lidmitted that he 
had formed a Rcfolution at Mairafs to leize the Dewan- 
nce, difmifs Part of the Company’s Servants, and to 
call fomc of the fenior Servants from the other Settle- 
ments to fill up their Places, upon his Arrival at Bengal f 
his Lordlhip faid, He did not admit he had formed any 
one of thole Rcfolutions'at that Time. 

Your Committee next examined John Efquire, 

a Member of the Houfc > who informed them, that he 
was One of Lord Clive'% Attornies when he was Abroad : 
And being alkcd, What ^antity of India Stock he 
purchafed for Lord C/rjc, in Confequence of the Letter 
in Cypher from Madrafs to him, on the lyth of April 
1^65 I he faid, That Letter was received the 30th of 
March 1 766, and that on the 20th of April following 
the Packet of the Admiral Stevens^ forwarded from 
Lijbon^ brought public Advices from Lord Clives then at 
Bengali relative to our being in Poflefllon of the Dewah- 
nec i in whici^btcrval Lord Clivds Attornies bought for 
him 1 . i2,o0^rincipal Stock, which was fairly bought 
and paid for % and that, as the Witnefs believed. It was a

he fold. He had his Doubts at the Time of the EJta- 
mination into that Matter : And being alked. Whether 
the Let^rs he wrote to his Friends in the Direftion 
were written at the Time he had received Satisfadtion 
of the Prefents being freely made ? he faid. They were 
—that he was then in Office, but did not acquaint 
the other Gentlemen in Office with that Change in 
his Sentiments, nor the Court of Diredtors, to whom 
he could not communicate his Opinion in his Capacity 
as an Individual i but that he mentioned it in his pri- 
vate Letters to Sir George Jmyand and Mr. Serafton^ 
Two of the then Diredlors : And being afked. What 
were the particular Grounds of his Change of Send- 
ment? he laid, A Variety of Information that he had 
received from different Pcrfoiis •, but in particular, Mr. 
L^cefter*s Return of the 50,000 Rupees to Mahomed 
Reza Cawn^ in which, at firft, from the Evidence, there 
appeared fome Difficulty with regard to Time, but that 
it was afterwards fully ftated to his Convidtion. — Being 
afked, 'Whether at the Time of fubferibing the Letter 
from the Seledt Committee at Bengal to the Court of 
Diredtors, dated the 30th of September 1765, he enter- 
tained any Doubts whether the Prefents were freely 
and voluntarily made ? he faid. That the different In- 
formation he had received, from the Time of the Exa- 
mination to tlic Time of his fubferibing that l^etter, 
had fully convinced him that the Prefents from the 
Nabob and Mahomed Reza Cawn to the Gentlemen of 
the Depuration, and the Members of the Council, were 
freely and voluntarily given ; And being queflioned, he 
faid, There was not any Deceit or unfair Pradlice made 
ufe of to induce him to lign that Letter : And being 
afked, Whether he thought the Court of Diredtors, at 
the Time they wrote their Letter to the Seledt Com- 
mittee, dated the 1 7th May 1 766, were convinced that 
the faid Prefents were not freely and voluntarily made ? 
he faid, He did.— Being afked, Whether the Sclcdl 
Committee received any, and what, Inftrudtions from 
the Court of Diredtors, relative to the Prefents from 
C^m Ally Cawn to the Company’s Servants in 1760 ? 
he faid. The Court of Diredtors did tranfmit fomc In- 
ftrudtions on that Subjedl while he was an adting Mem- 
ber of the Committee j that he could not rccollcdt the 
prccife Purport, but believed they diredlcd an Enquiry : 
And being afked, Whether, upon the Receipt of 
tliofc Inftrudtions he difclofcd to the Sclcdl Committee 
ihe Prefents he had himfelf received at that Period } 
he replied. That the Inftrudtions, to the belt of his Rc- 
colleaion, were received by the Committee early in 
Augt{lb when his State of Health was fuch as ren- 
dered him utterly incapable of attending to any public 
BuGnefs from about the Day «f the Receipt of that 
Letter to the 23d of Auguji j and that he did not at- 
tend the Committee above Once or Twice from the 23d 
ot AimJi to the a8th of November^ the Day on which 
he refigned the Service, being incapable of attending 
at oU : And being afked. He faid the public Letter of 
the 30th of September 1765 was drawn up by Mr. 
Caa^bellf Sixretary to the Scledk Committee, and read 
to the Committee at the Time of their figning it — that 
he was at that Time fcnfiblc that fome Parts of it were 
contrary to the Sentiments he had cxpreGTcd in his pri- 
vate Letters to his Friends, of nearljr the fame Date— 
that he had received fuftcient Convidtion for himfelf, 
but had not before him the full Proof of thofc Matters 
which he thought would Have been likely to operate 
to the Convidtion of the other Gentlemen of the Selcdl 
Committee*, that heforefaw, after the Conclufion they 
had come to at the Time the Examination was before 
them) and from the Records of which thofc Reprefen- 
tations were made, that an Attempt to alter the Ideas 
which were adopted would involve him in cndlcfs Al-

tercations, without producing any Good ; end that he 
confidered that he was doing as much Juftice to the Gen- 
tlemen thcmlelves, by his private Reprefentations to his 
particular Friends in the Diredtion, as he could have 
done by any DifTent he could have made on the Spot, 
which probably would not have in the leaft altered the 
public Reprefentations, and might have fubjedted him- 
Iclf to many difagrccablc Confcqucnccs — that there are 
many Points and Situations in the public Affairs, wherein 
a Man muft yield a P.art of his own Judgment to the 
prevailing Influence, and in order to prclervc f'nani- 
mity, which Dirpofition influenced the Condudt he had 
obl'ervcd on this Occafion : And being afked, What he 
meant by prevailing Influence at that Time ? he faid, 
A great Majority in the Committee.— Being alkcd. If 
he thought himfelf authorized to lubfrribc, in liis official 
Capacity, Opinions not his own ^ he anfwercd, Tliat it 
Was the conftant Pradticc of the Service, with the Pix- 
ception of entering Diffents upon the Proceedings — 
thcRcafon he did nor enter his Diflent is given in tlie pre- 
ceding Anfwer : He further liiid. That it was the ex- 
prefs Order of the Court of Diredfors, that every Man 
fhould fign all public Letters, entering his Diflent, if 
they thought proper, to any Part they ihfdjiprovcd : 
And being further afked, If he had ever ventured to 
enter a Dilfent upon the public Proceedings ? he faid, 
He had, upon Two or Three Occafions •, and particu- 
larly the Paragraph of the next Letter from the Seleft 
Comniirtec, dated the 31ft of Jarttary 1766; and the 
Paragraphs 2i and 22 would Ihew the Cenfurc he re- 
ceived.— Being aflced. Whether he thought Mahomed 
Reza Cawn’s being appointed Prime Minifter could be 
agreeable to rlie Nabob he fa.d, It certainly could 
not } but that if the Appointment of him was impro- 
ptr, or the Nabob plaied in a Siru.ition too much un- 
der his Iiifluence, it was in the Power of Lord Clive 
and the Select Committee to have difplaccd him, and 
to have given the Nabob what Degree of Aiuhority 
they thought proper : The Witnefs confidered his Ap- 
ointment proper, and the Degree of P>j\vcr given to 
im ncceffary — That Lord Clive and the Committee 
eftcemed his Conduft irreproachable, during his fhort 
Adminiftratiun, and that he was confirmed by rlicrn 
in his Office, with feme Diminution of Power,* by the 
AfTociation of JuggHt Sect and Ray Dullub : And being 
afked. Where Nttdjum ul Do'xlah^ in the Treaty w'ith. 
Lord CAVr, the 30th of September 1765, exprefles his 
perfect Reliance on Mahomed Reza Cazzm, if he thought 
the Nabob was any more fatisfied by Mahomed ReZa 
Cawn\ Appointment under that Treaty, than under the 
Treaty made by the Deputies the May preceding ? he 
laid, 1 le believed both were equally dilagrecablc to him : 
That the Appointment of Nundcomar was the moll ear-

O falfe Evidence ; from whirh the Witnefs bc- 
he accommodated his Evidence to the Times—

ed unanfwercd j and that, from the Evidence of Moo- 
teramy there flill appears fome Indelicacy in the Ne- 
gotiation in that Point : That Mahomed Reza Cawn\ 
Declaration was made about June or Juliy and pre- 
vious to the fending away the Public Letter, being liim- 
fdf acquainted with it at that Time. 

And Ralph Lycejlery Efouire, being examined in re- 
gard to that Part of the foregoing Evidence, wherein 
Mention is made of a Letter from Mr. Cartier y and 
being queftioned. Whether he had any Letter from 
Mr. Cartier^ informing him that Mahomed Reza Cawn 
had apologized to him for having given falfe Evidence 
to the SdeA Committee, concerning the Prefents re- 
4 M reived 
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coived by the Gentlemen of the Deputation at the Ac- 
ccHion ot Nudjum ul Dowlab : He laid he was extretnely 
forty to find that any private Letter to him had Ixrcn 
mentioned to the Committee, as he efieeined the Pro- 
duftion of private Letters, without the Confent of the 
Writers, ro be very improper •, and he declared it was 
totally without his Cemcurrence. — Tliat he received va- 
rious Letters from Mr. Cartier on the Subjeft of Pre- 
Icnts, on the Conduit of the Seledl Committee, and 
Mahomed Reza Ca'jun \ but that, with regard to the 
Letter refcrrcil to by Mr. Sumner^ he could not ven- 
ture to aflert the Receipt of One in the Terms men- 
tioned by Mr. Sumner and that he could not fay he 
believed he ever did receive a Letter from Mr. Cartier 
to that Purport. 

Your Committee then examined Harry Verelft^ 
Inquire, who being alked. If any (.^orum was pre- 
feribed for the Seleil: Committee ? faid, That the ufual 
(Riorum was Thtee ; but that the .Seledl Committee 
did not lay down any Rules for thenilclves. Your 
Committee then real the Seledl Committee Proceed- 
ings of the 2 ill of December 1766 j on which Day the 
I and i-8th per Cent, was continued to Lord Clive till 
the September following his leaving the Government, 
and the unappropriated Share of me Salt Trade Was 
afiigned to Mr. Harry I'ereljl. 

And Your Committee found. That only Two Mem- 
bers were prefent on that Occafion i viz. Lord C/iw, 
and Mr, ^ 1 but that General Carnac defired his 

Name to be added. — And Your Committee alfo found. 
That on the lorh oi Jup^ujl^ when the Salt Society was 
cllablilhcd, there wcic only Two Members prefent; 
viz. Mefirs. Sumner^ and I'erelj}. — And Mr. I'erelfi being 
afleed, If it was ufual for the Committee to proceed 
without more tlian I'wo Members being prefent? he 
faid, It was not ; but that it was cuftomary for every 
Member who was upon the Spot to attend ; And be- 
ing allted, Whether Mr. Sumner., who was Prefident at 
the .Seledl Committee on the 4th of July 1765, ever 
fuggellcd to him, or any other Member of that Com* 
mittcc, that he believed the Prefents before mentioned 
were freely and voluntarily made ? he faid, He never 
did — That the Committee were unanimoully of Opi- 
nion to the contrary — That he ' never heard Mr. 
Sumner intimate the leaft Doubt of the Veracity of 
Mahomed Reza Ca-.vn’s Narrative, or what he alleged 
in the I.ctcer read at that Committee, during his 
Stay in India, nor fince, till the Second Day before 
the 'I'lmc of this prcTcnt Examination — That the 
Witnefs never had any Caufc, either then or fince, 
to fufpeft the Veracity of Mahomed Reza Cawn'i 
Evidence, or that of the other Witnefles, all of whom 
were defired by the Committee to confider with the 
utmoft Caution every Matter, and to be careful to 
adhere ftridlly to the Truth, without any Exaggera- 
tion. — Being afleed. Whether he thought, that if Buf- 
fant Roy, and Meoteram, who were I'wo of tlie Wit- 
nefies examined by the Committee, had not been put 
under a Guard, they woukl have endeavoured to efcape 
or abfeond ; and whether it is the Cufiom in India to 
place Guards or Peons over Perlbns wanted to be exa- 
mined, if there is a I’robability of their abfeonding ? 
he faid. It was always ufual lo to do they having 
none but armed Men to employ on all thofc Oc- 
cafions — That without that Rcftraint, BujJ'ant Ray 
and Meoteram very jx)ffibly might have attempted to 
have made their Efcape, becaule they mi^ht have had 
fomc Intimation of the Matter about which they were 
to be examined, and might think themfelves liable 
to the Cenfure of the Committee for having been 
employed in obuinin^ the Prefents : — '1 hat, in his 
Opinion, no Ril'que of Cenfure they might apprehend 
themfelves to be in, would induce them to give a 
partial h.vidcnr.e — That they confefled all that they 
could apprehend being charged with, which he at- 
tributed 10 the natural Avcrlion of the Htndtos to 


Examinations upon Oath, and which they would on 
all Occafion.s willingly avoid — That their Evidence 
againft the Gentlemen who had received Prefents did 
not in any Shape exculpate themfelves ; and that the 
Oaths of the Hindoos are held as facred by them 
as the Oaths of any other People whatever.

Icge i he faid. That it appeared in June, before the 
Di-ite of the Nabob’s Letter, that the Nabob had 
given him an Order under his Hand, or Hand and 
Seal, for diftributing the Money — That in this In- 
ftance he deemed the Nabob wrong in his Kepre- 
fentation, and could eafily account for ic, 1^ attribut* 
ing to Nuttdeomar the drawing up of that Letter for 
his Plighncfs — That he had no pofitive Proof of it, 
but was led to think fo by Nundcomar*» being generally 
about the Nabob’s Perfon, and employed in his pri- 
vate Concerns : And being alked, Whether he thought 
the Prefents from Mahomed Reza Cawn, and the Na- 
bob, were obtained from them againft tlicir Con- 
fent? he faid. He mull declare, as an honeft Man, 
that he believed they were : And being alkcd. Why 
he joined in recommending Mr. Midduton, who had 
received a Part of thofe Prefents, as a fit Peiibn to be 
continued in the Eajl India Company’s Service ? he 
faid, He did it from a long Knowlcgc of him, and a 
thorough good Opinion of his Principles : And being 
afleed, he faid, Mr. Middleton is the next in SuccelTion 
to the Government of Bengal at this Time ; and that 
he blamed him very much for taking any Share of 
thofc Prefents ; but that after his being thoroughly 
convinced of the Impropriety of his ConduA in that 
Affair, and having oflo-ed to give Security for the 
Repayment of the Money, in cafe the Law deter- 
mined the Matter againft him, and its being the only 
Fault he ever knew him guilty of, he did efteem him 
a proper Servant for the Company ; And he farther 
faid. That the whole Matter relating to the Prefents 
was communicated to the Council Board before the 
Committee wrote their Letter to the Court of Di- 
reftors ; And being alkcd. If he thought Mr. b/Ridk- 
ton was capable of making a Declaration under his 
Hand, to tne Selcift Committee, that was not ftriflly 
true ?. he faid. No ; nor docs he recollcfl any Circum- 
ftance relating to Mr. Middleton, which led him to be- 
lieve lo ; and the Letter from Mr. Middleton to the 
SeleA Committee, 18 June 1765, and the Refolution 
thereupon, being read, the Witnefs faid.

Your Comm uiee then called 7'/ uwi/j Kfquirc ; 
wlio being allied, Who drew up the Letter from the 
Sekd Committee to the Court of Liretftors, dated 
30th of ScptmXr I yds? faid, 'I'hat it was drawn up by 
Mr. Cmphell the Setretary, and that he, the Witncls, 
nciihei il.ew up or altered any Parr of it : And being 
alkfd. What Pait of the Political Conduct of the (io- 
vernor andCouiuil of Bengal lie meant to find fault, 
in the .Second Paragraph of the above Letter ? he con- 
curred with General Carnac in difapproving the Ap- 
pointment of Mahomed Reza Cawn with fuch cxienlivc 
Powers 1 aiul adiled, that ht blamed the Gentlemen 
who fettled the 'Picaty with Nudjtm til Dowlab^ for 
omitting the Opportunity they then had of conftituting 
a Fund adequate to the Expencei the Company were 
obliged to be at in protefting the Country — That the 
Revenues were left too niucn at the Mercy of Indi- 
viduals, and lie thought the natural Effeft of thofc 
Anangements would be to put the Nabob in fuch a 
Situation as to enable him to withhold the neceflary 
Payment to the Army, which whenever he did pay. 
It was with Reluftance — That he difapproved of mak- 
ing the Concurrence and Approbation of the Governor 
and Council neceflary to the Appointment and Dif- 
mifllon of the Nabob’s Officers, and objedted to the 
Appointment of Nadjum ul Dowlab to the Mufnud, in 
Preference to MyrJaJ^er's Grandfon j particularly as the 
(irandfon had been declared the legal Heir and Chuta 
Nabob in the public Durbar, by Myrjaper, in the Pre- 
fcncc of the Witnefs, in the Year 1760, foon after the 
Death of the Nabob Alyr JaJter's Son, Aieeram ; which 
'PranfaClion he faid mull: a]>pear upon the Company’s 
Records — That there were 4 or 500 Officers of the 
Government pa icnt at the Ceremony, and that he re- 
ceived a Drefs on the Occafion : And being afked, 
W'hat I'aCf he could mention to Ihew that the Gentle- 
men of the Deputation received confiderable Sums 
from Nundtomar and Rcy DuUuh, to appoint them to 
the Employment intended to be beftowtd on Mahomed 
Reza CazvKj as flared in the 8th Paragraph of the 
Letter from the Selcdl Committee to the Court of 
Directors, the 30th of September 1765.^ he faid. He 
could not recollcCl the Particulars of that Affair •, but 
that Roy Dullub did complain, that a Teep or Teeps 
were procured from him $ bcfidcs which, he complained 
of Mr. Burdette in particular, and defired to have his 
I’eep returned, which he believes was refufed; and 
believes other Complaints were made: And bejng 
alkcd. If he knows of any Promife made, either by the 
Governor and Council, or the Deputation, to Nund- 
fomar or Roy DuUuby that they fhould be appointed to 
the Place which had been promifed Mahomed Reza 
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Cawnf faid, He did not recollcCl any one Fa£l; that a 
Promife was made, but it appeared to him at the Time 
they were both ftruggling for the Appointment : And 
being afked. Whether, at the Time of figning the Ge- 
neral Letter on the ift of OSlober^ he had any pofitive 
Proof of the Faifts he afferted therein, and did not 
now recolledl, relative to the Prefents from Nundemar 
and Roy Dullub f he find, He does not rccollcCt, but 
dares to lay, that at the Time of figning it Fafts did 
appear, fufficient to ground the Paragraph upon — He 
did not rccollcft that the Particulars relating to it were 
ever recorded, and he did not acquaint any of the 
Gentlemen accufed with thele Circumftar.ccs : And 
being afked. What was his Opinion refpcCling the Fadls 
alfirtcd m the Nabob’s Letter to the Governor and 
Council of ifl June 1765? he faid. That with refpeCk 
to the Money which lie complains to have been taken, 
which appe.irs upon the Company’s Records, he be- 
lieves the Fad to be true. 'Ihe following Paragraph 
in the N.ibob’s Lctur being read; viz. “After this, 
“ Mahomed Reza Cazvn arrived, and fat as Naib , He, for 
“ the better eltablifhing himlelf in the Naibfliip, above 
“ 1 wenty Lacks of Rupees has diftributed among fuch 
“ People as he thought proper, without my Knowlegc” 
— .ind tlie W'itnefs being afked, If he believed it to be 
true ? he laid, As to the FaCt of that Paragraph, he 
could not depend upon it : And being afked, If that 
Paragraph had been true, rtfpeCling the 'I'wenty Lacks 
of Rupees taken by Mahowed Reza Cawn from the 
Nabob’s Trtafury, without his Knowlege, he fliould 
have thought him jiroper, though irreproachable to- 
wards the Company, to have continued Miniller for 
the Company in the Receipt of the Dewannec? he 
faid. He had no Idea that they were taken witliout his 
Knowlege •, that they were taken contrary to his free 
Will and Pleafure, the Witnefs did believe} but as 
his Condudl appeared to him irreproachable, with re- 
fpeft to any ACl in which he was concerned relative to 
the Company, he fhould have continued him in his 
Office : That that Part of the Nabob’s I^cttcr, complain- 
ing of his Poverty, and afferting that he had not Mo- 
ney enough to pay his Expcnccs down to CalcuttUt was 
not true } for that lie knew that he had at this Period 
Twenty Lacks of Rupees at Calcutta^ by the Report 
of his own Cafliier : And being alkcd, he faid, He 
thought that the Nabob’s Letter was diiftatcd by Ntmd- 
comar : And being afked. If, when he figned the 
Letter from the Sclcft Committee to the Court of 
Direftors, on the 30th of September lySst he believed 
that the Prefents mentioned in that Letter were freely 
and voluntarily given ? he faid, That thofc from the 
Nabob never were given with his free Will and Confent } 
and that thofe given by Mahomed Reza Cawn certainly 
were, for lie told him fb } and that thofe given by Juggut 
Sect were given under the fame Circumftances as the 
Nabob’s : And being alkcd, Whether any Charge was 
given to the WitnefTcs examined by the Selcd Com- 
mittee on the Nabob’s Complaint ? he faid. That the 
Charge, to the beft of his Remembrance, was this^ 
when the Matter of the Nabob’s Complaint came be- 
fore Lord Clive and the Scledt Committee, his Loid- 
Ihip defired the WitnefTcs would not attend to any In- 
tereft whatever, diveft thcmfcivcs of all Party and Fac- 
t^n, and give to the Scleft Committee the whole 
Truth, and nothing more ; And being afked. Whether 
Mahomed Reza Caivn was examined, or brought in 
a written Narrative ready tranflafed to the Committee P 
he faid. He was queflioned by Lord Clive and ifeveral 
Members of the Committee, upon a Vilit, a Day or 
Two previous to his being brought into the Commit- 
tee-, but he believes without any Thing being put 
upon Paper — That at that Meeting the wmc ChargCt 
with rclpciJt to fpeaking the Trutli, was given to mm 
as was ah^ays given to all the other Witneffes — That 
upon the Nabob’s Letter of Complaint, Lord CUve ex-

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, s ^ Nabob fo nnidi 
praoMIT.'atid mentioned, a# the Wttiiefs thoi^r, to 
Sfxa Cdtont that in Conlequence of me Nai' 
bob^a demined Refoloeion to (ri>tain Juftice, Im could 
not, dwfiftent widi his Duty, avoid enquiring into it, 
^ la]^"hg it before the Select Committee » that his 
Lordfhip hoped, HvheU that Matter came to taJee Place, 
thai thofe wl»‘ were particularly concerned would do 
Juffice to all Parties — ^That there was no regular 
Meeting, nor any Examination, then, or except when 
there were regular Meetings of the Committee— That 
id Cot^uence of Mabmei Rma. Cawn having Ideas, 
that he mould be called upon to anlwer for his Con^ 
dudk in this particular Affair, he drew up a Narrative 
and brought it to the Committee, which Narrative the 
Wifnefs believed was drawn up between that Meet- 
ing and the Day that he was examined at the Com- 
mittee, and tranfiared by a Black Man hired for that 
Purpofe : And being alkcd. If Mahomed Reza Cauin 
was fworn at his Examination ? he faid. That he did 
n6t rccollcft : And being afkcd. If ^u^ut Sect was 
fworn ? he faid, tie believed not — that when he was 
examined, Lord Clive delired him to be attentive to 
adhere to the Truth •, and he faid with warmth in 
Anfwer, that he had put his Seal, and that that would 
go for a Crore of Rupees : And being afkcd. If Mr. 
Sumner ever publicly jbr privately informed him, that 
he had changed that Opinion, relating to the Prefents, 
which be had given upon Record ? he faid, Never till 
the Day before his Examination before this Committee. 
—Then the lafl Paragraph of the Supplement of the 
Letter from the Sclcdt Committee to the Court of 
Diredtors, the 30th of September 1765, being read, and 
the Witnefs being afked, What were the Circumftances 
relative to the Information therein contained ? he faid. 
That the Faft, as it appeared to him, was, that Nand- 
€mar^ did make fuch a Reprefenution to the Governor 
and Selcdt Committee, iuft 'before .the De|wrture of 
the Admiral Stevens } and ^af a Lifl: was delivered in, 
fpecifying the different Sumi’the Gentlemen were fup- 
pofed to have been benefited— ^t the Bufinefs of the 
Settlement taking up the Atmntion of the Scledl Com- 
mittee, he underftodd, prev^ted any immediate In- 
quiry into the Chaige laid by Nundeemar : That the 
Report Rill prevailing, andfmany Gentlemen giving 
Credit to it, and the Witne® gmng to the City in the 
Month of March 1766, heboid afk Mubemed Reza 
Cawa, and other Officers (^longing to the Nabob’s 
Treafury, Queftions rclativ^to diis Tranfaftion i and 
though Nu^omar did infill to the very laft, that it 
was, a Fadt, the Witnefs faid, ' He verily believ^, from 
every Light and Intelligence he could gain, that the 
Whole of the Accufation confbuned in that Paragraph 
-was bafe and falfe : And being afkcd. If the Difbelicf 
of that Accufation was made Known to the Court of 
Diredtors ? he laid, He did not know that it was : 
And being afked. If it was cuftomary for the Gentle- 
men of the SeledI Committee to fign Letters as the 
Secretary drew them up, without Examination of each 
paiticular Paragraph, and Convidtion that they were juR 
' 1 ^ every Part ? he laid. That all Letters figned by the Se- 
'h£t Committee were always produced to them by the 
were read to them, and if there was nothing 
1^|l|jSrial to caufe a DifTent, there was an Acquiefcence to 
Majority. The Witnefs further added, with refpedl 
^.^Pt 'cfents ^ven by Mahomed Reza Cavm, as a fur- 
-ti^iiiCafon why they were voluntarily given. That the 
fSPldemen, to whom the Prefents were made, had 
him to the utmoR Pitch of his Ambition, and 
mf.be told the Witnefs he had ^ven the Prefents with 
Free Will— That, to the beR of the Witnefs’s 
this, was £ud by Mahomed Reza Cawa to 
coRMpt^Cqi^verration, about a Year after the

afked. Whether he had given an Opinion on the 4th of 
Jufy 1765, in Confequence of Mahomed Reza Cawn's 
Letter of the i^d of 7«w, That he had aflerted, with 
the ^ateR Appearance of Truth, that neither the Pre- 
fents from die Nabob himfelf were voluntary, but grant- 
ed after fonie Altercation and tedious Negociations with 
the Gentlemen of the Deputation, and which Opinion 
had been tranfmitted to the Court of Direftors, he did 
not think it his Duty to have acquainted them likewife 
with the above Confefiion ? he faid. That when he 
figiwd that Opinion, it appeared to him that the Af- 
fcitions therein contained were true •, and that the Con- 
verihtion which pafTcd between him and Mahomed Reza 
Cawn, wherein he contradifled thofe Affertions, being 
at a long Time after the Tranfaftion had taken plac^ 
It never occurred to him to give Information of it to 
the Court of Direftors ; And being' afkcd. Whether 
when ^ he difeovered the Bafenefs and Falfity of Nimd- 
eomar's Reprefentation, as mentioned in the' laft Para- 
graph of the Supplement of the Letter 'of the 30th of 
September 1765, he acquainted Lord Ctftp, and the 
other Gentlemen of the Committee, with his Difcoveiy ? 
he faid. He was certain he did mention his Ideas on 
that Matter to the Gentlemen of the Committee, as well 
as many others— that he did not make the above Difeo- 
yery till March or April 17661 and that he did not 
know, that the Seleft Committee ever acquainted the 
Court of Direftors with it, it being a Matter he was 
only defirous of knowing for his own Information, to 
invalidate private Affertions at Calcutta: And being 
afked. What Diflindlion he found in Favour of Mr. 
Mddlcton, to induce him to recommend that Gentle- 
man to the Favour of the Court of Direftors, and even 
to difobey the Orders of the Court, to commence a Pro- 
fccurion againft him, while he wrote fo ftrongly .ng.iinR 
the other Members of the Deputation ? he faid, That 
Mr. Middleton was at a fubordinate Station, and that the 
Receipt of -the Covenants from their Superiors were un- 
known, or at leaft liad not been publicly tendered to 
him— that he deemed the Gentlemen who refidcd at Cal- 
cutta mSrc culpable than Mr. Middleton^ becaufc they 
were the Agents for the Company, and it bec.ame their 
Duty to put the Covenants immediately into Execution 
— that at the Time of the Deputies fetting out, Mr. 6V- 
nior was at a fubordinate Situation at Cofftmbuzar, and 
Mr. Johnfiont was Rcfident at Burdwan, but upon the 
Nabob’s Death, was called to the Seat at the Board at 
Calcutta: And being afked, What Diftindtion he made 
between Mr. Middleton and Mr. Sensor^ in their Claims 
to the Company’s Favour? he faid. He had an Oppor- 
tunity of knowing the public Condudl of Mr. Mddlc- 
ton^ but not that of Mr. that the Plea refpedt- 

ing the Prefents allowed Mr. Middleton^ equally favour- 
ed Mr. Senior \ but that Mr. had declared 

himfelf ready to give Security to anfwer any Demands 
the Company might have upon him, which he did not 
underftand that Mr. Senior did— that Mr. Leycejhr, up- 
on being informed, that the Prefents received from 
Jugsut Sect were not with his free Will ami Confenr. 
immediately returned his Share of it to him, and tliat on 
the Tender of Return being made, Juggut Sect applied 
to the Witnefs at Muxadabad^ to know what he Ihould 
do— that he told Juigut Seet, if the Prefent was given 
with his free Will and Confent, he would allow Mr. 
Leycefter to enjoy it, if not, that he fhould receive it 
back; which he accordingly did, and afked the Wit- 
nefs whether he fuppofed any other Gentlemen wotM 
follow his Example : And being afkcd. Whether, when 
he mentioned that Mahomed Reza Cawn faid he had 
given the Prefents voluntarily, he underftood that they 
were given unafked, or granted after fomc Altercation 
and tedious Negociation with the Deputies ? he fiiil. 
They were certainly afked for; and that if Mabcmcd 
Reza Catvn had not received the Place of Miniftcr to 
the Nabob, in the Room of Nnndemar, or fome other 
Appointment equal to his Wifh, he did not believe he 
4 N would 
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would luvc made any Prefents with his free Will and 
Confent, 

And to enable the Houle to form furiltcr Judgment 
upon the Evidence given to the Scledl Committee of 
Bengal, liokri Gregory, Efquirc, a Member of Your 
Couirnittee, and Lonveifant in 'the Cuftoms of luJia^ 
was alked. From the natural Dilpofition of the Natives 
of Betigti!, what Credit eould be given to the Evidence 
of an Ofii ci m the Country Government, when feizcd 
and furroundi'd by Military Guards ? and he laid, He 
couM give but very little Credit to an Evidence fo 
given— that he apprehended a Native of that Country, 
examined under Apprehenfions of his own Safety, would 
give the Evidence that would tend moft to his own Ad- 
vantage. And he further informed Your Committee, 
that if there is any Thing criminal likely to come out 
againft the Man, and a Place of Refuge near at Hand, 
he fuppolcd there was a NeccfTity in India oi ufmg a 
Force to detain him, othcrwile not — that in Point of 
Cuttom of the Country Government, they generally 
ufed Violence* and brought Witncfles to the Place 
where they wanted to examine them \ but that it had 
not been cuflom.ary in our Settlements. 

And in regard to Oatlis among Gentoes^ the Wit- 
nefs faid, he believed, under the Form of Oath deliver- 
ed to the Ceutm, their Teftimony is to be depended 
upon as well as others, though there have been Inftances 
in which they have been found guilty of Perjury, and 
that he does not know any Inftancc of Gtntoos having 
(juitted their Flabitations upon their being called on as 
Evidences j and that without their Lives or EfTcas were 
in i:)anger, or their Call taken from them, he did not 
apprehend they would. 

And Mr.'jor Grants who had been rcfident in India 
nearly Seven Years, being examined to the fame Point, 
confirmed the Opinion of the foregoing Witnels, rela* 
tivc to the Imall Degree of Credit to be given to Na, 
lives of Bengal examined under a Guard : And being 
alked. Whether he would difregard the Evidence of the 
Natives of that Country, tliough given under the Forms 
of Oaths which are reckoned moll binding, according 
to the dilFerent Sedts } he faid. That under the Circum- 
llanccs already mentioned, of Confinement, and the 
Dread of Conlcqucnccs, he Ihould not pay that Rq^ard 
to th( i*- Evidc-IKC that he othcrwile Ihould, unlcfs there 
were i f'.i : mnrurring Teflmionic:: to enforce it : And 
being iiilscd, \V hat Regard has generally been given to 
the Kvulencc ot Natives of all Sedts, when called upon 
at a C< urc Martial to give Evidence in Cafes of Life and 
Death i* he fiid. He had never Iccn any Inftanceof that 
Kind before a Court Martial, but imagined the Court 
would pay cveiy Deference to an Evidence, where it ap- 
peared there was no Influence or intereft in View, that 
he li.ad never fat on a Court Martial, though he had 
occafionally attended the Court in CalcuttOi but never 
th'- I'ri.il out— was never prefent at .my Inftance of a 
Witncls being examined under a Military Guard. 

Anil Your Committee linil, by the Proceedings on 
the 1 1 ial of Ram Churn, which were read. That the 
iiio;l lolcmn Manner of fweanng Witncfles, according 
to die Gentoo Religion, is with ‘T oetfy and the Ganges 
Water u; m the Cow’s Back, and the Oath being admi- 
niltercd by a Bramin from Goligott. 

And General Carnac being queilioned to the fame 
Point, faid. It was cuftomary, willi rcfpedl to the Na- 
tives of India, to place Guards or Peons over Pcifons 
who were to be examined •, that there were no Minifters 
of public Juftice, but armed Men •, and he thought it 
necefliiry to place a Guard over Maoleram, becaufe he 
was under Accufation : 'i’liat in regard to Oaths of 
Centoos, lie believed, from their fupcrftiiious Zeal, and 
their ftrong Attachment, even to Martyrdom, to their 
ancient Rites, they are held vc^ facred. 

It appc.irs further, from the Evidence of Mr. Sumner, 
tliat Mooteram was examined under a Ciuard, as the 


Witnefs underftood, by Dirc£Uon of Lord Clive, oii an . 
Information he had received of his having the Bills aiid 
Money Tranfa^ions, mentioned above, in his particular 
Care and that' he was Icized to prevent his Efcape. 

In regard to the political Tranfaftions, propofed to be 
conlidered under the 4th Head of the Proceedings of 
the Selc6l Committee of Bengal, Your Committee found. 
That on the 5th of June 1 764, the Sclcfl Committee tak- 
ing into Confideration many Attempts which had been 
made to deftroy the Unanimity, and corrupt the Inte- 
grity, of the Members of the Committee, both fcparatcly 
and jointly, by the Nabob, through the Influence of 
Nundemar, and otlier ill-difpofcd Perfons, who were 
admitted into his Prcfcnce, Rcfolved, That all Inter- 
couile with the Nabob, his Minillers, and the Country 
Powers, be maintained and conJuflcd by the Right 
honourable ^lie Prclident, as tlic rnofl: efieiftual Method 
to ccwivinccithofc ill-difpofcd Perfons, that no Motives 
of private Advantage, no Defire of increaling their 
Portunes, can ever leduce tlie Members of that Board 
from the Duty they owed themfclvcs, the Confidence 
they repofed in each other, or the fteady Relblution 
they had formed to purfue every Methixl ihat tended to 
promote the Company’s Intereft, and the Peace, Pro- 
perty, and Happinefs of the Country. 

And Your Committee took Occallon, from what 
apiK^ared upon the above Refoliuion, to call I'rancts 
Sykes, Elquire, a Member of the Houfe-, who being 
defircd to ftate to the Committee, in what Manner the 
Nabob, through the Influence of Kundeenwr, had endea- 
voured to corrupt fais Integrity, and that of the other 
Members of the ScleiSt Committee, faid, I'bat when 
he was fitting at the Board, loon after his Arrival, he 
was called out by a Servant to fpeak to Nundcomar, 
who was in a Room contiguous to the Apartment where 
the Committee fat that he, of himfelf, propofed to 
the Witnels, to fecure to tl;e Governor and Selcd Com- 
mittee 2 5 l-aeks of Rupees, if they were inclined to 
liften to his Terms, without mentioning what thofe 
1 erms were ; but the Witnefs faid, he conjcAored the 
Conditions he meant were to fupplant Mahomed Reza 
Cats/n, the then Prime Minifter— That he told Nund- 
comar he had better go and mind his Bufinefs, and im- 
mediately left him, to attend his Duty in the Com- 
mittce : — That Nobody was prefent at this Converfa- 
tion — That Nundcomar did not lay whether it was to 
be his own Money, or the Nabob’s, whofc Name, the 
Witnefs believed, was not mentioned at all — That on 
his Return to the Committee, he mentioned Nundco- 
mar's Propofal to Lord Clive, who faid he was a Rafcal, 
and had better go about his Bufinefs — That the Wit- 
nefs never after, cither dircftly or indircftly, knew any 
Thing more a^ut the Matter — That Nundcomar^ Po- 
litical Charadler was very bad, but that the Witnefs 
faid he had no Doubt, that if he had been made Prime 
Minifter, he would have had it in bis Power to have 
fulfilled the Propofal. 

And in the Political Tranfaftions referred to under, 
this Head, Your Committee mean to comprehend the 
Conclufion of the War with Sujab Dowlab *, the Efta- 
bllhipent of the Country Government, after Lord 
Clive'i Arrival in India } the fettling of the Peace with 
Sujah Dowlab ; the Grant of the Dewannee, and of the 
Four Northern Sircars j and the Revcrfion of Lord 
Cln e’s Jaghirc to the Company, upon the Expiration of 
his Lordfliip’s Term therein. And firft, with refpeft 
to the Conclufion of the War, Your Committee refer 
to Letters from General Carnac, the Commander in 
Chief of the Army -, by the laft of which Letters, dateti 
the 26th and 27th of May, contained in N* 84, here-' 
unto annexed, the former inclofing a Copy of a Letter 
from Sujab Dowlah to General Carnac, and the Gener^’ii 
Anfwerj by which the Scleft Committee found .thfll 
Stijab Dowlab, as his laft Rcfource, had thrown hinemf^ 
on the Gcncrofity of the Englijh, and was at that Time, 

aflually 
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attually in Camp, ready to receive fuch Terms of Peace 
as they Ihould prefcribe j which appearing to the Com- 
mittee a favourable Opportunitjr for eftablifhing the 
Tranquillity of the Country on a permanent Founda- 
tion, they rcfolved that Inftru< 5 fcions fliould be fent to 
General Carnac for fettling the Preliminary Articles 
with Sujch Dvwlttbt which they fent accordingly— 
That the Scle£): Committee, on the' 21ft of gave 
Inftruftions to Lord CAt»c, as entered in the Scleft Com- 
mittee Proceedings, Copies of which are hereunto an- 
nexed } and the Seleft Committee, on the fame Day, 
taking into Confideration the Youth, Inexperience, and 
Incapacity, of Nudjum ul Bowlahy the Nabob of Bengal-, 
the Ncceflity of placing the Adminiftrarion in the 
Hands of Men capable to fupport the Weight of Go- 
vernment, and attached to the Company’s interefl: ; and 
likewife the great Danger that might arife to tlic Stabi- 
lity of the then EftabUfhment, from fufferin^ the whole 
Powers for the abfolute Management of the Three Pro- 
vinces to reft in a fingle Perlbn ; rcfolved that Mahomed 
Reza CawH be advifed to relinquilh the Title of Naib 
Subah, and aiib a Part of the unbounded Authority

Day, a Copy of which is annexed ; And Your Com- 
mittee refer the Hoiife to the Appendix, N“ 84, where- 
in are contained the Regulations of the Three Provinces 
of Bengal, Bahar, and Orijfa, in Conformity to the 
above Refblutions. 

That on the 7th of July the Scleft Committee ob- 
ferving, by a Letter from Lord Clive, dated the 3d 
Inftant, that their Plan, formed with a View of giving 
Stability to the Nabob’s Governmept, by dividing the 
Adminiftration equally between Mahomed Reza Cawn, 
Jnggttt Sekt, and Roy Dallttb, was in Danger of being 
fubverted, through the Ambition of the latter, and the 
excefTivc Moderation or Timidity of the former, they 
gave Inftrudions to Mr, Sykes for the Regulation of his 
Condiidl: at the Durbar, as appears in the Proceedings 
of the Seleft Committee, 7th July 1765, which are 
contained in N“ 84 of the Appendix. 

And Your Committee find, by reading a Letter from 
Lord Clive, dated Mootejil, 9 July, I'hat the Nabob, 
Mahomed Reza Cawn, Roy DuUub, and Juggut Seet, had 
at that Time figned the above-mentioned Regulations 
for the Three Provinces, and that his Lordfliip had ob- 
tained the Sunnud for the Keverfion of his Jaghire, in 
Perpetuity to the Company, conformable to the Terms 
of nis Agreement with them before he left England ; 
which he forwarded to Mr. Sumner and the Council, 
and at the fame Time mentioned, that Sunnuds for con- 
firming the Nabob Hudjum ul Dowlab Subah of the 
Three Provinces were to be obtained from the King, 
and that this would be a favourable Opportunity for 
procuring Sunnuds for the frefh granted Lands about 
Calcutta, and likewife for the Burdwan, Mtdnapore, and 
Chittagong Countries in Perpetuity and that he had 
been defired by the Prcfident of Fort Saint George, to 
obtain Sunnuds for the Four Northern Provinces or 
Sircart, which his Lordfhip deeming a Matter of 
great Importance, determined to make a Point of, ob- 
lerving at the fame Time, that as the Nabob intended 
purchafing the King’s Favours at the Price of Five 
Lades of Rupees, his Lordfhip did not doubt that all 
the Sinlfftlds required on the Company’s Account would

■p V E R fince the Receipt of your Inftru£tions to the 
Colonel and me, I have ufed my Endeavours to 
bring about the Adjuftments of the Accounts of this 
Subahihip, conformable to the Plan your Honour, 
tranfmitted to us } and am concerned to fay, hitherto 
without being able to fucceed : The Rajah promifes to 
deliver them in daily, but gives me to underftard, the 
Accounts for Two Years were loft in his Battle with the

Gentlemen, 

'T' H E Shahzadah does not think the Aflurances of 
^ your Support and Ainitance lb ftrong as to juftify 
his waiting fo many Months for the fulfilling thereof ; 
nor has he (he obferves) a Sufficiency for the Subfift- 
ence of his People and himfclf in the Interim *, he 
therefore judges it moll advifeable to take the Ad- 
vantage of Abdaliab'% Abfcnce, and try his Fortune 
alone : I kept him off from this Dcfign feveral Days *, 
but the Nabob has at lad fo cffeAually counteraded 
me, by bribing fome of the Prince’s Favourites to 
urge to him the Neceflity of his immediate D^ar- 
turc, that this Counfel has prevailed \ he quitted the 
City in the Morning, and is now arrived at his Tents ; 
I imagine he will be for marching as fpeedily as pof- 
fible ) and as I have promifed to accompany him as 
far at lead as the Caramnajfay I have ordered Half of 
Major Tork^% Detachment to join us, leaving the red, 
under the Command of Captain Robinfotiy to attend the 
Nabob, agreeable to his Kequed. 

1 have long had Reafon to iufpe^t the Nabob had 
ill Defigns againd Ramnarainy and have now found 
my Sufpicions to be too true. His Excellency made a 
heavy Complaint to me Ycdeiday, in the Prefence of 
Mr. APGwirey Major Tbrity Meflrs. Ijtjhingtm and 
Switifetty that there was a confiderable Balance due 
on the Revenues of the faid Province j Ramnarain 
has declared to me, that he was very ready to lay 
the Accounts before him •, however, as the Two Par- 
ties differ widely in their Statement, Mr. McGwire and 
I propofed that they Ibould fach make out their 
Accounts, and refer them to your Board, who would 
fairly decide between them : This, which 1 thought 
was a rcafonablc Propofal, was fo far from being fa- 
tisfadlory to the Nabob, that he plainly declared no- 
thing Icfs could fatisfy him than the Mahraja’s being 


removed from the Naibat of this Province before he 
^turned jto Meorjhedabad. You are all I believe ac- 
quainted^ Gentlemen, tliat Colonel Clive engaged to 
Ramnaraifiy on the Part of the Englifiy that he ihould 
be continued Subah Naib of this Province as long 
as he chole to be fo; and that the Colonel con- 
ftantly oppofed every Attempt of Mter Jaffiery or 
the Chuta Nabob, to remove him. This Engagement 
Ihould furely hold equally good againft Coffim AiHy 
CavoHy as being prior to any you have concluded with 
him. Thus far Juftice plews in Behalf of Ram^ 
narain ; and it is certainly good Policy to fupport the 
Weight and Influence of a Perlbn known to be lb at- 
tached to the Englijb Intereil, in order to counter- 
balance the Nabob, who, as far as 1 can judge, makes 
a Point to take all Power from out of the Hands 
of thofe whom he finds to favour or be favoured 
by the EngUfr. Of this 1 have feen more Inftances 
than One } and he is now giving a frdQi Proof of 
it in the Cafe eff Rey Sbitabrayy whom he is about 
to difpoffefs of his Jacquiers, though he deferves par- 
ticular Confideration, both from me Nabob and us, 
on Account of the Zeal and Aflidutty with which he 
ferved both, in the Tranfaftions with the Shahzadah. 

I am diredled. Gentlemen, by your Letter under 
Date the 9th of Ftbruarjy to protc£l Ramarain againd 
all Violence and Injuftice that may be offered againd 
his Perlbn, Honour, or Fortune. If you do not mean 
CO include in thefe the Continuance of the Subah- 
darree to him, it will be impoffible for me to com- 
ply with your Directions } and the Moment that all 
Power is taken from himfclf, he will be reduced to 
the Neceflity of feeking an Afylum elfewhere, from 
the Oppreffions of the Nabob.

It feems however, by the Tenor of many of the Ma- 
jor’s Letters, and this in particular, that he thinks 
himfelf the higher Power, and the ^ard accountable^ 
to him \ upon this Principle, after quoting the former 
Orders of the Sclcft Committee in Favour of Ram- 
naraiHy dated the 9th February and aift Aprily he pro- 
ceeds to demand. Pray how are thefe reconcileable 
to the Inllrudtions addreiTed, the 26th JunCy to Mr.

Although the Board might do themlelves Juftice 
upon an Officer who thus forgets the Refpeit due 
to them, yet we chufe rather to refer it to the De- 
termination of our honourable Mafters ; to whom it 
Ihall at the fame Time be made appear, that thofe 
Orders in Ramnarain't Favour, are now the ftrongelt 
Judgments that can be produced againft him, as they 
are inconteftabic Proofs of our Defire to protefl; him,

ftanding the Nabob’s Intrcaties, and Reprefen rations of 
the Ruin in wiiich he muft foon be involved by his ule- 
Icfs Expenccs ? 

The Frcfidcnt wrote more than Once to Ramnarain, 
in Confcqucncc of the Refolutions of the Selcft Com- 
mittee, that our ProtcAion would depend on his ren- 
dering a juft Account to the Nabob •, but he is hitcly 
advifed by Mr. McGwire, that Ramnarain, inftead of 
collefling the Revenues in a regular Manner, has taken, 
or rather accepted, from the Zemindars, large Sums by 
Way of Prefents, which not being brought to Account 
makes their Balances appear much larger than they 
really arc, and his 6wn as much lefs — An Unwilling- 
nefs to confefs this fraudulent Attempt feems to be the 
true Caule of his feeking fo many Shifts and Ev.irions. 

Much more lhall be laid on this Sub^eft hcicafter, 
in order to prove to our honourable Mailers, that the 
Refolutions lately taken by the Board (or, as M.'ijor 
Carnac politely txprelfes it, the Bufinefs that is likely to 
be carried on) were abfolutcly nccclTary for preferving 
the prefenc Tranquillity, for maintaining the Conftitu- 
tion of the Government of ihefcProvinces,and fulfilling, 
on our Part, the Treaty fubflfting between thcComp.iny 
and the Nabob, as lie lias 10 faithtuUy done on his.

Wc muft beg Leave to obfcrvc to your Honour, ©r. 
that, within thefe few Days, every Boat which wc have 
fent out of the River, hath been ftopped at the different 
Chowkeys, notwithftanding they have the Chief’s 
Duftuck ; our Gomaftahs and People are confined, and 
ufedili, and a very exorbitant Duty demanded, and 
our Servants in general greatly infulted all over the 
Country. Upon our fending to fome of thefe Places, 
to enquire the Reafon of this extraordinary Behaviour, 
Anfwer was ^ven, That they had Orders from the 
X^abcd) to flop and levy Duties from every Ei^IiJb Boat 
thatpaifcd, and on no Account to let them go free, ai 
die EngUfti Duftuck was now of no Coniequenoe in the 


Country, and for this Purpofc the Force at every 
Chowkey is augmented. This has occafioiied an entire 
Stoppage to our Trade, greatly to the Detriment of our 
private Fortunes, as wc have now large Quantities ot 
Goods detained at the different Chowkeys, whicli we 
cannot get releaied, unlcfs we fubinit to pay the extra- 
vagant Curtom they require •, and, were we to do that, 
our Boats are liable to be Hopped at the very next 
Chowkey, and the fame Duty again denvinded. Of

T Have received, with great Pkaftjre, your friendly 
Letter. You write that you learn from Mr. FMs, 
the. Chief of the Faflory at Patna, that Cloths have 
been provided for many Years at the Aurung of I(ba~ 
nabad, for the Company j now Perva Roy, the Aumil 
of that Place, obftfiwfts the Weavers in providing the 
Cloths s and whenever 'they are made, hinders thei 
Walhermcn from dicfling and walhing them, to the 
great Prejudice of the Company’s Bufinefs j and you 
defire chat I will give ftrid Orders to the Aumil not to 
moleft the Company’s Gomaftahs, and to aftlft them on 
every Occafion. — Sir, wherever that Gentleman has an 
Op|»rtunity, he fails not to make Complaints of his 
Bufinefs. As he has found my Officers in no Inftance 


faulty, he has wrote to you. the Impertinencies and Com- 
plaints of the Walhermcn : You well know. Sir, that 
the Walhermcn pay no Duties, and that the Aumils 
have no Authority to interrupt them, or prevent rheir 
walhing and dreffing the Cloths : Was this really 
true, he would have informed Rajah Ncbitrey oi ix, and 
he would immediately have wrote to the Aumil about 
it i but as it is altogether without Foundation, he chofe 
to make a falle Complaint to you.

JWlfr to afiert the Privileges of the Firmaun, .aiui vin- 
dicate, in the Name of the En^Jh^ the Freedom of 
cbe Company's Duftuck ! Such Notions prop^^ated in 
tlie Country muft needs be pr^udicial to clw Com- 
pany's Affairs, by weakening their Government \ arid it 
IS for this Reafon the Company have forbid Letters 
to be written to the Country Government by any Kr- 
fon eaceptin^ the Prefident, or with his Approbation. 
I never refuted to apply for Redrefs for any Grievance 
that the Gentlemen in the Service, and au other In- 
habitants of the ^ttlemenc, have appfied to me .about, 
and io Calc of my lUntfs or Abfence, Mr. Aeityatt was 


ready to give them the fame Afiiftance i I muft there- 
fore recommend to you to inflid fuch Ctnfure or Pu- 
nilhmenc on Mr. BoltSy as lhall feem to you ncceliarv 
for preventing fuch Irrcgulations in future. J could 
with alfo that it were made a Rule for the Citiefs of 
the fubordinate FaAorics, and all others, when they 
write Letters to the County Govcriimcnr, to lign them, 
that, in cafe of their being produced afterwards, they 
may be knOwn to be authentic. 

1 have the Pleafure to acquaint you, that, to this 
Time, there is no Appearance of the Tranquillity of 
thefe Provinces being difturbed by any Enemies : Shaw 
Allurn and Sbajah Doaula remain near Ctrrtginahad^ 
and feem to have nothing in View but maintaining 
the Poficlfion of thofe Conquefis they made laft Year 
upon the Marattas^ near the Banks of the Jurarma. 
The Rohellas, Tants^ .ind other Chiefs about Deify, di- 
vided as they arc upon other Points, agree in oppofing 
Sbujab Dcivlui which, no Doubt, is the Kcaion he 
does nowittempt to advance further cowards the Capital, 
and which occafioned him ro apply to the Nabob, and 
alk for an Afiiftance of Forces. The Nabob does not 
judge it advifeable to comply with this Application, 
nor in any Manner to engage in the Conteft, which, he 
fays, would be attended with a great Expence, and a 
Kilk of involving himfelf in 1 rouble. 1 think tliis 
Advice is allb moft fuitable to the Circumibnees ot 
the Company’s Affairs: Our chief Objcil (hould be 
to preferve what we now hold in Tranquillity j and in- 
deed the continual Kcduflion of our Forces, by Cft<- 
fualcies, without any Recruits, puts it out of our 
Power to fpare any ccnfiderahle Detachment. The

To Peter Atnyatt, Ffqnlrc, and the reft of the Gentle- 
men of the Council of Fort fPilliam, 

Gentlemen, 

have had many Conferences with the Nabob, 
on the .Subjed of the late Complaints, which ap- 
pear to liavc been chiefly occafloned by the private 
inland T'radc, or the Trade from Place to Place, in 
the Country. Heenlarped much on the I.icenrioufnefs 
and Opprefflons exerciletl by oiir (jom.ilhilis, efpccially 
in thofe dillant Parts of tlie Province where his Govern- 
ment is Id's cftabliflied, and too remote for our En- 
quiries into their Behaviour, lie argued, that the Trade 
of thole Parts confifted cJiielly in Articles produced and 
fold m the Country, from which former Nabobs had 
always roll rained all Europeans^ and to which he did 
not conceive that we would claim any Right from our 
Firmaiin. 

We agree with the Nabob in Opinion, that the true 
Intent and natural Meaning of the Firmaun granted 
to the Company, was to give to them and their Ser- 
vants a ftce Trade, clear of all Cuftoins, in all Ar- 
ticles of Commerce to be imported or exported by 
Shipping: From inch Commerce a mutual Benefit is 
derived to- our Country and to this; but the Trade 
from Place to Place in the Country, in Salt, Beetle Nut, 
Tobacco, and other Commodities produced here, bring- 
ing no general Benefit to the Country, but to Particu- 
lars only, who had tlie lame in their Hands, we do 
not think the Firmaun can be underftood to include 
them within the Privilege of the Puftuck, or to grant 
us a Riglit to trade therein, on any other Footing 
than the Natives thcmfclves \ that is, payiftg the ufual 
Cuftoms to the Government*, for if we had a Right 
therein to trade Cuftom-free, and the Natives muft 
pay, it follows, no one but ourfelvcs could carry on 
any 'I'rade, which we cannot fuppofe the Firmaun in- 
tended. 

It is Fa6l that the Nabobs of thefe Provinces did 
formerly reftrain the Europeans from carrying on this 
Trade upon any Footing, and l ^y firming r^iit rhf; 
veral Articles t». parueuW Madunta,,^diaaf 
leivcs a confiderable Revenue. 

After the Defeat and Death of Seraja Dowla, and 
the Eftablifliment of Jajfier Aly Cawn in the Subah- 
fhip, by the AfTiftance of ihe Englijh, we began to 
take a Share of this 'Trade, which Sliarc has been from 
Day to Day encrcafing. It has, however, always been 
a Subjeft of Difpute witli the Country Government, our 
Right never having been admitted by them, nor re- 
gularly claimed and eftablifhed by us *, and the Go- 
vernment’s Duties have gericrally been paid. 

But not content with this, the Englifi Gomaftabs, in 
diflerent Parts, have lately begun to inlift upon this 
Trai’e as a P’irmaun Privil. gc, equally with the Fo- 
reign Tiade, and refufeJ to pay any Cuftoms: The 
Government’s People, on tli:ir Part, demanded the 
Cuftoms, .iml, upon rhe Rcful'il, floppcil the Goods ; 
and this Conteft has been the Occ.'iiion of many of the 
Complaints received by us and by the Nabob.

As on one Hand, we do not fee any Reafon why 
the Englifi Gentlemen, and other Inhabitants of Cal- 
cutta and the fubordinate FaAorics, fhould carry on 
the Inland Trade with the Company’s Duftuck, or in 
any Refpeft more advantageoufly than the Countiy 
Merchants *, fo, on the other Hand, we think it Would 
be a great Hardfhip, if we and all belonging to us 
were not admitted upon an Equality with the Merchants 
and Inhabitants of other Parts of Bptgal, and fufPered 
ro trade on equal Terms, in all Commtwities, and in all 
Places, provided our Agents and Gomaftahs do not fet 
up for Magiftrates in the Country, and carry on their 
Bufinefs by Force and OpprefliOn : PrafticeS of this 
Sorr, in many of the Englifo Agents and Gomaftahs, and 
an Abufe, on the Part of the Nabob’s Officers, of the 
Power put into their Hands for the Keftraint of fuch 
Pra£liccs, have been further Caufes of the many Com- 
plaints lately received. 

In thefe Sentiments, the Regulations we have pro- 
pofed to the Nabob, for fixing the Manner of carrying 
on this 'Frade in future, and preventing any Difputcs 
between his Officers and our Agents and Gomaftaiis, 
are as follows : 

1. That for all Trade imported or exported by Ship- 
ping, the Company’s Duftuck (liall be granted ^ and 
It lhall pafs unmolefted, and free of Cuftoms, as ufual. 

2. For all 1 radc from one Place to another, in Com- 
modities produced in the Country, as Salt, Beetle Nut, 
Tobacco, 6?c. the Company's Duftuck fliall not be 
granted, but it fhall go with the Duftuck of the Buckf- 
bundar, Shawbundar, or other Office of the Country 
Government. 

3. That at the Time of taking out the faid Duftuck, 
and before the Difpatch of the Goods, the Duties 
fliall be paid, according to the Kates which /hall be 
particularly fettled and annexed to this Agreement. 

4. That the faid Duties fo to be paid before Ex- 
portation lhall be the Whole that are to be paid $ fo 
that after the Difpatch of the Goods nothing lhall be 
paid at any Chokees in the Road, nor at the Place of 
Salt*. 

5. Thus all Goods being furniffied, either with the 
Company’s Duftuck, or that of the Government, lhall 
meet with nb Obftrudlion or Delay — The Guards and 
Chokees in the Road lhall have nothing more to do 
than to demand a Sight of the Duftuck, unlcfs they 
fliall obferve the Boats to be laden with a larger Quan- 
flty of Goods than arc mentioned in the Duftuck, or 
with other Sorts of Goods than thofe mentioned in the 
Duftuck *, in which Cafe they are to give immediate 
Notice to the neareft EngUJh Faftory, as well as to the 
neareft Officer of the Government, that Orders may be 
fent to have a ftrift Examination *, but they are not to 
detain them in the Road. 

6. If any one lhall attempt to pafs Goods without a 
Duftuck, cither from the Government or the Com- 
pany, or fliall clandeftinely procure a Company’s Duf- 
tuck, to pafs Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, or other Pro- 
duce of the Country, from Place to Place for Inland 
Trade, fuch Goods lhall be fcizcd and confifeatedj

the Guards and Chokees in the Road are to (top them, 
and giye Notice to the neareft Fadoryt as veil 
at the oeareft Officer of the Government' 

If any Perfoo, not h^ing a Duituck, Iball at- 
tempt .to pafs Rdlits or Goods clandeftinely, under 
the Cover of, and in Company with, other Boats or 
Goods having a Duttuck, fuch Boats or Goods fo 
attenmted to be pa0ed clandeftinely lhall be feized and 
confiicated. 

8. The GomaRahs in every Place lhall carry on their 

Trade freely, and as Merchants, and lhall on no Ac- 
counjt ufe Force in buying or felling : If any Difpute 
arifes in the Courfe of their Bufinefs, they lhall not 
atten^t to redrefs themfelves, but lhall make their 
Complaints’ to the Fouzedar, or other Officer of the 
Government, and have the Matter tried before him j 
in like Manner, if any Merchant or Inhatntant lhall be 
aggrieved by an Gomaftah, he lhall make his 

Complaint to the Fouzedar, or other Officer of the 
Government t and the Gomaltah being duly fummon* 
ed, lhall appear before him to anfwer to the Chaige, and 
have the Matter determined. 

9. To deter the Fouzedar and the Officers of the 
Government from being guilty of any Partiality, they 
lhall be enjoined to tranfmit to the Nabob, Copies of 
their Proceedings upon all Trials where Englifo Agents 
or Gomaftahs are concerned, and likewife to give a 
Copy to the Agent or Gomafeah 1 who, if he thinks 
himfelf aggrieved, may fend the fame to his Principal, 
and he may make his Complaint to the Frefidcnt, who, 
if the Cafe requires it, will apply to the Nabob for 
Kedrels : And when any Fouzedar, or other Officer 
of the Government, lhall prove guilty of fuch Partiality, 
the Nabob lhall punilh him in the moft exemplary 
Manner. 

We think it would be unreafonable to dcfire to carry 
on the Inland Trade upon any other Footing than that 
of the Merchants of the Country; and that the at- 
tempting to carry it on free of Cufeoms, and with the 
Company*s Dufeuck, would bring upon us an unlverfal 
Jealoufy and ill Will, and In the End prejudice the 
Company’s Affairs as well as our own— In the Courfe 
of our Conferences upon this Subject, the Nabob ob- 
ferved. That if the Englifl) Qomaltahs were permitted 
to trade in all Parts and in all Commodities Cuffom 
free, as many of them no# pretend, they muff of 
Courfe draw all the Trade iOto their Hands, and his 
Cuffoms would be of fo littie Value to him, that it 
would be much more for his lntercrt to lay Trade en- 
tirely open, and colled no Cufeoms from any Perfon 
whatever, upon any Kind of Merchandize ; which would 
draw a Number of Merchants into his Country, and 
encrcafe his Revenues, by encouraging the Cultivation 
and Manufadure of a larger Quantity of Goods for 
Sale i at the fame Time that (He added) it would ef- 
fedually cut off the principal Subjed of Difputes 


which had dilhirbetl the good Underftanding between 
us % an Objed he had more than any other at Heart. 
This Scheme we difeouraged all in our Power, as it 
would immediately render the Dulluck ufelel's, and 
prejudice our honourable Matters Bufinefs, by en- 
hancing the Number of Purchal'ers •, and it is an Argu- 
ment why we ought readily to confent to the Regu- 
lation now propofed. Not to ril'que hurting the Com- 
pany’s Intercft for our own private Advantage. 

The Nabob defires that our Orders may be repeated. 
That none of the Company’s Servants, Agents, Go- 
maftahs, or other Perfon employed by them, lhall be 
permitted to hold Offices under the Country Govern- 
ment, nor to purchafc, rent, or hold, I.aiids, Gunges, 
or Markets, nor to lend Money to the Zemindars or 
Colleftors ; as all thefe are Sources of Difpute between 
the Company’s People and tlte Government’s. 

We have font to Mr. Helas tlic Nabob’s Orders for 
the free Purchafe of Timber wanted for the new Fort ; 
and the Nabob has exprefled to Shyr Aly, the Fouzedar 
of that Dittrid, his higheft Difplcafurc at the Obrtruc- 
tions he before laid in his Way, and tlie ill Treat- 
ment which the EfigliJ}) Gomattalts in general com- 
plained of from him. 

Inclofed we fend the Nabob’s Orders to Mahomed 
Aly, the Colledor of the Dacca Dittrids, enjoining him 
to releafe all Boats that may be ttopped by him, or any 
other Perfon under his Jurifdidlion •, to demand for 
Cuftoms nothing more dian has hitherto bren paid 
upon the Inland Trade of thofc Parts ; and to refund 
all that may have been extorted beyond that : Idke- 
wife another Order to the fame Perfon, requiring him 
to tranfmit a more circumftantial Account of the Dif-

have agreed with the Nabob to fend a Perlbn on our 
Part along with One of his, to enquire upon the Spot, 
and bring a full and impartial Account ot each of thofc 
Events; and the Nabob has promifed to punilh his 
People with the utmoft Severity, if they prove to be as 
guilty as they now appe.ar. Mr. Ilajlings will go to 
Tangepoor to finilh that Enquiry; and we dcfire you 
will direft Mr. Billers to produce the neceflary Proots to 
tiie Perlbn who may be appointed by the Nabob to 
enquire concerning the other Affairs.

for the Cuftoms being always affixed to the Back 
of every Duftuck, previous to its being figned ? This 
will lurely afeertain, in the moft ample Form, the Du- 
ties to the Nabob, and free ns from the principal 
Grievance wc can feel from their Increale. The Pro- 
hibition with refpeft to Tofalls is a Rcftraint not even 
put on the Moguls and Natives *, the 1 .iberty of* creft- 
mg new ones, lo far from being injurious to the Na- 
b(m, abfolutely enhances his Cuftoms, by clearing 
Lands that would otherwile have been uninhabited; 
and the Order to purchafe every Thing for reader 
Money, amounts nearly to an Exclufiou :^om all fuch 
Branches of Trade, as the Venders will then impole on 
us whatever Prices they judge proper. 

With refpeft to y^am, we mult beg leave to obferve. 
That the Nabob, or his Phoufdar of Rmg Mattee, can

T Have been favoured with your L.ettcr of the ayth 
**“ Decemhery witli a Copy of a Letter from the Direc- 
tor and Council at Cbinfuray on the Subjefl of the 
Pifputes between our Faflory at Patna and theirs, 
concerning the Purchafe of Opium •, alfo Extrafl of a 
Letter from our Chief and Council of CoJ/iminzaTy 
about the Difficulty they me^t with in exchanging the 
Calaijtta Stccas. 

1 had left Patna before your Letter reached me ) but 
as we had before received many Complrints from the 
JDutcb about the Opium P^chafes, 1 made it my 
Bufinds to get all poffible I^ormation on the Sul^e^, 
during my inort Stay at that JPlace } particularly as Mr. 
TaiUepnrt wrote me to reepuft 1 would endeavour 
to put cn End to thole D^utes. It has been fre- 
/quently urged by the Duteby that Mr. Ellis took Obli- 
[Igarioos from the Merchants apd Picars, that they would 
l&t, under a Penalty, fell O^ium to any but him % 1 
IVikM the Dutch Chief, Upon what he grounded this 
Accufation, and whether he had ever feen fuch an 
Obligation, or even a Copy ? to which he replied. That 
he hM not, but that he had been fo informed by his 
Agents. The Amuldar of Babar havii^ made a Com- 
plaint of the like Nature to the Naib, I alked the 
Amuldar, If he could produce fuch an Obligation, or 
a Copy i he anfwered. That a Merchant of Babar had 

( nude a Complaint to him, that the E^gUftt Gomaftsh 
had extorted a Bond from him not to purchafe Opium 
(which had been his ufual Trade) for that he, the 
Gomaftah, was to receive the Whole from the 
Pkara i that he could therefore not pay Cuftoms as 
before to the Government •, at the fame Time produemg 
a which be faid was a Copy of the Bond, but 
^ not deliver it to him>->-It remainql therefore a 
Poqbt wh^her this Charge againft the Gomaftah 
a Faft, or only a Pretence of the ^Mr(;h8nt, to 
prade^vlM the CuftomSf^Mr. EOis afiTured me, that 
JorlSd his j^eocs in the ftrifteft Manner from 
any fuch' Pradaces^ and chat he would fevercl]r puoilh 
iitt ftahar Gomaftah, ftvouVl the Charge againft him 
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prove true; and I defired the Naib to fend for the 
Merchant, arid require Itim to prove what he declared to 
the Amuldar. 

Although I had not Time to trace the Affair to the 
Bottom, it is very certain that fome Abufes mull: have 
been praftifed, to the great Detriment of this Trade, 
by the Perfons employed in the Provifion of Opiuui; 
for the Englijb Faftory has provided this Scilon lc.irce 
Three hundred Chefts, and the Duub only One hund.-ed 
and Fifty} whereas the Two Fadories and the French 
ufed to purchafe without Difficulty near Three thoufaud 
Chefts. 

I conclude this Subjeft with acquainting you, that 
I made an Accommodation between the Englijh and 
Dsetch Chiefs, for carrying on their Opium Purchafes 
for the future, in Concert, and in tlie fame Manner as 
formerly*, by which I hope all Difputes will be pre- 
vented, and both be provided with larger Quantities. 

WitJi refpeft to Mahomed Alljy the Dacca Collcftor, 
I ihould not refufe a Propolltion fo nafonable as what 
the Nabob made} that is, That he Ihouhl have an 
Opportunity of anfwering for himielf. Inclol'ed I fend 
you Copies of his Addrefies to the Nabob, on the Sub- 
ject of the Complaints againft him. 

Mirza Ally Rexa is appointed Amecn to go and 
enquire upon the Spot } and Orders Ihould be lent to 
the Chiefs at DaccUy Cbettigongy and Luckypore, to pro- 
duce what Proofs they can of the Fadb complained of 
to the faid Ameen. 

I can venture to alTure you, the Nabob will not be 
backward in punilhing Mahomed Alyy if he proves 
guilty. Toorutfingy the Amuldar of Tangepoory being 
convifted of killing Mr. Gray's Gomaftah, has received 
Sentence to be hanged at the Place where the Murder 
was committed} and Sbyr Alfyy for endeavouring to 
fcrcen him, and his ill Behaviour to our Gomaltahs in 
general, will be difmified from his Government of 
Purnea. 

I obferve what you ibention concerning the Inland 
Trade, in your Letter to Mr. Haftings and me jointly } 
the Company's Duftuck never having been granted for 
thoTe Articles of Trade by any former Governor, neither 
(hail I chink myfelf empowered to grant them, without 
the Orders of our honourable Mafters •, and thereforc, 

to 
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to prevent our being liable to have our Goods ftopt for 
Duties at many different Places, as is. the Cafe with 
the Company's Merchants, I wilhed to have thofc 
Duties made up in the moft reafonable Manner into 
One Sum, to be paid at One Place, before the Difpatch 
of the Goods i after getting what Informations we could, 
I agreed with the Nabob that they fliould be rated at 
Q per Cent, upon the Purchal'e Price, which being paid 
^fore the Difpatch of the Goods, and the Duffuck of 
the Country Government taken, they Ihould be liable 
to no further Demands throughout the Three Provinces 
— You will obferve that is Icfs than the Luckypoor Gen- 
tlemen, in their Letter of the 6th November laft, men- 
tion they have always paid upon Salt and Tobacco, 
which are the principal Objedts of tliis Trade : — In my 
Way down I took an Account, from the Agents of 
Ibmc Patna and Roughly Merchants, of what they had 
paid, and where liable to pay, for the Salt under their 
Charge j by which you will perceive that the Slrcarv 
Quties only, without reckoning the Duftorc taken at 
the Several Chokeys, amounts, by the loweft of the feveral 
Inform.ations, to more than 25 Rupees per 100 M*" — I 
have fent Copy of this Account to the Nabob, and re- 
commended to free the Merchants in general from fuch 
a Variety of Demands, by receiving from them in 
like Manner a reafonable Rate of Cuffoms in One Place 

only- 

I Yefterday lent for the principal Shroffs of the City, 
and enquired of them, WJiy they refufed to exchange 


the Calcutta Stecos } add, as they are ftrutk irith the 
Name of Aturfiudabadt hew they could diftinguifo them 
from thofe which are ftruck in iht Ahrjbedt^d Mint? 
They replied. That the Stamps were not fo well made 
at Caltutta^ and that the Ru{^ for the imdb Part ate 
too broad and thin^ by which they could eafily diftin-^ 
guilh them— I dcfired Mr. 5 a//c« to fend for foine> 
and upon Examination found the Obfavation of the 
Shroffs to be very true j however they agreed to receive 
them, and promifed to do fo in future. The Nabob’s 
Deputy was prefent, and affured me he would inforce 
it, whenever Mr. Baffin may apply to him i but it is 
neceffary that our Mintmafter take all poffible Care to 
make our Rupees equal in every Refped to thofe of 
MurPedahad \ and, a poQlble, fo alike, that they may 
not be diftinguiflicd one from the other. 

Having w ceived from Mr. Amyatt the News of the 
french Coffers in Balafore Road, 1 fliall fet out from 
hence To-morrow Morning, with Relays cf Bearers to 
NBrzapea/r, from whence I fliall proceed in .1 light Boat 
to Calcutta i fo that I fliall pofllbly arrive as foon astbis 
Letter.

I Havc read with great Surprife the Minutes of your 
Confultation ol' the 17th uU. iqion Meffrs. JobnJlon 
and Uafs L,ctter of the 14th, and upon the Dacca 
Letter of the loth, accompanied with my Anfwer to 
the Nabob upon the Subjeift of the fuppofed Regula- 
tions for the private Inland Trade i I will endeavour to 
point out tlic Wrong you have done me, and the In- 
juflicc, as well as the Indecency, of the Reflections with 
which Mcflrs. Johnjlone and Haf% faid Letter is filled v 
and 1 wonder it flioulil cfcape your Cenfure, much more 
that they fliould gain upon your Approbation. 

I'hc honourable the Court of Direftors, as well as 
their Servants here, liave always underftood a DiftinAion 
between the Irade in Articles imported, and to be 
exported, by Shifting, and the private Inland Trade} 
that is, the Trade from Place to Place in the Country, 
in Commodities produced and confumed in the Country, 
of which Salt, Beetle Nut, and Toliacco, arc the chief 
Articles. I'or the former Trade the Company’s Duftuck 
ihas always been granted}/ but the latter has ^en carrieu 
on with the Duftuck of the Country Government, at|d 
; tht ir Duties paid j but thofe Duties being different ii{ 
diftcrent Places, and even varied at the fame Place, 

I according to the Difpofition and Authority of the 
Nalfob’s Culleftor, and the Degree with which dm 
hnglifl) Gomaftah could back his Rcfufal, a fixed Refo- 
lution was thought neceffary, to prevent numberlefs 
Difpurcs occafioned by this Commerce in different Parts 
of the Province. Our honourable Mafters have exprefly 
“ordered, in more than one of their Letters, that the 
Trade in Salt and Beetle Nut fliall not be carried on to 
the Prejudice of the Revenues of the Country Govern- 
ment-, and yourlelves. Gentlemen, in your Letter of 
the 15th November^ tranfmitted me a Lift of the Shaw- 
bundcr Duties, paid by the Gentlemen at Luckypore 
\ upon Salt and Tobacco, in order to affift me in finally 
• ll'ttling thefe Matters with the Nabob upon a folid Plan : 

! Can that Plan be folid where Nothing is fixed } and 


^ where the Engli/b Gomaftahs fliall be under no Controul; 
bur, regarding themfclvcs far above the Magiftrates of 
i the Country where they reftde, take upon themfelves to 
; decide, not only their own Disputes with the Merchants 
*, and Inhabitants, but thofe alfo of one Merchant or In- 
Ihabiunt with another ? Or is it pofliblc the Government 
jean cpllcft their due Revenues in fuch Circumftances ? 

The Plan for carrying on the private inland Trade, 
contained in my Letter to the Nabob, is the fame in Sub- 
ftance as the Articles which in my joint Letter with Mr. 
Hajlings of the 15th December^ we mentioned to have 
propofed to the Nabob. It is fuch a Plan as feemed to 
me to be conformable to the Company’s Intentions in 
refpeft to that Trade, moft confiftent with the true 
Rights and interefts of their Servants here, and with 
common Rcafon and Equity % and I call on you, Gen- 
tlemen, in the firft Place, to prove that 1 have affumed a 
Right to which I was no ways authorized } that the Re- 
gulations propofed are dilhonourable to you as Englifi- 
men, o i* tend to^ Ruin of all public or privar<» , 
which are the Terms m wRich you have been pleafed to 
expreft your Opinion : And, in’ the fecond Place, to 
form a Plan yourfelves, which lhall be more conformable 
to the good Purpofes before mentioned s and without 
Regard to which, I am perfuaded our konobrablc Ma- 
fters will not give the Sanflion of their Approbation to 
this new Tra<fc. Form fuch a Plan, Gentlemen, and I 
will fubferibe to you with Pleafure, and engage the Na- 
bob will do fo too. 

/ For my own Part, >1 think tfrat the Honour and Dig- 
nity of our Nation would be better maintained by ^ 
fcrupuknis and careful Rcftraint of the Duftuck, oiift 
by extending it bwond its ufual Bounds } and putdng 
our Gomaftahs un^ fome Checks, than by 
them to.exerciie an Author)^ in the Country, cvttf ’tm 
according to the Means put into his Hands, and 
bringing an Odium upon the Name of the 
repeated Violences done by the Engli/b.

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The Dacta Gcntkraen, in their Letter of the loth, 
reprdent, I'hat they fliall fuffer greatly if fuch Re- 
gulations tak^‘ Place. It is not as to the Duty they 
complain, but the being obliged to apply to tlie Nabob’s 
Officers for Duftucks, and having their Gomaftaha or 
Servants fiibjecled to the Jurifdi^ion of the Zemindars 
and their Cutcherics. I'he Gentlemen at Calcutta have 
never found any Difficulty in getting the Heugfy Duf- 
tuck, for our SiUt to go up the Country } nor nave -we 
ever thought it either inconvenient or diffionourable to 
apply for it to the Officers of the Government : This is 
the only Article we deal in here that falls under the 
Defeription of the inland Trade : The Dacca Gentlemen 
either do not. or will not, Underftand that Defeription ; 
they fay the Chief is enjoined by the Governor’s Letter 
to the Nabob, not to give a Duftuck for any Article 
that is the Produce of Betigali and to pay a Duty of 9 
ftr Cent, to the Nabob on every Merchandize not 
broug^ in or fent by Sea. The DiftinAion mentioned 
in my Letter to the Nabob is, that all Goods imported, 
or for Exportation, by Shipping, (hall go as ufual with 
the Company’s Duftuck, and be fubjea to no Kind of 
Demands •, and all Goods, the Produce of this Country, 
for inland Trade, (hall pay Duties to (the Country 
Government, and go with their Duftuck. Now the 
principal Articles of this inland Trade are, as I have 
mentioned in all my Letters to the Board, Salt, Beetle 
/Nut, and Tobacco, produced and bought in one Part 
of this Country, and fent to other Parts of the fame 
Country for Sale and Cortfumption } Articles which, 
before the Troubles, we were forbid to trade in, but 
which our Influence flnee has enabled us to deal in, 
although with many Objedions from the Country 
Government, and frequent Complaints from the Country 
Merchants, who ufed to live by that Trade j however, 
it has never been regarded as a Part of our Firmaun 
Privilege, and we have been contented to carry it on 
with t& Duftuck of the Country Governmeat, and 
paving thdr Duties. The prefent Regulation is intended 
only to give us a conBrmed I^ht to a Benefit heretofore 
always difputed, and upon Terms which feem to me 
very reafonable. 

Now as to the Gomaftahs, it is propofed in my Letters 
to the Nabob, that Orders ffiall be given to forbid them 
injuring the Country People or Inhabitant's, or proteA- 
ing the Dependants and Servants of the Sircar •, that in 
Cafe of their having a Difpute with, or Complaint 
againft, any Merch^t or Inhabitant of the Country, 
they (hall lay fuch Difpute or Complaint before the 
Officer of the Government, to be determined in the 
proper Courfe of the JurildiAion of the Country j and 
in like Manner, if any one ftiould have a Difpute with, 
or Complaint azainft, the Gomaftah, the Gomaftah lliall 
appear before the Officer of the Government, to have 
it fettled : In both Cafes, if the Gomaftah thinks himfelf 
aggrieved by the Decifion, he may appeal to his Em. 
pl^er, and he to the Governor at Calcutta, Nothing here is 
mcanttoafleft, or can affeft,our Rights over the Weavers, 
who received Advances for the Company’s Cloth, and 
who having nothing to do with Rents or Employments 
under the Country Government, are not underftood to 
be their Dependants or Servants, and therefore may and 
ought to be protelfted againft any unjuft Demands of 
the Government’s Officers, at the Diferetion of the 
Chief of the Factory to which they belong : But it is 
not to thefe Gomaftahs fo many Adis of Oppreffion are 
charged \ their Bulinefs is plain and firaple ( they have 
/only to make the ufual Advances to the Weavers, and 
fee tbit they perform their Contradb, and being imme- 
diately, under the Eye of one or other of the Fadlories, 
tbe]r cannot be guilty of great Extravagancies 1 the Com- 
plaints come from the diftant Corners of the Province) 
as Rimfere, PwmtOt Dinagepore^ Rangamaty^ Gualparab, 
SiUt, Backergungif &c. where, if thofe Complunts are 
tfue, the Gomaftahs being under no Controul 

of their Maners, deipife and ill treat the Officers of the 


Government, fet themfelves up for Jud«s and Magif 
trates, hear Difputes between the Mabitants, and’, 
extort Fines } force the Merchants to buy their Goods ' 
at more than the Market Price, and to fell what they t 
require at much below ic;«The Complaints 1 havej 
received of this Sort are innumerable *, 1 have done my I 
utmoft to find out the Truth and get jledrefs, and puc| 
an End to them, by forwarding Copies to the Chief of 1 
the Fadlory ncareft tlic Place where the Caufc of Com- 
plaint has arifen, and dcfiring him to enquire into it } 
but for the moft Part I have got no other Satisfadlion' 
than the Gomaftahs flat Denial of the Fafts : The Place 
being very diftant, a proper Examination of Witnefles 
is almoft impoflible, citlicr before this Board, or any 
of the Subordinates; how then arc fuch Difputes to 
be fettled, or the Truth difeovered ? I am far from 
faying that the Method 1 have propofed is free from 
Objedion.s, becaufc 1 am fenfible that many of the Offi- 
cers of the Government will not exercife their Authority 
impartially, and many will gladly Cake every Opportu- 
nity of obftrudling our Gomaftahs, and particularly in 
this Commerce ; but I cannot think of a better Pbn ; 
and it is certainly more agreeable to Rcafon, and the 
Pra^ice of all Nations, the Jurifdiflion fhould be in the 
Hands of proper Officers of tlie Government, than of 
our Agents and Gomaftahs, who are permitted to refide 
there only as trading Fadfors, and where neither the , 
Laws of our Counti 7 , nor the Powers intrufted to.us by i 
the Company, do give us any judicial Authority. 

I wilh. Gentlemen, you may form a better Plan,* 
fince you do not approve of mine ; but if it ihould 
appear that this Trade cannot be carried on without 
invefting our Gomaftahs with an armed Force, and 
Authority to exercife that Force over the Inhabitants 
at their Dlfci^ion, I think it Ihould be forbid ; aiul we 
content ourfelves with carrying on our Trade as far as 
the Company carry theirs, and fo far we fhall be fure 
of the ProtedVion of their Forces, under the Diredlion of 
one or other of the Fadtories, who will be anfwerablc to 
the Board for the Ufe they make of them, which the 
Gomaftahs are not, and therefore fuch an Authority 
flioold not be trufted in their Hands. 

Meflrs. Jobnftony Hay^ and Baltic complain, that t 
fent a Perfon to enquire into the Truth of the Complaint 
againft the Engl^ Gomaftahs in the Country, and they 
d^niiy a poor Banyan with the Title of an Inquifitor. 
My Letter to thofe Gentlemen from Mongbeer will fliew 
the only Authority with which that Perfon was invefted ; 
and as they have not laid before you a Copy of the 
Letter, I have fubjoined it hereunto, as it is at leaft as 
roaterW as feme of thofe Pieces they refer to. As foon 
as this Inquifitor returns, his Report Audi be laid before 
you i and, as every Step I can take for the Rcdrels. of 
the Inhabitants of the Countrv^s complained of as an 
Encroachment upon the Privileges of the and 

'alftrproves InclRsEllial,'! IhaH for the future lay all 
Petitions from the Inhabitants before the Board, hoping 
that by your Refolutions fome effcdtual Method will be 
provided for reftraining the Excefles of the Gomaftahs : ; 
The moft material of thofe that have lately bron pre- s 
i'ented to me are hereunto annexed ; and 1 think the 
puning a Stop to any Abufes that may be pradtifed 
under tho Authority of the EngUftt Flag, is an Attention 
fo worthy of this Government, that one or more Mem- 
bers of the Board, or fome of the fenior Servants, 
Ihould be fent to inform themfelves upon the Spot how 
far the Complaints arc true, and make their Report 
to the Board. 

MeflTrs. Jobnfon and Way aflert. That the Nabob’s 
ordering the Rangamaty Fouzedar to receive the ufual 
Duties on Goods for Inland Trade, is contrary -to our 
Treaty with the Nabob, and reduces us again to thofe 
Privileges we enjoyed before the Time of Meer Jajfier. 

I have referred more than once to the Treaty with the 
Nabob Jaffer Aly and do not find that it grants 
us any new Privileges of Trade ; and Colonel C/iw, 

^ T ■ who 
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wlio fcitainly undcrftood that Treaty as well as any 
one, never would grant a Duftuck for Salt, or any other 
Article of Trailc, which had not ufually been granted 
by former Governors. 

Menfs. 'jobnfoH and infinuate, throughout their 
Letter, in Terms not to be mifunderftood, that my 
Ileafon for wilhing to redrain other Gentlemen’s Gomal- 
tahs, is, that my own may have the more Tower, and pro- 
cure for me tlie greateft Profit : Although I am fatisfied, 
that fuch Infiiuiations would obtain little Credit, yet it 
may not be improper to produce Ibme Inftances, that I 
fufl'er equally with others, when any Obftruclions do 
happen in our Trade ■, and that I am the firft topraftile, 
upon my own Concerns, tlie Redraint which I think 
lliould upon our Gomaftahs in general. For the firft, I 
appeal to Mr. Amyatt, whether a Number of Boat.s of 
Salt, belonging to. me, were not ftopped at Cutwa^ by the 
Colleftor of theG.^ut, at the fame rime with others, and 
detained as long. For the Jalt, I refer to my Orders of 
the 17 th December, and 10 th January, to Mr. Moore, 
my Agent at Rungpewr, and Mr. Baillie, at Rangamatty% 
of which Copies are hereunto annexed^ 

As you have been pleafed to give us your Opinion, 
that Meffrs. JehnJten, f/ay, and Bolts, did properly, in 
writing a Letter to Sheer Aly, the Fouzedar of Purnea, 
in their own Name, inftead of applying to the Prefidcnt, 
of Courle every other Merchant will take the fame 
Authority. I am by no means forry to be relieved from 
the Trouble of fuch Applications, yet I think it ray 
Duty to give it as my Opinion, that this intirc Level- 
ling and Equality will not be for the Good of the Com- 
pany’s Affairs, nor for the Benefit of the Society ; and 
therefore do declare my Difapprobation. 

One Reafon Mcflrs. Johnfione and Hay give for 
writl^ this Letter, deferves to be taken Notice of i 
An Dnwillingnefs in the Prefident to believe Complaints 
of this Nature. I requeft the Board will call upon them 
to produce any one inftance where I have refufed or 
delayed to give them, or any other. Merchant, every 


Afflftance they have alked of me, in the carrying on 
their private fiulinefs, and obuining Redrefs for their 
Grievances. 

In Ihort, Gentlemen, their Letter throughout is fo 
injurious to me as a Gentleman (to fay nothing of my 
Station) that 1 Ihould have applied to you for Juftice 
againft them, did I not perceive, that, inftead of (hewing 
your Difplcafure at fuch Behaviour, you have thought 
proper to give it tlie Sanftion of your Approbation. 

I refer mylllf therefore to the honourable the Court 
of Direftors, who, I am perfuaded, will do me more 
juftke. 

I (hall be glad to fee the Number of Members at the 
Board increafed, and wiffi it could always be kept fo ; 
but if 1 had propofed to fend for particular Members 
from the Subordinates, to give their Opinion on a par- 
ticular SubjeA, I (hould furely be acculcd of an Inten- 
ti 9 n to majle a Majority to carry a particular Point : 
and it is a/ Precedent that may be at fome Time applied 
to that Purpoie, and therefore 1 think a bad one. 

As to the Major, he is to be a Member of the Board, 
according to our honourable Mafters Direftions, when 
Military Affairs are in Debate: How a Regulation of a 
Method for carrying on our Trade in S jt, and Beetle 
Nut, and Tobacco, can be brought under that Title," I 
cannot conceive *, nor how he can be fuppofed to be a 
Judge of fuch a Subjed. Yet if you conceive his Ad- 
vice can be of Ufr, I am far from objeding to his being 
prefent. The Matter in queftion is not with me a Point 
of Conteft or Party *, I wilh only to fee fuch Rules laid 
down, that the Nabob and we may know our proper Li- 
roi^ and prevent oiir Servants from tranfgrcmng them j 
which will require both Time and Patience, and much 
Care and Attention. The beft Laws wilt be fomeiimcs. 
traofgrefled *, but the Inconvcniencics which arife from 
fuch I'ranfgrelTjons ought not to be objeded againft the 
Laws thcmfclvcs, but againft tlie Tranfgreflbrs, who 
can only be reftrained by the conftant Care of Govern- 
inent.

In Confequence of my having prefided at this Board 
during the Abfcnce of Mr. Vtenfittart, I (hall now take 
the Liberty to reply, in Part, to the Minute which he 
laid before Council on the ift Inftant. 

Firft, as to the Subjed of bis Letter to the Nabob, in 
refped to the Tranfadion therein contained, 1 (hall 
leave it to debated and determined at the full Board, 
when the reft of the Members arrive } and when, I make 
not the lead: Doubt, having received the Afliftance of 
their Deliberations, but we (hall be enabled to form 
a Set of Regulations equally equitable with the Prefi- 
dent’s, and eveiy Way as conducive to the Intercftof 
the Country Government and our own j and, I truft, 
of a much greater Tendency to prevent future Jealoufies 
and Animofities between us, of which the Claufe for 
fnbjeding us fo thoroughly to their Judicature muft 
h.ive proved an inexhauftible Source. 

What I have therefore chiefly to point out, is, that 
the Prefident, in this TranfadioA, has aded without a 
proper Authority. It was but la(l Council Day, Gen- 
tlemen, that the Proceedings in this Affair were read at 
our Board j and although I gave the greateft Attention 
to the Pcrufal, I could not diftinguim that wc vefted 
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the Prefident with the Powers he pretends j nay, I 
obferve that he himfelf can only pick out one Phrafe to 
anfwer his Purpofe » from perverting even the literal 
Senfc of which, and entirely the well-known Meaning 
of the Board, he draws a Sandion of ours for what he 
has done. - Right forty am I to find that Recourfe is 
had to playing upon Words, becaufe I think it is a 
Quftom which ought to be utterly excluded, in Matters 
fo ferious as generally prove the Bufinefs of this Board ;

From Nabob C^m Ally Cam to Mr. VanfittarL 
Ftbrkafy\% 1763. 

T deceived your friendly Letter, which gave me much 
* Pleafure. You write, that concerning the Inland 
Ti^e of this Cotintiy (that is to fay) Salt, Tobacc^ 
Btede Nut, dried Fifh, which being piirchafed in this 
Oiuntry fhall be carried for Sale to other Parts of the 
Country, a tiuty of 9 per Cm. agreed between me 
and you to be paid j but that the Phouldars and Mana- 
gers do not regard it, but that they want to put a Scop to 
the whole Trade 1 likewife, that they demand Duties on 
Cloth, belonging to the Company, having & Duf- 
tuck with the Company's Seal, and which h^er was 
known to pay Duties ; that Shake Ilyiut, a Peon upon 
Ramkunt ffoiaar, your own private Gomaftah -at Panti- 
poett did not regard die Company’s Duftuck, but by 
Force took from him the Amount of no Rupees on 
Account Duties, and as yet has not taken off the Peon ; 
alfo that Ka'jojab AJkafuk^ who through the Means of 
Kaujah tVarrens was appointed to tran^ your own pri- 
vate Bufincfs ^tjangymagitr, and had, agreeable to the 
Company’s Duftuck, provided 30 Bales of Cloth, 28 
of which he fent firft, and afterwards the Two others; 
but that MtAomed Alfy Beg Tujfaidar intercepted, and 
detained, and demanded Duties thereon ; And defiring 
I would fpeedily write very fu% to all the Phouzdars and 
Managers concerning this, not fo take Duties on any thing 
without Rcafon — ^What you write, 1 uqderftood— The 
Tranflates of your Gomaftah's; Letter I have fecn. 

The Whole of the Difputt is this : The Merchants, 
&r. whofe Names are enteretf Jn my Oihee, always pay 
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Duties. Now you purchafcGood.s through their Means ; 
therefore the Managers to the Government know not 
whether the Goods belong to you or the Merchants. ■ 
Through the Will of God, your Gomaftahs and Houles^ 
arc every where; therefore, why do not you purchafe 
and fell Goods through the Means of your own Gomaf- 
tahs, and your own Houfes -, and if the Merchants were 
to have no Share in it, no Noife or Difputc could pof- 
fibly arife. Goods being purchafed from the Merchants, 
who always paid Duties on the Goods they bought and 
fold, and now do not, is the Caufe of thefc Difputcs — 
Therefore you will plcafe to defer trading with thofe 
. Merchants, who from former Time have belonged to the 
Government! then there will be no Difputcs between 
your People and mine. 

Inclofcd. 

I have wrote very fully to the Managers at Nti^a, 
Dacca^ &c. not in any Refpert whatever to intercept or 
molcft any Goods belonging to the Company, at any of 
their Places of Trade, having a Company’s Duftuck 
with them. If any of the Managers belonging to the 
Government ftiould be uncertain, whether the Goods 
belong to the Company, or the Gentlemen, cr the Eng- 
lift) Gomaftahs, ana do not fee the Company’s Duftuck, 
what can I do ? For which Rcafon, fhould the Managers 
belonging to the Sircar, if the Company’s Duftuck is 
produced, interrupt Goods, or difregard iriy I'crWan- 
nah, the Gomaftahs belonging to the EvgUjh^ through 
their own Pleafure or Pride, will not Ihew the Company’s 
Duftuck i therefore direft all the Gomaftahs very fully 
not to delay (hewing the Duftuck. 
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InftruAions to Mefileurs Anyatt and Hty.

Gentlemen, 

1. “pHE Trade of our Faftories on Behalf of the 
^ Company, as well as the Inland Trade carried 
on by the Agents and Gomaftahs of Ettgl^ Merchants, 
having for fome Months paft met with the neateft In- 
cerniptions in all Parcs of the Country, from me Officers 
of the Nabob’s Government, and this having further 
poved the' Source of numerous Difputes and Com- 
plaints on both Sidtt ; we have had under Confidera- 
tion the fettling^ of certain Rules, agreeable to our re- 
fpedlive Rights and Fretenfions, whereby to carry on 
our Trade, and be the Means of preventing fuch Dif- 
putes from happening in future in thefe Points: We 
have already come to fome Regulations ; and having the 
greateft Reliance on your Abilities, Prudence, and 
' 4 ' 


Zeal, as well for the Imereft of our honourable Maf- 
ters, as for the Welfare and Good of the Community, 
■we hare thought proper to depute you to make known 
to the Nabob thole Refolutions. 

t. In the Firft Place, you mull again acquaint the Na- 
bob, that the Regulations made with him by the Prefi* 
dent being difapproved, are of Courfe become void ; 
and you are therefore to re-demand the L.ecccr which 
contained them ; you are alfo to itiftft, in Cafe he has 
not before iffued fuch Orders, that he do revoke all 
thofe Orders which he fent to his Officers in Confe- 
rence of the faid Regulations ; and inform him, that 
Trade is in every Rcfocft to go on in its ufual Channel, 
until he <the Nabob) has fettled with you the Bufinefs 
of your Deputation. 

3. Accompanying this you will receive Eng/ift and 
Ptrfian Copies of the Phirmaun and Hufbulhookums 
and Treaties, on which we found a Right to Free 

Trade; 
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Trade ; rhefe we have concluded, give us an indifput- 
able Privilege for any of our 'I'rades, as well foreign as 
inland, throughout the Provinces of this Subah, Irec of 
any Dedudions to the Country Government % you muil 
tliercforc carefully and clearly explain to the Nabob, 
the Tenor and Subftancc of all thole Grants, and the 
JuHice that it follows we have on our Side for abiding 
thereby. 

4. When you have fully aflTerted and convinced the 
Nabob of thefc our Rights and Privileges, you will 
make known to him the Relblution of Council the 2d 
Iiiftanr, for allowing him a Duty on Salt, with our Mo- 
tives therefor ; Firft, Bccaufe, from general Informations 
t..ken, it appears this Article has, from Cuftom, always 
paid a Certain, though unlettled, Duty. Secondly, Bc- 
i.iufc it is not our Intention, through too fcrupulous an 
Aflertion of our Rights, to detriment or diminilh the Re- 
venues of this Government, or in any Refpeft to leflen 
to him the Advantages reaped at our Hands by his Pre- 
deceflbrs, the former Subahs j that, allowing thefe Senti- 
ments to weigh as far with us as the Regard for the In- 
terclls of our Employers and the Community, and for 
the Tenor of our faid Grants, will polTibly admit, we 
have refolved to allow him (the Nabob) a fixed Duty on 
the Article of Salt, at T wo and a Half per Cent, on the 
Kowannah Price i but as we have no Grounds for ex- 
tending this Confideration further, we cannot admit of 
Duties being levied on any other Articles of Trade 
whatlbcver. 

5. To afeertain the Payment of this Duty, and at the 
lame Time maintain in its full Force the Authority trf' the 
Eugli/h Dufiuck, the Article of Salt fhall be circulated 
equally with other Articles, by Means of a Duiluck, and 
be liable to no further Scrutiny or Interruption } provided 
theBuckHninder or Shawbunder, for the atbrementioned 
Duty, appears proixirly granted, and entered on the Back 
thereof. 

6. For regulating in future the Conduct of our Agents 
and Gomauahs, and the Officers and Dependants of the 
Nabob’s Government, with reipefl: to Injuries commit- 
ted on either Side, and Difputes which may arife be- 
tween them, we have agreed on the following Rules, 
which you muft intimate to the Nabob } and as we chink 
they will every Way anfwer the Ends required, you rauft 
act^uaint him, that they are therefore to be punctually 
oblerved. 

7. The Nabob having lately afTcCted an Ignorance of 
the Nature of this Government, and the Powers of the 
Council, the Prefident, in his Anfwer, endeavoured to 
fet him right on that Head; but it will Rill be necellary 
that you again explain this Matter peribnally to him, by 
Commiffion from the Board, that future Pretenfions of 
the like Ignorance may not be the Means of detriment- 
ing our Anairs. 

8. There further appears, in the Courfe of his Corre- 
ipondence, certain Expreflions which imply a Diffidence 
of the Fricndfhi]) of feveral Members of the Council co- 
wards him } thefe ill-founded Suipicions you muft ufe 
your moft ftrenuous Endeavours to remove •, and, Oh the 
contrary, to convince him, that we fhall be always, with 
One Voice, agreeable to affifi: and fupporc him and his 
Government, provided no Attempts arc made towards 
the Infringement of our Rights and Privileges j but that 
from a Jufi; Obfervance of them, and a Ready Obedience 
to the repeated Orders of our Employers, we can never 
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put up with Accempu that have in the fmalleR Degree 
iuch Tendency. 

9. With refpeCl to the Regulations for Trade, we 
think it will be the moR proper Method to have our 
Rights acknowleged, and under the Nabob’s own Hand 
and Seal, taking Care that there is no Expreffioris in- 
ferted in it contrary to the Senie we entertain of our 
Rights by our former Grants or Treaties, or that may 
teiS, in any Degree, to invalidate them.. To fuch 
Writings you may accede, referviog to us the Power of 
finally ratifying the fame. 

10. As we think it abfolutely neceflary, both for the 
IntereR of our Affairs and the Nabob's, to have a Gen- 
tleman in the Service, Refidenc at, his Court, we have 
appointed Mr. Thomas AmphUtt to accompany you in 
the Deputation, and afterwards remain with the Nabob 
in that Capacity •, you will therefore introduce him to 
thq Nabob accordingly, and acquaint him, that all Tranf- 
atRions between him and us arc, after your Departure, 
to be carried on by this Refident and that all Orders 
which are to be iffued through the Country, relating to 
the Enihjb-t are to be BrR intimated to, and approved by, 
him. At vour Departure you will leave in Charge with 
Mr. Ampblett any Part of thefe InRruflions wliich you 
may not be able to finifb, and give him fuch further 
Diredions as you may chink neceflary. 

11. Having had repeated InRances of the ill Difpofi- 
tion and bad Behaviour of Mahomed the Colledor 
of the Dacca DiRrifls, wc here inclofc you a particular 
Proof, in Copies of Letters which he wrote to Syed Bud- 
dulCawH i and we muR deflre that you will infiR on'his 
being difmifled from His Offices, and obliged to make 
Reparation for all the Lofles he has been the Occaflon of, 
fince the Beginning of thefe DiRurbances. 

12. The Orders by which we took Pofleffion of the 
Lands being only Amulnamas, we muR deflre, that you 
will apply to the Nabob for proper L^uceny Sunnuds, 
to confirm the Companjr’s Right to the Three Provinces. 

13. You muR likewife demand from the Nabob Pay- 
ment of a Sum Money which Medtomed Rexa Cavm 
diR)urfed out of the Revenues of the Chittagong Pro- 
vince, on Account of the Tippeza Expedition ; to in- 
Rrud: you in which, wc have ordered the Particulars to 
be tranlmittcd you by the Accomp’tant of the Commit- 
tee of Lands. 

14. Since we braan to draw up thofe InRruffions, we 
have received Intelligence of the Nabob's having pub- 
lifhedaSunnud, containing an Exemption from all Du- 
ties on every Kind of Trade, for the Space of Two 
Years i Copies of the Sunnud, and a Perwannah, which 
accompanira it, to Neiut Rcy^ the Naib of Patna^ you 
will receive herewith » and, as we are of Opinion, that 
this Step is taken with a l^fign to prejudice the Com- 
pany’s trading Bufinefs, and countcraA the Meafures 
wc have been hitherto caking for the Welfare of Trade 
in general, wc deflre that you will infiR on the Na- 
bob’s revoking that Sunnud, and colledfing Duties as 
before.

ceipt of your Letters of the 7 th and nth ultimo^ he has 
been conftantly fending Troops into this City. The 
Commanders <« his Forces, in different Parts of the 
Country hereabouts, are under Orders to afiemble at 
fatncy and fome of them actually in Motion, by which 
k iimnaas if he mtemled n-Blow -at this Party » on that 
Head however we arc perfcftly eafy, but under the deep- 
eft Concern for the Fate of the City, which we are 
hourly apprehenfive will be plundered by the licentious 
undifeiplined Rabble within its Walls. The Suburbs 
are already entirely deferred, and the wretched Situation 
of People of all Ranks is more eafy to conceive than de- 
feribe. 

Mttr Mhtdi Caum is the Name of the Perfon whom 
the Nabob has appointed his Naib here; but to this 
Time he has not paid the Chief die ufual Compliment of 
acquainting him with his Arrival. He carries on the 
Preparations for Attack or Defence (for as yet we know 
not which to call them) with more Vigour than his Pre- 
decefibr, and thereby adds to the Terror and Alarm 


the Inhabitants— The Night before laft the Whole of 
Ills People were under Arms on the Walls, and firing 
their Guns and Small Arms till Morning great Part of 
Yeftcrday the Gates were kept Ihut, and the Relict of 
our Hofpital Guard refufed Admittance •, upon which 
the Chief wrote him a Letter, a Copy of it we now in- 
clofe, as likewife of his Anfwer. The Guard has been 
fince admitted, but the Burbunna Gate Itill remains 
fhut. 

It is commonly talked that the Nabob has fent this 
Mindi CawH to drive out the Englijh but your Honour, 
4 *?f. will judge that there is not much Danger to be ap- 

} >rchended from a Man, whofc Talent feems chiefly to 
ie in founding his own Praifes \ his Infolencc may how- 
ever reduce us to the difagrceable Neceflity of taking the 
City from him. 

With the greateft Difficulty we have colle£l;ed Money 
fufficient to pay our Europeans for this Month, and our 
Seapoys for March, and have not at this Time a Angle 
Rupee in Cafh. We therefore requeft. vour Honour, 
will take the moft fpeedy Method of fupplying us.

^pH E Board bcii^ come to obneert the Meafures proper 
to be taken, in Cafe that.a Rupture Ihould happen 
between us and the Nabob, the ftveral Cafes were fully 
* cqnlidered and debated on ; »d die following Refolu- 
tions were in Confequence j^apned and ap;reed. 

Although it is to be hoped^that the Difput^ with the 
Nabob will yet come to an amicable Iffue, it is thought 
nccelTary, to be prepared widi a Plan of Operations, 
which may be moft expedient to enfure Succefs, in Cafe 
of a Contrary Event. 

It ia therefore rcfiylved, Fiift, That in Cafe of a Rup- 
ture with the Nabob, ^and the Nabob fhould march to- 
wards Patna, in order to attack our Troops and Fac- 
tory there* they Ihall endeavour to pofiefs themlelves of 
the Dty, if they think they can poflefs themfelves of it 
without much Loft, and there remain until they receive 
farther Orders from us or Major Adorns^ but if diey 
ihould by attacking the City think they run a RUk of 
.^ng in the Attempt, or lofuig of many Men, thev 
moft, then take fuch Poft as they think they caa beft 
.defenft themfelves in ; and if tlicy can, cover the Fadtory 
until they fhall recave further Orders as above mention- 
ed i thatjn either Cafe they muft be careful tofecure all 
the Provi^ th^ can of every Kind, and aUb Draught 
and.Caiyiage Rullocks. 

Secotmly, l^t in Cafe of a Rupture with the Nabob. 
;Md hd lhall remain at Mongheer, the Paina Party fhall 
aft as in the Firft Cafe, 
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Thirdly, That in Cafe of a Rupture, and the Nabob 
marches down this Way, the Patna Party fhall, after 
attacking and pofTelllng themfelves of the City, move 
down as far sa Rewoonumh, to be in greater Rcadineft to 
join Major Adams, and there wait for Orders from Major 
Adams, unleft from an Alteration of Circumftances their 
own Difcrction lhall direft them to aft otherwife. 

That in any of the foregoing Cafes tbefe are our pre- 
fent Thoughts i but that we do not mean by fuch a 
Plan to reftrift them from taking any Advantage that 
may hapKn, in Cafe of a Rupture declared. 

This Plan being fettled for the Patna Parry in Cafe 
of a Rupture, the Queftkm is put. 

How they fhall be informed of a Rupture, or what 
they lhall conftrue as fuch ? 

Mr. JobnJlone thinks the Nabob’s Hopping our Com- 
munication by Letter, and moving in Confequence with 
his Army and Artillery towards Patna, when there is no 
other Enemy in the Country adjacent, againll wliom he 
may have caufc to move, or ought in Rc.ifon to be be- 
lieved, that he direfts the March of his Army this Way, 
attended by any correfpondenc AcL of Hoftility of his 
Forces ftationed at or round Patna, fuch as ftopping 
their Provifion or Communication with the Country, or 
oppofing our People in the Execution of their Bufinefs ; 
might in the prefent Circumftances be conftrued by them 
as a Rupture ■, and that they miglu immctilaiely proceed 
CO aft as direfted in the Pfen. 
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The Prcfidcnt thinks, that Mr. Jobnftene^i Propofal U 
extremely vague, and leaves it in the Power of the 
Gentleircn at Patnot by an Error in Judgment, to in- 
volve us in a War, which we would rather avoid ; and 
therefore would propofe, that the Orders to the Gentle- 
men at Patna ihould be after this Manner: That they 
will be inftantly informed from us, if we Ihould be 
obliged. to declare a Rupture with the Nabob*, and that 
therefore they mult wait for fuch Information before 
they aft upon fuch a Plan laid down, keeping in the 
mean I'lme well on their Guard, and defending them- 
felves and the Company's Rights againft all Attacks : 
That he propofes thefc limited Orders the rather, as he 
looks upon the Party at Patna to be of fuch a Strength 
as to run no Rilk from any Attack of the Nabob.

' Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

^ have received your Favour of the 14th loftant^ 
with the Refblutions of the Board, which, as far 
as we' comprehend them, will not allow us to conft;ue 
any Aft of the Nabob’s as hoftile, although ever fo 

f rreatly tending to our Ruin \ but are to wait until we 
lave Notice ftom you of a Rupture being declared, al- 
though who there may be then to receive your Com- 
<nan« is hard to fay \ but moft probably neither any of 
us, nor of the Party now here, as we ihall clearly evince. 

We have had good Intelligence (not from Harkar- 
rahs) that if the Army Ihould nxive from Calcutta, the 
Nabob intends marching here to attack usi in which 
Cafe he will inftantly remove our Dawkes, and cut oft* 
all Communication by that Channel. It wilt be the 
Third Day of his March before we can receive certain 
Advice of it, and a fingle Caflid will be Tvrelve Daj^ 
reaching Calmtta, provided he meets with no Impedi- 
ment i out it is more poobable that at fuch a Junfture 
he never gets there } and ftlU more fo, that your Anfwvr 
never reaches us. How then arc we to aft ? This Fac- 
tory, it is well known, is not tenable if attacked from 
the City, and to abandon it t^l, aroongft many other 
Evils, give fuch a Shock to the Spirit of our Troops, as 
may induce the greateft Part of our Seapeys (in whom 
our principal Strength confifti j to deferc us, and go 
over to the Nabob, where they are better enfuitd of 
Sufeefs, and will meet with ample Encourag^mimt, 
which has not been fpared, even WMn there was no hp- 
peairanM of a Rupture, to thofe who would ^fert with 
their Arms. Another fubftantial Reafon why we can- 
not leave the Faftory is,, our having fenc oar Aamnipi- 
tion, for its greater ^curity, in the lower Part of tlw 
Houfe, the Magazine where it before lay being liable to 
be blown up by a common Rocket.

we have fortified ourfelves in this Poft, our Affairs are not

Finally, 1 think that further Inftruc'lions Ihould be 
fent to the dcntlcmflli at Pafhdf concerning their Man- 
ner of afting in Cafe a Rupture with the Nabob (hould 
be unavoidable, with Reference 1 mean to the Scalon, 
which would prevent the Troops 'from hence marching 
by Land to join thole at Patna f andgdtngnp in Bdits 
would take up a long Time ; upon this Article I fubmit 
myfelf to the Judgment of Major Jidam.

I^R. EiltSy with the reft of the Gentlcmerii were in- 
huntanly butchered by Sbimroo^ who came that 
Evening to the Place with Two Companies (he had the 
Day before fent for all the Knives and Forks from the 
Gentlemen) he furrounded the Iloufe with his People, 
and went into a little Outer Square, and fent for Mef- 
fieurs Ellisy Hay, and Lujhingion, and with them came 
Six other Gentlemen, who were all terribly mangled, 
and cut to Pieces, and their Bodies thrown into a 'Well, 
in the Square, and it filled up } then the Seap(ys were 
fent into the large Square, and fired on the Gentlemen 
there, and rulhing upon them, cut them into Pieces in 
the moft inhuman Manner, and they were thrown into 
another large Well, which was likewile filled up. 

I'lie 7 th, the Nabob fent for me, and told me to get 
myfelf in Readinefs to go to Caluitta^ for that though 
he had been unlucky in the War (whk h he aflerted with 
great Warmth had not been of his fecking, nor had 
he been the Aggrellbr, reproaching the Ett^lijb with 
Want of Fidelity, and Breach of T reaty^ yet, he faid, 
he had fiill Hopes of an Accommodation, lie alked 
me. What I thought of it ? J told him, I made no 
Doubt of it. When fomc of Ins People who were 
prcfcnt mentioned the Affair of Mr. Amyatt'% Death, he 
declared that he had never given any Orders for killing 
Mr. Amyatt, but after receiving Advice of Mr. EHis 
having attacked Palm, he had ordered all his Servants 
to take and imprifon all the EngUfl} in the Provinces, 
wherever they could find them •, he likewile added, that 
if a Treaty was not let afoot, he would bring the 
King, the Morattas, and Abdallas, againft us, and fo 
ruin our Trade, i^c. He had finifhed his Letters, and 


ordered Boats and a Guard to conduft me % when, upon 
the Advice of fomc of his People, he flopped nje, and 
(aid, there was no Occafion for me to go. After hU 
fending for me at firft, he ordered the Staptys, in whrfe 
Charge I was, to go to their Quarters, two Moguls and 
twelve Hircarras to attend me, but to let me go about 
the City where I pleafed. I then applied for Liberty 
to flay at the Dutch Fadlory, which was granted. I 
applied «> Mendee AiUe Cawa for his intereft in Behalf 
of the jbeailemcn in the Chelflon, who were Seven in 
Number, .and were not killed till the nth of OSoktri 
but when he was petitioned about them, he gave no 
v^nfwer » but ftill fent Orders to Sbimroo to cut them 
off. I hkewife applied to Attet Ibrahim Cawn, who in- 
terceded for them } but he gave him no Aofwer either, 
though I was prefent when Ibrahim Cawn petitioned for 
them. 

The 14th of OEiohtr, on the Approach of our Army, 
Co^m Alke decamped witli his Troops in great Con- ■ 
fufion, and marclicd as far as Fulwarre, Five Cofs to 
the Weftward of the City. The Hircarras that were 
with me having no Orders about me, I gave them ibme 
Money, which made them pretty caly. 

The 25th, after giving Money to a jemmatdar, that 
had the Guard to the Weftward of the Dutch Faftory, 
by the River Side, I fet out in a fmall Pulwar, and got 
fate to the Boats under Command of Captain IVcMtr- 
burn, that were lying oppofite to die City, on the other 
Side of the River i and at Eleven o’Clock that Night, 
arrived at the Army under the Command of Major 
Adams, lying at Jonfy.

Letter from the Governor to Coffm Ally Cawn. 

I I lave received from Major Adams the Copy of your 
Letter to him, dated the lift of Suffer. Mr. Amyatt 
and Mr. Hay were fent to you as Ambafladors, a Title 
lacred among all Nations 1 yet in Violation of that Title 
you caufc Mr. Amyatt to be attacked and killed on his 
Return, after having given him your PaflJmrtSi and Mr. 
Ilay you unjuftly kept as a Prifoncr with you — You 
furrounded and attacked our Faiflory at Coffmbuzar, 
and carried away our Gentlemen from thence Prifoners, 
in a moft difgraceful Manner, to Mongbeer, although 
they had no Concern in the War, nor refitted your 
People. In like Manner, in all other Parts you attack- 
ed tire Englifl) Agents, who were carrying on their Trade 
quietly i fomc you killed, and fome were carried away 
Prifoners, and their Effefts every where plundered — 
After thefc Proceedings, Do you afle for what Rcafon 
Major Adams was fent with an Army ? — You know the 
Laws of Got! and Man. It’s you declared you would 
turn the Englijb out of the Country, and had proceeded 
as far as you could towards it ; it became ijeceflary for us 
to t^c Mealurcs fur our own Defence, and for the Care 


of our own Reputation : Thanks be to God that Suc- 
cefs has attended our Army thus far ; and they will 
continue their March in the fame Manner as far as the 
Carramna£a, that the Country may be freed from Dif- 
turbances, and the Inhabitants relieved from the Hor- 
rors of War. And although we are fhocked, as muft 
all People, of all Religions and all Nations, at the 
Revenge which you threaten to uke upon the Lives of 
our Chiefs, who have been unfortunately and unjuftly 
« taken Prifoners by you, yet the Honour of our Nation, 
and the Interefts of the Company, will not be facrificed 
to this Confideration, nor the Operations of the Army 
flopped. To put Prifoners of War to Death is an A£t 
which will appear ihocking and unlawful, not only to , 
Chrillians and MulTelmen, but to the moft barbarous 
Pagans -, fuch Sentiments are no where to be met with 
but among the Beafts of the Field. After the Battle of 
Ouda Nulla above a Thoiifand of your Officers and McAk 
were Prifoners’ in the Hands of Major Adams, who rc- 
leafcd them without the leaft Hurt or Injury — Rcfieifl 
on this, and on your own Charafter, both in this World 
and the next ; and remember alfo, that if you had fol- 
lowed my Advice, this War would not have happened.

Sir, 

Agreeably to the Refolution of Council the 30th De- 
cember, you will pleafe to proceed with all Expedition 
to the Province of Babar, and take upon* you the Com- 
mand of the Army now Rationed there. On your Ar- 
rival at Canm, you will direff One hundred Europeam 
and a thoufand Seapeys to return to Bengal, as we 
intend a Detachment of that Force, with Two Pieces 
of Artillery, lhall always be cantoned at Chyrottee, and 
kept in Readinels to execute any Services which may 
berequince below. 

As Coffim Afy Cttwn has now fled out of thefe Pro- 
vinces, into the Dominions of Sbuja Dowla, the princi- 
pal O^eft of the Army under your Command will be 
to watch his further Motions, and guard and maintain 
the Tranquillity of the Frontiers} and you will therefore 
pleafe to canton the Troops as near the Boundaries of 
the Province as you may think neceffary for thefe Pur- 
pofcs. 

From the Difpolition which the King and Suja Dowla 
has exprelled, in their late Letters to us, and the An- 
fwers which wc wrote them, we are in Hopes they may 
determine to furrendcr Cojim My CtKon into our Hands^; 
or, at Icaft, by ftripping him of his Wealth, and obli- 
ging him to difband his Forces, put it out of his Power 
to give us any further Didurbance. But if, contrary 
to our Expeinations, they fhould refolve to join tlie 
Fortune of Cq$m Aly Cawn, and march with their 
Forces towards Bengal, we dedre you will advance the 
Army to the Banks of the Carumnaffa, and oppofe and 
prevent any Enemies from entering the Countiy. 

Our Sentiments r^arding the Conduit to be ob- 
ferved towards the King and Sbuja Dowla, you wiU 
find conuined in our Letter of Indruitions to the late 
Major Adams, dated 8 December 1763, of which a Copy 
is herewith delivered for your Information. And as the 
AnfWers to the Letters which were wrote alfo to them 
at fame Time, mud pafs through your Hands, you 
will be enabled to take your Mcaibres according to the 
Advices which they may contain. 

In this Letter to Major Adams, we cranfmitted our 
Opinion, with refpeft to the Nabob’s making* Applica- 
tion for the King’s Saneds, and which, you will oblerve, 
we defired to be communicated to the Nabob. The 
8 Prefident 
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Prefidcnt likcwlfc then wrote to the Nabob to the fame 
liffctt *, but we are lorry to find, that, notwithftanding 
our Counld, he continues Hill very earnelt in thisPojnt, 
and has aftually executed an Agreement to pay to the 
King 28 Lacks of Rupees annually, with 5 Lacks Nu^ 
'/errana, with a View of obtaining thefc Saneds, and 
that he is feeking Means to remit above One Half of 
that Sum immediately to Court. In confcquencc of this 
Intelligence, we have been under the Nccclfity of fend- 
ing Orders to the Commanding Officer of the Army, of 
wliich Copies are inclofed for your Information. And 
wc cannot help repeating here, that we think this 
Step of the Nabob’s a Mark of bad Policy and great 
Imprudence j for making Remittances to the King can 
only be confidcrcd as fupplying the Finances of 
Dowla, who fecks but an Opportunity of invading and 
molcfting the Nabob’s Government } nay, is perhaps at 
this very Period become his open and declared Enemy. 
Bclidcs, admitting the Royal Confirmation to be a Mat-' 
ter rcquifite, either for the Public or the Nabob’s own 
private Satisfaftion, it would certainly be a more pro- 
per 'I'ime to apply for it when once all Parts of the 
Country have teltificd a firm Allegiance to his Govern- 
ment, and he has been fully ellablilhed in his Dominion 
over it, Wc lliall always endeavour to carry ourfclves 
towards the Nabob in luch a Manner as to give him 
no juil Caule of Difguft ; but we muft hope, and our 
Employers will expe^, that, fur fuch Condu^, he will 
not be wanting in a fuitablc Return, by a proper Ob- 
fervance of hi^ Engagements, and an Attention to their 
Intereil ; and thai therefore he will, for the prclcnt, 
fet afide the abovemen tioned Refolution, which plainly 
tends to their Injury in both ihcfc Refpeits. 

The Nabob has wrote to the Prcfident, that it is his 
Intention to return to Calcutta in the Month of March 
next i we deiire therefore you will encourage him 
therein, as far as you may find Opportunities, having 
many Points to fettle with him, ncccflary for the Wel- 
fare of his and our Government. 

As we are informed that the Fort of Retas remains 
ftill independent, wc defire you will endeavour to re- 
duce it, in Cafe you can find an Opportunity j that is 
to fay, if it fhould appear that it can be done without 
any inconvenience to the other Objefts of your Inftruc- 
tions, or occafioning the Lofs of much Time and Men. 

In Confequence of the Opinion of yourfelf and the 
other Field Officers, that the fmall Body of European 
Cavalry wc now maintain, . can never prove of Service 
adequate to the great Expcnce which attends their Eifta- 
blilhment, wc have determined to reduce them all, ex- 
cepting One Troop, which will be ufcful for the Por- 
poles of patrolling and reconnoitring. We defire there- 
fore you will incorporate the Officers and Men with the 
Battalion, and order the Horfes to be dilbofed of to 
the befu Advantage, after completing the Troop com- 
manded by Captain George which we mean (hall 
ftand, to Sixty Private, and its propei; Officers. 

Senfible of your Regard for the Company’s Intereft, 
we need hardly recommend to you to have m View the 
Reduction of the Expenccs of the Army, whenever, - 
and as far as the Nature of the Services you have to 
execute will admit. 

Wc rely entirely on your Prudence, Courage, and 
good Condu^ i and, wilhing you always Healm and 
Succefs, we are, with Elteem, 6fr.

Honourable Sir, 

I am extremely forry to inform you, that, notwith- 
(landing all Endeavours to keep the Troops in due 
^linds, Ycfterday Morning, the European Battalion 
forced the Drummers to beat the General, without ap- 
prifing any of their Officers, and flood to their Arms, 
appointing thcmfclves a Leader : After loading their 
Pieces and fixing their Bayonets, they took Pofieffion 
of the Artillery Parks, forcing the Lafears and feme 
Gunners to draw out Six Guns, placing Three on each 
-Flai^ ^ (tlie European Horfe fornled on the Right, and 
the Rio^ls on the Left j the Sea^s were jikewife in 
Motion, but by a timely Admonition they defiRed. All 
Endeavours were ufed to pacify the Europeans^ but in 
vain •; in this Order they proceeded through the Naboh^a 
Camp, crofled a Nulla, and dtrc£ted their March to- 
wards the Carumnajfa, When 1 found they were pot fo 
be (lopped at any Rate, I (ent Captain to ap- 
prize the Nabob, who came and met them on their 
March— offered a Lark of Rupees, Ohe half fo be paid 
immediately, and the Remainder at One o’Clocjc in riio 
Afternoon, which was all he could produce in Canip » 
but neither PrOmifes or Threats could (lop them— for 
want of Draught Bullocks, the Cannon were loft on the 
Road to, and in, the Nabob’s Camp, which 1 returned 
to Camp again. 

I followed them, in Company with many of tfih Bat- 
talion Officers, endeavouring to perfuade them to march 
back to Ckmp, and receive the Money the Natob ha 4 
fent. About a hundred dropt them on the March, an^ 
returned : On their Arrival at the Canannaffa^ they drew 
up on the Parade in the Front of the Guns belonging 
to the Detachments, and immediately fecured them » in 
the mean Time, the Mogul Horfe dirperfed themfelvev 
amongft the Seapoys of the Detachment, to influence 
them to join. Here I «>t them to halt to ukc a Drarts 
and Bifeuit ; while the Drams were ferved, we prevailed 
on mod of the Englifli to return } but the Frentb^ W 
mod of the Foreigners, perfifted in croffing the Carm- 
najfa, to the Aihount of about Three bundled, and 
proceeded towards Banarat i at the fame Time, by the 
Influence of the Mogul Ho^e, Pan of Two j^ttaUffta 
of Seap^Sy of the Carunmaja Detachment, fulhied 
their Arms, fixed their Bayonets, and followed dUltti 
acrofs the River : Growing towards the Evening, I took 
the Remainder Of the Europeansy with the Guns, to the 
Grand Camp, leaving fome Officers to affift xhttSeapoy 
Officers. To-day we have got many of the Seaptys to 
return, with fome of the Europeans \ and I exped moil 
of the Sea^Sy with about Seventy EttropeanSy wtlLi^- 
tum this Evening, on Condition of being paido^ » 
.there is a Body of FrenebmeUy about One huhihred and 
'Fifty, headed by Segeant bekmoTy and Two of the 
' French Seijeants, that have halted on the Bahks the 
\Gangesy oppofite BdnaraSy but cannot croft fdtt waiic 
I of Boats. I have very little Hopes of this Party*! te- 
turning, for it feems to have been a premeditated 
Scheme of the French in particular, to entice the belt 
Part of the Army over to the Enemy, under the Pre- 
tcnce of Donation Money, at the (lime Time were 
determined to lefufe all OlFers of Calh whatever. 

This Morning I ordered Parc of the Donation to be 
paid from the Laak which tbe. Nabob lent, the £«e»- 
peans received Forty Rupees per Man, and the Stapeys 
Six Rupees each i the Non-commiffioned Offi<^ in 
Propomon ; this appears to have fatisfied themi etid 1 
believe mpft of the Europem that have returned are 
alhamed of their Pfoceedings, being convin^ of the 
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bad mtiirn 6f tWr Leaders (the Frmb) to draw 
them into a Crime which they never intended. 

I lhall, with the Affiftance of my Officers, do my 
vtmoft Endeavour to regain thofa ftiU miffing, and am 
in great Hopes, by their Behaviour, that the 

Fury of the Storm is paft. However I think it proper 
that the Army be kept in Motion, which may partly 
prevent the like for the future. I purpofc Ihifting 
Ground often, ftill keeping the Diftndt between the 
Sone and Carumnt^i \ and (hould be glad to be honoured 
with your Orders and Advice. 

Tlie Nabob propofed fetting out for CakuiU Two 
Days ago, but receiving a Letter from Shiltahr<y^ that 
he Ihould fet out from IJliabad immediately with the 
Sonnads, has detained him a few Days longer.

on towards Elliabadt and that Raja Bulwant Sing has 
affilfed them with Money and Guides to conduit them 
to Sbuja Dewla*i Camp ; although in his [.ettcr, in An- 
fwer to Captain Jennings's, he aflurcs him, that he 
ufrd all the Perfualions in his Power to prevail with 
them to return, but that they pcrfiftcd in marching 
forwards, -to offer their Service to Sbuja Dozvla : That 
by thc^ Return of that Day, he finds our Lofs to con ■ 
flit of Five Serjeants and 152 Rank and File, with 16 
private of the European Cavalry, and 100 Seapoysi but 
that the latter, being in a frparate Body, he is (till in 
Hopes of prevailing with them to return to their 
Colours.

Captain Jennings's Letter. 

■Received a Letter from Captain Jennings, dated the 
i£th Inftant, giving us a particular Account of the 
Behaviour of the Troops, from the Date pf his laft 
Letter to the Board, till the Mutiny which happened 
among them on the ntlu of which we have already 
been particularly advifed, by his Letter to the Prefident 
of that Date, as likcwife of the Steps he took to pa- 
cify, and bring them to a proper Senfe of their Duty : 
That, the nejee Day, the Seapoys at Camp having heard 
of the Revolt of ihofe at the Carumnaffa, refufed to 
^akc’ the Six Rupees per Man offered them, and imme- 
diately ftood to their Arms i whereupon the greateft 
Confulion enfued, as the Europeans, facing alliamed of 
their former Bcliaviour, infilled on forcing the Seapt^s 
back*, and accordingly ftood likewife to their Arms, 
4nd the Artillery to their Guns ; That, not being able to 
prevent this, he ordered the Battalion to form on the 
Parade, load, and fix their Bayonets } but upon no 
Preteoce to ufc Violence, without they were attacked : 
That finding nothing clfe would quiet them, he has 
judged it for the Good of the Service, that the Seatoys 
Demand for being paid Half the Share per Man, which 
the Europrans had received, Ihould be complied with •, 
and that the Havildars have accordingly received each 
40 Rupees, the Naiks 30, and the Seapoys 20; That 
they appear all pretty well fatisfied at prcfcnt, and that 
he (hall ufe his utmoft Endeavours, with the Affiftance 
qf the other Officers, to promote Qviict and Harmony 
among them.

I received your Favour of the 5th of February, and 
fliould have anfwercd it fooncr, but our Advices for 
fome Time have been very intricate, both from Illtabad 
and Shuja Dorjolab's Army. 

The Nabob’s Intelligence, which corroborates with 
ours, arc, th..t Shitsabroy is flopp’d from coming •, and 
th.it the King and Shuja Dowla are come to a Relolution 
to affift CoJJim Aly Cawn, and put him again in Pofieffion 
of Bengal, By Two Hircarrahs from Banaras, the 
24 ultimo, I am informed that CoJJim Aly, by Older of 
Sbuja powla, has fent Shake Small Beg Jtmmadar, with 
Two hundred Horfe, and Four Companies of Seapoys^ 
to Bulwant Sing i who is to affift them with Hackirys, 
and a proper Buzar, for their March to Rotajgur, to 
carry off the Treafures and Effects left there. Upon 
t'nquiry, 1 find there is no Way of preventing this 
Party, but by croffmg the Carumnajfa, their Rout be- 
ing round the Hills, through Buliaant Sin^s Country, 
which brings them to the Weftern Gate of Ratafgur, 
without entering the Nabob’s Dominions. 

Major Comae being expefted every Day at PatrM, I 
have wrote to receive his Oiyiers— I have fome Rcalbn 
to think that Shuja Dowla has lent People to our Camp 
to corrupt our Men — I have confined a Fukecr, wiio 
is accufed by an European of oftcring his Service to the 
revoked Party on their Way to the Carunmaffa, pro- 
mifing to condiidl and fopply them with Provifion on 
their March up the Country : And by a Letter from 
Captain Stables, received laft Night from the Nabob’s 
Camp at Doudtiagur, he fays, ’tis now confirmed, that 
Shuja Dowla enticed our People to defert. 

The Army’s only Complaint is the Dearnefs and great 
Scarcity of Provifion in our Buzar — I he Budgpoor 
Country has been entirely ruined by Cojjifn Aly Caiwn'& 
Army, and it is with great Difficulty we can get Sup- 
plies at any Rate; moft Part comes from Patna. I 
have wrote to Mr. Batfon, who has promifed to affift 
us all that is in his Power : 1 hkewife dii'patch large 
Parties twice a Week to Patpa for Qr^in ; but notwith- 
ftanding which, 1 am greatly afraid we lliall be but ill 
5 A provided i 
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provided 1 at prefent the Black T roops and Servants 
can barely live on their Pay. If it Ihould be judged ne- 
ceflary for the Army to remain in the Country, 

I would recommend that Magazines for I’upplying the 
Troops be erefted at Baxar^ with a proj^>er Detachment 
to remain there as a Guard to the Magazine. Buxar lies 
very convenient to be fupplied with Grain from Vatna^ 
and the adjacent Countries, by Water, which will greatly 
Icflen the Price of all Kinds of Provifions, and hkewife 
be nearer for fupplying any Part of the Budgpoor Coun- 
try. Our prefent Land Carriage from Patna raifes the 
Priic of Ricc, Cfr. in our Buzar a Hundied per Cent. 
more than the Patna Market, befidcs the Uncertainty 
occafioned by the Merchants felling at difllrent Places 
on tlic Road — I expert M-ijor Carnac will meet the 
Nabob at Patna.

the Troops ■, and requefting we will fend Orders to 
Burdwan and Cojfimhuzar^ for forwarding them Supplies 
as fjiccdily as pofliblej likcwife recommending the 
Removal of Captain Qr ant's Battalion of Scapeys up to 
the Army, .is they have been uninfeded, and having a 
Battalion lent from Camp to Chittagong in their Room. 

Agreed, We reply to thefe L.etters of Major Camac'n 
acquainting him, that immediately on Receipt of his laft 
Letter, the Prelidcnt wrote to the Nabob, defiring he 
would fend Orders to his Officers in Purnea, Dinagepoor, 
and Radjbyy and the other Diftrids, where Grain is moft 
plentifully produced, to colled all they could, and fend 
large Quantities to Patna \ and recommending to him, 
as wc look upon this the beft and moft likely Expedient 
for procuring Supplies, to repeat the Nccefi'ny of en- 
forcing thefe Orders: That the Stores for Captain 
Pmble's Detachment are now fending up to Gi^rottee^ 
and that it will be ordered to march from thence as foon 
a.s they are completed : That the Bombay Seapoys form 
a Part of this Detachment, but as there is no more than 
One Battalion for the Protcdlion and Service of all the 
Chittagong and Dacca Diftrids, it is impoffiblc that any 
Part of them can be fj^ared to go to the Army : That 
we oblervc from his Letters, as well as thofe from Cap- 
tain Jennings^ the Reafon which there is to exped, that 
Shuja Dowla will either come himfelf, or favour an 
Inv-afion into Bahar : That if thefe Advices Ihould 
prove n have Foundation, we think it will be more 
advifeable to carry the War into Shuja Dowla's Country, 
than to wait for his entering the Province ; That we 
dclire therefore he will, immediately on fuch Confirma- 
tion being received, if he thinks he can depend on tlic 
Difpofuion and Affedion of the 'Droops, march the 
Army acrofs the CnrumnaJJdt and proceed to ad ofien- 
fively againft the Enemy, to the beft Advantage: 
'I'hat in the mean Time we lhall hold further Rein- 
forcements in Keadinefs, confifting of the Detachment 
of the «4t!i Regiment, the Marines of the Squadron, 
and a P.irty of the Artillery, which will in all make 
about 200 Men, with 'I’wo Pieces of Cannon, to mardi 
and join him whenever it fliall be judged neceflary.

with his punifhing Two or Three Seapoys, who were 
principally concerned, and turning them out of the Ser- 
vice; that the Officers, from a Conviftion the Men 
will never be in ri^ht 7 'empcr, fo long as any Parc of 
the Donation remains due to them, have .igreed, not 
to receive their Proportions, till the Soldiers have had 
their inrire Shares — that after the Defertion of fo many 
Frenchmen, he could entertain no favourable Opinion of 
the few who ftaid behind, and could not avoid being 
fufpicioiis they did fo with fome ill View, and that he 
has therefore ordered Captain Martin, with the Re- 
mainder of his Company, down to Calcutta.

to cut off their Supplies ^That a Treaty of Alliance 

has been fomeTime in Agitation, between the Naboband 
Buhaantfing, the Rajah ot Banaras : 1 hat the Nabob is 
now very anxious for its being brought to a Conclufion ; 
and propofed to him, that Evening, fetting his Se.il 
thereto, on the Part of the Englijh, without which the 
Rajah will not enter into any Engagement ; That he 
fhall be very unwilling to take a Step of fuch a Nature, 
without firll knowing whether it be agreeable to us j but 
that the prefent Exigency will not admit the Delay of 
waiting our Anfwer.

Treaty with him : On the contrary, we think it our 
Duty to form againll; him all the Enemies we poflibly 
can } that the propofed Alliance with Bulwantfng will 
therefore be a very proper Meafure, and prove, as well 
now as in all Time to come, a ftrong Barrier and De- 
fence to the Bengal Provinces. 

Agreed therefore. That we write to Major Carnae, 
advifing him, chat we ihall approve entirely of his en- 
tering into the intended Treaty, in Concert with the 
Nabob; and of his engaging to protedl and maintain 
Bulwantftng independant, both now and hereafter : 
That the Detachment, which in our Letter of the 12th, 
wc mentioned we Ihould hold in Readinefs, will march 
this Day from Gbyrottee, under the Command of Cap- 
tain W^myfs, fo that we have now reinforced him with 
every Man that is capable of bearing Arms : That, for 
the Defence of this Part of the Country, particularly 
the Province of Burdwan, againfl any detached Parties 
which may be fenc to make Inroads by the Way of the 
Hills, we are completing the Battalions at Burdwan and 
Midnbpoory and Ihall call Captain Grant from Chittagong, 
with all the Seapoys in thole Parts, excepting one Bat- 
talion of the new Eftablifhment *, and that uiis Force, 
with what Afliftance Commodore Tinker may yield us, 
for the Service of the Artillery, is all we have to depend 
on : That we tnujd Hill fuppofe the Nabob has ilTued 
Orders to his Oilicers, for fending to Patna all the Grain 
that can be colleAed in the dinerent Countries; but 
that, for his Satisfadtion and our own, we fhall write to 
Mr. Gray, to be certainly informed, and direft him alfo 
to advife him ; and if the Officers have not received 
Orders to that Effi:dk, to purchafe all he can on Account 
of the Company, and forward it on to Patna : That 
we inclofe him a Letter from the l^rendent to Shuja 
DowUst with an Engl^ Tranflation for his Perufal,

ligence agrees that the Enemy do not intend dghdng ust 
but that their Delay at the Bridges near Banaras is to 
draw our Attention that Way, to give Time for the 
Divifion they are fending round by the Back of the 
Country, to get between our Army and Patna, 

And Agreed, in Confequence of the Advice contained 
in the latter. That the Nabob be addrefled by the Pre- 
fidenr, in the Name of the whole Board, to the follow- 
ing Efedl : 

That it is with great Concern we find ourfelves under 
the Necefilty of remonfiratins to him upon the ill AdmU 
niftration of the Affairs of tnefe Provinces fince his Ac- 
cefiion to the Government, Ihongly exemplified by the 
great Diftrefs our Army has been in for Want of Grain, 
tho’ the Country was freed from any Enemy before the 
Crop was cut, and that they were as plentiful as were 
ever known i in the repeat^ Complaints he has made 
to us of his Want of Money, tho* the heavieft Collec- 
tions of the Year muft have fallen into his Hands, and 
in general from the little he now feems able to give us 
for the Diftrefs of our common Enemies, that we cannot 
impute thefe Evils to any but Nundeomar, under whofe 
immediate Influence and Diredlion all the Affairs of his 
Government have hitherto been conducted ; that theft 
are ftrong Inftances of his Mifeondufb and Negligence } 
but that what gives us ftill greater Keafon to m dif- 
fatisfied with him is, that, from Advices lately received 
from Major Carnac, we have too much Reafon to fufped 
he has been carrying on a fecrec Correfpondence with 
the Enemy, and counwraAing every Meafure we have 
been taking for the Support of his (the Nabob’s) Go- 
vernment; that, notwithftanding the repeated Repre- 
fentations which have been made to him (the Nabob) 
for Supplies of Grain, Major Carnac, for Want of it, 
has been obliged to return to the Soane : That this, with 
other Matters, which have beem fully reprefented to him 
by Major Comae, will efi^inlly, we hope, convince 
him, that the Difapprobation we now exprefs at Nund- 
eomar*s ConduA, anfts only frqin our Friendfliip for him, 
and a Regard for our commdli Safety ; that therefore, 
however backward and cautiods we fhould at all Times 
be, not to interfere with the Officers of hisGovernmoit, 
yet the wicked Mifmanagemeilt of Nundcomar, in the 
preftnt critical Situation of qpr Affairs, obliges us to 
prefs and infift upon the immediate Removal of that 
Man from his Employ ; that we take not upon us to 
recommend a SucceiTor, refohring to approve of any 
Man whom he ihall pleaft to appoint, if he will but 
inanifeft a true Zeal for his Service •, whatever Opinion 
we may have exprefied of Dukb, or Defire to have 
him employed, we are ready to acquiefee in his Re- 
moval to Calcutta, if fuch is his (the Nabob’s) Pleafurc, 
at the lame Time that he fends down Nundcomar, being 
delirous to give him every Proof in our Power, that we 
are not fwayed to make this Remonftrance from any 
Partiality to the one, or perfonal Diflike to the other ; 
that we are not incautioully or unnecefiarily interfering 
with his Authority, which we are determined to fup- 
port } but are compelled, much againft our Will, to 
preft the Removal of this Man, who feems to be under- 
mininff both his Power and ours ; that as we are giving 
now the ftrongeft Inftances of our Attachment to him, 
exerting all our Strength to free his Country from 
our common Enemies, we muft expeft that he will fo 
far concur with our Endeavours, as immediately to 
remove Nundcomar from his Confidence and Service ; 
as the longer any Power .continues in his Hands, the 
more endangeredf is our common Safety, by his Artifice

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and Mlfcondufl : That we are happy in preftnimg this 
Addrefs thro’ the Hands of Major Camac, of whofe 
Attachment and Regard we have repeatedly had fuch 
ftrong Proofs, and with whom we have no Doubt he 
will be ready to concur in every ncccffary Meafure for 
the Public Good. 

Agreed alfo. That we do write to Fort Saint George, 
and to Dacca, Cojfimhuzar, and Mantea, advifing them 
of the Appearance there is of the Country’s being in- 
vaded by a very numerous Enemy •, and that, altho* we 
have no Manner of Doubt that our Forces under the 
Command of Major Carnac will defeat them, wherever 
they may be brought to engage, yet we think, from their 
Numbers, there is a Probability of their difperfing, and 
making fudden Incurfions into different Parts of the 
Country; and therefore judge it necelTary to acquaint 
them, that it is not on any Account our Intention they 
fliould rilk falling into the Hands of the Enemy, by 
attempting to make a Stand at their Factories, which 
arc not calculated for Defence, or provided with Troops 
for that Purpole; but that, on the Approach of any for- 
midable Body of Troops, we would have them to re- 
treat in Time, with what Effcdls they can with Safety 
bring along with them. 

Confiiltation, a6th April 1764. 

Received Two Letters from Major Camac, dated the 
9th and 1 7th ; the former repeating and explaining fully 
the KeafoiiS which determined him to crofs the Soane, 
and retire towards Patna ; and advifing us, that he is 
now convinced, from Bulwant Sin^% Behaviour (of 
which the Major gives us an Account) that his propoftd 
Alliance with us was only a concert^ Scheme to draw 
us further on, and to favour Shuja Dowla'i Dcfign of 
getting between our Army and Patna— Thzt, in confe- 
quence of our former Orders, he difeharged a Number 
of Boats immediately upon his Arrival at Patna, info- 
much that he has at prelent fcarce a Sufficiency for the 
Service ; and chat the Paymaftcr aflures him the Ac- 
counts of the Army have been tranfmicted to the End 
of laft Year, and promifts to continue fending them 
down as regularly as poiTiblc — The laft Letter ackoow- 
leees Receipt of ours of the $d ; and acquaints us. 
That it is fomething remarkable, that that was precifely 
the Day on which he had the Debate with the Nabob 
relative to Nundcomar ; that our Coincidence of Senti- 
mcnc with him in this Particular, amounts to Demonftra- 
tion that there are ftroiw Grounds of Suipicion, how- 
ever we may want direft Proof againft him ; that yet 
that the Nabob is ib obftinately attached to this Mao, 
that he fears there will be no Poflibility of removing 
him without having Recourfe to Force, which, at this 
critical Junfture, it would, he thinks, be improper to 
make Ufc of : That his Excellcncv is fo much out of 
Temper ' by this Aftair, that it has occafioned his 
being fo out of Order as not to be willing or able to 
enter upon Bufinefs for fome Days paft : That he has 
deferred givmg any Anfwer to his Demand on the Ar- 
ticle of Reftitution, but had fent Orders, the Day before, 
to the proper Officers for the Payment; Three Laak at 
Moorjhedabad ; the faid Sum at Dacca ; a Laak and Half 
at Nu^a ; the fame at Honaghty’’, and One Laak at Patna, 
of which he himftlf adviles the Prefident : That Bet^ 
Bahadre is certainly come on this Side the Carumnaffa, 
by the high Road, I'o that there is no longer any Doubt 
of Shuja Dowla’s intending to favour Meer Coffm ; 
which is further confirmed by a Letter incloftd, which 
he (the Major) had that Day received from the Vizier; 
to which he advifes he had replied in the following 
Terms ; That he was not to be preferibed by any but 
of the King of England, and the EngUfit Company, 
whofe Servant he was ; that he {Shuja Dmla) had gone 
fuch Lengths, that we could no longer look upon him 
but as an Enemy, and that the Sword muft now decide be-

tween them ; that he could not doubt of Succcfs, as he 
was confident, from the Jufliice of our own Caufe, we 
could not fail having Providence on our Side— He alfo 
inclofcs One to us, which he fuppofes is to the fame 
Piirpofc } and advtics us further, that the Bombay De- 
tachment had joined him tlic Day before, and that he 
had fent on Two Battalions of Seapeysy with a Couple 
of Guns, and propofes advancing with the Army as far 
as he can be fure of being fupphed with Grain. 

'rhe Prefident alfo lays before the Board the fol- 
lowing I’ranllaies of Hbuja Dowld’s Letters, re- 
ceived from the Major. 

From Shuja ul Dowlab to the Governor and Council. 

Former Kings of Jndejlan, by exempti^ the EngUJb 
Company from Duties, granting them different Settle- 
ments and Faftories, and affifting them in alt their Af- 
fairs, beftowed greater Kindneft and Honour upon them, 
than cither upon the Country Merchants, or any other 
Europeam ; moreover of late his Majefty has gracioufly 
confenred on you higher Titles and Dignities than was 
proper, and jagheers, and other Favours fince; not- 
wiihftanding ihele various Favours which have been 
Ihewn you, you have interfered in the King’s Country, 
polTcflrd yourfelves of DiftridlS belonging to tlic Go- 
vernment, fuch as Burdwan and Chittagong^ tfr. and 
turned otic and effablilhcd Nabobs at Pleafure, without 
the Conlcnt of the Imperial Court. Since you have 
iinpriloncd Dependants upon the Court, and expofed 
the Government of the King of Kings to Contempt 
and Dilhonour i lince you have ruined the Trade of 
the Merchants of the Country, granted Proteftion to 
the King’s Servants, injured the Revenues of the Impe- 
rial Court, and crulhed the Inhabitants by your Ads 
of Violence i and fince you are continualbr fending frcih 
People from Calcutta, and invading different Parts of 
the Royal Dominions, and have even plundered feveral 
Villages and Pergunnas belonging to the Province of 
Jllihabadt, to what can all theie wrong Proceedings be 
attributed, but to an abfolute Difregard for the Court, 
and a wicked Defign of feizing theCountry for yourfelves? 
If you have behaved in this Manner in Conlequence 
of your King’s Commands, or the Company’s Direc- 
tions, be pleafed to acquaint me of the Particulars 
thereof, that I may (hew a fuitable Refentmeac : But 
if thefe Diffurbanccs have arifea from your own 
improper Defires, defift from fuch Behaviour in future} 
interfere not in the Affairs of the Government } with- 
draw your People from every Part, and fend Aem to 
their own Country } carry on the Company’s Trade as 
formerly, and confine yourfelves to aommercial Affain. 
In this Cafe Imperial Court will more than ever aflift 
you in your Bufinefs, and confer its Favours uptm. 
Send hither Ibme Perfon of Diftindion as your Vacqueel, 
to inform me properly of all Circumitances, that I may 
ad accordingly. If (which God forbid) you are haugh- 
ty and difobedient, the Heads of the Diffurbers lhali 
be devoured by the Sword of Jufticc, and you will feel 
the Weight of his M^efty’s Difpleafure, which is the 
Type of the Wrath of God j nor will any Submiffions 
or Acknowlegements of your Neglcd hereafter av«l 
you, as your Company have of old been fupported by 
the Royal Favours. I have therefore wrote to you} 
you will ad as you may think advifeable ; fpeedHy fend 
me your Anfwer. 

From Shuja ul Dowla to Major Carutc. 
Agreeable to his Majefty’s Care for the Welfare of 
the People, I now write to you. Conffder how the 
Kings of Indoftan have given your Company Settlements 
and Fadorics, exempted them from Duties, and confer- 
red greater Favours upon them than upon other £«rv- 
peans, or th'- Merchants of their own Dominions : -Since 
tlten, noewithftanding all thefe Favours, you hate teen 
guil^ of Ingratitude to the Court ■, fince you have 


turned afide from your former Patl^ and on ,the con- 
trary have been continually marching your 
the King’s Country } and fince you have , prenip)^ to 
remove the Officers of the Imperial Coui^ and to turn 
out and eftabliih Nabobs, What Kind of ^Behaviour is 
this ? In cafe ypu have your King’s or your Compa- 
ny’s Orders for theie Proceedings, be pleafed to i^orm 
me of it, that I may fli'ew a foitable Refentment., But 
If it is through your own Inclinations that you have 
plundered Villages belonging to IlUbabad, and that 
you entertain your evil Defigns, notwithltandiog the 
Approach of the Royal Standards, it is proper 
you fbould defift from fuch Proceedings, and re- 
prefent your Defires to me. In Cafe of your Obedi- 
ence, our Favours lhall be conferred upon you } other- 
wife the guilty and difobedient lhall be utterly dc- 
ftroyed.

On the 8th in the Evening wc received the follow- 
ing Letter from Major Carnac. 

Gentlemen, 

I have received your Favour of the i6ih, with the 
Rerfian Letter from the Prefident, and the fame in 
EngUfii, figned by the whole Board, to be prefented by 
me to the Nabob, in order to inforcc my Application 
for the Difmiffion of Nundeemar. 1 have befw ac- 
quainted you of the Nabob’s Attachment to this Man, 
and with my being obliged, to avoid coming to i^tre- 
mities, to ap|»ar reconciled to him \ and for the Oime 
Reafon you will pleafe my not delivering the PrefidenPa 
Letter at this Jundure, as I firmly beUeve the Nabob 
is fo infatuated, that he would rather give up every 
Thing than part with Nundcomar, His Excellency’s 
Coaduft fulgeAs me to the greateft Inconvemencies, 
and particultfly to that of aAing defenfively. One 
would almoft think he is engaged in a Combination 
againft himlelf 1 and had I drawn near to Patna to cover 
it, as well as him, it is moR likely he would have beep 
carried off, and the City taken •, there being many cA 
the Enemy's Adherents both viritbin his Camp and the 
Town } and It is more than probable, the Parties which 
have gone behind us were for that Purpofe. 

The Prefervation of the Streerferang Country is of 
the utmoft Importance to us for Provifions} yet, in 
fpite of all my Remonftrances, it has been continued in 
foe Hands of one Ramebund, a known Creature of Afyr 
Ceffim, whofc Troops To-day are all gone over to the 
Enemy, fo that wc hourly expeAed News of their hav- 
ing entered that Pergunnah, As foon as Captain JVmyfs 
arrives, I fhall order a Dccachmcnt over for the Security 
9f that Country. I propofe keeping the Marines, and' 
taking this Opportunity of feparating our Peoplcv 
tmongft many of whom the Seeds of Difeontent ftitt 
remain, which it has required my utmoft Care to prevent 
from breaking forth. There is certainly fomebouy tam- 
pering with foem } and a Number of Letters havo been 
ktcly found dropped in foe Camp, addrefiod to our Fo- 
reigners, with Intent to debauch foem. One whereof 2 
health fend you. 

The accompanying is Shuja Bowl£% Aofwer to the 
laft Letta from foe Prefident, which 1 took foe Libeny 
to operu The main Army of foe Enemy muft be pret- 
ty near us, though we can get no certain Intelligenceof 
them, didr tdvuKed Parues of Horfe plundering and 
deftroying eveiy Thing, in fuch a Manner that our Hir- 
carrahs are afraid to approach them. I cannot conedvp 
how they, being fo numerous, will manage to fubfift ; 
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«nd I l^bk tliejr muft be fo djftrei&d as td attempt 
$»etbwgdeci6vc,;abd that very fpeedU/.

Wfc rhuft confers ourfelves uneafy at the Nccelfity 
which you have been under of a^ing upon the defen- 
five, and wife it may foon be in your Power to change 
this Plant as it is b^ond Doubt that all our Succefies 
agaiinfl: the Powers or this Empire have been owing to 
a^ing oScnfively, and always pufeing to the Atuck i 
ahd I his Mature appears the more necefla^ at chisTkne, 
as the 'Hi; Difpofition of our Troops is likely to be cn- 
cfeaT^by notningfo much asJna£kion: We anefenfiblc of 
theDim'culticsyou have had to encounter; perplexed with 
the Nabob's bad Management, and receiving no Kind 
of Aflifiance from him; we have an entire Confidence in 
your jConduffc and Care to provide againft the ill Ef- 
fects (p be apprehended from fuch a Situation ; upon 
whiclij we feall give you dur Sentiments, leaving it 
always in your Diferetion to aft as the Circumftances 
uppn the Spot may direft you. 

It appears to us, that Sbuja Dewlaps Intention is to 
make uVe of the Advantage, which he has in a numerous 
Cavalry, to diftrefs you, and cut off your Supplies of 
Provifions ; hoping by this Plan to gain his Point with- 
out the Rifk of an Engagement, m which he might 
have lefs Expeftation of Succefs, from the Superiori^ 
of oqr Difcipline. In this Vjew, he has fucc^ed io 
far, and we are apprehenfive the fame Diftrefs, which 
has compelled you to retire to Patnat may in like Man- 
ner make it as neceffaiy for you to retreat to Bengai ; 
^s it will be in his Power, by fending Parties of Hpife 
between you and this Frovint^ to intercept any Supplies 
from reaching you. 

As you have never mentioned what Stock of Provi- 
fions you have in the City, we have no fatisfaftory In- 
fermacion upon the Point ; but, unlels it is much greater 
than we can flatter ourfelves it is, the daily Confump- 
tion, without any Simply, muft foon reduce it. To 
avoid this Danger, if ic is poffible to uke with you by 
any Means a Stock of a few Days, and by forced 
Marches bring Sbeja Dmia to Aftion, ic appears to us 
to be an adviieable Meafure. 

If you think this unprafticable, or not advifcablc, 
the next Alternative that occurs to us is, to leave a Part 
of the Army ftrongly poflW at or near Pgtna, for the 
Security of the City, or either conduft yourfelf or fend 
the Remainder of the Forces acrofs the River, to maieh 
from thence into Sbt^a DewUft Country, pufeing di- 
reftly for Baneras ; by which they would not only cut 
off the Supplies which come to Sbtga Dmla fiom diat 
Qpaiter, but probably induce Belwant to come 
over to our Interefts, and Join in diftrefling lum on that 
Side. Ic is at the fame Time probable, that, uppn the 
Appearance of fuch a Force, other Parties may rife 
upon his. Dominions, who may be glad to feize fuch 
an Occi^on to favour fome Pretenfions of their 
own, 

It is not fuppofed that Sbajii Dcwla would leave bis 


own Country expofed to many Enemies, for the Sake 
of carrying on an unprofltablc War in Bengali but if 
he feould, noewithftanding the March of toe Detach- 
ment of ours into his Country, take the Refolution of 
paffing Patna^ and entering Bengal^ the Part of the 
Army left at Patna muft come down to us by Water, 
excepting a Garifon of Seapeys for the Defence of the 
City; which when joined by the Force we hjve at 
Burdiwan, and the Kcinforccmcnt we may foon expci^t 
from Madrafs and from Europe^ will be fufficient to 
oppofe him, and efpecially at a Scafon when the Rains 
will make it very difficult for Horfe to aft. 

Concerning the Proceedings of the Party on the other 
Side of the River, in Cai'e of Shuja Dowla'^ Return ; 
we can only fay in general, that wc would have the War 
carried on in his Country; for which Purpofe our whole 
Force could Join again in fuch Manner as you may find 
the moft advifcable. 

With rdjseft to the Nabob, his Prefence will always 
be an Incumbrance to you ; and it would be much 
better fur him to remain at Patm^ or retuin to Cal- 
cutta. 

We cannot help expreffing Surprife, that the Parties 
which have harrafied our Camp have never met with 
Refiftance from his Horfe : If the Nabob keeps none, 
it is abfolutely neceffary that you feould endeavour to 
entertain a Body of Horfe, to aft under your own 
Orders, and who mull be paid by the Nabob.

On the iith Inftant we received the following 
Letter from Major Camac, dated Camp near 
Patna, the 4th. 

Gentlemen, 

The united Forces of the Enemy, who were exceed- 
ing numerous, and had with them a confiderable Num- 
ber of Cannon, prefented thcmfelvcs before us early 
Ycfterday, in Order of Battle ; and after cannonading 
fome Time at a Diftance, began, a little before Noon, a 
very vigorous and warm Attack. Sombre, with the 
Choice of the Infantry, fupported by a large Body 
,of Cavalry, made an Attack upon our Front; but 
not being able to advance upon fo heavy a Fire as 
we gave them, they lay under Cover, waiting for the 
Succefs of the Affault upon our Rear, where the Enemy 
exerted their principal Eflbrti ; It was Sun-fet before 
we had completely repuUed them : Our People were lb 
extremely fatigu^ with the Labour of the Day, and 
having bwn up moft Part of the preceding Night, in 
Expeftation m the Attack, that they were not able 
to purfue, and the Enemy took the Opportunity of 
the Dulk to carry off their Cannon : I Itad enough 
to do to look to every Quarter, as I was obliged to 
divide my Attention between the City, the Nabob’s 
Camp, and our own Poll. All the principal Officers 
diftinguifeed themfclves in their refpeftive Stations ; 
and I cannot fay too much of the g^ Behaviour of 
the Army in general, and in particular of the Sea- 
poys, who fuftained the Front of the Attack. The 
Enemy muft have met with an immenfe Lofs, as our 
Fire was very clofe, and extremely well diftributed. 
I have not yet been able to get an exaft Account of 
oun, in Enrtpoans ic is inconiiderable : Capuin Afe/- 
tiiau and Lieutenant Gardiner are the only Officers 
wounded, but both dangeroully; the former has re- 
ceived fuch a Wound as, it is thouehc, will occafion 
the Lofs of a liCg ; and the latter nas had both hia 
Leg$ broke.

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I wait with Impatience to know what Effeft this 
Succels will have upon the Dcfigns of the Enemy.

Confcqucnces to our Caufc \ and that being extremely 
fenfible of the Share which may be attributed to his 
good Conduct in this efiential Service, we beg I^ave to 
return him our beft Acknowlegemcnts : That it gives 
us Plcafure to obferve, on this Occafion, that fuch a ge- 
neral Pcrfcvcrancc and Order prevailed among the 
Troops, particularly among the Seapoys\ and that 
we dclirc he will return our bell Thanks to all 
the Officers and Men for that Bravery and good 
Behaviour. 

Agreed, We do further advife the Major of Mr. 
IVatts'^ Return j and defire he will ufe his Endeavours 
to perluade the Nabob to come down as foon as poflible, 
as he mull only be an Incumbrance to him in Camp, 
and we have many material Points to fettle with his 
Excellency here.

Not having received any Advices from Major Carnac^ 
fincc the Fourth Inlfant, 

Agreed, We write to him, that this Silence has laid us 
under the Neccility of taking our Information of Af- 
fairs of the Army from Reports and private Letters. 
By thefe we are given to underftand, that, ever lince 
the Repulfe of the Enemy on the 3d Inftant, their 
Army has lain within Two or Three Cofs of our Camp. 
That, latterly, frequent MelTages have palTed between 
their Camp and ours j and particularly, that Mendi Alj 
Cawn has come over to us with fome of his Dependants. 
That as we are convinced of the treacherous Difpofi- 
tion of the People we have to deal with, and have no 
Accounts from him of the Plan on which he proceeds, 
we cannot help apprehending bad Confequences from 
this Delay, and that the Enemy may be endeavouring 
to amufe, and gain Time to anfwer fome Purpofe of 
their own, perhaps forming Parties in the City of Patna, 
or in our Camp. That he will eafily perceive, by the 
Tenor of all our Letters, that we had reiblved, from the 
Beginning, not to treat with Shuja Dowlah, if ever he 
took the Part of Meer CeJJitn, and that we departed not 
from this Refolution even when our Army was under 
fome Difficulties; far Icfs lhall we think of fuch a 
Mcafure now, when he is at the Head of an Army 
which, we flatter ourfelves, will be fure of Succefs 
whenever they engage. That we had a convincing 
Proof of the good Difpofition of the Troops from their 
Behaviour in the laR Adion ; and as his Apprehenlions 
on this Head feem to be the only Point of Difficulty, 
we hope he has, before this Time, made ufe of their 
good Difpofition, in attacking and driving the Enemy 
out of the Country. That we can entertain no Thoughts 
of treating with Shuja Bevola, having no Conception of 


any Conceffions which it is in btl' Power to nai^e us 
That the only ones we could ever liften t<^ mult 1 ^ the' 
Delivery up of Meer Cojim, Semire, and bur DbfeVters t 
and tbofe, from the Part they compofe of Shuja DetoUtn 
Strength, we judge it by no Means in his Power to per- 
form ; nor would we have our Operations fulpended for 
the Space of One Hour, until thefe PerfOns are put 
into our Hands. That we have much Reafon to ima- 
gine the Nabob may give into any Overtures for a Ne- 
otiation, from the vain Notion of holding the Suba- 
ar by the King’s Authority, independant of our Sup- 
port I but that he mull by no Means be allow^ to 
carry on any Correfpondence without his (the Major’s) 
Knowlege, neither, in the prefent Circumllances, to re- 
ceive any Sunnuds from the King or Shuja Dowla, 
That in this and all other Meafures the Nabob mult be 
intirely ruled by him, whillt the War continues. 

Agreed, That we further advife the Major of Captain 
Stthhert'% Promotion to a Majority, refolved on this Day 
in the other Department. 

Agreed, That we write likewife to Mr. Bitten, the 
Chief at Patna, direfting him, whilft the War conti- 
nues, to advife us dailp of the Occurrences, fo far as 
may come to his Knowlege. 

Received a Letter from Mr. Gr<^, at Mauiia, dated 
the i3thlnllant, acquainting us, that he cannot com- 
ply with our Orders of the 7th, for purchafing Grain, 
unlefs we fend him a Sum of Money t that he ^wever 
takes all Opportunities of encouraging the Merchants 
to fend Rice to Camp, and that he has prevailed with 
feveral, to a large Amount. 

Agreed, We write him in Anfwer, That, as it is not 
in our Power to fend him any Supply of Money, we 
mull be fitislied with the Meafures he has takw for 
aflilHng the Army with Grain } and have only to de- 
fire, that he will continue to prevail on the Merchanu 
to carry thither as large Quantities as poflible.

Confulution xot^May 1764. 

Received a Letter from Major Comae, dated the t6th, 
acquainting us, That he has delayed thus long writing to 
us, fince his lall, from his conllant Expedtation of a trolh 
Attack, which his daily Intelligence has given him Reafon 
to believe the Enemy were preparing for : That he fo 
efleftually covers the Nabob, that he thinks it his Bu- 
finefs rather to receive than give the Attack, efoecially 
as the Manoeuvre of the Enemy feems intended to draw 
him after them, that they may have an Opportunity of 
detaching a Party to carry off the Nabob, in which they 
would probably fucceed, was he to leave them ; that be- 
fides, in his prefent Pofition, he can contain the Staffs ; 
whereas, when they are pulhed forwards, there is no 
Poffibility of preventing them from preffing on and 
breaking, which Captain Swinton and himfelf have ex- 
perienced in One or Two Skirmilhes, not being able to 
Hop them from advancing irregularly and firing, tho* 
tbdy threw themfelves in their Front : That he n forry 
r 4 have Occafion to add, as another Reafon to hit little 
Dependance on a Part of his £«rs/rs/u,occafioned by an 
uncommon Inftance of Mitbehavine in a Detachment of 
about One hundred and Twenty of them, which he had 
fent in the 13th and t4th, with Captain SntttVn Battalion 
of Seapeys, to reconnoitre to the Eailward of the City, in 
Expeftation of furprifing fome of the Enemy there » 
that by fome Mifmanagement they were fired upon 
from the Walla of Patna, tho’ without receiving any 
Damage ; but that the Whole of the Europeans wenr 
immediaqriy to the Right about j that this mav perhaps 
have arofe from a general Panic occafioned by the 
Firing, but that he r amer fiifpcdli it was done defigoedly 

by 
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bjr cHo Bbreq^neni of whom the advanced Guard was 
cbici% compoicdt. thai;Ga|ptam Smitb^i Seapeys noct 
whliilmduift proceeded in the Courfc he had dire^tedj 
bac found Ncnsodjr: That Captain tV^myfs with the 
Marines bad joif^.hknt but he left Captain MMitn 
OH' the other Side^. with the Remainder of the Detach- 
ment, where he.*has performed a very material Service, 
in defeating a Bodp of Troops colleAed by the dil- 
aifcAed Zemindarai in the Sircar Sarang Diftri£l, , which 
he hopes will fecure to us chat (Country : That, as the 
Enemy have kept fo long hovering about their prefent 
Station,, he thinks it probable they do not chufe to in- 
volve themfelve further Downwards $ and if they con- 
tinue to keep aldof, he lhall watch their Motions, and 
wait for an Opening to attack them witH*the leaft Rilk 
and the mod Advantage : That he his received our 
Letter of the 26 th ultimo^ with the Letter for Sbujet 
Dewla : That Nundcmai^n late Behaviour has been fuch 
as to remove almoft entirely the Sufpicion of hts being 
engaged in Treachery, however faulty he may have 
been in other Particulars : That ever fince the Appear- 
ance of the Enemy he has, by hii Mailer's and his own 
earneil Requeft, kepr clofc to him (the Major) which 
is a ftrifl Argument that he was not concerned in any 
irea&nable Pradlices, as he was under his- Eye, and 
could not of confequence himfelf reap any Advantage 
therefrom* 


The Prelident lays before the Board: the following 
Tranflates of Letters which he has received in- 
clofcd in One from the Nabob* 

From SbujA DtwU to the Nabob* 

Dated the lath of May. 1764 . 

Formerly, when thefe Rwinces were, in your PolRf- 
lum, the kngliyk mafting an Agteement with Metr 
Mabmid Coffin Own carried you to Cdcnttat and ap- 
pointed him to the Gorerament} afterwards they quar- 
relled with him, and brought you again from Calcutta ; 
agreeabl;|r to the heany FriendMp I have for you, I was 
much rgoieed at hearing thio'News } and you muft ac- 
cordingty remember the Letters which I wrote to you 
fbmc tinne ago. Upon ym Arrival on this Side of 
Pa/w, 1 procured you the 'Sunnuda from the King, 
and intended difpatcbtng them to you, with a Kellaat : 
In the mean Time I received Advice that the Englijb 
were making a Didurbance, 4 |nd wanted to fend you by 
Force from Saott to Calcutta. Since notwithilanding 
his Majefty had conferred Honours upon you, and the 
hearty Friendlhip I bear you is clearer than the Sun, 
yet the Eny^tijh, regardlefs both of the Royal Favours 
and my Friendlhip, were guilty of fuch unjuftifiablc 
Behaviour ; 1 therefore marched this Way, not at Metr 
Ctffindi Delire, but becauferl could not fuffer the King's 
Country to be fo ruined and deftroyed. Now that his 
Majelly has bellowed thefe Provinces upon my Sjn 
Jt^upb-ul’Vmla^ who is your Nephew, look upon 
yourlelf as the rightful Manager of all the Afiairs of 
Govemnienc, and deliver k from the daily Infulcs to 
which it is expofed. Affairs fliall not remain upon 
their preleot Fooring^ dot lhall the Hand of any One 
bo i^on you t the Difrrifls which belong to the En^lifli 
I will confirmed lo them by the King, in calc of 
their Faith, Obedience, and Atuchment* 

From Rqah Bet^ BabaJrt to the Nabob. 

The Negotiations which were fume Time ago carried 
on bjr Rqah SbUubrojt whether he Ipoke by your Au- 
thority, qr of his. own Head, went on luccefsfully * 
butthey were afterwards interrupted by the Minifters 
of the Court, whocauleJ the , Preference to be given 
to the Enemy’s Deflres, and accufed me of Tiding with 
you and the Englijb. 1 litherto I have remained lilent,

for want of an Opportunity having offeretl. I have 
overftt the Taufe of the Enemy and his Adherents: 
But whim I am negotiating in this Manner, 1 am un- 
eafy, led you and the Englijh Chiefs fliould let'ufe to 
ad agreeable to my Reprefentations, and 1 Ihould 
thereby fall into the utmoft Difgracc i I have therefore 
fent Cbinto-I^ram to you with all Expedition, who will 
fully inform you of every Circiimftance. If this Af- 
fair meets with your Approbation, be pleaRd to at- 
quaint me with your Plealure, and, by iIm: BlelTing of 
God, every Thing will be happily fettled, and what- 
ever Agreement 1 make will Ijc complied with ; if nor, 
inform me fo in plain Terms, that we may aft accord- 
ingly. 

From the Nabob to ul doivla, in Amwer. 

1 have been honoured with your friendly Letter. At 
the Time when that Tyrant, Mm Ceffm, fled from 
thefe Provihccs to your Highnefs's Dominions, the 
EugUib were dcfirous of purluing immediately, over 
the Bridge which he had paiTed, in order to bring him 
to Juftice for his Violences and Opprefllons ■, but I 
forbad them, and prevailed upon them to encamp on 
Durgaonta NuUa^ on this Side the Carumna£a^ for 
thefe Four Months paft. What earneil and repeated 
Solicitations have been made you, both by the hnghjh 
and myfelf j but you would by no Means lillen to our 
Requeib \ through the Intrigues of wicked Men you 
have refufed Juftice to the Engli/hy and have proceeded 
to thefe Lengths. Although in the Time of former 
Nazims the Affairs of thefe Provinces have always been 
negotiated at the Imperial Court through the Means of 
the Head Buckihy, yet on Account of my hearty At- 
tachment to your Highnefs, I have ever reprefented my 
Affairs co> you •, and as you were feveral Times gra- 
cioufty pleafed to do me' the Honour of declaring that 
you would be anfwerable for my Bufinefs, I fet my 
Heart at Eafe, in full ConRdence in your Promifes, 
and never made Application to any other Perfon j and 
the EngUJb^ through my Perfuafions, were lb faithfully 
attach^ to jrou, that they were ready to attend you, 
and to facrifice their Lives in your Service. Now, 
bkewife, if you will do them Juftice on that Tyrant 
Meer Cofflmy they will not be negligent in (hewing 
tlteir Fidelity to you ; and my Attachment and hearty 
Obedience will daily encreafe. 

From the Nabob to Rajab Beny Babadre^ in Anfwcr. 

I have bad the Pleafure of receiving your- Letter, 
wherein you write that tlie Negotiations which were 
carried on by Rajah Sbitabray went on fucccfsfully, but 
were afterwards interrupted by the Mimftcrs of the 
Court, who caufetl the Preference to he given to the 
Enemy’s Defires, and accufed you of fiding with me 
and the Engliffi : 1 hat till this Time you had no Oppor- 
tunity of fpeaking on the Subject 1 but now an Oppor- 
tunity having ottered, you have overfet the Caufc of 
the Enemy and his Adherents : That you arc uneafy 
left I and the Engl£b Chiefs Ihould refufe to aft agree- 
ably to your Reprefentations, and you Ihould thereby 
All into f^fgracc : That you have therelore lent Oin- 
Ut^ran^ who will inlorm me of all Circumltances : 
That if you meet with my Approbation every Thing 
will be happily fettled, and \vliate.vcr Agreement you 
make will be complied with } if not, that I Ihould in- 
tbroi you in plain Terms, that you may aft accord- 
ingly. 

CbivtaJyran has acquainted me with all Particulars, 
and 1 explained the Whole to Major Carnac, the Com- 
mander of the Engltjh Army i who replied in the fol- 
lowing Terms ; ** When Meer Coffin fled out of this 
** Country into the Vizier’s Dominions, the Kngli/b 
** Chiefs were defirous of purfuing him immediately, 
“ in order to revenge thcmlclvcs on him •, but m Com- 
5 C “ pliai:cc 
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“ pliance with your Defire, thw halted at Durgaouty 
“ Nslld, on this Side CarumHfJja *, and, for the Space 
“ of Four Months, made continual Copiplaints to the 

Vizier, requeftinp; him to punifh Meer CeJJim for his 
“ Oppreflions and Cruelties : His Highnefs, far from 
“ confenting to do us Juftice, even liftcned to the In- 
“ trigues of the Enemy, and complied with his Defircs : 
“ Nevcrthclcfs, if lie will now favour us, and either 
“ deliver Mier Coffim and Sombre into our Hands, to 
“ be duly punilhcd, or himfelf imprifon them, in Re- 
“ compence for their Crimes, the Engltjb are ftill ready 
“ to perform the Duties of Obedience and Fidelity ; 
“ but, till Juftice is done us, other Matters cannot be 
“ treated of.” In cafe his Highnefs will be kind 
'/■nough to revenge the Caufe of the Engltjb^ I likewife 
will not fail to Ihew forth a due Obedience and Attach- 
ment. With regard to what you write concerning your 
having overfet the Enemy’s Caufe, and your being un- 
cal'y left you fliould not gain my Confent and the Englifl> 
Gentlemen; in eale >011 can prevail upon the Vizier 
to do Juftice, cither Way, as above-mentioned, and will 
be anlwcrable for it, be alTured that you will meet with 
our entire Approbation, as you will be fully informed 
by C.hcniylarau. 

Agreed, We write to Majo*" Carttac^ inclofing him 
Copies of ihefe Letters, and acquainting him we find 
from them, that the Enemy have made Propofals 
for trading, and Propofals have been given them, 
that we might be inclined to come to Terms : That 
we advifed him in onr laft, and now repeat, that we 
iliall receive no Propofals from Sujab Dowlaby neither 
would wc fuftcr any of his Meftengers to come into 
our Camp, or the Nabob’s, unlefs Meer Coffim^ Sombre^ 
and our Deferters, be lent delivered up : That the Na- 
bob, in his Anfwer to Bet^ Bahadre'i Letter, we muft 
fuppofc, has faid in his (the Major’s) Name, more than 
ever he could aflent to ; but how far foever he may 
be made privy to this Negotiation, we cannot help 
exprefling our Surprize, that he takes no Notice of it 
in his Letter now before us. Further, in Anfwer to 
his Letter, That we have paid due Regard to the Rca- 
fons which he urges for having continued to aft fo long 
upon the defenfive; but that wc muft fay they do 
nor carry the fame Weight with us : With regard to the 
Nabob, That he cannot polTibly expeft, nor can our 
whole Army ever be allowed to remain in a State of 
Inaftion, merely to proteft his Perfon, efpeclally when 
it is runfidered that this End may be as eifeftually le- 
cured by his retiring into Patna ; That on this Step, 
therefore, he muft immediately determine, unlcft he 
ifiould rather refolve to accompany our Army, and take 
an equal Chance with them in attacking the Enemy: 
That the Milbehaviour of the Party of Europeans^ in 
the Night of the 13th and 14th, we hope may have 
been owing entirely to the unexpeftrd Fire on them 
from the Walls of the City ; but if, on the contrary, 
there is really any Remains of Mutiny or DiflTatisfaftion 
among the Troops, it is certain there is nothing fo 
dangerous, or can tend more to encreafe fuch a Dif- 
poficion, than waiting in Inaftion the Attacks of the 
Enemy : That this is a ftrong Reafon for purfuing the 
Plan wc have recommended of afting ofienfively t and 
a ftill ftronger is, that if we allow the War to be pro- 
trafted in this Country, it will be impoflible for us to 
fupply him with the immenfe Sums of Money which 
are now required in defraying the Expences of the 
Army : for we already find ourfelves greatly diftreiled 
to difeharge the Draughts from the Paymafter, and 
anfwer the Demands of other Detachments, which have 
taken the Field, with the current Expences of the 
Settlement: That the Nabob’s Welfare and .Intereft 
being fo intimately connefted with ours, we think he 
cannot well refufe to aflift us m this Point, whenever 
he has it in his Power ; and that we therefore defire he 
will reprefent to him the prefent Ncccflity, and en- 


deavour to obtain a general Order on the Naibt of 
Moerjhedabad and Daeca^ for the Payment of whatever 
Sums we may call for,, on our Receipt: That in his 
Letter he acknowleges to have received ours of the 
26th u/tiniOf with the Prefidenc’s Letter to Sitya Dow~ 
lab ; but does not mention his having fent it to him ; 
that if he has not, we defire he will pleafe to for- 
ward it, according to our firft Intention, as we think 
it is proper that Letter Ihould be lent him at all 
Events.

Received a Letter from Major Carnacy dated the 19th 
Inftant, acknowleging the Receipt of ours of the 7th 
and 9th, and acquainting us, in Anfwer to the latter. 
That he has long had in View the Operation we re- 
commend as the Alternative, and thinks it bids the 
faireft for totally difconcerting the Enemy j but that it 
cannot be begun rill the Arrival of Captain fVedder- 
hum ; by which Time he alfo expefts the Waters will 
be rilen \ and will then, unlefs in the Interim he has 
the good Fortune to perform fomething dccifive, let 
about putting it into Execution : That Bulwant Singy 
he always fufpefted, was only amufing him with die 
proffered Treaty; and his Condufthas dempnftrated k 
fo, for that he is pcrfonally with Shuja Dowlab % and 
his Troops were amongft the moft forward in the laft: 
Attack : That in the Precautions we have taken to 
have him fupplied with Grain, and the Advantage of 
the River, he lliall be fecure of Provifions ; That in 
his prefent Situation, he finds no other Inconvenience 
but the Want of Cavalry ; and that he propofes, there- 
fore, employing Mender My Cown, to raife a Body of 
Mogulsy amon^ whom he has much Intereft, and to 
add CO Mirza Sbabar Beg's Troops. 

The Prefident lays before the Board, the follow- 
lowing Tranflations of further Letters from the 
Nabob, on the fame Subjeft as thofe mi- 
nuted on laft Confulution. 

From the Nabob. 

Dated 15th Miy 1764 (13th Zeccada of the 5th Year) 
receiv^ the 26th Ditto. 

I have already fent you Copies of Letters which I 
have received from the Vizier of Rajah Beny Baba^, 
and of my Anfwers to them ; by the Contents diereof 
you muft be aetjuainted with the King’s having granted 
ti|e Three Provinces to the Vizier's Son. At prefent 
Raiah Beny Babadre and yi/ud Alp CawHy Brother to 
Golaum Aly Cawny deceafed, who is in old Friend of 
the Vizier’s, in Confequence of his H%hnefe’s Di- 
leftions, have written to me, in Anfwer to my Letters, 
to give up only the Province of PeOna, Copies of 
thele Letters, and my Anfwers to them, I have fent 
inclofed, for your Obfervation ; when you are ac- 
quainted with the Particulars thereof, be pleafed to let 
me know what you think advileaUe to reply to this De- 
mand, that if .they again treat with me on this Subjeft, 
1 may write to 'th^ accordingly.

• I have had the Pleafdre to receive your Letter, men- 
tioning that in Cafe the Court will revenge the Caufe of 
the EngUfl)^ you arc ready to perform the Duties of 
Obedience and Fidelity. The Sentiments of Friend- 
Ihip, which were before engraved on my Heart, are 
not exprefied in the Contents of your Letter i but I 
imagine you have good Reafon for writing in fuch a 
Manner: Out of the great Regard I have long had for 
you, t ehtered ‘on a Negotiation with you, notwith- 
ilanding your unfricndlv Behaviour. I was in Hopes, 
that, in order to make Amends for your pafe Negleds, 
you would have given your Confent, and fettle Things 
on a proper Footing ^ all depends upon the BleHlng of 
God, and your and the Englijh Gentlemen’s Approba- 
tion. As there is a hearty Friendlhip between me and 
JJfud Aly Cav)»t and every Negotiation is carried on 
with his Concurrence, I have fully acquainted him with 
all Circumftances tending to our mutual Welfare, and 
he will write them for your Information : Since you are 
a Man of Underftanding and Experience, you will 
doubtlefs give your Confent to what he reprefents to 
you. In Cafe of your Approbation, be plealed to in- 
form me thereof, that I may fend him to you i if not, 
whatever is the Will of God. 

Copy of a Letter from AJfud Aly Cawh to the Nabob. 

I, with Mharajah Befiy Bahadre, prefented to the Vizier 
your Letter in Anfwcr to mine, which I had the pica- 
lure of receiving at 9 o’Clock in the Morning ; and 
the Mharajah prefented to him the Letters which 
he had received from youi and at the fame Time 
Mharajah NuMdeomar's Letters, and our Hazee, were 
prefented to him by Jfh/a» Aly Beg Cawn j on Perufal 
6f them, his Highnefs was much difpleafed t and faid 
to Mharajah Beny Bahadre and me, ** When a Perlon 
** has put himfelf under the Prote^ion of the King and 
« the Vizier, where is the Juftice and Propriety of 
“ delivering him into the Hands of his Enemies, or 
« imprifoning him ? that they have made fuch De- 
** mands : The Contents of their Letters can by no 
« Me'ans be produffive of Good.” — After many Rc- 
prefentations, his Highnefs declared his Bnal Kefolution 
as follows : “ Let the Province of Patna be rcfigned, 
*' the Authority refea with usv we will appoint whom- 
** foever we pleafe to the Neabut of the Province ; 
** when this Point is agreed W, we will conftder about 
** punilhing the Enemy, and d«ng Juftice to the Engli ^ » 
“ otherwife they muft be rooted out and deftroyed”. 
Moreover, his Highnefs has given ftriA Orders that no 
one (hould correfpond with you ; but Mharajah Be^ 
Bahadre and 1 have written you the Particulars, agree- 
ably to his Highnefs's and Mharajah's Orders : Confider 
them well, and fend me fuch an Ani'wer, that thefe 
Difturbances may be removed. Jnclofed is a Letrer 
from the Mharajah. 

Copy of the Nabob's Anfwer to Mharajah Ber^ Ba~ 
badre, 

I received pur Letter \ wherein you write, That the 
Sentiments of Friendihip, which of old were engraved 
in your Heart, are not expitfled in the Contents of 
my Letter j but you imagine I have good Realbn for 
writing in fuch a Manner : That out of your Regard 
for me you entered on a Negotiation with me j notwith- 
ftanding my unfriendly Behaviour, you were in Hopes 
that I would now fettle Matters, in order to nmc 
amends for paft Negicfts : That all depitnds upon the 
BlciTing bf God, and mine and the EfigUjh Gentlemen’s 
Confent : That you have acquainted AJfud Aly Cawa 
with all Circumftances tending to our mutual Wel- 
fare I that 1 lhall be informed of th«n by Letter from 
him, and you will fend to me in Cafe of my Approba- 
tion i if not, whatever is the Will of God.' 


AJfud Afy Cawn'i Letter has acquainted me Ct' the 
Particulars of this Affair. As I had the greareft Con- 
fidence in your Friendfhip, I did not expecd you would 
have written to me in fuch a Manner ■, I jin m the 
utmoft Surprifc at your making fo uncxpLclcd a De- 
mand of me, and at your regarding my Kcquclt, I'li it 
the Englifli may have Juftice done them, .as tomraiv to 
the Ties of Friendihip. Had you formerly promilcd 
to punifh the Enemy, on Condition of my aflencinK to 
fo improper a Dcmanii as you have now made in AJfud 
Aly Cawn'i Letter, my Obedience would not liavc 
carried me fo far as to engage me in any Tiling pro- 
duflive of Shame and Repentance •, nor Ihoulci I have 
ncgleftcd the Care of Honour. Since you aie inclined 
to War, you will not be plcafcd with any realonablc 
or juft Propofal that I may make you. If fuch arc 
your Views, no Agreement can be m.adc, and till an 
Agreement is made, the fending AJfud Aly Ca'jun would 
be ufelefs; as for the reft, whatever is the Will of God 
is beft ; he that cannot procure Juftice from the King, 
will procure it from God.

Received a Letter from Major Carnac, dated the 5th 
Inflant, acquainting us, that he forgot in his lafl: Ad- 
lirefs to acknowlege the Receipt of our fcveral Letters 
of the 14th, 17th, and uft. and that he has fince 
received that of the 24th : That the Plan he has pur- 
fued, has been to the full as difagrceeble to them, as 
he finds it is to us •, yet the State of our Affairs feemed 
to require it, and fo probably we would ourfclvcs have 
judged, had we been upon the Spot ; that had be ailed 
oihcrwife, he mull have run counter to the unanimous 
Sentiments of all the principal Officers, whom he con- 
fultcd upon the Occafion, which was more than he 
could aiifwer to, wlicre fo much was at Stake : That 
tlic Event has in fomc Mcafurc decided in Favour of 
this Sentiment, as fhe Enemy have been reduced to 
the Neceffity of withdrawing, without his putting any 
'riling to the Rifquc : 'I'hat our Army, if Haunch, was a 
full Match for the Enemy, muft by all be readily al- 
lowed v but it was generally believed, efpecially by fuch 
as had been Witneffes of the former ill Behaviour, that 
Oiflaffeflion ftill prevailed amongft many of the Eu- 
ropeans, which was reftrained from breaking forth, only 
through the Fear of Punifliment, and the Want of 
Oppoitunity; and that a Number would have defert- 

ed, but that it was rendered exceedingly difficult fo to 

do, by the Pufition he had taken, and the good look 
out that was kept ; That how far the Spirit of Mutiny 
i, yet from being thoroughly quelled, we may judge 
fioni the Proceedings of a Gencnal Court Martial held 
on Two Men, which he inclofes: That he thinks it 
very natural the Nabob lliould be very defirous of 
holding the Nezamut by virtue of the Royal Phir- 
maund, the Religion as well as Education of all Muf- 
fulmen, teaching them to regard this as the only regular 
conftitiited Authority -, yet Meet Jaffier has not ap- 
peared to them to be of himfclf over forward for a 
Negotiation : That in this Particular he certainly has 
been influenced by Roy Dulvb, who has all along been 


extremely defirous of one : That he well knows Mef- 
i'ages frequently pafs between him and the Enemy on 
the Subjedl, but as this was not the proper Channel, 
he gave himfclf little Trouble about it, and deemed it 
unncceffary to give us any : That when Offers were 
nude to himfclf, the Reality whereof he was. af- 
fured of, he communicated them, with his Anfwers, 
•which were conformable to our Orders : That he de. 
ferred forwarding the Letter from the Prcfident to 
Sbttja Dewla, in Hopes he might at length be induced 
to deliver up Meer CoJJim and Semire, for the getting 
of whom into our Hands, he pcrfuadcd himfclf, we^ 
would with Pleafurc have facrificed our Rcfentment 
againft Shuja Dexia ; but as that Point is not likely 
to be obtained, it will ferve as an Introduftion of our 
Detachment into his Country, and he will take Care to 
have It tmufftiittcd to him by the firft fafe Opportu- 
nity, with 6nc from himfclf to the fame Purpofe ; That 
the Nabob is very ready to make thc.foveral Aflign- 
nients we require, but willies to hiy|||||||l^erred till 
his Arrival in Calcutta, for which purpofes 

foortly fetting out, and is extremely anxrous that him- 
Iclf Ihould accompany him : That he only waits our 
Permiflion to come down accordingly, to prepare for 
his Paflage^ Home, which he is determined to take this 
Seafon ; 'Fhat the Enemy are all over the Soane, and 
Msijot Champion has crofied the Gan^et, but his Em- 
barkation was a good deal retarded by the ftrong 
Eaftcrly Winds which have of late prevailed : That 
the Detachment coiifills of upwards of Three hundred 
Europeans, Rank and File, including the Marines, and 
Captain Mangent'^ Company, Three BattalionI of Sea- 
pays, with 5 Six-pounders, and 2 or 3 fmallcr Pieces : 
That he has gleaned the Foreigners from this Detach- 
ment, and would recommend their being difarmed (ex- 
cept fome few, of whofe Attachment he is convinced) 
and font to ferve on Board His Majefty’s Ships : That 
by this Means a Confidence may again be acquired in 
our Troops, without which no vigorous Mcafurc can 
ever be undertaken.

fions, that you may .be led on to fupport the King in his 
Claims to the whole Empire •, for a> you have, by taking 
Poflelixon of the Gauzepoor Country, deviated from our 
repeated Orders, and dep.irted from the Spirit of our 
political Views, not to enlarge our PoiTclTions, fo wO 
know not wliat Bounds can ftop you, when our Orders 
prove ineffectual. 

Par. j 8. The converting the temporary Aflignmenc 
of Five Lacks per Month into a perpetual one, would 
be an Enlargement of our Revenue that would be flat- 
tering indeed, could wc perl'uade ourfelvcs it was con- 
fident with that Permanency which is our only Objeft, 
and with the Peace of the Country s but unlcls we find 
you adopt fome Syftem which clearly marks out the 
Barriers of the Country Government and ours, how 
tht“y may aid and fupport each other, and unite their 
Strength ag.ainft all Foreign Enemies, we fhall deem all 
thofe Advantages merely temporary, and this Heighth 
of Profperity I’ubjeft to a fatal Reverfe, the firft Check 
our Arms may meet with. 

Par. 19. As our Servants have too readily laid hold 
of every Opportunity to cxa6t Contributions, or pro- 
cure Donations, from the late Nabob, we hope nothing 
of this Kind has happened upon the Succeflion of his 
Son, the prefent Nabob •, however we would have you 
make the ftrifteft Enquiry therein, and inform us of 
every Circumftance, if any fuch Exadlions have been 
made, and in partiedar of the Names and Condudt of 
all and every the feveral Perfons concerned, and oblige 
them to refund the Amount thereof into the Company's 
Cafla, for our further Orders.

Denula, it is proper here to infert at Length 
the 5th Article, which runs in thefc Words ; ** I do fa- 
“ tify and confirm to the En^lijb, the Privilege granted 
•* them by their Phirmaund and feveral Hulbulhookums, 
« of carrying on their Trade by Means of their own 
“ Duftiick, free from all Duties, Taxes, or Ifnpofi- 
“ tions, in all Parts of the Country, excepting in the 
“ Article of Salt, on which a Duty of per Cent, is 
** to be levied on the Rowana or Uougbly Market 
“ Price.” This Fifth Article is totally repugnant to 
our Orders contained in our General Letter, by the 
Kent and Lapving, dated the ill of 'June 1764} in 
which we not only exprefled our Abhorrence ot an Ar- 
ticle in the Treaty with Meer Jaffier, literally corre- 
fponding with the picfent 5ch Article, but in pofitive 
Terms diredted you, in Concert with the Nabob, to 
form an etjuitable Plan for carrying on the inland

Trade, and tranfmit the fame to us, accompanied by 
fuch Explanations and Remarks as might enable us to 
give our Sentiments and Dircdltons thereupon. We 
fouft remind you too, that in our faid General Letter 
We exprefily diredled, that our Orders, in our Letter of 
the 8 th February preceding, which were to put a final 
and cftedlusl End to the inland Trade in Salt, Beetle 
Nut, and Tobacco, and in all other Articles produced 
and confumed in' the Country, fttould remain in Fierce 
until an equitable and fatisfaAory Plan could be formed 
and adopted : A| therefore there is not the Icaft Lati- 
tude raven you for concluding any Treaty whatfoever 
refpewng this inland Trade, we muft and do confider 
what you have done as an exprefs Breach and Viola- 
tion of our Orders, and as a determined Refolution to 
facrifice the Intcreft of the Company and the Peace of 
the Country to lucrative and felfilh Views. 

This unaccountable Behaviour puts ^ End to. air 
CCMifidence 
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Confiddice tn tbofe who made this Treaty, and forces 
us to reiblve on Meafures for the Support of our Au- 
tporiy And the PreferVacion of the Company. We do 
therefore pronounce, that every Servant concerned in 
Trade flands guilty of a Breach of his Covenants 
with us, and of our Orders i and in Confequence of this 
Refolution, we pofitivcly dired, that if that Treaty is 
now fubfifting, you make a formal Renunciation, by 
lope Iblenin Adt to be entered on your Records, of all 
Right under the faid Treaty, or otherwife, to trade in 
Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco-, and- that you tranrmit 
this Renunciatbn of that Part of tlie Treaty, in Form, 
to the Nabob in the Perjian Language. Whatever Go- 
vernment may be edablilhed,. or whatever unforefeen 
Circumftances may arife, it is our Refolution to pro- 
hibit, and we do abfolutcly forbid, this Trade of Salt, 


&etle Nut, and Tobacco, and of all Articles tliat are 
not for Export and Import, according to the Spirit of 
the Phirmaund, which docs not in the Icall give any 
Latitude wbatlbevcr for carrying on fuch an inland 
Trade; and moreover we lhall deem cvciy European 
concerned therein, dircdly or indireftly, guilty of a 
Breach of his Covenants, and dircift that he be forth- 
with fent to England, that we may proceed againfl him 
accordingly ; and every Native who /hall avail himfclf 
of our Proteftion, to carry this Trade on without pay- 
ing all the Duties due to the Government, equally with 
the reft of the Nabob’s Subjefts, (hall forfeit their Pro- 
teftion, and be banilhed the Settlement and we diredt 
that thefe Refolutioas be fignifieJ publicly throughout 
the Settlement.

Thefe Requefis were made by Major Carnac, who was 
detached by Colonel Coote to efcort the King to the 
Borders of the Province ; and the King wrote upon the 
Papers of Requefts, that thejf Ihould be granted when- 
ever a proper Pelkauih or Tribute was remitted. The 
Major tranfmicted to 'us Copies of the faid Papers of 
Requefts, with the King's Si^rfcription ; and advifed 
us at the fame Time, that the King had oSered to con-

CO us, that at the Time the King makes this Advance, 
he Ihould return the Applications made to him for the 
Sunnuds, to confirm our Privileges and Poflefllons in 
Bengal, granted by the late and prefent Nabob, in fo 
ioofe and unfati-ifadkory a Manner, and even to require 
a Pifeah or Prefent before he palTcs the Order in due 
Form. The great Services we had rendered his

ronfrqwnrt ^ a Recommendation from the SelcA fVales, or of the Kent ; the former imported with us at 
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lalt on ilie :7th of ApriU having, for the Purpofe of re-' 
ircfli'iig lu'r Recruits put in at iV. Selvadore^ on the Coaft 
of Bnizil, and the Crps of Good Ihpe. This indeed 
coftliderahl/ recjrded her, but the good Confequcnces 
tliercjf were happil)- experienced by the People, almoll 
all oC them having been landed here in perfed Health : 
The Kott rtnpped all’o at Rio Janeiro, and the latter 
Place 1 and having, at Lord Chve'a particular Dcfire, put 
in alterv/ards at Fort 5 /. Gt'or^e for a few Days, and 
Imded, at the Reqoeft of the Prefident and Council, 
t!ic Recruits on Board, about 50 in Number, arrived

and gave Orders for tbehr being furniOied with Seven 
thouiand Maunds immediately, and the remaining Two 
thoufand in the Month of December ; remarking, how- 
ever, to Mr. Lam, at the fiime Time, that no Right to 
any Part of this Branch of Commerce was from hence 
CO be elUbliftied, though we (hould with equal Readi- 
nefs gfiift the Company when it could be done with the 
fame Convenience. 

18. Immediately upon the Arrival of Lord Clive we 
proceeded to fix the Appointments of the Field Officers, 
agreeable to the EftabliiWent in your Commands of the 
ift of June 1764, and General Comae and Colonel 
Smith were in Confcquence Rationed to the ift and 2d 
Battalions. 

19. The Command of the 3d being vacant by the 
Death of Major ITwx, it would in Couiie have devolved 
to Sir Robert Fkteber ; but Lord Clive informing the 
Board, that ahfaough Sir Robert Barker was only men- 
dooed in the Letter as Commandant of the Arullery, he 
knew, iVom what had pafiM between him and fome of 
the Gentlemen of the Enreftion, refpefling the Appoint- 
ments, .that it was their Intention he Ihould have the 
Choice of fucceeding to one of the Battalions, in Cafe of 
a Vacai^ i and being at this Time defiroUs of having 
the 3d, it was agreed to appoint him thereto accordingly. 

20. Sir Robert FUr/rhvr Wame in Conlequence Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the ift Battalion ; and it was alio 
agreed to promote Major Peacb to the ad, till the Point 
^ Priority in Rank between him and Major Cbemj^n 
was determined by your Anfwer to the Appheauons 
.made to you, rcfpefdng chat Gentleman and Sir Robert 
FUteber. 

21. Proceeding then to the 3d Appointment of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, Lord CHvt further informed the Board, 

. 5 F that 
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that on his Arrival at the Cape he found there on his 
PalTage to Europe^ Major Charles Cbapntan^ of his Ma- 
jelly’s 79th Regiment, and that.Meflrs. Ssimer and 
Colonels Smith and Barker^ttipttkMxsL to him, 
that as the Number of Field Officers was nor complete 
according to the Fftablilhment, an Opportunity oflFer- 
cd, in their Opinion, of doing the Company orcat Ser- 
vice, by introducing that Gentleman as one, Having on 
Account of his particular Merit been folicited by the 
Prefidcnt and Council to remain at Fort Saint George in 
the Command of their Troops under General Laurence', 
which altliough he had declined, he was willing to come 
to with his Lordfhip, provided he had Rank next 
after Major Peach. — That he joined in Sentiment with 
thofo Gentlemen, and brought the Major here accord- 
ingly under fuch a Promife t and his Lordfhip there- 
fore propofed he ihould have this Appointment, not 
doubting in the leait your Confirmation thereof. 

22. Some Debate palTcd at the board on this Occa- 
fion i U})On which his Loidfhip informed them, that in 
Virtue of the Power veiled in him, for which he referred 
to the sCnh Paragraph of the General Letter, we fhould 
certainly grant the CommifTion in Queftion, but would 
wifh to have their Concurrence, and deCred the Senti- 
ments of the fevcral Members might be colle£led, which 
you will find recorded accordingly on the Proce^ings •, 
and Major Chapman was appointed the 3d Lieutenant 
Colonel. 

23. Majors Champion and Stibhert, and Captain Hugh 
Grant, were afterwards appointed the Majors of the 
Three Battalions } and in Confideration of the long and 
faithful Services of Captain Chriflian Fijber, and as the 
former Objedion to promoting him was now removed 
by the Appointment of fo many Officers of fuperior 
Rank, a Major’s Brevet was alfo granted to him. 

24. Before Colonel Smith proceeded to join the Army 
we received a Reprefentation from him, touching his 
Appointments at this Prefidency i felting forth. That 
he was pofitively aflured he was to fucceed to all the 
lame, both Civil and Military, which General Carnac 
now holds in the Service } and exprelBng therefore his 
Surprile at finding himfclf, on his Arrival, precluded from 
the former, by the 19th Paragraph of your Letter; 
which exprclsly fays, tiiat after the Death or Departure 
of the General, no Officer (hall have a conftant Seat at 
the Board v/ithout your Leave, but only when Military 
Alfairs are under Confideration ; we beg Leave to refer 
you to the Reprefentation itfelf, of which a Copy is 
tranfinitced in the Packet, and we retjuell your Orders in 
Anl'wer taking at the fame Time Liberty to olfirr it as 
our Opinion to you, that the Commanding Officer of 
the Troops fhould upon all Occafions have a Seat at the 
Board. 

25. The Sele£l Committee, agreeably to your Ap- 
pointment, was alfo formed dire^Jy upon the Kent’s Ar- 
rival i their Powers were therefore communicated to our 
Subordinate Fadlories, and to the Prelidencies of Fort 
Saint George and Bombay, and the necefiary Dire6lions 
given in Confequence to the former, to ob^ all Orders 
which they might receive from them ; and the Com- 
mittee have from Time to Time laid before the Board 
fuch of their Proceedings as they judge advifeable and 
proper. 

26. The Covenants which you were pleafed to ftnd 
out, regarding the Acceptance of Prrfenu from the 
Country Government, not having been at this Timefub- 
feribed to, this was the SubjeA of their Firft Confutera- 
lion ; and they thereupon communicated to the Board 
their Opinion that the fame Ihould be immediately exe- 
cuted in the Form preferibed by the Members of the 
Council, and the other Servants of the Company, which 
was conformed eo accordingly by the Members prefcnt ; 
and the Secretary was ordered to prepare and tranfmit 
Sets for the fevcral other Gentlemen, in the Civil 
and Military Service : 'I hofe to the former have been 
all returned duly executed, as well as the grtatell; PMt 


of the latter ; but the Diftanoe the Army has beenffom 
vi, ^d the Officers being variouHjr difp^fed; has occa- 
fioned Ibme Trotrble and Delay m getting tbefe com- 
pleted, and we wait the Remainmr of them, to forward 
to you the Whole together. 

27. The nelEt Proceedings; whidi the Committee oom- 
iriunicated to the Council, contained their Refolution for 
enforcing immediately the Board’s Orders; with rdpeft 
to the Return of the European Agents from up the 
Country, granting them a further Indulgence or Two 
Months, to the j ft of Auguft, which was afterwards prow 
longed to the cA OSeher : Public Notiee was ac- 
cordingly given of this Relblutton ; in confequence 
whereofi we underftand many are arrived in Cakuttat 
and we lhall take care that the reft return alfo in due 
Time. 

28. The fubrequent Proceedi^s, for fome Tim^, 
wefo upoq Enquiry into the Circumftances of fome 
Sums which had been received from the prefent Nabob, 
and others, by the Gentlemen who compofed the Depu« 
cation for the Execution of the Treaty with his Excel- 
lency, on the Deceafe of his Father, viz. MefTrs. John- 
ftone, Semer, Middleton, and Ltycefiet ; as alfo by the other 
Members at the Prefidency, Mef)rs. 5 pr»rer, Pk^il, Bur- 
dett, and Gr<^, upon the fame Occalion. We beg Leave 
to refer you to the Proceedings tlicmfelves on this Sub- 
je£l, and to the feveral Minutes and Defences entered 
thereupon on the Regifters of Council and of the Com- 
mittee, and requeft your Sentiments and Determination 
on the Whole. — ^We have only here to notice to you in 
particular, that Mr. JohnJlone has in Confequence, and 
for other Reafons fet forth in his Minute, rcfigned your 
Service, and proceeds Home by this Opportunity. 

29. At our Confultation of the 2410 of June, Lord 
Clive entered a Reprefentation and Conrolainc againft 
Mr. Burdett, for having in his Office of Zemindar con- 
fined and detained, after Application for his Releafe, a 
Ghaut -Manjee, or Overfeer of Boats, en^loyed by his 
Lordfhip on the Occafion of an intended Expedition up 
the Country, to take upon him the Command cf the 
Army, and fettle Affairs with the Powers in chttfe Parts : 
Mr. Burdett not being prefent at this Meeting, an Order 
was immediately ilTucdtohim for the Man’s Enlarge- 
ment : And his Anfwer to the fame having been receir- 
cd, affigning the Reafons for his Proceedings, which 
did not appear fufticienc, and conceived in Terms deem- 
ed difrefpeoful to the Board, they determined that he 
fhould make a proper Acknowle^ement both to Lord 
CHve and themielves. His Lordfhip at the fame Time 
cook Leave of the Board, to proceed on the Bufinefs 
before intimated. 

30. Mr. Burden complied afterwards with this Deter- 
mination ) and his Lordfhip having defired to be ac- 
quainted therewith, it was accordingly communicated to 
him ; but Mr. Burden entered a Minute on the Style of 
his Letter, in Confequence whereof further Procc^in^ 
occurred; and tbefe bang likewife tranfmitced to hi» 
Lordfhip, we received an Anfwer from him, confirming 
tlie Opinion he had before given of that Gendeman’s 
Coodufl, in Tbrois which determined Mr. Burden, 
having before intinMted his Intention of returning this 
Seafon to Europe, to fit no longer at the Board, anid he 
alfo refigned your Service accoraingly. 

31. Lord Ctive has fince defivered in t^Minucej fetting 
fowh, that he cannot accufc himfelf of hiving given any 
Caufe for the Refentment exprefled by Mr. Burden, arid 
his Opinion concerning his Reprefentation; referring to 
a Letter from Raya Deebthrum to Mr. Sumner, when 
Prefident, in refjpeft to a Note of Hand for a Sum of 
Money, which he reprcfentedhc had given to Mr. Burr 
den, upon the Nabob’s Aocefltoti to the Government, 
under the IVomife of his Endeavours to procure him a 
Share in the Admin^ration, which he hod not fulfilled, 
and therefore folicitmg Mr. Sumner’s AfliftaiKe for the 
Recovery thereof ; of this Minute and Letcer Mr. Bur- 
den has bad a Copy, and we expert his Anfwer. . 

32. Lord 
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34k Lord CSw having arrived in Town, aiid refum- 
ed his Seat at the Board, the 9th Inttant, laid before 
than u Extra£fc from . the Proceedings of the Selcft 
Committee held the 7th upon his Return, accompany- 
ing the Copy of a Treaty of Peace concluded by him and 
General Ctrnac, on the Part of the honourable Com- 
pany and the Nabob, with Sujab Doulah\ together with 
the TranflatiOn of a Grant and Sunnuds obtained from 
the King for theDewanny of thefe Provinces, and of an 
Agreement fubfcribed to in Confequence by the Nabob, 
chrot^ the Means of his Lordihip and Mr. Sykes \ as 
allb Tranflations of other Sunnuds from the King, con- 
firming to the Company their former PoiTefllons, and 
fecuring to them the Reverfion of Lord CAWs Jaghire *, 
for his Lordlhip had before, on his Way up, obtained 
the Nabob’s Sunnud in Duplicate, one of them to be 
forwarded to you if we jud^d it proper, which is ac- 
cordrhgty tranfmitted in me Packet, with an atteficd 
Copyof the Tranflation } we allb fend you like Copies 
bf the federal Papers above-mentioned, to which we beg 
Leave to refer yon, and to offer you at the fame Time 
our hearty Congratulations on this Event of the Return 
of Peace *, which we hopol, and have now all Reafon to 
bxpeA, from our eftablifhed Influence and Power, will 
rehiain in future uninterrupted } the fame was proclaim- 
ed here in proper Form on the 12 th, and ordered to be 
alfopublilhed at the Subordinates. 

At the Confultation of the 9th of June^ Mr. 
i^kes entered a Minute, informing the Board that the 
&lca Committee had ordered him to proceed to Afer- 
/bedahadf on Affairs of Importance, which would be 
cdnununicated to them when the Proceedings were drawn 
up, and that he ihould fee out accordingly without Lofs 
of Time •, MefTrs, I^cefief and Gre^ diflented upon this 
Occafion, not being able to judge or the pbje< 5 t of Mr. 
•^keft Commiffion, or the Neceffity of his Appoint- 
ment, and as Mr. Mddleton^ a Member of the j^ard, 
was dready Rationed Reiident at the Durbar, to tranfaft 
whatever Points of Bufinefs nughc occur with the Coun- 
try Government, had a£fed in mat Capacity to the in- 
tire Satisfaftion of the Council, and could not be fuper- 
feded without a Refie£Uon on his Ability to condufi; fuch 
Bufinefs. The Proceedings were afterwards laid before 
the Board, when chofe Gendettien confirmed their Dif- 
fenr, clleeniing Mr. MiddUtaupW the proper Ferfon to 
tranfafb the Bufinefs entrufted to Mr. Sykes i and upon 
Mr. Middkten^ receiving Information from the Scicft 
Committee of this Appointment, he addrefled the Board, 
as appears in Confultation the j 8th of the fame Month >, 
fetting forth, how much it muft leflen the Weight and 
Influence which it was abfolutelv necelTary he ihould 
maintain in his Station, and that he could not with any 
Credit to himfelf remain in it longer, more elpecially as 
Lord Clive told him, on his Way, that it was intended 
to remove him Ibortly, and place Mr. Sykes in his room } 
end fdiciting, in Confequence, the Chieflhip of Patnot 
which became vacant a few Days before, by the fudden 
Death of Mr. Billers i to this he was accordingly ap- 

£ >inted, and ordered by the Majority to proceed imme- 
ately, delivering over to the. Chief at Cejlmhttzery fuch 
Bufinefs as he has been intrufted with ffom the Board. 
Mr. Sumner being the only Member of the Committee 
then prclenc, minuted at the fame Time a Declaration 
on their Part, t|»at no Refleftion whatfoever on Mr. 
Middleton^ nor Derogation from his neceflary Weight 
and Influence as public Refident, was intended by them ) 
and produced the Copy of the Letter wrote him on the 
Occafion i fetting form the Impropriety of charging any 
ocher than a Member of the Committee with the Ma- 
nagement of Bufind*s which had not been difclofcd to 
the Cduncil, as an Aigument for his Satisfa^lion. Mr. 
fyilerhavingprooKded conformably to his Deputation, 
returned to the Prefidency with Lord Clive. 

34. Mr. Verelfiy upon being called to Calcutta^ to take 
his Seat in the Committee, to rdign the Chietlhip of 
Chittt^or^ Faffory i in which Mr. Pbydell fucc^ed 
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him i and upon the Refignadon of Mr. JobnJlone, lie 
was appointed by the Committee to tlic Charge of Su- 
pervifor of tiic Bnrdwan Revenues. 

35. At the Confultation of the aad of July, a Motion 
was made by Mr. Burdett for filling up the Vacancies in 
Council, from Mr. Jokt^eHe*i late Refignation, and tl e 
Death of Mr. Billers^ agreeably to your laft Appoint- 
ment and Orders j upon which Mr. Sumner informed 
him, that the Committee had already taken the Subjed); 
of thofc Orders under their Confidcration, and fiioiild 
determine on tiiem at their firft Meeting, upon the Re- 
turn of the abfent Members to the Prefidency, and 
therefore dcfired that the Filling up the Vacancies might 
rill then be poftponed. The Majority of the Board en- 
tering their Opinions, that the Matter Ihould not be de- 
ferred, and propofing therefore to call to the Board the 
Two next (Gentlemen on the Lift, Mr. Sumner dilFcnted 
thereto in his own and the Name of the Committee, rc- 
ferving to them a Revifal of the Meafure. But the Ma- 
jority confirming their Opinions, Meflrs. Francis Chari- 
ten and Themas French were in confequence ordered from 
Daccut to take their Seats. 

3S. Upon the aflembling agun of the Committee, 
Mr. Sumner related to them accordingly what had palled 
at the Board, and they recorded their Sentiments there- 
on ; offering at the fame Time their Reafons for riot en- 
largingthe Number of the Council-, which latter were, 
Firft, I'hat the Collciftion of the Burdwan Revenues 
Ihould no longer be managed by a Chief and Council, 
but as propofed in a Reprefentation to them from Mr. 
Vmlf t at the fame Time communicated to the Board, 
by a junior Servant, rcfiding always on the Spot, and a 
Supervifor, who, if a Member of the Board, might ftill' 
retain his ^at as fuch, his Charge would only require 
an occafionai Attendance. Secondly, with refpe^ to 
tlie Midnapere Province, that it was not of lufficient 
Confequence to require the Diredion of a Member of the 
Council, and might be as well condu£led by a junior 
Servant. And, Thirdly, Their having under their Con- 
fidcration the Recalling the Faftory at Banarasy in Con- 
fequence of the Treaty concluded with Sujab Doalab. 
Upon which different Circumftances, they recommend- 
ed to the Board to re-confidcr the Appointments of 
Mclfrs. Charlton and French. We beg Leave to refer 
you to the Proceedings pf the Committee for chofe Sen- 
timents, and a particular Explanation of their Reafons 
for the propofed Charges reipcdling Burdvian and Mid- 
napore, as allb the Opinions of the fevcral Members of 
the Board thereon and Ihali here only add, that the 
Majority being of Opinion die firft Alteration fliould 
ukc place, and the Members of the Board joining with 
the Committee as to the latter, the Appointments of the 
new Members were in confequence fet afidc, and Orders 
given to the Fadory at Dacca accordingly. Mr. Leyctf- 
teTy however, entered a Minute, confirming the Opini- 
on againft a Redudion in the Number of the Council, 
which we further refer you to. 

37. We received a Letter from Lord Clivcy during 
his Abfence at Banarasy reprefenting his Opinion of 
your Title to a Moiety of the Money obtained there by 
our Army, in confeqiience of ^he Deed of Gift from the 
King to the Company, of fuch Proportion of all Plun- 
der, (dc. which Ihould be taken in India by his Forces 
on Land, and their Orders, putting their own Military 
on the fame Footing, and referving to them the other 
Moiety. He, at the fame Time, pointed ojt, as an 
Argument, the StipuKstion in Favour of the Company, 
of one Half of what fliould be taken at Mautlhay cltccm- 
ing it a fimilar Cafe with the one in Oticlbon, and re- 
ferred the Subjed to the Confidcration of the Board. 

38. It appearing, on Refcirnce to the Regiflers of 
Council before his l.onffhip’s Arrival, that the Board 
confidered the faid Money as a voluntary (jift from the 
Merchants, rather than a Ranfom for the Town obtain- 
ed by military Force, and that for the Reafons aCfipnrd 
they thought proper to confint to tlic Aini>’> it-ieiving 
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it, without referving any Claim to the Company ■, the 
other Members did not think, this being the Cafe, that 
a Demand on them for a Share of the Money could now, 
with any Propriety, be made •, and they communicated 
thefe their Sentiments accordingly, in Anfwer to his 
Lordfhip ; tranrmltting, for his particular Information, 
Extrafts of thofe Regilters war. 

Of the Letters to the Commanding Officers of the 6th 
of Nirvember and 6th of Dtcembef Jaft. And, 

Of the Conlulration of the 3d of January^ upon an 
Application received from the Officers and Men of the 
96th Regiment, and his Majefty’s Marines. 

To which we beg Leave to refer you upon the Oc- 
cafion. 

39. Upon his Lord(hip*8 Return to the Prefidcncy, 
he informed the Board, that, while he was with the 
Army, he had formed it upon the Edablifhment and 
Plan laid down in your Commands of the Pirft of June 
1765 j and propofed, for the better regulating their Pay 
in future, and the Prevention of any Abufes, that there 
Ihould be (eparace Paymafters, with Deputies, and a 
Commiffiary to each Brigade. 

The Board agreed with him entirely in the Propriety 
of thofe Appointments, and the Paymafters were ac- 
cordingly nominated, and the other Officers remaining to 
be fixed at a future Meeting. 

40. The Sclcft Committee having taken under Con- 
fideration your Orders, touching the Inland Trade in the 
Articles of Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, they com- 
municated to the Board in their next Proceedings a Set 
of Regulations formed thereupon, as the Ground-work 
of a Plan for carrying it on in future } we beg Leave to 
refer you to the Proceedings thcmfclves for your parti- 
cular Information of this Plan \ and have here to inform 
you, that MeflTrs. Sumner^ Verelftt L^cejler^ and 
were in Confequence conilituted the Committee for re- 
ceiving Charge thereof, and managing it on Behalf of 
the Body of Proprietors, with Authority to correfpond 
with the fubordinate Fadories, and to purfue all fuch 
Mcafures as might, conformably thereto, appear to them 
eligible and proper •, and that the neceflary Advice and 
Orders were given accordingly to the Subwdinates, and 
Publication made, prohibiting all Perfons depending on 
the Country’s Government from cnterii^ into any new 
Engagements in thofe Articles, unlefs asContraAors with 
the Committee, for the Purchafe or Sale of them. We 
have alfo to note to you, that Mefirs, Leycefler and Cray 
diffented to the Authority the Seleft Committee bad 
taken upon thcmfclves on this Occafion, efteeming it in 
no wife delegated to them by the Terras and Intention 
of their Appointment} and that the Subject fhould 
liave been confidered and determined on in Council. 

41. The Committee of Trade having entered upon 
the Profecution of the Plan, we have received from 
them a Keprefentation for having the Society fecured 
a^ainft any Innovations in the Cuurle of their preieiA 
Engagements, and foliciting from us fuch a Deed as we 
may think fufficient to infure to them the excIuGve Right 
to the Trade till thefe Engagements are concluded, the 
fime to be renewed every Scafon, fo long as it (hall be 
agreeable to you that this Plan Ihoqld fubGtl •, we could 
not but agree with them entirely in the Propriety of this 
Meafure, and have given DireAions for drawing ac- 
cordingly fuch a Writing as may be thought fufficient 
to fecure the Proprietors the Right in Queluon, and we 
now requeft your Permillion to renew me fame for the 
future Concerns, if the Plan meets with your Ap- 
probation. 

42. Commodore Tinker having received from the late 
Nabob, Meer Jaffier, a Gram of 12,50,000 Rupees, as a 
Donation to himlelf and the Squadron under his Com- 
mand, for their Services in the War againft Meer 

he prefented to the Board, on his Departure, a Tranf- 
lation of the fame j and requefted tneir Affillance in 
procuring regular Payments, conformably to the Terms*, 
to which the Board replied, cxprefTing their Satisfaction 


at the Nabob's having thought proper to coitlider the 
.Services of the Squadron, and aflurtng Mr. Tinktft that, 
fo far as mi^t appear to them in his Power, confiftently 
with the Performance of the Engao^ents of his 
Treaty, the Commodore might depend on their Com- 
pliance with his Application. Two of the Periods of 
Payment having expired, and no Part been yet receiv- 
ed, the Agents have now addrcdhl us, inclofing the 
TranQation of a Letter from the prefent Nabob, with 'a 
Confirmation of his Father’s Grant, and foliciting our 
Interpofition for procuring them the Amount duc} re- 
prefenting, with a View of adding Weight to their Ap- 
plication, that many oi the Officers and Men of the 
Squadron having contraflcd Debts during their Abo^ 
in Calcutta^ their Drafts on the Donation had, upon the 
Strength of the Board’s Promife, been accepted in Dif- 
charge ihercof, by Merchants of the Place, whofc 
private Fortunes have already lufFercd, and mull fuller 
ftili more by any further Delay of Payment. 

43. The Reprefentation having been cunfidered and 
debated on. the Majority of the ^ard were of Opinion, 
that, in confequence of our AcquiGtion of the Duanney 
of thefe Provinces, and the Agreement thereupon made 
with the Nabob, by which, after the Stipulations for the 
King and his Excellency, the remaining Part of the 
Revenues devolves to the Company, they could not of 
themfclves determine upon the Subjeft, but that it 
Ihould be referred to yoirr DeciGon » and the Circum- 
ftances being accordingly thus Hated to you, we wait 
your Anfwer and Orders thereon. 

44. The Ships Lord Anfon and Prince of fValts having 
been reported clear of their ConGgnment, on the 29th of 
April and 24 th of June^ they were immediately dif- 
mifled your Service, and their Journals and other Books 
of their Voyage required, conformably to your Orders, 
to be returned to you } the fame are tranfmitted you 
by this Opportunity; and we have difchaiged the 
Balances of Freight remaining to be paid the Owners in 
InSa^ as per their refpeftive Accounts received in the 
Packets : Wc have alfo reimburfed the Commanders for 
fundry NeccGkrics provided in the Courfe of their PafTa- 
ges, for the Uie of the Recruiu whom they brought 
out; viz. to the former C'* 1,989. 5. 7, and to the 
latter C'* 9,044. 6. o, both Accounts being properly 
vouched and certified. 

45. The SeUberpy One of the Two Ships taken up laft 
Year for furnifiiing your Prcfldency of Fort Marlbro* 
with Slaves from Madagafiary having concluded her 
Voyage, arrived with us on the xad ult. and we re- 
ceived by her a Packet from the Prefideot and Council, 
under a general Addrefs to cither of the Three Settle- 
ments, inclofing feveral Papers refpefling her, in conle- 
quence of a Demand on the Commander upon Account 
of the Owners, for the Sum of £. 2,500 advanced to 
them in England^ which he refufed Payment of. I'hcfe 
Papers they therefore tranfmitted, pointing out parti- 
cularly to the Obfervation of thole who might receive 
^hem, that your Inftruftions to them were very explicit, 
although the Charter-Party appeared rather deftftive in 
the Wording ; that, if it appeared eligible, an Attempt 
might be made to recover the Money by Courfe of 
Law. We perufed and examined the different Papers, 
but not chufing to proceed upon our own Judgement 
upon a Cafe of this Nature, we referred them to the 
attentive ConGderation of an Attorney in the Mayor’s 
Court, Mr. Richard fVhittaly wbo, we uoderftood, was 
mod capable and verfed in his Profeffion, requiring his 
Sentiments at full, whether or not there was fufficient 
Ground on which to found a Profecution here on the 
OccaGon ; and having received an Anfwer from him, 
ftating his Opinion in the Affirinative, we have diredled 
him to repeat the Demand in due Form, and, upon a 
Refufal ftul of Payment, to commence an Aftion agunft 
the Owners accordingly. 

46. We fend you further the general Books of the 
Prcfldency, with their SubGdiaries, to April 1764, and 
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and Copies of the Statements accompanying the laft to 
the Board, that by referring them to, and confulting the 
Tower Office, you may be pcrfcdly fatisfied ot the 
Nature of the Improvements he has made, and how far 
his Appointment to the Diredlion of the Mint has an- 
fwered Expefbation. 

57. The Members of the Seledb Committee have en. 
tered a Minute in Reply to Mr. Leycejier\ before- 
mentioned, confirming his DifTcnt to the Diminution of 
the Council •, Meflrs. Leyte^er and Gnq have allb on 
their Parts delivered in other Minutes, upon the Senti- 
ments recorded by the Committee on their Condufb, 
and Mr. Burdett\ in not conforming to Mr. ^anwrr’s 
Delire upon the fame Subjeft ■, Mr. L^tefier^ a further 
one, touching the Powers of the Committee, to which 
lalt they have informed him they ffiall reply to you in 
their own Department •, and Mr. another, in Con- 
fequence of Imputations laid to his Charge before Lord 
Clivty which he has defired may be enquired into before 
the Board, and his Lordlhip has acouainted him, lhall 
be communicated to them accordingly. — You will find 
all thefe recorded in the Proceedings of the 25th In> 
Rant, and we beg to refer them with the reft to your 
Pcruial and Confideration. 

58. We have alfo received an Anfwcr from Mr. Bur- 
dett to Lord Clivt\ Minute upon his Refignation, and 
the Letter referred to in it from RtjA DoSubram, con- 
firming his firll Rcafon afligned for quitting the &rvice 
at the Time he did, and declining to anfwcr to the De- 
mand from Roy Dulub, till he Ihould be firft informed 
what Punillmient would be infiiAed on him, if he 
Ihould prove him guilty of a Fallbood » upon which, 
his Lordlhip has minuted, That he lias not Leifure at 
prefent to reply thereto, but will do it fully by the next 
Ship. 

59. Upon the Perufal of a Draft of the Letter, Lord 
Clive remarked, on the Circumftances mentioned in Mr. 
Mddletonh Addrefs to the Board, quoted in the 23d 
Paragraph, That he did not tell him, as there rclatra, 
** It was the Intention of the Committee to remove him 
** ftiordy, and place Mr. Sykes in his Stead •,*’ but only, 
“ That this Gentleman was fopn to proceed to the City 
** on particular Bufinefs from them.’* 

6o> The Sele£l Committee have laid before us a Copy 
of their Proceedings, containing their Conclufion of tne 
Plan for carrying on the InlandTradc, with refpeft to 
the Company and the Clafles of Proprietors } and the 
fame has bwn delivered over to the Committee for 
managing the Trade, with Inftru^ions to proceed con- 
formwly thereto. 

61. General Carnac having declined receiving a Pre- 
fent from the King, as he had not the Confent of the 
Governor and Council, his Majefty lias written a Let- 
ter to the Board, reprefenting, that the General has al- 
ways refuled to accept any Reward for his great Ser- 
vices ; that to permit him to remain unrewarded, is in- 
jurious to his royal Dignity, and that it is therefore his 
M^efty’s Pleafure, that we grant General Comae Fer- 
milTion to receive from his Royal Bounty the Sum of 
Two Lacks of Rupees. 

6a. You are fo well acquainted with the Merits and 
Moderation of this Gentleman, that we need not add 
our Sentiments on the SubjcA : The great Attention 
and Refpe^ he has always paid the King, from the 


Time of his Majefty^ Misfortunes, when he furrtndei'- 
ed himfelf at Potna^ to his prefent State of Peace and 
Affluence, tt^ether with the Attachment (hewn to him. 
on many Occaliont^in the Field, demand fome Return 
of Gratitude-, and we traft you will rejoice that an 
Opportunity ihould at lift ofio-, of placing General 
Cartiac in a State of Independaftcc, at the Eve of a long 
and faithful Service. 

63. There being Ibme Doubts, whether the Power of 
PermilTion, upon fuch Occaiions, is Inteikled to be lodged 
with the Governor and Council, we have not abfolutely 
granted it, but refer it to you s and Ihould be glad of 
your Inftniftions for our Guidance in fiiture. wc beg 
Leave only to obferve. That fuch Power would periiaps 
be a Means of keeping the Military in proper Subjec- 
tiwi to the Civil Authority in this Settlement. 

64. Mr. Peter Downes having, fome Time re- 
quefted PermilTion to quit his Offices, in order to pre- 
pare for his Return to Europe^ has now refigaed the 
akrvice, and proceeds by this Ship. 

65. The Mayor’s Court have prefented to us a Lift 
of feveral Law Books wanted for the Ufe of the Court, 
which they requeft may be fent them by the firft Op- 
portunity, and the fame is tranlinitted you in tne 
P«;ket. 

66. We have only further to add, that the neceflary 
Papers refpeding this Ship are inclofed » and wifhing 
her fafe and Ipcedy Arrival with you, we have the Ho- 
nour to remrin, with Refpeft,

]D Y the Letter the.Sdeft Committee, and Copy 

^ cheirFrocefcdings, which are tranfmitted to you 
by diis Conveyance, you will be enabled to form a ge-^ 
fieral Idea of the Stacfc of this Settlement on the Ar- 
rival the Ship Jtiw/, together with the MeaTures we 
thought necefla^ to purfue, in order to fettle the Com- 
pany^ Affairs in thele Ptovinces upon an advantageous 
and permanent Foundation. You will permit me, how- 
ever, to lay bejbn you trty own Sentiments in particu- 
lar, concerning there Meafures, and to ceitimunicate 
lUfo, by this earlieft Opportunity, fuch others, as I 
wifli Ihould be adopted before 1 quit the Oovernment, 
and which I hope will be not only approved of, but 
likewife lb fully confirmed and efeabliihed by the Court 
of Diteftors, that the Abufes, which may otherwife be 
re rived by the Amixtion and Avarice of feme future 
Governors or Councils, may be effbfhsally prevented. 

Upon my Arrival, 1 am forry to lay, I found your 
Affairs in a Condition fo nearly defperate, as would 
have alarmed any Set of Men, whofe Senfe of Hondur, 
and Duty to their Emplomrs, had not been eftranged 
by the too eager Purfuit or their own immediate Advan- 
tage. The fudden, and, ann^ many, the unwarrantable 
Acquifition of Riches, had introduced Luxury in every 
Shape, and in its moft pernicious Excefs. Thefe Two 
enormous Evils went Hand in Hand together through 
the whole Ptefidettcy, infedting almoft every Member of 
each Department } every Inferior feemed to have grafp- 
ed at Wealth, that he might be enabled to affume ,th8t 
Spirit of Ptorii(ion,.vfhich was now the only DifUndtion 
between him and his Superior. Thus all Diftinditm 
ceafed, and every Rank Imanne, in a Manner, upon an 
Eqjudity ) nor was this the Rod of the Mifchief, for a 
Conteft of i'uch a Nature aniong our Servants necciTa^ 
rily deftroyed idl Proportion between their Wants and 
the honeft Means of fatisf^g them. In a Country 
where Money is plenty, where Fear is the Principle of 
Government, and where your Arms are ever vidtorious , 
in fuch a Country, I fay, it is no Wonder that Corrupt 
tion Ihould find Its Way to a Spot fo well prepared to 
receive it. ■ It is no Wonder that the Luft of Riches 
Ihouki readily embrace the proffered Means of its Grati- 
ficacion, or that the Inftrumdtts of your Power ihould 
avail themfclves of their Au^iority, and protnd even 
to Extortion, in thofe Cafes where fimpte Corruption 
could not keep Pace with their Rapacity. Examples 
of this Sort, fet by' Superiors, could not fail of being 
followed, in a proportionable Degree, by Inferiors, the 
Evil was contagious, and fpread among the Civil and 
Military, down to die Writer, the Enfign, and the Free 
Merchant. 

». The large Som of Money acquired by Donation, 
bendes the Means I have already mentioned, were fo 
publicly known and vindicated, that, every one thought 
M had a Right to enrich himfelf, at all Events, with 
as much Expcditvort as poffiblc , the Monopoly of Salt, 
Beetle, Tobacco, was another Fond of immenfe Pro- 
fits fO the Company’s Servants, and likewife to fuch 
others as they permitted to enjoy a Share, whHc not a 
Rupee’ of Advantage accrued to the Government, and 
very Iktle to the Company, from that Trade. Before I 
had (filbovered thefe Various Soucoes of Wealth, 1 was 
under great Afionifhmcftt to find Individuals fo fuddenly 
enriehed, that thefe was fcarce a Gentleman in the Set- 
tkmeftt who bad not fixed upon a very fliort Period for 
his ffeturia to' England with Affluence. From liencc 
6 


arofe that forward Spirit Indqiendency, which m a 
Manner fet all your Orders at Defiance, and didated 
a total Contempt of them, as often as Obedience was 
found incoTfipatiblc with private Intereft. At the Time 
of my Arrival, I faw nothing that bore the Form or 
Appearance of Government : The Authority and Pre- 
eminence of the Governor, were levelled with thofe 
Counfellors i every Counfellqr was as much a Gover- 
nor as he who bore the Name , and Diffindtion of Rank, 
as I have already obferved, was no longer to be found 
in the whole Settlement. Notwithftanding a fpecial 
Order from the Court of Diredors, found^ on very 
wife and very evident Reafons^ that all Correfpondence 
with the Country Powers ihould be carried on folely in 
the Governor’s Name, I found that our whole Corre- 
fpondence with the Great Mogul, the Subahs, Nabobs^ 
and Rajahs, had been of late carried on by, and in the 
Name of, the whole Board, and that every Servanc and 
Free Merchant correlpondcd with whom they pleafed. 

4. Your Orders for the Execution of the Covenants 

were pofitivc, and exprcfsly mentioned to be the Refo* 
lution of a General Court of Proprietors : Your Ser- 
vants at however, determined to rejeft them 4 

and had not the Seledk Committee rcfolvcd, that the 
Example Ihould be firff fet by the Council, or a Suf- 
penfion from your Service take Place, it is certain they 
would have remained unexecuted to this Hour. You 
Will not, I imagine, be much furprifed at this Breach of 
Duty, if you look over the General Letters, where you 
cannot avoid feeing how many are annually committed, 
arid how faft every Thing was tending to a Contempt 
of your Authority. From a Ihott Survey of ^e late 
Tranfaftions, I was convinced, that no other Remedy 
was Irfti than ah immediate and vigorous Exertion of 
the PoWert . with which the Committee were inverted. 
Happy, in my Opinion, was it for the Company, that 
fuch Powers were granted ? for that the Settlement, fo 
conduced, could have fubfifted another Twelvemonth, 
appears to me an Impofiibility. A great Part of. the 
Revenues of the Country, amounting to near Four 
Millions Sterling f€r Annum^ would have been divided 
among your Servants ; and the Acquifition of Fortunes 
being fo fudden, a few Months murt have brought 
Writers into Council, Seniority muft have been admitted 
as a jurt Claim to a Seat at the Board, without the 
C^alification of Age or Experience, bccaufe the Ra- 
pidity of Succefiion dtnied the Attainment of cither. 

5. Nor were thefe Excefles confined to your Civil 
Servants alone, the Military Departments alfo had 
caught the Infcdfion •, and Riches, the Banc of Difci- 
pline, were daily promoting the Ruin of our Army. 
The too little Inequality of Rank rendered the Advan- 
tages of Captains, Lituttnants, and Enfigns, fo nearly 
upon a Par, and fo large, that an independent Fortune 
was no dirtant Profped, even to a Subaltern. If a too 
quick Succeflion, among thofe from whom you expeft 
the Study of Commerce and Policy, is detrimental to 
your civil Concerns, how effcdlually deftruftive muft 
that Evil prove to your Military Operations ? The moft 
experienced Enrepean Officer, when he has entered into 
the Eafi Jtiflta Service, ahhough he may be able in many 
Points to fuggeft Improvement to others, will ncverthc- 
1 fs find that fomeihing new remains for himfelf to 
learn, peculiar to this Service, which cannot be attained 
in a Day — Judge then how the Cafe muft ftand with 
Youths, who are either jull fent out from the Academy j 
or, which more frequently happens, who have no Edu- 
cation at all } for to fuch have we often been reduced to 

the 
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the NecefTity of granting CommifTions. How much 
muft the Expeftations of your Army be raifed, when 
they arc iiiffcicd, without Controul, to take Pofleflion, 
for rhcml'clves, of the whole Booty, Donation Money, 
and Plun.ler, on the Capture of a City ? This, 1 can 
alfurc you, happened at Banaraj \ and, what is more fur- 
prizing, the then Governor and Council, fo far from 
laying in a Claim to the Moiety which ought to have 
been relcrvcd for the Company, agreeable to chofe 
pofitive Orders from the Court of Diredors a few Years 
ago, when they were pleafed to put their Forces upon 
tlic fame Footing with thofc of His Majefty, gave up 
the Whole to the Captors— You have heard of the 
general Mutiny that happened among your Seapoys a 
little before my Arrival— What would have been your 
Conrteriiaiion, had you alfo heard of an unanimous 
Delcrtion of your European Soldiery. Thcfe were very 
fcrious Events indeed ; and had it not been for One 
well-timed vigorous Aft of Major Munro^ and the un- 
wearied Zeal and Military Abilities of General Carnac^ 
who totally rupprefTcd the Spirit of Mutiny among the 
Soldiers, your Hoflcfllons in India might, at this Time, 
have been di lliturc of a Man to fupport them, and 
even the Piivilrge of Commerce irrecoverably crulhed. 
Common Juftice to the Principles and Conduft of Gene- 
ral CartMCi oblige me I'urthcr to atld, that I found him 
the only Officer of Rank who had rcfiflrd the Tempta- 
tions to which, by his Station, he was conffantly fub- 
jeft, of acquiring an immenfe Fortune i and 1 queftion 
much, whether he is not the only Man who has, of late 
Years, been honoured with the Command of your 
Forces, without acquiring a very large Independency. 
The Letter from the Great Mogul to the Governor anti 
Council, requeuing the Permiffion for him to accept 
a Prefent of Two Laak, which his Majefty is defirous 
of beftowin^ on him as a Reward for his difinterefted 
Services, will corroborate what I have faid in his Fa- 
vour } and as this Affair, agreeable to the Tenor of the 
Covenants, is referred to the Court of Direftors, I make 
no Doubt, they will readily embrace the Opportunity of 
Ihewing their Regard to fuch diftinguiflied Merit, by 
confenting to his Acceptance of his Majefty's Bounty. 

6. If the Pifture I have drawn be a faithful Likenefs 
of the Prefidcncy, (and I call upon the moft guilty, for 
guilty there are, to flicw that I have aggravated a Fea- 
ture) to what a deplorable Condition muft your Affairs 
foon have been reduced ? Every State (and fuch now is 
your Government in India) muft be near its Period, 
when the Rage of Luxury and Corruption has feized 
upon its Leawrs and Inhabitants. Can Trade be en- 
couraged for public Benefit, where the Management 
unfortunately devolves upon thole who make private 
Intereft their Rule of Aftion? And, farther, flasfud- 
den Affluence ever failed, from the Infancy of Military 
Difeipline to the prefent Perfeftion of it, to corrupt 
the Principle and deftroy the Spirit of an Army ? In- 
dependency of Fortune is always averfe to thofc Duties 
of Siibordi:iation, whieh are infeparable from the Life 
of a SoUlicT ; and in this Country, if the Acquifition 
be fudden, a Relaxation of Difciplir.c is more immedi- 
ately the Conlcquence. I would not be thought, by 
thcfe Obfervations, to exclude Riches from the Mili- 
tary : Honour .alone is fcarcely a fufficient Reward for 
the tcillbme Service of the Field. But the Acquinrion 
of WeaKh ought to be fo gradual, as to admit not a 
Profpeft of completing it, till Succefflon, by Merit, to 
the Rank of a Field Officer Ihould have laid a good 
Foundation for the Claim. Such is the Idea I enter- 
tained of this Matter, when I delivered my Sentiments 
to rbe Court of Direftors, in my Letter cf the ayth 
Jpri! and I have afted in Conformity thereto, 

by regimenting the Troops in the Manner I then pro- 
pofed. 1 need not repeat the Oblervations I troubled 
you with in that Letter. It is fulHcient to remark here, 
that die good EfFefts of the Plan are already vifibte. 


that Subordination is reftored^ Abufes correfted, and 
your Expcnccs, of Courfc, already greatly diminilhed. 

y. The War, which, to my great Concern, 1 found 
extended above 700 Miles from the Prefidcncy, is now 
happily concluded, and a Peace eftabliihed upon Terms 
which promife lafting Tranquillity to thefe Provinces. 
This Event has, I find, dil'appointed the Expeftations 
of many, who thought of nothing but a March with 
the King to Delhi, My Refolution however was, and 
my Hopes will always be, to coniine our Alliftance, 
our Conqueft, and our Poff^fflons, to Bengal^ Babar^ 
and Orixa: To go farther is, in my Opinion, a Scheme 
fo extravagantly ambitious and abfurd, that no Gover- 
nor and Council in their Senfes can ever adopt it, unlefs 
the whole Syftem of the Company's Intereft be firft 
entirely new modelled. 

8. 1 forbear troubling you with a Detail of the 
Negotiations of General Comae and me, widi the 
Country Powers, and the Particulars of the Treaty of 
Peace with the Vizier of the Empire, as they will be 
fpoken of at large in the Letter from the Scleft Com- 
mittee, and appear likewife upon the Face of our Pro- 
ceedings. I will, however, juft remark, that our 
reftoring to Sbujab Dowla the Whole of his Dominions, 
proceeds more from 'the Policy of not extending the 
Company’s territorial Poileffjons, than the generous 
Principle of attaching him for ever to our Intereft by 
Gratitude, though this has been the apparent, and is 
by many thought to be the real. Motive. Had we 
ambitiouffy attempted to retain the conquered Country, 
Experience would foon have proved the Abrurdity and 
Imprafticability of fuch a Plan. The Eftablilhment of 
your Army muft have been added to your Lift, and 
more Chieffhips appointed} the Afts of OppreOlon, 
and innumerable Abufes, which would have been com- 
mitted, and which could neither have been prevented 
nor remedied, at fo great a Diftance from the PreA- 
dcncy, muft infallibly have laid the Foundation of 
another War, deftruftive and unfuccefsful } our old 
Privileges and Pofleffions would have been endangered 
by every Supply we might have been tempted to afford 
in Support of the new } and the Natives muft have 
Anally triumphed in our Inability to fuftain the Weight 
of our own Ambition. 

9. To return to the Point from which this Digrefflon 
has led me, I muft carry you back to the Dclcription 
above given of the Situation in which 1 found your 
Affairs on my Arrival, Two Paths were evidently 
open to me : The one fmooth, and ftrewed with Abun- 
dance of rich Advantages that might eafily be picked up » 
the other untrodden, and every Step oppofed with 
ObAacIes. I might have taken Charge of the Govern- 
ment upon the fame Footing on which I found it i that 
is, I might have enjoyed the Name of Governor, and 
have fuffered the Honour, Importance, and Dignity of 
the Poft, to continue in their State of Annihilation ; I 
might have contented myfelf, as others had before me, 
with being a Cypher, or,^ what is little better, the Firft 
among Sixteen Equals ; and I might have allowed this 
paflive Conduft to be attended witli the ufual Douceur 
of Iharing largely with the reft of the Gentlemen in all 
Donations, Perquifites, arifing from the abfolute 
Government and Difpofal of all Places in the Revenues 

this opulent Kingdom •, by which Means I might 
foon have acquired an immenfe Addition to my Fortune, 
notwithftanding the Obligations in the new Covenants 
for the Man who can fo eafily get over the Bar of Con- 
fcicnce as to receive Prefents after the Execution of 
them, will not fcruple to make ufe of any Evafions 
that may proteft him from the Conference. The Set- 
tlement in genera) would thus have been my Friends, 
and only the Natives of the Country my Enemies. If 
you can conceive a Governor in fuch a Situation, it is 
impofflble to form a wrong Judgment of the inferior 
Servants, or of the Company’s Affairs, at fuch a Pre- 
7 fidency.

Chcmfelvcs, in the Meafures which required Amcnd- 
nienc, for us to expert any Afliftance Irom them ; on 
the contrary, we were certain of linding Oppofition to 
every Plan of Innovation, and an unanimous Attempt 
to defeat the Intentions of the Proprietors who folicited 
my Acceptance of the Government. The Committee 
therefore immediately met, and I had the Happinefs 
to find myfelf fupported by Gentlemen whom no 
Temptations could Icducc, no Inconveniencics or 
Threats of Malice deter. Our Proceedings will con- 
vince you, that we have dared to adl with Firmnefs 
and Integrity, and will at the fame I'ime demonftratc, 
that Temper, Unanimity, iird Uilpatch, muft ever 
mark the Proceedings of Men unbiafled by private 
Intereft. 

10. The Gentlemen in Council of late Years, at 
BengaU feem to have been afhiated, in every Confolta- 
tlon, by a very obftinatc and mifehievous .Spirit. The 
Office of Governor has been in a manner hunted down, 
ftripped of its Dignity, and then divided into Sixteen 
Shares. Whether Ambition, Obftinacy, Pride, or 
Self-Intereft, is ufually the Motive to fuch a Purfuit, I 
will not take upon me to determine ; but I am fore it 
can never arife from a juft Idea of Government, or .i 
true Scnlc of the Company’s intereft. In my Opinion, 
it is the Duty of the Council to make tlie Powi-r of the 
Prclident appear as extenfive as poffiblc in the Ityes of 
the People •, that all Corrdpondcncc with the Country 
Princes, Ihould be carried on tlirough liim alone, foine 
particular Cafes cXcepted ; that the Council foould, 
upon all Occafions, be unanimous in fupporting, not 
in extenuating, the Dignity of his Station j and that 
he ought to be confidcred among the Natives as the 
lole Manager and Condudor of Political Afloirs, This 
Ihould be the outward Appearance of Adminiftration, 
though in Reality the Council muft be allowed .a Free- 
dom of Judgment ; and when they perceive in the 
Governor a Tendency to abfohitc or unjuftifiable Mea- 
forcs, it then becomes their Duty to check him. If 
they at any 'l ime have Rcafori to diftruft the Reditude 
of his Principles, the)' (hould not allow him to execute 
Defigns, even of the fmallcft Moment, Without previ- 
oufly laying them before the Board, and obtaining their 
Approbation. In Ihort, the bell Governor Ihould not, 
except in Cafes of Neceffity, be liiffered to conclude 
any Points of Impoi tarice without the .Sandion of the 
Board. But tiie Expedient of a Seled Committee 
equally prevents any i!l Condud in the Governor, .md 
is bcfidcs attended with Advantages, which can rarely 
be expefted from tlje whole Body of Couniellors. 
Five Gentlemen well vcrlcd in the Company’s true 
Intervft, of Abilities to plan, and Rel'olunon to execute ; 
Gentlemen whofe Fortunes arc honourably approaching 
to Affluence, and whofe Integrity has never fuffered

.Security. And that the Committee flioiild not bs able 
to carry their I'owcrS' to .any dangerous la-niTth, they 
might be ordered annually, before the Dil['.irLli of tire 
Europe Ships, ro fubmit their Proceedings to the 
Review of the Gentlemen in Council, who nught tranlinit 
their Opinions thereupon to the Court of Diicdors. 
Your prelent Si leift Committee have I'roni 'fiiTie to 
'I'lme laid moft of their Proceedings before Council, 
and wc intend to continue the fame Syttem of Candour, 
except in any political Cafes of Secrecy ; when Prudence 
may requite that our Refolutions lliuuld be confined to 
the Knowlrge of a few. 

j I. Thus freely I have given you my Opinion upon 
the Sort of Government I could wiih to fee cttabliflicd 
in this Settlement ; nor lhall I think my Duty done, till 
I have pointed out every Meafure that Items to me beft 
calculated to preferve your Affairs from Deflrudion., 
At Bengal the Rule of Succeffion among your Servants 
is jicrnicioufly cxacl: There are frequent Occafion.s 
where it ought to be let afidc', where Experience, Un- 
derftanding. Integrity, Modewtion, ought to t.ake Place 
of accidental Seniority. The Demerits of moft of your 
foperior Servants have been fo great, as you will learn 
from the Comm'ittee Proceedings, tkat one c.'in hardly 
imagine their future Behaviour will intitle rlicm ro far- 
ther Favours than you have hitherto beftowed on them. 

I do not pretend to formife what .Sentence yuu may 
pronounce upon the Gentlemen who came under the 
Cenfoic of the Committee ; hut whether u. be moderate 
as ours, or feverc as it deferves, it \sill not much con- 
cern them, fince all of them arc now in very .■’lilucnt 
Cirrumftances, and will probably return to Eimpc by 
this or the next Year’s Shipping. Perofc then die Lift 
of your covenanted Servants upon this Eft.'iblllbment. 
You will find that many of thole next in SuccefTion are 
not only very young in the Service, and confequently 
unfit for foth cxiiltcd Statio.ns, but are alfo Ihongly 
tainted with the Principles of their Superiors. — If your 
Opinion Ihould rnrrelpond with mine, fime Remedy 
will be judged necclJary to be applied, and I confefs I 
fee but one. The unhappy Change which within tliefe 
few Years has arilcn in the Manners and Conduil of 
youi Servants at Bengal^ is alone fofficient ro remove 
the Objctlions I once had to Appointments from another 
Settlement : And the Difficulty, which now too phainly 
appears, of filling up Vacancies in Council with the 
rcquifitc Attention to the Company’s Honour and Wel- 
fare, inclines me to wifh foch Appointments more 
frequent. In the prefent State of this Prefidency, no 
Mc.iforc can, I think, pros'c more falutary, tli.ui to 
appoint Five or Six Gentlemen from the Cdajl to the 
Bengal Eftablifhmcnt, and there to |>oft tliein .agreeable 
to their Rank and Standing in the Service; Meffis. 
Utijjelu Eloyer, Alderfey, and Kelfaif, arc among tli ill* 
who would be well worthy your Attention, if this Plan 
flviuld be adopted. I cannot help further recommend- 
ing to your Confideration, whether, if every otl cr 
Mcihod ftiould be found ineffectual, the tranlpl.innng 
a few of the young Bengal Servants to AlaJi\:is svould 
not be of fignal Service liorh to thcmfelvos and the 
Company. You will likewilc confider wlicther tlie 
5 H Settk- 
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Sctilemcnr ot Bombay is capable of furnifliing us with a 
tiw meritorious Servants. With regard to Madrafs, 
tlie CoiuKidt of the Gentlemen upon that Eftablifliment 
is in general lb unexceptionable, that to prefent Bengal 
with fuch Example:) of Regularity, Diferetion, and 
Moderation, woiikl, I think, be a Means of reftoring 
It to good Order aiul Government. It is paft a Doubt, 
that every Attempt of Reformation mult fail, unlcfs 
the Superior Servants be exemplary in their Principles 
and Conduft. If we fee nothing but Rapacity among 
Counfellors, in vain (hall we look for Moderation 
among Writers. 

1 2. The Sources of Tyranny and Oppreflion, which 
have been opened by the European Agents adting under 
the Authority of the Company’s Servants, and the num- 
berlcls Bkick Agents and Sub-Agents afting alfo under 
them, will, I fear, be a lading Reproach to the Englijb 
Name in this Country : It is impofliblc to enumerate the 
Complaints that have been laid before me by the unfor- 
tunate Inhabiranrs, who hud not forgot tliac I was an 
Enemy to Ojiprcfhon. The Neceflity of fecuring the 
Confidence of the Natives, is an Idea I have ever main- 
tained, and was in hopes would be invariably adopted 
by others *, but Ambition, Succefs, and Luxury, have, 

I find, introduced a new Syilem of Politics, at the fe- 
vere p’xpcncc of Englifii Honour, of the Company’s 
l-'.iith, and even of common Juftice and Humanity. 

That no Waters (hall 
have the Privilege of Dulliicks, I have ftridlly obeyed ; 
but I am lorry to inform you, that ail the wi(hed-for 
Conlcqucnces arc not to becxpedled i the Officers of the 
Government arc fo fenfible of our Influence and Autho- 
rity, that they dare not prefumc to fearch or ftop a Boat, 
protefted by the Name of a Company’s Servant j and 
you may be alTurcd that Frauds of that Kind, fo eafy to 
be pradifed, and fo difficult to be deteiteil, are but too 
frequent. I have atlaft, however, the Happinefs to fee 
the Compktion of an Event, which, in this Refpefl as 
well as in many others, mu(t be produdlive of Advan- 
tages hitherto unknown, and at the fame Time prevent 
Abiill'-s chat have hitherto had no Remedy ; 1 mean the 
Dewmnee, whii h is the Superintendancy of all the 
Lands, and the Colleflion of all the Revenues of the 
Provinces of Bengal, Babar, and Orijfa. TJie Affiflance 
which rhe Great Mogul had received from our Arms 
anil Treafury, made him readily bellow this Grant upon 
tlic Company ; and it is done in rhe moft cffeftual 
M.inn<-T you can defire. The Allowance for the Support 
of the Nabob’s Dignity and Power, and the Tribute to 
Jiis Majcfty, mull be regularly paid i the Remainder 
belongs to the Company. Revolutions are now no 
longer to be apprehended j the Means of efFcfting them 
will, in future, be wanting to ambitious MulTulmcn; 
nor will your Servants, Civil or Military, be tempted to 
foment Difturbanc'cs, from whence can arife no Benefit 
to thcmfelves. Rellitution, Donation Money, fs’e. Csfc. 
will be perl'ecUy abolillied, as the Revenues from 
whence they ufed to iffue will be pofli-flcd by ourleivcs. 
The Power of fupervifing the Provinces, though lodged 
in us, Ihould not, however, in iny Opinion, be exerted. 
'I'hree Times the prefent Number of Civil Servants 
would be infufficicnc for that Purpole ; Whereas, if we 
leave the Management to tlie old Officers of the Govern- 
ment, the Company need not be at the Expcnce of One 
additional Servant ; and though we may fufler in the 
Collcdtion, yet we (lull always be able to deteft and 
punifii any great Oifenders, and fliall have fomc Satif- 
fattion, in knowing that the Corruption is not among 
ourfclves ; By this Means alfo the Abufes inevitably 
Ipringing from the Exercife of territorial Authority, will 
be effectually obviated ; there will dill be a Nabob, 
with an Allowance fuitablc to his Dignity, and the 
territorial Jurildiftion will ftill be in the Chiefs of the 
Countiy, acting under him and the Prefidgney in Coii- 
junftion, though the Revenues will belong to the Com- 
pany.

13. Your Revenues, by Means of this new Acqui- 
fjtion, will, as near as I can judge, not fall far (hort, 
for tlie enfuing Year, of 250 Lacks of Sicca Rupees, 
including your former Pofleffions of Burdwan, &c. 
Hereafter they will at lead amount to 20 or 30 Lacks 
more. Your Civil and Military Expenccs, in Time of 
Peace, can never exceed 60 Lack of Rupees •, the 
Nabob’s Allowances are already reduced to 42 Lack, 
and the Tribute to the King is fixed at 26 fo that there 
will be remaining, a clear Gain to the Company of 
122 Lack of Sicca Rupees, or 1,650,900 Sterling, 
which will defray all the Expence of the Inveftmenc, 
furnilh the Whole of the China Treafure, anfwer the 
Demands of all your Settlements in India, and leave a 
confiderable Balance in your Treafury : Befides, in 
Time of War, when the Country may be futgcdl to the 
Invafions of Bodies of Cavalry, we lhall, notwithftand- 
ing, be able to collcft a fufficient Sum .for our Civil 
and Military Exigencies, and likewiie for our Inveft- 
ments i bccaiife a very rich Part of the Bengal and 
Babar Dominions are fituated to the Eafiward of the 
Ganges, where we can never be invaded. WJiat I have 
given you is a real, not im^inary. State of your 
Revenues, and you may be aluircd they will not fall 
Ihort of my Computation. 

14. Permit me here to have the Honour of laying before 
you one llriking Circumftance which has occurred to 
me, in confidcring the Subjeft of the Dewannec, and 
the Confcqucnces of your large Increafe of Revenues. 1 
have already obferved, that our Acquifition will give 
no Umbrage to foreign Nations, with refpedl to our 
territorial Jurifdifkion, fo long as the prefent Appearaner 
of the Nabob’s Power is preferved > but I am convinced 
they will, ere long, entertain Jealoufies of our commer- 
cial Superiority. Public Complaints have indeed been 
already made from both French and Dutch Fadories, 
that the Dread of the Englijh Name, added to tte 
Encouragement of your Servants at the different Au- 
rungs, has deterred the Weavers from complying with 
their ufual and neceflary Demands ; and 1 am perluaded, 
that, fooncr or later, national Rcmonftrances will be 
made on that Subjeft.

Thefe Points 
the.i I conclude arc fiiinciently before you } and I pro- 
ceed to recommend to your Confideration, that the Re- 
gimenting of the 'I'roops has introduced a much larger 
Number of Officers ot Rank, than has hitherto been 
admitted upon your Eftablifhment j and that this Regu- 
lation, beneficial and ncccflary as it is, will, notwith- 
ftanding, be produdlive of one dangerous Evil, if not 
conllantly guarded againft by the Authority of the Go- 
vernor and Council, llipported and ciilorccd by the 
higher Powers at Home. The Evil I mean to apprifc 
you of is, the Encroachment of the Military upon the 
Civil Juriididtion, and an Attempt to be independant 
of their Authority. A Spirit of this Kind has always 
been vifible ; our uimoft Vigilance therefore is requifitc 
to fupprefs it, or, at Jeaft, to take Care that it fhall not 
aftually prevail. 1 have been at fome Pains to inculcate 
a total Subjeftion of the Army to the Government, and 
I doubt not you will ever maintain that Principle. In 
tlic Field, in Time of afbual Service, 1 could wiih to 
fee the Commander of your Forces implicitly relied on 
fur his Plan of Operations •, Orders from the 'Piefidency 
may frequently embarrafs him, and prejudice the Ser- 
vice ; At fuel) a Time, he is certainly the bell Judge 
of what Meafurcs Ihould be purfued, and ought there- 
fore to be trvifted with diferetionary Powers j but he 
Ihould by no Means be permitted to vary from the firft 
general Plan of a Campaign, nor, from his own Idea of 
the Company’s Interell, to profecute Operations of Im- 
portance, when they are not alfo of real Utility and 
Emergency. I dwell not however entirely upon the 


Conduct of a Commaa(ler of the Forces, as fuc^ inijkei 
Field *, he is to underlband, that, upon all Occanoni, a 
Gentleman in the Council is his Superior, uhlefs he al(b 
has a Seat at the Board, and then he will of Courfe rank 
as he (lands in that Appointment. The whole Army 
ihould in like Manner be fubordinate to the Civil Power % 
and it is the indifpenfable Duty of the Gdvernor and 
Council to keep them fo. If at any Time they flioulcl 
ftruggle for Superiority, the Governor and Council mult 
Itrenuouny exert themlelvesj ever mindful that they 
are the Trulbces for the Company in this Settlement, 
and the Guardians of public Property under a civil 
Iniliturion. 

20. It would give me Pain to fee a Regulation fo 
falutary as that of the Appointment of Field Officers at- 
tended with any Inconveniencies ; and therefore I would 
earneftly rtcpmmcnd the following very eafy and cfFec- 
tual Mod<^ of Prevention. Let the Equality in civil 
and miltf jry Rank be immediately fettled by the Court 
of Dirtftors. Were Difputes about Precedence the on- 
ly Points to be adjufted, they would not be worth a 
Moment’s Refleilion : But we are to confidcr, that Op- 
portunities will fometimes liappen when military Gentle- 
men may afiume Power and Authority from the Rank 
they hold among, the civil Servants, and perhaps pay no 
Attention to Orders iffiied from their fiippoled Inferiors. 
Such Contentions may have difagrecable Confequences ; 
and CO prevent them, I propofe, that all the Colonels 
(the Commander of the Troops excepted, who is inti- 
tled to the Rank of 3d in Council) fhall be equal in 
Rank to the Counfellors, but always the youngeft of 
that Rank ; the Lieutenant Colonels ihould rank with 
Senior Merchants *, the Majors with Junior Merchants > 
Captains with Favors } and Lieutenants and Enfigns 
with Writers. I’he Rank of all Officers below Colo- 
nels, and of civil Servants below Counfellors, may be 
confidered according to the Dates of their Commiffions 
and Appointments refpedbively : When fuch a Regula- 
tion has taken Place, I think the Appointment of 
Field Officers cannot be charged with a fingle Incon- 
venience. 

21. Before I quit the Subjefb of the Army, I muft 
repeat wh.^t, if I miftakc not, 1 mentioned to Mr. Reus 
before I left England^ the Propriety of appointing Sir 
Robert Barker lo the Command of a Regiment in Cafe 
of a Vacancy, On the Death of Colonel Knox^ 1 hefi- 
tated not to appoint Sir Robert to the 3d Regiment, but 
it met with Oppofition, not only from fume of the 
Gentlemen in Council, but afterwards from Sir Robert 
Fletcher y who thought liimfclf aggrieved, though at a 
Time when Barker was a Captain, he was only a Volun- 
teer in your Service*, and befides Sir Robert Barker 
muft on all Occafions, as the elder Officer, have com- 
manded in the Field in die Abfence of General Carnac 
and Colonel Smithy even if this Appointment had not 
taken Place. If I could imagine that his Seniority in 
the Service did not fufficiently entitle him to his Prefer- 
ment, I would urge his Experience, which is greater 
than that of the other Gendeman, and his Difintereft- 
edhefs, which made him accept what is fo infinitely 
inferior, in Point of Emoluments, to the Command 
of ^he Artillery. Lieut. Colonel Peach has in like 
Manner been objefted to by the Majors appointed by 
the Governors and Council i but it has always been cui- 
tomary to prefer Officers of your own Appointment to 
thofe of die fame Rank nominated by the Governor 
and Council: I need not point out the Propriety of 
your confirming this Gentleman’s Commiffion, The 
introducing Lieutenant Colonel Chapiaau alfb to that 
Rank has met with the fame Objefbions : With regarti 
to him, permit me to acquaint you, that he is a very 
old Major in the King’s Service i that he was ftrong- 
ly fblicited at Madrafs to continue there, and on very 
advantageous Terms, when his Regiment wa.s ordered 
Home *, but that I found him at the Cape in his Way to 
Europe-, and it was with the utmoft Difficulty that

Neither of thefe 
Three Gentlemen I have here fpoken of can be cenfured 
for that S^rit of Licentiouinefs and Independent^^ 
which I have pointed out as the great Evils we ought 
to guard againft } and the Variety as well as Length of 
thetr Services will certainly be of coniiderable Advan* 
tage to Corps like ours. I muft at the fame Time con- 
fe^ that 1 cannot be refponfible for that Difcipline and 
Reformation we mean Ibul take Place, onlefs the Field 
Officers are Men I can depend upon. Moft of the Cap< 
uins now in your Service have had lb little Exjperience, 
and are, I fear, fo liable to the general Ot^edion, that 
1 could wifii to have Five or Six Capuins rent out who 
have feen Service, who underftand Dilcipline, and who 
4re well recommended bv their Colonels. If you Ihould 
chink proper to extend thu Plan to Mapors, it will be fo 
mudi the better ; but there is no Occafion to go higher. 
Among the Appointments you may be plea&d to make 
in I could wiih to find a Majority upon this 

Eftabnlhment fof Major Pmble^ agreeable to the Date 
of the Bttvet given him upon hu Arrival at this Place. 
That Gentleman has feen much Service, both on (he 
Coaft of CtoromatuUlt and Manilba^ and at Bet^ali but 
king on the Bombay Eftabliihment, where the Rile is 
lb very Cow, he has had the Mortification to fee himftlf 
conftantly fuperfeded by the Coafi and Bernal Officers. 
You may be alTured I would not trouble you with this 
Recommendation, if I did not know him to be worthy 
of your Notice. 

22. The Enquiries I have found myfelf under the 
NecelTity of promoting, the Regulations which I judged 
proper Ihould take Place without Delay, together with 
thole I have here had the Honour to propofe for your 
mature Deliberation, will, I doubt not, meet with that 
candid DifculTion which the Importance of the Subjeft^ 
requires. You will be pleffed, upon the Whole, to 
obferve, that the great Obj^ of my Labour has Iwn 
(and it muft alfo be yours) to Item that Torrent of 
Luxury, Corruption, and J^icentioufnefs, which have 

. nearly overwhelmed the Intereft, and I might add the 
ExHtcnce, of the Company- in thefe Parts •, to reduce 
your civil Servants to a Senft of Doty to their Employ- 
ers, and Moderation in the jrarfuit or their own Advan- 
tages*, to introduce Difcipline, Subordination, CEco. 
nomy, into your Army; attd to prevent, in general, 
that fudden Acquifition of Riches, which is evidently 
the Root of almoft every other Evil, both in the civil 
- and military Department. 

23. Is there a Man anxious for the fpeedy Return 
of his Son, his Brother, or his Friend, and folicitotis to 
fee that Return accompanied by Affluence of Fortune, 
indifferent to the Means by which it may have been ob- 
tained ? Is there a Man, who, void of all but felfilh 
Feelings, can withhold his Approbation of any Plan 
that promiles not fudden Riches to thole his deareft 
Connexions } who can look with Contempt upon Mea- 
lures of Moderation \ and who can cherifli all upftart 
Greatnefs, though ftigmatixed with the Spoils of the 
Company ? If there is fuch a Man, to him ail Argu- 
ments would be vain I to him 1 fpeak not.— My Addrefs 
is to'thofe who can judge coolly of the Advantages to 
be defired for their Relauons and Friends, nor think the 
Body Corporate wholly unintitled to their Attention. If 
thefe ihould be of Opinion, that an independent Fortune 
honourably acquired in a faithful Service of 11 or 15 

. ^ Tears, U more cqm^auble with the Interefts of tlw 
Company . thin to the late Rapidity of the Acquifitions, 
an 4 it the lame tinne fatisfaXory to the ExpeXations of 
ReaBms I will venture to alTcrt that the Regulations 
already madet tegethif with thofe propofed, will, when

enforced by the Authority of the Court of DireXors, 
infure to the Company their commercial and political 
Advantages, and be prMiiXive of certain Independency 
to every Servant who endeavours to deferve it. 

' 84. The general Terms in which I have mentioned 
the Depravity of this Settlement oblige me to point out 
to your Attention the Inftances, the very few Inftances, 
of diftinguifhed Merit among the fuperior Servant.^. 
To find a Man who, in the Midft of Luxury and Li- 
centioufnefs, had retained the true Idea of commercial 
(Economy *, who, inferior in Fortune to raoft of your 
Civil Servants in the Rank of Counfellors, was yet fu- 
perior to all in Moderation and Integrity; whofe Regard 
for the Welfare of the Public, and for the Reputation 
of Individuals, had made him warn others from falling 
into the Temptations of Corruption, which he faw were 
approaching ; and who could aXuallv refill thofe Temp- 
tations himfelf, when a Share was allotted him of Mo- 
ney he thought unwarrantably obtained : To find fuch 
a Man in fuch a Settlement would appear incredible, to 
thofe who are unacquainted with Mr. Vtreljt. 1 have 
reprefented this Gentleman to you, as I Ihould every one, 
in bis real CharaXer ; and (hall only add, thar, if you 
wilh to fee the Meafures we are now purfuing fupported 
with Integrity, Abilities, and Rrfolution, you will en- 
deavour to prevail on him to continue in your Service, 
by appointing him to fucceed Mr. Sumner in the Govern- 
ment. To omit mentioning Mr. Cartier would be In- 
juftice, as he alio Hands high in my Opinion : His Cha- 
raXer » clear, and his Attachment to your Service, 
what it ought to be ; unbialTcd by any mean Attention 
to his own Advantages. I wilh fincerely your Lift of 
fuperior Servants would enable me to detain you longer 
on SubjeXs of Commendation ; but I have finilhed the 
PiXure, and I cannot add another Figure that deferves 
to be diftinguilhed from the Groupe. 

25. Having filled fo many Pages upon the SubjeX of 
Public Affairs, you will indulge me with a few Lines upon 
a Circumftance which concerns myfelf. Mr. Jehnfiene^ 
in his laft Minute in Council, has thought proper to 
throw out fome Obfervations upon the Validity of my 
Title to the Jaghire ; infinuatingt that the DefeX which 
he pretends to have difeovered was not known at the 
Time of my Litigation with the Company. As 1 would 
not wilh that a Point in which my Honour is concerned 
(hould pals unnoticed, 1 muft oblerve that the King's 
Sunnud, which Mr. Jehnftone affirms was rcquifite to be 
obtained within Six Months from the granting of the 
Jaghire, for the Confirmation of it, is a Matter of Form 
only, and not underftood to be cflential. As a Proof 
of this, 1 inclofe TranfaXions of various Jaghire Grants, 
properly attefted by Mr. Vanfittarty the Perjian Tranfla- 
tor ; as alfo an Atteftation Of the fame Gentleman, that 
the Grant to me was as complete as othpr Grants of that 
Nature generally are *, but to put this Matter out of 
Difpute, the Paper of A^ecment which Mr. Johnftone 
alludes to, is of no more Confequence than a Piece of 
Blank Paper, fince it was never executed by me, or by 
any Agent or Vaqueel on my Account ; nor was any 
Agent ever named or thought of by me. Inclofed I 
tranfmlt you a Trandation of the very Paper, attefted 
by Mr. Van Sittart. 

26. Permit me now to remind you that I have a 
large Family, who ftand in Need of a Father’s Protec- 
tion ; that I facrifice my Health, and hazard my For- 
tune, with my Life, by continuing in this Climate : 
The firft great Purples of my Appointment are per- 
feXly anfwered ; Peace is reftored, and my Engagement 
to procure for the Company the Revcrfion of my Jag- 
hire, is completed in the fulleft Manner, fince it is not 
only confirmed by the prefent Nabob, but by the great 
Mogul : 1 now only wait to be informed, whether my 
(^nduX thus far approved of, and whether the 
Whole or any Pait of the Regulations 1 have bad the 
Honour to lay before you are conformable to your Ideas 
of the Reformation nccel&ry to be eftablilhed ; if they 

5 1 meet 
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meet with your Approbation, I doubt not you will im- 
mediately impower me, in Conjunction with the SeleCt 
Committee, to finiih the Bufiners To fuccefsfully begun, 
which may eafily be eifeCted before the End the en* 
fuing Year ; when I am determined to return, to Bmopty 
and hope to acquaint you in Perfon with the Acconipldh- 
tnent of every Wifli you can form for the Profperity of 
your Affairs in Benjral. 

27. I fhall conclude this tedious Letter by obferving 
that my Anxiety to know whether you approve of my 
Conduft or not, can proceed from no other Motive 
than my Concern for the Public t fince I continue in- 
variable in the Refolution I formed, and exprefled in a 
General Court long before the Covenants were propofed, 
of acquiring no Addition to my Fortune by my Accept- 
ance of the Government} and I beg Leave alfo to 
alfure you, that in order to obviate all Sufpicion of a 
Collufion in this delicate Point, I have not permitted 
either of the Gentlemen of my Family to bold an Em- 
ployment in your Service, nor to receive Prefents, al- 
though they are not bound by Covenants to the contrary. 
I he fmall congratulatory Nazurs, Elephants, Horfes, 
which I have been under a Ncceffity of receiving, 
do not, 1 imagine, amount to any coniiderable Sum ; 
but whatever it may be, not a Farthing fhall go into 
my own Pocket. I have hitherto been too much en- 
gaged in Matters of public Importance to attend to a 
particular Valuation ; but I have caufed an exa£l A^unt 
to be kept of every, even the moft trifling, Prefcnt, 
which at my Return (hall be fubmitted to your Infpec- 
tion } and in the mean Time the Amount of the Whole 
(hall go towards defraying my extraordinary Expcnces as 
Governor. The only Favour I have to folicit for myfelf 
is, that although yourTreafury here will fur the future be 


fo full as to render it dif^cvfltforJhdlvldviMifo 
upon the .Company, payable at .Home, you lyill ^ 
piea(«Ml to indulge me with the ufual Channel of 'Risfoii- 
UDce of my Jaghire, until Jc reyerm .to ;the Com- 
pany.

Extraift of a Letter from the Court of Dircdlors 
fo the Prefidcnt and Selefl Committee at Fort 
William in BtngaU ryth May 1766. 

I. ON the 19th of laft Month wc received the fcveral 
Packets committed to the Care of Captain 
Qriffiny in which was your Letter of the 30th of S^tm- 
hefy one from Lord CUvcy and a General Letter, both 
dated the fame Day. 

2. As fome of the moft important Affairs have fallen 
under your Management, which have ever occured lince 
the Comp.any had a Being, it is with the utmoft Sadf- 
faiftion we obferve with what Zeal and true Regard to 
the intereft of your Employers you have purfued fuch 
Meafures, not only with refpeft to the political Syftcm 
of the Country, but the arduous Tafk of difeovering, 
and laying open to our View, the Infidelity, Rapaciouf- 
nefs, and Mifbehaviour, of our Servants in general ; 
of all which, you may be fully alTured, wc have the 
higheft and moft grateful Senfe. 

3. As Stability to your Plans for a peaceable Poflef- 
fion of our Acquifitions, and a thorough Reformation 
in our Servants in general, are Objeds of the greateft 
Importance, and in which the Prcfcncc of Lord CUve is 
elTcntially neceflaryi wc made it our unanimous and 
earneft Requeft, that his Lordfliip would continue 
another Sealbn in Bengal ; and which we here again 
repeat, in Confldence and Hopes of his Lordfhip’s 
ready Acquiefcence to complete what he has laid fo 
good a f oundation for, as you will obferve by the ac- 
companying Triplicate of a Letter wc addrefled to his 
Lordfliip, dated the 2d Inftant } which, as the Occa- 
fion was fo important, we fent over Land, for Fear the 
Mercurfy by which you will receive this, Ihould not 
teach jfengal before the Departure of his Lordfliip. 
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4. Although we think you have made a moft unexped- 
ed Progrefs in inveftigating the many new and important 
Affairs that have come before you, yet we confider 
what you have done as neceflarily imperfect, till you 
have had fome Experience of the Eftedt of your Regu- 
lations. You muft not therefore look on the following 
Oblcrvations and Diredfcions as carrying any Difappro- 
bation of your Condudt in general, but as Reflexions 
that occur to us on the firft View of Affairs fo totally 
new to us. We truft entirely to the Continuance of 
your zealous Endeavours to bring this great Work to 
PerfedUon. 

6. From the Sentiments we cxpreiTed in every one of 
our late Letters, you will eafily judge the great Pleafure 
it gave us to fee the War with Seuja Dowla ended fo con- 
formable to our Wifhes. We always efteemed the Power 
of that^iubah the ftrongeft Barrier we could have againft 
the Invafions of the Northern Powers, and of the Morat- 
tasy wbxh have fo long laid defolate the Northern Provin- 
ces } anti had the impolitic injudicious Views of oor late 
Governor and Council been followed, and the King, or 
Nudjeef Cawn, been left in PoiTefTion of Sot 0 a Dow- 
la'& Country, we arc convinced they would not have had 
Weight and Abilities to have fupported themfelves*, and 
we muft cither have had their Wars to maintain at 
that imnienfe Diftance, or thdy would have been drove 
back on us, and brought the War down to our own 
Frontiers, or even jnto our pwn Provinces. Nothing 
could fo elTeXually reftore that Country to its fortper 
State, as putting iu natgipl Ptfoce in the full PofleiEnott 
of his Dominions » apd we are equally pleafed fo fee 
the Care that has |>cen. taken Of all thofe who Ibewcd 
their Attachment to us in the Coutfe of foe V^ar.

9. We come now to confider the great and important 
Affair of the Dewannee, on which we (hall give you 
our Sentiments, with every Objeftion that occurs to us. 

so* When we confider that the Barrier of the Coun- 
try Government was entii;ely broke down, and every 
Englifirnmn throughout the Couniey armed with an Au- 
thority that owned no Superior, and exercifing bis 
Power to the Oppreflion of the helplels Native, who 
knew not whom to obey t at fueh a Crifis, we cannot 
hefitate to approve your obtaining the Dewannee for the 
Company. 

VI. When we lode back to 4 he Sj^m that Lord 
C&vd and the Gentlemen of the Sele£b Committee found 
eftablilhcd, it prefents to us a Squba difarthed, with a 
Revenue of altnoft Two Millions Sterling (for fo 
much feems to have been lefc,r exclufive m our De- 
mands on him) at the Mercy of qur Servants, who had 
adopted an unheard-of ruinous FT'tnctpIe, 'of an Intereft 
dilHn^fe from the Company : This Principle (hewed ic- 
felf in laying their Hands upon every Thing they did 
not deem the Company’s Proper^. 

I a. In the Province of Rwrdtvair, the Refident and hU 
Council took an annual Stipend of near Eighty Thou- 
fand Rupees per ftom the Rajah, in Addition 

to the Company’s Salary. This ftandi on the Burdwan 
Accooau, and we fear was notehe Whole t for we ap- 
prehend it went further, and chat they carried this per- 
nicious Principle, even to the Sharing with the Riyah of 
all he collected beyond the ilipulated Mulgazurry, or 
' Land Revenue, overlooking the Point of Duty to the 
Company, to whom propeny every Thing belonged 
that was not neceffary for the Rajah’s Support. It has 
been the Principle too on which our Servants have 
falfely endeavoured to glofs over the Crime of their 
Proceeding#, on the Aecefiion of the prefent Souba, and 
we wodd have been foon extended to the grafping 
the ^a#eft Share of that Part of the Nabob’s Reve* 
nue# whkh eras nqt (dotted to the Company.

... 13. We muft now. turn o«r Attention to render our 
Acquifitions as permanent as human Wiidom can make 
them. This Permanency, we apprehend, can be found 
only in the Simplicity of tlie Execution. Wc obllrrve 
the Account you give of the Office and Power of the 
King’s^. Dewan in former Times, was the colleding of 
all the Revenues, and after defraying the Expences of 
the Army, and allowing a fufficient Fund 'for the Sup- 
■port of foe Nizamut, to remit the Remainder to Delhi. 
This DrXeriptionjof it is not the Office wc wifii to exe- 
cute . the.Ekperieooe we have already bad in the Pro- 
vince of BurdwaHt convinces us how unfit an En^lifle- 
man is to condud the Coiledion of the Revenues,' and 
follow the fubtle Native through all his Arts to conceal 
the real Value of his Country, to perplex and to elude 
the- Payments. We, therefore, entirely approve of your 
preferving the ancient Form of Government in the up- 
holding the Dignity of the Souba. 

J4. 'We conceive the Office of Dewan Ihould be 
exercifed only in lupcrintcnding the CoUedion and Dif- 
pofal of the Revenues •, which Office, though veiled in 
the Company, Ihould officially be executed by out Re- 
fident at the Durbar, under the Concroul of the Gover- 
nor and Seled Committee t the ordinary Bounds of 
which Controul Ihould extend to nothing beyond the 
fupmncending the Colledion of the Revenues, and the 
receiving the Money from the .Nabob’s Treafury to 
ciiat of the Dewannah or the Company. And this we 
conceive tO;be neither difficult nor complicated for at 
the annual Poonah the Government fettles with each 
Zemindar his Monthly Payments for the enfuing Year ; 
fo the Monthly Payments of the Whole, from the 
Nabob’s Dewan, is but the Total of the Monthly Pay- 
ment of each Zemindar *, which muft be ftridly kept 
up, and if deficient, the Company muft trace whac 
particular Province, Rajah, or Zemindar, has fallen 
Ihort in his Monthly Payments *, or, if it is neceffary to 
extend the Power further, let the annual Poonah, by 
which we mean the Time when every Landholder makes 
his Agreement for the enfuing Year, be made with the 
Confent of the Dewan or Company. This we conceive 
to be the whole Office of the Dewanny. The Admi- 
niftracion of Juftice, the Appointment to Offices or Ze- 
mindarries, in Ihort, whatever comes under the Deno- 
mination of Civil Adminiftracion, we underftand is to 
remain in the Hands of the Nabob or his Minifters. 

15. The Refident at the Durbar being conftantly 
on the Spot, cannot be long a Stranger to any Abufes 
in the Government, and is always armed with Power to 
remedy them 1 it will be his Duty to Hand between the 
Adminillration and the Encroachments always to be ap- 
prehended from the Agents of the Company’s Servants, 
which muft firft be known to him •, and we rely 
on his Fidelity to the Company to check all fuch 
Encroachments, and to prevent the Opprcffion of 
the Natives. — • Wc gave you our Sentiments on the 
Office of Refident, in our Letter of the 24th December 
laft, which were whac we thought fuicable to the Office 
as ic then ftood i but now chat is become of lo much more 
Importance, we ftiall leave the regulating of it to you, 
and dcfire you will be very explicit, on the Subjeft; and 
(hall only here fling out fome few Thoughts upon it. 

16. We would have his Corrcfpondcnce to be earned 
on with the Selc£l Committee through the Channel of 
the Prefidenti he Ihould keep a Diary of all his Tranf- 
afltons \ his Corrcfpondcnce with the Natives muft be 
publicly conduced \ Copies of all his Letters fenc and 
received be tranfmitted Monthly to the Prcfidency, 
with Duplicates and Triplicates, to be tranfmined Home 
in our General Packet by every Ship. 

Letter from the Court of Direftors to Lord Cltve. 

My Lord, 

I. W^e have received your Lordffiip’s Letter of the 
30th September laft, which, with the Letter trom the 
* ■ ^ Selcft 
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Committee, and their Proceedings, have given 
us a clear View of the State in which your Lordfhip 
found our Affairs on your Arrival, and the State in 
which they were at the Time of the faid Advices. 

2. When we confider the Penetration with which 
your Lordflilp at once difeerned our true Intereft in 
every Branch, the Rapidity with which you reftored 
Peace, Order, and Tranquillity, and the unbialTcd In- 
tegrity that has governed all ydur Adbions, we muft 
congratulate your Lrirdihip on being the happy Inftru- 
ment of fuch extenfive BleflTings to thofe Countnes t 
and you have our fincerefl; Thanks for the great and 
important Advantages thereby obtained for the Com- 
pany, 

3. We have the ftrongeft Senfe of the deplorable 
State to which our Affairs were on the Point of being 
reduced, from the Corruption and Rapacity of our Ser- 
vants, and the univcrfal Depravity of Manners through- 
out the Settlement', we agree entirely with your Lord- 
Ihip, that the Train our Affairs were then in would in a 
very few Months have brought us to a moft dangerous 
Situation. 

4. The War in which we were fo impolitically engaged 
againft ^uja Dowla^ was carrying on at fuch an immenfe 
Lois to the Company, as would in a ihort Space have 
funk a great Part of our Capital, and the Funds that 
ought to have been defined to the Support of chat War 
were perverted to the baneful Purpofe of corrupting 
our Servants : Nor was this the only fatal Confequence 
of this War, Ruin to the Company might have fprung 
even from our Succefs for either the King, unable to 
maintain himfelf, would have been drove back on the 
Bengal Provinces ; or, if he had been fuccefsful thro* 
our Afliftance, the Venality or Ambition of our Servants 
might have urged them on to have marched our Forces 
with him to Delhi: Your Lordfhip and the Seleft Cbm- 
mittee have happily relieved us from thefe Apprehen- 
fions, and put a Period to the War, and all fuch wild 
Pfojefts, by reftoring Svja Dowla to his Dominions. 

5. YourLordfhipjuftly obferves our Danger from with- 
in was yet greater than that from without.— The gene- 
ral Relaxation of all Difcipline and Obedience, of both 
Military and Civil, was haftily tending to a Diflblution 
of all Government, the quick Progrefs of Private For- 
tunes was big with very alarming Confcquences, which 
we do not dwell on, as you have exprefled yourfelf fo 
fully ienfiblc of them j we hold the Means by which 
they were obtained in every Senfe unlawful, 

6. Our L,etter to the Select Committee exprefles our 
Sentiments of what have been obtained by Way of 
Donations ; and to that we mull add, that we think the 
vafl Fortunes acquired in the inland Trade have been 
obtained by a Scene of the moft tyrannic and opprefTive 
Conduft that ever was known in any Age or Country ; 
We have been uniform in our Sentiments and Orders 
on this Sobjeft, from the firft Knowledge we had of it j 
and your Lordfhip will ndt therefore wonder, that, after 
the fatal Experience we had of the violent Abufes com- 
mitted in this Trade, that we could not be brought to 
approve it, even in the limited and regulated Manner 
with which it comes to us in the Plan laid down in the 
Committee’s Proceedings : We agree in the Opinion 
with your Lordfhip, on the Propriety of holding out 
fuch Advantages to our Chief Servants, Civil and Mi- 
litary, as may open to them the Means of honourably 
acquiring a Competency in our Service i but the Diffi- 
culty of the Subje£k, and the Ihort Time we have at 
prefent to confider of it, have obliged us to defer 
giving our Sentiments and Direi^iions thereupon until 
the next Difpatch. 

7. For the fame Reafons your Lordfhip will obferve, 
by our Letter to the Scledl Committee, that we arc 
under the ncceffity of pollponing the Conflderation of 
rhe Prefent inti nded for General Carnac by the King ; 
but by the next Difpatch your Lordfhip may be alTured 
we fhall h.ive due Regard therein to your Lordfhtp's 
Recommendations, and his particular Merit. 

8. As the inland Trade lias been abolifhed, princi- 
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pally with a View to the Encouragement of theKa- 
ctves, w« hope your Lordfhip will find the Means to 
prevent its becoming a Monopoly in any Hands, but 
more particularly in the Hands of any powerful Native, 
from whom the Poor might fuffer thofe very Inconve- 
niencies, for the Prevention of which we feive forbid 
our Servants to trade in k, and have rclinquifhed thofe 
Advantages that we ourfciree might make by fuch a 
Monopoly. 

9. We have bad too much Occafion to remark the 
tyrannic and oppreffive CondufPof all European Agents, 
who have got away from undj# the Eye of the Pre- 
lidency ; and we wifli your Lordfhip would make it an 
Objeft of your Conflderation, how to confine the faid 
Europeans as much as poffible to the Prefidency, and to 
thofe Subordinates where the Lsrge.nefs of the InVefl- 
ment may require it to be conduAe^ by covenanted Ser- 
vants, pre^rably to Gomaftahs. 

10. We have not at prefent Time to enter into the 
thorough Examination of what your Lordfhip propofes, 
rcfpe£ting the eftablifhing of Rank and Precedency 
between our Civil and Military Servants. In our Letter 
of the 24th of Deeemhert we determined, that the Prefi- 
dent and Council might delegate their Authority to any 
Civil Servant they pleafed ; and every Military Officer, 
be his Rank what it might, fhould pay the fame Obe- 
dience to the Orders of fuch Civil Servant, as to thofe 
of the Prefident and CounciL — It is not meant how- 
ever that fuch Civil Servant is to controul the Military 
Officer in the Execution of Military Operations, which 
is his proper Department. 

11. We have the moft perfect Senfe of your Lord- 
fhip’s Difintercftcdnefs in every Part of your Condud, 
and we fhall not fail to reprefent this to the Proprietors, 
and fhall at the fame Time inform them of the many 
great Advantages your Lordfhip has obtained for the 
Company j but we fear, my Lord, part Experience 
will teach them, as it does, us, that the Pernianencjr of 
thofe Advantages will depend much on your Lordihip’s 
continuing in India^ till you have feen the Regulations 
firmly eftablilhed for the condufling thefe important 
Affairs ; Another Year’s Experience, and peaceaUe En- 
joyment of our Acquificions, might fix them on a Bafis 
that would give Hopes they may be as lafting as they 
are great ; and there is no Doubt, my Lord, but the 
general Voice of the Proprietors, indeed we may fay, 
of every Man who wifhes well to his Country, will be 
to join in our Requeft, that your Lordfhip will conti- 
nue another Year in India : We arc very fcnfiblc of the 
Sacrifice we afk your Lordfhip to make, in defiring your 
Continuance another Year in Bengal^ after the great 
Service you have rendered the Company, and the Diffi- 
culties you have pafled through in accomplifhing them, 
under Circumftances, in which your own Example h'as 
been the principal Means of reftraining the general Ra- 
pacioufnefs and Corruption, which had brought our 
Affairs fo near the Brink of Ruin : Thefe Services, my 
Lord, deferve more than verbal Acknowlegements ; 
and s^e have no Doubt that the Proprietors will concur 
with us in Opinion, that fome folid and permanent Re- 
Uibution, adequate to your great Merits, fhould crown 
yoir Lordlhip^s Labours and Succel's.

After a General Court of 
Proprietors had repofed lb mui h Con.4Jcncc in me, and 
that Confidence was fo ftrongly confirmed by a I .etter 
which I received from the Court ot Diredtors, v/here 
was the Neccffity of pointing out to me I'o masiy very 
difagrecable and odious Enquiries I Could nor the Di- 
redtors have poftpioned their Sentiments, until they had 
• lecn in what Manner I had condudted myfclt ? Could a 
Court of Diredtors, for whom I had fo liigh an Ellccm, 
imagine that I would leave ought undone, or unenquired 
into, that would tend to their Honour, or the Advan- 
tage of the Company ? Certainly I would not j my own 
Reputation was too much at Stake to admit a Thought 
to the contrary. 

You may be affured it gives me Pain tb be reduced 
to the Nccelfity of declining Obedience to any of your 
Orders; but Retrofpi^on into Adlions, which have 
been buried in Oblivion for fo many Years •, which, if 
enquired into, may produce Difeoveries which cannot 
bear the Light ; which can be of no Advantage to the 
Company, but may bring Difgrace upon the Nation, 
and at the fame Time blaft the Reputation of ^reat and 
' good Families, who will fuffer for the Iniquity of In- 
dividuals ; wantonly to occafion fo much Uneafinefs is 
what I cannot reconcile to thofe Principles of Humanity 
by which I have always been adtuated *, neither do I 
think it found Policy to enquire into the Proceedings of 
that Committee which placed Cqfm Ally upon the 
Mufnud : The bad Adions of Servants frequently re- 
fledt Dilhonour upon thnr Mailers the prefent fiouriOi- 
ing Condition' of our Eaft India Company cannot but' 
occafion much national Jealoufy ; and Proceedings of 
fuch a Nature, made public, might occafion a Parlia* 
mentary En^ul^y, and that Enquiry might extend to the 
/ffdiiz Houfe itfelf ; Upon Refledtion, I am perfuaded 
the Diredtors will approve of my Cundudt in difeoura- 
g(ing this Examination, in the Manner pointed out in 
their General Letter of Inrd Camden. 

With regard to the other Enquiries, where the Com- 
pany’s Incerell and Honour are more immedi.ttely con- 
cerned, they lhall be fully inveiligated.

Nobody is better acquainted with the Cuftoms of 
that Country than Lord Clive, who has brought 4kele 
7 Informations 
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Informations before the Court. I appeal to his own 
Candour, whether, upon Vifits of this Sort, Prefente 
are not cuftomaiy, ana in a Manner indifpenfable. 

But Ido not mean to recriminate upon his Lordlhip t 
much kfs upon any Ladies who had the Honour of 
being in his Company upon fuch Occafions. I ihali 
content cnylelf wiui defending my own Charadler ; and 
flwll expofe to you very fairly the Principks upon 
which 1 aSed at all Times in your Service. 

From the earlkft Date of the Company’s Settle- 
ments, Prefents from the People of the Country ihadc 
» Part of the Benefit of your Governments t and 
tins Advantage increafed in Proportion to the Ex- 
tent of ^r ConneSions^ until, by a frefli Covenant, 
in the Year 1765, you thought fit to put a Stop 
to it. 

In fuch Circumfiances, I hope fome Praife is due 
to thofe Servants who made the muft moderate Uie of 
the Opportunities their Situation prefented to them; 
who prnerred always the Company’s Intereft to their 
private Emolument) who never dircAly or indiredllv 
fought for Prefents ; but, on the contrary, refufed aU 
fuch as could in any Manner afFcft or retard Pay- 
ments due to the Company, or lay the Peifon offering 
it under any Diftrefs or Inconvenience.

That the Chirf of 
the Country, havins fujfilkd all his Eogagementt with 
the Company, paid off the Arrears of his Predecefibrs 
Troops, andJirought his Finances into good Order, made 
‘ Prefents of Money and Jewels to his Friends in the 
cuftomary Manner. 

But it feeins by your Letter to Lord CZtvr, of the 6th 
. yamuaj laft, that his Lordlhip had reprefented the Pre- 
knts alluded to in the Informations in Queftion, as a 
Confideradon g^ven by Mter for the Treaty of 
Mmgbeer. If the Reguladoos contuned in that Treaty 
bad been aficed or propokd by l^er Ce^m, or had 
conveyed any Benefit or Advantage to his Government, 
there might have been fome Shew of Reafon for hia 
biordlhip^ unfriendly Conftrudbon ; but when it is ken 


that the Objeft of thok Regulations was to give the 
Engl^ Traders a decided Right to partake in the In- 
land Trade upon the moft m^erate Terms, a Duty of 
9 per Cent, upon a Trade wliich the Company have 
fince rated at 40 per Cent, and that Meer Coffm con- 
kntedonly, as he declares in many Letters, for the 
Sake of preferving good Harmony with the Englijh *, 
when both the Parties concerned in the Treaty regard- 
ed it as an Acquifition to the EngU^ Traders, and a 
Concellion on the Part of the Nabob ) in fuch a Cal'e, 
for what Ihould he give a Confiden^on ? Shall he who 

f ives up his Pretenfions, give Money likewife to in- 
uce the other Party to accept his Refignation ? Such 
a Suppofidon is fo contrary to Reafon, that the At- 
tempt to propagate it could proceed only from the 
molt ungenerous Defign to prejudice me in your Opi- 
nion ) but, I flatter myfelf, without Effedt ; for you' 
arc fo far from regarding the Articles propokd at 
Miingheer.t as a Regulation in Favour of the Nabob, 
that you call it “ A Treaty exadted by Force to obtain 
** a Sandlion for a Trade to enrich ourfclvcs.” TJic 
Nabob could be little inclined to give Prefents for 
fuch a Confideration, it might rather have mduced him 
to omit the ufual Civilities. 

I have never endeavoured. Gentlemen, to make you 
or the World believe that I palTcd through the Govern- 
ment of Bengal without receiving Prefents, at a Time 
when there was no Law againft it, and fo many great 
Examples for it; but this 1 have faid, and with the 
ftrifteft Truth, that I never received One that could 
prejudice the Company, or diftrefs the Country, or 
put back, even for a Day, any public or pri- 
vate Payments depending for others. Whenever any 
Thing of this Sort interfered, and in Ihort, when- 
ever the kaft Objedtion could arife, I conftantly re- 
fokd all Preknts; and refufed them abfolutely and 
without Rekrvation. — It is well known, that upon this 
Principle I rejedted all Meer CoffivC^ Qfiers of Prefents 
in the Firft Part of his Government. You have an In- 
ftance of this in the Confultations from Bengal^ the 
Jannary 1761 ; which, though the Sum in Qiieftion 
was not very large, may ftill krve to Ihew that 1 had 
a certain Ruk of Condudtv in which I perkvered in- 
variably. I might otherwifc have been tempted by 
the Oflier which After Jaffier prefied on me, by Means 
of Nundemar and juggntebund^ juft before I left Ben- 
gal. 

They told me that After JaJgier infiftcd on my re- 
ceiving a Prefent of Five Lacks for the Chains of 
my Voyage. I was not then reftrained by any Orders 
or Covenants, but the State of the Nabob's Circum- 
ftances was fufiicienc, in my Opinion, to forbid it ; and 
accoidingly my Anfwcr was. That being fcnfibk of the 
many Engagements he had to fulfil, I would by no 
Means aifo to his Diftrefs.— This Fadt is mentioned 
by Juggutcbmd in his Examination, which is before the 
Court, and partly alfo by Nobkiffen^ who, as he knew 
fuch an Ofiter was made me, muft alfo have known 
the Refult, although he chuks to be as ftiort as poffible 
upon it. 

Here, Gentlemen, I (hall leave the Matter to your 
candid and impartial Confideration ; perfuaded, that the 
more you examine my Condudb, the more you will be 
convinced that the Love of Money was never my rul- 
ing Pallion ) if it bad, my Opportunities were many, 
and 1 could have Ratified it to as great an Extent as 
any of my Predecc^rs ; 1 fpeak this without Envy or 
Rekntment) but I really think his Lordlhip might 
have Qnred his Reproaches upon this Score.

nor are you ignorant that my prefent Circumftanccs and 
Situation of Lite render luch an Appointment on my 
Part by no Means an Objt-ft cither of Ncceflity or 
Choice 1 but the late diftradted State of Affairs in diefc 
Paits having alarmed the Proprietors of Stock, tlieir mu- 
tual Interells neceffarily became the. feriovts Confidera- 
tion, not only of the Court of Diretfors, but alfo of fe- 
veral General Courts and at one of tlie moft numerous 
of thofe. It was propoled, that 1 fhouki be defired to re- 
fimie the Government of Bengal j a Motion which was 
warmly feconded, and approved of by every Member 
prelcnt : I'hus folicited by the unanimous Voice of the 
Proprietors, thus flattered with the Opinion they had 
rofu'cjveil of my Abilities to fettle their A.ffairs upon a 
folid Plan, my Zeal for the Service took Place of every 
private Confidcration i and I accepted the Appointment 
upon (lich Conditions as 1 judged expedient for the pub* 
lie Good. 

The Succeis of the Forces I had the Honour to com- 
mand in the Year 1 767, completed a Revolution in Fa- 
vour of Meer JeiJfier ; an Event on which the Exiflcnce 
of the Eafi India Company at that Time abfolutely de- 
pended, and which afforded the faireft Profped of fu- 
nire Tranquillity to this Country : The Treaty conclud- 
ed with him was produiflive of large Advantages to the 
Nation, as well as to Individuals, and feemed to infure 
to the Company the Benefits of Commerce in a much 
wider Extent than they had heretofore enjoyed. 

My Succeffors, foon after my Departure, thought 
proper to raife Coffm Aly Cawn to the Subalhip ; doubt- 
lefs, bccaufe he tliought fuch a Step ncceffary j theCon- 
fcquences however, from whatever Caufc, were unfortu- 
nate ; But let us draw a Veil over thofe diftsat .Xj-anrac- 
tions ; let us conflder only* the pfclent State of the Po- 
litics and Commerce •, and let our whole Attention be 
employed in clVablilhing the Company’s Affairs upon a 
firm and lading Foundation Nor do I in the Icafl: 
dcfjjair of feeing this important Bufincfs accomplilhed, 
flnee I have the peculiar Happinefs of finding myiclf 
affiffed by a Committee of known Abilities and incor- 
ruptible Integrity. If at any Time we fliould happen to 
differ in Opinion, we fliall differ like Gentlemen, with 
Temper and cool Reafoning. The Minutes of our 
Confutations will not, I truft, be prolonged by Diflen- 
tion, nor difgraccd with the Prejudice of FaAion ; we 
will endeavour to be unanimous. 

A very few Days are elapfed Cnee our Arrival ; and 
yet, if we confidcr what has already come to our Know- 
lege, we cannot hefitatc a Moment upon the Ncceflity 
ot affiiming the Power that is in us ot conducing, as a 
Seled^ Committee, the Affairs both Civil and Military of 
this Settlement : What do wc beat what we. do fee, 
15111 Anarchy, ConfiiKonj and, what is worfe, an almolff 
general Corruption. To remedy, or at leaft to prevent, 
thefe Evils In future, is a Duty incumbent upon this 
Committee, which we owe to that Company we have 
engagal to ferve, and a Duty which we owe to ourfelvcs, 
if tiic Pleas of Honour, Reputation, and Confciencc, are 
worthy your Attention. Happy, 1 am furc you would 
have been, as well as myfeli, had the late Coi^uft of 
Affairs been fo irreproachable as to have permitted them 
ff ill to continue in the Hands of the Governor and Coun- 
cil i a very tranCent View however of what has pafled 
Cnee Meer Jaffier*s Death will convince us, that the 
great Point of Reformation we aim at cannot be attain- 
ed throu^ that Channel.-— The Committee therefore, in 
my Opinion, muft immediately a£t ; A meafure fo Be* 
ceffary, that I conclude you can have noOtyeftion to it. 
For my own Part, I will venture to aflert, that the cri- 
tical Situation of the Company renders it abiblutely in- 
difpenfible, for the fpcedy fettling of their Affairs, that 
the Power Ihould be veiled in the Hands of a few } and . 
give me Leave further to add, that, unlcfs the Spirit of 
their Orders in that Refped; be purfued, it is mit too 
evident that the general Senfe of the Proprietors, when 
they honoured me with their Solicitation to ac^t of 


this Government, will be baffled and delayed, if not to- 
tally eluded, by their Servants. 

To eftablifh'a Country Govenunoot, to fecure the 
Commercial Intereft, and tO perpetuate the Revenues of 
the Company i to form the Military and to amend the 
Civil Departments > thefe will be the Objefts of our fe- 
rious Attention. By this Committee 1 fhall hope to fee 
thefe important Matters completely regulated, before I 
reflgn the Government ■, and you know tliat my Inten- 
tion is to remain in it no longer chan iBy Affiftance may 
be thought necelTary towardt accottpliming thefe great 
and falutary Purpofes. 

I fhall now only repeat what you have often heard me 
declare, That I totally difclaim any Emolument to my- 
lelf ; 1 will not add to my Fortune one Angle Rupee, by 
the Opportunities i might have as Governor { on the 
other fland, be affured that every Advantage to bthers, 
confiffenl; with my Idea of the Company’s Honour and 
Intcrelt, Ih.ill be promoted to the utmoft of my Power 
here, and of my Influence at Home. 

To this Letter from the Right , honourable the Pre- 
fldent, Meffrs. Sumner and Sykes agraed to deliver 
in an Anfwcr at the next Meeting of the Committee. 

After duly confidcring the honourable Company’s 
Inftruftions, in their General Letter of the ift or June 
1764, relative to the Covenants ; it Is the Opinion of 
the Committee they ought immediately to be executed 
in the Form preferibed, by fuch Members of the Coun- 
cil, and other Servants of the Company, as have not 
already figned this Obligation.

Confufion have fo long prevailed but the Exjrericnce 
we have of your Lordlhip’s great Abilities, the Sicadi- 
nefi with which we havcieen you encounter Danger and 
Difficulty, and the Regard we arc fenfibk you have fbt 
your own Honour, and the Intcreft of the Company, 
encourage us to hope for the moft fortunate Iflue to the 
Proceedings of the SeleA Committee. The Sentiments 
which your Lordlbip is pleafed to entertain of our At- 
tachment to you, and to the Intereft of our Employers, 
are juft ; we will, my Lord, exprefs ourfelves with free, 
dom on every SubjeA that regards the Public ; but wc 
can never be wanting in Temper and Decency, where we 
entertain fo much RefpeA. Wc arc urged, my Lord, 
by the tnoft powerful Motives to that Unanimity which 
you recommend. The prefent unhappy Situation of the 
Company’s Affairs arifes more from the Diffentions, than 
the Incapacity, of thofc Gentlemen into whofc Hands 
your Lordfliip rcfigncd the Government ; it will be our

imagine your Silence on this Head may be owing to 
your particular Situation, which will not admit of pro- 
curing any certain Information. 

It is the Reoueft of the SclcA Committee, that hence, 
forward all Advices of any Confcqucncc, which come 
to your Knowlcge, may be fent alone, and not retaid- 
cd with private Letters 1 fince it has frequently happen- 
ed, bv this Means, that Matters of the laft Importance 
have been known by eve^ Inhabitant of Calcutta before 
they reached the Board. 

The Detachment lately font under Captain Ali«r,-that 
under Major Champion, and thefe Troops, were under 
Orders to march from Gbyratty, will form a Body of Six 
hundred Men, Rank and File; With thefe difflsrenc 
Reinforcement! we imagine you will be able to form a 
Second Army, which may be ftationed cither at Prana, 
or on the Carumnaffa, as you will think expedient. 

Our Reafims for mentioning this, procc^ from our 
Apprehenfions, left a Part of the Enemy’s numerous Army 
Ihould invade the Province of Babar, which would re- 
duce you to the Neceflity, either of retreating or de- 
tacking! both of which wc would, if poffibk, avoid in 
our prefent Circumftances. 

We hope you have formed fufficient Magazines of 
Provifioni to enable you to keep Sbujah DodL at Bay, 
until the Raini arc well fet in! fliould there be a Dcri* 
ckney of thefe, the Confequcncc « cafily forefeen ; for as 

to 
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to his making an ImprcfTion on fo formidable an Army as 
you now command, we arc under no Apprehenfions. 

The Field Officers, and others on Duty, arc under 
Orders for marching up the Country i and Ihould a fc- 
parate Corps be judged neccflary, Colonel Smithy and the 
Field Officers under him, will of courfc have the Com- 
mand i the reft will join you with all poffible Expedi- 
tion. However, as we can entertain no Doubt of your 
Zeal for the Service, we will leave it to your Prudence 
and Difcrction to aft as Circumftances may require, 
fince we at this Diftance cannot poffibly be Judges of 
the Exigence of Affairs.

His F.xccllency the Nabob having, immediately on 
his .iVrrival in Calcutta, and previous to .my Enquiries 
into his Situation, delivered a Letter to the Right ho- 
nourable the Prefident, addreffed to his I.X)rdfliip, and 
the Gentlemen of the Committee 

Agreed, That a Tranflation of the . above Letter be 
read, and the fame entered after the Proceedings. 

The Fafts advanced in this Letter, and other Cir- 
cumftances which have this Day appeared before them, 
being maturely weighed and confidercd, the Committee 
are of Opinion, that Mahomed Reza Cawn, fince the 
Death of the late Nabob, has diftributed among certain 
Pcrlbns near Twenty Lacks of Rupees j 

And that it is incumbent upon them to difeover to 
whom fuch Suras have been p.iid, and for what Confi- 
dcration, in Order that the moft effeftual Meafures may 
be purfued, to remedy for the prefent, and to prevent 
for the future, any dangerous Confequences which may 
have arifen, or which may arife, not only to the Country 
Government, but likewife to the Company, from fuch 
Praftices. 

Since our laft Meeting, we have received Six Letters 
from General Carnac, dated the 28th and 30th of jfyril, 
tlic ad, 3d, 7th, and 14th uU. The firft acquainting 
us, that, in Confcquence of Advice that Suja Dowla, 
with Caz Dyn Cawn, was on his W.iy to Korah, to join 
Mulbar, who is there with the Morattoes, hi had croflbd 
the Ganges •, Ikewile, that Captain Graham had had a 
fmart Skirmifti with a diffiiffefted Zemyndar, wherein 
the latter, witli a confidcrablc NumlKf of his Men, was 
killed ', and that we had fuftained a material Lofs, in one 
2'arlicg, Leader of our few Per/ian I lorfe, who died 
his Wounds. The Second informs us, that Sir Robert 
Fletcher had left under an Arrcft, at Illahahai, Captains 
IVilliam Sn^th and AFKenzre, and Lieutenant Harfur-, and 
indoles Copies of the Charges delivered in by Sir Robert 
againll them ; further, that unlcfs the Enemy fall back, 
we may expeft foon to hear of a Battle. I'he Third is 
found to contain an Account of Nudjuf Cawn’» Return, 
with 600 or 700 Hoife, and the greateft Part of the 
Two Companies of Seapoys that went with him, together 
with th,e penei al Sentiments thereon. The Fourth ad- 
vifrsus of ids having routed the Enemy i and the Fifth 
of Ids having removed the Army to Jajaman, on the 
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Banks of the Ganges, on Account of Intelligence receiv- 
ed, that Su/ah Dowlah and the Morattoes had leparated ; 
that the latter were crofling the } and xhMSujah 
Dowlah was returning to Triernuebabad, the Capital of 
Akinud (Chan’s Bungulh) Pofifeffions. The Sixth con- 
tains a particular Reply to a Letter addrefiTcd to him, 
dated the 8ch of April, and inclofes a Letter from his 
Majefty. 

Received a Letter from Mr. Marriott, dated the ift 
May, advifing, that Nudjuf Cawn had furrendcred to 
the Morattoes, and that Sir Robert Fletcher had gained 
the Banks of the Ganges } alfo, that he had deferred his 
propofed Journey to lUahabad, as Captain Dow expeftrd 
that Place would in a few Days be invefted by the 
Enemy. 

To the above-mentioned I.etter the Secretary was 
ordered to reply, requefting that Mr. Marriott would io 
future tranfrait the carlicft Advices in his Power. 

Recefvecl a Letter from Fort Saint George, dated the 
20th, advifing of their being obliged to land 4S Re- 
cruits from the Kent, in order to do Duty at their Ga- 
rifons, which have been drained tooppofe the Approach 
of Nizun Aly, who had already entered the Province uf 
Dalmarcbery. 

Received n "Letter from Dacca, datol the 30th ult. 
acknowleging the Receipt of our Orders of the 15th of 
May, for recalling Eurefean Agents, and promifing all 
due Obedience thereto. And, 

Another from Mr. tiugb Watts, Refident at Mdna^ 
poor, to the fame Effeft. 

Colonel Smith fends in a Letter, acquainting ii.s, that 
he is prevented from fetiing out for Patna as foon as 
he intended, by an unfortunate Accident (a very fc- 
vcrc Fall from his Horfe) which obliges him to keep 
his Chamber. 

Received a Letter from the Chief and Council at Ba- 
naras, wherein they acknowlc« to have received our 
Secretary’s Letter of the 12th Inftant, to Mr. Marriott', 
and inform us, that, for Two D.iys pall, no Advices 
had been received from Camp j that Captain Gatpez 
had a flight Skirmilh ■, and that his Majefty had march- 
ed from Illababad, to receive the Subraiflions of le- 
vcral Roubillah Chiefs, who arc willing to acknov. lege 
him. 

' The following Letters were likewife difpatched by the 
Committee fince their laft Meeting. 

On the 14th ult. we wrote to General Carnac, ac- 
keowlcging the Receipt of his Letters of the 28 th and 
30th April, commending his Diligence in effefting a 
Junftion with Sir Robert Fletcher, under fuch difficult 
Circumftances ; and advifing, that the Seleft Commit- 
tee poftponed any Refolution in refpeft to Captain 
MPberfon’s Promotion till further Enquiry, and fub- 
micted Captain Smyth’s Conduft to the Judgment .of a 
Court Martial.

Trandation of a Letter from his Excellency the Nabob 

Najim-o-Doukh to the Right honourable Lord Clique, 

Prcfident, &fr. 

Gentlemen of the Seleft Committeei 

The Situation which I am now in will not permit me 
ko acquaint you with all the Circumftanccs which have 
happened ; but 1 will make Part thereof known to you, 
which is as follows : 

My Father, leaving Calcutta^ arrived at Mborjheda- 
bady where he concihued in perfeft Health tor foine 
Time j after which he fell Tick, and 'finding his Dil'order 
incrcafing every Day, and growing irrecoverable, he 
delivered me a Paper of Advice, and on the yth Day 
of Shawbun^ he was pleafed to deliver to me the Kelaut 
received from the King, and fevcral oilier Prefents. I le 
recommended Mah Rajah Nutidcomar to my Notice ; 
and ordered him to fend for Mr. Middleton^ and the 
other EngUJh Gentlemen, Mahomed Irrick Cawn, 
Friends, and all the Servants belonging to the Nijaniuc 
(or Government) and before them to let Nabob Najim- 
a-Dowlab Bahadre in his Places and on the Nizatnud 
Mufihaud ; and to order tlie People in general to give 
Nuzers of Congratulation, and alfu to make them 
ftridkly know that they mufi; obey Nabob Ndjim-o- 
Dewkh in every Refpedk as they did him, and be al- 
ways ready at his Command. According to the above 
Orders of my dcceafed Father, the above-named Mah 
Rajah has fully performed *, and 1 myfelf being willing 
and defirous to execute the Bufinefs laid to my Truft. 
On the 14th of the aforefaid Month, my Father depart- 
ed thi.s Life j after the ufual Solemnization of his Fune- 
ral, I have comforted and enlivened the People in gene- 
ral, ^nd began to manage the Affairs, and ordered a 
Proclamation to be made throughout the City, and 
Meflfs. Mddleton and 6><yr, and all the Nizamut Ser- 
vants, came and preicnted Nuzers. 

I'hrough the Will of God, all the Bufinefs is carried 
on in the Tame good Manner as before. 

Six Days afterwards, Mr. Middleton came and ac- 
quainted me, that Two of the Counfcllors were coming 
up from Calcutta for my Comfort. This Deputation, I 
certainly thought, was coming for my Benefit and Wel- 
fare : I'he Day Meflfs. 'jfobnftone and Leycefler ar- 
rived at Coffmbuzar^ I fent Mali Rajah Nundtomar 
Bahadre to meet them. Mr. JcbnJione was fomcwliat 
dirpleal'ed with the faid Mah Kajah before, about the 
Pergunnah Tumalook, therefore, his meeting tlicfc Gen- 
tlemen was not agreeable to Mr. JohuJtone . — The next 
Day the above Gentlemen, came to me*, I was 
confident that thefe my Friends and Well wifliers would 
Jiave done me the Compliments of Condolence, and 
comfort me > but they did not to me the leaft Thing of 
this Kind : Inftead whereof, they begun to incumber 
me with many troublel'ome Things, and at the fame 
Time they fent out all tlic People that were prefent, to- 
gether with my Brother Nabob Syfud Dowlah, and then 
they told me to fend fur Mahomed Reza Cawn from 
Dacca^ and let him as Naib of the Nizamut. This 
troubled me much ; and they told me aifo, that .till 
Mter Mahomed Reza Cawn arrived from Dacca^ and till 
he was fet up as Naib of the Nizamut, 1 muft not fit in 
the Dewan Connah, and that I muft live in the fame 
Place where 1 was, and put a Stop to all public 
Bufinefs. 

The above-named Reza Cawn has h.ad long ago evil 
intentions on the Nizamut j my Father, therefore, deem- 
ed him always as his Enemy t and befivlcs, there is a 
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latge Sum of Money due from him to the Sircar. For 
thefe Reafonsi I thought proper not to acquiefee to any 
of the above Propofals which were maile to me. 1 told 
them to perufe the Paper of Advice of my dcceafed 
Father^ and fee how it diredks, and which I ftiall readily 
follow. In Anfwer to this« they replied. That your 
Paper of Advice Was of no Force or Virtue •, and every 
Thing mulk be done as we think proper. 

In this Manner they have vexed me, by fitting almofl: 
every Day trom the tirft of their Arrival to their De- 
parture. 

They prefented me with a Paper, and hequefted I 
would fign it. This Paper was that which they brought 
with them, and infiftcd on me to comply with their 
Requeft. 1 fent for Meer Mahomed Irrick Cawn, Malt 
Rajah Nundcomar Bahadre, &c. ; 'fhefirlk acquainted the 
Gentlemen, that whatever Paper they wanted to be fign- 
cd, they would have no Difliculty in it ; at the fame 
Time it was proper for ail of them to perufe it fii-il : 
Mefifs. Johnltone and Leyceficr, being much diQileafed 
at this, aflted, in a very angry Manner, Who they were 
that wanted to perufe the Paper ? After this, Mounfliy 
Sudoler Oo Dy, who was near my Prefence, tohl me to 
bring the former Treaty, and comp.ire that with this, and 
then to fign it. 

At this Mr. JehnJlone turned out the Mounfliy, and 
they told me, that if in Cafe I did not fee up Mahomed 
Reza Cawn in his Naibfhip, and immediately fign the 
Paper, I fhould have no great Chance of being in the 
Fofielllon of the Subadarry, and tlicn I fhould be ex- 
tremely forry for it. When I faw him preffing me lb 
eagerly,, and in an unfriendly Manner, I thought proper 
to fign andidclivcr the Paper to them, and they carried 
it away. 

After this Mahomed Reza Caivn arrived, and fat as 
Naib. He, for the better fccuring his Naiblhip, above 
Twenty Laaks of Rupees (m Money and Goods) out 
of my Treafury, has diftributed among fuch People as 
he thought proper, and this without my Knowlcge, 
Befidcs, there is a Balance due from the above-men- 
tioned Cawn of about ao Laaks of Rupees on Account 
of Dacca Syllat Rofshanabad, of which he docs not chufc 
to pay a finglc Coury. '1 he abovelaid Mahomed Reza 
Cawn made Mr. Johnjlone his Protestor, and Mr, Ley- 
cejler his Vakeel, and made Rrjab Dullulram his Fel- 
low Partner, and took from the Mounfoees, Mochulca 
Papers under their Hands : He keeps iny Se.il under his 
own Seal, and there is nothing to be done with my Will 
or Order. I'itles, Eniploytr.enis, Kelaiits, Elephants, 
Horfes, and Jewel., are grcjitcd and dillnbut-d to 
others as he plcafes. 

Mah Rajah Hmdcomar, my intimate Well-w'ifher, 
when he h.is Occafion to aflt any Qiicflio.i, they aniwer 
him in the Negative, and with this Dil'pleafure while 
this Man continues in the Scrvire, they cannot inipofc 
upon me any extraordinary Charges. 'I'hey, for the 
Sake of their own Profits, have cenfured him with an 
old Accufation, which was long ago llrictly examined 
by General Carnac, who .acquitted liim of it ; anil 
now they malicioufly acculc him again ; and by this 
Means tluy lent him down to Calcutta wuh a Guard of 
Scapoys. 

There is a Balance due to the .Sirccr, from the Selhi- 
dars, of Fifteen Laaks of Rupei-s, and now new Em- 
ployments arc granted to them, and the Lands divided 
into fevcral Divilions. 

Calyfha, Jagheer, trV. Rents w.^re duly collided all 
the Time, while the above-named Mah Kaj.ih had the 
Management. They have dilpo’.ed or the prefent Year’s 
Kents and Poynos as they plc.ilcd. When 1 intended 
going down to Calcutta, 1 was much diKrefl’cd tor Mo- 
ney tor paying my Servants Wages, and other current 
Expences. 

Mr. JohnJlone'i bad Tieatmcnt to me after mv F.i- 
thcr’s Death, and Mahomed Reza Cbtwi’s St.irien, are 
to me as if I was Day and Night in a FLim- ; but the 

5 M News 
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News that his Lordftiip was coming to this PUcc 
has relieved me of my Anxieties. At lail God Almighty 
was pleated to haften his LordAiip’s Arrival at this 
Place ; I'his has put into me frem Life and Vigour. 
Now I beg your Lordlhip* ftfr. as my Proteftor 
and fmccre Friend, to put my Afiairs, which were 
ruined by thefe i*cople, on a proper Footing, as they 
were in my Father’s 'rime. In doing this I mall think 
myfelf happy.

Parties, equitable in themfclves, and evidently calculated 
for the public Benefit;

Bulwantjing to be fccured in the Poflcfllon of his 
Country, Nudjuff Cawn to be reftored to the Poflcfllon 
of his former Dominions, and all thofe who cither joined 
or aflitted the Englijh to be encovraged, the King’s 
Honour, Safety, and Subfiftcncc to be confultcd ; Ceffim 
Alfy, Sumroo, and the Deferters, to be demanded, or put 
to Death by Sujab Dovilab hitnfclf ; but this laft Article 
not to be connd<;red as eflential, though obtaining it 
would be agrec'ibie, it Ijcing the Opinion of the Com- 
mittcc he fhould be engaged to our Intereft by the Tics 
of Gratitude, and not by Compulfion. — To acquaint the 
General that full Powers will be given to Lord Clive, in 
Conjundbion with them, to fettle every Thing as they 
lhali think proper and ncceflary to the Stability of the 
intended Peace, alfo to defire he will ufe his In- 
fluence to prevail on the Vizier to fhorten Lord C/ivr’s

I arrived here Yefterday, having left the Army to 
follow in Two Divifions by eafy Marches. The Firft 
Divifion I cDcpedbcd in To-morrow. I acquainted the 
Board the 22d (a Duplicate of which Addrefs will be 
difpatched by this Conveyance) with the Reafons of my 
being in fuch a Hurry to return, viSs. on Occafion ix 
a Letter from Sujab Dowlab ; the Copy of the Original, 
a Tranflation thereof, and the Subftance of my Aniwer, 
your Lordfhip, (ifc. will receive herewith. If we can 
make a Friend of Sujab Dowlab, which I really believe 
we may, provided we ufe with Moderation our Succefs, 
and do not urge him to Dcfpair, I am firmly of Opinion 
that he, from the extreme Regard in which he is held 
throughout the Country, even in his prelent Diftrefs, 
will prove a much better Security to our 'Frontier than 
any One we can put in thefe Dominions in his Room : 
I teg to be favoured as foon as poflible with your Sen- 
timents on this He^.

That Mr, JohnJione has aftually received the feveral 
Sums, in Money and Bills, I'pecified for his Ufe in the 
general Accounts of Mahomed Reza Cawn and Ju^ut 
Seer 

That he appears, from the Evidences entered in our 
Proceedings, Agent and Manager in obtaining and 
diftributing the Prefents i but unacquainted, wc would 
willingly fuppofc, with the Menaces ui'ed by Moetyramt 
in his Name, to Mahomed Reza Cawn^ and Juggut Seet^ 
in order to extort a Sum of Money from the latter for 
the Ufe of the Deputation ; and laftly, 'l hat he is guilty 
of ailual Difobeclience to the Company’s Orders, in 
arraigning indecently, and refiifing pofitivcly to acknow- 
Icge, the Authority wherewith the Seled Committee are 
invelled by the honourable the Court of Diredors, and 
by urging their ufurped Powers in Excufc for declining 
any Reply to Charges that fo deeply affed his Cha- 
racter. 

That Mr. Senior has received all the Money fpecified 
for his Ufe in the Evidences already mentioned, and alfo 
the farther Sum of 50,000 Rupees from Mahomed Rjtza 
Cawn on his own Account •, but that he neither autho- 
rifed the Meflages delivered by Mootyramt nor was 
adive ill obtaining or diftributing the Prefents. 

That Mr. Middleton has received Prefents from the 
Nabob and ’Jaggnt Seet only, firmly believing them to 
be voluntary, and that he always intended to refufe the 
Prefent defigned him by Mahomed Reza Cawn. 

That Mr. T.eycefter has received the feveral Sums 
affixed to his Name in the above-mentioned Accounts, 
but that he neither did nor intended to receive the BiUs 
lodged with Mootyram for his Ufe, nor was any Way 
concerned in the Menticc-s thrown out by that Perfon to 
Mahomed Reza Cawn and "Juggut Sect j — all which is fur- 
ther confirmed by the Oath which he voluntarily took 
before the whole Board. 

That Mcflrs. Pl/^dell, Burdetty and Gray^ have each 
received 50,000 Rupees from the Nabob, in the full 
Pcrfuafion that the fame was a free Gift to the Gentle- 
men who then compofed the Board, without any Appli- 
cation on their Parts, or Confidcration on the Nabob’s, 
for Services performed. 

That Mr. Cartier was utterly a Stranger to any 
Demands made in his Name, and that he would at||(>- 
lutcly have refufed a l.aak of Rupees intended for him 
by the Nabob, as fpecified in the above-mentioned 
general Account of Mahomed Reza Cawn^ had it been 
ever tendered to him. 

I’har, upon the Whole, the Gentlemen who fat at the 
Board, as well as thofe who negotiated at the Durbar, 
were guilty of adual Difobcdience to the Company’s 
pjfitive Oniers relative to the Covenants, both in 
delaying to execute them, and in receiving Prefents 
contrary to the cxprcls Letter and Spirit of thofe Obli-

Taking into Confidcration the Youth, Inexperience, 
and Incapacity of the Nabob, the Neceflity of placing 
the Adminiftration in the Hands of Men capable to 
fupport the Weight of Government, and attached to 
the Company’s Intercft, and likewife the great Danger 
that may arife to the Stability of the prelenc Eftablifh- 
ment, from fuffering the whole Power and abfolute 
Management of the Three Provinces to reft in a finffle 
Perfon ; 

Refolvcd, That Mahomed Reza Cawn be advifed to 
relinquilh the Title of Naib Subah, and alfo a Part of 
the unbounded Authority wherewith he wa.s vefted by 
the late Treaty, as a Mcafurc not only agreeable to the 
Nabob, but ncccflaiy to the Safety of the prefent 
Government, and the future Tranquillity of the Country 5 
in Juftification of this Refolution, the Seleft Committee 
think it nccelfary to obferve, that, notwithftanding 
Mahomed Reza Cawn is accufed by the Nabob of dilfi- 
pating his Treafure, and withholding his Revenues, 
yet lb openly and candidly has he accounted to the 
Scleft Committee for evc^’ Rupee dilburfcd from the 
Treafury, they cannot, without Injury to his Charader, 
and Injuftice to his Condudt, during his Ihort Admini- 
ftration, refufe continuing him in a Share of the Govern- 
ment, although they jud^ it ncceflary to retrench his 
Authority, and balance his Power, in order to produce 
that perfeft Equilibrium of Influence which alone can 
remove the Nabob’s Jealoufies, and give Permanency 
to the Mcaliiivs they are taking to prevent the Neceflity 
of future Revolutions.

In Mahomed Reza Cawn*a Narrative, (N* i ) I ob- 
ferve the following Paragraph, laid to be a Speech from 
vs to him : 

“ The Gentlemen who have aflifted former Nazims 
** have obtained Prefents ; now that we have feated his

Mr. L^- 
eefter acquainted me, that Juggut Seet intended fome- 
thing to the Gentlemen of the Deputation, but he did 
not then know how much. Some Time after. Maimed 
Reza Cdten, at MootyjUl, faid in my Prelence, that Jvg- 
get Seet intended 1 1 5,000 Rupees to be divided between 
the Four Deputies that 40,000 was paid to him ■, and 
I fome Time after received from him 10,000 Rupees as 
my Proportion. The above is all 1 know relative to 
this Tranlaftion, being entirely ignorant of Mootyram’a 
being employed in this Bufinefs. In your Proceedings 
of the 8th Inftant, containing an Examination of Me; - 
tyramy 1 find the above Narraiive of Jt/ggat Seet con- 
firmed by the Dcpofition ot Mootyram j who however 
fays he received his Orders from Mr. JcbnJione alone ; 
but in the Name of all the Gentlemen of the Deputa- 
tion : I think it ncceffary, in Juftice to my own Charac- 
ter, to declare, I never authorifed Mr. Johnftone to give 
fuch Orders, nor did I eVer hear from him that lucli 
Meffages were fent, as I .ever efteemed the Sum 1 re- 
ceived from Juggut Seet a voluntary Oficr of his own.

At the 
lame Time we mud requed your Lordlhip’s particular 
Attention to the Preliminaries already conveyed to the 
(jcneral, and now inclofed upon which wc (hall beg 
Leave to enlarge, fince we confider them as eflential 
to the Stability of the public Tranquillity. 

Experience having (hewn, that an Influence main- 
taincil by Force of Arms, is dedruftive of .that com- 
mercial Spiiit, which we ought to promote, ruinous 
to the Company, and opprcilive to the Country, we 
warnellly recommend to your Lordihip, to exert your 
utmod Fiivleavours to conciliate the Adeftions of the 
Couiui y Powers, to remove the Jealoufy they may have 
conceived ol our Ambition, and convince them that wc 
aim not at Conqued and Dominion, but Security in 


carrying on a free Trade, equally beneficial to .thenV 
and to us. 

With this View, Policy requires that our Demands 
be moderate and equitable, and that we avoid every 
Appearance of an Inclination to enlarge our territorial 
Polfcffions. The Sacrifice of Conquefts^ which we 
mud hold on a precarious Tenure, and at an Expence 
more than equivalent to their Revenues, is of (light 
Confideration to us, yet will fuch Reditution im^refs 
them with a high Opinion of ourGencroficy and Judice. 

For this Rcafon wc think Sujab Hovolah llaould be rc- 
indated in the full PoirdTion of all his Dominions, with 
fuch Limitations only as he mud fee are evidently cal- 
culated for our mutual Benefit, the Good of his Coun- 
try, and Happiiiefs of his People. Wc would decline 
infidiog upon .my Terms that mud prove irkfome to 
his high Spirit, and imply our Sufpicion of his Sincerity. 
Retaining PolTeflion of any of his drong Holds, may 
be dccmt.|l a necefliiry Pledge of his Fidelity for our 
Parts, we would rather confider it as the Source of fu- 
ture Contention, and an unneceflTaiy Burthen to the 
Company, unld's it is propoied one Day to refume the 
Thoughts of extending their Dominions; a Meafure 
very oppofite to the Sentiments in which we left the 
Proprietors and Court of Direftors. 

I'hus by engaging the Vizier to a flrift Regard to the 
Conditions of our Amity by the 'I'les of Honour, Gra- 
titude, and interefl:, we form the moft iccure Barrier to 
the Nabob’s Dominions on this Quarter that can well 
be devifed. It is General Carnac\ Opinion, and it is 
likcwilc our’s, that no other Perfon can be placed in 
that Station, whole Authotity, Influence, and Popu- 
larity, will fo elFcftualJy anfwer this Intention, or whofc 
Charafter promifes fairer to become a faithful Ally, 
when wrought upon by Motives of Gratitude and In- 
tcred. He has thrown himfclf into our Anns, he veils 
his Hopes on our Gencrofity, it becomes us therefore 
not to diliippoint his Expeftations, and urge him on to 
Dcfpair. 

It will be necelTary, however, that your Lordihip 
obtain a full Grant, in the fulleft Terms, for carrying 
on a free Trade through his Dominions, with the Pri- 
vileges of eftablifliing Failorics wherever wc (liall think 
proper, to which Ihall be annexed fuch contiguous 
Lands and Dillrifts, as may be found neceflary to the 
Convenience and Support of the Settlements. Wc mean 
without Charge to Suja Dowlah^ or Diminution of his 
Revenues. But the keeping PoflelTion of Cbinagur, and 
other ftrong Holds, and protefting our Commerce by 
Military Power, is a Meafure, concerning the Expedi- 
ency of which your Lordihip will judge from a further 
Enquiry into Circumftanccs. 

That Bulwant Sing be fecured in the Poflefllon of his 
Zemindaiy, Nudjuff Cawn reftored to the fame Situa- 
tion and Circumftances as at the Commencement of the 
War, and all poflible Proteftion and Favour obtained 
for tliofe who aflift us, arc Terms which Juftice and 
Honour demand. 

That Cojim Alij, Sombre^ and the Deferters, be fiir- 
rendcred to us, or put to Death by Sujab Dowlab, is a 
Point we extremely wilh to obtain, if it can be effefted 
without Violence to his Inclinations, and Danger to the 
oijability of the Peace ; but hitherto Sujab Dowlab has 
appeared fo averfe to this Conceflion, which fo deeply 
affefts his Honour, that we doubt whether your Lord- 
(hip will meet with Succefs. 

We would likewife recommend, that Proviflon be 
made for the Security of the King’s Perfon and Dig- 
nity i but in what particular Manner, we leave to your 
Lordihip and General Carnac to determine, from a Con- 
fidcration of the Circumftances and Situation of the 
Country. 

And this, my Lord, would appear to us the moft 
favourable Occafion that may ever occur for obtainiqg 
Sunnuds from the King for the Dewannee of Bengal ; a 
Point of great Confequcncc to the Company, mucil de^ 
I fired. 
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fired, and ftrongly Iblicited, by General Carnact but 
without EHedb ; a Price being expeAed and demanded, 
that was thought by the Governor and Council more 
than equivalent to the Advantage. Times are fince al- 
tered. The King is now dejiendant on our Bounty ; 
His whole Hopes rf^Protcdtion andSubfiftence reft upon 
us. It cannot therefore be fuppofed he will prove ob- 
ftinate in denying a Requeft of little Confequcnce to 
him in his prefent Circumftances, but advantageous to 
us his greateft Benefafbors i and, we may fay, his only 
Friends. We therefore beg Leave to recommend this 
as One of the moft important Points to be nego- 
tiated. 

Laftly, We are of Opinion your I.ordfliip ftiould re- 
quire fiich Indemnification for the great Expences in- 
curred by the Company as Juftice demands, Sujab 
Dowlab may be brought to think reafonable, and the 
Country can afford, without oppreffing the People, and 
thereby laying the Foundation of frefli Dlfcontents. 

Upon the Whole, my Lord, notwlthftanding we have 
Reafon to conclude, from the Report of Sujab Dow- 
Iab\ Charatler, that Afts of Gencrofity arc the moft 
likely Means to fecurc his Friendfliip and Fidelity, 
)'et ve muft fubmic to your Ijordlhip's Judgment, 
formed on a more intimate Knowlcge of his Sentiments 
.nnd Difpofuion, how far it will be nccclTary to guard 
againft a Breach of Faith, and the Difappointment of 
our Hopes. Princes are not always confined to the 
Laws preferibed by Honour and Juftice, nor governed 
by the Dictates of good Policy. Sparks or Rclent- 
menr may lie concealed in his Breaft, ready to be kindled 
into a Flame by the firft Guft of Paflion or Ambition. 
In Courfe of your Conferences many Opportunities will 
occur of penetrating into his moft fecret Wifties, from 
which your Lordfhip may determine, whether it will not 
be expedient to bind him down by ftronger Ties than 
thofe of Honour and Gratitude, and operate on his 
Fears, wlien we defpair of engaging his Affe(ftions. Re- 
ftitution of his Country, (hould we even retain Chim- 
jttr and Jaonpoor, is more titan he can poflibly hope, in 
His prefent Situation yet (hould this Reftriftion appear 
the only Obftrudion to a cordial and permanent Peace, 
we think it ought to be rclinquilhed. 

Thcfc, my Lord, arc the principal Obje^is which wc 
beg Leave to ofier to your Attention } the reft we 
readily fubmit to the Omduft of that Prudence, which 
Eas fo often availed our Employers in more difficult 
Situations. We have only further to requeft, that your 
Lordfhip will favour us with a Communicatipn of fuch 
of your Negotiations as you may think more imme- 
diately intcrefting to the Scleft Committee ; and be 
afiured of our heft W idles for your Health and Suc- 
cefs i being, with equal Efteem and Refpcift,

The Right honourable the Prefident having tranf- 
mitted to us a Letter, under Date the 23d ult. which 
he received from Mahomed Reza Cawn, the fame was 
attentively jicrufcd by the Committee 5 who unanimoufly 
agree, 

That Mahomed Reza Cavon has, in this Letter, re- 
lated Facts with great Candor and Prccifion, confirming 
in the ftrongelt Manner the feveral Particulars fet forth 
in his former Evidence. 

Tha(t he pofilivcly afferts, and witli the greateft Ap- 
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pcarancc of Truth, that neither the Prclents from the 
Nabob, nor from himfelf, were voluntary, but granted 
after fomc Altercation and tedious Negotiations with 
the Gentlemen of the Deputation. 

That “ Mr, JobnJlone at firft defired a very large 
« Sum i but after a great deal of Debate,” and many 
Conferences, Maotyram confented to accept 625,000 
Rupees from the Nabob, and 475,000 Rupees from 
Mahomed Reza Cawn ■, of which Sums the Whole has 
been paid by tlic Nabob, and 225,000 by M. R. Caivn, 
in Money and Bills. 

That over and above 1 37,500 Rupees, which Mr.- 
jehttfione obtained from the Nabob, as a joint Member 
and Icnior Servant on the Deputation, the fame Gentle- 
man ftipulatcd, “ I'liat ioo,ooo Rupees for himlclf, 

“ and 50,000 Rupees tor his Brother, (houlil be paid 
“ fecretly from all the other Gentlemen.” 

That, befidcs the alwve Sums clandcftiiiely obtained 
from the Nabob, Mr. JobnJlone, .is principal Agent and 
Manager, thouglit proper, without the Conlent or 
Knowlcge of his Colle.igues, likewifc to apjiropriaie 
50,000 Rupees to himfelf, and 2 5,000 to his Brother, 
out of the Money granted by Mahomed Reza Cawn, 
over and above his allowed Proportion, as a Member of 
the Deputation. 

And, laftly, the Committee agree. 

That Mahomed Reza Ca\vn\ Letter be entered on the 
Face t>f their Proceedings, as undeniable Teftimony to 
all whom it .may concern, of the NeccQlty, of the Im- 
partiality, of their iVoccedings, and the great Lenity of 
their Kefolution, in fubniitting final Judgment to the 
Court of Direttors •, notwlthftanding their Conduct has 
been bitterly cenl’ured, their Powers arraigned, their 
Charaflcrs afperfct], and their Authority, lufficicnt to 
enable them to proceed and juftify them in proceeding, 
to the laft F,xtremiry. 

The Sekft Committee think it ncceffary, on this Oc- 
cafion, to alTign the Realbns, which induced them to 
recommend to the Board, to purchafe the Admiral 
Stevens. 

That after waiting till the 4.th July, in daily Expec- 
tation of the Royal George, or Ibme other P.ickct, from 
Farepe, they now have the utmoft Reafon to apprehend 
no Veffcl will arrive foon enough to be returned with 
the important Advices, which they propofe tranlmin-ing 
to the Court of Direftors early in September, in order 
they may receive the Company’s further Inftrudtions by 
the Ships to be difpatchcd in March, April, or May 
following. 

I’hat as the Seafim is now fo far advanced, as fcarce 
to allow the Time rcquifite for repairing and equipping 
a Ship for the Voyage, they think it abfolutely necef- 
fary to come to a Determination, and to enter on im- 
mediate Preparations. 

That they apprehend the Lapxving, being an exceed- 
ing bad Sailer, might arrive too late in England, to 
anfwcr the very Purjiofe for which Advices from the 
Committee arc difpatchcd, and at beft would only an- 
fwcr the End of a Packet, whereby the Company would 
incur a very confiderable Expence ; 

Whereas, on the otlicr Hand, the Admiral Stevens, 
being an excellent Ship, and prime Sailer, offered at 
a very reafonable Price, has this additional Advantage, 
that (he will carry Home a rich and valuable Cargo, at 
a Scafon, when it muft prove very acceptable to the 
Company, who will find thcmlclves difappointed of great 
Part of the Goods they expedted to receive by the Bute. 

Having received no Advices from Gciht.i 1 tamac 
fince our laft Meeting, 

Agreed, We acquaint him with our Surpi ife at his 
Silence at fo critical a Jundlurc 1 and tliat Lord CHv: 
was on his Way to Camp, to take upon him the Com- 
mand of the Army, and negotiate a Peace with Suj..h 
Dowlab, in Conjunftion with him. 

Agreed alfo, We wiite to Lord Clive, informing Inni, 
that a Warrant for his holding Couus M.iu? 1 will im-

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mediately be fent i and inclofing a Copy of our Letter 
to the General. 

Ordered, That both thefe Letters be entered after 
the Proceedings. 

Mr. Afnrrmt having applied for Leave, that his Bro- 
ther Ihoukl remain with him at Banaras^ agreeably to 
the Refoliirion of the Board laft Decembers 

The Secretary is diredled to acquaint him, that we 
grant liis Requeft. 

Mr. Billers alfo reprefenting how much his private 
Affairs would fiiffcr, Ihould he be deprived of Mr. 
HutchinforC& Afliftance, by his Compliance with the Or- 
der for re-c.'illing Free McrchanK, and requeuing he 
m.iy be allowed to rem.nn with him at Patna ; 

'I’lie Secretary is directed to inform Mr. Billers^ that 
Ins Requeft is granted, in Confideration of the Need* 
fity he is under of giving his whole Attention to the 
public Pnifinefs, 

Mr. Ttjcmas Motte fetting forth, in a Letter to the 
Committee, tln-it his Fortune mult be entirely ruined, 
Ihould he be obliged to return to Calcutta agreeable 
to the late Order, on Account of the Balance of Kents 
due to him on the Farms held from the Company in 
Burd'ivatt j 

The Secretary is ordered to acquaint him likewife, 
that the Time neccilary fur collecting His Debts will be 
allowed. 

Mr. Amyatt alfo reprefents the complicated State of 
the late Mr. FJlis\ Affairs, for which he is Adminiftra- 
tor; and requefts that his Agents, Meffrs. Tamlin^

“ I have had the Honour to receive your Letter, 

wherein you write, 'J'h.it the Account I gave of the 
“ Money icceivcd by the Gentlemen from the Na- 

“ bob and me lias been laid before ihc Council; that 

“ now all tile Gentlemen fay, Tiuit the Nabob made 
‘ tlitm Picfents of his own free Will; that you are 
“ informed by Mr. Scnic/, m a Letter he has wiitccn 
“ you in Anfwer, that the Money, v/z. 137,500 Ru- 
“ pees for Mr. 112,500 lor Mr. Middletofiy 

“ II 2.500 for Mr. Le^cefufy .and 112,500 for Mr. 
“ Stuiory was dillributcd by me ; and that you, thcre- 
“ fore, requeft I will immediately acquaint you wImv 
“ ther the Diftiibution of the Money was made by the 
“ Nabob of his own free Will, or by me, or by thf 
“ Direftion of any other Perlbns.” 

Sir, I have already fully reprefented, and do now 
again tully reprefent, on this Subjeift, what is the real 
State of the Cafe. 'I'here is One Paper to which hia 
Excellency has fet his Hand and Seal for 475,000 Ru- 
pee*., which Sum was given by his Excellency agrcc- 
al^le to my Reprefentations, and my Reprefentations 
were in Confequence of Mr. JobnJlone's Dclirc, wJio fent 
me a Meffagc by Mootyramy That the Gentlemen wanted 
Jbme Money, and that I Ihould procure them fomc from 
the Nabob. As I perceived, that in calc of my not 
reprefenting this Matter to the Nabob, the Gentlemen 
would have been offended with me, I was therefore 
obliged to do it. I was for fome Days treating with 
Mootjram on this Subjeft. 


Mr. Jobnftone at firft defired a very large Sum, but 
after a great deal of Debate, the Nabob gave under his 
Hand and Seal, One Note for 475,000 Rupees, and 
other Two Notes for 100,000 Rupees for Mx. 'Jobn- 
ftoney and 50,000 for his Brother, the* Whole amount- 
ing to 625,000 Rupees for Mr. johnftoney Mr. Middle- 
toHy Mr. Seniory Mr. Leycepry and Mr. JebnJloMdi Bro- 
ther. When this Sum was fixed, I Ihewcd the Notes to 
Mr. Jehnfione. At that I’iine no Diftnboiion of the 
Money had been fettled, but it was afterwards fettled 
in his Excellency’s Prefcnee, agreeably to Mr. Jbbn- 
pne'% Direftions concerning it. I gave all the Three 
Notes into his Excellency’s Fland, and likewife aiquaint- 
cd him, that it was Mr. JobuJlime's Plealure, ili.it the 
100,000 Rupees for himlclf, and 50,000 for his Bro- 
ther, fliould be paid fecretly from all the other Gentle- 
men ; the Note for 475,000 Rupees his Excellency de- 
livered with his own Hand, in Prefence of all. the Four 
Gentlemen, to Mr, y»bti/loney who at firft refufed it, 
but at laft received it out of his Excellency’s Hand ; 
and faid, “ What ftiall the Gentlemen do with a bare 
“ Note ?” His Excellency delivered the Note to me, 
and told me, Do you pay i.ll this Money ; I accord- 
ingly did fo, agreeably to his Excellency's Orders. With 
Regard to the Gentleman’-. Affertion, that the Nabob 
gave the Money of his own free Will, in fuch Cafe, 
Why did he complain to you. Sir, that I had taken 
away the Money belonging to his Houfe, and diftribured 
it amongft the Gentlemen ; do you yourfelf judge : I did 
nothing out obey the Onlers or both Sides : My Rcure- 
fentations to his Excellency were in Confequence or the 
Gentlemen’s Ordns, and his Excellency himfelf alfo 
told me, that I muli do whatever was their Pleafure. 

With regard to the Notes I gave from myfclf, the 
Amount thereof is 475,000 Rupees, Mootyram came to 
me, and told me, that I ouglu to make, fomc Prefent 
to Mr. ychnjtoney and the other Gentlemen, from myfelf 
alfo. 1 fent a Meflagc in Anfwcr, fpitable to my Cir- 
cumftances ; but Mootyram returned and .acquainted me, 
that the Gentlemen were not fatisfied, but we^c cv?n of- 
fended with me. Agreeably to their Pleailire, there- 
fore, 1 gave Notes for 475,000 Rupee.s; One for 400,000, 
to be equally divided between Melfieun yobhpney Seniofy 
Middletcuy and Leyrefiery and One, which the other Gen- 
tlemen knew nothing of (for 75,000 ftupees) 50,000 for 
Mr. yobnjloney and 25,000 for his Brother. Of the above 
Sum 225,000 Rupees have been p.aid, 175,000 by Five 
Bills which you have fecn, and ^0,000 in ready Money 
to Mr. Seniors and there is a Balance due of 250,000 
Rupees, j 00,000 to Mr. Middlctony 50,000 to Mr. 
Seniory 50,000 to Mr. yehnftone, and 50,000 to Mr. 
Leycejler. I formerly (hewed you Copies of the Na- 
bob’s Three Notes, and now all'u I tranfinit you Copies 
inclofed. My Two Notes Mootyram received from me, 
and carried to Mr. yobnjtone, in whofe Flands I imagine 
they now arc. You will demand them from him, and 
perufe them. What I formerly reprefented, and now 
again rcpreflnt, deviates not a Hair’s Breadth from 
the Truth. I then acquainted you fully with the Par- 
ticulars, and now I relate the Subftance to you : I'his 
Matter F have already written to the Committee. 

I arrived To-day, being Sunday, at Deudpoory where 
I was honoured with your Letter •, 1 (hall fet out To- 
night for Moorjhedabady and have the Honour of wait- 
ing on his Excellency 'ro-mori‘ow.

Purfuant to our Advices tranfmitted to you the 20th, 
Lord Clive left this Place the 25th ultimoy propoGng to 
dop a Day or two at Moorjbedahady and then to proceed 
with all poflible Difpatch to the Army, of which you 
will reflgn the Command to his Lordfliip immediately 
on his Arrival. 

Wc have veiled his Lordfliip, in Conjun£Uon with 
you, with full Powers to negotiate with Sujah Houlab 
and the Country Powers •, and you will perceive, from 
the Tenor of our Indrudlions, that our great Aim is to 
obtain a lading and honourable Peace, to revive our 
languifliing Commerce, to imprefs the Natives with a 
Senfe of our Judicc and Moderation, and to reduce 
thefc heavy military Charges, which have hitherto ren- 
dered our extraordinary Succefs, and even the CelTion 
of rich Provinces, fruitlefs to the Company. 

Prom the Cdntehts of your Letter, under Date the 
7th uliimoy it ajipears to us, that Circumftances of the 
liighcft Importance mull daily occur, which it is ablb- 
lutcly nccelTary fliould be communicated to the Com- 
mittee. Wc arc forry therefore to obferve your Silence 
at a critical Juntfline, when you mull be fenfible that 
every Article of Intelligence would enable us to judge 
more clearly, and determine prccifcly on many Points, 
of which wc can now form only general and impcrfcdl 
Ideas. We carneftly recommend to you, therefore, 
that you will omit no Opportunity of writing to the 
Committee, until Lord C/iWs Arrival, and that you 
will then co-operate with his Lordfliip in purfuing fuch 
Mcafurcs as lhall appear nccelTary to the Company’s 
Welfare, and the llappinefs of the Country.

Accordingly I puflicd forwards, Laving 
Major "Jennings to bring on the Army by eafy Marches, 
Sir Robert Fletcher being fomewhat indilpoled, and being 
on that Account gone by Water to Illababad. I arrived 
here Ycftcrday, .nnd immediately waited upon liis Ma- 
jefty, wiio exprefled mucii Satisfaflion at Sujah Doulah'% 
being come in, and confclTed he had no other Expedient, 
but by a ReconciTutioii with him, of maintaining himfelf 
longer than while fupported by us.

Son of Ahnud Chan ( Bungyo ) waited upon me on the 
Part of his Father, and both Akmud Chan himfelf, and 
Hafez Rabmuty another confiderable Robyllbah Chief, 
fignified to me their Defire of vifiting me ; but neith. r 
the Sealbn nor the Bufinels I was upon would admit of 
the Lofs of fo much Time as would necelfarily be taken 
up in receiving their Vifit. 

The Jauts have been much alarmed by our entering 
the Subah of Agray and have fet all their Hands at 
Woik in fetting that, and the other Ports in their Pol- 
leilion, in the bell Pofture of Defence. 

Our Troops are lb exhaullcd, and have lufTered fo 
much from the excelTive Heat, .is to require being 
thrown into Quarters of Refrefliment as loon as poflible ; 

1 propolc difpoling the greater Part of them in tlie 
Neighbourhood of Jvmfury within Twenty Kol's of 
Banarasy which is reprefented to me as an exceeding 
healthy Situation.

A Letter from the Right honourable Lord Clive to the 
Members of the Selcdt Committee, 

Gentlemen, 

It is with Pleafurc I can acquaint you, that the more 
I fee of Mahomed Reza Cazvn, the ftronger is my Con- 
viction of his Honour and Moderation •, but at the fame 
I'ime I cannot help obferving, that either from Timi- 
dity, or fome erroneous Principle, he is too ready to 
fiibmit to Encroachments upon that Proportion of 
Power in the Government which has been allotted him. 
When we eftablilhcd him, and the other Two Minifters, 
we intended, their Departments being diftinft and fepa- 
rate, that they Ihould never interfere with each other's 
Authority, but preferve an equal Sway in the Manage- 
ment of the Nabob’s Affairs. — Roy Dullub, however, 
has already attempted to deftroy this Balance of Power, 
and Mahomed Reza Cawn rather approves than rcfifts it i 
the Appointment of all the Officers for collcfting the 
Revenues is grafped at by the one, and fubmitted to by 
the other. This is certainly fubvcriive of our Intentions, 


as it has a 'I’endcncy to iiicreafe the Power of Rey 
Dullub, and diminifh that of Mahomed Reza Cawn i and 
I am of Opinion, that if we do not prevent it, the Go- 
vernment which we fo deliberately phnned, for the 
1 Tonour and Security of the Nabob, will, cre long, be 
difturbed by Jealoufies, Difeord, and numerous other 
Evils, which generally prognofticate a Revolution in 
this Country. An early Appointment of a proper 
Perfon to refide at tlie City, on the Part of tlic Com- 
pany, feems to me to be tiie beft Means of prcl'erving 
Tranquillity. Mr. Sykes is the Gentleman we propofetl 
Ihould fill this Employment, as foon as it might be 
thought not improper for him to vacate his Seat in the 
Committee. At prefent, to be furc, he cannot be fpared, 
except for Two or Three Weeks ; and as there will pro- 
bably be a Sufpcnfion of important Bufinefs in the Com- 
mittee till General Camw.c and I (hall have the Honour 
of communicating to you our Negotiations with Sujab 
Doulah, I would propole that Mr. Sykes Ihould, in the 
mean Time, go to Muxadavad; and remain there about 
a Fortnight, which, I apprehend, would effcaually pre- 
vent any Difunion among the Thrcc Minifters of State, 
and over-awe that Encroachment of One of them which 
I have reprefented, as they will then be thoroughly 
convinced of our Refolution to fupport the Plan we Jiave 
formed. Mr. Middleton, I think, Ihould be given to 
undeiiland, that Mr. Vifit at the City will not 
be to his Prejudice; and I make no Doubt he will be 
happy in the honourable and moderate Condud of his 
SucceflTor ; nor will Mr. Sykes wilh the Company to be 
at any additional Expence for fo Ihort a Refidcnce. 

If what I have propofed Ihould meet with your Ap- 
probation, I iliall be glad to find it carried into Execu- 
tion as foon as poflible. 

I have nothing farther to add at prefent, than my 
AlTurunces ol communicating to you punctually, from 
Time to Time, fuch of my TranfaCtions as I may judg^ 
worthy your Obfervation, and that I have tlie Honour

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to provide, by every Means in our Power, againfl: any 
Change in the Country Government as now eftablifiied, 
and to lupport that equal Partition of Power between 
Mahomed Reza CawHt Ihelubramt and Junut Seetf as 
rclblved in our Proceedings of the 2 tft Every 

Encroachment on the Share of Authority aiTigned to 
Mahomed Reza Cawn mufl: be checked in Time, and 
his Timidity and Moderation fufl;ained by our Influence, 
in order to demonllrate that we are determined to I'uBer 
no Violation of our Regulations, nor of our Agreement, 
which we regard as equally binding on each of the Three 
Alinillers. 

For this Reafon wc have requefted of Mr. Sykes to 
proceed to the Durbar, and remain there as long as he 
can polTibly be fpared from the Bufinefs of the Com- 
mittee, that he may have an Eye over the ConduA of 
Deolubram, and penetrate whether his Views extend to 
the arrogating to himfclf a gre.ucr Share of Poyer than 
we originally intended. 7 ’liis Talk Mr. Sykes has chear- 
fully accepted, without other Confideratiuns than thofc 
of promoting the public Interefl, and forwarding the 
Meafures of the Committee ; and that Mr. MiddUton 
may not conceive himfelf injured by this Appointment, 
wc propofe to acquaint him by Letter, that Mr. Sykes' % 
Vifit to the Durbar is intended merely to promote ccr- 
jtain Meafures now under Deliberation in the Committee, 
which cannot, with any Propriety, be trufled in other 
Hands. 

The prefent State of the Treafury requires, that wc 
requeft of your Lordfhip to exert your Influence in ob- 
taining Five or Six Laaks of Rupees for the Company, 
to anlwer immediate Exigencies, until their Revenues 
are reduced into proper Order ; after which we have the 
greateft Profpeft of being able to fupply every Ncccflity 
from our own Colle^lions and Duties.

Purfuant to our Rcfolutions of the 7th Inftant, wc 
would recommend to you, that you proceed with all 
convenient Difpatch to the Durbar, and there fupport, 
with all the Influence of the Committee, thofc Rcgula- 
tions which we lately made for the Adminiftration of the 
Government. 


It appears from Lord CUvd% Letter, that dangerous 
Encroachments arc defigned by Doolubram on that Ba- 
lance of Power, and Partition of Authority, which wc 
judge ncccflary to the Security of the prelent Eftablifb- 
ment: He has already infringed on the Agreement with 
his Colleagues, and exceeded the Line we drew for the 
Limitation of their fcvcral Authorities, by claiming to 
himlelf the Right of nominating the OfBcers of the 
Collefbions. Mahomed Reza Cawn has yielded his Point 
with fuch Eafinefs of Dilj.x)fition, and apparent Avcrfion 
to whatever can occafion Difputes, as will ferve rather 
to encourage than to moderate Doelubram'a Ambition. 

You arc therefore to keep the moft watchful Eye over 
this Minifter, to check every Symptom of his afpiring 
at a greater Share of the Adminiftration than wc have 
allotted him, to convince him that we arc determined 
to fupport the prefent Regulation of the Government, 
and that any Tendency in his Condufl, to deviate from 
a Meafurc which we conlider as eflential to the due 
Management of Affairs, and the Peace and Happincls 
of the Country, will ncccffarily incur our Difpleafure, 
and exclude him from the Proportion of Power he now 
enjoys. 

Wc have already, in our Letter of the 7th to I.ord 
Clivey and allb in our Proceedings of that Date, touched 
upon the low Condition of the Treafury, requelling 
that his Lordfhip will exert his Influence in obtaining 
Five or Six Laaxs of Rupees for the Company, to an- 
fwerfuch Exigencies as may occur before their Revenues 
are reduced to the propoled Order. Should therefore 
our Advices to his Lordfhip have arrived too late for 
him to make the neceffary Application, wc would re- 
commend it to you, that you promote tliis Meafurc, in 
the Name of the Committee, with all your Power and 
Intereft. 

As thefe are Points of the utmoft Confequence to the 
Company, we muft requeft that you will maintain a 
conftant Corrcfpondence with Lord Clhcy and with us, 
during your Rcfidcncc at the Durbar, which wc appre- 
hend need not, at this Juncture, exceed the Space of 
Three Weeks or a Month, when your Prefcncc will be 
tieccffaiy at the Committee. 

Wc mall defire of Mr. Middleton to aid and affift you 
all in his Power, in whatever you may require j and 
that he is to confidcr your Vifit to the Durbar, as in- 
tended only to condudl certain Affairs now under Con- 
fidcration of the Committee. 

Your own Zeal for the Public Good, and ypur Pru- 
dence, will fulficicnily diredt you how to aft in other 
Particulars, without further Inftruftions from us. Wc

Seleft Committee, entered on their Proceedings then 
perufed. 

The Nabob's Addrefs to the Seleft Committee is a 
moft extraordinary Produftion, whether the Matter or 
Style of it be taken into Confidcration. It is an Ap- 
peal to thefe Gentlemen againft the Conduft of a Com- 
mittee of the Board, from whom, I fuppofe, he would 
have had Redrefs, had he been able to fupport a Com- 
plaint of this Nature ■, but, fo far from that, 1 believe 
he has repeatedly expreffed his Content and Satisfaftion 
in many Letters to the Governor. Whether I confider 
myfelf as a Member of this Board, or as a Gentleman, 
1 can by no Means allow myfelf to be treated with fuch 
unbecoming Language v nor will the Board thcmfclves, 
1 prefutne, 
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1 prefumc, deem it decent to have me termed the Vac- 
queel of Mahomed Reza Cawn^ while I have been acting 
by CommilTjon from the Board ; and I call on you. Gen- 
tlemen, to do me Jullicc, and mull requefV, before I 
even attempt a Refutation of the Nabob’s Affertions, 
chat you infill on Apologies being made for the Infult 
oflfered this Board through me i your Silence on fuch an 
Occafion mull be interpreted into Approbation.

I'he Board arc, in Confequence, unanimoully of 
Opinion, That a Letter fhould be wrote to the Nabob by 
the Prcfidcnt, exprefling, in the llrongcll Terms, the 
Impropriety of bis uling fuch a Style in any Reprcf.n- 
tation he might have Occafion to make touching the 
Conduift of the Members of the Board j which the Tre- 
lident informs them he HmU do accordingly. 

And Mr. Leycrjler thereupon enters the following fur- 
ther Minutes in Vindication of his Condudi, on the 
Subjedls of the Nabob’s Complaints. 

The honourable Motives on which I adled ztMaxadahad 
leave not a VVilh to conceal any Part of my Tranfadlions; 
I have, however, one Objedlion to entering on my De- 
fence, though that lhall not prevent my Attempt to 
vindicate myfelf to you. Gentlemen i but I think it 
merits Conlideration, how far it appears decent and pro- 
per to allow the Condufl of a Committee, and of Courfc 
the Kcprcfcntativcs of the whole Board, to be thus 
arraigned for Tranfaflions which have not at the Time 
been complained of. As my CommilTion terminated a 
Month and a Half before the Authority of that Board 
expired which made my Appointment, I tiiink an Ap- 
peal Hiould only have been made to thofe Gentlemen, 
for the Conformity of my Condudl to Views which the 
pi efent Board cannot be fuch ample Judges of. And, 
that the Nabob and 1 may net go on in endlcfs Contra- 
didion of each other, I beg the Matter may be put on 
fome certain IlTue and that* if the Nabob’s Aflerttons 
appear falfe, the Board will deteiminc what Meafures 
to purfue, in order to prevent in future fuch unwarrant- 
able .Attacks, which every Gentleman mull otherwife be 
for ever expofed to, who lhall be prol'ccuting any Views 
that may be injuiious to a Firll Minillcr or Favourite 
of the Nabob. 1 was aware, that if ever Nundcomar 
was able to influence the Nabob, he would urge every 
Thing which Malice and Villainy could invent, out of 
Knmicy to me for the Share I had in his Removal. I 
am lorry to fee the Nabob begin his Government with 
a Proceeding that mull create fo much Uneafincfs and 
Jealoufy between him and Ibmc Members of the Coun- 
cil, and which mull, in a Manner, dcllroy all Confidence 
-and Cordiality between them ; but as the particular Dif- 
pleafure exprefled againfl, ine by the Nabob has folely 
been incurred by a Heady Purlliit of the Company’s 
Welfare, it lhall not give me much Pain ; for I am fen- 
fible their Intereft would have been facnficed, had we 
attended to each idle and cvalivc Argument with which 
Nundcomar took Care from 'I'imc to Time to fupply him. 
But to reply more particularly to the Nabob’s Charge : 

Letters of Condolance had been wrote from the Go- 
vernor on his Father’s Death ; and the firll Half Hou ■ . 
of our firft Interview was employed in Compliments of 
one Kind or other. We then acquainted the Nabob we 
had fome private Bufinefs with him, and requellcd he 
would order his Attendants to retire, and that his Bro- 
ther, being young, might do the fame, which he com- 
plied with without Reludtancc. Mahomed Reza Cawn 
had already been ordered down from Dacca by the 
Board but it might appear as much polTible the Na- 
bob’s own A(£t, he was alio defired to fend a like Order. 
He, or rather Nundcomar^ were guilty of a fliameful Im- 
pofition on our Refidcnt at the Durbar^ on whole Ap- 

g lication, the Nabob told him, Orders to that Effcfb 
lould be fent, but tr.\nfm!ttcd Orders dircflly contrary. 
This was an apparent Breach of Confidence. Mahomed 


Reza Cawn had however fet out, and the Nabob wai 
prevailed on by us to fend his Perwannah for that Pur- 
pofe. When he had fubferibed to the Treaty, he was 
alked, when he chofe to be feated on the Muflinud i 
then, or when Mahomed Reza Caron arrived ? 1 le chofe 

the latter, willing, and I believe altogether, to defer it, 
in daily Hopes of receiving Sunmids from the King, 
from which Authority he rather wilhed to hold his Go- 
vernment. The Morning before \ve went to the Kcllah, 
wc acquainted the Nabob, that as we had particular 
Bufinefs to tranfadl with him, it would be advilcable that 
he fliould receive us in a private Apartment, and not 
in the Dewan Connah ; and that no Millake might hap- 
pen in this Meflagc, it was committed to Writing *, nor 
did I ever fee the Nabob, except the Day he was feated 
On the Mulhnud, in any other Apartment than that in 
which he firft received us. It is abfolutely falfe, that he 
Was told not to lit in his Dewan Connah till Mahomed 
Reza Cawn'n Arrival i that he mull live in the Place he 
was } or that he mull put a Stop to all Bufinefs. M«- 
homed Reza Carons I think, arrived the Third Day after 
our firft Vifit. 

Wc found that People about the Nabob had endea- 
voured to infpire him with a Sufpicion of our defigning 
to feat Mahomed Reza Caxtin on the Muflinud i but 
when wc pointed out to him the Improbability of fuch 
Intent, and how necdlefs our prefent Declarations in his 
Favour were, had we any fuch View, he feemed fatif- 
fied, and called on us to pledge our Honour to the Per- 
formance of the IVeaty, wliich he read over Two or 
Three Times. He endeavoured to evade coming to 
any Point, wanted to confult Nundcomar^ and to have 
him to bring the Paper of Advice of his deccafed Fa- 
ther. "We knew this was only to pain Time, and that a 
Delay would only increafe every Difficulty wc had to 
contend with. We replied we came not to treat with 
Nundcomar^ but with him ; that the Council and the 
Englijb were heartily inclined to his Intereft} and that 
he Ihould only confider them as his Friends and Pro* 
teftors. I do not recolleft the Ufe of thofe Words 
about the Paper of Advice } but probably he was told 
it was his bell Part to aft conformably to the Council’s 
Sentiments, fully exprefled in the Treaty. After dif- 
cufling over eveiy Article of the Treaty Three or Four 
Times, and taking Pains to make him unc^erftand it, w* 
prefled his Acceptance, and feemingly faiisficd his prin* 
cipal Objedlion ; ftill he defired to have NundcomoTt 
Opinion *, but when wc faw he had been tutored to do 
nothing without his Concurrence, and chat he was fura 
to encourage the Nabob to the warmell Oppoficion, we 
pointed out to him the Ncceflity of his complying with 
the Refolutions of the Board, and that we could not 
acknowlege him as Soubah till he had promifed his 
Aflent. This was not, I believe, told him in the Terms 
he has ufed, though it was my firm Opinion, and 1 be- 
lieve it was the Board’s, that he ought never to be 
acknowleged on any Terms that fliould ftill leave the 
foje Power in the Hands of Nundcomar^ whofe Charadler 
was even then at leaft a very doubtful one. He fpoke at 
thatl'ime very handlbmely of Mahomed Reza Cawn^ and 
only mentioned what he fays about the Dacca Col- 
Icdlions : He at laft promiled his Compliance. Nund- 
comar and others were called in, and upon their begin- 
ning to ftart Objedlions, they were told, we were not 
conic to receive their Opinion, but to negotiate with 
the Nabob. Some one, I i'orget who, propofed that 
the Treaty with his Father fliould be fent for. Some 
of us remarked it was unncceflary, as the additional 
Articles had been particularly pointed our ; however, 
the Treaty was brought. When it was firft called for, 
we were told, a Faquir had the Treaty, who was fitting 
upon zMirJaffier'i Tomb, fome Miles from the Kellah ; 
but upon finding fuch Evafions would not avail, it was 
prcfenily produced. No Moonfliy was turned out, as 
mentioned by the Nabob, tho’ one was checked for 
offering his Sentiments and Objedlions.

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He then goes on to Mabomsd Reza Ctwii 
ttke^ Twenty . Laaks out of his Treafuiy, and diftri- 
bute<] it without his Knowlege for fecuring his Natb- 
Ihip : This is a moft iharneful Infinuation, and appears 
fo indirc^ly levelled at thofe who fupporced this Mea- 
fure, that I inuft take Notice of it, though done, I 
believe, folely with a View to injure Mahomed Reza 
Cawn. The Opinion I entertain of Mahomed Reza CavotCs, 
Underftanding and Integrity inclines me to believe this 
a groundlefs Aflcrtion. If he has done fo, I will allow 
I have miftaken his Charader i and 1 can declard, and 
am ready to declare on Oath, that 1 have never received 
a fingle Rupee from Mahomed Reza Cawa. The other 
Reflexions thrown out on Mahomed Reza Caving ,he 
will, 1 hope, be able to clear up to the Board’s Satif- 
faXion t and if we confidcr the Struggle the Nabob has 
made to have that Villain Nundcomar ttill about him, no 
Man will be furprifed at the Attack on Mahomed Reza 
Cawfit or thofe who promoted him *, and when all Cir- 
cumftances arc taken into View, I can only be amazed 
to And fuch a feeming Degree of Credit given to the 
Nabob’s AlTertions, which, I think, muft appear to 
every unprejudiced Perfon the Performance of Nundco- 
mart who has fuch an Influence over the Nabob, as to 
m^ke him believe all thofe Enemies to himfclf who have 
been concerned in his Removal. Though Four Gen- 
tlemen were appointed on the Deputation, and concur* 
red in every Mcafure, Mr. Jobnfton and I only are 
named : Mr. Jobafton we are told was fuppofed to be 
previcufly at Enmity with Nundcomar and I, who never, 
but the Day I took my Leave, faw the Nabob, except 
in the Prefence of Meflieurs JohnJleUt Seniort and Mtd‘ 
dktofit am particularly attack^, by Rcafon I fuppofe'of 
my repeated Refufal of large Offers made me by Nund- 
eomar for Support, and on Account of what imme- 
diately followed, regarding Nundeemart when 1 returned 
to the Board j I am fully perfuaded that Nundcomar is 
the foie Author of this Addrefs from the Nabob ; and 
am, 1 confefs, very much provoked to think that that 
Villain (hall entertain a momentary Hope of gratifying 
his Refentment by urging the Nabob to this Attack, 
fcr from himfelf I am pofitiye, it could not have pro- 
ceeded. All the DifHculties and all the Uneafinefs we 
had in executing our CommiiTion at the City proceeded 
from Nundcomar and his Creatures, as wc repeatedly 
informed the Board. The Nabob of himfclf made but 
weak ObjeXions, and fuch fcemed removed by the 
Arguments we ufed, till he was again tutored by Nund- 
comart when he would as flatly contradiX himfelf as a 
Man polTibly could ; he com()lained to the Board very 
bitterly of our Proceedings about Nupdeemart when wc 
were ordered to fend him down j relates a long Hiftory, 
which he the Day before declared he had never heard 
of, and alleges that wc obliged him to fign fuch a Pa- 
per as we thought proper. This was Nundcomar's laft 
Struggle, at leaf! it would have been the laft, had not 
he and the Nabob been taught to expeX an intire 
Change upon the Arrival of Lord Clive and the Com- 
mittee. As the Nabob had Confidence enough to ex- 
claim againlt us to the Board in fuch Terms, why 
failed he to i^d what he pow urges i the Paper he fays 
we forced from him regarded only Nundcomar. I am 
firmly perltiaded, that the fame Influence, which has on 
feveral Occafions led the Nabob into the molt palpable 
CbntradiXions, has now urged him to thefc fliameful 
Infinuations, in Hbpes of alTifting Nundcomar by this 
Attack on thofi^who promoted his Removal. No Con- 
fidence can be placed in his Word and Promife, fo long 
ai Nundcomar or his Creatures have Accefs to him j and 
1 am fatisfied If they were removed he would foon refleX 
on the Impropriety of hU prcfcn^^ConduX, and repent 
of it. 

' I admit the Nabob was at firlt much averfc to- the 
Appointmet;t|‘the Board had made; whence amfe it? 
From the ^Jn^uations d' Nundcomrt as 1 before faid, 
tha( we reafiy mcaift.to place Mahomed Reza Cawn on 
VoL. III. 


the MuQinud ; when he was convinced of our real De- 
fign, and had engaged us to pledge our Honours to the 
Performance of the Treaty, he appeared more fatisfied, 
and would I believe have remained fo, had he not been 
encouraged to expeX the Rcleafc and Reinftatemenc ^ 
Nundcomar on Lord Clive'% Arrival. And if wc were 
nwelfitatcd to urge fome Points in Terms we wouM 
wilh to have avoided, wc were drove to it by the Oppo* 
fition wc met with from Nundcomar and his Adherents. 
It was our Dcfirc and our Aim to treat the Nabob with 
a becoming RefpeX ; but the Struggles of thofe People 
to thwart every Mcafure the Board had recommended, 
obliged us ftow and then to enforce them in more pofi- 
tive Terms, and to explain to them the Mifehiefs they 
would unavoidably draw upon themfclves by fuch a 
Procedure, and how evidently they were facrificing the 
Nabob’s Welfare to their private Views. I always 
efteeftied it a Conteft with the Nabob’s Officers, not with 
him ; the executing the Service wc were fent on alone 
engaged us in many difagreeable Altercations-, and I am 
perfuaded had wc been Icfs earneft it would not have 
been accomplifhcd. 

The Company have by this Treaty an additional 
Income confirmed to tliem of Sixty Lacks of Rupees 
fer Annumt have the whole Military Force of the Pro- 
vince in their own Hands, and have obtained the Power 
of interfering more or Icfs in the Affairs of Government, 
and Nomination of its Officers, as Circumftances may 
render neceflary for their Welfare and Succtfs : More 
they can fcarcc wilh ; and in my Opinion a Icfs Influence 
could not have been infilled on without a Sacrifice of 
their Interefl; ; had Nazem e Dovola been once acknow- 
leged by the Board Soubah, on the Terms of. or with- 
out any additional Articles to, his Father’s IVcaty, 
neither Juftice nor Honour could have afterwards war- 
ranted our impofing on him any other Terms ; but 
when the Government was become vacant, which could 
only be fecured to Nazem o Dovila by the Power of the 
Company’s Force, we hal^ a Right to preferibe fuch 
Condition for that Support as Teemed mofl: conducive 
to their Welfare, on which the Nal)ob*s indeed does 
now fo intimately depend ; where no public Treaties of 
Promifes are infringed, no Tie, no Regard to Mir Jaf- 
jier's Family can Hand in Competition with their Inte- 
rells i and I elleem myfclf happy in having had a Share 
in confirming to the Company fuch defirable Benefits.

The Prefident now informs the Board, that he Aim- 
moned their Meeting To day, in order to lay before them 
an ExtraX of the Procccriings of a ScleX Committee 
held the i6ih Inftant, in Confequcncc of the Refolution 
Record in their lad, communicated to the Board, which 
he does accordingly, and the fame having been perufed 
is returned to him. 

Some Debate pafling thereupon, on the SubjeX of 
receiving Prefents from the Government, and the Officers 
of it; 

Mr. Jobnfton defires the Queftion, Whether the Ac- 
ceptance of all Prefents is improper ? may be put feve- 
rally to the Members of the Board for their Opinions. 

The fame being put accordingly ; 

Mr. Burdett is of Opinion, That fuch Prefents may 
be received or not, according to the particular Circum- 
ftances. That the Nabob has a Right to difpofe.of his 
own Property ; and that the Prefents on the Occafion in 
Queftion might with great Propriety be received. 

Mr. Leyc^tTy That where they are not the Price of 
Services they may very properly be received. 

Mr. Sykest That Prefents at all I'inus from the Na- 
bob or his Officers are very improper, as tending to the 
Prejudices of the Company’s intertfts. 

Mr. Jobnfton minutes it as his Opinion, That where 
they are not the Price of unwoithy Services, and no 
Truft is betra}ed for the Acceptance of them, is no 
Way improper ; and in the prefcne Cafe, as being pre- 

5 R vious 
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vious to the Kxecution of the Deed of Covenant, as. 
warrantable as in Time paft, by any who have received 
them. 

Mr. Vereljl is of Opinion, That the receiving of Pre- 
fcnis> at a Time the Board are doing their Duty in fup- 
porting the Government, and in the Intereft of the 
Company, is highly improper, and the more fo in the 
prefent Inftance, fince he is informed that the Company’s 
Orders and Covenants were arrived in CaltuUa before the 
Tender of them. 

Mr. Plajdell agrees in the Opinion given by Mr. 
Z.eycejler. 

Mr. Sumner n of Opinion, That the Acceptance of 
Prefents after the Receipt of the Company’s Orders to 
the contrary, and the Covenants, was very improper. 

The PrefvJcnt’s. 

That no Prefenrs whatever ought to have been 
accepted after the Receipt of. the Covenants, except in 
the Manner fpccifitd therein.

Mr. Leycefter now delivers in the following Minute on 
the Subjedt of the laft Select Committee Proceedings 
perufed at the Board. 

When the Company’s Intereft: were altogether fe- 
cured, and the Orders of the Board fully executed, it 
is very true that 1 accepted of a Prefent from the Na- 
bob } I never made a Secret of it, as the Cuftom of 
this Country on fuch Occafions, well known to every 
Body, fanftifics the Acceptance j and where Prefents 
have not been cftccmed the Price of imj>roper Services, 
I never heard a Refteffion call on t^ofe who did re- 
ceive them. 1 went up to the City without the 
Thought of any private Emolument, prefuming the 
Benefit 1 had to inuft: on, for the Company, would ren- 
der me too obnoxious to be conftdered as others have 
been on like Occafioiis*, many have .felt the Benefics of 
fuch a Cuftom, and when I had done my Duty to the 
Company, I thought myfelf at Liberty to accept a Pre- 
fent from the Nabob, which I am confident can in no 
Shaoe prove injurious to the Company; wbilft the 
Setuement of the Government was under Confidera- 
uon, I declined every Overture that was made j many 
knew that fuch were made in Calcutta^ and honourably 
refufed. Mr. Spencer, though he afterwards accepted 
an Offer of Two' Lacks from the Nabob, refufed a pre- 
vious one of Eleven Lacks; this Offer alone con- 
fidcrably exceeded the Whole of what the Nabob after- 
wards gave, and might have been received by Mr. 
Spencer, could he have been brought to think it con- 
fiftent with the inrtreft of the C<jmp.any to have deferred 
for a Ihott Time the Settlefnent of the Government 
Affairs. The Man who came down from the City to 
make this Offer to Mr. Spencer, waited alfo on me with 
the fame Intent; he told me he had particular Bu- 
finefs, and delired me to allow his coming to me in a 
more private Manner, which I declined, as 1 knew his 
Errand, and was refolved not to accept any Offer he 
could make. Again, while I was at the City, Offers 
were repeatedly made me from Nundeomar on the Part 
of the Nabob, as wdl as of himfelf, which I as oft re- 
fufed ; and as 1 gave no Encouragement to fuch Mef- 
fages, no particular Sums were named, but it was faid 
they fhould be fuch as would fully fatisfy me, if I 
would but endeavour to keep 'riiings, in the State they 
were. And it is certain, if v/e had let quiet in CaUutta, 
itmnenfc Fortunes miglit have been made, could we 
have brought ourfelves to accept tliem on fuch Terms. 

All previous Offers having been Aus reftifcd, it was in- 
timated to Mahomed RezaCawn, when the Bufinefs was all 
fettled, that he might hint to the Nabob, that, our former 
Qt^cdliors no longer fubfifting, wc were ready to receive 
any Marks of his Favour, as the Nabob’s previous Of- 
fers were a Proof of his Intent to make Prefents. Thefc 


Intimations 414 not ieem improper; f know of 00 
Arguments being ufinl, to make MabamiRnaCeew 
think he would have offended ns by declinine dm ; 
and, if I recolleft right, he told us the firft Motion 
came from the Nabob; when the Paper was prefented- 
by the Nabob, wc more than once told him we wanted 
no fuch Offer, if it was not entirely with his own In- 
clination, which he repeatedly alTured us it was ; and I 
am confident the Gifts to us were the real Gonfequence 
of Cuftom on like Occafions. 

Mahomed Reza Cawn made the Offer he fpeaks of, 
but I did not know that the Arguments^ he mentions 
w^.:re made Ufe of to him; when every Thing which re- 
garded Mahom-'d Reza Cawn appeared fettled, I thought 
there could be no Impropriety in my Acceptance of his 
Offers ; but .it* u-rwards, s^hen I recdlle6ted that his 
Appointmtiit might one Day or other become a Matter 
ofConteft,' ! refolved not to give the fmallcft Room 
fdr any Imputation of my being improperly influenced, 
and thcrefote declined accepting a Bill of Fifty thou- 
fand Rupees which he fent me down ; I never took ie 
into my Pofteflion, and as a Prdof that I did not in- 
tend it, I fiibfcribcd to the Covenants while I had fo 
large a Sum in my Power ; and I could produce LiCttera 
in Teftimony of my Refolution not to receive it ; if 
Mahomed Reza Ca-an has not been properly advifed 
of this my Refolution, it has not been owing to any 
Miftake of mine. As to Juggut Seat's, 1 fay, that be- 
fore I left Muxadavad, it had been intimated that he 
was defirous of making a Prefent, and that his Father 
had made Prefents on like Occafions with a View to 
raifc the Credit of his Houfe. We had treated '^uggut 
Seat with particular Refpeft and Civility, but I faw no 
Reafon for fuch Offers ; I always underffood they came 
firft from him, and am totally ignorant of the Argu- 
ments he mentions having been ufcd to induce him to 
make them. This I know of Jngput Seats Offer, when 
I returned to Calcutta, and Ten Thoufand Rupees for 
his Houfe was afterwards received on my Account. It 
has always been my Opinion, that in a Country not 
under the moft auolure Tyranny, every Man’s Pro- 
perty was at his own Difpofal, and eveiy one was at 
Liberty to accept what was offered without Fear or 
Compulfion, the feme not being a Confideration for 
improper Services : The adopting oppofite Maxims is 
contrary to the known Prafticc of thofc who have gone 
before us ; and though abfolute Orders, with a Penalty 
annexed, may make the receiving the Prefents im- 
proper and inconvenient, yet they cannot alter the Rec- 
titude of the Aft itfclf; and I will venture to appeal 
to the common Sentiments of Mankind, which 1 ans 
perfuaded will condemn that Man as a very abfurd 
one, who, having an Opponunity of obtaining a com- 
fortable Maintenance tor no diihonourable Sacrifice, 
Ihould decline the Occafion. 

However, I do not fee with what Candour or Pro- 
priety any Body can enquire into a Circumftance of 
this kind ; if Ju£gut Seat had been oppreffed, he kiMw, 
or Ihould be told, that his Appeal was to ihe Board. 
It does not appear he of himlelf made any fuc^h Com- 
plaint ; if leading Queftions n^fere put, thty were im« 

E r, he would from thence diu.'over that I'uch an 
ition of what he gave would be agreeable ; and I 
would be glad to know if he was not cdled on to com- 
mit thefc Circumftanccs to Writing. 

I think the Committee did only their Duty in laying 
before the Board the Nabob’s Addrefs to^kem, but that 
the fubfequent Mcafures Ihould have been taken in 
the Prefence of, and with the Concurrence of, the 
Board. The Committee fummoning any Perfons be- 
fore them; to impeadi the Members this Board, is 
in my Opinion extremely improper. 

If any Intereft of the Company has been facrificed 
to private Views, it is incumbent on every good Ser- 
vant to point out fiich Mifeonduft ; but where Preiencs 
have not been accepted for any fuch Sacrifice, I «¥n 
6 fure 
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for^Utt d<ang the Comp^oy no Scryi(je to be fhak- 
ins fuch miovte Refcarckee into Opcuntncei of this 
Kl^dt unleft ComplMOts of OppreiHon are iirft rnadCt 
and.llieii the Enquiry Ihould be aa free and open as 
pobSblc. 

It is true that the Covenants hid arrived before 
thefe Prefents were accepted, which the then Governor 
and Council, for ReafonS they would have alTigned to 
the Company, thought proper to defer putting in Force. 
Many Inftances of a like Deviation may be quoted, 
,withqut incurring the Difuleafure of our honourable 
Majors, as I truft will be the prefent Cafe. > 

JSince the Contefts which have prevailed amongft thd 
Proprietors at Home, the Orders from the Court of 
Directors have been fo dufkuating, that it has really 
been difficult to coUeft the Sentiments that were to 
guide our Conduct Abroad. 

It has been innmated that the Covenants were hi- 
ther the Efieft of Party, than the cool Sentiments of 
our Makers y and 1 have heard it was probable. Parties 
would unite in abolilbins Covenants, that could only 
hyure Individuals, and do the Company no Service. 
And indeed, had thefe been executed, without Affiir- 
ances of the Inland Trade being put on a proper Foot, 
ing, no Man could have honeftly got a Competence in 
their Service \ a fkrift Obfervance of the Order about 
the Inland Trade had very materially injured many of 
our Fortunes, and that even at a Time when the Or- 
ders were repeated. We might as well expeft the 
abolifiiing the Covenants i and why, in a fecond In- 
ftance, were we to lay ourfelves under Reftri^bons 
unknown to any of our ^decelTors, at a Time when 
it was poffible the very Orders for that PurpoTe were 
revoked. 1 urge thefe at Arguments which probably 
mif^t induce me then Governor and Council not to 
in^ce the Covenants, and in Oppofition to the Strefs 
which fomc Members of the Board lay on the fuppofed 
Breach of thofe Orders, had the Authori^ then fub- 
Filing thought proper to put them in Force, Obe- 
dience would have been my Pare } and I believe, tho* 
the Company*s Orders about the Inland Trade, and 
TalFals* were well known to the Servants, that no In- 
dividual judged- them obligatory on himfelf tiU the 
Board’s Orders in Confequence were ilTued. 

When the Nabob complained of the Proceedings of 
the Deputation of this Boand, it was ve^ pit^r his 
Letter to. die Committee (hould be laid before the 
Board t and the Nabob Ihould at the fame Time have 
been informed, that the Povfcr of cenluring the Mem- 
bers- of this Board felled only with the Prefident and 
Council, from whom he might cxpeA all poffible Pro. 
teflion and Redrefs. 

Mahomed Reza Ca<m Ihould have been examined in 
Prefcnccof the Board only, on the Nabob’s Charge of 
his having dillributed, uniuiown m him. Twenty Laaks 
for the Purchafe of his prelhoc Employ. 

Beyond the Charge that tliere was made, Nothing 
ihould have been fought for or enquired into. Mahomed 
Reza Qawn had been led to the Mention of Circum- 
ftances he would wilh to have concealed, and, as well 
as I can recoUeA or know, has been milUken in Parc 
of his Detail. Where ChargeS^ are made, Jfullice to 
the Accuied or Acculer demands an Examination i but 
k Ihould qoc be the Bufine&of any Perfon to be feck- 
iqg Occafions of this Kind. 

On the Whole, if I have received Prefents, I have 
Fsfirifi^ no Interefts of the Company’s in order to ob- 
them •, the Prelents that were made me, I con- 
ceived to Ik willingly and. voluntarily made t if it has 
been otheewife, the Bril Injury has been done me, in qoc 
making it known to me, My declining to receive the 
Fifty Thgufand Rupees font by Mahomed Reza Cawn, 
fiom UtDeterminadon not to give the leaft Room to 
fawok me improperly inBoenced, and my Refufal of 
ttfihlOlA Oficfi made through Nuadcomarf ve.very 


ilrong prefumptivc Proofs, that I would not benefit 
Aiy mtune by any M^ans that i ..thought jmuJd pof. 
fibly be deemed improficr. - ' ‘ '

The Proceedinns of the Seleft Committee of the 
7th, wherein the Evidence of one Mootyram k recited, 
would feem to imply a fuppofed Collufion in my Re- 
fufal of Mahomed Reza Cawi^o Bill for Rs. 50,000, 
which obliges me to remark further, that I firmly believe 
the Man was never authorifed to deliver the Mefikge 
mentioned, but to return the Bill unconditionally into 
the Hands of Mahomed Reza Caton. Nothing ever 
afled between me and MooterMty Buffuntroy^ or any of 
is People, on the SubjeA of this Bill; but 1 did 
imagine it had been received back by Mahomed Reza 
Camm. 

No fuch Converfation as nietitioned in Mahomed Reza 
Cawn's Narrative, N“ i, fever paffed in my Prcfcnce. 

I have already declared myfelf ignorant of the Argu. 
ments related ifi Mahomed Reza Cawn's Narrative, N* 
2, having been ufed to Induce him to make Prefents. 

I always believed his Offer came firft from himfelf ; 
but as much Strefs feems laid on the Bill’s having been 
tendered by Mootyram the Day before this Narrative 
was laid before the Board, I mud ubferve that I know 
not of fuch Bills Jiaving been iffued hj Mahomed Rgza 
Cawn till the 5th that on the 9th 1 figned the 

Covenants, and on the 15th I wrote to a Gentleman 
at CiiSimbuZart That if the Whole of the Nabob’s Offer 
had not been paid, none was to have been received af- 
ter that Day, a Proof that I would not have been 
guilty of a Breach of them ■, and it is evident 1 had 
not received the Bill in Queftbn. On the atd, I wrote 
CO the fame Gentleman in the following Words : 

You know the Ot^e£lions I made at Muxadabad to 
receive a Prefent from the Quarter you mention •, they 
appear as Ilrong as ever ■, for though it would not in 
the lead biafs my Conduft, 1 would not put it in any 
Body’s Power to fuppofe a View to it could have had 
Infiuence in the Choice of Mahomed Reza Cawa, whofe 
Abilities and Charafter were my foie Inducement for 
wifhing to have fo large a Share of the Government 
under him. The Draft you mention was fenc down i 
but I decline the Acceptance of it, though I have yet 
been filent to Mahomed Reza Cawn, led he fhould ap- 
prehend, from my Refufal at this Time, a Refolution 
to forfake him, as is a common Notion in this Country. 
1 have not a Thought, however, to accept it. 

The Bill had never been put into my Hands, nor in 
the Hands of any of my People, The Perfon who 
acquainted me that Mootyram had fuch, was defired to 
dircfl him to return them j and, as 1 never heard more 
of them, 1 did believe Mahomed Reza Cawn had Pof- 
feffion of them, till his Narrative was laid before the 
Board. 

I mud particularly remark on the Minute entered on 
Clofc of the Committee Proceedings of the 
by Defire of Mahomed Reza Cazpn, That 1 never heard 
him mention a Syllable about a Prefent from himfelf ; 
that I never knew he afkcd If the Prefent he propofed 
was to be a general Affair, or if the other Gentlemen 
of Council were to have a Share ; or that he was 
anfwered, This mud be for us ; let ihem look to them- 
ielves. He favs the Deputies made this Reply ; 1 de- 
clare, I never knew of fuch Quelhon, or luch Reply. 

I had heard the Nabob intended Prefents v but I 
knew not the Sum allotted me till Mahomed Reza 
Cam i««fented the Paper, by Order of the N.ibob, 
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Vk lio, 1 conceived, h.id himfclf afljgncd that particular 
.Sum. 

'i litre- i'l no one Circumltance colleftccl through the 
Whole of thcr Lnqiiirics, which 1 know of, that I 
wi<uhl not have eonimunicatcd, had I been properly 
called on ; and tliou'di the difagrecable Tertm, in which 
ir has been emle.n-ourcd to difclofe the Secret of thefc 
l^ri-ients, of whith no Secret was made, has obliged 
me to infill ]'.irtitularly on my de< lining to accept Ma- 
kcmcii Reza Ca-j ii's Bill •, yet, confidenng the Manner 
anil '1 line it was olfered to me, I fiiould not have 
thought the Acteptance any Ways dilhonourablc. 

.A.S Nothing palfed pcri'onally between me and the 
Sents, I'o as to in.ike me quite jiofitivc that the Preft-nt 
he made was with his own Inclinations, though I never 
bcfoie had a Doubt of it ; and as the Meflages faid to 
bedilivcrcd by A Juht am implies I'omc Unwillingncfs 
on his Part I acquaint the Board, that my intention 
w.is, 10 order b.iek to the iV/i/’s Houle what was thence 
received I'li mv y'. tcmint, and am ready to make Oath, 
tl.at 1 was totally ignoiant of the Meflage faid to be de- 
lis ned to the Siuti on this Subjeft.

entirely the free Will of the Nabob, I, on that Account, 
received what was fent me, 1 knowing it to be on no 
ot! er Footing whatever,

Mr. Gray'% Name being inferred in ilie faper laid 
before the Board by the Prefident, on the yih Inftant, 
relative to Prel’ents from the Nabob, he folemnly de- 
clares, that no Keqiicft or Solicitation was made on 
his Part to obtain any Prefent or Gratification what- 
ever i nor was he informed that a Prelent was intended, 
t'.ll it was actually tendered. He further afllircs the 
Board, he would not have accepteil of it, liad he not 
been fully farisfiid it flowed from the Nabob’s free In- 
clination. He knew not of, and nevei ftiould have 
conl'ented to have ufed, Perfuafion, far lefs 'Phreats, to 
obmin Prelents from any Perlbn, and he has all along 
entertained too good an Opinion of the Members «if 
this Board, to fuppofc any of them capable of fuch an 
u.idcrhand Proceeding. However, if Allegations of 
this Nature .ire laid to the Charge of any, they cannot 
afitft thole (lentlcmen who, Ixing in Calcutta^ could 
h.a\e no Opportunity of iifing improper Means to ac- 
quiie Preltntsj and that they did not, appears very 
evidently from what Molomed Reza Caven obferves 
in the latter Part of hii Declaration to the Seleft Com- 
miitec. 

It can never be thouglir, that, for this Gratification, 
he gave up a fingle Atlvaniage he could have acquired 
for the honoui able Company. He was a Member of 


that Board who procured an additional yearly Revenue 
of Eighty Laaks of Rupees to the PofTeflions they held 
before ; nvaking, with thefc, in all, at leaft One Million 
Eight hundred Thoufand Founds Sterling per 
Had the Gentlemen of Council been difpofed to fpare 
the Nabob in his Aflignments, he would have given 
them much large;. Sums, and no Complaints would 
have made their Appearance. 

Certain therefore, that what he received was the 
Eftedt of the Nabob’s free Will, he perceived no Im- 
propriety in benefitting by his Excellency’s Bounty, on ' 
an Occafion where former Precedents have warranted 
the Acceptance, and where his Confcience could ' not 
tax him witli the fmalleft Breach of the Truft repofed 
in him by his Employers, It is true, the Covenants 
had come to Har\d fomc Time before Mr. Gra/s Ar- 
rival from Matilda ; but they had not been executed - 
by any of the Board, all of whom concurred in deem* 
ing them the grc.iteft Severity the honourable Company 
could impoie on their Servant?, and agreed to write 
Home a Rcmonftrance to our Employers, fetting forth 
the particular Hardfliip ; not doubting bur, on a due 
Reprefentation, they would repeal them : This they 
were encouraged to hope from fcveral Inftanccs of Or- 
ders detrimental to the Companjj’s Servants having 
been reverfed on a proper Application. However, the 
Attention of the Board being deeply engaged on the 
Tranfadtions fubfequent to the late Nabob’s Death, the 
taking the Covenants into Confideration was poftponed, 
and never refumed till Lord C/wPs Arrival. Mr. 
Gray confidered the Covenants as meant to be a Check 
upon Fraud, or rendering the Government Services 
with a View of fomc pecuniary Gratification, without 
confidcring the Company’s Advantage., But* in lay- 
ing this Reftridion on thofc they might fufpeft bafe 
enough to betray their Truft for a Bribe, they have 
alfo cut off from their honeft and faithful Servants of 
the prefent Standing, the Advantages which were en- 
joyed without Rcftridion by thofe of former Times ; 
a Particular of Severity with which Mr. Gray cannot 
believe the honourable Company meant to ftigmatize 
or to diftrcls the prefent Set of Servants i for our 
Employers muft entertain a reproachful Opinion of us, 
if they believe the Reftraint of Confcience, heretofore 
confidered a fufficient Tyc on the Conduft of our Pre- 
deceilbrs in the Service, is not enough to bind our 
Hands from doing them Injufticc i and to cut off from 
their Servants every Source of Benefit which their Ser- 
vice afford.?, is furcly diftreffing them in the fevereft 
Degree. The Salt arid Inland Trade was fdme Time 
ago very beneficial ; but tlie Company, believing it was 
a principal Occafion of, although he is convinced it 
was in Fad only a Pretext for, the War with Mir 
Ceffim, ftemed determined to reduce it, and deprive 
us of that Source.

by the rapacious* rclentlcls Enemy •* his Circumftances 
brought to the lowed Brink of Ruin* not only by the 
XiOTsofhis own Fortune, but alfo by the Accumula- 
don of a heavy Debt taken up in the Courfe of his 
Trade* for which he was anfwerable, without the Means 
kftio dilbharge it^ his Health deftroyed by the Fa- 
tigues and Hardlbips he underwent, and himfclf re- 
duced to the utmoft Didrefs and Mifery* as well from 
Afflidton from the Sufferings of thofe he held mod 
dear to him* as from the Confideration of his own 
Misfortunes 1 the very Idea of what he has , endured 
Ihocks his Recollection* and the Precarioufnefs of his 
Situauon* and the Vicilfitudes to which he has been 
fubjefted* have painted forth Independance to him in 
too defirable Colours to admit of nis. Self-Denial, when 
he can obtain it without the lead Deviation from that 
Int^ity and Fidelity to the Intered of his Employers* 
trhkh he has ever made the Rule of his Conduct i nor 
could it have been expeCted* that whild his Hands 
were not tied up by thofe Covenants to which his Will 
did not conient* and which, though ordered, he did

on the Whole for Intened. This Valuation of the 
Goods was very fhort of the Price they would have 
ibid at* and the Allowance was lefs than a Third Part 
of the real Intered i for it is now above Three Years 
that we have laid out of our Money, and but One 
Year*s Intered is given. He means not here to blame 
thofe Gentlemen who dipulated , the Terms of this 
Reditution, for he thinks the Whole of our Loffes was 
more than the Nabob could then bear to difchargc; 
but he dates the Cafe fairly betwixt the Government 
and himfelf ; and if what he has lod by them be com- 
pared to what is fet down to his Account, in the End 
AC would have to receive a Balance. 

. On the Whole, Mr. Gray, deprived, as he believed, 
of the only Trade by which he could raife any Benefit* 
and unprovided for by the honourable Company with 
an Allowance adequate to his neceffary Expenccs, ac- 
cepted of the Prelcnt offered him, on Convi&ion it was 
Entirely confident both with his Duty and his Honour. 
..He hows that what he has urged wiU prove ladsfadbory 
lb his Employers, and procure him their Confent ana 
Approbatiott.

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Mr. Buriett likewifc enters the foUowbg Minute : 

As Mr. PkydeO and Mr. Grey have thought it necef- 
fa^ to clear up their CHaradters from the Imputation of 
having extorted Prefents from the Nabob, 1 likewifc! 
beg Leave to inform the Board that I looked upon the 
CO, 000 Rupees fent me as a voluntary Gift from the 
Nabob, and in fuch Light only I received it •, the 
Manner in which it was paid will 1 prefume fufficiently 
exculpate me from that heavy Charge of Extortion. 1 
cannot look upon myfelf as culpable in receiving Pre- 
fents brfore the Covenants were figned fo far from it, 

I mud ingenuoufly confefs, that had Ten Times the Sum 
been'oflered in the fame Manner I received the fird, 
and my Covenants not figned, 1 ffiould without the lead 
Scruple have received it, well fatisfied that I was doing 
no more than thofe who came before me •, nor Ihould I 
then have acknowlcgcd the Power of any Committee to 
arraign my Conduft, unlefs they Ihewcd me a fpccial 
Power for that Purpofe from thofe only whom I edeem 
my Maders.

Mr. Jebnfton having, agreeably to his Application, re- 
ceived the Copies of the whole Proceedings, fends 
in his Anfwer to them in the following Minute : 

The SeleA Committee have been pleafed to lay before 
the Board fcveral Narratives of Mahomed Reza Cetton 
and Juggutfeety touching Prefents that have been made 
to fundiy Gentlemen by the Nabob, and which in their 
Proceedings they call Evidence of the greated Confe- 
qucjice. 

As no Complaint was made, either before or now, to 
the Board, by either Mahomed Reza Cawnt Jttggutfeet^ 
or the Nabob, againd the Gentlemen therein mentioned, 
that any unfair Means or Compulfion had been ufed 
towards obtaining thefe Prefents, * nor any Redrefs fued 
for, I am at a Lofs to know whofe Suit I am to reply to, 
or to whom as Judges I am accountable. The Nabob’s 
Addreffes and Letters to the Selcid Committee, accufing 
Mahomed Reza Cavan of having given away without his 
Knowlege 20 Lacks of Money and Goods to different 
People to fecure him in his Naiblliipi this was laid 
before the Board, .and it reded with Mahomed Reout 
Ceram to difprove this, and to Ihew he had ifflied no 
Money againd the Nabob’s Inclination, but with his 
Confent, and Order under his Hand and Seal. 

The Committee however, affuming as it would appear 
the Office of Inquifitors, call upon Mahomed Reza Cawn 
to declare before them on Oath, not only to the Matter 
laid againd him, but whatever elfe he knew, or they 
pleafed to aik, touching his own Concerns : From him, 
overawed by the Opinion of their fupremc Power, on 
which his Pod and Honours depend, and that nothing 
of Confequcncc now reds with the Council, they extort 
what they call Evidence of the greated Confequeocc. 

Jugiutfeet, in like Manner, without having made any 
Compaint of Oppreffion, Compulfion, or any Injury 
being done his BuWfs, is called upon for his Evidence 
on his Obfervation of Meffages being delivered they 
being lent as reprefented is falfe, and can . never be 
proved. The Committee would ground a Charge of 
which they would become the Judges, and are them- 
ielves the Complainants. 

To fupport thefe Evidences thus procured, Mccteram, 
who is inentioned as the Perfon intruded by the Gen- 
tlemen, is arreded at Calcutta by a Party cf Stapeys^ 
confined clofe Prilbncr in his Houfe under a Serjeant’s 
Guard, with ail the Terrors attending a Man already 
convifted and condemned of capital Offences •, thence 
be is brought next Day, with his military Guards attend- 
ing him, and, ignon-int of nur Laws and Rights, obliged, 
contrary to alllLaw, to Iwear chat he will anfwer alf the 
Quedions they fhall plcafe to put to him, whether to 
get him to betray the Confidence they imagine may 
5 S Havc 
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have been icpofed in liini, or that might tend to con- 
demn himrelf. 

Bujfuniroy^ lii? Duan, fuppofed alfo intrufted bv Afw- 
teram^ is in like Manner feized by Seap^Sy and under 
this Terror and Confulion hurried before his Accufera 
-and Judges, and obliged to give Evidence on Oath to 
all Queftions put to him to betray the Secrets of his 
Maftcr, or make againll: himfclf. 

Had Mooteram been accufed of any capital Crime, or 
of having done any Thing contrary to Law, if fubjeft 
to be tried by the Lav/s of our Country, under the 
EngUJh Flag, and by Englijhmen afting with a lawful 
Authority as his Judges, we prefume in an open and 
public Manner, he ought to have had his indiftment, 
and been allowed Counfcl, a liberty never denied to 
any under the Froteftion of the Englijb Government, 
and who has like him a Hoiife and Family within their 
Land, inftead of being fliut up, and denied Communi- 
cation with any but with his menial Servants j Counfcl 
was allowed Ramhurny and I believe to others tried 
before the honourable Board, and Nundemar was pro- 
miled an open and fair 'rrial. 

Mooteramy though he is in the prefent Employ of the 
Nabob, has his Houle and Family in the Company’s 
piftiiit, and under the Company’s Protedlion, in wbofc 
Service he has been for many Years. He is not im- 
peached by tlie Nabob, nor any Charge laid againlt 
him in particular that appears } but if he were, a fair 
Trial, h.ad the Nabob lubmitted him to the Committee 
as his Judges, was wh.it he had a Right to expect, and 
that he Ihould not be thus compelled by Force, Impri- 
fonment, and Fear of his Life or Honour, to give 
Evidence that might make againft himfclf, or in order 
to be brought as a Proof againft any SubjcA of Britahty 
and enjoying the Rights and ProtcAion of her Laws 
and Liberties. I do therefore, for myfclf, objedl to 
and deny fuch Evidence, and enter my folcmn Proteft 
againft every Matter or Evidence that has been and 
lhall be obtained from cither Mahomed Rtza Cenony Jug- 
gutfeety Mcoteranty Bujfunt Rejy or any other Perfon/ 
where fuch undue Influence, unlawful Means, and Vio- 
lence, has been or flull be ufed to get them to declare 
or to anfwer on Oath to all Queries that Ihould be put 
to them while under Reftraint, Imprifonment, and Fear ; 
and that I will anfwer to no Charge or Imputation founded 
on fttch. 1 think it proper, however, to declare, and 
am ready to take my Oath, that I never did authorize 
Mooteram or any other Perfon to alk Prefents of Juggut- 
feet in improper or unlawful lerms, or by any Threats 
or Infinuation-s that his Bufinefs Ihould ocherwife meet 
the fmallcft Im^iment or ObftruAion from us ; and 
that no CompuUion or Violence was with my Knowlege 
ever made Ufc of or intended, to induce him to give 
any Prefents. 

If the Nabob, Mahomed Reza Cawtty and Juggutfeety 
had ever complained of themlclvcs, and could prove, 
that I had by Force or Threats extorted, or by unfaif 
Means obtained, Prefents from them i or if it could be 
Ihewn wherein I negkfted or facrificed the Company’s 
Intereft, ahd the Buftnefs I was intruded with on this 
Occafion, with a View to fuch Confidcration j or that 1 
did not fupport it to the utmoft of my Power, or had done 
or promifed any dilhonourable Service \ I Ihould then 
have thought it incumbent on me, and readily would 
have put myfelf on my Defence, and juftified my Con- 
duift agreeably to the Laws of my Country, and the 
Conftitution of the Company. But when I fee the

He ftill conti- 
nues to this Day in the fame clofe ConBnemenc, as alfo 
Bujfuntroy^ under military Guards ; and under thefe 
Circumftanccs, Lord Clive propofed in Council he 
might be called and examined i as if fuch Treatment 
was not fuflicicnt to deter any black Man from retrac- 
ing, however much inclined, whatever he might have 
faid before, falfe or contradiCory, where he could not 
buc expeC that retracing would draw on him ftill more 
Dilgrace and unhappy Confequences. T])e Sufferings 


of Mootyram point out too plainly' what others have to 
expeC from fuch arbitrary Power, and feem well cd* 
culatcd to excite every Accufaiion that cari poflibly 
be feraped together Ihom fuch felfiffi difappointed Men, 
againft the Gentlemen who have had the AdminiOration, 
and managed the Affairs of the Company with fo much 
Credit and Succefs. 

1 cannot avoid taking Notice of another Inftance, to 
fhew how much it has bwn the Aim of the Prefident to 
render me cheap and of no Confequence in the Eyes of 
the very Country People.,, W^cn I predded as Chief, 
even the Intereft of the Company requined chat RefpeC 
ihould be kept up. The Board having long fince eft'a- 
blilhed a Chief and Council for the Management of the 
ColleCions, and conducing the BuHnefs of the Bard- 
wan DiftriC, and all Orders have hitherto been iffued to 
them from the public Department, and all -Accounts, 
Statements, Remittances, made by ■ diem to ..the 
Board,' and never any Orders have been, fince the E^- 
blifhpient of the Chief and Council, fent from thcTrefi- 
dent of the Board to the Rajah, but whatever concerned 
the Bufinefs has been conftandy addrefled froip. the 
Board to them only. This Branch of the Company^ 
Bufinefs, which has as little Conneftion with the ^fi- 
nefs of the Committee as Inveftments at the Subordinates, 
or the Lands of CalcutlOt Chittagong^ or Midnapore^ they 
have taken under their Jurifdiraon, and without once 
deigning to make the leaft Enquiry of me m any one 
Point, though here prcfeijt, or even confulring the 
Board, or examining a Paper or public Account. A 
Letter is wrote from the Prefident to the Rajah, demand- 
ing 7,90,000, as the Balance due from him, requiring it 
to be paid in Seven Days, otherwife Ihould ftand to ^ 
Confequences, for he would hear no Excufe. The Ba- 
lance, according to a Statement which I gave Mr. Sum- 
ner^ to the End of March laft, fuppofing diie Revenue 
1763 to be ftated at 34 Laaks, to which the Rajah ne- 
ver agreed, and this Tear at 32 Laaks, it appears, that, 
from the Beginning of our PoiTelfions to the End of 
Marcb^ there is due only about 3 Laaks in the Receipts 
of fo large a Sum as 142,85,284 Rupees. The Ac- 
counts of the fevcral Years will Ihcw clear enough under 
whofe Management the Bufinefs has been bell kept op, 
and moft Rents collcdled. The Rajah has not the Power 
remaining with him of recovering the Balances due from 
the Farmers, but through the Gentlemen fuperinceod- 
ing the Colleflions, and I believe the Balances outftand- 
ing may amount to 14 or 16 Laaks, the Calh Account 
will flicw the Receipts and Dilburfements of whatever 
Money has been colledled. Notwithftanding thefc Cir- 
cumftances, and that the Rajah receives at the Rate of 
about 22,000 Rupees per Month from the Cafli, he has 
not fent the Balance due out of his own private Allow- 
ance, but reprefented thefe Circumftanccs. My Lord 
CUvCy without confulting the Board, or faying a Word 
to the Chief, ordered him down at the very Tune he 
ought to have been there prefent to make the Punia, 
which is not made yet. By the fame Rule, he may ex- 
tend his Authority, and fend for every Zemindar at 
Midnapere or Chittagong^ and to all that arc the Com- 
pany’s Debtors at every fubordinate Factory. Since the 
Rajah arrived in CaUutta^ which is about Fifteen Days, 
he has not even dared to vifit me, apprehending that 
Guards might be put upon him, after the Example of 
Mootyram. With what Credit could I now pretend to 
return to that Faflory again, where I mult be conlider- 
cil of fo little Confequence, that even thofe placed un- 
der me dare not come near me for Fear of his Lordlhip's 
Dlfpleafure ? ^ 

1 obferve, Mahomed Reza Camt has thought proper to 
include Mr. Cartier^ amongft thofe he has named par- 
taking in the Prefents from the Nabob.

1 (hall at all Times be ready to give every Satisfac- 
tion, in every Part of my Tranfaftions, whether pecu- 
niary or otherwife, to every candid Enquirer, as, it is 
well known, I have done on former Occaflons. But as, 
from the Tenor of the Proceedings of the Seleft Commit- 
tee, I cannot but confider them as my avowed Enemies, 

I am refolvcd no longer to continue in the Service, while 
they have the Lead, and ufurp the whole Power into 
their own Hands, and do accordingly now refign the 
Company’s Employ •, cxprcffing my warmeft Wimes for 
the conffant Succefs of their Affairs, and with moft 
grateful Thanks for their Favour, during the Fifteen 
Years I have devoted myfelf to their Service, not doubt- 
ing that I Ihall be abld to fatisfy them and the unoreju- 
diced, as to the Propriety and Reftitude of my Aaions, 
and of my fteady and inviolate Regard for their Intereff 
on every Occalion.

The Board being met agreeable to the Defire of the 
Seleft Committee, then minuted, that Mootyram might 
be examined in their P^cfence, on the Evidence he |ave 
to the Committee, touching the pecuniary Diftributions 
lately made at the City, he was accordingly called be- 
fore them, and his Examination taken through the In- 
terpreter in the different Courts, who was jparticularly 
I'worn on this Occafion, as was Mootyram alfo again. 

On reading to him feparately the fcveral Parts of his 
Evidence to the Committee, he literally confirmed the 
Whole of it, except in the following Particulars.

To the Queftion, What did you fay to Mahomed Reza 
Canon, about ftopping the Bufinefs of the Seets, unlcl's 
they complied with the Demand ? he anfwercd to the 
fame Purport as to the Committee, but made ufe only of 
the Term Coot eh Boolega Ny, for what is rendered by the 
Committee, Meeting with no Proteftton or Countenance •, 
whereupon the Committee obferved, tliat he indifferent- 
ly and repeatedly made ufe of both the Exprefilons, 
Cootcb Syeur riga Ny, and Boolega Ny. 

In his Anfwer to the fubfequent Queftion, he now 
diflfcred, faying, that Juggutfeet made no Offer of Rings 
or Jewels, but told them only, that as far as Twenty or 
Five and Twenty Thoufand Rupees he would comply j 
that JJhmael Aly Canon then faid, that would not do ; and 
Juggutfeet replied, that he would then fpcak to Maho- 
med Reza Canon himfelf j and that when he went to 
him, he propofed the Sum of 50,000 Rupees. 

To the Queftion, Was it of your own Accord, or 
was you ordered to tell Mahomed Reza Cawn, that if 
the Seets complied with the Demand, their Bufinefs Ihould 
be protefted, otherwife it would have no Countenance or 
Encouragement ? he confirmed his Anfwer to the Com- 
mittee, ufing only the fame Exprcffion already remarked. 

The Examination having been concluded, 

Mr. Leycejler defired the following Queftion might o« 
put to Mootyram : 

If when Mr. JebnJlon related to him the Reafons why 
he thought the Seets might make Prefents, whether he

We n terred the Letter to the Board, in Ex- 
peburion of obtaining a latisfodory Account of the Ap- 
plication of this Money, and were anfwcrcd only by a 
w ivn Rcnionllrance, entered by Mr. Leycefter, againll 
that very Nabob, in whofe Elevation he boalE of h.aving 
been i priiu'ipal Agent. 

7. CrtWM, the Naib Subah, was then 
called upon to account tor this large Dilburlement from 
the Treakiry -, and he foon delivered to the Committee 
the very extniordmary Narrative entered in our Proceed- 
ings the 6rh of June, where.n he fpccifies the levend 
Name-s, the Sum.s, by whom ipaid, and to whont, whe- 
tficr in Bdh, Cafli, or Obligations. So precilc, lb ac- 
cuiMte ail Account as this, of Money iffued for Iccret and 


venal Services, was never, we believe, before this iod, 
exhibited to the honourable Court of Diredors at lealt 
never vouched by fuch undeniable TelEmony and au- 
thentic Documents •, by Juggut Sect, who jiimfidf wjs 
obliged to contribute largely to the Sums demanded 
by Mooteram, who was employed by Mr. Jobnftone in all 
rhofe pecuniary Tranfadlions j by the Nabob and Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn, who were thcheavieft Sufferers j and 
laflly, by the Confeffion of the Gentlemen thcmlclvcs, 
whofe Names are fpecified in the Diftribuiion Lift. 

8. Juggut Sect cxprcfsly declares in his Narrative, that 
the Sum which he agreed to pay the Deputation, amount- 
ing to 125,000 Rupees, was extorted by Menaces ■, and 
fince the Clofe of our Enquiry, and the Opinions we de- 
livered in the Proceedings of the 21ft of June, it fully 
appears that the Prefents from the Nabob and Mahomed 
Reza Cnwn, exceeding the immenfe Sum of 17 Lacks, 
were not the voluntary Offerings of Gratitude, but 
Contributions levied in the Weakntls of rheQovern- 
ment, and violently exadrd from the dependant State 
and timid Difpofuion of the Mim'ler. The Charge is ’ 
indeed denied on the one Hand, .is well a.s alHimed on the 
other ; your honourable Board nuift therefore tlctermine 
how far the Circuinftancc of Extortion may aggiavatc the 
Crime of Difobedience to your pofitive Orders •, the ex- 
pofingthe Government in a Manner to Sale, and receiv- 
ing the infamous Wages of Corruption from oppofite 
Parties and contending. Interefts. Wc Ipcak with Bold- 
nels, becanfc we fpeak from Conviftion founded upon 
indubitable Fadls, that befides the above Sums fpeci- 
fied in the Diftribution Account, to the Amount of 
228,12^ Pounds Sterling, there was like wife to the Va- 
lue of fevcral Lacks of Rupees procured from Nundeo- 
mar and Roydulluh, each of whom afpired at and obtain- 
ed a Promife of that very Employment it was predeter- 
mined to beftow on Mahomed Reza Cemn. The Parti- 
culars of this cxtraoi dinary Bargain came too late to our 
Hands to be inferted in the Proceedings } nor do wc 
think it material, fince to infill on farther Proofs than 
are already fully and clearly exhibited, in order to con- 
vince you that our Enquiry was neceflary, and our Dc- 
cifion moderate, would, we apprehend, lerve rather to 
exhauft your Patience, than confirm your Belief. 

9. Thefe Particulars being fubmitted to your Coufi- 

deration, it may be neceffary to offer a few Remarks on 
thofc Arguments urged by the Gentlemen in tlieir feve- 
ral Minutes, either in their own Juftification, or with a 
View that our Proceedings fliould appear arbitrary and 
oppreflive. Mcffieurs Senior, Leycefter, Bur- 

dett, and Gray, vindicate the receiving Prefents by Ar- 
guments, which in our Opinion renders their Condudt 
ftill more culpable. They urge, that as the Covenants 
were not then executed they could not be obligatory. In 
anfwer, we will beg Leave to alk thofe Gentlemen, Whe- 
ther the Company’s Orders were not then received? 
Whether the Intention and Spirit of thole Orders were 
not cleaily and pcrfeftly underftood ? Whether' t'le Co- 
venants themfelvcs were not tranfmitted from England 
ready to be filled up and executed i Whether a Angle 
Motion for fulfilling the Company’s Inftruftions ap- 
pears on the Face of the Confultations ? Whether it 
was not incumbent on them, as the Superior Power, to 
fet this Example of Rcfpcdl and Deference to the Orders 
of their Conftitiients ? And whether they conceive the 
Company would have fuftained any Detriment by this 
Aft of rheir Obedience ? Flow then came the Orders to 
be totally neglcfted, at a Jundture, cfpecially, when die 
Letter and Spirit of thofe Obligations clearly manifefted 
tliat particular Regard ftiould be had to their Execution ? 

10. The fame Gentlemen arraign the Conduft, and 
even deny the Powers, ofthcScleft Committee j Mr. 
Leycefter in particular affirms, that Candour and Decency 
required, the Truth of a Charge brought ag.iinft any of 
the Members of the Board fliould be determined by the 
Board. You, Gentlemen, will be able to judge of the 
Force of this Argument, and of the Propriety of the 
Meal'ure propoftd, when wc acquaint you, that of a 

Board 
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Board then fittiiis at the PreGdcncy, confiding of the 
Prefident and Ei^t Members, Five of thofc Members 
were themfelves the accufed, who, by having a Majo- 
rity of Voices, would of Confcquence become the Judges 
of their own Conduft. We will not enter into a Difcul- 
fion of the prccife Powers intruded to the Committee ; 
but wc may venture to affirm, that unlefs the Spirit of 
their Indruitions be executed to the Corredtion o£ 
Abulesf the Deteftion of Corruption, and the Punifii- 
ment of Dilbbedience, the Ends propofed, of ** rettor- 
ing Peace and Tranquillity,” will be frudrated, and 
their Appointment rendered rkliculous and abfurd. 

I.. Mr. Johhftone is plcafird to aflert, that no Proofs 
cah be proiluCcd of Menaces being ufed to obtain a 
Sum of Money from Seet. To this wc reply by 

a Reference to the Evidence of Ins own Agent Mooty- 
ram^ where it is declared upon Oath, that he delivered, 
by Mr. JohnJtone'% exprei's Orders, the very MeffTages 
recited in his Examination ; Meflkgcs of fuch Tendency, 
as certainly would bear hard on Mr. JohnJlone\ Charac- 
ter. As to v/hat he further adds, of our obtaining this 
Evidence by military Force and Terrors, we are forry to 
fee a Gentleman reduced to the Neceflity of reding Ins 
Defence on the Subterfuge of a pitiful Evafion. Mr. 
'JobnJl '•e certainly knows, at lead he ought to know, as 
^the Proceedings were immediately fent to him, that 
Mootyram was feized in the Commiflion of a clandcl- 
tine ill^al A<d, of intereding Confcquence to the Pub 
lie in general, and to Mr. Jobnftone and the Gentlemen 
of the Deputation in particular ; Mootyram was adlually 
deteAed in an Attempt to fupprefs Bills to the Amount 
of 175,000 Rupees, which had been wrongfully ob- 
tained from Mahomed Reza Cawn and to Ikreen from 
Difeovery a Circumdance which it highly imported the 
Committee to know, and which Mr. Jobnftone diould 
bavc ma(le known, were he folicitous to exculpate him- 
Jfclf from a Charge that deeply affefted his Reputation, 
and of fuch irreproachable Conduft as he would endea- 
vour to perfuade the World. But that not the lead 
'Shadow of a Doubt might remain of the Candour and 
Equity of the Meafures we purfued, we readily con- 
fented that the fame Mootyram might be re-examined in 
the Prefence of the Council, where he confirmed, with- 
out Contradi&ion or Evafion, every material Circum- 
^ance fet forth in his lirit Evidence. The Remainder 
of Mr. Jobnftone'^ Minute, you will perceive, doth not 
affeft the Committee as a Body ; it confids entirely of 
perfonal inveftive, loolc and viw*lant Declamation, the 
genuine Eftcdl of enraged Difappointment and Detec- 
tion i yet fhould any Thing further be required in An- 
fwer, wc beg Leave to refer you to the Replies made by 
Lord Clive and the Members of the Committee, which 
wc flatter ourfelvcs wiH ^pear full and explicit. 

12. One Circumd^cc raore occurs, in theCourieof 
thofe Gentlemen’s Minutes, that merits our Obfervation : 
It is declared by Mr. Leyc^er upon Oath, that he did 
not receive tlie Prefent intended him by Mahomed Reza 
Ccuen, and that his Letters will demondrate his Inten- 
tion was to have refuied it. This is a Faft, of the 
Truth of which we entertain not the lead Doubt •, but 
it proves nothing more, than that Mr. Leycefter v/ould 
not receive a Sum of Money after the Covenants had 
been enforced by ibe Committee, and an Enquiry fet 
on foot concerning tne Diftribution of that very Money, 
a Part of which was now privately tendered back to 
Mahomed Reza Cawn. He will not deny that he knew 
of the intended Prefent when he was at Coftimbuzar j the 
Letters of Mcflrs. Sedor and Middleton prove tliat hr 
did. He will not deny, that Bills, to tlic Amount of 
■'50,000 Rupees, were made out in his Name j their be- 
ing now offered back to Mahomed Reza Cawn^ and 
Meotyram'% being detected in the Fait, evince it. 'I'hc 
Whole, chcretore, of this folemn Affeveration, amounts 
only to an Evafion in refpeft to Pime and Ciremn- 
l^nces, which no Way afl^ed the Nature of the A£t 
itfclf. 

13. Having now explained the Origin and Progrei's 


of this difagrccable Enquiry, we beg Leave to touch 
upon a tew Circumdanccs in Judification of ihr Lc^it) 
of our Opinions delivered, and Rclblutions entered, in 
the Committee Piocccdings of the ajlt of June. And 
here wc inuft obferve, that, notwithftanding we believed 
a Reformation of Abufes to be actually our Duty, yet 
we coukl not think the fame Duty neccflarily extended 
to the Puniniinent of IVaurgrcflions •, we owed a Re- 
gard to the Pcribiis and Ciurafters of I'omc of the Geiiv 
tlemen concerned, who mult llitfer extremely by a Suf- 
penfion or Uifniillion •, the great Objedts t)t our Wilhes 
were, that your Service might in future be condudteil 
with Integrity, Diligence, and Oeconoiny, without a 
Reirofpedl to the palt, whcie it could be avoided. The 
Subject iiuieed of the prelent Enquiry was fo recent, it 
was of fo interefting a Nature to the Public, and recom- 
mended to us, or rather was forced upon us, witli fuch 
peculiar Circumftances, as rendered our proceeding to a 
Scruiiny neceflary to our own Reputation j but the Se- 
verity of Judgment, and a Decifion which would have 
left fo great a Void in your Council, was not equally 
neceflary, either to your Intcrclt or to our Honour. 
Such an Event might have imprePed the Minds of the 
Natives with ftrange Ideas of the fluctuating Situation 
of our Councils ; and it would unavoidably have admit- 
ted a Number of your junior Servants to the fupreme 
Direftion of this vaft Machine of Government, at an 
Age little exceeding that Period fixed by the Laws of 
their Country, for intrufting them with the Manage- 
ment of their own private Fortunes. We nnifl further 
obferve, that many of the moil aggravating Circum- 
(tances had not then reached our Knowlege at the fame 
Time, we were under the NecelTity of coming to fome 
Determination : Shitja Dowlab impatiently cxpcdlcd Lord 
CUve in Camp, to conclude the propofed Treaty and 
the Regulations of the Government lately eftablifl^ed, 
anil other Matters then tranfadling, abfolutely required 
Mr. Syiet's Attendance at the Durbar : Some of the 
extraordinary FaCts above related were obtained fince 
their Departure \ and had they come Iboncr, they would 
have ferved only to perplex and embarrais us tlie more. 
In a Word, to obviate future Evils, wc confidered as 
our immediate Duty : The Punifhmcnt of pail Mifeon- 
duct we cJiofe rather to refer to your honourable Board, 
that Malice itfclf Ihould have no Foundation for affert- 
ing, that wc had alfumcd and exerted a Power not fully 
and exprefsly authorized by the Court of Direftors. 
We think it necciTary to declare, in Jullicc to Mr. Car- 
tier, whole Charadler (lands irreproachable in the Lift of 
your Servants, that he never knew of, or confented to, 
the receiving any the fmalkft Prefent, cither from the 
Nabob or from Mahomed Reza Ca’xn. 

14. Although we will not take upon us to declare, 
that wc entirely approve of the Covenants in the Form 
in which they have been tranfmiited 1 yet we arc per- 
fuaded, from the Inflanccs juft related, that fome Re- 
ftraint is neceflary, to prevent the Abufe of the cultom- 
ary Indulgence to receive Piefencs. This Indulgence 
has certainly been extended to the moll fliameful Op - 
prefllon and flagrant Corruption, and is otherwife at- 
tended with manifold Inconveniences to the Service. Wc 
therefore determined immediately to enforce your In- 
ftrudions relative to thofe Obligations, and to bind 
down by Laws, all liich as are not to be checked by a 
Senfe of Honour and Jullice. You will acKJsdingly 
obferve, tJiat carrying thofe Orders into a flncT Execu - 
tion, throughout every Dep.irtment, Civil .ind Mili- 
tary, was amongft the carliclt Tranfattiuiij of your ScleCl 
Committee. 

i 5, We alfo took an early Opportunity of confidcring 
the T'cndency id your repeated Inflruclions for rcr.nll- 
iiig Free Merchants, and other Europeans, who, v.uh- 
oui the leaft Claim to your Protection from Indi nten s, 
were ncverthclcfs permuted to rcfidc up the Country, 
and in all the di.flcrent Parts of the Nabob’s Dj.'iijiii..<iis. 
Sorry wc are to obferve, that th.s Indulgence h.ts fre- 
quently given Birth to grievous -\cts of Inlult -and Op- 
5 [ rtllion. 
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j., . .'fi jn, at Places remote from thePrcfidency and Subor- 
te I-’ I'^lor.c ; and that carrying your Orders into 
5'. ■' .Uiio:! becjjnc daily more nccellary. By this Mea- 
lii. •, L.AVtvcr, the Bulincls of your Servants will fuf. 

1 1 c jaii lerably, from their being now obliged to employ 

♦ ’i.iLl,. Ciomaltahs on many Affairs that demand the Vi- 
r juv aii'l At^tuity of Kurupeans. Hence, likewifc, will 
many Pei Ion > of real Merit be deprived the Means of 
SubiiiL.iiiLC ; yet, in Co ifideration that private Intcrcft 
mull i]ivc Way to public Benefit, and that it is our 
Duly to obey where your immediate intcrefts do not 
abiolutcly require a Deviation from your Orders, we 
deteriiiiiicd to call all the Europeans rcfiding up the 
Country, under Protedtion of the Name, by the 

2 I fl of Qtl'.bcr next, and have, for that Purpofe, cir- 
culated Advcrtifemcnts and Orders to the different 
Subordinates. 

16. Regulating tJie Country Government was the next 
Objedt of our Attention. We found the Nabob highly 
diflatisfied with the plenary Powers verted in Mahomed 
Reza Colon wlio, by virtue of the Treaty, a£bed in 
Qyiality of Prime Minirter, and enjoyed uncontroulcd 
Authority 'Phis unlinfited Sway, lodged in the Hands 
of .1 fingle Pcrf'in, appeared dangerous to the prelent 
Krtahlifhment, which we thought u becoming the Com- 
pany’s I loiioLir to maintain, as having been folemnly 
ratified Ijy the (Jovernor and Council. To amend the 
very obvious Defefts in the Treaty, without overfetting 
the Piincipl’S on which it was founded, was coofirteni 
with F.quity, while it met with the Nabob’s own Appro- 
bai ion ; and the moft effedlual Means of doing this, 
feemed to us to confift in an equal Partition of niinifte- 
rial Influence. As Mahomed Reza Cawn'^ fhort Admi- 
nirtraiion was irreproachable, we determined to continue 
him in a Share of the Authority -, at the fame Time that 
wc alibciatcd with him Men of Weight and Charaftcr, 
fo chat each became a Check on the Conduit of the 
others. Accordingly, we fixed on Juggnt Seef and Rir^- 
ditllub^ for the Keafons affigr.cd in the Proceedings*, 
and we now have the Pleafure to acquaint you, th.it 
the Bufinefs of the Government goes on with Unani- 
niiiy, Vigour, and Difpatch. 

17. By the lart Dilpatclics, you were advifed, that 
Shiija Dott'lah was making frefh and formidable Prepa- 
r.iiioiis to penetrate a Second I'ime into the Nabob’s 
Dorninuns. He had found Means to engage Mulhar^ 
a confiderablc Maraitah Chief, in his Alliance i and if 
tilt- }ud Mous and vigorous Meafurcs purfued by Gene- 
ra! Carnac lia l not prevented a Junction of the nume- 
MU'. Porces dclLiiied for this Invafion, a ruinous War 
I luft ii.ivc been fujiported through theCourfe of .mother 
( .iirip.ugn. The Enemy’s Situation rendered their 
» ? lign for foinc Time uncertain, and obliged the Gc- 
jM..i to great Circumfpeition in his Movements, left he 
f:.'-'!!.! leave the Frontiers expofed. Having, however, 
.'.t l'-!'-grh, received undoubted Advice they had taken 
the Korab Road, he fulpeiled their Intention was to fall 
upon Sir Robert Fletcher^ who commanded a feparate 
Ciijps m that Diflrift. Accordingly, he made fome 
fjrecd Marches to eflcirt a Jundlion, which he happily^ 
.'^ccomplilbed, and the United Army moved in Purfuit 
of the Enemy. On the 3d of Mayy the General came 
up with, attacked, and entirely defeated them *, in con- 
Jlquencc of which, Sbuja Dewlab feparated from his 
Allies, wliile the Marattahs retired with Precipitation 
tov,ards the Jumma. In Fadt, this Blow appears to 
luivc been decifive ; for Shuja Do-wlab never again at- 
tempted to join the Marattahs, who, obferving the Ge- 
nual drop the Purfuit, in order to watch the Vizier, 
made a fecond Effort to re-enter Korab, in which they 
v/cre difappointed. Ferfuaded that, to Hop their in- 
curfions, it would be neceffary to drive them beyond 
the Jumma, the General croflwl the River the azd, dif- 
Itjd .ed them from their Port on the oppofite Side, and 
obliged them to retire to the Hills. Here he quitted 
his Purfuit, and returned to his Station at Jajeman, to 
i'x* ivc Sbtf/a Dowlah, who had infunated a Defire of 


fubmitting to whatever Condition we fhould think fit to 
]>rercribe. His Letter to the General cxprelfcs his 
Feelings } and the Reception he met with in our Camp, 
was fuch as Policy diftated fhould be given to a van* 
quifhed Enemy of Sbuja Dewlah's Rank and Cha* 
ra£lcr. 

1 8. A Peace with the Vizier became the next imme<i 
diatc Objeft of our Deliberations i in* adjufting which, 
wc endeavoured to extend our Views beyond the prefent 
Advantages that might poffibly be obtained. We re- 
garded Sbuja De^tab's perfonal Charadler, and high 
Reputation over the whole Knipire, the Situation of hit 
Country which we had conquered, and ^e great Rifoue 
and Expence of maintaining this Conquirt, if we cIm^ 
with the Plan adopted by the late Governor and Coun- 
cil, of giving it up to Nudjujf Cavon, who had neither 
Weight of Reputation nor of Force fuflicient to keep 
J^ofleifion, nor to form a fecure Barrier to the Nabob’s 
Dominions. The Words of our Inftru£tions to Lxird 
Clive, when he left the Prcfidcncy to adjurt the Condi- 
tions of a Peace, exprefs the Sentiments which we (till 
entertain on this Subjcdl : “ Experience having lhew(}, 
** that an Influence maintained by Force of Arms, k 
** deftrufkive of that Commercial Spirit which we 

ought to promote, ruinous to the Company, and op- 
“ preffive to the Country ; we carneftly recommend to, 
“ your l.ordfhip, that you will exert your utmoft En- 
“ dcavours to conciliate the Alfeftions of the Countr)fr 
“ Powers, to remove any Jealoufy they may entertain 

of our unbounded Ambition, and to convince them 

we aim not at Conquert and Dominion, but Security 
“ in carrying on a free Trade, equally beneficial to them 
“ and to us.” 

** WHth this View, Policy requires, that our Demanda 
“ be moderate and equitable, and that we avoid every 
“ Appearance of an Inclination to enlarge our Territo* 
** rial Pofletnons. The Sacrifice of Conquefts which 
“ wc muft hold on a very precarious Tenure, and at an 
“ Expence more than equivalent to their Revenues, ia 
** of little Confcqucnce to us ( yet will fuch RelVitution 
« imprefs them with a high Opinion of our Gcncrofity 
« and Juftice. 

“ For thefe Reafons, wc think Sbuja Dawlab Ihould 
** be reinrtated in the full Poflidnon of all his Domi* 
** nions, with fuch Limitations only, as he murt lee ara 
" evidently calculated for our mutual Benefit. We 
** would decline infirting upon any Terms that muft 
“ prove irkfome to- his high Spirit, and imply a Sufpi* 
** cion of his Sincerity j retaining PofiefTiun of any of 
“ his rtrong Holds may poffibly be deemed a neceflary 
“ Pledge of his Fidelity : For our Parts, wc would rather 
“ confidcr it as the Source of future Cotitcntion, and 
** an unneceflary Burthen to the Company, unlcfs it be 
“ one Day pTOpofed to refume the Thoughts of extend- 
“ ing their Dominions ; A Meafure very oppofite to the 
“ Sentiments in which wc left the Court of Directors.** 

19. Agreeable to thefe Inrtrudtions, his Lordlhip and 
General Canute concluded a Treaty of Peace with Sbuja 
Dowlab, that will, if any Thing can, fecure his Friend- 
Ibip and Fidelity, and render the public Tranquillity 

g rrmanent. They found him extremely averfe to the 
rtablilhment of Fadtorics in his Dominions, which ht 
confidcred as laying the Foundation of a future Rup- 
ture, and the only Thing that could poffibly .difturb 
our Amity ; he very juftly obferved, that our Encroach- 
ments in Bengal, the great Abufe of the Company *9 
Servants, and extraordinary Extenfion of the Privile^i 
originally granted to the EngUflj, had been produAtvc 
of much Confufion and Bloodihed in Bengal, and ht 
feared might produce fimilar Confequences in his Couoi* 
try. Accordingly, Lord Clive and General Carnte, 
judged it advifeaole to omit the Word “ Faftorics” ip the 
Trca^} but withqut relinquifhing the Right, fiiwtl 
it be found expedient, after mature Deliberation, to 'ttk 
force k. Tol|}eak our own Sentiments freely, wc cab 
forefec no Benefit that can arife to the Company front

25. Already we feel the good Effc£t$of regimenting 
your Troops ; Difeipline, Subordination, and OEcono- 
niy, begin to take Place. Had General Carnac’a 
Merit been much greater, if poffible, tlian it is, he 
could not effeft this of himfclf, unaffifted as he was by 
Field Officers, and thwarted, as he always has been, 
by the late Governors and Councils. Wc have already 
UTued our Orders for (Iriking off Half the Double Batta, 
and lhall, in a very few Days, put your Forces entirely 
upon a Footing with the Troops on the Coaff of Cho^ 
romandel, which will be reducing your Military Ex- 
pences as low as they can .well l^ar, confiftently with 
your Tntereft and the Good of the Service. 

26. Before we quit this Subjeft, we nuift requeft, in 

the ftrongeft Manner, that you will fupply us, for the 
firfl: Year, with 10,000 Stands of Small Arms, and 
aftci-wards with 4000 annually, which will, in future, 
anfwer all our Demands, if proper Care be taken in the 
Purchal'e. Of late Years, the bad Qiiality of your 
Small Arms, in general, has expofed your Pofleffions 
to the greatcll Ki/k and Danger. The Locks are ill 
Biiiffied, and the Metal fo badly tempered as not to ftand 
tlie Heat of the Sun, in this Climate. We arc there- 
fore perfuaded it would prove, in the End, much to 
your Advantage, if you purchafed all your Small Arms 
of the fame Perfons who furnifti the Government, and 
pay at the Rate of 27 inrtcad of 18 Shillings per Fire- 
lock i fince Experience demonftrates they will continue 
fcrviceable for double the Time, without being liable 
to the Inconvenicncics above reprefented. The Iron 
Founder, whom you lent out on the died on his 
PafTage to this Place ; but as the cafting of Shot and 
Shells in this Country is an Objec'l of great Importance, 
we ftrongly recommend that you will fupply the Lofe 
as foon as poffible, by fending Three or Four Perfons 
well verfed in ih.it Biifinefs, that our whole Defign may 
not be fruft^ated by fuch an Accident in future. It 
alio incr.ts your feiious Confideration to provide, by 
every poffible Means, againil the illicit Importation of 
Small Arms to your Settlements in Jndia^ and particu- 
larly in Bengal. Of late yc.irs this has become a pro- 
fitable Bn-inch of Trade with the Captains, as 

well as that of furnifiiing the Natives with Ammunition ; 
and they elude the Se%rches of your Officers, by fending 
round fmall Veifcls to meet them at Sea in certain 
Latitudes, or to Teneriff and Saint Jago, orelfcwher^* 
out of the Reach of your Elnquirics. However, as their 
continuing luch Prafticcs any longer may prove fatal in j 
their Conlrquences to all your Pofleffions in this Couii- ^ 
try, we carnefily exhort, that you will immediately apply 
the moll effectual Remedy you can fugg;e(l, either by 
Way of Prcvcnriiin, or by the vigorous and exemplaty 
Punilhmtnc of the Offenders, At tlw fame Time you 
may depend we will take every Step in our Power to 
deleft the leaft Breach of your Orders on this Head, 
and obilruft the Sale of ail Kinds of Fire Arms. • 

27. Having ubferved the Reluftance that appearod 
in bidding fur your Farms, at the laft Sale of your 
X.,.ands in the Burdwaa Province, the great annual De- 
ficiency in the CoUeftions, and t;|ie numberiefi Coo^- 


piaints made of grievouc &cafttons ^and OppcdTodi, wd 
determined, upon Mr. ftfigning your Service^ 

to appoint Mr. in ^allty of Supervifor of thofe 
Revenues, in order to form the beft Judgment poffible 
of the Caufe of this yearly Deficiency of the real Value 
of the Lands, the bell Method of improving and lett- 
ing them ; and allb to piocure tlie necelTary Materials 
for a Plan to conduft the Colleftiohs, in future, in fucb 
Manner as (hall appear moft conducive to your Interest 
and likely to promote the Happinefs of the People. 
It is with Pleafure we acquaint you, that we have tla; 
^reateft Reafon to be fatitfitfd with Mr. Verelfth Atten- 
tion to the feveral Objefts recommended, and the Dili- 
gence he has exerted during his Ihort Refidence in 
that Country; of which you may foriH Ibme Judgment 
from his Memorial to the Commictet*, annexed to qur 
Proceedings of the 14th of September. 

2%. It was in Confequence of this Memorial that we 
formed our Refolution of that Dace, to withdraw the 
Faftory, and alfo to recall the Member of the Board 
refident ax Midnapoor^ the CoUeftions and Bufinefs of 
which may as conveniently be tranfafted by a Junior 
Servant, at a much lefs Expence. Many are the Incoh- 
veniencies, befides the extraordinary Charges incurred, 
that refulc from fuch Appointments, which we conlider 
as ncceffary only at thofe Subordinates where your prin- 
cipal inveftments are made. We are convinced, by 
very late Experience, that the moft fiamne Oppreffions 
may be wantonly committed in thofe Employments, by 
Members of the Board, which would not be tolerated in 
junior Servants ; and that the Dread and Awe annexed 
to their Station, as Coimfellors, has too frequently 
Ikrecncd tlicm from Complaints, which would be lodged, 
witliour Fear or Scruple, .igainft inferior Seni'ants. 

29. But there are other manifold Inconvcniencies, of 
ftill more pernicious Effeft to the Service, that refuk 
from thofe Appointments : Hence it was found ncccf- 
fary to enlarge the Council from Twelve to Sixteen 
Members, that there might be a fufficient Number to con- 
duft the Bufinefs of the Prcfidcncy, and alfo to manage 
your Affairs at the Out Settlements, cither in Quality 
of Chiefs pr Refidents. What is the Confequence, bdt 
fuch perpetual Changes and Revolutions at the Boa^ H 
render it impofliblc for any of the Members to acquire 
a competent Knowle^ of ybur Interefts, and of the 
particular Duty of their own Station ? This Incrcafc in 
the Number of the Board is alfo produftive of a further 
Inconvenience, of the deepeft Concern to your IntereA, 
in the prclcnt Situation of your Affairs. To keep up 
to the Letter of your Inftruftions, wc muft fill the Va- 
cancies in Council from the next in Succeffion, without 
Regard to the Qualifications they poffefs for the Dtf- 
charge of fo important a Truft ; and thus commit into 
the Hands of ralh, inexperienced, and ignorant, young 
Men, the Conduft of a .Syftem of Government which 
demands the Diferetion, Judgment, and Steadinefs of 
more advanced Years and longer Services. Circum- 
ftances arc now widely different from what they were u 
few Years fince, when you confined your whole Atten- 
tion to Commerce, and were happy in being able to 
complete your Inveftments without Infult or Exaftion 
from the Country Government. You are now become 
the Sovereigns of a rich and potent Kingdom ; your 
Succds is beheld with Jcaloufy 5 y the omcr European 
Nations, who maintain Settlements in India^ and your 
Interefts are ib extended, fo complicated, and focon- 
nefted with thofe of the feVeral furroundlng Powers, as 
to form a nice and difficult Syftem of Polities. 

30. Thefe weighty Confiderations determined os to 
avoid fiUine the Vacancies lately occafioned in CouhbU 
by thcDeatn of Mr. Billers^ and Refighadon of Meffieun 
Jobnftem and Burdett. We catefully examined yo^ 
Orders, rel^fting the Appointment of a Board. Wc 
compared the different Paragraphs of your Letter, tBs 
more cletdf to afeemb the %irit of yout Inftruftlonf » 
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and are unanimous in oar Opinion, your lUafons for en> 
creafing the Number of the Board were founded on a 
SuppoHtion that this MeafUre would conduce to the 
Benefit of the Company. Kxperience convinces us of 
the contrary \ and we Ihould be wanting in Duty to our 
Confticuents, if, from a fervile Regard to the Letter, 
we negleded the evident Senle and Meaning of your 
Inftruftions, by admitting to the Government of your 
Affairs, a Number of Perfons who have certainly no 
other Claim to this DiftinAion chan that of ttanding 
next in SuccelBon. It is with the utmoft Regret we 
chink it incumbent on us to declare, that in the whole 
Lift of your junior Merchants there are not more than 
Three or Four Gentlemen whom we could pofllbly re- 
commend to hig^her Stations at prefenc. In this Num- 
ber, Jufticc requires we ftould mention Mr. Campbell^ 
Secretary to this Committee, whofe Abilide^nd inde- 
fatigable Diligence, of which we had the mor convinc- 
ing Proofs in the Courfe of oqr Proceedings, intitle 
him CO this Inftance our Regard, and to your parti- 
cular Notice ; and, as the fame Qualifications will dif- 
cinguiih him in any Station of your Service, it is our 
joint Requeft that you will pleafe to remove the Reftrio 
tion on his Rifing, as a Covenant Servant, and fufier 
him CO take Rank according to the Date of his Ap- 
pointment. Ac alt Times u has been found expedient 
to deviate occafionally from this general Rule of prefer- 
ring Seniority. It now becomes your indifpeniaide 
Duty to admit no Claim but that of Merit, if you 
would preferve the valuable Pofiefiions you enjoy, and 
realize the very near Profpe^ you have of eftablilking 
your Affairs on fo firm and folid a Bafis as nothing but 
Mifeondud can overlet. So much refts with the ^ard, 
that in your judicious, impartial Seledion of the Mem- 
bers, it depends, whether you hold a Foot of Land, 
and enjoy a Privilege, in Bengaiy or whether you con- 
tinue m Pofleflion of the moft ample Revenues, and 
extenfive Influence, ever eftablilhed by any European 
Mercantile Body. We therefore moft earneftly exhort 
you, chat no Conftderacion of Favour an^ Prqudice be 
fuffered to bias you in the iinportant Bufineis of com- 
pofing your Council, and that no other Diftindion be 
admitted, except what is due to Ability, to Integrity, 
and to faithful effential Services. Were we to I'pcuk 
our Sentimenu further, we wbuld confofs it to be our 
firm Opinion, founded on the Experience now before 
us, that the Bufinefs of this Government can never fo 
effeduaUy be conduded, as by a feled, unanimous. 
Committee. By dividing the Power into many Hands, 
you weaken the Authority, promote Dif&ntion, and de- 
prive your Mcafurcs of thatSetrecy, Steadinefs, Vigour, 
and Difparch, neceflary to their Succefs, The fame 
Means by which you obtained the great Advantages 
you now enjoy, muft be continued, and conftantly 
exerted, to fecure and perpetuate them : And, indeed, 
we cam think of no other Form of Government ft wdl 
adapted, fo 'perfedly congenial to your particular preftne 
Circumltoices in Bengal. 

31. It will not be nccefiary, we apprehend, to dwell 
upon a Refutation of the flitnfy, but fpecious, Argu- 
ments advanced by Mr. Leycefter^ for immediately filling 
up the Vacancies at the Board, and purfuing the literal 
Senfeof your Inftrudtions, where you enlarge the Board 
to Sixteen ; We have already (hewn, and Mr. Ijeyc^er 
does not deny it, that the Bofinefs of Burdwan and 
Midnapoor may be condufted to greater Advantage by 
iunier Servants than by Members of the Council. We 
nave alfo (hewn, that enlarging the Council, beyond thr 
Number required for the Bufinefs of the Prefidency 
and Subordinates, has proved injurious to the Company. 
He koO^s it is. efur Derermination, that Seven or Eight 
MeMfoers fbould^'tooftamly refide at the Peefidenev, 
while aH proj^ Attefttion mail be given to yOur Invert:-' 
riiebts ana CoHeiftibHirt and this we certainly judge to 
be the Spirit of' jfoOr Orders. But if that Gentlenfiaa 


means that no AA can be valid chat is executed by a 
lels Number of Agents tbah you have cxprcfsly ap- 
pointed, he renders void every Deed, Covenant, Con- ' 
tra£k, and Obligation, entered into by the Council, fince 
the firii Eftabhniment of this Settlement. He even 
renders null and of no Effofl: the Treaty with the pre- 
font Nabob, in which he himfelf had a principal Shaie, 
and which, we believe, is not figned bv more thai 
Half the Company’s Agents. In a Word, we forelee 
fo many Inconvcnicncics confequent on a literal Com- 
pliance with your Inftrudtions, that our Duty obliges 
us to fufpend, and we think our Powers authorize us in 
fufpending, at leaft, if not revoking, thofe Orders, 
until your further Plcafure be known. 

32. By confulting our Proceedings of the loth of 
JuguftsaxA 1 8 th September^ you will be able to judge of 
the Progrefs we have made in carrying your Orders into 
Execution, relative to the Trade in Salt, Beetle Null, 
and Tobacco. This Subjedb we confidered with all the 
Attention polfible, and Regard to your Intcreft and the 
Good of the Service. We found, that to remove the 
Inconveniencies of a free Trade, prevent the Opprel- 
fions daily committed, fave this valuable Article of Com- 
incrcc from Ruin, and diffiife the Bc.nefus rcfulting in- 
difcriminately among all your Servants intitlcd to 
Duftucks, it was neceflary to veft the Whole in an cx- 
clufive Company compofed of the I’hrcc firft Clafles of 
your covenanted Servants, the l-'icld Officers, Chaplains, 
and Head Surgeons. In admitting the l ield Officers, 
and Rating the Proportions allotted to each Clafs, we 
had particular Regard to the prefent Situation of your 
Council and Field Officers, who are now excluded many 
Emoluments they before enjoyed. It is our Opinion, 
that Gentlemen who have rifen to their Stations with 
Credit and Reputation, arc certainly intitled to fomc- 
thing more than a Subfiftance they even have a Right 
to cxiJcft fuch Advantages in your Service as may cn- 
able them to return, in a few Years, with Independence 
to their native Country. With refpeft to the Company, 
we arc unanimoufly of Opinion, it is more for their 
interert to be confidered as Superiors than Proprietors ; 
and as the faid Roy.nl (Jrant of tl.e Dew.anny renders the 
Mth Article unncccflary, we are thereby enabled to 
fubjeft the Trade to a Duty which will produce a clear 
annu.nl Revenue of 120,000 Pounds Sterling. What- 
ever Surplus of their Revenues the Company may find 
ttemfelvcs poflTcfled of, after difeharging all the De- 
mands on this Prefidency, we may imagine may be em- 
ployed much more to their Benefit, in fupporting and 
extending tine China Trade, and aflTifting the Wants of 
the other Prcfidcncies. However, Ihould it cither ap- 
pear, that we have miftaken the Company’s real Intcreft, 
or that the Profits of the Trade will admit of cn- 
cre.nied Duties, it is our Rclblution to give all poITible 
Satisfaflion on thefe Points to our honourable Mafters, 
and to lay before you a fair, full, and candid Reprefen- 
tation of the Amount of the Cofts, Charges, and Sales, 
of the firft Year. 

33. Wc think it incumbent on us to obferve, that tl« 
Mam^emcnt of this important Bufinefs w.vs committed 
to Mr. Sumner. If the Plan therefore Ihould prove fo 
fortunate as to meet your Approbation, the Meric is 
chiefly due to that Gentleman, who fpared no Pains to 
acquire a thorough Infight into the Subjedl, at the fame 
Time that he difeharged the Duties of the Prefidency 
during Lord C/i-tr's Abfence much to our Sacisfaclion. 
Mr. Sumner would have chearfully accepted the Port of 
Relident at the Durbar, now grown an I'.mploytr.ent of 
Conlequence lince the Grant of the Dewanny but we 
judged it to be more becoming his Station, more agree- 
able to your Intention, and more for the Benefit of the 
Service, that he Ihould remain at the PrcfidcncV, to 
tj^e Charge of the Government in Cafe of Lord 
Abfence. Wc therefore determined to appoint Mr. 

to the Durbar, «s he has already fufficiently ma- 
nifefted 
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iiifefted his Capacity and Diligence in that Employ- 
nient. 

34. When there Difpatches are finiflied, we rcfolve to 
apply ourfelves heartily to the Reformation of the 
Abufes which have crept into alinoll ail your puUic 
Oflices, and every Department civil and military. The 
I'afk is arduous, but not imprafticable j and we arc 
aflurcd it becomes highly nccelfary to the Service. The 
fame Unanimity that has enabled the Committee to dif- 
patch lb great a Variety of important Affairs fmee their 
Eftablilhmcnt, lhall, we hope, be firmly continued and 
vigoroufly exerted, until we have accomplifhed every 
End propofed at our Appointment, until we have ftem- 
med the Torrent of Luxury and Corruption, and efta- 
blilhcd a Spirit of Induftry, Oeconomy, and Integrity, 
throughout every Clafs of your Servants. 

35. We beg Leave to conclude with afliirinj^ you, 
that it is the higheft Ambition of this Committee, to 
merit the Confidence repofed in them, by promoting, 
with their utmoft Diligence and Abilities, the Ho- 
nour and Intcreft of the Eaji India Company, which 
have ever been the Objeds of their moft fervent Wilhes.

36. In Jullice to the Memory of the late Nabob 
A/rer Jajfier, we think it incumbent on us to acquaint 
you, that the horrible Maffacres wherewith he is charged 
by Mr. Holwell, in his “ Addrefs to the Proprietors of 
« Eaji India Stock,” (p. 46) are cruel Afperfions on the 
Charadcr of that Prince, which have not the leaib 
Foundation in Tiuth.

der his Majeffy’s Hand and Seal, of all your former 
Grants in the Carnatic, 

38. Mr. ^kes has exerted his utmoft Diligent^ in 
procuring an exad Eftimate of the Amount of the 
Revenues of the Na^b’s Dominions, of which you 
are now nut only the Colledors but the Proprietors j 


and we were in Hopes of tranlinitting an accuiW ' 
Accoqnc of the lame by the AdmreA Stevens -, but the 
Books of the Sircar are fo much behind, lb many Ba- 
lances are outftanding, and fuch Negligence appears in 
the Collodion of the Revenues for fome Years paft,- 
owing, in fome Meafure, to the conftant Difturbanccs 
in the Country, which prevented any regular Colledions 
from being made, that he has not l^n able yet to 
lucceed to his entire Satisfadiont and we therefore 
think it better to poftpone the Subjed till our next 
Difpatches, when we can write with Precifion and 
Certiunty. At prefent, we can only affirm, that the 
Acquifition of the Dewanny, and the Agreement with 
the Nabob, will neceffarily turn out a prodigious In- 
creafe of your Revenues, at the fame Time they muft 
give Stability to your Power and Influence. 

39. You will obfcrvc, in our General Letter from 
the Public Department, what has palTcd in Council on 
the. Subjed of the Donation to the Navy t which is, 
indeed, no more than a Tranfeript of our Confulc- 
ations. We here think it neceffary to remark, that we 
cannot, in the prefent Circumftances of your Affairs, 
and confiftently with our late Engagements with the 
Nabob, either take upon us to pay fo larn a Demand 
out of your Revenues, or infift on the N^b’s paying 
it out of his limited Stipend } more efpecially as it ap- 
pears that the Donation to the Navy was never volun- 
tary,, but obtained from Meet JaJ^ by Dint of Soli- 
citations, and ocher Means which never had his entire 
Approbation. 

40. It is with fome Regret we acquaint you, that we 
apprehend it will be neceffary to refume our lace Enquiry 
into the Condud of the Gentlemen of the Deputation, 
having juft received Information from Nundcomar of 
further Sums paid to them out of the Nabob’s Treafury, 
during their Rcfidencc at Muxadabad. Mr. Jehnftone 
makes a principal and confpicuous Figure in this Ad- 
count alio, having obtained a very large Sum befides 
what is Specified in the Diftribution Lift, or the Nar- 
ratives o\ Mahomed Keza Canon and Juggut Seet-, which, 
with the Sums received by the other Gentlemen, fully 
accounts for the Nabob’s Aflcrtion.s, in his Letter ad- 
drelfcd to the Committee. The Nccclfity we arc under 
of difpatching the Ship, in order to receive the earlieft 
Notice of your Sentiments on our Proceedings, and your 
further Inftrudions prevents our entering immediately 
upon the Enquiry i of which, however, you may be 
aflfured, we lhall tranfmic a faithful and particular Ac- 
cdbnc in our next Advices.

\^E have often lamented, that the Gentlemen of Country, is, in a Manner, to always have it in our 
Council, by precipitating the late Treaty,, had Power to overawe the very Nabob we are toond by 
loft the mojl glorious Opjjoitunity that could ever Treaty to fupport} a Masym contrary to this has of 

lace 
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!hte been too much adopted » and from chat fundamental 
Krror, as I muft call it, has fprung the innumerable 
Evils, or at leaft Deficiencies, in our Government i 
which, I have now the Pleal'ure to inform you, are in 
a fair Way of being pcrfeftly removed. 

The Nabob, upon my Rejbrefentation of the great 
Expence of fuch an Army as will be neceflary to fup- 
port him in his Governtnenr, the large Sums due for 
Keftitution, and to the Navy, together with tlie Annual 
Tribute which he will be under a Neceflity of paying 
to the King, hath confented, and I have ^reeci, pro- 
vided it fhould obtain your Approbation, and be duly 
ratided and confirmed by the King’s Firmaun, That all 
the Revenues of the Country fhall be appropriated to 
thefc Purpofes, Fifty Laaks of Rupees ftr Annum for 
himfelf excepted. Out of this Sum is to be defrayed 
all his Expences, of every Nature and Denomination. 
Mabomei Reza Caton^ however, being of a Difpofition 
extremely timorous, is defirous of having the Payment 
of the Cavalry and Seapcys pafs through his Hands, 
chough included in the faid Fifty Laaks. This, 1 think, 
will be complied with. 

I am of Opinion alfo, that certain Sti^nds (out of 
the above-mentioned Sum) fhould be hxed for the 
Begum, for the Chuta Nabob, and for the rcfl; of the 
Nabob’s Brothers and Nephews (Merum's Son includ- 
ed) or clfc we muft be fubjed to frequent Complaints 
from thefe Quarters i for I am perfuaded, that the De- 

E endants and Parafites of the prclent Nabt.b will always 
eep him in Diftrefs, be his Income what it may. 
Athough the Sum propofed to be ftipulated for die 
■Nabob, confidering me prefenc great Expences and 


Detnands, may appear brge, yet, by what I can learn, 
his Expence exceeds the Sum to be allowed ; and, al- 
though it is certain that neither his Education nor Abili- 
des will enable him to appear to any Advantage at the 
Head of thefc great and rich Provinces, yet, I chink, 
we are bound in Honour to fupporc the Dignity of his 
Station, fo far as is confident with the true Intereft of 
the Company. 

The Particulars of this Matter may be further adjuft- 
ed in my Prcfcnce by Mr. Sykes (to whom I have com- 
municated my Ideas) if the Plan be approved by the 
Seledf Committee j and the Whole may be finally con- 
cluded to our Satisfaftion, upon the Company’s being 
appointed the King’s Duan •, who will be impoweted by 
the Nature of their Office, as well as by the Nabob’s 
Confent, to fettle every Point. 

Mr. Sykes^ I imagine, will find no Difficulty in pro- 
curing the Five or Six Laaks of Rupees from the I'rca- 
fury, to anfwcr the immediate ExigcnciLS of the Com- 
pany, agreeable to the Reprefen cation made to me in 
your Letter of the yth Inftant, which did not come 
to my Hands till late in the Evening before I left 
Mutejyl.

had Yederday a Conference with Sujab Dewlab, 
wherein we informed him of the full Powers with 
which we arc inveded by the Sclcft Committee, and 
our Rcfolution, in Confequence thereof, to edablifh a 
foJid Peace, upon Terms honourable and advantageous 
to the Country Princes, as well as to the Company. We 
then opened to him luch Part of our Plan as related m 
himfelf } in particular, we told him, that the Whole of 
his Country, except lUahabad and its Dependencies, 
fhould be redored. His Expreflions of Joy and Grati- 
tude upon this Occafiun, were many and warm *, fuch 
an Indance of Generofity in a victorious Enemy, exceed- 
ed his mod fanguine ExpcAations ; and, we doubt not, 
will be the belt Foundation of chat Union and Amity, 
in this Parc of Indoftan, which we fo earnedly wifh to 
fecure. He coni'ents to pay Fifty Laaks to the Compa- 
ny, for Indemnification, in the following Manner i Ten 
Laaks in Money, and I'en in Jewels, on the Conclufion 
the Treaty ; Five Laaks on his being put in PodefTion 
of his Country { and the lemaining Twenty-five Laak

in the Coiirfc of Twelve Months. Thefc Terms are, 
we think, moderate and equitable, both for him and the 
Company. 

We have been informed, that the King is defirous of 
pofleffing lUababady which, together with its Depen- 
dencies, produces Ten Laaks per Annum ; and alfo the 
Province of Ceraby which produces about Eighteen. 
The former, we are of Opinion, may with great Propri- 
ety be ceded to him, as a Ropl Revenue i but the 
latter, we rather wilh fhould be in the PofTellion of Sif/a 
Dowlab i we fhall not, however, make a Point of rc- 
fufing it to his Majedy, if he fhould be very folicitous to 
obtain it, unlefs we judge it incompatible with the reft 
of our Plan. 

We fhall not be able to give you any further Inform- 
ation, till we have had a Conference with his Majedy, 
which, we hope, will be in a few Days, at Biababad.

■Yesterday we paU a Vifit to the King upon 
liofmefs. His Majcfty prcl'cntcd Lord Clive with 
liis Demands in the Perj^ati Language, a Tranflation of 
which is inclofcH. He infiftcd very ftrenuoufly that his 
Revenues fliould be made agrf:eable to the Engagements 
entered into by the late Nabob Meer Jaffier and Ceffim 
Ally Carm ; viz. Twentv-fix Laaks of Rupees in 'Mo- 
ney, and Five and a Half Laak in Jaggiers. This laft' 
Article we could not ronfent to 5 and the King, with 
fame Difficulty, was perfuaded to give it up, on our re- 
prelenting the great Expence of liipporting an Army 
for the Defence of the Provinces, and the large Demand 
of the young Nabob for the Maintenance of his For- 
ces. 

His Majcfty then demanded the Payment of all Ar- 
rears due to him from the late Nabob Aleer Jaffier^ Cof- 
Jim Allyt and the prefent Nabob Nizam ul Ticvolay 
amounting in the Whole to Thirty-two Laaks } in An- 
i'wer to which, we pleaded the .ablblucc ImpoiTibilicy of 
paying One Rupee, from the Poverty of the I'rca- 
I'ury, occafioned by the long and expenlive War we had 
been engaged in, partly on his Majefty’s Account, and 
the great Balance Itill due from the Nabob for Reftitu- 
tion to the Sufferers. He expreffed feme Warmth and 
Difj)leafure at our Obllinacy on this Point j however, 
after fome Debates, he at laft acquiefeed. 

'I'he next Demand was, that the Countries of llkha'

hai and Corah (Buhoant Sm^*i Zamindary excqned) 
ftiould be ceded to him as a Royal Demelhe for the Sup- 
port of his Dignity. This we very readily confented to, , 
as Sujab Dowla made not the leaft Objeftion, well know- 
ing that after our Departure he could eafily fettle this 
Matter with the King to the Satisfadioiiof both Parties. 
His Majcfty engages, however, to allow Najif Canmm 
handfbme annual Allowance, for which the King's Re- 
venues of Bengal are to be Security. 

We then prcfcnted the King with Two Arzies, defir-- 
ing he ifould grant to Nizam a Dvaola the Nizamut of 
Benga\ Babary and Orixoy and to the Company the. 
DewaAny of the fame Provinces % to both which his 
Majcfty has figned his Fiat, and the proper Inftrutnents 
for both arc now drawing out. 

As the King has been prevailed upon to ailign to Su- 
jab Dowla Five Laaks of Rupees on' his Bengal Reve- 
nucs, there will be no farther Delay on Account of the 
firft Payment of Indemnification, which is to be Twelve 
Laaks in Money, and Eight in Jewels. 

The Treaty therefore between Suja Doufla on the one 
Part, and Nizam a Dowla and the Company on the 
other, is now drawing our, and we make no Doubt of 
fending you in a few Days the agreeable News of every 
I'hing hieing finally fettled } and lhall follow it ourfelvei 
with all poflible lupcdition.

Permit md. Gentlemen, to hope, that whilfl: I am 
framing and carrying into Execution fuch Regulations,

could have had, againft the Afybanit Mbrettas, and all 
the Invaders of the Empire, who were checked from 
penetratbg into the Eaftern Provinces, by a Power fo 
refpeClable as his was throughout Indeflan, The raifing 
the King on his Ruins, renders this Danger fttll more 
Unking » becaufe all the Northern Powers arc his naru- 
ral Enemies, being attached to the Vizier Gar e-diM 
Cawn } and you own yourfelves, in the Reply to Mr, 
Gfe/s Minutes, in Confultation aoth February 1765, 
that' though the Title to the Crown is concefted, all 
Parties feem to unite in oppofing the Claim of him you 
acknowlege King i and it is to be feared they will come 
down upon him before his Strength is. confirmed ; and 
thus you may have drawn the Wars that have fo Jong 
diftn^ed the Northern Countries, to your own Fron- 
tiers. 

23. We have no Opinion the King can pofllbly main- 
himfelf without your utmoft Afftftance, nor do wo 

imagine ^ujab Dmla U fo reduced as not to make Head 
again v and the Refult will be, we lhall have a War to 
maintain Six hundred Miles from our own Settlement, 
from the Succefs of which no poffible Advantage can be 
derived, and One Defeat may be the total Loft of the 
Province. 

24. In your Engagements with the King, we remark 
the Stipulation for the Charges of the War was unfettled, 
and we have .much Keafon to apprehend the whole Ex- 
pence will be left on the Rorf a/ Government. 

25. Wc now come to conlider the Meafures you took 
on the Death of ^aflier Ally Canon. — Wc could have 

wilhed 
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wiftied the Succcflion had been left undetermined until 
Lord Clive\ Arrival ; but if it was abfolutely neceflary 
to come to a fudden Determination, and that fome one 
muil; be iiivncdiately acknowlcged Soubah, it was 
cunfiflrnt with the P'aith we owed the Father, to adopt 
the Succeflion, he defignedj and, the Inexperience of the 
young Soubah confidcred, you did right to appoint him 
a Regent *, but in the Choice of Mahmud Rtza Cawtt 
we think, you pafTed too flightly over the Charge urged 
againfl: him, of being fo very deBcient in accounting 
for the Revenues of the Province, of which he had 
been Governor. 

26. The appointing of independant Duans appears 
highly improper to us •, for it is intruding on the Powers 
ot the Regent, weakening his Government, and tending 
to Anarcljy ; nor can we conceive that any Engltjhman 
is Maftcr enough of the Forms of Government, to 
undertake the dividing their Departments, without 
introducing Confufion. 

27. With refpeft to the Treaty with Nazm-o-Tiovola^ 
it is proper here to infcrt at Length the 5th Article, 
which runs in thefe Words, “ I do ratify and confirm 
to the Englilh the Privilege granted them by their Phir- 
maund, and fcveral Hulbulhookums, of carrying on 
their Trade by Means of their own Duftuck, free from 
all Duties, I'axcs, or Inipofitions, in all Parts of the 
Country, excepting in the Article of Salt, on which a 
Duty of 2 ^ per Cent, is to be levied on the Renvatia or 
Uoughly Market Price.” This Fifth Article is totally 
repugnant to our Orders, contained in our, General 
Letter, by the Kent and Lapwings dated the ift June 
1764 j in which we not only exprefied our Abhorrence 
of an Article in the Treaty with Meer Jaffier^ literally 
correfponding with the prefent fch Article, but in po- 
fuivc Terms diredled you, in Concert with the Nabob, 
to form an equitable Plan for carrying on the Inland 
Trade, and tranfmit the fame to us, accompanied by 
fuch Explanations and Remarks as might enable us to 
give our Sentiments and DireAions thereupon. We 
muft remind you too, that in our faid General Letter 
we exprcfsly direded. That our Orders in our Letter 
of the 8th February preceding, which were to put a 
final and effcdlual End to the Inland Trade in Salt, 
Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, and in all other Articles 
produced and confumed in the Country, fliould remain 
in Force until an equitable and fatisfaftory Plan could be 
formed and adopted. As therefore there is not the 
Icall Latitude given you for concluding any Treaty 
whatfoever refpefting this Inland Trade, we muft and 
do confider what you have done as an exprefs Breach 
and Violation of our Orders, and as a determined Re> 
folution to fjcrifice the Intcreil of the Company, and 
the Peace of the Country, to lucrative and fclfilh 
Views. 

28. This unaccountable Behaviour puts an End to 
all Confidence in tliofe who made this Treaty, and forces 
tis to rcfolve on Mcafures for the Support of our Au- 
thority, and the Prefervation of the Company j we do 
therefore pronounce, that every Servant concerned in 
that Trade Bands guilty of a Breach of his Covenants 
with us, and of our Orders j and in Confequence of' 
this Refolution we pofitivcly direft, that if that Treaty 
is now fubfiBing, you make a formal Renunciation, by | 
fome folemn Aft to be entered on your Records, of all 
Right under the faid Treaty, or otherwife, to trade in 
Salt, beetle Nut, and Tobacco-, and you tranfmit this 
Renunciation of that Part of the Treaty in Form to 
the Nabob in the Perftan Language. Whatever Go- 
vernment may be cBablifhcd, or whatever unforefeen 
CircumlVances may arife, it is our Refolution to pro- 
hibit, and we do ahfoluteiy forbid, this Trade of Salt, 
Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, and of all Articles that arc 
not for F'xport and Import, according to the Spirit of 
the Phirmaund, which docs not in the leaft give any 
Latitude whatfoever for carrying on fuch an Inland 
Tiade; and moreover, we fliall deem every Europtatt 


concerned therein, direftly or indireftly, guilty of i 
Breach of his Covenants, and direft that he be forth- 
with fent to Euglapdt that we may proceed againfl: him 
accordingly % and every Native who fliall avail himfelf 
of our Proceftion, to carry this Trade on, without pay- 
ing all the Duties due to the Government, equally with 
the refl of the Nabob's Subjefts, ihall forfeit that Pro- 
teftion, and be banifhed the Settlement. And we direft 
that thefe Refolutions be fignified publicly throughout 
the Settlement. 

29. With refpeft to the nth Article of the Treaty, 
which fettles the Reftitution for private I.oircs, we gave 
you our Sentiments on that Subjeft very fully in our 
Letter of the 24th December ; in which we remain con- 
firmed, and our Orders relative thereto Band in full- 
Force. Wc alfo continue in the fame Sentiments upon 
the Donation to the Navy; which we fee is again taken 
up in the Inflruftions to the Refident at the Durbar. 

30., We repeat, that we have loft all Confidence 
in thoje Servants, which nothing can reftore bat a ftrift 
Obedience to our Orders, and a more fcrupulous Atten- 
tion to the Company’s true Interefl j in the mean Time, 
and until their Conduft fhall *have reinftated them in 
our good Opinion, we muft and do rely folely on our ‘ 
Prefident Lord CZt'vr, and the Seleft Committee, whom 
we do hereby ioveft with all requifitc Powers for fecur- 
ing to the Company all Sums paid on Account of Refti- 
tution, till our Orders are known. Wc further expeft 
that they fhall give us a clear Inveftigation of the Mo- 
tives that influenced the Governor and Council to 
engage in a Treaty with the King, fo repugnant to our 
true Intcreft— That they fhall examine into the Reafon# 
of the Burdwan Lands being let fb low as Thirty-twa 
Lacks, when, by the Accounts tranfmitted to us, the 
Colleftions exceeded Fifty Lacks. We alfo rely on 
the-Committee to put a Stop to the fhameful Demand 
made on the Nabob for the Navy, and fupported by the 
Council, to their great Difhonour. And if any further 
corrupt or oppreftivc Praftices come to their Knowlege, 
that they fufpend ihofc who fhall appear gqilty of them, 
and give us the fullcft Information thereof. And laftly, 
wc cannot avoid taking Notice, that the late Prcfidcac 
and Council neither acknowlcged the Receipt of the 
Covenants, relative to the receiving Prefcnts from the 
Cjountry Government, nor have they taken the leaft 
Notice of them. Wc hope there is no further Mean- 
ing in this Neglcft, than the deferring it till hordClive's 
Arrival i yet, when wc confidcr the total Difregard of 
our moft folcmn Orders on the moft important Subjefts, 
we know not where their Difobcdicncc will flop. 

31. We have received Two Letters from Mr. Spen- 
cer, the firft dated the ^th February 1765, the laft 
the 14th March, Copies of which we inclofe for your 
Information } as they both urge his own Merit in fo 
ftrong a Manner, we find ourlelves obliged to give our 
Sentiments on his Conduft in Bengal. 

32. He came down to that Settlement with the gene- 
ral good Oj)inion of the World, and with our Appro- 
bation of his Conduft during his Services at Bombay, 
with this peculiar Advantage, that he was free from all 
the EmbarralTmcnts and tltc Party Spirit that prevailed 
in Bengal, and had the plain Path of the Company's 

Intcreft before him Wc fhall therefore recapitulate the 

Cenfurc wc have paft on that Part of the Adminiftra- 
tion of our Aftairs in which he was concerned, and which 
we take for granted he approved, as no DifTcnt is en- 
tered by him. 

33. Firft, Tiic very fame Letter that carried his Ap- 
pointment to the Governthent, carried our moft pofitive 
Orders, to put a total and cfleftual Stop to the Trade 
of Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, which wc exprefled 
to be the Source of the .War, and incompatible with 
the Peace of the Country, and the Intcreft of the Com- 
pany. Yet in the Confultation, ijiyth Otlober, wherein 
rhat Order is taken into Confidnation, he flgns to a 
Refolution to carry on the Trade of Salt andt Beetle

34. Although the Trea^ with Mgtr Alfy CawH 
Was entered into before Mr. ^/Mrrr's Arrii^al, veche 
gave his Sandtion to eve^ Pan oi it^ particularly chat 
which ftipulated Reftitution for LoB^ which we 
no Doubt he knew to be moftly fuftuned in an illicit 
Trade } and, preforribg the IncereR of the Servants to 
the Honour or the Company, countenanced the aggra- 
vating Circumftances which accompanied that Ihamefol 
Proihtution of our Authority, in nnfing the Demand, 
ciU, by fUnging in outftandmg Debts, it was carried to 
the exorbiunt Sum of Fifty-three Lacks ^ and Mr.

to our great ARoniihment we fee his Nsme to Conful- 
tation, 15th Novtmber 1764, wherein he engages the 
Authority of the Company to obtain the Sum of Twelve 
Lacks and an for the Navy, though, as far as ap- 
pears CO us, the demanding this Sum was a private Adt 
m his Prefteceflbr, unknown to him, but fb ftroi^y 
adoptedf that we fee he never k>fes Sight of it, but 
makes the Recovery of it Part of the Inftrodtions to the 
Refident at the Durbar, on the AccefUon of the new 
SUbah. 


35. In the Admmiftratbn our Revenues, he has fo 
overlooked the Accounts of the Province of Burdunmt 
that though it appears in them the Rajah colledls Fifty- 
one Lacks of Rupws, yet be has approved the Agree- 
ment with the Rajah for Thirty-two liacks, which is 
even lower than the preceding Year } nor has he taken 
any Notice of the Sum of Ei^ty thoufand Rupees, ap- 
plied to the Ufe of, our Servants, under the Head of 
Charges of Refidency. 

36. In this Letter of the i4fh Idarcbt he uiges the 
eeneral fiourilhing State of tlie Company’s Ajfoirs as a 
Matter of Merit to himfelf \ in which we totally differ 
from him, as he will learn from our Sentiments in our 
Letter of the Z4th Dumber^ and the prefent •, of which 
you will cranftnic him C^ies, as far as relates to the 
Admmilbration of our Afimrs, during his being of our 
Council in BtngaU* 

37. In the Packet, by the Bute, you tranfmitted to 
us, a Copy of the Treaty with the Nabob Najim-o- 
Dfiwta, which b attefted by your Seerrury, Mr. Majen- 
die, to be a true Copy i whereas it has neither Date, or 
the Names of our Council who figned the Treaty, ..nor 
the Nabob’s Nannc, to it, which might have been very 
well add^, as it appears by your Confultations of the 
6th March laR, that you then received it properly exe- 
cuted by the Nabob. You are to inform Mr. Majendie 
of his Inattention, and kt him know he muft be more 
careful for the future.

30 jfyril 1766. 


To tymim BrigbtwU SumHer, Efouire, and the Gentle- 
men of the Council at Bert tBilHam. 

Gentlemen, 

YESTERDAY we held the Puneah, agree- 
* ably to the Cullom of the Country, and to uiofe 
Ideas, which we entertain of the Company’s Honour 
and Intereft. His Excellency the Nabob fat in Qua- 
lity of Nazim, and the Right honourable the Frefident 
took his Place, as Colleflor of the Revenues for 
Majefty. 

Wc thought it by no Means advifeable to deviate, 
upon (light Occafipns, from the eftablilhed Forms and 
Cuftoms of this Anniverfary \ and therefon accepted, 
for ourfelves^ and for you, the ufual Prefent of a Drefs 
and Elephant, to each, which^hall be forwarded by the 
fitft Opportunite. This Ex^nce hath formerly been 
charged to the Government \ it muft therefore, now, of 
Coune, be brought to’ the Company’s Account} but as 
the Amount is inconfiderable, it was fcarce worth while 
to introduce any Innovation that might tend co lelfen 
their Dignity in die Eyes of the Peo]^. 

The Zemindan, and other Public Officers, have con- 
fented to pay to the Amount of Rupees 5,20,000, as 
Firft Fruits of the enfuing Colleflions } of this Sum, 
Four Lacks are now already received, and the Reiriain- 
der, we have Reafon m expeft will be paid, in a few 
13 kys, into the Treafury. 

All poffible Diijpatch will be ufed in cloUpg the Ba- 
iapeet of the ptefenc Year, fo as to comolcte, for the 
mvince of a Collection of 140 Lacks : — A 
Revenue that muft for exceed Expectation, when it is 


conlidered that Six Months were elap(<^ before we took 
Charge of the CtrileCtions, and that the more weighty 
and confiderable Balances were actually incurred before 
we received the Inveftiture of the Dewanny.- 

We propofe tranfmitting to your Board, an explicit 
Account of the Particulars of the prefent Collection, and 
alfo of the Statement for the enluing Year, as foon as 
the fame can be prepared, and the whole Bufindfs duly 
completed } and we flatter ourfelves that nothing hath 
been done, nothing undone, which had not the Public 
Intereft for its immediate ObjeCt, and which, for that 
Reafon, will not meet with your Approbation. 

As to the Increafe of the Revenue by the new State- 
ment, although it cannot yet be afeertained, yet there is 
great Reafon to believe it will not fall ihort of Ten 
Lacks of Rupees 1 which additional Sum may be col- 
ieCled without Rigour or OpprelTion. 

Before we conclude, we oeg Leave to mention, that 
Mr. Campbell attended here, by our Direction, as Mint 
Mafter, to explain and Condud a Scheme propofed by 
the Select Committee, for eftablifliing a Gold Currency, 
the Refult of which we hope to tranfmic in a few Days 
to the Board.

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The next Circumftance Your ComniUtee think ne- 
cetTary to lay before the Houfc, is, the Kefolution of 
the General Court of the i8th of M(n 1764*. and the 
Paragraph of tlie General letter of the ill of Jtme 
1 764, wrote in Puriuance of that Kefolution ; and 
Your Committee hnd them conceived in the following 
'Perms : ^ 

RESOLUTION. 

“ It, is recommended to tltc Court of Diredlors to re- 
** confider the Orders fcnt to Bengal, relative to the 
“ Trade of the Company’s. Servants in the Articles of 
“ Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco •, and that they do 
“ give fucli Diredlions for regulating the fame, agree- 
“ able to the Interefts of the Company and the Sabah, 
“ as to them may apjicar moll prudent, cither by Ict- 
“ tling here at Home the Rellriftions under which this 
“ Trade ought to be carried on, or by referring it to 
“ tlic Governor and Council of Fert IVilliam, to regua 
“ late this important Point in fuch a Manner as may 
** prevent all future Difputcs betwixt the Subah and 
the Company.” 

The 57th Paragraph of the General Letter, dated < 
iftJ'Kur 1764 (wrote in Puriuance of the above 
Kefolution.) 

You are hereby ordered and diredled (w*. the Go- 
vernor and Council) to confult with the Nabob as to 
the Manner of carrying on the Inland Trade in Salt, 
** Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, and other Articles pro- 
duted and confumed in the Country, which may be 
** mod conducive to his Satisfadlion and Advantage, 
** the Interefl of the Company, and likewUe of uie 
“ Company’s Servants.” 

JV. B. The Houle is in Pofleflion of the other Pa- 
ragraphs of the faid Letter, relative to the In- 
land Tiade, in the above-mentioned Appendix of 
the Report from the Committee of Secrecy, 
N* 24. 

Having tltus ftated the Orticrs of the Court of Di- 
reiltors, Your Committee think proper to obferve. That 
tlie Salt Society, which afterwards tcok Place, appears 
to have been originally propofed at Sea by Lord C/ive, 
during his PafTage to /na/'a and the Evidence upon 
which Your Committee ground this Faft is in a Letter 
from Lord C'At r to the Court of DiretSlors, dated ift 
of February 1766*, Extradl of which is in the Ap- 
pendix, N" 3. 

And it appears to Your Committee, from the Evi- 
dence uf feveral Witneffes here following, That in the 
Beginning of June, being a few Days after the Ar- 
rival of Mr. Vereift frem Chittagong, and about the 
'I'ime of tire Third Meet hg of the Scleft Committee, 
a priyate Partnerihip was formed, in the Names of 
Lord CJive/ Mr. Sumner, Mr. Vereljf, and Mr, Syket, 
for purchafinj^ large Quantities of Salt, then in the 
Hands of private Merchants. Your Committee are 
prevented ftacing the Extent of this 'IVanfaflion fo 
fully as they might o^erwife have done, by Mr. 
Fere^ declining to anfwer a Queftion put to him upon 
that Subied } Mcaufe, as he alleged, the Court of Di- 
rcdlors had threatened him with a Proiecution upon 
Sale Concerns ■, but Your Committee having examined 
Mr. Vertlfi to fuch otlier Circumftanccs as he thought 
he could anfwer without Prejudice to himfelf ; he in- 
formed your Committee, that on h« Return from. Chit- 
tagong to Calcutta, on the 29th of May 1765, Hndirg 
there was a Necdlity for his giving up his Chkflhip, 
and refiding at Calcutta, he made fome Furchafes of 
Salt of the Produce of Jbmc former Years from fc- 
vcral European Gentlemen, and fome few Armenian 
and Black Merchants : That at the Time he was mak- 
ing thefe Purchafes on his own Account, Lord Clive 
mentioned to him a Dcfirc of forming fome Prdviflon 
for the Gentlemen he hiid brought out with him, and 


alked the Witnefs's Opinion in what Manner it could 
be done that he told his Lordfliip he knew of no 
Advantage but what itfulted from Trade r that he 
mentions the Purchafes he had made, ^ding he 
could extend them, if his Lordfoip thought proper \ 
that the Purchafes were accordingly extended, with his 
Lord (kip's Aflent, Mr. Sumner and Mr. ^ka taking 
a Part of the Concern ; chat this Partnerihip was form- 
ed about the Beginning of June following, in the 
Names of Lord C/ive, ^^illeurs Sumner^ ^kes, and 
each One Quarter Part-, and all the Purchafes 
on Account of the Partnerihip were made in the Month 
of June } and that Lord CUve advanced his Propor- 
tion, but was nut concerned on his own Account } chat 
the Witnefs always confidertid the Concern to be merely 
on the Account of the I'hree Gentlemen his Lordlhip 
brought out with him ; that the Witnefs ckofe it Ihould 
Hand in his Lordlhip's Name, j^referrii^ to have the 
Accounts in the Name of One Peribn, rather than 
Thrc* or Four : And being alked. Whether thofe Gentle- 
men received the Advantage of it ? he faid, He him- 
fclf faw the Advantages divided amongll them { that 
he believes Salt purchafed before the Eftablilhment of 
ithe Society of 'Trade, was not liable to any Duty, ex- 
cept the 2 4. per Cent, to the Country Government, and 
that it paid none to the Company 1 that he has no 
Doubt, but the Nabob received his Duties on the 
Whole of the faid Partnerihip Salt •, that the grea^ 
Quantity was purchafed of MelTrs. Marriott, Gal^int^ 
Governor Spencer, MelTrs. PlaydeB, the Attornim of 
Mr. Haftings, Mr. John JebnJione, and Mr. Amyatt-, 
that the largell Quantity was purchafed of Mr. Jobn- 
ftone . — Being alked. With whom Mr. Johnfiorte made 
the Bargain for the Salt he fold on this Occalton f he 
faid. That Mr. JohnJlone fold it to the Witnefs’s Banyan, 
who olTered the Witnels Mr. Fertlft, as a Security for 
die Payment of the Money; that he fuppofed Mr. 
JohnJlone was perfectly latisHed with his Bargain, for he 
gave a Receipt in full for Principal and Intereft, and, 
that he never complained of having been opprefled in 
any Degree upon that Occafion ; mat he believes Mr. 
Jobr^onP% Salt Balances at Burdwan was fettled entirely 
to his SattsfaAion ; that Mr. Jobnftone, and all other 
Perfons concerned in the Salt 'Trade, were et Liberty 
to foil their Salt to whom they pleafed ; that there neter 
was any Rellrainr, nor did he ever hear the leall Mur- 
mur about any ; that notwichllanding the Inftkntiou 
of the Society of Trade, every Individual was allowed 
CO difpofe of the Salt on Hand to whom he pleafed t 
that the Society had no Power to prevent it, nor did 
they ever attempt it ; that if thofe Perfons who fold 
their Salt at that Time had kept it longer, the Profit! 
to them would have been the fame as they were to the 
Partnerihip. — Being alked, Whether any Orders of the 
Court of Direftors were in Force at the 'I ime of form- 
ing the above Partnerihip, forbidding their Servants to 
trade in Salt ? he laid, 'That, to the bell of his Re- 
me.mbrance, there' were, bnt that he. conlideMd- 4 heni.. 
as made with a Tmwvo the furore, and not 
to the Salt already made : And beings alked, Whether 
it was known at the 'Time, to the difFercnt Partners, 
that the Mon^ly in the Salt Trade, which was after- 
jwards cflablilhed, would be formed ? he anfwered, 
iThat he believed not, for he was far frOnrs confideiiM 
it as ^ Thing determined : And being furthw elkeik 
If diey'had hod any Converfaiion on the Sut^e^ or if 
the Matter had bwn « in Contemplation ? he faid. He 
could not recollect *, that there might liave been Ibine 
curfory Remarks made relative to that Sut^eft, but it > 
never biafied him in the Purchafes he nuuie : And 
being alked, Whether he thought the Partnerihip was 
a Breach of the Orders of the »h of February and the 
ifi of Jme 1 764, which were read to him f he faid. 
That he did not, becaufe he confideted the Order# of 
the Company to allude only to new Engagements for 

,;5alt 
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Salt ID be made. aAd not to afie^t the Property of 
Indhriduals. ii) rel^ to any Salt they might have 
oit their Hands \ that he did not confuier the Servants 
to be prohibited from extending their Purchafes to 
any Amount for Side already manufaftured : And be> 
ing further alked, Whether he knew of any Orders of 
the Company which made a. Diftinftion between Salt 
already manufk&ured, or to be afterwards manufa£bured i 
he anlwered. No.— Being alked, Whether Mr. Tm 
Lewis was one of the Agents for the Partnerlhip ? be 
fiud, No} that he tranfafted Tome BuTinefs for Mr. 
Syka in the Salt Concerns, and that he (Mr. Verelfi) 
acknOwleged the Book publiihed in his Name, in 
the Year 1772, to be his Writing} and that it con* 
taint a full Account of the AflUrs relating to Mr. 
Ms. 

Sumir being examined i^n the Subject of the 
abo^^entioned Partnerlhip, informed Your Commit- 
tee, That, fome Time in the Month of June 1765, Mr. 
Vere^i mentioned to him his having made fome Pur- 
chdes of Old Salt upon his own Account, and at the 
fame Time, propofol his taking a Share therein, to- 
getW with Lord CHve and Mr. Sykes •, which the Wit- 
•nefs agreed to } that each of them had a Qiiarter Parc, 
and that Mr. Verelji undertook the Managenncnt of the 
Concern, and the Keeping of the Accounts } that the 
Witnefs Ibid his Quarter to Mr. Verelft^ about the 
Middle of Septsmker^ for a certain Profit } that he had 
at this Time advanced his whole Share of the Money 
required for the Furchkfr, amounting to 12,500; 
chat the Amount of the Agreement was to be paid him 
on the iich of yipril } that the Net Amount of the Pro- 
fits} deducing for DeBcicncies in ContraA, andcalcula- 
ling Inteteft of Money, at the Rate of 10 per Cent. 
(which is the common Interell of the Country) from the 
^ Time he advanced ir, amounted to 1^.4,485, which is 
' precifeiy per Cent. Net Profit, upon the 12,500, 
for 9 Months j that Mr. Vere^t having had the Charge 
^of the Concern and keeping the Accounts, and tM 
Wicoels having Ibid his Share to him, he can give no 
paiticular Account as to the precife Quantity pur- 
chafed, or the ultimate DifTOfition thereof} but that 
he judged the Quantity of Salt purchafed was about 
460,000 Maunds.— Being alked. What Proportion he 
thought this bore to die ready-made Salt in the Coun- 
try? hefaid. He could only judge from the Quantity 
produced the Two following .Years, which, to me belt 
'^of his Kecolleftion, was 2,800,000 Maunds per An- 
um, on an Average.— Being alked. Whether a Profit 
of 26 per Cent, in the Space of 9 Months (after de- 
dOtting 10 per Cent, on the Money advanced) was an 
unufuiu or extraordinary Profit upon that Trade in 
the Hands of an European$ he faid. That upon any 
ocher Aitkk he Ihould haVe confidercd it as an high 
Profit, but upon the Article of Salt by no Means fo : 
And being aliced, Whether this Concern in Salt was 
more advantageous than the Concern held under the 
Society of Trade ? he faid. The ultimate Conclufion of 
die' Society** Concern he was ignorant of but with 
refpcA to the Share he held himfclf, he fold bis Share 
in the Firft Year’s Trade of the Society, after holding 
about 14 Months, for a Profit of 54 ■> per Cent, ex- 
clufive of Intereif upon a Capital of £. 20,000 : That 
hia ScOTnd Year’s Concern fold for a Profit of ^.41 per 
CaO, aifo, exclufive of Intcreft upon a Capiul of 
14,500. The Firft Year’s Concern was fold the 
x8th of Offeker 1766, to Hufrmaul and Co. Black 
Merchants, they running all Rilks of Lofs and bad 
Debts } and the Second Concern was fold to Mr. Cbeva- 
UeTt the 8th of November 1766, Two Months after the 
Efti^ifiimcnt of the Second Year, he likewife run- 
ning ail Rilks : And being further alked. Whether 
the PfOprietoi^ upon advancing their refpcAive Shares, 
teceivt^lnterert: upon their Monies, befidcs their Pro- 
fits in the^ Trade ? he anfwered. Yes.— Beiiw alked. 
Whether, in his Apprchenfion, the Partnerlhip was 


contrary to the Company’s Orders ? he laid. He did 
not coolider it fo } if he had, he.lhould not have en- 
tered into it} tliat he confidercd the Company’s 
dersof the 8th Februnry and ill Jme 1764, as con- 
fined to new Contrafls and Engagements, and no Way 
relating to the Old Salt then upon Hand, which every 
Perfon was at Liberty to diloofe of as' he thought 
proper: And being alked. Whether, at the Time of 
the Commencement of the Partnerlhip, it was deter- 
mined to lay a Duty of 25 per Cent, on future Salt ; 
and whether any other Circumftance, that muft ne- 
ceflarily raife the Price of Salt, was in Contemplation 
at that Time ? he faid. That no certain Duty was at 
that Time determined, nor was it determined whether 
the Nabob or Company were to Share in the Salt 
Trade as Proprietors, or to receive a certain fixed 
Duty} that the Company had committed the Regula- 
tions to the Sele£f Committee, in a Letter, under Date 
the \&June 1764, which Letter arrived in Bengal on 
the 24th January 1765, and lay open to the whole 
Settlement ; that from that Letter it appeared that the 
Company expcAed to be confidercd in the Advantages 
of the Salt Trade, and that the Nabob was to lx 
fully fatisfied on his Part } that every Body muft have 
known that thefe Two Objefts could not have been 
accomplilhed but by an Advance of Duty, which muft 
be confiderably more than the then eftablilhed Rate of 
Duty, and confequently, that the Price of Salt muft 
confiderably rife in Being alked, Whether 

he imagined the Partnerlhip Salt was difpoftd of, and 
confumed, before the Salt of the Society could come 
into Circulation ? he faid. He apprehended it might 
have been difpofed of, but could not fay whether it 
was or not : And being alked. Whether Lord CBve en- 
tered into this Concern on his own Account, or on 
Account of the Three Gentlemen mentioned by Mr. 
Verelfl} he faid. That Lord C/ivr’s Name ftood in tho 
Partnerlhip } but that the Witnels always underftood 
it was upon the Account of thofe Three Gentlemen, 
and that the Profits were to be divided amongft 
them. 

Your Committee then examined FVaam.^ilrjjErquire, 
a Member of the Houle } who being alk^, Whether 
he remembered any Partnerlhip between himfelf. Lord 
C&'vr, Mr. Sumner t and Mr. Verelfi f faid. That a Quan- 
tity of Salt was purchafed by them, the Time he. 
could not Fccolleft, but he believed it might be about 
Two Months after their Arrival •, that the faid Salt 
was bought of many Black People, and many EngUJb ' 
Gentlemen} Mr. John JohnJlone^ Mr. Haftings'i At- 
tomies, and others }' chat they bought it on their own 
private Accounts, and that it was Salt manufaftured 
the Year before their Arrival.— Being alked, Why they 
dealt themfelves in Salt, before they had proceed to 
regulate the Trade? he faid. He did not know that 
they did, previous to their entei^ on the Subject, or 
to the Intentioa being publicly known; that this 
Partnerlhip Salt was not fold to the Society, but to 
the Country People*, that the Gentlemen concerned 
were drawn upon for Money agreeably to their Shares *, 
that the Wicnefs’s Proportion was about a I.ack of Ru- 
pees; that the Advances of the faid Partnerlhip, to 
thofe who continued their Concern, reckoning Lois of 
Intereft and Balances, might be ys per Cent. ^ he laid. 
That he did not recolledf who made the Propofal to 
Lord CUve relating to this Partnerlhip, but that hia 
Lordlhip was not concerned in it from the Beginning ; 
chat it was begun by Mr. Vereljl *, that the Witnefs 
afterwards accepted a Concern ; and that fome Time 
after Lord Clhe and Mr. Sumner did the fame : And 
being alked. Whether Lord Clive entered into this 
Partnerlhip upon his own Account, or for the Benefit 
of other Perfons ? he faid, He remembered very well, 
that at the Time Lord CGve took the Concern, he dc- 
dared he would not benefit himfelf Six Pence by it} 
chat he intended die Profits which might arife from it 

for 
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for Mr. Straebeyy Mr. M^^nty ^nd Mr. h»bam the 
Surgeon, the Three Gentleinen who had accompanied * 
him to India. ■ * i 

And Your Committee oblervtng* That the fiift Orden 
of the Select Committee at Benfai, for the Recall of the 
tree Merchants, as Hated in their former Report, hap. 
f»cncd about Three Weeks before the Time when the 
Partnerihip was formed i they examined ^Francis SykeSy 
Kfquire, to that Point •, who being alked, What Orders 
of the Governor and Council, for recalling free Mer- 
chants refiding up the Country, were alluded to in the 
Minute of the Sclcft Committee of the 1 ith May 1765 
(wliich Minute was read, and is in the Appendix of the 
former Rej^ort of Your Committee, N* 84} ? he faid. 
He did not rccolleft, but did imagine there were 
Grounds for Orders of that Kind : And being further 
alked. If there were any Complaints from free Mer- 
chants, made to the 5el<^ Committee ? he faid. There 
was a gene«d Complaint of the MifconduCfc of free Mer- 
chants reiiding in the interior Part or the Countfy, 
with refpeCt to the Country Government ; but at thu 
Diftance of Time he could not point out any One: 
And being afleed, Whether he thought a Month a .fuf- 
ficient Time for any Man up the Country to adjuft his 
Adairs for his Departure ?. he anfwered, No( but he 
underHood a much longn Time wa£ allowed to the free 
Merchants i that the Time limited firft by the SdeCt 
Committee, for the Recall of the free Merchants, ex- 
tended to all of them, except upon Reprefencacion of 
their particular Situation, that their Adairs could not 
be fettled within the Time fpecified % in which Calcs, 
upon their Reprefentations, Ibme Deviations were per- 
mitted. 

And Your Committee thinking this a proper Occa. 
fion to lay before the Houfe the other Ciroumlfances 
alluded to in their former Report, relative to the Recall 
of free Merchants, they have inferted in their Ap- 
pendix, N® 4 to 31, feveral Extracts from the^Com- 
pany’s Records, beginning the aad Februa^ 1763; 
w’hich is the earlieft Peiiod Your Committee have 
thought it ncceflary to refer to, in order to Ihew the 
different Reprefentations that were made, and the dif- 
ferent Regulations and Orders that enfued, upon this 
Subjc< 51 , and likewife the Remifflon of fuch Orders and 
Regulations in particular Inftances. 

And Your Committee find. That the Letter of the 
Sill ol February 1764, referred to in a former Part of 
this Report, arrived in Bengal thf: 13th of 17641 
that Confiihations were had on the faid Letter, on the 
of the faid Month v and further, that the Governor 
and Council, on the 1 7th of Offobtr following, in Con- 
fcqucncc of the Orders contained in the faid Letter, 
and likewife in Cunlequencr of Reprefentations from 
the Nabob, refolved, chat the Inland Trade Ihould in 
general be prohibited, with fuch Exceptions and Qua- 
lifications as will appear in an Extrait from the Con- 
fiiltations in the Secret Department of that Date, and 
annexed in the Appendix, N* 32. 

And Your Committee find, That the General Letter 
from the Court of Direilors, of the ift of Jura 1764, 
arrived in Bengal on the 24th of January 1765 ; and 
that on the 25th the Governor and Council agreed to' 
defer proceecHiig upon the Orders therein contained, 
relating to the Inland Trade, as Lord.Ch'vf, and the j 
other Gentlemen, might be fooo cxpedled to arrive. ' 

And it appears to Your Committee, That on the loth 
of Augufi 1765, Mr. Sumner and Mr. Ferelfty cohfti- 
tilting a Sel^ Committee, took into Confideratiori the 
Subjeif of the Inland Trade, in the Articles of Sale, 
Beetle Nut, and I’obacco, and relblved on a Plan for 
condudting the fame } and for the full Information of 
the llniie upon that Plan, Your Committee have in- 
ferced in their Appendix the neceflary Extrails from 
che Proceedings of the Select Committee of that Date, 
N* 33 * 

And Your Con m'ctce find, by an Extradl from the

And Your Committee further find,, from the Qan- 
fukatbn of the 18th of September 1765, That a Letter 
from the Committee of Trade, dated iith Septembety 
was laid before the Council i requtfting that a Deed 
might be granted, from Lord CBve and che Council to 
the faid Committee of Trade, for fecuring to the Soc^y 
the free and foie Purchafe of the.

upon their Sales, beuig 41,53'; Rupees, as an h'xccfs 
of the Price they took beyond what the Seledk Com- 
inittee thought Aey had a Right to take} Copies of the 
P|oceedings of the Seleft Committee ^ of that Date are 
annexed in the Appendix, N* 51. 

And the Plan which was propofed by Lord CUvty 
fo^carrying on the Salt Society a Second Year, nut- 
Wi^ftanding the Orders from the Court of Directors of 
the 19th February 1766, together with his Lordlhip’s 
Reafons for fuch Propofal, are entered in the Seledl 
Committee Proceedings of the ad of September 1 766, 
and Copy thereof is annexed in the Appendix, N* 52. 

And it ^pears by^ the Conlulcatiuns of the 8th of 
Sept ember y Extra A of which is annexed in Appendix, 
N* 53, That the abovementioned Proceedings were 
laid before the Council, the new Regulations approved, 
and a Committee of Trade were appointed to carry the 
Plan of the Sait Trade into Execution. 

And Your Committee find, That Lord Clivcy in the 
ift and ad Paragraphs of his Letter to the Court of 
pireflors, dated 6th September 1766, and the Sek^ 
Committee, in the 25th Paragraph of their Letter of 
the 8th of the fame Month, and alfo in the 4th and 5th 
Pan^raphs of the Letter of the 5th of December 1766*, 
Copies of which arc annexed, N* 54, 55 and 56, com- 
municated to the Court of Direfkors the Alterations 
which they had made in the Plan for carrying on the 
Salt Trade, together with their Arguments on the Sub- 
jeft. 

And Your Committee find. That the Court of Direc- 
tors, by their Letter to the Select Committee, dated 
lythof Afojf 1766, Paragraphs 4 and 31 to 39 incluQve, 
in Anfwer to the Bengal Dilpatch of 30th ot September 

1765, and which arrived at Bengal the 8th of December 

1766, difapproved of the Plan which had been tranf- 
mhtesi in the faid Letter of the 30th oi September 1765, 
fat trading in Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, and ac- 
cordingly confirmed their former Orders for its entire 
Abolition •, declaring their Opinion, that all who had 
been concerned in this Trade were guilty of a Breach of 
Covenants ; and in their Letter to Lord CUve of the 
fame Date, Paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 6, 8, 9 and 11, they 
repeat the like Prohibition.— And Your Committee have 
added to tlicir Appendix, N* 57, Extraft of a Letter

Your Committee alfo find^ That Lord CUvey after his 
AxwuWn Engldndy in a Letter, datedtheaSth of 
1767, ufed many Arguments with the Court of Direc- 
tors, to induce them to continue the Benefit of the Salt 
Trade to their Servants, as will more fully appear by 
the Letter in the Appendix, N* 59.

And Your Committee find. That the Court of Direc- 
tors, in their General Letter to Bengaly dated the 20th 
of November 1767, Paragraphs 88 to 1 18, Copies where- 
of arc hereunto annexed, N“ 61, ordered that the Duty 
on Salt Ihould be fo fixed as to produce a Revenue of 

100,000 at leafl:, and not to exceed yf. 120,000 ; and 
in Conficleration of having confined the Trade of their 
Servants to Articles of Import and Export, they 01 dered 
aCommifllon of ifPer Cent, of the nett Tcrritoiial Re- 
venues to be diftributed among their principal Servants, 
in the Proportions therein named. 

And Your Committee find. That after all tlie above- 
mentioned Prohibitions of the Inland Trade in Salr, 
Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, the Court of Direftors, on 
the 15th of September 1769, as appears by tlie lyth 
Paragraph of the Inftrudlions to the Supervifors, Copy 
of which is hereunto annexed, N* 62, laid open the 
faid Trade to all Perfons, as well Europeans as Natives : 
But Your Committee do not find, when the faid Court 
of Diredtors laid the Inland Trade open to fuch of their 
Servants as were not prohibited from trading by the 
general rubfifiing Regulations, that they gave any DU 
tedliohs for withholding the Proportion of the 2^ per 
Cent, on the Territorial Revenues allowed to fuch Ser- 
vants, notwithftanding it has been originally given to 
them in Confideratbn of their being confined to Imports 
and Exports. 

In order to elucidate thefc Tranfaftions, Your Com- 
mittee examined fcvcral Witnefles ; and that they might 
not break the periodical Succeflion of Fafts, as con- 
tained in the Company’s Records recited above, they 
have referved the Evidence to lay before the Houle 
together : And firft,

And being a(ked. If the Governor and Council ever 
pay Intcreft for their Bonds, except yearly ? he faid. 
Never, when they pay the Bonds off in ready Mpntfy ; 
but that it has been a Cuftom for many Years paft, on 
the Dilpatch of the Ships to Europe, that Bonds are 
received with the Intcreft made up thereon, without any 
Regard to their Dates, and cancelled for Bills of Ex- 
change on Europe. 

And the Witnefs being queftloned as to the Prices of 
Salt at Calcutta in the Year 1761, and at other Times, 
previous to the Eftablilhment of the Society ; he in- 
formed Your Committee, That in Novemberijei he 
fold 55,000 Maunds at 155, in December 35,000 at 
165 : — Thofc Sales, and the fubfequent ones, were at 
a Time when no Duties were payable in Calcutta , but 
that the Merchants who bought of him, were lubjcdt to 
the Duties of the Country Government j and all the 
Taxes, Stoppages, and Vexations in the Courfc of the 
Boats up the Country } that he fold the following Par- 
cels as marked :

And the Witnefs being aficed, If he knew of any 
Books of Accounts being kept by the Society, of the 
Trade in Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco ? he fkid, That 
One Set of Books, comprehending die Accounts of the 
Society from the ift of September 1765 to 31ft oi Augufi 
1766, was opened on the ift of September 1 765, under the 
Denomination of Society of Trade, Letter (A). Another 
Set of the fame Sort were opened in the following Year. 

And being afkcd, At what Time the Tax of 35 per 
Cent, was payable, and by whom ? he faid, In the ift 
Year the Duties were payable by the Committee of 
Trade, as Guarantees for the Proprietors ; but no Time 
was ftipulated for the Payment in the Deed of Incor- 
poration ; That tlie Duties upon Salt were computed 
at 90 Rupees the 100 Maunds ; upon Beetle Nut, ac 
the Price at which the Society purchafed } and that the 
Society never bought any Tobacco. 

Your Committee alfo examined WilUam Bolts, Efqiiirc, 
refpefting the Price of Sale before and after the Efta- 
blifliment of the Salt Society -, and he informed your 
Committee, That at a public Sale, in the Mayor's 
Court or Townhoufc of Calcutta, on the 2d or ad of 
April 178,991 Maunds were fold in fmall L«ts, 
1,200 at 101, the reft from 97 to 60 Rupees per too 
Maunds, and that the Salt was at Salkty, oppofite the 
Town of Calcutta i on the a ad of November 1764, 
20,000 Maunds were delivered at Nulloa, about a Day’s 
4 Jourpey 
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Journey from Calcutta^ to Mr. Tbemas RumhoU, at 85 j 
from OSeber 1764, toMtreb 1765, another Quantity, 
of 15,725 Maunds, were at the fame Place delivered to 
Mr. fValter at the fame Price j upon an Agree- 

ment made in Dfcembef 30,000 Maunds were de{ 
livered by him in Calcutta^ irt April 1 765, to Mr. Rnf- 
fell Skinner ^ and Mr. Thomas Hexoett^ and others, at 9 o 
Rupees. — On the 29th of Jw/ir 1765, h'.s Agent, Mr. 
Peter Gallcpine, as Adminiftrator to Mr. fyUbam / 7 /jy, 
dcccafcd, fold Harry Verelft 25,195 Maunds, at 95 Ru- 
pees. In /iuguji 1765, and July^ Salt fold from 112 to 
\\()— September and Olloher^ to 141 — November^ >50— 
Auguft 1766, 230 — Oblaber, 2S0. — Thefe were the 
current Prices of Salt at that Time. — At Caleutta and 
at Dacca^ the Prices were according to the followif^ 
original Account of Sale : 

On the 1 3th September olt\A 18th November 1765 — 170 
January 1766 — — *75 

February — — —190. 

September 1 76S — 305 

And it was at the fame Price at that Time at Rajab- 
bnry^ a Market Two Days Journey from Decca^ as ap- 
pears by an Attcllation under the Kazy’s Seal, produced 
by the W-tnefs. The Prices of Salt at Patna were, on 
the \^x\i March *763, at 270 per ico Maund — from 
January 1766, to iith July^ the Witnefs fold by 
is Agent, Cejamault 7,200, at Baboa, Sajferam^ and 
Choufa^ at 4 Rupees 7 Annas /er Maund, or about 444 
Rupees per 100 Maund — from 18th June 1766, to 14 
Me^ 17671 Agent, Cojamault on 

the Borders of the Patna Province, at near 6 Rupees 
per Maund, or near from 578 to 600 Rupees per hun- 
dred Maunds, Retail, at Cbouja and other Plates within 
the Diftance of 5 or 6 Days Sail from Patna. 

The Witnefs further faid. That the Rupees men- 
tioned above were Benaras Sonauts ; the Maunds were 
80 and 82 Sicca Weiaht, 

And being alkcd, Why Salt was at fo low a Rate at 
Patna in the Year 1763 ? he faid, Becaufe it was very 
low at Calcutta at that Time, which was the Time of 
the Troubles. 

Being alked. Whether every Body at that Time was 
felling their &lf, and all other Commodities, for what 
they could get i he faid, He was not under any Appre- 
henfions, longer than the Firft Months, of the breaking 
out of the War — All the general Alarm was over after 
the Battle of Careca, which happened on the ad of 
Augujl 1763. 

Being afked. What were the Diftances of Cbeufa and 
SaJJ'eram from Patna? he anfwered, Two Days 1 by 
Water, Four, or Six, according to Weather and Cur- 
rent. 

And the Witnefs being defired to inform the Commit- 
tee, at what Prices he had fold Salt at preceding Periods i 
and having confulted his Books for that Purpofe, by 
Defire of the Committee, he tranfmitted an Account as 
follows : “ In Anfwcr to the Qiieltion which was put 
to me, relative to the Duties and Price of Salt in 
** Bengal and its dependant Provinces, at Periods pre- 
** vious and fubfequent to the Eftablifhment of the 
“ Exclufive Society at Calcutta^ in the Year 176^; 
** upon a careful Examination of authentic Papers in 
« my Poflefiion, I find, that at Patna^ 

‘‘ In May 1762, Mr. Henry Lufiington fold 2,000 
“ Maund, at 3. 5. o. per Maund, or at 331 
“ Rupees 100 Maunds. 

“ In A/fly 1763, Mr. John Harris fold 1,200 Maunds, 
** at 2. 11. o. per Maund; or 268 Rupees per 
“ 100 Maunds. 

At MurJhedabaJ, 

“ In February 1763, Mr. P. Harney fold 2,400 
** Maunds, at 188 Rupees per 100 Minnds. 
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^ !n Aj^t i 765» Mr. Afeimius WSUam Snu^r ibid, 
1,600 Maunds, at 150 Rupees^ 100 MaundsV 

** At Calcutta^ 

** Jn the Year 1761 — Ftom nijr Tranfadiohs with 
** Mr. John fPoUafion^ Sooberambyfaakt aAd others, 
« I find the Medium Price of Sdt for the wholt 
** Year, fold aAd delivered at Cakutta^ the 
“ Ground Duties being paid, was 170 Rupees 
“ per 100 Maunds. 

« In the Year 1763 — ^It was from 170 to 160 t)itto, 
** the Ground Duties being alfo paid, by the 
“ Seller or Im^rter. 

“ January 1763— Upon the fame Conditions I fold 
** to a Black Merchant, Name CbOund Haidar^ 
** 10,000 Maunds, at the then Market Pfice of 
** 1 59 Rupees per 100 Maunds. 

** I have already given Evidence of what the Prices 
« of Sab were in the Years 1764, S765, 1766, 1767, 

and 1768. 

** In the Year 1769, I find, that Meflrs. ArcUbdld 
*♦ Keir and Conip. fold to Mr. H^Uiam Teung. 
** delivered at Calcutta^ the Duties being paid, 
**■ 10,000 Maunds of Salt, at 126 Rupees 
“ 1 00 Maunds j 

“ And to Ktbolramghofey upon the fame Terms, 
Maunds 1,800, at 130 Rupees per loor 
“ Maunds. 

And to Sook deb MuOick 59,393 Maunds^ 
** deliverable at C«/m, the Ground Duties being 
** paid, at 140 Rupees per 100 Maunds. 

** The Khallery, or Ground Duty, upon the making 
** of Salt, an over Bengal and Oriffut was always 
** extremely inconfiderablc, before the Eftablifliment of 

the R^ulations made by the various Committees of 
** the Engli/b Council at Calcutta, from the Year 1 76a 
** to the prefrnt Time ; infomuch that a Salt Merchatic 
** making his Salt at firfr Hand, in a great Part of the 
** Salt Countries, could have made, tranfported, and 
** landed his Salt b Calcutta, within the Expence of 25^ 
** Rupees per Hundred Maunds. 

In the Years 1762 and 1763 I was myfelf con- 
** cerned in a large Parcel of Salt, which being imported 
** from the Provinces of JtU^ere and Midnapere, and 
“ landed on the Shore oppofite to Calcutta, Ground 
** Duty and all Charges included, ftood the concerned 
** at the Rate of Fifty-five Rupees prrHundred Maunds ; 
** upon the Exportation of Salt from Calcutta on our own 
** Accounts, I and my Partners always paid the Row- 
“ anah Duties cfrablHhed with the Country Government; 
** and upon the Stoppage of fome of our Boats for the 
** new Duties, after Goverttor Va^fittart had fettled' the 
“ Mongbetr Treaty with the Nabob Cojfim Alfy Cawn, 
*• me actually paid the Du7 of 9 per 100, eftablifted 
** by that Treaty, during the Conteft upon that Subjedt, 
** to avoid any Appearance of a Difpute upon the 
•* Value of the Duty, 

** The Medium of the Charges of tranfportbg the 
“ abovementioned Sah, from the Provinces of JeiUifore 
** and Midnapere to Calcutta,mai about 7^ Rupees per 
** hundred Maunds. 

** The Committee of Lands at Calcutta, during Mr. 
« Vai^ttarfi Government, about the Year 1762, 
" eftablilhed a Ground Duty, which contbued to 1764, 
** upon all Salt made in the Company’s Tw^7*four 
** Pergunnahs, of Thirty Sicca Rupees per Kh'allary, or 
** Set of Salt Pans, which were elnmatcd to prodfuce in 
** One Seaibn front 250 to 300 Maunds each Khsliary ; 
** that Du 7 was eftablilhed as an Improvement of the 
*' Company’s Revenue, which it certainly was, but it 
** was at that Hme looked upon as a great Encroach- 
** ment on the Laws of the Cfountry ; upon the Em- 
•« Wilhment of the exclufive Society, oy the Right 
** honourable Lord CUve and the Sebdl Committee at 
« Ctdcutta, 
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** Cdtiutta^ in 1765$ the above Khallary Duty was by 
« their Regulations abolilhed, though afterwards I'ai^ 
** to be continued, and Salt throughout the Country 
** was fubje£tcd by that Committee to a Duty of 35 
** ^ Cent, valuing the Salt at 90 //net Rupees per 
«' nundred Maunds} and in the Year 1766 they fixed 
** this Duty at 50 per Cent — By a Paper in my Pofl'ef- 
“ fion^ which is a Copy tranfmttted to me from Bengal, 
** of an Order publilhed in the Bengal Language, by 
** the Governor and Council at Calcutta, dated the Firll 
** of Jpril 1 769, it appears the whole and foie Duty 
on Salt was fixed at Thirty Rupees per hundred 
** Maunds, payable upon the Difpatch of the Salt from 
•* the Pans. 

“ Before the Ellablilhment of the be fore- mentioned 
exclufive Society, Calcutta had fo far become a 
“ general Rcpofitory and Mart for Salt, that it was 
** ftom tlience tranfpoited to every Part of the Country, 
even to Luckypore and other Places, much nearer to 
“ the Salt Grounds than Calcutta •, fo that the Prices 
** which Salt could have been afforded to be fold for at 
all the Inland Places, upon a free Inland Trade, may 
be very nearly and fairly computed by calculating the 
** Rifk and Charges t(j the refpective Markets, and 
** adding them, with an equitable Profit, to the Calcutta 
Price.” 

And Mr. Bolts being defired to give an Account of 
any Boats belonging to him being Itoppcd •, he inform- 
ed Your Committee, that in the Month of Oilober 
1766, 24 Boats of old Salt belonging to him were flop- 
ped by the Phouzdar at Rajamaul — they had the Com- 
pany’s Dufluck, and the Permit of Hoogbly, having paid 
the %\peT Cent, the Phouzdar told his Agent, as he in- 
formed him, that he did it by Mr, Sykes'^ Orders j he 
applied to Mr. Sykes, but in the mean Time the Phouz- 
dar infifted upon having Money, and took 100 Sicca 
Rupees from nis Agent } the Boats were detained, and 
at a confiderable Expence to him *, that Mr. Sykes on his 
Application got them releafed, and ordered the too Ru- 

5 )ecs to be returned i he ,had no Allowance for Lodes 
iiftained by Demorage, nor did he ever learn that the 
Phouzdar was punifhed. — The Obftruflions he met 
with every where induced him to fell many Parcels of 
Salt, at various Places, much lower rfian he fhould 
otherwife have doncj that he fold 7,582 Maumls, to 
Mr. Sykes, at Salta Cange, near the Dinagepere Province, 
at 250 Rupees 100 Miiund, in Augnji 1766-, which 
Salt he might have fold at the fame Place, and at that 
Time, for 300 Rupees per 100 Maund, if there had 
not been any Obflrudcions. 

And Francis Sykes, Efquire, being defired to relate 
what be knew of the above Tranladlion, faid, he re- 
collefls that Mr. Belts wrote to him relative to the Stop- 
page of fomc Salt Boats ■, that on the Receipt of his 1 .ct- 
tcr he applied to the Minillers at Muxadabad, who en- 
quired into the Circumllanccs •, the Phouzdar’s Anfwcr 
was, That the Dulluck which Mr. Belts'% People were 
poflefTed of had not been produced to the proper Officer; 
but on further Enquiry into it, he found that Mr. 
Bolts'% People had the Dufluck, and he could not get at 
the true Knowlcge why the Boats were detained ; but he 
defired the Adminillration would order the Phouzdar to 
return the Money he had taken ; which they did ac- 
cordingly, and the Money was returned and that he 
recommended to them to punifh the Officer.— He de- 
clared that no Ofiicei of the Government ever received 
any Orders for the flopping of any Boats whatever.— 
Rajamaul, where the Boats were detained, is Two Days 
Journey from Muxadabad. 

And for further Information rcfpeifling the Prices of 
Salt at different Periods at Patna, Your Committee ex;i- 
mined Gregory Cejamauh, who faid, that in March 1765 
he found by Enquiry, the Market Price was 225 Ru- 
pees the 100 Maund ; and he fold fomc Salt, the 14th 
of June following, to KiJ/ing Chund a^ d oUiers, at 250 
Rupees at Sajeram, the 30th of Augujl 1766, he fold

Salt at 575 Rupee.s ; thofe fold at Patna, were for 
Patna Sonants, thofe at Sajfieram were Benaras. 

And being afked, What was the Price of Beetle Nut 
ax. Patna, at the fame I'inic? he faid, On the nth of 
March Beetle Nut w.is at Four Rupees per 

Maund; inch of January 1767 Beetle Nui wa bought 
for him at 10 Rupees Maund •, on the 131'! of Oc- 
tober 1 767 he bought of Mr. Rumbo!d\ Bany.iii .at 1 3 
Rupees per Maund. 

Your Commiitee next examined Thomas Rumbcid, 
Efquire, relative to the Prices at which the .S ilt, belong- 
ing to the Society of Trade, fold at during his 
Chieffhip; and he informed V' ui Lomimttec, that he 
was Chief of Patna from x'to-jemlct 1766 to hovember 
1769; and that a ftiiall P.'ircel oi b..iL in 1767 fold at 400 
Rupees and n|th the hundred Maund : That at the 
End ot i7'>7 the urcateft Part was contradled for, by 
fomc Bhick Merchants, at 375 Arcot Rupees ; the retail 
Ptice was Four Rupees to Four Rupees 12 Annas; or 
from 450 to 475 Rupees per luu Maund; that of late Y^-ars 
the Price ot Sait has varied very inucii, according to whe- 
ther there were Troubles in the Country or not ; that he 
does not know of his own Knowkge, but always under- 
(lood that the Medium Price in former Years was about 
350 Ru]>ees per 100 Maund ; that by an /icount of 
Sales, on the ijjth of September 17G5, it appe.ired that 
Part of the Salt was told at 400, and a large Part at 31a. 
6 Annas. 

The Witnefs being afleed. What Quantity of Jialr ufed 
to be imported into the Province of Bahar, before the 
Ellablilhment of the Salt Society ? he faid. He found, 
by his own Obfervations at Patna, that the Conlump- 
tion was about 400,000 Maunds a Year. 

And being afked, Whether the Markets in Bahar 
were fufficicntly fupplied ? he faid, There was fo large 
a Quantity lent up by the Society, that when he left 
Patna, in OSiober 1 76^, there was a great Quantity (jf 
the Society’s Salt remained uncalled for by £hc contrafl- 
ing Merchants ; when the Society firll fent up their Salt, 
there was a great Quantity of private Merchants Salt then 
at Patna, which hindered the Sale of their Salt. 

Being afleed. Whether any Salt was imported into 
Bahar by Individuals, after the J'.llabliflimcnt of the 
Salt Society ? kc faid, 'l‘hc Meirhants who piirchafed the 
Society’s Salt, the latter End of 1767, had agreed with 
them, that no Salt belonging to Individuals fhould be 
allowed to be impoitcd into Bahar till September 17CS’ ; 
that the Society rcfervcil that I'imc to themfclvcs for 
difpofing of their own Salt; all the Society’s Salt fold 
before the above Conirafls from 412 to 425 ; no Oiders 
ever came to Patna for fixing the Pi ice of Salt. 

And being afked, Whether any Applications were 
made to him to hinder the Native.s making S.iltin 1768 ? 
he faid, The Company’s Salt Petre Works were under 
his Direflions as Chief of Palm. In the Diftrifl of 
Durbangar the Society’s Agent, Mr. Letbieullier, com- 
plained to him that the Sait Petre Manufaflurers, inlkad 
of making the Salt Petre they ought to do for the 
Company, were employed in making Salt, to the great 
Detriment of the .Sale of the Society’s Salt ; it head 
always been cuftomary, from the Refufe ot the Petre, 
to make a frnall Qiuntily of S.ilr, which Salt paid x 
final! Duty to the I’houfclar, he alfb paying a Duty to 
the Government ; he acquaintcii Mr. Lethicullicr, that 
he could not put a Stop to the making of that S.ilr, as 
it would interfere with the Duties to the Government ; 
on this he complained to the Society of f rade ; in 
Confequence of which he rc.eived a Letter from the 
Prefidem and Council, dated to which, and 

his Anlwer on the Records, he icferred. 

And lx‘ing afked. Whether he knows of any Orders 
from Mahomed Reza Caiin tor flopping the Boats going 
to Patna? he fuicl, Thcie wcie Ordci.s from the Society 
of 1 rade to him, and from M. R. Ctrum to Sbetabroy, 
that no Salt was to he alLwed to pafs into the Province 
till September 1768; th.it he has not the Letter to 
6 D al'ccrtain 
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afctrtain the Date, but he has his Anfwcr, which is 
djtfd thf 25th of May 1768 j that the Nature of the 
Order to Sbetabroyyf‘a& much the fame as that to himfelf ; 
th.it he, Mr. RumMd, on the Receipt of his Letter, 
tlcfjred Shetalroy to regulate that Matter himfclf, and 
that he never afterwards interfered in it that Appli- 
cations were made to him for Boats that were in 
Confcquence of that Order 1 and that he always referred 
them to Shetabroy, who had the Execution of that 
Bufinefs. 

And in order to obtain fiirthcr Information, relative 
to the Sales of Salt, Your Committee examined Deftor 
William Semple i who informed Your Committee, That 
he went to Bengal as a Free Merchant, and was 
appointed a Salt Agent the Beginning of Jpril \j 66 i 
that his Ir.ftruftions were to take the Opinion of 
the Gentlemen of the Faftory in fettling the Price, and 
report it to the Committee for conduding the Trade; 
that he found the Gentlemen at a Lofs, and therefore 
confiilted the Black Merchants : The Price he recom- 
mended was 250 kupccs the too Maunds; at which 
Price, with the Approbation of the Committee of Trade, 
he fold upwards of 300,000 Maunds that in the 
Courfc of the enfuing Winter, as he believed a little 
after Chriftmas, and the Beginning of 1767, he raifed 
the Price, being informed that it was cuftomary in a 
dry Scafon for the Salt to rife, and fold 50,000 Maunds 
at 320 Rupees in the Courfc of the Spring, and 31,000 
at 300 — 1000 at 325; this was before the Conclufion 
of the Firft Year’s Sale, which finiflied in jiuguft 1767; 
that the .Second Yeai’s Sale he opened at 300 
Rupees too Maunds, on the Firft of September 1767; 
that the Merchants complaining to him, that the Price 
was rather too high, he reported it to the Committee, 
wlio authori2ed him to reduce it •, and that he fettled it, 
with the jierfcrt Confent of his Employers and the 
Purchafers, at 200 Rupees, and fold 470,000 Maunds, 
or thereabouts, at that Price; that he finiftied the 
Second Year’s Sale in September 1768 ; that the Com- 
mittee lignificd to him, that tlie Society was to be 
dilTolved, and he therefore notified it by their Defirc 
to the Public, by a public Aclvcrtifemcnt : And being 
alkcd. If on the Second Year’s Eftablilhmcnt he had 
any ftated Price delivered to him at which the Salt 
fiiould be fold, and from whom? he faid, He was 
inftrudled by the Committee of Trade to open the Sale 
at 300 Rupees for 100 Maunds, which was the Price 
he had recommended ; and that there were no other 
Alterations made in the Price of Salt than thofe he had 
mentioned: And being alkcd. If all the S-ilt produced 
in the lower Diftrids of Dacca was fold by him at 
Rajalerry, or whether Part of it was configned by 
him to the other Agents at different Places ? he faid, 
That the Fiift Year Part of it was fo configned ; that 
the Second Year he fold the Whole himfcltj and to 
Black Merchants, agreeable to his Orders fo to do ; 
And being alkcd. When he went to Dacca, and whe- 
ther he had any Orders or Injumftions from Lord Oivt 
before he went ? he faid, He arrived at Dacca in the 
Beginning of May, that when he waited on Lord Ctive 
before he fet out, iiis Lordihip told him that the Salt 
Trade was fettled in the bell Method they could think 
of ; that there were many Arguments for and againft 
that Trade, amongft the ftrongcft of which, in his 
Opinion, One was, fending fo many Europeans into the 
Country, where tliey were frequently guilty of many 
Outrages, and that he hoped better Things of the 
Wirnefs; that the Inftant he had any well-vouched Fail: 
of that Sort againft any One of the Awnts, he Ihould 
be called down : And being alkcd. What Proportion 
Salt fold at Rajaberry at 250 Rupees bears to Salt fold 
in Calcutta at 200, allowing for the Difference of Rilk, 
and Proximity of Rajaberry to the great Markets of the 
Country ? he laid. At Rajaberry they were liable to 
great Lofles, and therefore their Price was obliged to 
be higher ; that the Salt coming over the open Sea, great 
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LolTes'Often happened ; whble Flwts of the Boats being 
call away; and he concluded, by faying. That there 
were not any Murmurs at the Price <Jf 250 Rupees. 

Your Committee' proceeded next to enquire into 
the Nature of the Deed, mentioned in the former Part 
of this Rcpori, and alfo in the Report of the Com- 
mittee of Secrecy, to have been folicited by the Com- 
mitree of Trade, on the 16 of September 17165, and into 
the Tranfadlbns rdpefting the fame. 

And Your Committee examined Mr. Richard Whit- 
tali', who being afleed. If he knew any Thin^ of a 
Deed to protedl the Salt Trade, and to indemnify the 
Committee of Trade? he faid, He was a fworn At- 
torney of the Mayor’s Court at Calcutta', that in OSloher 
1765, Mr. Vtreljt applied to him, and gave him In- 
ftrudions to prepare a Deed of Indemnity from the 
Prefident and Council of Bengal to the Committee of 
Trade ; that he accordingly drew one up ; and which, 
upon being Ihcwn to Mr. Verelft, he, having made Ibmc 
Alterations, approved of it; that the Witnefs afterwards 
laid a fair Copy of it before tlic Governor and Council 
for their Approbation ; that by Diredion of the Board 
he made fome further Alterations and Additions in his 
own Hand, and ingrolTed it, and delivered it to Mr. 
J.aurell, the Secretary to the Committee of Trade; 
that about 'Ten Days afterwards he waited on Mr. LcurtlL, 
who defired him to fill up the Penalty, and alter the 
Date, which was the nth of September, to fome fub- 
Icqutnt Day, to m.ike it confiftent with the other Deed 
from the .Society to the Committee of Trade; the Date 
of which had been altered, before Execution, from the 
12th of Augujito the i8th of September: And being 
alkcd. If he could fpcak with Certainty as to any Time 
pollcrior, to which the Deed referred to muft have been 
executed, fuppofing it w.is ever executed? he faid. 
That in the Beginning of November he rented another 
Houfc, wljere he was very certain both the Deeds re- 
ferred to were ingroffed ; and the Seal which the Deed 
from the Society to the Committee of Trade was fcaled, 
he had from the Owner of that Houle after he went 
into it ; that to the bell of his Remembrance he deli- 
vered both Deeds to the Secretary about the Middle of 
November ; about Ten Days after which he altered the 
Dace, and filled up the Blank for the Penalty ; that he 
was therefore imluccd to believe it mull be the End of 
November, or Beginning of December, before cither of 
them were executed. And being alkcd. If he had ever 
fecn either of thorn after they were executed ? he faid. 
In September 1766 he waited on Lord Clive, to receive 
Inllruflions to prepare another Deed, when his Lordihip 
informed him, that he had been pcrufing tliofe Two 
Deeds, and which were then laying before him on the 
Table ; that his Lordihip obferved to him, that there 
was not any valuable Confideration expreffed, and alkcd 
him, if he thought them valid that he faid, he could 
not afeertain how far they were valid in Law, but that 
he had prepared them agreeable to the Inftrudlions he 
had received ; And being alkcd. If he was furc tlie 
Deeds, if ever executed, mull have been executed after 
the 1 5th of OSlober ? he faid. He was pofitive of it : 
And being alkcd. With what Sum the Blank for the 
Penalty was filled up ? he faid, He believed £. 300,000, 
and that Lord Clive talked of thofe Deeds to Jtim as 
Deeds' executed : And being afleed. Whether he had 
any Inftruftions to keep this Tranfaftion fecrec ? he 
laid, He had not ; but that he never did mention it fb 
any Body but Mr. Banks, which was in the Year t y 6 ^ ; 
that he did not mention it, bccaufe he thought it was 
a Matter that fliould not be made public, from the 
Nature of the Tranfa£lion, it being an Agreement to 
canyon a Trade contrary to the Orders of the Com- 
pany: And being alkcd, 'What were his Motives for 
mentioning it to Mr. Banks, after keeping it Iccret 
Three Years I he faid. That talking to Mr. Banks, 
whom he eftcemed bU Friend, about a Contrail he had 
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made for the Committee df Trade, he mentioned it in 
common Converfation : AtkI being afked, When and 
oh what Occcafion, he firft mentioned the Deed in Eng- 
land? he faid. That he mentioned it foon after his 
Arrival, winch was in November 1770, bccaufe he 
thought it ought to be made {public, and that he was 
not bjund in Honour to it fccret \ that he firjl 
fpokebf It to Mr.* 5 a 7 /jr, and in Decmher 1771 wiw 
called before the Court of DireClors to be examined 
about it. (The Copy of the rough Draft of* the Deed 
p^uced by Mr. Whitt ally as raerred to in the above 
Evidence, is hereunto annexed, N” 63.) 

Then Wilham Brightwell SumneTy Efquire, being aiked. 
If he kne«f any Thing of a Deed entered into ^tween 
the Governor and Council, and Committee of Trade, to 
enfure the carrying on the Salt Society for One Year ? 
faid. That fuch a Deed was entered into ; the exprefs 
Terms of the Deed he did not recollect •, but he faid, he 
confidered it as an Engagement on the Part of the Pro- 
prietors to pay to the Company certain ftipulated Duties, 
and on the Parc of the Governor and Council to fecure 
to the Proprietors the carrying on that Trade for the 
Space of One Year, or to fave and bear them harmlcfs. 
— Being afked. Whether any Mention was made of that 
Deed by the Governor and Council' upon Record? he 
referred Your Committee eo the Confultations 16th of 
September 1765, and to the '40th and 4 rfl: Paragraphs 
of the Letter from the Governor and Council to the 
Court of Direftors, dated the 30th of September 1765 
(Copies of which are annexed in the Appendix to the 
former Report of this Committee.)— >And Mr. Sumner 
being aiked. Whether the Deed, which he had former- 
ly laid was executed, was drawn up by Mr. IVbiitall? 
he anfwered in the Affirmative. 

Some Days after the above Examination, Henry 
Straeb^y Efquire, a Member of the Committee, pio- 
duced a Paper, which be faid, he believed, to be a 
Copy of the Deed of Indemnity to proteft the Society 
of the Salt Trade •, that he ordered a Copy to be 
made, when he was in Bengal, in 1766 or January 
17671 that the Paper is in "the Hand Writing of Mr. 
William Hippijley Cox, who was in Kis Office at that 
Time, as to the Body of it \ and that the Names of 
the contraAine Parties fubferibed to it, and the Indorle- 
ment, arc in me Hand Wfidng of Mr. William Wynne, 
who w;u alfo an Affiliiani in his Office i and that he 


believed it to be the Copy he fo ordered to be made \ 
And being aiked, When he found that that Copy was 
in his Foifeinon i he replied, A few Weeks ago, but 
could not fay exactly : And being aiked. If he could 
fay, chat the Deed was executed before the 1 5th of 
OStober 1765 ? he faid. He did not know when it was 
CX.ecuted.>rr.And Your Conunittee have alio annexed a 
Copy of the faid Deed produced by Mr. Strachty, 
N* 64. 

Your Committee having thus Hated all the Circum- 
ftances they have been able to collect refpeding the 
Deed of Indemnity in 1765, they think proper to re- 
mark, That by a letter from the Committee of Trade, 
dated the 15th of ^ly 1767, entered in General Con- 
fultatiohs of the zTch of the fame Month, it appears 
that a Second Deed of Indemnity mult have been 
entered into with the Committee of Trade for that 
Year; viz. Meffieurs Cartier, Ruffell, Alder fey, and 
hloyer 1 but no fuch Deed has appeared before Your 
Committee, nor can they difeover any Traces of it in 
the Records of the Company. 

Your Committee is next proceeding, in Purfuance of 
their original Plan, to enquire into the feveral Matters 
therein contained, and thfcy will; report fropi Time to 
Time, to the Houfe, the Prugrcls they jl^all make 
therein. 

Your Committee have added to the Appendix, N* 65, 
66, and 67, State of the Dganp^e Rpyenpes of the Eajl 
India Company’s Territorial Acquifitions, from May 
to the lalt Advice.s, with the Amount of Charges 
coll^ing, and Civil and Military Charges, with 
the nett annual Balance *, and allb the State of the Re- 
ceipts of the Northern Sircars, from the Time of the 
.Grant of them to the laft Advices ; and alfo Copy of 
the Minute of Mr. John JobnJlone, OStober the ift 
1765, in Anfwcr to the additional Declarations of Ma- 
homed Reza Canon, in his Letter of the 23d of June 
1765, and the Refolutions of the Seledf Committee 
thereupon, on the 4th ,of July following •, which Papers 
are referred to in the Body of the laft Report from this 
Committee, but were omitted to be annexed in the Ap- 
pendix thereto.

Provinces, who hope for the Imperial Favour. 

T> E it known unto all you, that in thefc Days of our 
triumphant Reign, Mr. John Surmon, and C. Huajab 
Sberad, Agents on the Part of the Englijb Company, 
have preferred a'Petition in our juft and equitable Pre- 
fence to the following Purpofe : 

In confequence of a Decree of his moft Sacred and 
Imperial Majefty Zbah, deccafed, and former Grants, 
the Englifl) Company are exempted from all Cuftoms in

34. As many Difputes arife with the Country Go- 
vci iiT.ent, from a licentious Ufeof the Privileges grant- 
ed to the Company, particularly by giving our Duttucks 
to fucli who arc not intitlcd to have them, either by Vir- 
tue of the Mogul’s Phirmaund, or by any Authority 
from us, or by the Abufe of them, even by fuch as may 
have a Right to them ; and as we cannot with Reafon 
exped to have our Affairs carried on in a quiet amicable 
Manner, while our Servants arc committing or conniv- 
ing at fuch Mai Pradices, to the Prejudice of the Royal 
Revenues, and the Support of clandeftine Traders, 
which mutt manifcttly be hurtful to the true Intrrett of 
t!ic Company •, wettridly enjoin you to take Care, that 
for the future all Abufes of that Nature be cffcdually 
prevented and that we may have Cognizance of all 
Dufl-iicks granted, and the Ufes that are made of them, 
we order that on Receipt of this no Duftuck be granted 
to any Perfon, but on their Application for the wmc by 
Requeft in Writing to the Council in which the Perlbn 
making fuch Requeft (hall fet forth the Quantity attd 
Sorts of Goods intended to be imported, and from what 
Place they arc to come, and fhall declare for whofe Ate- 
count they are-, and the Council, finding fuch Requefts 
*.onf]fU*nt with the Rules of the Company, are to order 
Duttucks to be made out and dcKvered accordingly : 
Minutes are to be made in a Book, kept for that Pur- 
pofe, of all fuch Kcque^ dittinguifhlng which are 
granted, and which are rejcdlcd j Cojpies thereof mutt 
be lent Home, at lead yearly, figned by the Governor 
and Council i' and a Book ftiall be kept, in which every 


Duftuck taken out ihall be regifleredlv whether it bdfor 
the Company’s Account or for Account of others t the • 
Particulars of each Duftuck fhall be entefiild on one Side 
of the Folio of this Book, with the Perfon’s Name for 
whofe Account it is, and a Blank fhall jte left On the 
other Side of the Folio, oppofite fuch l&ntryi, for the 
Purpofes hereafter mentioned. 

37. And that there may be no Doubt as to the Per- 
fons who are to enjoy the Benefit of the Duftuck, i; is 
hereby declared, that all Goods imported and exported 
by the Company, or for their Account, arc to be fent 
with Duftucks, and every Merchant who contrails with 
the Company, (hall be intitled to a Duftuck, for im- 
porting whatever he may have fo contrafted for ; but not 
for the Exportation of the fame, unlefs in Cafe of Da- 
mages, in order to fend them back to the Aurungs to 
have the Goods new wafticd or repaired •, all Merchants 
who buy Goods of the Company to fend into the Coun- 
try for Sale, fhall be intitled to Duttucks for that Pur- 
poic;'for which Goods only, bettdes tlicm, our immediate 
Covenant Servants are to be intitled to Duttucks, and 
them under thefe Regulations } but every Perfon mak- 
ing a falfe Declaration, on requeuing for a Duftuck, or 
importing or exporting Goods, with Duftucks, otherwife 
than allowed as above, or proftituting the Duftuck in 
any Way whatfoever than it is alked for, fhall be imme- 
diately difmiffcd from our Service, and fent Home ; and 
every Merchant, dealing with the Company, who fliall 
commit any Fraud in the Duftuck, fhall tx excluded 
from having any further Dealings 'with the Company, 
diredlly or indirectly and all the Goods imported or 
exported in fraudulent Manner, fliall be deemed unli- 
cenfed Trade, and fhall be confifeated accordingly ; One 
Third to the Company, One Third to the Informer, 
and the remaining Third to the Regitter of the Duf- 
tucks. 

38. And in Cafes where the Company’s Affairs are 
involved with the Country Government, by Means of 
any Abufes of the Duftucks, the Perfon who fhall have 
committed fuch Abufe fhall be anfwerable for the fame 
to the Country Government out of their Eftate » or if 
a Native, fhall be delivered up to Country Government, 
as a Perfon having forfeited the Proteftioo^of the Com- 
pany, if he do not make fuch Satisfaction as may im- 
mediately extricate the Company’s Affairs, 

39. Every Perfon dealing in Bengal Salt, or any 
other referved or prohibited Commodity, contrary to 
the known eftabUfhed Laws of the Country, fhall be 
dealt with as if he or they had co.mmicccd a Fraud in 
the Duftucks i but in Cafe the Country Government 
pretend, by any new Laws or Prohibitions, to encroach on 
the Privileges granted to, and hitherto enjoyed by, the 
Company, and thofe under our ProteClion, you are at 
all Events to reflft fuch unjuft Attempts •, and if yop^ 
cannot procure Relief by amicable Means, you are to 
obtain it by making Ufe of all the Force you have, as 
we wifh 6n no Account to lubmic to any Innovation, 
which may, either at prefent, or hereafter, difgracc the 
Company, or be prejudicial to its intcrefts.

It is with much Concern we obferve, in your Detail of 
Tranfaftions with the Country Government, that every

fay, that you are w be zealotis in prefervtng our Pbir' 
maund Rights, andi Privileges} and when any Sums of 
Money are deiBatidedi or anyppprelHons endeavoured 
to bo laid on our Trade, Of Otherwife, that yoq will 
obviate or fettle tbedi"' upoir the beft Terms you can 1 
iiCdoiog whicbi our great Dependance muft be placed 
on your Senfe aqd'Caw.

no SfieA, and fubje^mg the BugUjh Flag to Contempt. 
We'find thia; Aflfair waa not brought to an Iflue, upon 
the coming Iway of your laft Advices; but we hope 
your Steadinefs and Refolution will difappoint Hcekum- 
htng in his oppnlfive and lucrative Views, and conBrm 
the rich Natives, who refidc in the Company’s Limits, 
that their Ferfons and ElTcds will be fecure. 

A further Inftance of very unfair Proceedings appears 
in the Affair of the Chekeys ; for after you thought 
our Trade was fufficiently and eSedtually (ecured from 
their Opprefltons, by ample Grants from the Nabob, a 
IPretence was fet up, or an Equivalent to be made for 
thofe leafed out under the Packowtrah Drogha, amount- 
ing to about Twelve Thoufand Rupees, which we find 
was left to Mr. WaUs^ and his Council, to fettle with 
Htokumbeg ; with a Caution, and indeed a very proper 
one, that it fhould not be made a Precedent for the 
like Demand from his Succefibrs ; we hope to hear that 
this Affair has been fettled accordingly ; and here we 
muR add, that, as many of thefe Oppreffions take their 
Rife from great Abufe in the DuRucks, we ihall depend 
upon your regulating them, in fuch a Manner as will 
moR eifedlually prevent all Pretences for Complaint 
in future. 

We obferve, upon Hookumhe£% making a peremptory 
Demand for Sicca Rupees 2,300, on Account of the 
Sugar Pqrchafers, you had impowered the Gentlemen 
of Ccfftmhttzar to pay him that Sum ; this is another 
InRance of OpprelBon, which is now become in a Man- 
ner Annual ; you muft ufe your beR Endeavours to 
prevent its being eRabliOied as a Cuftom ; and we 
do expetR that you will take Care to collefb, from thefe 
Perfons who have the Benefit of that Trade, all Impo- 
fitions it is the Occafion of.

Goqds covered with our Servants Names s even a Wri- 
ter trades jn this Manner for many Thoufands,,when at 
the fame Time he has often mt real Credit for an Hun- 
dred Rupees; For the Truld) of, .thefe Alfertions we 
need only appeal to yourfelvcs. This then is the Stream 
from whence, have flown numberlefs Mifehiefs, perhaps 
the capital Caufe of your lat|s , dr(^ful Misfortunes.

cQvmd by thp Company’s Name, muft ever look upon 
us as a vile faithlefs People, Strangers to Honour (and 
we muR now add) Gratitude ; fuch are the Cnnlcquen- 
ces refulting from the Abufe of a Privilege oi tained at 
a very heavy Expence, for our particular Advaacaj^e. 
In the regulating of this Branch, we wilh to .nAintain a 
refpeCtabie CharaClcr, fecure the Government from bung 
injured, and preferve to the fair Trader fuch Freedom 
and Benefits, as are common to all our oth r tcle- 
ments, and which he certainly has a Right to. It is nut 
in our Power to obviate all Difficulties, but however, 
points out the Uempdy, to fix Trade upon an equ .i ible 
Bafis. — He may depend upon receiving fignal Marks pf 
our Favour; perhaps the Nabob may find it his Intereft 
to fettle for a certain annual Sum upon the general 
Trade, his own Subjects included, which will be farm- 
ing the commercial Duties dependant upon Calcutta. 
This Scheme muft, we apprehend, anfwer every good 
Purpofe; it removes all Caufes of Conicnt-.m with the 
Government, Duftucks will be aboliflied, the Merchant 
will gladly employ, and cheat fully a'low our Seru>rus a 
reafonable Commiifion, and Intereft for the Piovifion of 
his Goods; but if more than Five per Cent. Com- 
miflion is charged, upon Complaint he is to be redrefled, 
and the Company will be reimburfed the annual Sum 
they may pay for farming the general Duties, by an 
additional Impoft of Two or more per Cent, on tbo 
Goods brought down by EuroptanSt and a larger Duty 
on what may be imported by the Tndiatts ; .nd if the 
Amount fhould exceed the annual Sum ft.pulated with 
the Nabob, we are willing to add the Surplus to our 
Prefident’s fmall Emoluments : If this Plan fhould take 
Place, let us view the Trader’s Situation ; he is relieved 
from the prefent Exaction, from Twenty to Twenty- 
five per Cent, he will pay Five per Cent. Commiflion on 
his Goods, Two per Cent, to the Duties farmed, and 
Four per Cent. Cuftoms, and he will therefore export his 
Goods from Nine to Fourteen per Cent. Advantage. If 
you can form a better Scheme, adopt it ; but remember, 
at all Events we fhali expeCt the Duftucks are put upon 
fuch a juft Footing, as to fecure die Government their 
Duties, and enable the Merchant to pay our Cuftoms.

no. The Obfervations concerning the Privilege of 
Duftucks, contained in the loi and 102 Paragraph.^ 
of your Commands, dated the iftof April 1760, have 
been confidercd, with that Attention which fo earncR 
an Injun^ion from your Honours oiijht, and always 
will, excite in us : We brg Leave to afforc you, that we 
have confidercd it with Minds free from any View to 
our own private Interefts ; and that, if the Regulation 
propofed by your Honours, or any other that we could 
imagine or have been informed of, had appeared capa- 
ble of putting Trade upon a better Footing, for all Tra- 
ders in general, without prejudicing the Company’s 
Inveftmcnt, we would moft readily have endeavoured to 
obtain the Nabob’s Confent. 

III. Your Honours, perhaps, have not been fuf- 
ficiently informed of the Difficulty that is continually 
met with, at moft of fubordinate Settlements and Au- 
rqogs, in procuring a Sufficiency of Cfoaths for the 
Company’s Inveftmcnt ; it would indeed be abfolutcly 
impOifible ever to fulfil your Orders, were there not 
many ReftriAions in Favour of the Company at the 
Subordinates; the Gentlemen in the Service are forbid 
to pfii|ko any Purchafes for thimfelves, until the Quan- 
tity rtx]uir.cd for the Company is fecured ; the Gentlc- 
mcp,zi Calcutta are not permitted to fend Gomaftrahs to 
' purc|)|irc at the Aurangs dependant on any of the Sub- 
ordinates, nor the Gentlemen of one Subordinate to 
make Purchafes at another. It is the fame with the 
Out Aurungs dependant on Calcutta ; none of the Gen- 
tlemen 
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tlemen in the Company’s Service are permitted to fend 
Gomaftahs to any Place where there is a Gomaftah pur- 
chafing any Goods for the Company, without ^virig 
Notice to the Committee of Aurungs, and getting a 
Letter from them to the Company’s Gomaftahi who is 
to take Care that he does not interfere in any Thing 
prejudicial to the Company’s Invcftments. Thcfe Rc- 
RriAions are calculated to keep the Weavers confined, 
as much as polTiblc to the Compands Sortments •, which 
we believe would fall extremely fhort, as well as grow 
continually dearer, if the Free Merchants had the Pri- 
vilege of Duftuck equally with the Company’s Servants; 
the great Numbet of Purchafers at the Aurung moll of 
Courfe make the Price of Labour rife J Purchafers allb, 
who having no Dcpcndance on the Company, would 
not willingly fubniic to any Regulations we might 
make, nor think it jull that any Preference Ihould be 
given to the Company ; the Trade would fufFer fo 
much by the Number of Competitors, that we think the 
Jtffeft of fuch a Change would be very different from 
what your 1 fonours propofc j and that, inflead of being 
n Relief to Trade, it would be a great Hurt to the 
Merchants in geneial, and to the intcreft of the Com- 
pany in partirular. 

112. We flatter ourfelvcs, that your Honours will, 
for tl e Kcitfons before men'ioned, approve of our not 
endeavouring from the Nabob, his Acceptance of a cer- 
tain yearly Sum to be paid by the Company, in Lieu of 
the Duties now colle£led by the Government from the 
Merchants of Calcutta \ fo that all without Exception 
might have the Privilege of UiiRucks ; but we believe, 
if we had found it fo confillenc with the Company’s 
Inrerefl to put thq Trade upon that Footing, the Na- 
bob’s AlTent could not have been obtained. I'he Pre- 
fident when at Murjhaiahai afked, Whether fuch a Pro- 
pofal would be agreeable ? but far from approving it, 
he Teemed much alarmed ; fenfible of great Detri- 
ment it would be to the Revenues of Houghfy^ which 
are made up chkfly of the Cuftoms upon Goods 
going to, and from, Calcutta. 

1 13. The Sum to be paid the Nabob in Lieu there- 
of, in Cafe fuch an Agreement had taken Place, would 
have been fo confidcrablc, that the Duftuck Duty to be 
levied here for the Company’s Reimburfement, mull 
have been a very heavy Addition to your other Cuftoms; 
nor is it to be doubted, but thofe Merchants who com- 
plain now of tlic Preference given to the Company’s 
Servants, in refpcdl of Duttucks, would have com- 
plained yet louder of this additional Duty. 

114. T hofc Gentlemen who have figned the Letter 
referred to by your Honours, have for the mod Part 
not the leaft Rcafon to complain of unreafonable Deal- 
ings in the Comp.any’s Servants ; fome of them who 
have employed Company’s Servants to provide their 
Goods have had them at very moderate Rates •, but in 
general they have been unwilling to make any Con- 
trails, and have chofen rather to take the Chance of the 
Market, which has proved fometimes favourable to the 
Seller, fometimes to the Buyer -, at this Time Goods 
made at Cojfimbuzar yield little or no Profit here, 
while Goods made at Dacca and Luchypore will yield 
Twenty, Twenty-five, or I'hirty per Cent, and thefc laft. 
Five or Six Years ago, were fo extremely low here, iHat 
fcveral of the Gentlemen of the Dacca Faflory fuffettd 
much in their Fortunes, by providing them, as they 
could not get their Prime Coft this Rifk the Company’s 
Servant runs ; it is the fair Chance of an open Market; 
which the Fiee Merchants, for the moft Part, as we have 
before obferved, prefer to Contrails, and they have no 
more Right to complain when the Price in the Market 
happens to be high, than the Seller, when it happens 
to be low ; when they themfelves bring Goods to fell 
from foreign Markets, they are not wanting in their 
Endeavours to fell them for as high a Price as they 
can. 


115. Such therefore have no juft Rcafon of Com- 
plaint, as they have not contriiled or endeavoured to 
contrail with Company’s Servants ; but there are fome, 
whom we underftand have had fufticient Grounds for 
Complaint, we mean thcfe who formerly had Concerns 
under the Governor and Council in the Freight Ships j 
in which we have been informed it was a Prailice for 
each Gentleman of the Council to load his own Propor- 
tion in Goods, and thefc Goods every one charged at 
what Price he thought proper : The Captain and Super- 
cargo, depending on the Governor and Council to pro- 
vide their Goods, were obliged to take their Concern in 
a Cargo made up after that Manner; and no Wonder 
the Voyages turned out extremely ill, an unreafonable 
Profit having been made on the Goods before they left 
the Port. 

116. But we beg Leave to affure your Honours, 
That the Gentlemen, now concerned Jointly with us, 
received a very different Treatment ; fuch Goods as are 
bought at Market hcrei not having been contrafted for 
before, are bought on the bell Terms poffible, by Ma- 
nagers appointed out of the concerned, and no Profit 
of any Sort charged upon them here j fuch Goods as 
are provided from the Aurungs bv ourfcl ves, or by Con- 
traft with the Gentlemen at the Subordinates, are de- 
livered at fo motierate a Premium as barely to anfwer 
the Intcreft and Rifk of providing them, with a fmall 
Confideration for the Time and Charges laved by 
Means of the Duftuck ; an Advantage which was un- 
doubtedly intended to be referved to the Company’s 
Servants when the Indulgence of the Duftuck was 
granted them > the Calculation of the Advance propo- 

to be put upon the Goods provided at the fcveral 
Suborduntes and Aurungs, in Proportion to the Diftance 
and the Kifk, is entered on the Minutes of the CoiiluU 
tation of the a 4th of November, to which we beg Leave 
to refer you. 

117. That the Abufc of this Indulgence, formcr'y 
too common a Praftice, we have Reafon to think is but 
a juft Reproach ; but we arc equally convinced, chat no 
fuch Prahice has been followed Once the Attention 
given to this Matter laft Year, and the Oath prrfcribcd 
to be taken by all who have the Benefit of this Privilege ; 
we doubt nor but this folcmn Tye, added to the Regal'd 
which the Gentlemen in your Service have for their 
own Reputation, will be fufficient to make them abhor 
lb difhonourablc a Praftice; if any there be, who. 
Strangers to thefc Sentiments, (hall venture to abufc an 
Indulgence for which they ought to be thankful, we 
lhall hold them unworthy of your Service, and make a 
fevere F.xample of all who flaall be difeovered. The 
Prefident will be particularly obfervant of the Appli- 
cations made to him for Dullucks, and he has already 
recommended to the Nabob, to caufc all his Guards, at 
the fcveral Choukeys, or Watching Places, upon the 
River, to be more drift in the Examination of Boats, 
and to fcize all who ihall be found with Engltjlo Colours 
without a Duftuck •, this is an Impnfuion often praftifed 
by Pertuguefe, yirmenians, and the Country People, to 
defraud the Government of their Cuftoms and t.hrough 
the Indolence or Knavery of the Chowkeys has doubtlefs 
fucccedcd very frequently, and been the Caufc in great 
Meafure of the Complaints that have bce.a put undefer- 
vedly to the Account of the Gentlemen here. 

118. We fliall leave this Subjeft with aflliringyou. 
That we lhall acquiefee, without murmuring, in the 
Lofs of the Advantage of the l^uftuck, if your Ho- 
nours, after confidcrinp; all that we have taken the Li- 
berty to fay, lhall continue to think fuch an Alteration 
would be for the Benefit of Trade in general, and con- 
fiftent with the Company’s Incerelt ; at the fame Time, 
we cannt^ help giving it as our Opinion, That the Com- 
pany’s Servant has a very feafonable I’retenfion to fome 
Inddlgence, in the Matters of Trade, over the Fiee Mer- / 
chanc ; conlidcring that the latter has his whole Time to

Ordered, They be here entered in the following Man- 
ner : 

Firll, Mr. IVatts is of the Opinion, in an Anfwer to 
the i^elliona propofed laft Council Day i viz. 

That by the Fhimnund and Huibulhookums the 
Elig/ijib Eafi India Company have an undoubted Right 
10 trade in any Articles produced in thC' Inde^an Em- 
pire, for Foreign Or.' Inland; Trader and that 
.Duiiuclei aae^ to be giveo with Articles i and 
that Mt^hmmtdJoffitrMC0^ in his Treaty, has 
ytirf pittkolarly ecmfirmed the lame, for the Provinces 
timder theSubahdarry of Bengal. 

Secondly, That DOties ought not to b; paid to the 
VoL. HI. 


Country Government on Salti Beetle Nut, Tobacco, or 
any Articles that have a Duftuck with them. 

Thirdly, That Duftucks be granted with ,fuch Ar- 
ticles for the future. 

Fourthly, That no PalTports or Certificates Ihould be 
granted to Company's Servants or others i but that Sale 
have a .Puiluck with it, if the foie Property of a Com- 
pany’s Servant, but npt to other EngHjb Inhabitants. 

' Fifthly, That the Prefident, in lus Letter to the Na- 
bob, has given up the Privilege' which the Company 
enjoyed by the Phirmaund, and therefore he continued 
in the lame Sentiments as in the Confulcation of the 
lythyaaiMn. 

Sixthly, That fubjefling our Englijh Gomaftahs to 
the Country Government would entirely prevent us 
from carrying on our Trade i nor is there any Necelficy 
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for any Regulations in thofe Parts where sire have an 
En^lijh Paftory ; but in the diftant Parts of the Pro- 
vinces fomething is nrceflTary to be ellabiilhed, as well 
to prevent our (jomaftahs from being guilty of Oppref- 
fions to the Country People, as to keep the Officers of 
the Government from behaving in the Manner they 
have lately done » that this Point can only be fettled be- 
tween the Nabob and us. 

Mr. Marnttt is of Opinion, That the Prefident ought 
to have waited tilt he could have received an Anfwer 
from the Hoard, before he wrote the Letter to the Na- 
bob-, as no Paragraph of the Hoard's Letters to the Pre- 
I'ldcnt afipcar to authorize him to conclude a Treaty 
without thi ir Approbation, unlefs their Willingnels to 
have Adairs lectled with the Nabob on a folid Bafis, 
with the Secuiity of our Rights and Privileges, be con- 
III tied m that Senlc, which lie docs not imagine was the 
Intention of the Hoard. 

That in rcj»ard to the Treaty itfclf, it di^FerS far froih 
our Phirmniiiul and Siinw-ads, granted in Confequence 
of our IVcaties with Seer Rfjah Detola and Jafficr Ally 
Cdwi/, particularly in giving up our Right in grantmg 
Dtiftutks for the Inland IVatle (tho* fome few Articles 
may have been denied u.n trading m by the Country Go- 
vernment, unlefs we fiaid Unties on them) notwith- 
Itariding our honourable Mahers ftrongly recommended 
rhe being jealous of our Phirmaund Privileges y and 
alfo in fubmittiiig our Gomaftahs and Dependants to be 
under the Government's jurifdidlion, and liable on 
every Occafion tone called before their Courts, which 
is greatly derogatory to the Englijb Name, and muft 
take from us that Sway we ought to have in the Coun- 
try, and without which no Bvffincfs will be able to be 
c.irricd on » and will greatly prejudice not only the Quality 
and Quantity, but alfo enhance the Price of every Ar- 
ticle of the Company’s Inveftment; that fo far from 
fubmitting our Gomaftahs and Dependants to the Go- 
vernment’s Courts of Judicature, our Phirmaund ex- 
prefsly orders all our Dependants that are indebted to 
us, and run away, to be immediately delivered up to 
us •, and that the Government’s People Ihould give us 
a'l Adiftance they can on fuoh an OccaCon, in order to 
recover our Demands. 

That in regard to Exchange of Money, as wc hav# 
an undoubted Right to coin Siccas from our Phirmaund 
.ind SunWrids, we ought to infift on thofe we coin Ihould 
pals i bin to obviate any Lol's that might arifc by Batta 
onSicc.is of adilleieiii Mint at another Place, we ihould 
get Stamps ol the k-veral Mints where we have Occafion 
to fend Money, and co.n with thole Stamps .'iccordingly. 

For thel’e Reafons 1 entirely diflent to the Treaty, 
the ill Confcqucnces of whiih imift now appear too 
plain to every one i it bt mg a dangerous Syftem to truft 
the Government’s People with lb great J’ower ; their 
Charadter of being rapacious and tyrannical, would, I 
thought, have been well known to every one ; I am 
further of Opinion the faid Letter of the Prefident’s to 
the Nabob Ihould be demanded back, or hereafter bad 
Confcqucnces may arile from it. 

Jn Reply to the diftirent Articles propofed to the 
Board, Mr. Marriotl Is of Opinion, I’hat by the Phir- 
maund And ftibfequcnt Treaties, wc have a Right to 
trade in Foreign and Inland Articles of Trade ; if a di- 
re£l Aflertion is a fufficient Proof, and not One fingle 
Article of Trade prohibited us by the Phirmaund, ide. 
That the Government denying us to trade in a few Ar- 
ticles, without we pay Duties on them, is ufurping an 
Authority they formerly were forbid \ as by the Tenor 
cf the Phirmaund it appears that further Ufurpatlon 
and limiting our Trade were attempted by Jliverdi 
Khan’s MinilVers, in rcl'pcd of paying Duties on Sugar, 
and which the Company remonltracc much againft, and 
tiifire we will take Care thefe Things may not be 
brought into a Precedent-, which flicws the Opinion 
they entertained of thofe br.cro.tchmc»ts ^ and by their 


feveral Regulations and Oidcn. concerning Duftucks, 
k plainly appears they only meant their Skrvipits ihould 
not cover any Black Merchants 'Goods, or others chat 
had not the Privilege of a Dulluck, and by that Means 
defraud the Government of the Duties they would have 
otherwife collected on the faid Merchants Goo^, which 
in Cafe of being dereAed might have been made a Plea 
for (topping the Company’s Bufinefs and- imbroiling 
their Aftairs. 

That in Confequence of the Government’s collecting 
a Duty on Sah, which we tor the moft Part have ac- 
quitfeed in, a Duty ihould be paid them at One Place, 
and a ftaicd Sum for each Hundred Maunds at the 
Rate the Meer Merchants pay, and the Salt pafs 
with the Company’s l^ftuckj more particularly as it is 
the Produce of their own Juggere, and the ColledOr of 
the faid Duties Receipt for the fame i after which the 
Boats not to be detained at any Gaut or Chowkey, fur- 
ther j than CO give the Chowkeydar Time to take a 
Copy of our Duftuck ; That as the Company's Duf- 
tucks have been granted for Beetle Nut and Tobacco^ 
they are Articles we ihould not give up, but continue 
the Company’s Duftuck for thofe Articles accordingly ; 
That our acquiefeing in paying Duties on Salt, ought 
to be looked upon as a Conceffion on our Parts; as the 
demanding them is certainly an Infringement of our 
Phirmaund Privileges ; but as other Subahs have re- 
ceived them, the Nabob has Cuftom to plead for his 
receiving them alio ; and as we have fupported him in 
all his ancient Privileges, we ought to continue this to 
him, that it might not be detrimental to his Revenues. 

That in granting a Certificate to Englijb Inhabitants 
trading in Salt, for what they purchafe, after paying the 
Gov'ernment's Duties, he can perceive no bad Confe- 
quence attending it, as this Trade interferes not with 
any Branch of the Company’s ; and therefore thinks the 
Prefident ihouki grant them to thofe who are not co- 
venanted Servants. 

That the fubjeAing our Gomaftahs to the Controul 
of the Officers of the Country Government muft, he 
conceives, be attended with the worft of Confequences^ 
as it is giving up One of our Phirmaund Privileges, 
which muft make us efteemed very light in the Eyes of 
the Generality of People, and conlequently treated with 
Contempt by them, and be the Means of depriving our 
Gomaftahs of the Influence necciTary for carrying on 
the leaft Bufinefs -, that, in order to prevent our Go- 
maftahs from making a bad Ufe of their Authority, and 
injuring or diminiihing the Government’s Revenues, or 
interfering the leaft in them, this being One of the 
chief Articles of Complaint againft our Gomaftahs, they 
ihould be again pofitively forbid holding Lands, Vil- 
lages, Gunges, (de. of the Government, and an im- 
mediate Blxample made of thofe that difobey, and then 
no other Matters of Difpute can arife but in thofe of 
Trade ; when the Party injured ihould apply for Re- 
drefs to the Chief of the neareft Engltfi Faiftory, who, 
no Doubt, isinvefted with Authority fufficient to make 
the Gomaftah complained againft, appear and anfwer 
to the Complaint, which, if appearing true, and a few 
fevere Examples made on the Gomaftahs, would, I 
iflattcr myfelf, in a fhort Time have the defired Effort, 
land no Injuftice be committed by Englijb Gomaftahs in 
future.

My Reafons for joining whh other Members of the 
Board, prelent the 1 7th Jtnuaryf in' paffing the Cenfure 
on the Prefident, minuted on the Confoltation of that 
Day, are, That by the Treaty or written Security that 
the Governor pafiM to the Nabob, the principal Rights 
and Privileges of'the Englifi Company, granted t&m 
by the King’s Pbirmsvmd and Huibolhookums from 
Dr%, confirmed and folly explained by the Treaties 
with Serajab Dowla and Meer Jaffier Cavin^ and enjoyed 
fince thofe Treaties almoft in full, are given up in foil 

without 
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without Oi^ fingie Advsnt&gc gained the Company \ 
but, on the contrary, the total Lofi bt the Ehrlifli Cre^ 
(lit ani^ Reputation in thele Proviocer, wliicli has been 
greatly declining thefe Two Years part, was the vidble 
Confcqucnce of this Agreement, to every one who faw 
it and were the lead acquainted with the Nature of the 
Country People *, and it now grieves me, that the wifeft 
Regulations, and the mod deady CohduA of this 
Board, will not be able to prevent the immediate bad 
Effefts of this lll conccfted and un-authorized Proceed- 
ing of Mr. Vanfiitaru as too plainly appears from the 
Letters received from the Subordinates, and the gene- 
ral Complaints of all .our Agents and’tjomadahs *, which 
ihew there is almod every^ where a Stop, to our great 
Incumbrances on our Bufinefs, and that our Servant^ 
arc particularly ill ufed and opprefled. 

Hn conlidering the Arguments fof and agdind the 
prefent Treaty entered into with the Nabob by the Pre- 
fident, it is abfulutely neceflary, fo the forming a true 
Judgtbent on the Adair, that the unjud Mech^s u^d 
in the Country Courts of Judice, as well as the Methods 
praAifrd by the Country Merchants in condudting their 
Adairs, Ihould be continually in your Mind. 

The Impofilbillty of carrying on Bufinefs when fub- 
je^ed to the Country Courts, I think, mud appear plain 
to every one, when it is confidered, that for all Sums 
of Money recovered in them you are obliged to pay, 
befidcs the Expenccsof the Court, a Chout of i5p<r 
CV»/. on the Money recovered •, which if the Englip do 
not iubmic to pay, it will always be the Intered the 
i^mindars to decide againd them i this 1 only men- 
tion as One of the numixrlefs Grievances we Ihould fuf- 
fer, if fubjefled to their Authority j the Country Mer- 
chants are fenfible of the Impodibility of carrying on 
Bufinefs under fuch Difadvantages, and are therefore 
obliged to buy the Protedlion of fome Perfon of Authoriq^ 
in the Government, if their own Influence is not fuflicient i 
which fets them above the Reach of the lower Jemadars 
of the Country, prote£ts thetn from the Violence of all, 
and at the fame Time gives them a Kind of judicial Au- 
thority, fo far as to conflne the Weavers and Pecars, 
when they cannot recover their Balances from them 
otherWife j this being well underdood, I imagine, was 
the principal Rcafon for the Company’s being at fo great 
an Expcnce in procuring their Phirmaund and Hufbul- 
hookums, which exempe the Company from thofe In- 
convcnicncies ; and likcwilc of the great Care that was 
taken to preferve them in th^ir full Force by the Trea- 
ties with i'urrj^.b Deula and Meer *jc;$er Cawn, 

Before I come to confidcr the different Ahiclcs of the 
Treaty, it is ncreflary to remark. That the Governor’s 
arguing, both in his Lctierl and Minutes, in fupport 
of this Tranfaflion, is on a Suppofition, that the greated 
Enormities have been, and arc, committed by the Eng- 
tifi Gomadahs throughout the Country, to the great 
Detriment of the Nabob’s Revenues and Government } 
but chat this has not been the Cafe will, 1 think, plainly 
appear, from the feveral Complaints made againd 
them, being no further llipportcd than by the AflTertion 
of thofe by whom made, and whofe Intered it was to 
make Complaints of that Kind, as fome Excufe for their 
Nonpayment of wliat was demanded of them ; when, if 
there was any Foundation of thefe Complaints, it was fo 
much in their Power, and fo agreeable to the prefent 
Government and to the Prefident that they ihould be 
proved, that they could never have wanted Means to 
havedpne itv and likewife by.the numbcrleis Oppref- 
fions that our Gomadahs and People have fuffered 
throughout the Country for many Months pad i for it 
is not to be conceived, that People treated in the Man- 
ner they have been, could have it in their Ppwer to be 
guilty of thofe extravagant Violences and Enormities 
whidt they are Vep,r«(i;ntcd'to I»avc been by Mr. Flax- 
fiUorU I’his much premifed, I (hall now confider Mr. 
Vanfittart*i written ^curity or Obligation to the Nabob, 
Article by Article, ' 


in the . Fird, Mr. Vanjittart has given up the Right 
which the Company have, by their Phirmaund, Huibul- 
hookums, and fubfequent Treaties, of granting Duf- 
tucks, except for Ship Merchandize •, laid a 'l ax of 9 
per Cent, on alt other Traffickj and, in a Manner, ac- 
knowleged that the Englijb do carry on their Trade by 
ForceorViolcn.ee, Extortion, of unfair Dealing. 

1 think the Board could never have judified them- 
fclves for giving up the Company’s Privileges in this 
Manner) and orCourfcj that Mr. Vanjtltartt unautlio* 
rized as he was to enter into any Treaty, could have no 
Right to do it j but fuppdic it otherwife. How was it to 
be determined which were, and which were nor. Ship 
Merchandize ? Mr. Vanjittart indeed, in a fubfequent 
Article, has left that to be determined by tliofe whofe 
Intered it mud be to determine them to be nor fo. In the 
Arguments ufed for the Tax of 9 per Cent, on the Trade 
from One Part of the Country to another, it h through- 
out infinuared, that this is lefs than what has been ufually 
paid; and Mr. Vanjittart fays, That on all the Trade 
of this Kind that he has carried on, in Salt, Cdr. he has 
paid the Country Duties ; but from my own Knowlegc, 
as well as Enquiry, I have Reafun to think, that of the 
innumerable Articles traded in in this Way, only Salt 
and Tobacco have paid any ; the former Of which, by 
far the mod confidcrablc, I believe, lad Year, on a Me- 
dium, did not pay above 3 per Cent, although we iub- 
mitted to pay the edablilhed Country Duties. Mr. Van- 
fitiari., on being aiked in Council lad Tuefday, Whac 
thofe were that he meant by Salt, ? replied, Only 
Salt, for that he never traded in any other. How ill 
then is his Argument fupported by his Declaration, 
when explained ? On the Whole, I believe we are by 
this Article, indcad of trading Duty free, which I think 
w’c have an undoubted Right to, loaded with a Duty 
more than double what is paid by the Dutebt Armenians* 
or any People of the Country. 

The acknowleging thus, in a public Writing, that 
the Englift) do carry on their Tfadc by Force or Violence, 
Extortion or unfair Dealing, as 1 imagine, without any 
Foundation for fuch Aifertion, is fo hurtful to the Re- 
putation of the Englifh in this Country, that I look on it 
in the fame Light that I do the giving up the Privilegfs 
of the Phirmaund. 

By the Sccorid Article, contrary. to the Privileges that 
the Englijb enjoy by Grants and Treaties, thcmfelves 
and Gomadahs arc fubjeft to the Jurifdiftion of the 
meaned Officer that the Nabob employs, without the 
Liberty of an Appeal. 

I find fo many Objeflions, of the fame Nature as were 
made to the lad, to be made to this, and every Article 
of tills Treaty, that I lhall only remark, on the Whole 
of the remaining Articles, That by being debarred the 
Libcny of making Salt, we are deprived of a Privilege 
that every Perfon, Europeans and others, in the Country, 
have, but ourfclves. 

That the giving up the Right of coining in the different 
Mints, is overfctting a Privilege granted from Deliy. 

That the throwing the whole Trade of AJfant and 
RangamaUy into the Hands of One Perfon, is a Monopoly 
mod dedruftive to Trade, and more particularly if what 
Mr. Vanjittart advances be .}ud, that the Duty op Cot- 
ton alone in that Country brings in a Revenue of 40,000 
Rupees, which if you fuppofed at 5 per Cent, mud be 
railed on 800,000 Rupees worth, which if thus mono- 
polized mud greatly raife the Price of that Article, and 
of Courfe the Price of Cloth. 

Upon the Whole, I think the wHtten Security ihould 
be demanded of the Nabob, and dedroyed, to prevent, 
in future Times, when our Affairs may not be in the 
flourilhing Situation they are at prefent in Bengali in 
Regard to Force, a bad Ufe being made of it ; toz it is 
probable that the Government would, In Cafe of having 
the upper .Plaind in the Country, make Ufe of it to in- 
validate the Privileges the enjoy by their Phir- 
maund, IIuibulhooKums, and Treaties.

To anfwer to Queftion the Sixth I fay as formerly, 
agreeable to the Phirmaund ; but that a Plan be laid 
down by the Board to prevent any Injuries being done by 
the Engltfl) Gomaftahs, and for punilhing thofe that are 
guilty ; which I think may be well done bv a Com- 
mittee appointed for that Purpofe, who (houid receive 
all Complaints hnd Appeals from Subordinates, or 
Agents rcfiding with Authority of the Board in thole 
Qiiarters, and examine them % and as it appears that 
great Part, if not the Whole, of the Troubles that have 
happened to the Englijh and their Gomaftahs of late, 
are owing to the Orders lent over the Country by the 
Nabob, I think it highly neceflary that we have always 
a fenior Servant refident with the Nabob, who Ihould be 
acquainted with all Orders regarding the ; this 

I think we have a Right to demand, and is what we 
(houid infift on, as it will in future prevent our fu long 
being ignorant of the Source of our Troubles as We have 
lately bet-n. 

Mr. JohnJlene thinks the Prcfident’s Letter to the Na- 
bob, containing the new Regulations he intended to 
eftablilh, is, from its abjedt Stile, as well as Concef- 
fions, highly dilhonourable to us, and fuch as could not 
fail of ruining our Trade and Influence, and reducing 
us lower than ever the Englijh were at any Period in this 
Country •, that the Prefident, without Authority, or any 
urgent Ncccflity that yet appears, or can be conceived, 
refigncd to the Nabob thole Rights and Privilege we 
are intiilcd to by the Phirmaund, and fubfequent Trea- 
ties, and have hitherto enjoyed by Virtue of them ; 
Firft, By diftinguiftiing the Company’s Trade firom that 
of their Servants, and agreeing to an exotbitanc Duty of 
9 per Cent, on all Articles of the Inland Trade, without 
Diftin^Iion, or Examination of what had ufually been paid 
on any of thefe Articles at the different Subordinates; efta- 
blilhing the Rate upon that paid by the Gentlemen of 
Lukypore, tho’ exprefsly mentioned by them to be more 
than what w.is paid at Dacca, and known to be above 
double the Duty paid iieretofore at Hugbtey, and thovigh 
Salt was the only Article in his own private inland Trade 
that the Prefident remembers to have ever paid any 
Duty on or before this Time ; Secondly, In fubjedling 
the EtigHJb, and their Gomaftahs, under the Authority 
of the Moors Qouns of judicature, contrary to the Pri- 
vileges we have ever enjoyed of protefling thofe em- 
ployed under us, and ourfelves Judges of their Adions ; 
the many ill Confequenccs of which, and the entire I-ofs 
of that Credit and Pre-eminence we have fcver maintain- 
ed, is evident to every Body, of which we have had 
ample Proof, fince the Circulation of the Regulicioos, 
as appears from the Complaints of every Quarter, of the 
Abufe of the Power fo eafily put into their Hands, by 
the Stoppage of our Trade, and Attacks openly made on 
thofe entitled to our Protedion : Thirdly, ITie prohi-> 
biting at once, without Reafon, or ever confulting the 
Board, the Company’s Sei-vants, at the Fa£Iories of 
Luckypere, Iflatnabad, isc. from making Salt Work* 
themfelves, which is a Liberty not denied to any Native 
of the Country, and by which their Fortunes have been 
and are endangered, as nd Time was allowed for col- 
ledling in the Money they had laid cnit, and the Balance 
due could only be recovered by receiving the Salt from 
the Molongies they had employed. 

The Articles ordering, without any Limiutioo, that 
all Purchafes of Lands made by any of the Servants of 
our Faflories (houid be refigned, was, I think, unjuft 
and dilhonourable to us, as if our Servants, whm thef 
paid the due Demands to the Government, were not in- 
titled to our Proteftion. * ' 


The Article diredting, that the Chiefs and Servants 
of the Fs&ories are not to hinder the Weavers and 
Brokers of the Government, has been confider^ as 
giving a full Power to the Nabob’s Officers over them 
People, and may turn to the Ruin of the Company’s In- 
veftment, as appears by the Proceedings of MiabomA 
Aty at the Dacca Auninu. 

The foregoing the Privilege we had of coining in 
the Mints of Patna and Deere, while no Provilion was 
made for the Currency of our Stccas at thole jPlaces, 
withoitt Difcounc, was giving up what the Company 
could demand of Right : And, 

Ordering all Purchafes at Guatparab to be made intirely 
through the Nabob’s Orogan, was 10 Infringement of our 
Rights of a free Trade in that Quarter, and ^ainft the 
Treaty with JaffierAlfy Cawn, by which we are fwd from 
being even obliged to buy by the Intervention of DeloUs. 

I'he Minute of thCiiBoard the 17th January,' on the' 
Proceedings of the Prefident, therefore to me appears 
weR grounded *, and I think the Treaty ought to be re^ 
covered from the Nabob, and deftroyed, that fo bad a 
Precedent may never be eftabliihed and ufed i^ainft us. 

Nexr, in regard tP the Qi^ftions propofed, he thinks 
firft, that by virtue of the Phirmaund, Hufbulhookums, 
and the Treaties whh Serajab Dowlab and Aferr Javier 
AH Khan, I think the Company and their Servants have 
a Right, without any Reftriftion or Limitation, to trade 
in ai^ grant Duftucks for every Article, whether for 
Foreign or Inland Trade ; Our having been reftrided 
by the Power of the Subahs, before the Revolution, 
from the full Enjoyment of thefe Rights, can never be 
urged as a good Argument to invalidate them ; when 
we became powerful enough to alTcrt them, they wefte 
eftabliihed as fully and clearly as could be.expreired» in 
the public Treaties then concluded, and in Sunnuds and 
Duftucks, afterwards iiTued in confeqoence, by Strajab 
Dewla and Jaffier Aly Khan, for the uninterrupted Cur- 
rency of our Trade, through the iodifputable Authority 
of the Duftuck, wherever it was granted; and them 
Sunnuds were not merely for fuch Quarters where the 
Company had Fadloriesand Aurungs, but comprehended 
alfo all the diftant Frontier Provinces, where they had 
not the leaft Trade of any Kind, as Rungforc, Purnta, 
Rangamatty, Danagepeer, Syllet, &c. And Jaffitr Alfy 
Kban yet agrees, that he underftood the Treaty in this 
Senfe that wherever a Company’s Duftuck was granted, 
no Duty could ever be demanded, if Cuftom, and 
what Privileges we enjoyed under the Moors Govern- 
ment before fihe Revolution, are to be eftabliihed, as 
what only we have a Right to trade in now by virtue of 
our Grants, Phirmaun, there is fcarce an Article 
of the Gruff Trade, whether for Export or Confumption 
in Calcutta and ocher Places in the Kingdom, but we 
muft give up ; for it is known we could not profeifedly 
in our Name.s trade in thofe Articles, though williiw to 
pay the Dudes and arbitrary ExaAiohs required on 
Occafions ; thefe various other Articles of Gruflrare no 
more particularized or expcAed in any Treaty or Phir-' 
maund, than the Two Articles of Salt and Tobacco, 
and have been ever fince the Treaty with Strajab DotoUt 
carried on with the Company’s Duftuck. 

That we have acquiefeed in paying Duty on the fingle 
Ankle of Salt, and palling it with the Sbaubundar’s Ru- 
ana, at Calcutta, Dacca, and iMckypore, Ibould not nOw, 
1 think, weigh with us to continue it, when our Rights 
are called in (^eftion, and we are bound to fuppoit 
them in their full Extent ; above all, as this Article is 
the Produce of the Company’s own L^nds, of Calcutta, 
Purgumas, Cbitiagtng, Jallaforc, and Burd^ 

wan, and as it makes a conudertble Branch of their 
Revenue, ought as much as poiSble to be praioftod 
and encouraged, inftead of being opprelfed whh MW 
Taaes, exceeding above double vthat has yet pAd : Ai 
ftse (he Artide dr Tobacco, no Duftuck from the Go- 
vernment harever been taken, and the Duty pdd Mi it 
has nev.r been demanded till after its Arrivu at Dacca' % 

and 
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and at Ct^mhutar the Company** Duftucks have been 
aitrays granted, and never difputed for this Article. 

ad. f think therefore that the Government have no 
Right to dem lod that or any other Duties, where the 
Duftuck is granted, and that it (hould be now granted 
on Salt and I'obacco, as it has been hithertoforc for 
Beetle Nut, Rice, Ghee, Opium, Sugar, f 5 *f. Articles 
coidlimcd in the Country as well as exported. 

3d. Thofe European Inhabitants, who by the Com- 
pany’s Direr'Uons are not intitled to Duftucks, fhould 
not be freed from paying the Duties-, yet when thefe 
are difcharged for the Eafe of Trade, I think a Paffport 
or Certificate from the Prefident might accompany the 
Kuanna of the Buxflibundar. 

4th. The Englijb Gomaftahs in any Part of the Three 
Provinces fliould be fubjedt in no Manner to the JuriA 
didtion of the Country Government ) they are not in 
my Opinion, more than their Principals, to be ac- 
icountable to them i I believe they never were ; and no 
Step could potTibly have been taken more furely to ruin 
our Trade, Influence, and Refpedf in the Country, than 
acknowleging them our abfolute Mafters and Judges *, 
the Company have ever protedted their Gomaftahs 
and thofe of their Servants; while we have fubor- 
dinate Fadkories, and a fixed Government here, Juftice 
may always be had, when Complaints are well grounded, 
and can be proved by the Government's Dependants-, 
nor need we be ftartled with thefe laid before us, but 
from the Subjedk, Exagi>cration, and Groundlcflhefs of 
raoft of them, conceive what a State of wretched De- 
pendance we fhould fall into, were wc liable to be 
called, upon every fuch like abfurd Complaint preferred, 
to the Country Government. In thofe more diftant 
Quarters, where the Company have not Fadbories, the 
Trade is generally managed by Gentlemen who have 
had tlte Approbation of the Board to go up the Coun- 
try, and given Security for their good Behaviour ; they 
may be prefumed more to be depended on for deter- 
mining equitably any Difputes about Points of Trade, 
which is all they fhould or need have any Connedfion 
with, than any Zemindary Court -, an Appeal might 
neverchelefs always lie from them to the neareft Subor- 
dinate; and when fuch Perfons are publicly known in 
thofe Charters, as under the Protedkion, and adking with 
the PermifTion and Authority of the Board, to whom 
they are to be accountable, they may, without any new 
Regulation or Innovation, jcarry on their Trade to the 
Satisfadkion of the People,* ‘and without any Detriment 
to, or interfering with, the Colledkion of the Revenues, 

Mr. Hajlings. 

My Name already appearing to the Letter propofing 
the Regulations which form the Subftance of the Pre- 
fident’s Letter to the Nabob, it will hardly be expedted 
of me to join in the harfh and unmerited Cenfure paft 
upon them by the Members wiiich then formed the 
Board : I at that Time regarded thefe Regulations, not 
as a Concefllon of any new Rights to the Nabob, but 
a. Confirmation of thofe which he held by the Treaties 
in force ; nor has any Thing appeared fincc to make 
me change that Opinion. 

My ^ntiments upon the Extent of our Duftuck, 
and the Privilege of our Gomaftahs, I fhali fully here- 
after, obT^ving only in this Place, that the fettling the 
Duties on the Iidand Trade, at 9 per Cent, the Governor 
only fixed the Trade, which was before variably levied, 
with continual Difputes, to the great Detrin;enc of the 
fair Trader -, and in this he adked in ftridl Conformity 
to the plain and literal Inftrudkions of the Board, what- 
ever &nfc they were intended to convey. 

The Prefident has fb fully explained the Motives 
and Re^Toas for this Tranfadkion, that it is necdlefs for 
mfi to take up the Time of the Board with a Repiti- 
«ion of them: Upon the Whole, I declare it as my 
Opinion, that the Regulations in Queftion were calcu- 
lated in the beft Manner to our Trade upon a proper 
Vot. III. 


Footing, to diftinguifh our Right from iliofe of the 
Nabob, to preferve the Englifii Name from Reproach, 
and the Affairs of the Company from fiiffcring by con ■ 
tinual Difputes and Contentions in which they had no 
Concern. 

To underftand the Meaning of any Treaty, where 
the Expreflions are doubtful or defedlivc, Kecourfc 
fhould be had to the Circumftances of the Parties 
concerned, at the 'I'ime in which they were made ; re- 
garding the Firmaun in this Light, we fliall make no 
Scruple to pronounce that the Company could nor, 
where they obtained that Grant from the C'ourt of 
Delbee^ underftand ic to extend beyond their own Trade, 
or include Privileges of which they could not make 
any Ufe ; and which, I may add, they never dreamt 
of. 

The Commerce in Imports and Exports ever bound- 
ed, as of Necefficy it muft, their Contems in this 
Country, for the Encouragement of a Trade beneficial 
to the Country and its Revenues ; the Court at tlut 
Time in its moft flourifhing State, and fuppurtcil liy 
wile and able Minifters, indulged the Company witli 
the Freedom which they petitioned for from Duties 
then the 'I'rade, in fuch Commodities as were pro- 
duced and fold in the Country, was iiitirely confined to 
the Natives -, they wex® either farmed out where they 
were confiderable enough to make an Article in the 
ublic Revenues, or circulated through the Province 
y the poorer Sort of People, to whom, whilft they 
afforded a Subfiflence, they at the fame Time added 
to the Income of the State by the Duties gathered upon 
them: Let us fuppofe the Company’s Agents had pe- 
titioned for the Liberty of trading in thefe Articles 
without paying Duties ; can it be conceived that the 
Government could have been fo blind to its own In- 
tcreft, as to have given a Privilege to Strangers which 
would have enabled them to monopolize the whole 
Trade of the Country, to impoverifh the natural Sub- 
jefts, and exhauft the Country of its Wealth, without 
making any adequate Return for it ? The Privileges 
therefore claimed by the Company, and allowed by 
the Government, were originally dcligncd by both for 
fuch a Trade only as was carried on by the former ; 
that is, in Goods brought into the Country, or pur- 
chafed in it for Exportation ; in Eff'e^, it was ever 
limited to that ; nor can it be proved that the Duftuck 
was ever allowed to pafs for any other, from the 
firft Engagement of this Grant until the Death of 
SerajaDowla: The Company, in their Standing Or- 
ders before that Time, prohibited their Servants from 
meddling with what wc now term the Inland I'radc, 
and name it Illicit ; nor 0.-10 any Difference of Power 
convey to us a Right from former Treaties, wJiich we 
confcffedly wanted before ; though, fmec the Reftora- 
tion of the Company’s Privileges, we have by Degrees 
dealt in the Inland Trade, yet it was always with a tacit 
Acknowlegement of the Invalidity of our Duftuck for 
that Trade, liaving generally paid the Government a 
Duty thereon ; and where it was attempted without, it 
has conftantly been the Subjciik of Complaints and Op- 
pofition on the Part of the Nabob’.s Officers. I am 
well aware of the Objcdkion which I h.ivc Irequcntly 
hcard repeated in the Courfe of the Debates upon tins 
Subjetft, and which it may be proper in this I’lacc to 
reply to ; I mean. That wc fhould not be too rigorous 
in calling in Qwftion our own Privileges ; bur, where 
the Senfc of a Treaty is not fufliciently clear, interpret 
it in fuch Manner as may tend to our own Advan- 
tage, leaving it to others to difputc it ; and that there- 
fore, as the Firmaun gives us a general Right to trade 
Duty free, without mentioning any Exceptions, we 
fhould infill on a fee? Trade m every Thing, without 
Exception. Without examining this Principle, I lhail 
only lay, that if it be juft at all, it can only be fo w] ere 
the Points contefted for are of real Import.incc- , but 
where they are either trivial in themfelves, or have a 

6 H pernicious 
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pernicious Tendency, it muft be an Abfurtiity to ihlift 
upon them. — I mull beg Leave for the firft Time to 
ciiftinguilh between the intcreft of the Company and 
that ot Individuals, which I am afraid have been too 
much confounded in tlieJc Debates i that the Company 
will not I'uffer by a Rcllnclion of the Duftuck to foreign 
Merchandize is manifell \ fince, with that Rcllridion, 
it will anl’wer every Purpolc for which they want it. 
IJelidcs, the Odium which a Monopoly fo injurious to 
tlic al Rights of the Country Merchants mull 
unavoidably call upon the Englift) Name, and the per- 
ptiual Jealoufies which, from Experience, we Icnow it 
to be attended with, prove, that this Privilege is in 
I'idcd Inghly prejudicial to the real Intcreft as well as 
Honour of the Company. As they have been pleafed 
to j^ermit us to fttare with them the licnefit of the 
Duftuck, we may furely content ourfclves with the En- 
joyment of that Privilege within tiie fame Bounds to 
wiiirli they have limited themlelves. To attempt to 
extend it beyond tliai, and, for the Sake of our own 
private Advaniace, to make this a Point of Conteft 
wuh .1 Power m Alliance with the Company, is both a 
Violation of Julticc and a Breach of the Duty which we 
owe to our Employers. 

My Opinion then, upon the Three firft ^leflions 
before us, is, Eirft, That we can claim no Right from 
the Phirmaun, nor, of Courfe, the fubfequent Treaties, 
which were but intended as Copies of that, in the Ar- 
ticles rcgauling our Commerce, to an Flxcmption from 
Duties on any but foreign Trade 1 that is, in Goods 
imported or carried out of the Country. Secondly, 
'I'liat Duties ought to be paid to the Country Govern- 
ment on Salt, Beetle Nut, and other Articles, which 
arc produced .ind fold in the Country. And, Thirdly, 
Tliat of Courfe the Duftuck ought not to be given 
for thofc Articlc.s, but that they pafs with a Rowana 
or Certificate from the Officers of the Cuftoms, in the 
fame Manner with tlic Goods belonging to other 
Merchants. The Fourth Article I deem altogether 
iinnecefiary, whether we trade in Salt with the Com- 
pany’s Uuliuck, or, as other Merchants, without them, 
the Dulluck being a fu/ficient Diftin^Uon in the lirlt 
Cali', and the latter requiring none. 

My Opinion upon the Fifth Queftion is. That the 
En^li/h Gomallahs, in every Part of the Three Pro- 
vinces, whether in the Dillridfs of the Nabob or of the 
CtMiquiiy, (h.ill be fubjc^l to the Magiftracc*, but 
with tins Diftmdlion to be obferved between private 
(mmailaiis and tiiofe of tlic Company, that the former 
lhall be equally accountable to the Magillrate, for any 
Mirdemt'anf'r, witli any one of the Nabob’s Subjcifts 
that fliall at any I'lme rcfidc in the Territory of the 
(.’ompr.r.y, nt)r enjoy any Advantages above other Mcr- 
( hunts, bu: fuch only as the Kirmaiin gives them ; viz. 
'I'hat their Goods lhall puls Duty free wherever they 
have the Protcdlion of the Duftuck ; the Magillrate 
lhall not oppofe, but affift, them in the Recovery of 
ilicir jull Debts, nor fufl’er any one to injure or opprefs 
tliem ; but, as the Company’s Gomaftahs have aweigntier 
t. harge, and are none of them fttuated at luch a DiC- 
t.'incc from tlie Company’s Faflories, but that Com- 
plaints againft them may be both cafily heard and 
j'peedily rctircftcd, it Ihould be only permitted to the I 
Magillrate to oppofe them in the aftual Commillion 
of any Violence, or the Aflumption of any Right not 
belonging to them •, but in any Dil'putcs with their im- 
mediate Dependants, fuch as tlie Weavers, Pykers, or 
Delolh, in thcir Service, he lhall not interfere, other- 
wife than by aflifting them in carrying their Com- 
plaints to the Preiidency, or the B'alftories to which 
tlie Gomaflalis belong, for Redrefs ; but the Gomaftah 
lhall not therefore jroteft his own Dependants from 
any lawful Claims of rhe Government, nor their Per- 
fons from Jullicc in any criminal Cafes. 

This to me appears the only equitable Method for 
preventing any Milbchaviour in our People, or Difpurc* 


between them and the Nabobs. If the Magillrate at 
any I'ime Ihould abufe his Authority, the Nabob 
ihould be required, upon Proof, to diftnifahim from 
his Office, of infiiA any other Punilhment fuitable to 
the Degree of the Offence. If this Juftice, fo efienuai 
to the Nabob’s own Intcreft and the Tranquillity of the 
Country, be refufed, or from the Diftance of his Refi. 
denre cannot be timely obtained, we have always the 
Means in our Power, when fuch extraordinary Occa- 
fions may demand ii, to vindicate our Rights, and call 
the Infringers of it to Juftice. 

F’rom the Peculiarity of the Times, and a natural 
Propenfity in the weaker Part of Mankind to run from 
one Extreme to another, it has unfortunately hap- 
pened, that the Power fuddenly placed in the Hands 
of the Nabob’s Officers, for the Proie£lion of his 
People, has been lo extravagantly abuled, as to give 
Occafion to a Perluafion in many, that no Power can 
with Safety be trufted in their Hands. As I have 
formerly lived amutigft the Country People, in a very 
inferior Station, and at a Time when we were fubjedt 
to the moil llavifl^ Dependance in the Government, and 
met with the greateft Indulgence, and even Rel'pedl, 
from the Zemindars and Officers of the Government, 
I can with the gieatdft Confidence deny the Juftice of 
this Opinion; anti add further, from repeated Ex- 
iwricncc, that if our People, inllcad of ere&ing them- 
I'clvcs into I .nrds, and Oppreffors of the Country, con- 
fine themlelves to an hdneft and fair 'I'rade, and fub- 
mit themlelves to the lawful Authority of the Govern- 
ment, they will be every wliere courted and rcfpcdled, 
and the En^lijh Name, inltcad of becoming a Reproach, 
will be univerfally revered ; the Country will reap a 
Iknciit fiom our Commerce ; and the Power of the 
EngUJb^ inftcad of being made a Bugbear to frighten 
the poor inhabitants into a Submiinon to Injury and 
Opprelfion, wid be regarded by them as the greateft 
Blelling and Protection. 

It IS as impolTible for any State to fubiill with a 
dixided Power as with none. Our Servants arc as 
likely, at Icall, to make an ill Ul'e of their Power as 
the Nabob’s arc, but aic not fo cafily to be reftrained. 
In vvhofc Hands, tlierefore, can it be fo properly lodged 
as m thofc of the Government, to whom it belongs ? 
To Mkc from them that Right, a Right which w« 
lliould never fuller to be contcltcil in our own Diftrkls, 
will be to introduce Opprelfion, Rapine, and Anarchy, 
into the Country which we are engaged to proteA; 
and whatever temporary Advantage Individuals may 
gain from I'uch a Scene of Troubles, the Affairs of 
the Company muft infallibly fuffer by it, if not be in- 
volved in one common Ruin with the Country. That 
this Confcquenc9 may not appear too forcibly drawn, 
permit me to add, it has been obferved, that the wifeft 
and moft permanent States have ever left to conquered 
Nations the Exevciie of their own Laws, and by that 
Means infured their SubjeAion. The Power which we 
have. acquired in thefe Provinces has reduced them into 
a Condition as nearly refembling a Conqueft as it is 
for our own Intcreft to wilh it ; but if we take Ib un- 
, generous, as well as impolitic, Advantage of their 
Weaknefs, as to put it in the Power of every Banyan, 

I who calls himfelf an EngU/b Servant, to tyraimtze over 
the Inhabitants without Controul, this is nw only to 
deprive them of their own Laws, but to deny them 
even the 3 enefic of any, 

Mr. Cartitr gives it as bis Opinion,' That the Pre- 
fulent’s Letter to the Nabob was in every rcfpcdl im- 
proper, and naturally intended, from the ConcclTioas 
contained therein, to bring upon the Englifit Name 
Difcrcdit and real Di%race> the late Violences, as^weU 
as Inibtencics, committed by the Natives, are a certain 
Argument of its Impropriety, and wiiich were dearly 
foremen the very Imlaat the faid Letter was ma^ 
public ; thiU the Flope given them of being conftitoMiF 

Jifdgea 
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Judges and Arbitrators of all Difputes that might hap> 
pen in the Intercourfe of our fiufinefii, gave Caufe to 
the many Inconveniencies and Tyranny that we have 
lately. fufJered, and do fuder ; I'he iubje£bing us to 
fuch a Contrpul would have cfTcAually deftroyed our 
Influence and deputation in the Country, and would 
unavoidably have led us, from the manifold Oppref- 
fions we muft have fell under by fuch Regulations 
taking Place, to the Necefiity of taking up Arms for 
the Redreis of thofe Grievances every Member of this 
Colony muft have felt by fo arbitrary a Jurifdi<ftion : 
As it is, the Evil has fpread wide, and has acquired 
fuch Strength, that no other Methods, I doubr, but 
forcible ones, will be able to remove it ^ that he can’t 
think the Members of the Board gave, or intended giv- 
ing, a direft Confent to the Prefident’s entering into a 
Treaty with the Nabob, on Points fo very intcrefting 
to our Privileges, or did they imagine fuch a Step was 
any Ways ncceflary, but what he thinks moft con- 
demnable is, that the laid Regulations, previous to 
the Approbation or Difapprobation of the Board, were 
made known lo the Nabob, and the fame ordered by 
him to his different Officers, to be carried into Execu- 
tion, before fuch Agreement could have the Concur- 
rence of the feveral Members of the Council : He is 
lycewife of Opinion, That the faid Regulations, and 
the faid Letter to the Nabob, were in no refpcA agree- 
able to the Tenor and Spirit of our Phirmaund, and 
the fubfequent I reaties entered into with the Nabob Se- 
rtjah Dowlab and Meer jaffier^ but would have been the 
Means of confining our Privileges into much narrower 
Bounds than the Grants and Treaties are intended to rc- 
ftrain us in. 

Firft, On the true Extent and Meaning of the Phir- 
maun, and all fubfequent Treaties, Mr. Cartier thinks, 
That by the Privileges inverted in us by our PJiir- 
maund, Hulbulhookunis, and our late Treaties, that 
Trade is under no limitation whatever, either in Fo- 
reign or Inland Commodities j that the Want formerly 
of Power to aflert the Immunities of the Phirmaund, 
cannot, as he imagines, be conftrued to an abfolutc 
and entire Deprivation of them : This Kcafon now no 
lonprr exifting, we ought to exert our Privileges to 
their fulleft Intent and Latitude, nor fubmit to the ca- 
pricious Conduift and encroaching Behaviour of the 
Country Government. 

I'hirdly, On the Trade on Salt and Tobacco, he 
can have no Obje 6 bion to the Payment of an equit- 
able Duty, more ptlrticularly as we have hitherto, toth 
at the Prcfidency and the Faflorics of Dacca and I^tccky- 
forcy fubmitted to pay on One or both of thofe Ar- 
ticles } but let that be fixed & Medium of what has 
been paid at the difterent &ttlemcnts, and furthermore 
to be ronfidcred as a Conceflion made the Nabob, and 
not claimed as a Right, paid as a Thing which Cuftom 
has eftablifhed, and not to be confirmed byany Treaty. 

Fourthly, It is allowed that the Trade in Salt and 
Tobacco is in every refpeft agreeable to our Phir- 
maund Privileges: Heien.no Kcafon why a Duftuck 
ihoukl not be granted for thofe Articles as well as for 
all others; tho* at the fame Time, as a Duty may 
probably be laid on thofe Two Articles, they fhould be 
accompanied with the Buxbundur or t^ Shawbundur’s 
Receipt, to aicertadn that the full Duties have been paid, 
and that nothing further is to be demanded on any 
Ac<^unt. 

Fifthly, As Certificates have been granted indif- 
criminately to the Company's Servants, as well as to 
tlw Inhabitants of CalcuttUy he thinks the fame fhould 
be eontinued to the latter, on their Application to tlte 
Prefident, on producing the Buxbunder*s Receipt for 
Duties paid.! tho’ at the lame Time the Duty ftipu- 
bted and agreed upon to ,bc levied^ on thefe Branches 
of Trade, tte Propcnics of Company’s Servants, Ihould 
ferve as no Regulations for what may be demanded 
from them. 


Sikthly, The Nature of the Government tn every 
Part of Indoftan being in all Refpe^is oppreffive and 
venal, .and the Decifion of all Caufrs depending more on 
the Ability of the Parties engaged in bribing their 
Judges til an the Legality of them, it can fcarccly be 
thought even equitable, chat the Servants and Go- 
maftalis in our Employ fhould, on any Complaint or 
Mifdcmeaiior, be fubjeft to the Indeclcrm’nation. It is 
likewife a known Truth, that in every Dilpuie con- 
cerning Property and Money Matters, a Fourth Fart 
is appropriated for the Service of the Govern it ent and 
Officers : This probably might not be inlifted upon from 
us, tho’ its nut being lo would in all Likelihood be ratiicr 
prqudicial than the contrary, as the other Party might 
be fubjedled to the eftablirfied Cuftom of the Country ; 
which, if lb, it muft appear to every one what a lu- 
perior Influence would be acquired on that Side ; but 
even independant of this Cuftom, and flumlj it not be 
expedted or demanded from either Part^, >ct the In- 
tegrity of our propofed Judges is fo littie ailow-d of, 
that it would be the higheft Abl’urdity to exptct ir, or 
even to I'ubmit in their having the leaft Power or Au- 
thority over our People : Should this be even permit- 
ted, it will not be Prefumption to declaic, that we may 
then begin to date the Commencement of our deeJim-.g 
Inlliunre in the Country, and would iroft certainly be 
produdli\e of continual Broils fliould we have Spirit 
iufficicnily remaining to relent the Injufticc and In- 
dignities we muft in lucli Situation be expoied to. 

Sixthly, Tho’ he thinks it improper to allow the 
Officers of the Government any Kind of' C’ontroul over 
our Gomaftahs, yci he is far from wilhing the,r .^dtions 
fhould be uncontroulable : Let the Pcriun injured, if 
not in our Employ, lay his Complaint before the Ma- 
giftratc of the Diftridl he is in, to be by him forward- 
ed with the Complaint to the Ptcfideni, or Chiefs and 
Council, of the difl'erent Fadfories as be moft near rhe 
Diftridf where the Complaint comes from ; when the 
Gomaftah fo complained againft fliall be ordered down 
to juftify himlelt as to the Accuiation lodged .tg.iinft 
him : Should Complaints arife in Parts diftant fiom 
either the Prelidcncy or rhe Fafbories, he thinks a 
Confidence might be repofed in the Gentlemen em- 
ployed as our Agents in thofe Parts, as they are Men 
of Charaftcr, and their Appointments been approved 
by the Members of the Board, and each depended 
upon to fettle the Complaints brought agaitut their 
own Gomaftahs : Should chi.s not be approved, he can 
only propofe the Method pointed out as to the De- 
termination of thofe Difputes tliac may happen in the 
Neighbourhood of the different Settlements, or by an 
Aumten, properly authoriicd to make an Enquiry into 
them. It is ncccffary we Ihould become our own 
Judges in all Difputes in which we may poffibly be 
concerned; moft true it is, it has not the moft equit- 
able Appearance ; but every Gentleman mull be con- 
vinced how highly effential fuch a Privilege is for the 
fupporting our Influence, and avoiding Chicanery and 
Perplexities of a Moerijh Court; and he can’t help 
thinking, but a Power fo lodged in our Hands is 
liable to Icfs Abufes, and will be cxcrcifcd with the 
ftriflcft Impartiality, notwithftanding we may in foinc 
Ref|>c£ls be intcreft^ in the Decifion of the Caufe. 

Mr. Billers's. 

The Firft Part of the Prefident’s Letter to the Na- 
bob, contains the Agreement for our paying a IDuty of 
9 per Cent, on all Articles for Inland Trade ; the I'hir- 
maund, and lubfeqiienc Treaties, are certainly the only 
Guides that can enable us to form a proper Juvigment 
on this Subjcfl ; and having given the greatcll Atten- 
tion to them, when read at the Board laft Cou.nc.l 
Day, 1 think they give us an undoubted Right to 
trade. Duty free, in all Commodities whatever, cither 
for Foreign or Inland Trade, upon the Confideration 
i of 
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of our payin;’ Annually tlx? Pifltuflc therein llipulated 
in I-icii ilicuof. 'i hcfc being my Sentiments of the 
Meaning of die Phinoaiiml, 6/f. it follows of Courle, 
that I luiirt difapprovc ui' the Prclidcnt’s entering into 
an Agn-cmi iic which lb evidently deprives us of one of 
the greatfit Advantages we have gained thereby, and 
particularly of his having done it on the bare Sup- 
pudtion that it would be approved by tire other Mem- 
bers of the Board •, however, as the Nabob’s Revenues 
tvould liifter, were we to carry on our Commerce of 
every Kind without paying any Duties, I think it would 
be proper that foine rcalonable Conlideration ihoutd 
be made him for the Privilege of the Inland Trade ; 
but that he fliould at the fame rime be made fenfible 
that he is by no Means iiuiiicd thereto, and that it is 
entirely a Mark of Favour. 

With regard to the Regulations the Prefident has 
laid down for the Determination of all Difputes which 
may happen between our Agents or Gotnaftahs and 
the Country Inhabitants, it is well known that thofe 
People cannot coniine themfelvts within the Limits of 
the Authority wiili which they are invcllcd : The ma- 
ny daring Infolencics and Opprcffiotls which have been 
committed by tlic Nabob’s Otlicers, ever lince bis Or- 
ders for entorcing tholi: Regulations were firft ifliicd, 
arc evident Proofs of the Truth of this Oblervadon, 
and fufficiehtly point out the Impropriety of them, with- 
out the UJc of further Arguments. Upon the Whole, 

1 think the Prefident might be defired to recall this 
l.etter, kail, by falling into the Hands of any of the Na- 
bob’s Succelfors, it might hereafter be uied by them as 
a Plea for the fame Purpofe for which it was nosv dc- 
fjgned. 

I have already declared my Opinion of the Firft Query 
propofed, in giving my Sentiments on that Part of the 
Prefident's l..etter which related to the 9 per Cent. Du- 
ty ; With regard to the Second and Third, I think the 
Company’s Duftuck (hould be always granted equally 
for tlic Inland, as well as the Foreign, Trade, when it 
has been fettled whether we (hall pay any and what 
Duty, as it will cfteflually cutoifall Subjedt of Dif- 
pute, by putting ir out of the Power of the Officers 
to make any Objec 4 ion to the Paflage of the Goods; 
and that none but Company’s Servants fhould have the 
Prefident’s Pafl'port for the Salt which may have paid 
the Government’s Duty at Hughley. 

As to any Difputes which may happen between our 
Gomaftahs or Agents and the People of the Country, I 
think the only Scheme for the Determination of them 
will be to oblige the Perfon who may think hiinfclf 
aggrieved to apply for Redrefs to the nearett Fadtory, 
whatever Diftance may be from the Place wf\,cre the 
Difpute happeiicti, and if be is not content with their 
Decifion, he may appeal to the Governor and Council. 

Wm. Billers. 

Mr. Ratfott thinks the Prefident’s Letter to the Na- 
bob, detrimental m the Intereft of the and the 

Nation in general; becaufe, by a forced and ground- 
Jefs ExplanatK'u, it invalidates the Privileges granted 
by the King’s Phirniaund, and fundry Hulbullhookums, 1 
and confirmed by the Treaties with Serejab Dowlab ^ 
.ind Meer ‘^affier ; fuch an Explanation coming from 
the Chief of the Englijh may give great Advantage to 
Nabobs, and to otiicr European Nations, againft us, in 
future Negotiations which we may happen to have 
with them. By this Letter alfo, the Advantage of 
coining in the Mints of Patna and Dacca is given up, 
at the fame Time the Calcutta Mint rendered of little 
or no Service ; for by our being prohibited from ufing 
any Authority over the Shrofs, the Currency of Rt^es 
coined at Calcutta will be ftopt in moft Parts of the 
Country and this is adhialiy the Cafe at prefene at 
Coffimbuzar and Murjbedabad : He was much furorized 
to fee thofe Advantages, whicli were fo llrcnuoully con* 


tended for many Years together, given up without any 
Public Confideration : He thinks alio the faid Letter 
tends to deftroy the national Influence in this Country, 
and to bring us into Contempt 1 becaufe the Form of 
Addrefs, and feveral Exprclfions, arc unbecoming, fub- 
miffive, and condefeending ; but chiefly, becaufe it 
lubmits the Englijb Agents, not excepting the Com- 
pany’s Faftorics, to the Juiifdidlion of the Nabob’s 
Officers, which would i.mmediately put a Stop to great 
Part of the Private Trade, and would furnifh the Na- 
bob with continual Pretences for fubjedling the Com- 
pany to the fame Oppreflions which they underwent 
before the Rupture with Serajab Dowlah^ whenever 
he fliould think himfelf in a Condition to proceed to 
fuch Lengths ; he therefore thinks we (hould infift 
on the Nabob’s fending back the faid original Let- 
ter. 

In Anfwcr to Queftionthe ift. 

Fie thinks by^the Phirmaund, Hulbullhookums, and 
fubfequent Treaties, the Company, and, under them, 
their &rvants, have a clear Right to trade in every Ar- 
ticle, whether for Foreign or Inland Trade, which is 
right, it is our Duty to preferve entire and indifputcd ; 
and that the Arguments ufed by the Gentlemen on the 
other Side of the Queftion, to prove the contrary, do 
really prove no more than that former Nabobs h^ the 
Power and Means of hindering us from enjoying the 
King’s Grant in its full Extent. 

In Anfwcr to Qiieftion the 2d, 

He thinks we fliould acquicfcc in paying the fame 
Duty on Salt and Tobacco that have been paid fince 
Meer Jaffier's coming to the Subah, but that the fame 
fliould not be agreed to by any Public Deed or Writ- 
ing ; and here he thinks proper to remark, that the Salt 
Trade being formerly farmed by Coja ff^azeed for an in- 
confiderablc Sum, could be no great Advantage to the 
Nabob’s Revenue $ and by Means of the Monopoly he 
allowed the Mahers and Dealers at the firft Hand, a 
very fmall Price, from 25 to 30 Rupees per 100 
Maunds ; but fince the Englijb have had a Parc of this 
Trade, the Price of Salt has rifen to 70 or 80 Rupees 
per 100 Maunds at the Aurungs ; from hence any Per- 
fon acquainted with the Country muft fee, that from the 
Englijb trading in this Article the Nabob has received 
Benefit, not fuffered Lofs ; his Complaints on this Head 
therefore proceed not from any real Grievance. 

• In Anfwcr to Queftion the 3d and 4ch, 

He thinks Duftu^s (hould be allowed to the Com- 
pany’s Servants in future for fuch Articles, but not 
others. 

In Anfwer to (Queftion the 5th, 

He thinks the EngUJh Agents (hould not be fub> 
jetted to the Authority of the Country Government. 

In Anfwer to Qiicftion the 6th, 

He thinks the Bufinefs may be carried on as it has 
been before, without any ill Confequer.ces ; however, 
as a Regulation concerning Difputes is required, he 
thinks the Officers of the Government may enquire in- 
to fuch Matters, and fend Reports of them to the 
neareft Englijb Faftory, or to the Prefidcncy, as tliey 
may chule. 

Major Carnac^s. 

At the Confultation of the xyth January^. Major 
Carnac concurred in Opinion with the Whoje of the 
Gentlemen then at the Baud, on the Regulation's elta- 
blifhed by the Prefident am^S^. Hafiingsi and his Rca- 
fons for fo doing, were, Fiw^ That he deema highly 
dilhonourablc our being xhereby fubjcdled to the 
Moorip Jurifdiftion; as this is ackoowleging a De- 
pendancy on the Country Government, the Deliverance 
from which he had ever regarded as the great Happi- 
nefs refulting from our F'irft Rclblution ; nor can any' 
but iniquitous DecHtons be expedlad from Courts cv 
fuch notorious PanSaJity. ■ 

Secoodlyf 
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Secondly, Major Carnac deems diihonourable, as alfo 
extremely prejudicial to our Trade, the agreeing to the 
Duty upon all Articles of Inland Trade, without Dif- 
tindlion, none of which were ever before fubje^ed to 
the Duties to the Eftablilhment of Meer Jafier^ except 
Salt and Tobacco \ , and this muft have been through 
Conddccnfion on our Part, as our having an universal 
Freedom of Trade is fo particularly fpecified, both by 
our Phirmaunds and Treaties, as not to leave the Icaft 
Open for cavciling. Major Camac^ Thirdly, deems it 
a diihonourable Conceflion (and the Gentlemen at Patna 
have Ihewn it will be detrimental to the Company) the 
yielding up the Coinage in the Mint of Patna^ to which 
he believes we ai% intitlcd from our Phirmaunds •, but 
exclufive thereof we had a very go^ Claim from our 
having conftantly enjoyed that Privilege during the 
Time of the preceding Nabob. The Major, in Confe- 
quence, thinks the Letter from the Prefident to the Na- 
bob, containing the faid Urgulations, fliould be with- 
drawn.— -Thus much being premifed, anfwers, on the 
Part of Major Carnar, the Firll and Fifth Queftions. 

With refpeft to the Second and Third Queftions, 
Major Carnac is of Opinion, that whatever Rights we 
may have, from our Phirmaunds, and our difterent 
Treaties, (hould be infifted on; and therefore, that tlie 
Company’s Ouftucks Ihould be granted fur all Commo- 
dities, without Exception ; and that no Duties what- 
ever lhall be paid to the Nabob, but in lieu therefore, 
a Duty be levied upon Duftucks, for the Benefit of the 
Company ; however, (hould the Board think this would 
vccaUon a great Diminution of the Nabob’s Revenue, 
he hopes they will not confent to any other Duties, but 
the Continuance of thofc upon Salt and Tobacco, the 
former at the Ifaughley Rate, and the other according as 
has been paid at Dacca ; and that in fiich Cafe, it will 
be clearly explained to the Nabob, that it is pure In- 
dulgence from us, and which we may retrad at Pleaftire 
—The Company’s Duftucks, nevcrthelefs, equally given 
for Salt and Tobacco, as for all other Articles of Trade. 

If it be determined to make a Compliment to the 
Nabob of a Duty upon Salt, the other Gentlemen of 
the Board are the beft Judges how far the Privilege of 
trading therein ought to be extended, and whether it 
fliould be confined to the Company’s Servants or not. 
Major Carnac bees Leave to wave giving any Anfwcr to 
the Fourth Queftion, not being fufficiently Maftcr of 
the Subje<ft. 

That the Black People jn our Employ arc guilty of 
great Irregularities, and commit many Abufes under 
the Sanction of our Authority, has been a frequent Sub- 
jeA of Complaint ; and it certainly behoves us to feck 
every poflible Remedy thereto, except fuch a One as 
has been propofed, which is worfc than the Difeafe ; 
there can be no Difficulty at the Places which arc 
in the Neighbourhood of any of our Faftorics, the 
Chiefs and Council whereof Ihould be empowered to en- 
quire into the Conduft of the Engl^ Gomaftahs ; and 
wo are not to doubt that the Decilions will be fair and 
equitable: In the Places at a Diftance from our Fac- 
tories, fuch as RungpooTy Gtialporey there arc gene- 
rally fome EngliA Gentlemen of Chara6ter refidcnc ; and 
then in Cafes of Complaint, Ihould be directed by the 
Board to take Informations upon the Spot, and to fpare 
no Coft or Pains to get at the Truth ; which Ihould be 
cranfmitted either to die neareft Faftory, or to Calcutta j 
and upon Conviftion of any Gomaftah of Milbehaviour, 
the moft exemplary Puniflimcnt Ihould be inflifted, in 
order to deter others from the like Pradices. 

Mr, Atnyat. 

Mr. Var(fittan in his Minute of the ift of Fe> 
hruarjy conmlains of the harlh and indecent Opi- 
nion df the ^rd, on the 17th of JanMrjy againft his 
Treaty" entered into with the Nabob, and that his Ne- 
gotiations therx^n did not merit fuch Treatment from us. 

Wc are unanimous on the Regulations being detri- 
menul and d’llhonourable, which every Article con- 
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tained therein, I think, clearly denounced — Tlie Go- 
vernment formerly muft have underftood our Pliir- 
maund gave us a full and extenfive Trade in every 
Thing, without Diftin£lion ; and as far as our Gentle- 
men were in Capacity to carry on the Inland Trade, 
they pradliled for many Years ; but particular Articles 
being farmed out to the Government to particular Per- 
Ibns, our trading therein gave Umbrage, and (Governor 
Stackbeufcy 1 think, was obliged to give a Mutchulka, 
that the Englijh would defift from further dealing in Salt, 
Silk, and Beetle Nut ; this was at a 'I'ime they could 
not maintain by Force the Dilley Grants, fo, through 
Neceffity, complied with ; an Order at this 1 tme would 
have had the lame Efleift ; but they obliged the then 
Governor to invalidate the Phirmaiind, by giving this 
Mutchulka, which (hewed they thought our Right 
good, and by Compulfion got this P.aper to overkt 
our future Pictenfions, and has been ever fince the Ar- 
gument againft us, therefore detrimental, and tlilho- 
nourable. Mr. Vanfittart renewing this Mutchulka, 
the adding an additional Duty to what we have already 
paid through a Condcfccnfion, is doubtlefs detrimental ; 
the fubjefting us to the Mecrijh Laws, and which, to 
our Honour be it known, in the word of Times we 
never were ; but now, not even an Appeal to the Na- 
bob or the Council is mentioned; this, doubtlefs, is 
both detrimental and diihonourable : How prejudicial, 
partial, and unjuft the Nature of their Courts, Cuftom, 
and Laws, arc fo well known to you all. Gentlemen, 
it’s ncedlcfs for me to take up your Time in giving you 
my Sentiments in full thereon ; the mentioning that our 
Servants, Gomaftahs, Ctfe. lhall not carry on I'radc by 
OpprclBons, (Jc. are diihonourable Terms to be in- 
ferted in a public Treaty ; furely tlie Englijh juftnefs 
and Honour was fu/ficient for the Government to be fa- 
tisfied, that we Ihould furely chaftife any of them who 
dared to proftiiutc our Name, by any illicit Aftion, 
without making it an Article for them to do it ; Many 
Complaints liave appearal, but none proved, and I 
flatter myfelf none will, of any Confequcncc ; the Na 
bob’s Orders in circulating Mr. Vanjittart'% Treaty, are 
diihonourable to us, and in a Manner an Aifl of Hofti- 
lity, bidding us open Defiance. 

The foregoing were my Reafons for concurring with 
the reft of the Board on the 17th of January y in cenfur- 
tng the Governor’s Proceedings : And f am alfo tore- 
mind you, that we thought he had alfo been guilty of 
a Breach of our Privilege, in acting without our Confent ; 

, and I Hill tliink fo ; for I folemnly declare, I never 
fuljwflcd he could defirc fuch an independant Power, 
on fo material or national a Concern, or imagine the rell 
of the Gentlemen would have been more explicit and 
percmptoiy in their Letters to him ; nor is it confiftent 
with Reaibn, any Council lliould give fuch Powers. 

Doubtlefs, Mr. Vanfittart will alk. What Regulations 
we wanted to have fettled with the Nabob, which we 
hoped from his Influence with the Nabob i for he feems 
to know no one clfc would be fuch as tended to our 
Advantage, and not to his Prejudice for if 'I'rade went 
freely on, we would readily acquiefee in paying Duties 
as had hitherto been colledted ; but the Removal of fcvc- 
ral Vexations wc had lately laboured under, was the 
Point we wanted to fee happily efleAual ; and our Goods 
were certified to the Engbjh Property, not to meet 
with any Impediments. 

I now come to the firll Queftion. The Nabob and Mr. 
Vanfittart feem to think, and aflert, we have not a Li- 
berty to an unconftrained Trade. Wc have, Gentle- 
men, carefully perufed all our Phirmaunds, Treaties, 
and I think it clearly appears to me we have ; there- 
fore, as the Nabob wants to invalidate thofe Grants, 
we ought to have them properly explained to him ; and 
infift on our Parts to the utmoft of the Company’s Pre- 
rogative, and demand the Treaty back and deftroy 
it. 

To the Second, 1 am to fay. Since the Nabob has 
wanted to impofe on us a Breach of our Liberties, we 
6 i ihould 
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fhould not pay any Duty on any Thing, but fupport 
our Rights : The Company may want to trade in thele 
Articles, when we coniidcr their vaft Traft of Lands 
and Produdion thereof, cfpccially Salt, on which Ar* 
tide they raife a very large Duty themfeives. 

To the 3d and 4th (^leftions ; Duftucks cannot be 
granted to any but Company’s Servants, unlefs it be 
tor luch Goods produced upon the Company’s Lands, 
and paid their Duties but Certificates fliould to fuch 
as have paid thcNabob’s any where, on a proper Ruwan- 
na being fliewn to the Governors or any Chief, Satisfac- 
tion that thcNabob’s CiilVoms have been duly difchargcd. 

To the 5th and tith, The Servants and Gomadahs of 
the Engltjh fhould not on any Account be under the 
leaft Conilraint of the Government but begs Leave to 
defer faying any Thing further on this Head for the 
refent ; however, to regulate the Difputes that may 
appen betwixt them and the Country Government, 
and indeed among themfeives, rill fuch Time as he has 
heard it properly difculTed at the Board, where the mu- 
tual Advantage of the Coun'ry and ourfclvcs will be 
impartially confidcred and deliberated on. 

Major Adams docs not think the Agreement made 
with the Nabob, as contained in the Governor’s Let- 
ter to him, calculated to anfwer the End propofed by it *, 
•viz. I'o fettle Things cjn fuch a Footing as may pre- 
vent future Dilputes with the Country Government, of 
whofe Juftice Mr. Vanfittart feems in that Treaty to 
have entertained a much better Opinion than their fub- 
llqucnt Condudk^^fhews they deiervc. 

In Anfwer to the ill QiJcftion. 

Major Adams is of Opinion, That by the Phirmaund 
and fubfequent Treaties, particularly the Second Article 
of that with Surajab Dewla, the Englijh Eafi India Com- 
pany are entitled to carry on any Kind of Trade Duty 
free, and in any Part of the Three Provinces of Bengal^ 
Bahary and Orixa. 

I’o the 3d, 

That the above-mentioned Phirmaund and Treaties 
entitle the faid Company to carry on their IVade, free 
from any Duties i but that to prevent, as much as pof- 
fiblc, any Diflurhanres in the Country, fuch Duties as 
have been collcdted on any Species of Trade, fince the 
hit Revolution, fhould be continued. In Anfwer to 
the !jd and 4th Queflions, Major Adams is of Opinion, 
'rhat as the I’rivihges in theabovementioned Phirmaund, 
fj'r. were granted to the Englifl) Eajl India Company, 
the y, and their Reprefenratives here, arc the propereft 
Judges for what, and to whom, Uuftucks fhould be 
granted j and as he looks upon the above Qucftions to 
be a private Nature, begs to be excul'ed giving Ids Opi- 
nion upon them. 

In Anfwer to the 5th Queftion, Major Adams thinks 
that the Experience wc have bad of the tyrannical and 
rapacious Dilpofition of the Officers of the Country 
Government almofi renders this Qiicftion unneceiTary t 
however, as his Opinion is required with the reft of the 
(ienilennen at the Board, his Duty to the Public obliges 
him to declare. That he thinks that it fhould by nol 
Means be allowed. I 

To the 6th and laft Queftion, That wherever any 
confiderablu Trade is carrira on, however far diftant, a 
Company’s Servant fhould refidc, inverted with full 
Power to enquire into any Difputes, and punifh the 
Delinquents 1 and that when the Trade carried on is 
not ot Confequence fufficient to require a Refidenr, 
upon any CompKnints againft Gomaftahs, ot Etsglifls 
t actors, the Perfons complained uf fhould be itnmech- 
ately lummoned to the neareft Englijh Factory, as well 
at all the Evidences againft them } and that the Chirf 
of fuch Fadory, with his Council, fhould be impowfred 
to inflift the feve.cft Punifhment on fuch Gomaftahs 
and Kadors, if found guilty i and that no Expence 
fhould be fpared to bring Offenders to Juftice. -- But 
Ihoiild the Complaint be found to be falfe or frivolous, 
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the Complainant fhould pay all the Cofts and Damages. 

Tlie Regulations contained in my Letter (A) to the 
Nabob of the a6ch of Dteembevy are fuch as appears to 
me to be conformable to the true Intent and Meaning 
of the Phirmaund and fubfequent Tre.ities, confidcred 
witli the Company’s Orders relative to the Trade of their 
Servants, and particularly tiic a4th and 29th Paragraphs 
of their Letter of the 27th June 1748. 

I am aware that the Abufes, which fome of the Na- 
bob’s Officers have cxercifed, upon the Appearance of 
thefe Regulations, will be urged as an Objedion to 
them j but this is arguing by Confequences \ and I 
anfwer. That thofe, oP whatever other Regulations may 
be propoled, will fomerimes be abufcd by both Parties, 
cfpecially on their firft Biflablifliment ; and file only 
Remedy for this Evil is, to punifli all Servants of ours 
who fhall break through Rules, and infift on the Na- 
bob’s doing the fame : Although fome Men are fo licen- 
tious as to break through all Laws, it is not a Reafon 
why Laws fhould be abolifhed. 

But to proceed to the particular Articles objeded to : 
Firft, it' is faid, That the Inland Trade, that is the 
Trade in Salt, and other Articles produced in One Parc 
of this Country, and fent to another Part of tlie fame 
Country for Sale and Confumption, fhall not be carried 
on with the Company’s Duftuck, but fhall go with the 
Duftuck of the Country Government, after paying 
them a Duty of Nine per Cent. The Phirmaund fays. 
That whatever Goods or Merchandize the Gomaftahs 
of the Englijh Company fhall bring into any Port or 
Place of the Province, by Sea or Land, or carry out, 
lhall be free of Duty : For my Part, I can tinderftand 
this no otherwife, than that the Goods they lhail bring 
in from foreign Parts may be tranfported to any Part of , 
the Province, by Sea or Land, Duty free *, and the 
Goods they purchafe in any Part of the Province may 
in like Manner be carried out. This 1 imagine to be 
all the Company afked and it is not to be fuppofed 
more was granted : By fuch a 'Pradc, the Country reaps 
the Benefit of the Goods and Money imported but all 
that is gained by us in trafficking from Place to Place 
in the Country, m Articles of its own Produce, is in 
Truth fo much loft to the Country. 

The fubfequent Treaties confirm the Privileges of the 
Phirmaund i and particularly the Second Article of the 
Treaty with Serajah Bowlab declares. That all Goods 
going to, or coming fromi any Place, by Land or Water, 
with the Company’s Duftuck, fhall be free. It remains 
ftill to be limited by Phirmaund, and the Company’s Or- 
ders, for what Occafions the Duftuck fhall be granted; 
and I think it behoves us greatly to take Care they are 
not granted for any Purpofe beyond the Intention m the 
Phirmaund, and to anfwer thofe Ends the Company had 
in View when they put themfeives to tho Expence of; 
applying for it. With refpeft to the Power of our Go- 
maftahs, the Phirraaimd fays. That in every Place 
where th^ buy or fell, the Officers of the Government 
fhall affift them m their lawful Demands ; and, evory 
Merchant, Weaver, or other Perfbn, upon Whofri the 
Englijh Gomaftahs fhall have a juft Demand, thn* Offi- 
cers of the Government fhall oblige them to pay it, add 
fufier no One to opprels the Gomaftahs ; and if any* 
Servant of the Cornpany’s, being in their Debt, fbouJd 
run away, the Officers of the Government '“IhaJl take- 
him up, and deliver him to the Chief of the 

The Nabtrf) Jafier Afy Cawn, in hia {^ral Sanad, 
1757, confirms all the Phirmaund Pnvil^esj and, 
adds. That the Company may buyor^ll^thoutem-) 
ploying a Banyan, or Broker, and that the Officers of 
the Government fhall aflift them in all their jtift Dc- " 
mands : Nothing here can* be to give our Goma- 
ftahs Power to deadc titeir own Caofes, or make Ufe 
of any Force of thdr imh ; buf they are to apply to 
the Officers of the Odvernment, and obtain 
through their Means. ^ ^ , v », 

As to the CoifurigCt ' there is an Order, grantiag the ' 

' Company 
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Company. Perniiinon to coin at the King’s Mint} at 
Cariemahad \ and, in cafe it can be done without Lofs. 
to the King’s Revenue, Three Days in the Week are to 
be fct apart for the Englijh Company’s Bullion j but 
there is no particular Indulgence. As to the Kate of 
Coinage, they arc to pay the fame Mint Chevegs as 
other Merchants i and this is all the Nabob defired, as 
I mentioned in my Anfwer to Neii Traits Complaints j 
of which Anfwer 1 gave Mr. Eltis a Copy } befides, I 
think this Privilege now unncceflary, as we have a Mint 
of our own, in which we may coin the Rupees of Dacca 
and fatna^ as we do thofe of Murjht^bad. With 
regard to making TolFals or Salt Pans in Sunderhund^ I 
confefs my Letter to the Nabob docs not fully cxprefs 
what I intended ; I meant, that we ought not to take 
away the Cjrounds which other Merchants have cleared, 
nor the Workmen j which, as appears by my Letters 
to the Chiefs of Cbittegong, which 1 delivered to the 
Nabob at the fame Time, they have heard. And as to 
the Trading by our Gomadahs with the Mountaineers, 
who come with Cotton to Rangamtty i if it has been 
cuftomary for that Article to be farmed out by the 
Country Government and it is from that only the 
Revenue proceeds, I think we have no Right to over- 
rule that Cuftom. Any Innovations to the Prejudice 
of the Revenues of the Country Government, and the 
ILxclufion of the Country Mcrcliants from that Share 
of the Trade which they have long inherited, I think, 
fliould be avoided, as fuch Proceedings muft render us 
univcrfally the Objeft of Jealoufy and 111 Will. 

To the projwled Queltions I therefore fay, Firft, 
That I think we have nut a Right, by Phirmaund and 
fubfequent Treaties, to carry on the Inland Trade, or 
the Trade from Place to Place in the Country, in 
Commodities produced in the Country j but that we 
have a Right to carry on all otiier Trade Cuftom- 
free. 

Secondly. That I think Duties might be paid to the 
Country Government on Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, 
and all other Articles of Inland Trade-, and that a 
Grant fliould be obtained from the Nabob, confirming 
CO us a Right to carry on that Trade upon thofe Con- 
ditions, fo that it njay not hereafter be difputed.— -I 
mean, that Duties fliould be paid to the Country Go- 
vernment upon Articles produced in the Country, lent 
from Place to Place in the Country, for S.ile and Con. 
fuinption there i but when fent to Calcutta^ tor Con- 
fuinptlon or Exportation, they Ihould go with the 
Company’s Duftiick, and pay no Duties to the Country 
Government ■, in fuch Calc, the Country has its Advan- 
tage in the Vent given to their Manuraftories or Pro-, 
dues by the Trade of this Settlement, and the Company 
receive the Culloms ; but on the Inland Trade wc pay 
no Duties at all, iinlcfs we pay to the Country Govern- 
nieat, and yet tliat Trade will afford Duties ^cter than 
any other. 

Thirdly and Fourthly. 1 chink the Company’s Duf. 
tuck ihould not be granted for any Article of Inland 
1 radc t but that Ceritlicates ihould be granted by the 
Governor of Calcutta^ or the Chief of any Fadkory, to 
accompany the Duftuck Of the Country Government} 
and that fuch Certificates ihould be granted equally to 
Company’s Servants any other Licence EngUJb Mer- 
chants who have firft duly paid the Government Duties, 
and got their Duftuck. 

Fii^ly and Sixthly. I think the EngUJb Gonuftahs 
ihould not be under the .Controul of the Ofltcers of the 
Country Government, at thofe Aurungs which are 
> under the Charge of any of the fubordinate Fa^ories } 
bur, in Cafe of any Complaint againft them, the Officers 
of the Country, Government fliall apply to the Cjiief of 
the F«^y for Redrefs i and in calc the Gomaftah has 
a Difputc with, ur. Demand upon, any of the Country 
People (not tjhe Weavers pr other immediate Servants of 
the Compahy) he ihall apply to the Officers of the Go* 
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vernment for Redrels } and if the Officer of the Govern- 
ment ncclcfts or refufes to grant it, the Gomaftahs ihall 
then make his Complaint to the Chief of the Faftory, 
who ihall require, and, if neccifary, exaeft, an immediate 
Compliance, giving a full Account of tlie -Matter to the 
Board. 

But at thofe Aurungs which are not under the Ma- 
nagement of any of the Company’s Fadkories, but only 
fome Particulars have their Agents or Gomaftahs, thofe, 
I think, fuch an Authority cannot be trulkcd m their 
Hands, nor indeed is it poffiblc, as there may be fcveral 
different Gomaftahs in One Place who have all an equal 
Right to Authority ; I think they ihould apply to the 
Country Government for Redrefs on all Occ.dions j and 
if the Officers of'the Government do not grant them the 
Satisfadkion the Matter requires, the Gomaftah may then 
make his Complaint to his Principal, and he to the 
Board, who will infift on the nccelfary Reparation for 
all unreaionable LolTcs : 1 do not, however, mean, that 
in cafe of Complaint againft an EngUJb Gomaftah at 
fuch Place, the Officer of the Country Government 
Ihall have Authority to feize the Gomaftah, Hop his 
Goods, or interrupt his Buftnefs } but he fhall give him 
Notice of the Complaint, and recommend to him to get 
it fettled } and in cafe the Gomaftah refufes or negledks 
to give fuch Satisfadkion as ihall appear to the Govern- 
ment’s Officer to be reafonable, he may then tranfmit the 
Complaint to the Governor of Calcutta. I fee nothing 
in the Firmaun, or fubiequent Treaties, which forbids 
the Officers of the Government from doing themfclvcs 
Juftice on fuch Occafions } but yet, the Nature of the 
People is fuch, that it would be dangerous to admit it } 
of which their prefent violent Proceedings is a fufficienc 
Proof.

RAKING now into Confideration the neccflary Rcgu- 
^ lations for reftraining our Agents and Gomaftahs 
from interfering with any Affairs of the Country Go- 
vernment, injuring the People, or being injur^ by 
them, and for deciding of' Difputes which may arife 
between them ; 

It is Agreed, 

Firft, That at all thofc Aunings which are adjacent 
to, or under the Management of, the Subordinate Fac- 
tories, the Gomaftahs, in cafe of being injured by any 
of the Officers of the Government, or their Dependants, 
fhall firft make their Applicalitm for Redrefs in Writing 
to the Officer of the Government refiding on the Spot, 
from whom if he docs not receive immediate Satisfadlion, 
he ffiall fend his Complaint to the Chief of the neareft 
Fadtory, who ffiall be impowered to take Cognizance of 
the fame, and demand or exadt, if ncceffary, the Satis- 
fadtion which the Cafe may require : But that it is to be 
underftood, in refpedt of Weavers, Pykars, and all 
others who receive Advances of Money for Goods to be 
provided, or are indebted for Goods bought, the Go- 
xnaftahs ffiall retain their Power as ufual, to call fuch 
Debtors to Account : That, on the other Hand, where 
the Government’s People ffiall have Rcafon to complain 
againft Englijb Gomaftahs or Agents, ffiall give the faid 
Agent or Gomaftah Notice of the Complaint in Writing, 
requiring and recommending to him to fettle it in an 
amicable and equitable Manner } and in cafe the Agent 
or Gumaftah refufes or nc^ledts to fettle it in fuch a 
Manner as ffiall appear reafonable to the Government’s 
Officer, he ffiall then tranfmit an Account of it to the 
Ciiicf of the neareft Enghjh Factory, and deliver a Copy 
of the faid Account to the Gomaftah •, and the Chief of 
the hadory is hereby required ftridlly to examine into 
the Affair, and decide it according to Jufticc, giving a 
Copy of his Determination to the Officer of the Govern- 
ment who made the Complaint. That the Gentlemen 
of the Subordinates ffiall keep a Regifter of fuch Com- 


plaints, with the Decifions paffed on them-, a Copy 
whereof ffiall be forwarded monthly to the Prcfideiicy. 

Secondly. With refpeft to the diftant Places where 
Trade is carried on, fuch as Rungpore, Pumeabt Qual 
Parab^ Rangamatty^ there is at prefent no Refident on 
the Part of die Company j but at Rungpore a Provifion 
dT Silk is made by a Gomaftah from Cojimhuzar Factory » 
which Provifion, it is hoped, may be increafed and im- 
proved by the Care of a covenanted Servant. At the 
lame Time, the Situation of this Place is fuch as will 
be convenient for examining the Complaints, and de- 
ciding the Difputes which may arife in moft of thofc 
Places. 

Agreed, therefore. That the Addition of a Senior Scn 
vant be made to the Council at CoJfmbnzart and ap- 
pointed Refident at Rungpore. 

That the Order forbidding our Servants or Depen- 
dants from holding of Lands, Gunges, Rents, or Employ- 
ments of any Kind, under the Country Government, 
ffiall be again repeated. 

That fuch, however, as have inherited Talooks, from 
Purchafe, or other good Right, ffiall not be obliged to 
give them up, but hold them as other Talook^rs in 
the Country ( being informed once for all, that, in 
refpeft to fuch Rents held from the Government, they 
are not to avail thcmfclvcs of our Proteftion to inveft 
them with any particular Privileges. 

That fuch Complaints as have already been made, 
and tranfmitted to the feveral Subordinates, ffiall be en- 
quired into and decided, conformable to the above Re- 
gulation, and that fuch as have not yet, ffiall now be 
forwarded to the proper Subordinate for that Purpofe. 

Agreed, in Confequence of the above-mentbned 
Rcfolution, That Mr. Lyon be appointed Third of the 
Council at CoJJimbKzar^ and Refident at Rungpoor.

Three Demands which I formerly, put to you I now 
again repeat : The Firft is, From the Beginning until 
now the Nazim of Bengal correiponded with the Go- 
vernor of CalcuttOy juft as I have been acquwntcd with 
you, my Friend, and am now acquainted with you, and 
not having a fingle Word of Correfpondence with the 
reft of the Board. 

The Second is, viz. I formerly reprefented to you, 
that the Company’s Trade has been fixed Time irnme- 
tnorial i at this prefent, befides the Company's Trade, 


the Gomaftahs of the Englijb Gentlemen have fet up the 
Trade of Salt, Tobacco, dried Filh, Timber^ and 
make Purchafe of tlie Country People with Force and 
Extortion, and are continually contriving unjuft Dif- 
putes and Wranglings with my Officers » fo that the 
Poor, the Inhabitants, the Merchants, and Manufac- 
turers of my Country are oppfefied, and both you and 
myfelf are troubled with unjuft Vexations. Now I fay 
alio, that your Gomaftahs are to trade as in Cu^ms ia 
the Merchandizes imported and exported, which Ms 
been the Praftice in this Counciyi and are to refrain 
from thofe Articles of Trade which perplex the Reve- 
nues due to my Adminiftration, and are a Caufeof Dif-

Vemtnent «re to have no Concern in the Affairs of the 
Admintftradon, or be allowed to fay a Word. 

In the ocher there appears throughout a general Dif- 
inclination to give us any Satisfadion fur the Inter- 
ruption and ill Ufage which we have received from 
Mahmtd Aly^ and other Officers of the Government : 
and that both his Letters feem, upon the Whole, rather 
an Evafion than an Anfwer to the Prelidetu's Kepre- 
fentations. 

Agreed therefore, That a Letter be immediately 
wrote • to him by the Prefident, acquainting him with 
this our Opinion of his Letters, and giving him a full 
Account or what has been hitherto refolvcd oh by the 
Board, in ConfequenCe of the Phirmaund, and other 
public Orders ot the Court, and of the fubfequent 
Treaties, which have all been referred to, and Itridtly 
examined; and by the Tenor of which the Board are 
determined to abide. 

, That Copies of all thofe PhirmauAds, Hufbulhfw- 
kiims, and Treaties, together with the Regulations 
which we have now refolved on, will be lent to him by 
Meffrs. Amyatt and //ay, and whom we lhall depute 
from the Board to explain to him more fully the In- 
juftice-of thofe Rights and Pretenfions, and fettle the 
Rules for levying the Cuftom, which we have agreed 
lhall be paid. That with refpeft to the Complaints 
already made, we do infift on Juftice againft all thofe 
Officers of the Government who may be proved guilty 
of the Obftru£bions and Extortions laid to their Charge, 
and that Re'paration (hall be made for the Lolles occa- 
fioned thereby : That, on the other Hand, all the Com- 
plaints made by his Officers, in different Parts of the 
Country, againft EnAtJb Agents or Gomaftahs, have 
been rrferred tor the Examination of the Gentlemen of 
the Fadlorics neareft to thofe Places from whence the 
Complaints have come ; and whatever Imuftice it may 
appear they have committed, we lhall be particularly 
careful to caufc them to make amends for. 

Mr. yohnft$ne moves. That a Letter be now wrote by 
the Board to the Nabob, ih Anfwer to the Firft of his 
Three Demands, explaining to him the Powers of the 
Council, that it is with them that in Fa£b he a£ts, 
although their Opinion is tt^nfmitted through the Chan- 
nel of the Prefident ; that therefore he Ihould confidcr 
them in the firft Degree ;•>— Further, that in it the Go- 
vernor’s Letter, containing the Regulations, ihould be 
re-demanded ; and that the Letter now fent Ihould be 
figned by the Board, and feded with the Company’s Seal. 

The Secretary being dirked to colleft the Opinions 
of the Board on this Motion of Mr. JebnJiotie’s, the 
feveral Members delivered the fame as follows: 

Mr. is of Opinion, That a Paragraph Ihould 
be inlerted in the Letter to be wrote to the Nabob, ex- 
plaining to him the Powers of .the Board ; and that the 
Letter lent by, Mr. Vanfittart to the Nabob ihould be 
demanded back as from the Board, but that the Letter 
now fent be forwarded under the Prefident's Seal. 

Mr. Marriott h of the fame Opinion with Mr. W<ats. 

Mr. ATity thinks the Explanation regarding the Powers' 
of the Council Ihould be made to the Nabob in a public 
Letter, agreeable to Mr. Motion ; but that 

a Demand for the Letter, containing the Regulations, 
Ihould be made in a Letter under the Prefident’j Seal. 

The Company plainly declare their Intention, that all 
Corrcfpondence with the Country Powers Ihould be 
carried on through the Channel of the Governor ; and 
as an Alteration of this Cuftom will fubject the Nabob, 
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who has not been ufed to fuch a Method; nor can be a 
Judge of the Propriety of it, to great Perplexines, 
and tend to create a Breach between us, I ob^ft to any 
Letter being wrote to the Nabob but with the Prefident’s 
Seal. 

As to an Explanation of the Powers of the Board, 
the Nabob, to my Knowlege, is well acquainted with 
them, nor is fuch an Information in any wife ne- 
cefliai}'. 

It is alfo imneceffiiry to demand back the Governor's 
Letter to the Nabob, will of courfe be annulled by the 
new Regulations. 

Mefirs. Cartier and BilUrs are of the fame Opinion 
with Mr. Witts. 

Mr. Batfon agrees with Mr. JohnJiene in Opinion, 
That the Authority of the Board Ihould be aflerted, 
and the Governor’s written Agreement be demanded 
back ; and that it is the Intereft of the People, that the 
Correfpondence ftiould be carried on by the Board. 

Major Carnac is of Opinion, That the Nabob docs 
not, or will not, underftand the Powers of the Board, 
and therefore they ought to be lb explained to him as to 
admit of no Difpiites ; which cannot be done any Way 
lb efiedually as by a Letter under the public Seal, as 
propofed by Mr. JebnJione in his Minute ; and that in 
the lame Letter the Govcrnoi’s, containing the Regu- 
lations, foould be demanded back. 

Mr. Amyatt is of Mr. Watts's Opinion. 

Major Adams is of Opinion, I'hat the Nabob’s Let- 
ters Ihould be anfwcred by the Prefident, in the Name 
of the Board, under his own Seal, which, with the Pur- 
port of Letter, will fufficicntly convince the Nabob that 
the Powers is lodged in the Majority of the Council ; 
and that he thinks the demanding the Letter will more 
properly become Parc of the Inftrudtions to MclTrs. 
An^att and Hay, 

The Prefident obferves, That he has already explained 
to the Nabob, more than once, the Power of the Board, 
and that he afted, in his own Opinion, by the Powers of 
the Board when he wrote the Letter in Queftion j but 
that as the Nabob alfcdts to be infenfible the Powers 
of the Board, and, inftcad of complying with the Agree- 
ment, endeavours to make the worft Ufe poffible of 
the Letter, he thinks he Ihould be wrote to, in th^ 
Terms propofed by Mr. JobnJione^ but th.tt it Ihould be 
wrote in the ufual Manner, through the Channel of the 
Prefident, as any other Method is cone ary to the Com- 
pany’s Standing Orders, as well as detrimental to their 
Affairs. , 

The Majority of the Board being of Mr. Watts's 
Opinion ; 

Ordered, 

That Two additional P.sragraphs, expreffing the Senfe 
thereof^ be added to tlie Letter which is above dircfled 
to the Nabob by the Prefident: — That the whole Letter 
be drawn up by the Secretary, from the Relblutions of 
Council, and, when approved by the Members, be fent 
to the Tranfiator, with. Direflions to render it into 
Perfian, applying to the Prefident for the Moonihey, 
who ufually writes the Letters for tliat Purpofe. 

In Conformity to the Refolution contained in the 
above Letter, 

Meffrs. Amyatt and Hay be deputed to the Nabob 
with full Inftrudtions, agreeable to the Refolutions of 
Council; and that they do carry along with them a 
Peribn who lhall afterwards be Refident at the Durbar, 
to trahfa£t fuch Bufinefs as muft neceffarily occur.

Mr. MMtim delivers in a Letter, act^uaiimng usj 
that Mr. Ivie is his Agent i and accompanying the Copy 
of a Paragraph of a Letter which he oat received from 
him i in which Mr. Ivie repre&nts the Matter of Mr. 
yelylli Complaint againft him in a very different Light 
to what he has done. 

Ordered, It be entered, with the Paper accompany* 
ing, after this Conl'ultation. 

The foregoing Papers call to our Mind the many 
Difputes and Complaints which have already come be- 
fore us, between the European Agents and the Country 
Government, and proving the Neceffity of providing, at 
Toon as pofllble, iome emdual Remedy.— And 

The Matter having undergone feme Debate at the 
prefent Meeting ■, 

Agreed, We come to a Refolution on the Subjeft next 
Tbu^day\ and that thefe Papers do lay for Confidera* 
tion till that Time.

The Confultation of the 30 ullimo, being wrote 
fair, was now read, and approved. 

Having now refumed the Confideration of the Sub- 
jeft debated on at laft Council, and difeourfed fully on 
every Point that occured to the different Members, 

I’hc Board drew up the following general Opinion : 

Every Method has been tried for carrying on the In- 
Imd Trade upon fuch a Footing as to prevent Difputes 
between our Agents and the Country Government, or 
heiween one Agent and another, and for deciding in a 
jufi and realbnable Manner, fuch as unavoidably might 
happen •, having experienced the Obllrudions to which 
that Trade would be liable, if the Officers of the Coun- 
try Government were admitted to any Authority over 
the Engltjh Agents ; it was Refolvcd in Confultation, 
5th March x 763, That the Chief of the ncareft Englijb 
Fadory (houid linallv determine all fuch Difputes % and 
as the Rungepoor, and Dinagepoor^ and adjacent Difirids, 
where a very confiderable Part of this Inland Trade 
centers, appeared to be too far removed from any of 
our Fadories, to admit of fiich.Enquiry being made in 
a fatisfadory and accurate Manner ^ for this Re.tfen 
piincipally it was agreed, that a fenior Servant ihould 
be appointed to refide at Rungpoor, who ihould hslve 
i’owcr to hear and determine all Difputes. ! 

No fooner is this Refolution carried into Pradicc, 
than foine of the Englijb Agents complain as loudly of 
Injuries fufiered from the Authority of the Englijb Re- 
fide nt, as they did before of the Nabob’s Govern- 
ment. 

Shall there then be no Government, no Refirainc 
upon thufe Excefics, which either Ignorance or Paflion, 
or Sell Interefi, may lead an Engl^ Agent to commit 
in the Country ? 1 his is really the Cafe at prefent v and 
ahhougii it is very certain, that fome of the Gentlemen 
employed are of unexceptionable Charadcr, and whole 
go^ Behaviour might be depended on, yet many there 
are of a contrary Difpofuion but there need not many 
Arg^uments to prove, that both the good and the bad 


ihould be under fome Law •, yet rf we examine the Cafe 
of the Englijb Agents up the Country, we fhall find they 
are under none *, our Charadcr does not authorize our 
Courts to take Cognizance of any'Crimes they might 
commit in thofe Parts >, and it has been laid down as a 
fundamental Principle, that the Country Government 
ihall have no Power of them. 

We need not look fiirtlicr for the Root of that Licciw 
tioufnefs, which has produced fuch innumerable Cork 
laints from the Country Government, and the Inha- 
itants in thofe Parcs where European Agents have been 
lent i it now no longer can be doubted, tliac many of 
thofe Complaints have been well grounded, particularly 
in the Article of Idling Goods, by Force, for njore than 
the current Market Price \ a Praflicc called in this Couxw 
try Baija, or Guchaout. 

All the Power we can give the Chiefs of our Faftories 
over thefe Agents will be very infuffkient to remedy this 
Dilbrdcr : fince in Reality we have none ourfelves $ and 
therefore difagreeable as it is codeprive fo many of our Na- 
tion of the Benefits they now receive, by being employed 
as Agents in the Country, yet it feems an unavoidable 
NeceiTity ; and for the Sdte of the public Tranquillity 
and Welfare muff be adopted, and the Trade carried on 
tor the future by the Black Gomaffahs, who may be 
tried and punilhed by our Court of Jemindary, if they 
commit any Excefles or Ads of Injuftice; and that Power 
delegated, as far as ihall appear necefifary, to the Chiefs 
of the fubordinate Fadorics. 

■ It will be objeded, by the concerned in the Inland 
Trade, that Gomaffahs will be liable to be oppreifed by 
the Country Government, who have taken, and will 
take, every Opportunity of reffraining us from that 
Trade, which they regard as an Innovation ( thisOb- 
jedion we believe is very juft, and we (hall exped that 
many Difficulties will be found in the Beginning in 
carrying on this Trade by Gomaffahs » but thbfe we 
chink may be furmounted by proper Ap^ications to the 
Na|x>b and his Officers anef upon the Whole are qE 
Opinion, that all private Inconveniencies muff be fub- 
mitted to, even the B,ilk of being entirely deprived of 
the Trade, rather than fufier the Inhabitants of the 
Country to be opprefled by an Abufe of the EiigBfi 
Name. 

It is therefore the Opinion of the Board, and Re« 
folved. That all tim Murofoaiu, Port^gue/e, Natives^ and 
/frwcwM Aneny, and which, are now up the Country, 
ffiaff have Notiep giyen them to fettle their Concemi 
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fts to KMrn to CakuU 4 bjr the 30th of Novemitr next } 
and thK after dnc Time no Evepean ih^l be permitted 
to go up' the Country on any Pretence whatloever, or 
any other Agents be employed in our Trade but Bengal 
Natives^^ 

"With refpeft to the Priftice of carrying on the In- 
land Trade by Force (catted Buija, or Guchaout) it is a 
Pra6);ice whiw we intirely difapprove ; and in order to 
put a Stop to it as toon as poflible, it is agreed to 
fend Diredtions to Daecay Ri^erey Mantday to forbid 
it in the DiftriAs under their FaAortes ; but to do it 
with fuch Care and Diferetion as not to affeA the Com- 
pany’s Inveftment, as we don’t, mean to invalidate the 
Right derived to the Company from their Phirmaund, 
always held over their own Weaver. 

As thefe Refolutions will affcA the particular Interefl; 
of all the Gentlemen in the Service, by altering the 
Manner of carrying on the Trade, it was wifhed, that 
every pollible Expedient (hould be propofed for render- 
ing more effeAual the Intention of the Board, with as 
little Inconvenience as poffible to Particulars i and every 
ObjeAion heard that the Cafe will admit, before thefe 
Refolutions fball take Place. 

Agreed therefore, That a Copy of the Proceedings of 
laft Monday y and of this Day, be forwarded to Memeurs 
BaifoHy Billtrsy Verelfty Cartiery Jobnfteney IVattSy and 
Senior y and their Opinions deiired, which we>nean fhall 
be efteemed as Voices to the Qiieftion. 

Meffieurs Middleton and Burdett diflering in Opinion 
from the reft of the Members, with refpea to the Firft 
Refolution, deliver in their Sentiments in the following 
’Minute : 

By recalling of Englijb Agents from the different Au- 
rungs, and placing Black Gomaftahs in their Stead, we 
think we lhall be fubjeft to the fame Inconvenience, 
with refpeA to Difputcs with the Country Government, 
as at prefenc } for the latter are naturally of a tyran- 


nical and arbitrary Difpofition, and where they have 
any Authority, they will ' exert it to the utmoft of their 
Power, at Icaft as far as they find it ncccflary for their 
own Intcreft \ we judge that they will have an equal 
Authority tO an EngNJb A^cnty as they niuft be fup- 
I^rted by the fame Inftrument, a Dulluck and Eng- 
UJb Colours, clfe they cannot carry on their Bull- 
nefs i and we therefore think, it would be beft to give 
tlie Preference to Gentlemen of our own Country, in 
whom wc can certainly place more Dependance than on 
a Black Gomailah} but that fuch Gentlemen as are 
fent fhould be only Men of known Probity and good 
Charader, and that have the Permiflion of the Whole, 
or at lealt the Majority, of the Board wc would re- 
commend feverc Penalties being annexed to any Breach 
of fuch Orders as the Board may pleafe to give them, 
relative to their interfering in the Affairs of the Country 
Government i and that thefe Penalties may, without 
Favour, be put in Execution, whenever there is an In- 
ftance of an Offence of this Kind : This, we conceive, 
will keep Trade in general more on a Balance-, for if 
the Englijb Agents are withdrawn, the Gentlemen rc- 
fiding at Subordinates will have fuch Influence through 
all the adjacent Aurungs, to th. ir refpedive Fadorics, 
that they may, when they plcafe, monopolize the wliole 
Trade to themfelves. 

With refj^d to the Second and Third Refolutions, 
wc agree intirely with the Opinion of the Bnartl.

T h E Secretary reporting, That he has received the 
Opinions from the fcveral Gentlemen at the Sub- 
ordinates, concerning the European Agents, the Board 
now proceed to determine finally on that SubjeA. 

Read again the Confuhadons of the 3otli April and 
3d A£*y. 

Read the Opinions received by the Secretary, in the 
following Order : 

Mr. Btttfon is of Opinion, That the permitting of 
Free Merchants, or any others, not in the Cothpaoy’s 
Service, to f^tle at the Aurungs, or other Places up 
the Country, is quite contrary to the Intentions of the 
Company, no lUch Thing having been allowed for 10 
or 12 Years after he came to Bengaly and that a Stop 
ought to be put to it, fince he is perfuaded it would 
prove highly detrimental to the Company’s Trade and 
Intercfts m thefe Provinces. 

Eatnoy May the i8th 1764. 
Having perufed the Confultations of the 30th of 
April ana 3d of Afey, 1 now gi^ it as my Opinion, 
That all E’uropeansy (ffe. Agents, fhould be called down 
from the different Aurungs j for I don’t conceive it 
poflible to lay them under fuch ReftriAbns, fo as to 
prevent their meddling with the Country Governmenr, 
by fetting up for Phouldars wherever they go, which has 
been too much the Cafe of late » for this Reafon, as 
well ss that, by the Continuance of them at different 
Aurtings they might in Time be a great Detriment to 
thcCompany’nlnvcfbnent, by providing of Goods for 


Foreigners, I think it highly ncceflary to withdraw them, 
as foon as they can fettle their prclcnc Concerns how- 
ever, I can’t help obferving, that the Orders of the 
Board arc fomewhat hard, in not permitting an Eure- 
peon to go up the Country on any Pretence whatfoever, 
as there are lomc Particulars to be excepted to ; name- 
ly, that of condufting of Boats, which cannot be fo 
well performed as by the Management of an European.

lAv.Verelfiy after having carefully perufed the Con* 
fultations of the 30th of April, and 3d Inftan^ with the 
Papers therein referred to, tranfmicted to him by the 
Secretary, by Order of the Board, begs Leave to re- 
mark as follows : 

From the general Opinion the Board have formed in 
their latter Qinfultation, it appears to him, that the 
Debates have taken their Rife from Mr. Jel^lF% Com- 
plaints againff Mr. Ivy, an European Agent, for having 
wrote an infulting Letter to him and from the ill 
Ufage that the Zemindar of Sbawpere had received from 
a Gomaftah of Mr. PoBocks, another Agen&i but as the 
Board feem not to have come to a Determination, how 
far either the one or the other of thefe Gentlemen has 
been culpable, and as the Refolution of the Board to 
call down all European Agents, has been formed from 
an Opinion of the ill Behaviour of thofe that have been 
employed, and as Mr. Vereljt is unacquainted with tlie 
different Complaints made, he would have been glad 
to have heard the Debates on Mefit*!. JekyU and Py'a 
Letters, as their Repreientations arc ffrongly contradic- 
tory 
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tory to each other, to have enabled him to have given 
his Opinion more fully thereon *, therefore, ihould he 
be deficient in what he may propofc, he hopes the 
Board will confider how difficult it is to recommend a 
Remedy, where the Difcafe is not thoroughly known. 

Firft, He is of Opinion, that European Agents, in any 
Part of the Country, afting with the Approbation of 
the Prcfulent and Council ot Bengaly are as much under 
the Law as any Perfon refiding at any Fa^ory, efta- 
blilhed before or fince the Grant of His Majefty’s Char- 
ter i for His Majelly’s Intentions, as rxprefletl in the 
Beginning of the Charter, feem to be for the Benefit of 
all fuch of His Subjefts as carry on their Trade in any 
Part within the Limits preferibed i which are let forth 
to be, frotji the Cape of Good Hope to the Streigbts of 
Magellan ; Tliat no Fafbory in the Kingdoms is out of 
the Limits of our own Courts, every Member of the 
Board mufi; be well fatisfied, fince a Warrant from the 
Mayor’s Court was not long fince lent up, and exccutied 
on a Gentleman in this Place. Tlie fame public Power 
that authorizes an Agent to trade in thcle Countries, 
confirms to him by that AA, a ProteAion for his Life 
and Property againft every Invader, through thofc Parts 
wlierc the Infiuence of fuch Power extends ; and the 
Agent becomes reciprocally anfwerable for his own 
ConduA. — It is not doubted, he preiumes, but that 
the Board have a Privilege of fettling a FaAory, for 
the greater Conveniencies of Trade, in any Part of thefe 
Provinces that they may approve ; and that on fettling 
fuch FaAory the Members are ftill under the Law * if 
therefore, in a colleAive Senfc, any Number of Gentle- 
men arc thus qualified, and naturally continue fubordi- 
nate to the Laws of their Country, be their Rcfidence 
in thofe Parts where it will, he hopes it will not be 
difputed, but that the fame Subordination extends to 
any fingle Member, or to an Agent publicly and fully 
authorized to trade in the fame Parrs (that is to fay, by 
the Suffrage of the Board) as it does to this Commu- 
nity *, for Equity muft invariably be the fame in a fingle 
as in a colleAive Senfe •, and His Majefty’s Motive feems 
to have been, that I !is Grant Ihould not be confined to 
any particular Place or Degree. Mr. Verelft therefore 
thinKs it would be an Inconlificncy to fiippofe, that His 
Majefty could intend, that One P.irt of His Charter, 
which confiitutes the Mayor’s Court of CakuttOy Ihould 
have a Power of trying all LolTes of Mtum and 7«««r, 
where the Property of any of His SubjeAs was concern- 
ed, be tlie Debt contraAcd (and the Perfons prcl'ent) 
in any Place within the Limits of Trade ; and that the 
other, conilituting Courts for the Redrefs of greater 
Grievances, where His SubjeAs one with another were 
alfo concerned, Ihould in any Cafe be fo confined, as 
to leave tJicir Perfons and Properties without Redrefs. — 
Indeed, he confiders the Charter a more extenfive Good, 
defigned for the happy Government and ProtcAion, and 
every Individual of the Englijb Nation Refidency in any 
of thefe Parts, 

Secondly, He is of Opinion, That the employing 
Englijh Agents is much more eligible than Black Go- 
mallahs ; for having experienced both, he can aver, that 
he has never had a Complaint againft any of his Euro- 
pean Agents, though he cannot fay (b much of the Black 
Gomaftahs ; whofe tyrannical and arbitrary Dirpofitions, 
when in Authority, do incline them to a Sc;arch after 
their own Intereft, and a Difregard to every Means they 
may think moft convenient to promote it j nor can the 
ftriAcft Eye over them, and even the InfliAion of Pu- 
nilhment, root the Evil out ; whereas he believes that 
few Europeans are without fome Principles of Honour 
and Juftice, but fliould there be a CharaAer void of 
them, he imagines fuch might cafily be deteAed, and 
the Power of the Board prevent their being employed % 
for he thinks it both right and neccllary, that every 
European Agent going up the Country, ihould have the 
Approbation and Pcrmtlfion of the Board ; and if any 
Perfon bepropofed to them, whofe CharaAer and pifpt^ 


firion they are any ways dubious of, and who cannot give 
an ample and fumcient Security for his good Behaviour, 
he thinks it highly neceffiu-y fuch Per^ ought to be 
objeAed to > the Security might be refponfible for his 
not interfering with the Nabob’s Officers, Revenues, 
Government, or any Concerns belottginsto the Natives \ 
but Ihould the Agents be ill ufed by them, his Appli- 
cation for Redrefs may be made to the Chief of the 
neareft Subordinate; or, in Cafe of his not being in the 
Neighbourhood of a Subordinate, to the Ptefident trf" 
Calcutta ; and Ihould an European Agent, after this^ be 
guilty of any AA of a criminal Nature, he thinks the 
Board have a Right immediately to recall him, when he 
may be profeciucd for his Onence : But Ihould Mr. 
Verelft be erroneous in his Opinion, in regard to the 
Execution of our Laws in fuch Cafes, not having a per- 
fcA Ct^y of the Charter to refer to, and that fuch Of- 
fences cannot be tried by our own Laws, we Have ftill 
a fufficient Authority left of adminiftcrlng Juftice by 
the Laws of this Country ; for if an Agent, when up 
the Country, is fuppofed to be under his own native 
Laws, he muft unavoidably be under the Laws of the 
Country he is in, for it is impoflible that a SubjcA of 
any Society can be unrcfponfible to all Law ; this Me- 
thod he tliinks the Nabob can have no' ObjeAion to, 
though the Offence may be committed within Part of 
his Government, wliere he lhall be convinced how far 
it is only intended to give Redrefs to his SubjeAs by 
the moft imp-artial Juftice; nor does he apprehend the 
injured Native can difapprove this Method of Redrefs, 
which he may without Expence ; when in the fame Cir- 
cumttance, by Application to his Court, he muft pay 
fo heavily for it ; and to prevent any ObjeAion being 
made to the Diftance that fuch Complainants mult 
come for Redrefs, a reafonable Allowance for their Lofs 
of Time and Expence (which will alfo be a further 
Check on Agents) may be made to them by the Of- 
fender, or in cafe of his Default by his Securities. A 
few Examples like thofe, he doubts not, would in a fhort 
Time remove moft, or all, Complaints againft European 
Agents i but he knows no Method tiiat can be propofed 
to prevent the licentious Behaviour of Black Gomaftahs. 

Having thus far confidered the Propriety of employ- 
ing European Agents or Black Gomaftahs, Mr. Verelft 
begs Leave to add, tliat it is his Opinion, a greater 
Dependance may be made on Gentlemen of our own 
Country, and a much greater Advantage reaped by the 
Trader i'rom their Services ; and viewing it alfo in a 
political Light, he thinks many very material Benefits 
may arife from the Knowlege we might thereby gain of 
the Country, its Produces and Trade, the Cuftoms, 
Manner, and Government of the People ; Circumftanccs 
which we may ever remain ignorant of, if Black Go- 
maftahs only arc to be employed ; the Benefits of the 
Knowlege of which fpcak fo ftrongly for thcmfclves, 
that they need no Comments thereon. 

The Liccotioufnefs of European Agents that the 
Board mentions, in the. Circumftance of Ba^a or 
Guchaour, he is of Opinion ought to be entirely prohi- 
bited i and is furprued how fo extraordinary an Op- 
reffion has taken its Rife, or was ever fuffered, if 
nown to the Employers of fuch Agents as are accufed 
of it. 

Mr. Verelft therefore begs Leave fummarily to ob- 
ierve, that he is of Opinion, Ettropean Agents Uiou)d be 
employed in Preference to Black Gomafoihs *, and that 
fuck Agents who have the Approbation and Permiffion 
of the Board, foay be proinuted for any Crimes or Li- 
ccntioulhefs they may commit.

Soard for further Inftrudlions for his future Guid- 
ance, it is moll to be wondered at, but may be expeded 
in all new Regulations, which cannot be perfedl at once, 
but by Experience and frequent Amendments » which 
furely ought firll to be endeavoured at, and I am far 
from imagining now, more than before, to be imprac- 
ticable. V 

Inllead therefore of fo reldily leizing and making an 
Handle of the firll Squabblles, Abufes, or unjullifiabte

for the Amilc of their Power; than againll the Euro- 
pean Agents under whom they arc employed ; yet, if 
it is intended, we ihould fupport our Rights to, and en- 
joy the Advantages of, a fair and open Inland Trade in 
future, the Native Gomaftahs, .to be employed in ma- 
nagine fo confidcrable Concerns, mult have Powers in- 
veftea in them like to thofe that arc given to Englijh 
Gentlemen, by none of which, do I imagine, they are 
ever authorized to aCt with Violence, Injufticc, or Op- 
pfelTion, to any one. From their Ideas of Government, 
the Conftitution of their Country, and the daily Ex- 
amples of their own People before their Eyes, as well as 
from my own Experience of their Behaviour, I elteena 
them equally liable, and more prone, to make a bad 
Ufc of their Stations and Powers in their TranfaClions 
in the Country, than our Countrymen, and I wifli I 
had no Rcafon to complain of their Honefty ; how- 
ever, it is plain, that they may be reftrained and pu- 
nilhcd by thele very fame Rules and Laws now, when 
they aCt fubordinate to an European Agent ftationed up 
the Country, as they can be when invefted with their 
Powers immediately from the Company’s Servants, 
wherever they m.iy chance to be ; nor do the Rcilraints 
that we have upon them, with all the.Powers of a Ze- 
mindary or Cutcherry Court, appear to me to be half 
fo great as thofe we have it in our Power to impofe oti 
Europeans.

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

^ O T having had no further Notice taken pf the 
Letter which I had the Honour to write you in Au- 
gujl laft, I had flattered myfclf with the Hopes that my 
Cafe, which you were pleafed to fay Ihould be confider- 
cd of, would have been found fuch by you, as to have 
excepted me out of your laft General Order, touching 
Free Merchants refiding here. But as I find, by what 
was notified to me To-day, that my former Reprefen- 
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ration has not had the EfFeft which I expeAed from it, 1 
muft again beg your Indulgence in ftating my Cafe to 
YOU in a more full and particular Manner than what 1 
have yet done, which 1 hope you will have the Patience 
and Goodnefs to hear. 

My Situation and Circumftances are very widely dif- 
ferent from that ot any other private Trader in Bengal, 
I believe % for 1 may juftly and truly be confidered as a 
Company’s Merchant, who has bought a very latge 
•Parcel of Goods for a cenain Market, under Direftion 
of a Chief and Council, where 1 only want Liberty to 
fell them ; For 1 hired the Kallarus of the honourable 
Company at a very advanced Price, more than what any 

Merchant 
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Merchant who had before had them would venture to 
0VC them, in the Year 176a : Again in the Year 1763, 
HI Coniun^on with the deceafed William Billers^ Eiquire, 
1 hired them a fecond Time, at a ftill higher Race ; and 
the Salt of thefe Two Years remains now on my Hands, 
to the Quantity of Th ree Lacks. But at the Time when 
choie K^arus were taken, there was not the fmalleft In- 
timation of People’s being liindered going up the Coun- 
try to difpofe of Goods ^ of Cdurfe there could be no 
Occafion for my Stipulations or Indulgence ; which 
would certainly have never been denied me, as it is 
well known that every Encouragement that can be given 
was always granted to thofe who bought Goods of the 
honourable Company. For this Rcafon, I have always 
had Duftics with my Salt \ and this was the Reafon, I 
jbelievc, which fo readily enga^d your Lordlhip, tfc. 
to grant my Reoueft in funeh^ when I applied to you 
on Account of thofe who had contrafted with me for Li- 
berty to carry up my Salt. What Favours or Indul- 
gencies you may be pleafed to Ihcw to others, do not at 
all concern me-, yet I cannot help ubferving, that if any 
private Perfons arc to be indulged in this Kelpeft, whe- 
ther as Servants to the Servants of the honourable Cogi- 
pany, or even on Account of the Society of Trade, or 
otherwife, a Company’s Merchant will not be thought 
unworthy of the Favour of being allowed to lei||||his 
Goods (which he bought of the Company) in thellcft 
Manner he can j more cfpecially if it be confidcred, that 
for that Purpofe he requefts only Leave to refide at a 
Chicflhip 1 and that he is ready to enter into any Bond, 
under any Penalty, that he lhall, neither diredUy or indi- 
re£lly, meddle With the Country Government at all, as 
I am ready to do, whenever you think proper to require 
it : Nay, 1 will even oblige myfelf to be in every Rclpeft 
under the Orders of the Chief and Council here, pro- 
vided only I have but free Liberty to ftay and to difpolc 
of my Salt, with the Proteftion of the honourable Com- 
pany.— That I did not apply to you for this Indulgence 
at the Time when I wrote to you for thofe who were to 
bring up my Salt, was, becaufe I did not then know that 
I Ihould have had any Occafion at all to have afked llich 
a Favour j for about that Time I made Propofals to the 
Executors of the deceafed Mr. Billers, either to difpole 
of the Joint Stock themfelvcs at Patna, or to fell it to 
me ; which laft being thought by them mod beneficial 
for the Eftate', was accepted of, on iny giving Bond and 
Security for the Payment of the Money j you will thus 
plainly perceive, therefore, that the NcccfTity of my ftay- 
mg at Patna is not entirely of my own feeking *, nor 
would I have given you fo much Trouble, in thus car- 
neftly rcquefting fuch a Favour, if my own Fortune, as 
well as that of others, to a very confiderable Amount, 
did not fo greatly depend upon it. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, You will perhaps allege 
that I may confign my Salt to any Gentlemen of the 
Factory here, and that it will be as well taken Care of as 
it could, were I prclent. But fird, as to the Care, I 
Ihould teg Leave to differ from you ; for though I have 
the highed Opinion of the Worth and Integrity of mod 
of the Gentlemen here, yet I can never imagine that 
any, who have fo much Bufinefs of their own and the 
Company, would ever be able, were they ever fo wil- 
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ling, to pay that Care and Attention to my Concerns, 
as 1 fliould do myfelf 1 as to felling, indeed, it is eafily 
done, and requires little more than. Integrity •, but for 
receiving and delivering fuch a Quantity of Salt, there 
is Indudry and Trouble to undergo, more than what I 
fhall ever trud to any other Perfon in fo large a Con- 
cern, unlefs I am abfolutely obliged to it ; there is in 
this, however, another Matter which you may perhaps 
lefs attend to than me, and that is Commiflion, which 
I am to be under a Neceflity of paying, if I am not per- 
mitted to remain ; for CommilTion, where it will amount 
to feveral Thoiifand Pounds Sterling, as it would on the 
Salt I have to difpole of, is an Obje(d too confiderable 
for one of my Fortune to give up, if I can any Ways 
polTibly avoid it. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, I am extremely fenfiblc of 
the Judice of your Orders in general, of the Service it 
will be to the honourable Company, and of the Nccef- 
fity there is for Steadinefs in all the Orders you give, 
without the Appearance or even Shadow of Partiality to 
any One : 1 am fenfiblealfoof the Difficulty you labour 
under, foould you be difpoftd to favour me, though 
merely in Conlidcration of the Equity and Judnefs of 
my Cafe ; for the malicious and half-informed, who are 
much the greated Part of Mankind, are ever ready to 
impute to wrong Caules, and complain of their Supe- 
riors, wherever they fee Favours granted to others, in 
which they are not themfelvcs Sharers •, yet if you are as 
much convinced of the Equity and Rcafonablencfs of my 
Requed, .is I would fain hope you and every impartial 
Perlbn will be who hear and attend to my Circum- 
danccs, you w.ll Hnd but little Trouble, I imagine, to 
obviate every Difficulty of that Kind : Will it not be 
reckoned Prefumption, or may I venture to give a Hint 
of what occurs to me on that Head : You have ap-' 
pointed private People Agents in the Country for the 
Affairs of the Society of Trade j and though the Agency 
of this Place, which will be very confiderable, will mod 
probably be intruded with the Gentlemen of the Fadlory 
there, yet, if you thought proper, you might cither name 
me as One of them, or if it were but Clerk to the othen 
I foould be entirely fatisfied, and edeem it aB'avour } or, if 
that could not be done, I fliould be contented to be again 
appointed Surgeon in the Service, with Liberty to re- 
main here till a Vacancy fliould happen, which I believe 
will be very foon, Mr. Fullerton having informed me, 
that his Intention is not long to continue here ; and this 
is a Favour which 1 flatter myfelf will not be refufed me, 
both in Confidcracion of what I have already alleged, and 
in Confidcration of my having formerly fo long ferveti 
the honourable Company in that Station, and of my 
having remained Twice in India when I was going 
Home, Once at the Requed of this Prcfidcncy, and 
Once at that of Fort St. George.

T W A S honoured with your Anfwcr to my Letters 

the 1 7tb OtJober, by that from your Secretary of the 
I ft November laft ; your having therein granted me a 
iinall Indulgence, in Teftiraony of your Regard to riie 
Peculiarity of my Circumftances, and mentioned that 
you would order a Company's Servant to take Charge 
of my Adairs ; I in return made you my moft humble 
Acknowlegements, and wrote to Mr. Campbell, that, 
the fame Circumftances ftill fubfifting, I ftill alfo flat- 
tered mylclf with your further Confideration and Imlul- 
gence-, but the Month of January being now veil 
advanced, without any Reply, or my hearing of any 
Orders being ilTued with rcg.ird to me, I muft once 
more take the l.iberty to trouble you, that I may know 
your final and peremptory Relblution, which, win n I 
receive, I am refolved to obey and conform to with the 
utmoft Expedition poflible. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, When before I had the 
Honour to addrefs you, 1 endeavoured to ftate my Cafe 
to you in the beft and moft diftin£l Manner I was 
capable of, whicli I am afraid was badly enough, feeing 
that it feems to have had lb very little F.ffeft •, 'tis true, 
my Intention then was rather to create your Favour and 
Indulgence, than with clear and Iblid Arguments to 
aflert to you the Judicc of my Caufc: 1 did imagine, 
indeed, that it being of itfelf clear and evident, and 


fufficiently underftood by your Lordlhip, Wc. I Ihould 
thus more have recommended myfelf to your Favour 
and Prote£tion, than if 1 had exprelfcd myfelf otherwife,

Principles cither of Law or Equity. Hail the honourable 
Prefident and Agents fur the Company, who fold me

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Caktitla^ the Company having changed their Prefidency, 
which they have it always in their Power to do, to 
Fuito or any where elfe, Would it not have been an Aft 
of the greatefl Injuftice ^ And, as His Majedy’s Juftices, 
~my Lord and Gentlemen, I beg to know your Opinion, 
Whether, in Inch a Cafe, I might not have had Remedy 
againll: them at Law ? But 1 took the Kallarys, and 
purchafed my Salt of the honourable Company, with 
Intention and Defign of difpofing of it at this Faftoryj 
fd that to hinder me to rcftde here on fo juft an Account, 
when the ereateft Part of it is already brought here, 
and the reft upon the Way by your own Permiflion, to 
me appears pretty much the lame, as if I had been 
prevented by thole other Gentlemen from refidine at 
Caltutta, had 1 found it moft my Intereft to difpoie of 
my Goods there. 

Your alleging, it is the honourable Company’s Order, 
to which I ought to fubmit, is an Argument, which, 
with ail due Submiflion to your Lordlhip, 6 ?r.

Care that neither our Servants, or any Perfons reffding 
under our Protcflion, have any Concern in fuch Farms 
for the future.

20. ^ N E general Source of the Difpuccs, Mifun- 
derftandings, and Difficulties, which have 
occurred with the Country Government, appears evi- 
dently to have taken its Rife from the unwarrantable 
and licentious Manner of carrying on the private Trade 
by the Company’s Servants, their Gomaftahs, Agents, 
and others, to the Prejudice of the Subah, both with 
rel'pedl to his Authority, and the Revenues juftly due 
to him i the diverting and taking from his natural Sub- 
jeds the Trade in the inland Parts of the Country, to 
which neither we, or any Perfons whatfoever dcpcndai t 
upon us, or under our Proteftion, have any Manner of 
Right, and confcquently endangering the Company’s 
very valuable Privileges : In order therefore to remedy 
all thclc Diforders, we do hereby polltively order and 
direft, 

21. That from the Receipt of this Letter, a final and 
effe^hial End be foithwith put to the Inland Trade in 
Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, and in all other Articles 
whatfoever, produced and confunicd in the Country % 
and that all European and ocher Agents or Gomaftahs, 
who have been concerned in fuch Trade, be immediately 
ordered down to Calcutta, and not ful&red to return or 
be replaced as fuch by any other Perfons. 

22. That as our Phirinaund Privileges of being Duty 
free are.cercainly confined to the Company’s export and 


import Trade only, you are to have recourfe to and 
keep within the Liberty therein ftipulaced and given, as 
nearly as can poilibly be done ; but as by the Conni- 
vance of the Bengal Government, and conftant Ufage, 
the Company’s Covenant Servants have had the fame 
^nefit as the Company with refpeft to their export and 
import Trade, we arc willing they Ihould enjoy the 
fame, and that Dufticks be granted accordingly j but 
herein the moft cffcdlual Care is to be taken that no 
Excefles or Abufes arc fuffered, upon any Account 
whatfoever, nor Duftitks granted to any others than 
our Covenant Servants as aforefaid ; however, notwith- 
ftanding any of our former Orders, no Writer is to have 
the Benefit of a Duftick until he has ferved out his full 
l ime of Five Years In that Station : Free Merchants, 
and others, arc not intitled to, or to have the Benefit - 
of, the Company’s DufHcks, but are to pay the ufual 
Duties. 

24. We arc under the NccclTity of giving the before- 
going Orders, in order to preferve the Tranquillity of 
the Country, and Harmony with the Nabob j they arc 
rather Outlines than complete Direftions, which you^ 
arc to add to, and improve upon, agreeable to the ' 
Spint of and our Meaning in them, as may be neoef- 
fary to anfwer the defired Purpolcs j and if any 
or Perfons are guilty of a Contraventbn of them, be 
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they whomfoever they may, if our own Servants, they arc 
to be difmilTcd the Service % if others, the Comj^y’s 
Proteftion is to be withdrawn, and you have the Liberty 
of fending them forthwith to England, if you judge the 
Nature of the Offence reejuires it. 

25. We cannot avoid in this Place taking Notice of 
the Endeavours of Prefident VanfiUart, to form a 
Plan of Regulations ) which, though it appeared fo 
advantageous to Individuals, was ftrongly cenfured by 
the Majority of the Council, as not giving them, 


according to their Way of judging, a fufficient Scope 
for their unwarrantable Trade ; however we arc f;jti.sficd 
of the Prefident’s good Intentions ■, but at the fame 
Time we fay, it was not calculated lb as to prevent 
future Mifunderftandings with the Subah, and his 
Government, becaufc thereby an Inland 'I’radc was to 
be admitted of, which, as Eas been before obferved, 
would certainly be attended with conftant Embroils and 
Difficulties.

54 * T? ^ Rcafons given in our Letter of the 8th 
" of February laft, we were then induced to fend 
pofitive Orders to put a final and effcdlual End to the In- 
land Trade in Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, and in all 
other Articles whatfoever, produced and confumed in the 
Country : To the Remarks we made in that Letter, we 
muft add on,e Oblervation j which is, it appears very 
extraordinary, that, in a Trade fo extremely lucrative 
to Individuals, the Intereft of the Company fhould not 
have been at all attended or confidered. 

55. Thofe Orders were fent, it is true, before we re- 
ceived the new Treaty you entered into with Jaffier Aly 
Cawn, upon his Rc-eftablilhmcnt in the Subahlhip ; in 
which it IS agreed. That the Englijh lhall carry on their 
Trade by Means of thdr own Duttick, free from all Du- 
ties, Taxes, and Impofitions, in all Parts of the Coun- 
try, excepting the Article of Salt, on which a Duty of 

per Cent. i« to be levied on the Rowana, or Roughly 
Market Price *, wherein it is further agreed, I'hat the 
late Perwanahs iffued by C#w Aly Cawn, granting to all 
Merchants the Exemption of all Duties for the Space of 
Two Years, lhall be rcverfcd and called in, and the 
Duties collefted as before. 

56. Thefc are Terms which appear to be fo very in- 
jurious to tlie Nabob, and to the Natives, that they can- 
not in the very Nature of them tend to any Thing but 
the producing general Heart-burnings and Dillatisfac- 
tion 1 and confequently, there can be little Reafon to 
exped the Tranquillity of the Countiy can be perma- 
nent : The Orders therefore, in our faid Letter of the 
8th of February, are to remain in Force until a more 
equitable and facisfaflory Flan can be formed and adopt- 
ed i which, as it is impoffiblc for us to frame here, dc- 
llitutc as we arc of the Informations and Lights nccef- 
fary to guide us in fettling fuch an important Affair, 

57. You arc therefore hereby ordered and directed, as 
foon after the Receipt of this as may be convenient, to 


confult the Nabob as to the Manner of carrying On the 
Inland Trade in Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, and the 
other Articles produced and confumed in tlic Country, 
which may he moft to his Satisfaftion and Advantage, 
the Intcrell: of the Company, and likewife of the Com- 
pany’s Servants. 

58. You are thereupon to form a proper and cqui* 
table Plan for carrying on the faid Trade j and tranlmit 
the fame to us, accompanied by fuch Explanations, Ob- 
fervations, and Remarks, as may enable us to give our 
Sentiments and Diredkions thereupon in a full and expli- 
cit Manner. 

59. In doing this, as before obferved, you are to have 
a particular Regard to the Intereft and intire Satisfadlion 
of the Nabob, both with rcfpedk to his Revenues, and the 
proTOr Support of his Government: lo Ihort, this Plan 
mutt be fettled with -his free Will and Confent, and in 
fuch a Manner as not to afford any juft Grounds for 
Complaint. 

60. In the next Place, the utmoft Care and Attention 
muft be bellowed, in forming the faid Plan, that in 
fomc proper Mode or Shape a juft and equitable Con- 
fideration be fccurcd for the Company. 

61. If any Inconvcniencies lhall be apprehended to 
arile to the Company’s inveftments, upon carrying on 
fuch an Inland Trade, you arc to give us your full 
Thoughts thereupon, and in what Manner they may 
be obviated. 

6 z, You are to give us your impartial and unbiallcd 
Thoughts alio, whether the carrying on this Inland 
Trade may affeitt the juft Rights and Privileges of the 
French, Dutch, or any Europeans, and tend thereby to 
draw on any national Altercations and Embroils -, which 
are by all Means to be avoided in forming the faid Plan : 
Therefore you are to be particularly careful to prevent 
thcle, or any Evils of the like Kind.

The EugltJJ} Gomaftahs in the Diftrifts of Daccot 
Rungamatty, Cbilmary^ and Bakergunga, &c. force 
Tobacco and otlier Goods upon the Talookdars 
and Ryotts, whereby the Country is dclblatcd, and 
a very heavy Lofs falls upon the Sircar j it is pro- 
per that a Stop fhould be every where put to this 
Opprcfllon, that the Country may flourim, and the 
Inhabitants may pay their Rents in Security, and 
my Revenues may not fuffer. 

The Poor of this Country, who ufed always to deal 
in Salt, Beetle Nut, and 1 obacco, (iff. are now 
deprived of their daily Bread by the Trade of the 
Europeans ^ whereby no Kind of Advantage accrues 
to the Company, and the Government’s Revenues 
are greatly injured. 

1 N confequence of thefe Reprefentations from the 

Nabob, and the Company’s Orders in their Letter of 
the 8th of February 1764, 

It is Refolved, That the Inland Trade •, that is, the 
Articles produced in One Part of the Country, to be 
carried for Sale and Confumption to another, fliall in 
general be prohibited, with liich Exceptions as lhall 
appear to the Board may be admittccl, without the 
Danger of creating Difpuies with the Government, or 
depriving the Nabob of his juft Rights. 

After mature Confidcration of the Subjeft, and Re- 
colledion of all the Difpiues that have happened, and 
the Complaints which have been made by the Govern- 
ment fiifce this Inland Trade has been taken up; we 
think that One, and One only Exception can be made, 
confiftently with the Spirit of the Company’s Orders ; 
and that is, that it may be permitted to the Company’s 
Servants to fend Salt and Beetle Nut for Sale to the 
Faflories of Patna^ Coffmbuzar, and Daccay or the 
capital Cities of PatnOy Moorjbedabady and DaccUy there- 
unto adjoining, paying to the Country Government, 
on the Article of Salt, the Duties agreed on with the 
Nabob in the laft Treaty, and on the Article of Beetle 
Nut, a like Duty of 2 ' jJer Cent, on the Price of the 
Chuundpere Market, and a Company’s Duftick (hall be 
given them along with the Company’s Rowanna. 

Our Rcafons for thinking this Exception may be ad- 
mitted, are, 

Eirft, With refpeft to the Objeftion of IHfputcs: 
Among the many Inftances we have had, we do not 
find any touching the Sales of Salt or Beetle Nut, at 
any of thefe Places. 

Secondly, With refpeft to the Objeftion of the 
Nabob's. Revenues: Since we rclinquKh every Advantaj;e 
that he ceded by his 'i reaty of laft Year, with regard 
to this iTacle, we may, without Imputation of Injufticc, 
referve (b much as is here meant, unlcfs any Inconveni- 
ence, which at prefent we do not forefee, Ihould be 
found to arife from ir. 

But it (liall be exprefdy forbid to all the Company’s 
Servants, and others refilling under the Company’s Pro- 
tcftion, to raife Salt Works (as Collaries or Tollals) or 
make Salt upon tlic Grounds, in any Part except in the 
Territories appertaining to the Company. AH Claims 
to any fuch Grounds (hall be immediately relinquKbed ; 
and Application will be made to the Nabob, on behalf 
of the Claimants, to order the Zemindars to difeharge 
in Money fuch Balances of former Years, and Advances 
of this Seafon, as may appear to be juftly due, upon 
Examination of the Accounts with the Molungecs. 
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As from a Delay in executing this Refolution, the 
Zemindars may pretend and complain of the Lois of 
the Seafon, for carrying on their Bulinefs, and rafe Dif- 
ficulties in adj lifting the Accounts ; 

Agreed, That the Refolution be recited, in Letters to 
be immediately wrote to Itaccay Cbittagengy Mdnaparey 
and Burdwauy with Direflions to carry the fame into 
Execution, lb far as regards their relpedtive Fadtories 
And 

Ordered, That the Drafts of thefe Orders be entered 
after Confultation. 

The Company's Servants, who lhall trade in Salt to 
the Places herein before cxprelTcd, lhall take the greateft 
Care that their Gomaftahs do deliver up the Duftick to 
the Company’s Chief, and the Rowanna to the Naib of 
the Government, on the Salt’s being landed at the Fac- 
tory or City to which it is configned ; our Intentions 
herein being to enforce our Refolutions, that the Sale 
lhall be adtually, and bona JidCy fold at One of the fore- 
faid Fadtories or Cities, and not circulated through the 
Country, under the Influence of the Engliflt Name, or 
Duftick. 

To the End that thefe Regulations, when publilhed, 
may take EfTcdl within a reafonable Time, to that on 
the one Hand the Merchants mav not fuffer from their 
prefent Engagements in the Articles of this Trade ; and 
on the other, that an Opening mav not be left for the 
Continuance of this 1 ‘rade longer tnan may be neceflary' 
for the finilhing thofe Engagements ; 

It is Agreed and Ordered, That the Secretary do give 
public Notice of them, both here and at the futordinate 
Fadlories ; forbidding from this Day, all Company’s 
Servants, Free Merchants, and others, refiding under 
the Company’s Protcdlion, to make any new Purchafes, 
or enter into any new Contradls which may involve 
them further in the prohibited Trade ; and diredling 
them to deliver in, within the Space of Seven I^ys, an 
Account of the Goods of this Trade that they may 
have remaining at every Place, with the intended Place 
of their Deftination for Sale ; upon an Examination of 
which, a reafonable Time will be allowed for concluding 
fuch Sales. 

Although we imagine the Reftraint we have now laid 
upm the Inland Trade will put an End, for the moft 
Part, to that unjuft Manner of Dealing called Burja, or 
Guchowt ; yet, Icaft it Ihould be ever attempted in the ' 
Sale of any Articles of licenfed Trade, it is hereby 

Ordered, in the ftriifteft Manner, That no Perfon 
trading under the Company’s Protedion lhall, on any 
Pretence, force the Merchants or People of the Country 
to buy Goods which they do not want, or to give a 
Price above the Market ; and whoever ffiall be found to « 
be guilty of infringing this Order, lhall be puniffied with 
the utmoll Rigour. 

Agreed therefore. That the Secretary do alio inaka 
this Refolution public ; and that the Nabob be defired 
to make it known to his Officers, directing them to 
complain to the neareft Englifij Faftory, if any Cach 
Attempts Ihould be made by EngUftt Gomaftahs within 
their Jurifdiclion. 

Upon the Whole, ir h agreed to reprefent to th^ 
Nabob, That all our Attempts to reform the Grievances 
he complains of will be inem^osl, unlefs his Officers at ' 
the feveral Chokies and Cuftom-boufoi, will be atten* ' 
tivc to let no Boats pafs with Merchsndizr, witii<6tt( 
firft feeing the Company’s Duftick, as diredl^ in the

T N Conformity to the honourable Company’s Orders, 
contained in their Letter of the itt of June 1764, 
the Committee now proceed to take under their Con- 
fideration the Subjeft of the Inland Trade, in the 
Articles of Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, the fame 
having been frequently difeourfed of at former Meet- 
ings, and Mr. Sumner having lately collected the Opi- 
nions of the abfent Members at large on every Circuni- 
ftancci It is now Agreed and . Refolved, That the 
following Plan for Conducing this Trade fhall be car- 
ried into Execution ; the Committee efteeming the fame 
die moft Correfpondent to the Company’s Orders, and 
conducive to the Ends which they have in View, when 
they require that the Trade Ihall be put upon fuch a 
Footing as may appear moft equitable for tlie Benefit of 
their Servants, leatt liable to produce Difputes with the 
Country Government, and wherein their own Intercft, 
and that of the Nabob, fhall at the fame Time ^ pro- 
perly attended to and confidered. 

Firft, That the whole Trade fhall be carried on by 
an exclufivc Company formed for that Purpofc, and 
confifting of all thole who may be deemed juftly intitled 
to fhare •, that a proper Fund Ihall be raifed, by a Loan 
at Intereft, for the Supply and Support of the lame, and 
that it fhall commence in the Month of September enfu- 
ing, or as foon after as may be found moft convenient. 

Secondly, That the Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, 
produced in, or imported into, Bengal^ fhall be pur- 
chalbd by this eftablifhed Company j and public Adver- 
tifement fliall be ifTiied, ftridtly prohibiting all other 
Perfons whatever, who are dependant on our Govern- 
ment, to de.il in thofe Articles. 

'Ihirdly, That Application fliall be made to the 
Nabob, to iffue the like Prohibition to all his Officers 
and Subiefts of the Diftiids, where any Qiiantity of 
either of thofe Articles is manufadlured or protluccd. 

Fourthly, Th.it the Salt fhall be purch-ifed by Con- 
tract, on the moft rcafonablc Terms, giving the Prrfer- 
ence to the Factories of Dacca, Chittagong, Burdvsan, 
and Midnapoor, for the Produce of their rcCpeCtive Di- 
ftridts 1 to the Phoufdar of Hougbley, and the other Ze- 
mindars, for the Product* of Ingellee, Tumhok, Myfi- 
dole, &c.; and to luch Perfons as may oft'er the moft 
reafonable Propofals, for the Quantity produced in the 
Calcutta Lands. 

Fifthly, That the Beetle Nut and Tobacco fliall, in 
Rke Manner, be purchafed by ContraCt, under fuch 
Terms and Conditions, as, upon proper Fjiquiry, fhall 
appear to the Managers to be moft conformable to the 
Intercft of the concerned. 

Sixthly, That the Contractors for the S:dt fhall agree 
to deliver it at certain fixed Places, at a ftipulaced Rate 
per ^ Maunds, comprehending fuch an Advance upon 
iheir Contracts with the Zemindars and Molungees, as 
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may be eftcemed an Equivalent to their Rifk, Trouble, 
and bad Debts. 

Seventhly, That as the Advances will be made by 
the Contraclors to the Zemindars, Cj’r. at ccruin Periods 
of the Scalbn, in the ufual Manner, fo Ihall the Ad- 
vance from the public Company to the Contractors be 
made in Proportion thereto. 

Eighthly, That the Salt, Beetle Nut, and 7 obacco, 
thus purchafed by the public Company, fliall be tranf- 
ported to a certain Number of Places for Sale, to be 
there, and there only, difpolcd of by their Agents •, and 
that the Country Merch.mts may then become the Pur- 
chafers, and again tranfport the Articles whither they 
think they have die greateft ProfpeCt of Profit. 

That by this Mean , not only the frequent Oppreflions 
the Inhabitants of the Country have luftered, by Euro- 
peans having Permiflion to traverfe to every Place for 
the Sale of thofe Commodities, will jjc pur a Stop to, 
but by thus referving to the Natives and Merchants a 
competent Share of the Profits, both in the Purchafe 
and Sale, we may hope for the gooil EfleCI of removing 
the general Odium that has prevailed, from our fecking 
to deprive them of every Part of that Trade. 

Ninthly, 'I'hat as it is apprclien led fome Difliculty 
will arife in fecuring the Produce of the Dacca and 
Chittagong DiftriCls, by Reafon of the Propet ty of tlie 
Lands being feattered in a Number of Hands, all de- 
pendant on the Government j it is Agree], That Ap- 
plication fliall be niade to the Nabob tor Perwannas on 
the fevcral Zemindars of thofe DiftriCls, as well as thofe 
of Houghlcy, ^c. ftriCfly ordering and requiring them to 
contract tor all the Salt that can b': niude on their 
Lands with the Km^HJh alone, and forbidding the Sale to 
any other Pi-rlbn or Pcrlbns whattbever 

Tenthly, That the i'lonour.ible Company fliall either 
fliare in this Trade as Pioprictor'!, or receive an annual 
Duty upon it, as may appear to be moft for their In- 
tereft, when confidered with their other F'.ngagcrncnts 
and Dcmandb at this Prefidency. 

Eleventhly, That the Nabob fliall in like Manner 
be confidered, as may be judged moft pumper, cither as 
a Proprietor, or by an aiinii.il No.<ierjna, t'l be com- 
puted upon infpetling a Siacemcnt of Iiis Duties on 
Salt in former Years. 

Twclftlily, Tliat the Manner in which tlie honourable 
Company .and the Nabob Ihall be cunfiJered being once 
determined, the Remainder of this Trade fliall be di. 
vided amongft the Company’s Servants, arranged under 
certsun Claffes, and each Clafs to fliarc a certain Pro- 
portion of the Capital Stock. 

Thirteenthly, That a Commiriec of Trade fli.ill be 
appointed to receive the Management of this Plan, and 
profccute the fame in all its Branches ; and that they 
fliall be immediately authorized to t.ike Meafiires for 
raifine the Fund at Intercft, and to receive Propofals 
and Icttlc the ContraClsj and further, chat for their 
AlTiftance in this Work, a Perfon Hull be appointed 
in the Quality of their Secretary and Accomptant : The 
foregoing Regulations, the SelcCl Committee judge, 
will be round u fufFicient Grounil Work for commencing 
this Trade, to be improved hereafter as Circiimftances 
may occur and direft ■, and it is thrieforc .'Vgrecd, 
That they be delivered over to the Committee of TraiW, 
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fls loon th{’y arc appointed, with InftruftiofiJ to pro- 
tteJ in railing the Money and making the Contrafts- 
Thc Points contained in the loth, lith, and ilth 
Kegiilaiions, as their rwH being adjiiftcd need be no 
Inijicdiincnt to the ProkTiirion of the Bufinefs, fo the 
Comniitteo ellfcm them of lo much Importance, that 
the Settlement of tlicm Ihould he delayed until the

Mr. Sumner acquaints the Committee, that, being ap- 
prifed of the Intention contained in the Third and 
Ninth Regulations, he defired Mr. Stykes, when he lately 
went up to Mu^adahad, to apply to the Nalx)b for the 
neceflary Purwannas for authorizing and facilitating this 


Trade, and that he has accordingly received from that 
Gentleman, Perwannas to this Purpofe, being io6 in 
Number » tlie fame he now prefents to the Committee, 
together with feveral Papers of Information which he 
has colledtcd, regarding the Produce of the different 
DiBridls, and the Conditions that Salt can be con- 
tracted for. 

Ordered, That they be delivered over to the Com- 
mittee of Trade for their Guidance.

T H E Prefident lays before the Board an Extraft of 
the Proceedings of a Seleft Committee, held the 
loth Inftont, himfelf and Mr. Verelfi prefent; con- 
taining Confiderations on the Company’s Orders rc- 
fpeding the Inland Trade, and fome Regulations deter- 
mined on in Conicquence, as the Ground Work of a 
Plan for carrying it on in future. 

And the fame have been perufed. 

Meffieurs Leycefter and Gray enter thereupon the 
following DilTents. 

I diffent to the Powers affumed by the Gentlemen of 
the Committee, of fixing any Regulations for the carrying 
on of the Inland Trade, ind^ndant of, and without 
confulting, the Gentlemen of the Council, as it is a 
Power by no means delegated to them by the Court of 
Diredors } who point out in very exprefs Terms, that 
the only ObjcCl of thofc Powers lodged with the SclcA 
Committee is the reftoringof Peace and Tranquillity to 
the Provinces, then fuppofed in a very diftrafted State. 
It is nccdlcfs for me, at prefent, to give my Sentiments 
of the Regulations themfclvcs, as the Committee have 
already determined on the Plan.

That Clafs Third ftiall confift of Thirteen Fat'lors,

Should we find thefe Limitations infufficicnt to fiicure 
the Peace of the Country, and remove all Caufe of 
Complaiev^ we are then determined to recall them, and 
commit the Bufinefs to Black Agents. 

11. Further to alEft this valuable Brancft^of Com- 

merce, and promote the Credit of the Infiftlt Society •, 
the Governor and Council have, at Rcqucft of the 
Committee, figned and executed a Deed, .for the better 
fecuiing the Society the free and exclufive Purchafe 
and Sale of the Articles of Salt, Cifr. from the ift of 
Sepimber 1765 to the 30th of 1766, allowing a 

fufficient Time to dil^e of fuch Stock as may be 
provided for the Seafon, jn order to prevent the great 
Lofs that muff anfe td the Proprietors, Ihould any 
Alteration take Place by your Order, tdter the Con- 
cerns for the Year are begun, and before the fame 
are concluded. We therefore,^ flatter ourfelves with 
your entire i^probation of tha Meafure, fo elfential 
to the due Execution of the Plan formed by your 
Permifllon, and with all pofllble Regard to your In^ 
cereft. 

12. Our Proceedings point out clearly the Increafe 
of your Rents ifluing from the Calcutta Lands; and 
the levcral Minutes entered upon that Subjedb explain 
our Sentiments on the ProfpeA we have of rating the 
Purgunnahs ftill higher, without Exaflion or Oppreflion. 
It evidently appears to us, that confiderable Frauds were 
formerly committed in thefe Collcftions ; with a View 
of correfting which, we have determined that the 
Leafes granted to the prefent Farmers Ihould expire on 
the iff Day Stptember next t by that Time we hope 
CO find Leifure to afeertain their Value more exa^Iy, 
at leaft we (hall then filence the Clamour of the Inha- 
bitants againft what they deem a Monopoly, by univer- 
fally diffufing and extending the Benefit, arifing from the 
Po&fllon of Lands, among the moff fubftantial and 
refpefkable Banyans and Black Merchants living under 
your Proteftion. 

13. Moff earneftly do we wilh that fuch fliameful 
Embezzlement of the public Money were confined to 
thofe Lands, fituated more immediately under the Eyes 
of the Governor and Council, fince nothing but the 
greateft Inattention and Mifeondudt could then pre- 
vent the Detedion of Abufes ; but Ihould a general 
Depravity of Manners prevail, smd your Servants acting 
in the higheff Stations be reftrained neither by Motives 
of Confcience nor by Principles of Honour, the Dif- 
covery of Frauds at Places remote from the Prcfidency 
will then become more difBcult, and merely accidental : 
This evidently appears from the State of the Mdnafoor 
Revenues, which for Three Years paff have yielded 
2,52,000 Rupees more than ever were placed, as they 
ought, to the Company’s Credit. Our recalling the 
Faflory, 2nd appointing Mr. Vtrtlft Supervifor, and 
Mr. Graham Rcfidcnt at Midnapotr^ under his DireAion, 
brought this unwarrantable TranfaAion tO Light, 
which might otherwife have lain in profound Obfeurity, 
until Chuice had produced a Refidcnt, whofe Senfe of 
Honour and Feelings of Confcience were ftronger than 
the Iinpulfcs of private intereft. For your further In- 
tormation, we beg Leave to refer you to Mr. Verelfi'% 
Lnter, and the Statement of thofe Revenues inferted in 
the accompanying Lift of Packet. Yet, fortunate to 
the Company as tliis Difeovery will certainly be con- 
fldered, we muff confefs it occafions great EmbarraflTment 
to our Proceedings, unlefs we would deviate, on the one 
Hand or the other, from that Duty which, we owe to 
our Conftituents. It was firmly our Intention to avoid 

RetrofpefUon of the Condufl of an Admini- 
* 'ftratibn fonotorioufly corrupt and meanly venal through- 
; OH^everj Department, in Hopes the Examples already 


ifiade would fufficienrfy deter others, and a Re- 
formation : It was the Correilion of Abufes, and not 
the Funiftimcnt of Mifeonduft, that we propofed; 
•ithough we endeajroured to avoid expofing ourfelves 
either to the Cenfure Hi Partiality, or the heavier Charge 
of Unfaithfulnefs to our Employers. In this, as in 
maift ocher Inffances, we conflder that a Scrutiny into 
the Particulars of the Embezzlement would be unpro- 
fitable to yito, when it would at the fame Time occafiori 
great Obftru£tion to our Confulcacions, and miglit end 
in the Necelfity of diminifhing the Number of your 
Council, already much reduced by the Death of one, 
the Sufpenfion of anC^tjier, and the Refignation of Four 
Members of the BodM. Muff further beg Leave to 
dblervc, that we cannot halp regarding the late Re- 
fidcnt, as far lei's culpable than any of his immediate 
Predcceflbrs, who may be faid to have cliallced out the 
Path, and guided his Steps by the falfe Light that 
mifled him. Certain it is, that flioutd you difapprove 
our Lenity, the fame Decree in Law or Equity, which 
will oblige Mr. Hiatts to refund, will alfo oblige his 
Predeceftors to make Reftituiion. From thefe Con- 
fidcrations therefore, we retblve to leave it in the Optiori 
of your honourable Board, to profecute or relinquifli 
your Claim to fuch Balances as ought to have been 
applied to your Credit contenting ourfelves with giv- 
ing you the neceflary Information of Fads, and taking 
the moff effedlual Means to prevent fuch Pradices in 
future. 

14. For Rcafons of a fimilar Nature, We decline 
refuming any further Confidcration of the Conduct of 
the Board and Deputation during the late Negotia- 
tions at Moorjhedabad. Already our Confulcations 
have been too much interrupted with Cavilling, De- 
bate, and Faction : We are heartily Tick of the ffuitlefs 
Labour of raking in the Jakes of Corruption, and 
Ihould we enter U|X)n frelh Enquiries, we muff again 
wholly fufpend the Courfc of current Bufinefs. You 
have before you fufficient Proofs whether the Gentle- 
men diftinguiflied moff Zeal for your Service, or At- 
uchment to their own Intereft j and ihould you be dif- 
pofed, for the Sake of Example, to attempt the recover- 
ing of thofe Sums, obtained fo unwarrantably from the 
Nabob and his Minifters, we apprehend the Evidences 
tranfmitted are ffrong and explicit enough to ground an 
Aflion upon in any Court of Judicature. 

15. It remains with us to offer a few Remarks 
upon that Letter, which Mr. JobnJione fent in to the 
Board, juft as the Admiral Stevens was under Sail ; as if 
he apprehended, leaft fomc bold Affertions he advanced, 
might be refuted before he was out of Reach of the 
Shame, confequent on Detedlion ; many of thefe Afler- 
tions are fo mean, fo contrary to Ttiith, and to Mr. 
Jobnftonis own Knowlege, that we read them with equal 
Surprize and Contempt ; fenfible chat he muff be hard 
prefled indeed, to fupporc a finking Reputation, who 
has Rccourfc to Falfiiood to juftify MifeonduA. 

16. This Gentleman chinks it ncceffary, after Three 
Months Preparation, to apologize for a lame and 
unieafonable Defence, by affirming. That he was denied 
all Accefs to the Papers, relative to himfclf, until a few 
Days before his Departure. Mr. JobnJione forgot that 
he acknowleges the Receipt of thofe very Papers in a 
Note he wrote to our Secretary, in the Month of June^ 
before he came to any Determination j which Note is 
now in the Secretary’s PolTcffion ; he alfo forgot, that 
the Letters of MelTrs. Senior and Middkton, inferted in 
our Proceedings of the zift of JunCy prove, that all the 
Evidences and Proceedings upon that Occafion were 
regularly, tranfmitted to thofe Gentlemen who were not 
prefent at the Board-— He ought, therefore, to avail him- 
fclf of the firft Pica, and refufe rather to acknowlegc 
the Authority of the Committee, than thus to Ikulk 
behind a pitiful Untruth. 

From the deep Fund of critical Learning which Mr. 
Jobnfione difplays in the Country Language, we might

and Idiom of his Mother Tongue ; for after torturing 
the Phrafe Cooch Booligani, to make our Proceedings 
appear unfair and partial, he is at length forced to con- 
ftrne it into a Signification, that implies a ftronger 
Menace than can pofTibly be conveyed in the Words of 
our 'rranflation j the leaft Actiuaintance with the E^g- 
lijh Language will ciuble any Man to determine, whe- 
ther, in the Circumftances there reprefented, Mr. John- 
Jioae’s Lxprenion, “ I will be filent,” doth not imply a

lefis with them to explain, how the Nabob (for ourfirft 
Application was to the Nabob) came to befo impover- 
iflied, by Piefents made to the Deputation, that he could 
not furnifii even this liuall Relief to the Ncccflities of 
tile Company : And it refts particularly with Mr. 
'jobnjlone^ to alfign thc Rcafon, why a Balance of 6 Lacks 
was due from Burav^an to your txhaufted ‘Treafury, 
while he w-as filling his own Pockets at the Durbar, 
which Balance was afterwards rolleftcd by Mr. Verelft. 

What he remarks on our Opinion of Mr. L^ctfter^ 
tk'livered in our Proceedings of the 2ift of 7 «w, is alfo 
very true ; that Gentleman had, jointly with Mr. 
"JcL'n/lotte^ received Bills from M- li. Cawn ; but as he 
declared ui>on Oath, That he had no Intention of bene- 
fiting by them, it was liircly incumbent on the Com- 
niittcc to acquit him in a pulilic Opinion. — Wc Ihould 
have acquitted Mr. 'Jcbnftone likewil'e, if he had made 
the f.imc folemn Declaration i but our private Senti- 
ments r<f that Oatf] we fiiould have referved, as in Mr. 
Leyccjicr'% Calc, to our Letter to the Court of Direftors % 
fur an Oatli may filcncc an Accufation of Crimes, but 
it doth not ncccflanly produce Convi£lion of Inno- 
cence. 

Mr. JohrJlcn: lias tacked to this extraordinary Dc- 
fr nce, certain Letters, written to him by Mahomed Reza 
CrtVJii, and his own Agent Moottram^ as Vouchers for his 
good Behaviour, during the Negotiation. With refpcA 
to thefe Lettei s, we muft obferve, that they were ob- 
tained at a Period when it may reafonably be fuppofed, 
that fuch Tcllimonics durft not be refufed, on Account 
of the extraordinary Authority which Mr. 'Jobnfioneba.A 
juft before alfumcd at the Durbar. 

It may alfo be obferved from M: R. C<m’»’s Letter, 
That great Apprchcnfions were conceived, leaft the 
Nabob ftioiild come to Calcutta^ to lay his Complaints 
before the Committee *, and Mr. 'JobnJlone knows that 
liuereft was mat’e with the then Relidcnt, to prevail on 
him to exert his utmoft Influence in preventing a Vifit, 
wliich it was thought would not bring much Honour to 
the Deputation. We leave it therefore to your ho- 
nourable Board to determine, whether, at the beft, 
thofe 'I’cllimonics will juftify Mr. JobnJlone from the 
Charge of Extortion, and weigh down againft the moft 
pofinve Evidence that can be given upon any Matter of 
Eii^t. — Be this as it will, wc think it neceflary to correA 
Mr. Joknjlcne'i Miftakc, when he affirms, that M. R. 
Ca'^'n\ 1-irft Depofition takes no Notice of any Demand 
made in the Name of the Deputation — A Reference to 
thit Depofition will faiisfy you, that Mr. JobnJlone 
cither reads without Attention, or that he quotes with- 
out Candour. It would be cndlefs to purfuc Mr. John- 
• Jto>ie through the tedious Maze of Error and Mifrepre- 
lintation, ib t/idcnt in every Page of his Letter.

Jlone's Management in the Burdwan Province, we could 
wilh he had fulFcred us to cover With the Veil of Silence 
Tranfaftions that will not bear Examination, He hath 
now, by his ill-judged StriAures on Mr. Me- 

ihorial, obliged that Gentleman to difclofe, wha^ out of 
Tcndcrne%to Mr. JohnJtone^ he was unwilling to 
reveal. 

17. You will qt^fervefrom the Confultations, Th^t 
Mr. Leycejter ftands ftifpended, and that Mr. Grey 
refigned the Service, while his Conduft, during his Re- 
fidence at Maulda^ was under Confideration of the. 
Board ; you will alfo perceive the Obftruftion given to* 
all public Bufinefs, by Cavilling|^ Debate, and unfealbn- 
able Mjputes, while thefe Two Gentlemen remained at 
the Bdard. Thofe Minutes are-xif thcnifelvcs fufficicnc 
Teftimony of the Spirit which aftuated lb extraordinary 
a Behaviour-, thty arc indecent, violent, and faftious, 
i)eyon 4 any Thing ever before tolerated in this Govern- 
ment, in the moll licentious Times. Meflrs. Leycejter 
and Gray no fooner perceived the Lafli of Correftion 
removed, than they, unmindful of the I.enity of the 
Committee, when we miglit with Propriety, and indeed 
ought, CO have furpended them the Service, let up a 
determined Oppofition, and dared to ridicule and infule 
the Government ujion all Occafions yet we bore this 
Ufage with -Patience, out of Regard to your Situation, 
and replied to their Minute’s with Temper, until Mr, 
I.eyceftir proceeded to futh Lengths of Licentioufnels, 
a's tended .to involve the Settlement in Anarchy, and 
Civil Difll-ntions. He publiflicd an Expreffion, haftily 
dropped by Gcner.il Carnac at the Board, with fuch 
additional and aggravating Circumftances, as were beft 
cakiilated to raile a Ferment in the Minds of the Peo- 
ple, and excite the Inhabitants to open Sedition. I'hc 
Alarm, that we were about to introduce a Military Go- 
vernment, became fo general, we thought it incumbent 
on us, to trace the Author of fuch dangerous Calumny, 

— ^and upon Convidlion that Mr. Leycejler had forged 
and publiflicd it, with .1 Deflgn of weakening the Hands 
of Adminiftration, wc judged it neceflary to fufpend 
him, as unworthy his Station in your Service. 

18. Wc need not take up your Time, in juftifyinga 
Mcafure that became indirpcnfably neceflary, unlcfs we 
meant to rclinquifli all Attempts to efieft that general 
Reformation, fo eflTcntial to the Stability and Perma- 
nency of your Pofleflions. Mr. Lycejler had ftrenu- 
oufly oppofed every Mcafure which tended to the Cor- 
reAion of Abufes i and even while he was ading in the 
Capacity of a Magillratc and Judge, moft lhamefully 
endeavoured to fupprefs, pervert, and ftifle, Evidences 
relative to Mr. Gray’s Condud. His own Minute Upon' 
the Occafion, that produced his Sufpenfion, fo.ftrbngty 
points out the violent Defigiis he entertained, that we 
could fit no longer at the fame Board, with any Regard 
to our own Charafters, or Profpedt of Advantage to 
your Service. From the loud Cry raifed by Mr. Grey 
and him againft Military Force, and arbitrary Power, 
one woiHd naturally conceive the Prefident had deprived 
Half the Britifib Subjefls in the Settlement of tlUir 
Birth Right. The Faft, however, was nothing more, 
than that Lord Clive had ordered a Guard of SeapM 
over Remnant t a Man of infamous CharaAer, faid^to be 
employed by Mr. Grey in the moft iniquitous Adis of. 
Extortion, and a Native of Maulda^ who nimfclf refufqi 
to claim the Protedlion of our Laws, becauib he fliouM 
thereby become fubjedl to the Punifltment to which 
thofe Laws condemn his Oflences » whereas numberleft 
Inftances occur, in former Governments in Bengatt of 
Natives, Inhabitants of Calcutta, being confined btr' 
Military Guards, upon Accufacions of infinitely le^ - 
Confcquence to the public Wcal.-;;-Io fliort, thefe 'iW*'. 
Gentlemen were fo difeontented, aiid induftrious 
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]}:lgating the Seeds 6f their Humour, that we are firmly 
Cdnvioeed the So^hfion of the one was neceifary, and 
the Refignation or the other is conducive to the 
of your Sefrice j yet thefe are the Gentlemen who, we 
are soldi flatter themfelves with the Hopes of juffilfying 
their Condufb to your Satisfaction, and of returning 
again to the Management of your Concerns in Bengal \ 
Ihould this Event ever happen, we have only .to wilh, 
apd we ferWntly do wilh, although contrary to a^l hu- 
man Probability, that your Affairs may profper. 

19. The Board being now reduced far beneath the 
Eftablilhment we propofed, and to a Number infuf- 
ficient to condudt the neceflary Bufinefsof the Govern- 
ment, filling the vacant Seats became afi ObjeCt of 
immediate Confidcration. By the Admiral Stevens we 
freely delivered our Sentiments of the Unfitncfs for that 
Station of fomc of thofe Gentlemen who Hand next in 
Succefliont We alfo recommended with the greateft 
Earnefidcfs, that in compofing your Council, yjj|,u would 
admit of no Claim but that of Meric and approved 
Services. We muft now again beg Leave to repeat, 
that froqaji Lift of Fourteen junior Merchants, we are 
not abl^%> fekft a Number fulficient to make up the 
D<£ctency of Members at the Board, unlcfs we abandon 
all Hopes of curbing Licentioufnefs, reforming Abufes, 
and fubduing that univcrfal PafTion that prevailed among 
our Servants, of accumulating Riches in a Manner incon- 
fiftent with the Good of the Country and with your 
Intereft : The faftious Spirit which lately blazed out fo 
violently in Council, hath reached the lower Ciafles, 
fo that we can entertain no rcafonable Hope from their 
cordial Services, until they have felt the Weight of 
Corre^lion, and experienced the Influence of Example. 
Still, however, we ftiould be forry to deprive them of all 
Profpedlof riling, by promoting their Juniors on this 
Eftablifliment *, fince Time, and the certain AlTurance 
that Merit, not Standing, will entitle them to your Fa- 
vour, may produce the clcfircd Effe£b upon their Con- 
duct. 

ao. For thefe Reafons we applied to the Prefidcncy 
at Fort Saint George^ requefting that Meflicurs RujfeUt 
Alderfeyt Kelfal, and Flcyerj might be permitted to affift 
VIS in the prefent Exigency, until your Plcafures Ihould 
be known j Ijcing fully perfuaded, that this Preference 
of the Servants of another Prefidcncy will operate more 
effcftually, than if wc lud Kccourfe to the more irklbmc 
and mortifying Indignity of fuperfeding them from this 
Eftablifliment. We arc lorry to find that our Endea- 
vours to ferve the Company, in a Manner the leaft inju- 
rious to your Servants here, Ihould be mifeonftrued. As 
foon as this Mcafure became known, by Reports from 
Madrafs^ and previous to our laying any Proceedings 
b^ore the Board, the young Gentlemen of the Set- 
tlement had fet themfelves up for Judges of the Pro- 

S iety of our Conduft, and ihe Degree of their own 
eriti each would feem to think himfelf qualified 
to tranfaft your mighty Affairs in Council, at an Age 
when the Laws of his Country adjudge him unfit to 
mihage his own Concerns to the Extent of Forty Shil- 
lings. They have not only fet their Hands to the 
Memorial of Complaint, but entered into Affociations 
uqbecQining at their years, and deftruftive of that Sub- 
oidination without which no Government can ftand ; 
All Vifits to the Prefident arc forbidden •, all Invitations 
from him and the Members of the Committee arc to be 
flighted i theGcndemen railed down by our Authority 
^m MadrafSt arc to be treated with Negleft and Con- 
tempt 1 every Man who deviates from this Confederacy 
is to be ftigmaiized and avoided: In a Word, the 
IV^nbers are totally to feparate themfelves from the 
HeadI Decorum and Union are to be fet at Defiance ; 
and it becomes a fair Struggle whether we or the jroung 
Gentlemen lhaU in future guide the Helm of Govern- 
m«m. Look 4rtbcir Names, examme their Standing, 
enmite into their Services, and refleft won me Age of 
: |foijy Fifths of the Su|fcribers to this Bill of Grievan- 


ces, who now fupport the Aflbeiation, and you will be 
equally furprized with us at the prefumptuous Intem- 
perance of Youth, and convinced that a Step of Three 
or Four Years in the Courfe of Promotion is indifpen- 
fably neceflary. if you would have your Council com- 
pofed of Men of Expei'lence and Diferetion. 

aj. From this Sketch of the Behaviour of your 
JitnW Servants, you will perceive the dangerous Pitch 
to which the independent and licentious Spirit of this 
Settlement hath rifen 1 you will then determine on the 
Ncccflity and Propriety of the Step we have taken. In 
the mean Time we arc refolvcd to fupport it, or we 
muft fubmic to the Anarchy and Confufion confcqucnc 
on fubjeftin^ the Decrees of your Seleft Committee 
to the Revifal and Repeal of young Gentlemen juft 
broke loofe from the Hands of their Schtwl matter ; 
earncftly do we wifli that every Member of this Board 
had cordially joined in the fame Sentiments, fince Dif- 
fents ferve only to break the Force of Refolutions, to 
weaken Authority, and give Vigour and Courage 
to Faftion .md Difobedicnce : As to the Point of Indig- 
nity, of which jofur Petitioners complain, nothing can 
be more evideijt, than that the Committee regarded the 
prefent Supcrfcfnon as lefs injurious than a Seleiftton 
would be tfom this Eftablifliment, fince we even de- 
clined -promoting, upon this Occafion, the very Perforis 
whom wc particularly recommended to the niofl dif- 
' tinguifliing Marks of your Favour j in this Light it is 
confidered in every other Service, and we doubt no.t 
but it would have been fo confidered in this Servied', 
had fuch Promotion been the Choice of the Com- 
mittee. 

22, Our Proceedings explain the Motives of our 
Conduft, and alfo the Meafures we enforced to reduce 
the Settlement to Order and Obedience. Mr. Majendie^ 
.the Socictary to the Council, is difmiffed from his 
Office, and fufpended the Service, for having eminently 
diftinguiffied himfelf in forming a Combination fo 
unwarrantable in itfclf, fo dangerous in the prefent Con- 
junfturc, and fo peculiarly unbecoming to his Age, to 
his Station, and his Employment t fhould this Example 
fuffice, we lhall avoid proceeding to the Extremity of 
punilhing with., the Lofs of Bread, young Men who 
have been artfully fpirited up to Faftion, to gratify the 
Refcntment and promote the lelfifli Views of Men, in 
whom you hav^' repofed unmerited, and much abufed. 
Confidence. 

You will be aftonilhed to obferve at the Head of 
this Lift, Two Members of your Council, who fub- 
feribe their Names in Teftimony of their Senfe of the 
Injuftice done to the younger &rvants } poflibly this 
Teftimony might have Weight with your honourable 
Board, had thofe Gentlemen firft cleared up their Con- 
du£t from certain Imputations, which intimate how 
little their Intereft difpofes them to co-operate in a Re- 
formation for the Public Benefit i at all Events, whe- 
ther the Proceeding of the Committee be in itfelf 
right or wrong, it is moft certainly their Duty to reprefs 
every faftious Combination, to temper the Heat and 
Vehemence of Youth, to maintain the Authority of 
the Board, and to avoid giving Countenance to a 
fedirious and rebellious Humour, that might have pro- 
duced the Subvcrfion of Government, and the moft 
fatal Confcqucnccs to the Company’s Affairs, before 
your Decifion could arrive. 

13. This Incident occurring Four Days only before 
the Dtfpatch of the Ship, you will not cxpedl that our 
Letter from the Public Department fhould enter fo 
minutely into the I'ranfaftions of the Board, as wc pro- 
pofedi the Bufinefs is now fuddcniy taken up by Mr. 
CampMl, our Secretary, who, w'c are afllired, will exert 
his utmoft Ability % but he requefts, you will pleafe to 
make an Allowance for the Shortnei's of l ime, and his 
total Unacquaintance with ail that has been tranfafted 
in chat Department. 

24. Wc have the Sati^fadion to acquaint you, That 
t Snlak 
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Stijab Dewlah appears well difpofed fo cultivate our 
F’ricndfliip, and adhere ftridlly to the Conditions of the 
late 'rreaty Colonel Smith's Brigade is nosir Rationed 
at Illabahad and EenaraSy to fecore the King and Vizier 
againlt the Invafions of the Morattots^ until they have 
fully re eftablifhed themfelves, and Payment of the 
ftipiilated Indemnification to the Company is com-' 
pleted : riis Majedy’s vifionary Projedts,of feating him- 
felf with our Afiiftanre on the Throne of his Anceftors, 
and proceeding to Dtlbt^ his Capital, feem to have 
vanilhal before the Committee’s Remonftrances j we 
hope he is at length ronvinced, that without us the 
Scheme is impradlicabic and we arc cerfain it never 
can be our Intcreft to extend the Influence of your 
Arms to fo great a Diftancc from your prefeot Poflief- 
fions, and the Scat of your Government. 

25. Opening a Communication between the Nor- 
thern Circar and Ecn^aU muft prove mutually advan- 
tageous to your Prcfidency at Fort Saint George, and to 
US', wc have therefore determined to embrace the fa- 
vourable Opportunity which the pltfent feeble Con- 


ditiotCof the Morattoes afibrds, to carry this Meafttte 
into Execution, and have for that Purpofe fet on Foot 
a Negotiation with their Chief ; whereby we prop^ be 
fhali cede to us the Northern Parcs of Oriffa^ now in hit 
PoilHrion, upon our confenting to pay a certain ftipU" 
laced annual Revenue } whatever his Determination may 
be. it is our Refolution not to attempt gaining this 
Advantage by Violence or Force of Arms ; Peace is at 
length happily rrftored to thefe Provinces, and it wifi 
be the Study of this Committee to preferue and prolong 
thofc Advantages which you already begin to expe- 
rience.

the Country C*overnmcnt, of which every one of you 
cannot but be fully fcnfible ■, we fay wc cannot avoid 
taking Notice of the laid Opinion, as by it Mr.

Some Time before my Depari^re from England, the 
Court of Dirediors debated upon the Propriety of fuf- 
fciing their Servants in Bengal to trade in the Articles 
of Salt, Beetle, and To^cco; tad it could not be ex- 
pedted, they would contmue to them the Enjoyment of 
thofe profitable Branches, unleB Means were devifed, by 
which the Natives would no lunger be opprefled, and 
by which the Nabob and the Company would largely 
partake of the Advantages. Upon a firm Pcrfuafion, 
that fuch Means would te deviled, they were pleafed to 
defer their final Determination of this Matter, till the 
Sentiments of the S<^edt Committee (Imuld be tranf- 
initted to them. By all their Letters of Uft Year, and 
by leveral of this, they ftill feem inclined to wait for 
our Reprefentation ; bucjby their Lettrf of the 19th 
Eekmary laft, pw Lori (mmdtn, they TOfitively forbid 
their Servants to have any Concern wbatfoever in this 
Trade* At that l ime, indeed, they dould not have 
had th9 kali Idea of the favourable Change in the

When we firft took this important Matter into Con* 
fidcration, I joined in Opinion with the reft of the Com-

your Service, or under your Proteftion, are now indif^ 
criminately confined to trade in certain ftated Articles of 
Import and Export \ the Returns are to be made from 
the Places where the Goods were fold diredlly to the 
Prefidency, or to the fubordinate Faftory from whence 
they were difpatched j and no circular Traffic, by Way 
of Barter or otherwife, is in future to be allowed from 
one Aurung to another, on Pain of Confifeation of the 
Goods, and Lx}rs of your Service and ProteAion.

January 1767. 


20. '\^E come now to fpeak of your InftrudVions rc* 
’’ lative to the Inland Trade, which you very 
juftly ct^pfidcr as the Foundation of all the BlooiKhed, 
MalTacres, and Confufion which have happened of late 
Years va Bengali your Orders are pofitive, and therefore 
our Obedience (hall be implicit: Accordingly you will ob- 
ferve in our Proceedings, that the Society for conduding 
, this Branch of Traffic ftands abfolutcly aboliffied on the 
' Firft Day of September next ; the Contrafts for the pre- 
fent Year being formed, and large Advances made, it 
was impoffible, without Ruin to Individuals, and Con- 
fufion to the Public, to fix an earlier Date for the Exe- 
cution of your Orders. 

21. But although our Duty obliges us to pay the 
llri£le[l Obedience to your peremptory Orders for abo- 
lifhing a Trade to which you exprefs fo ftrong an Aver- 
fion i the fame Duty requires we ffiould freely offer our 
Sentiments upon a Subject in which we think your im- 
mediate Intereft, the Good of the Service, and the 
public Welfare, are deeply concerned. The honourable 
Court of Direftors, and indeed the whole Body of Pro- 
prietors, found it ncccffary to reftrain by Covenants 
their Civil and Military Servants from receiving thofe 
Advantages, to which they had for many Years been 
accuftomed i it is likewife propofed, in order that you 
may enjoy the real Fruits of your late Acquifitions, to 
make I'uch an Increafe of Inveftment, particularly in 
Silk, as will elFcftually deprive your -Servants of the 
ufual Benefits arifing from private Trade j farther, that 
the Revenues may not be injured in any Degree, they 
are prohibited from lending Money at a higher Rate of 
Intereft than 12 per Cent, per Annum i and a Trade by 
Sea, in the Manufaftures of the Country, being the 
only remaining Channel for the Exertion of Induftry, that 
likewife is choaked up by thole Shoals of Free Mer- 
chants annually imported } who being incumbered with 
no public Bufinel's, nor confined to Refidence in Bengal, 
can carry on a Free Trade with every Port in India to 
much greater Advantage than your Servants. 

22, Taking ail thefe Circumftances into Confidera- 
tion, refledling alfo upon the great Increafe of Luxury 
of late Years, in Confcqucncc of the fudden Influx of 
Wealth, and that it will not be prafticablc for a Time, 
to reduce the Charges of Living to the prefent Means 
of fupporting thofe Charges, we adopted, in Confe- 
quence of your PermilTion, the Plan of a regulated and 


reftrifted Inland Trade, as tlic beft Method of reward- 
ing faithful Services, and the fureft Means to excite 
Zeal, and the faireft* Mode of carrying on a beneficial 
Trade, without relinquifhing all the Advantages we 
have hitherto received, orfubjefting the Natives to thofe 
Knrroachmcnts on their natural Rights, of whicli they 
have with too much Rcafon complained. 

23. Our Letter by th^ Camdtn, and Proceedings by 
the Crultenden, will explain to you the Regulations iti 
the original Plan of the Society, which took Place in 
the Month of September laft. Under thefe Regbl.itions 
the Trade can fcarcc be confidered in the odious Light 
of a Monopoly, fincc we are rather the Agents for ma- 
nufafturing the Salt, than the Proprietors of the Trade ; 
it is fold xaCalaiita to the Natives only, and to the utter 
Exclufion of all Europeans, at an eafier Rate than it 
could ever be procured when under Management of 
the Government, before we were admitted to any Par- 
ticipation : The Natives tranfport it to all the different 
Parts of the Country, under fuch Limitations that it 
mull reach the Hands of the Confumer at a ftated and 
moderate Price ; hereby the People fenfibly feel the 
Jufticc and Lenity of our Government •, and your Ser- 
vants, wlio have attained the higheft Stations, after a 
Courfe of many Years fpent in this unfavourable Cli- 
mate, reap the Reward of their Services, and enjoy the 
Means of fccuring that Independence to which they have 
fo equitable a Claim. 

24. We are now direfted totally to renounce all Share 
in, and Benefit arifing from, this Trade -, it muft be made 
over to the Natives j the Government muft of Courfe 
come into Pofleflion ; nor can it be carried on otherwife 
than upon the ancient Footing of farming it out to Ml- 
nifters. Officers, Favourites, anti Dependants on tile 
Government; who will rear immenfe Fortunes upon the 
Oppreffion and Ruin of the Public, in Defpite of our 
utmoft Influence and Endeavours. Thefe are at pre- 
fent our Sufpicions j Time alone can verify our Con- 
jcfturcs: You no doubt will maturely confider, how 
far it is probable Men will continue honeft againrt all 
the Seduftions of Intereft, and whether it may not be 
neccflkry to ftrengthen the Ties of that Duty cxpcfled 
from your Servants, by the tighter Bonds of (iratitude, 
for the Affluence which they enjoy during the Time of 
their Servitude, and the Independency they ought to 
fecure before the Clofc of their Labours.

20. 4.th. It will be looked upon as a Profit arifing 
from 'IVade, and not from the Potkets of the Company t 
winch miglit be urged, if Rewards were given out of 
the Revenues •, but here you can aflert, that this In- 
clulgenre, the only equitable one you have to grant, is 
in Con fideration of the large invettments ordered, which, 
if compiled with, muft fwallow up the Trade of Indi- 
viduals i and indeed, if this Indulgence be properly 
proportioned, all thofc Servants, who by their Age and 
Standing arc intitled to Emoluments, would have no 
Kcafon to complain, even were they altogether excluded 

■ from every Article of Trade which can interfere with 
the Company’s inveftment. 

5th. Should the Salt Trade be carried on by 
the Company, the great unavoidable Advance made for 
that Purpofe, out of their Trcalury in Bengal^ would 
lower the Intcrell of Money fo conliderably as to be of 
inhnite Prejudice to thofe Individuals, who, having no 
'I'radc to depend upon, fubfift chiefly upon the Intercft 
of their Capitals tliere i and it is to be obferved, that 
the high Intercft has kept a great Quantity of private. 
Treafure in India, which would otherwifc have been fent 
Home in Bulk long ago. 

2 2, It is an erroneous Opinion, that Salt was formerly 
an open Trade. It ever was and ever muft be a Mono- 
poly : Some great Favourite or Favourites always had 
the Whole in their own Hands 1 for which they not 
only p.'iid an annual Pcifcaih, or Acknowlcgcment in 
Money, to the Subah, but likcwifc gave confiderable 
Prcfciits, both in Money and in Curiolities, to him and 
to his Miniftcr; But the Natives can have no juft Caule 
of Complaint, provided they be furnilhed with this Ar- 
ticle upon more rcafonablc Terms than formerly, which 
will certainly be the Cafe, if the Plan fent Home by the 
Cruttendtn be adopted, with a few Amendments. 

23. The Salt 'i'rade ftiould, in my Opinion, be con- 
firmed to the beltdl Committee, the Council, the Field 
Officers, and the Senior and Junior Merchants-, the 
Wi Iters fliould be confidcred merely as Apprentices for 
Five Years, and not allowed any mercantile Indulgence 
whatfoever, neither by Duftuck, nor by any other 
Means, diredlly or indiredlly i but then their Pay,''or 
Allowances from the Company, Ihould be fo far in- 


they become Fadlors, they ftiould be permitted the Li- 
berty to trade, and Duftucks ftiould be granted to 
them, as an Indulgence -, when they arrive at the Rank 
of Junior Merchants, they will then be intitled to Shares 
in the Salt Trade. " 

24. Tobacco, which was ufually included in the 
Idea of the Salt and the Beetle Nut Trade, was given 
up to the Committee, and left as an Article in com- 
mon : The Beetle Nut, in my Opinion, ftiould likcwifc 
be given up and though by thefe Means, the. Advan- 
tages of thofe, who arc allowed the cxclufivc Trade in 
Salt, will be much leflened, yet there will remain a Suf- 
ficiency. It is however to be remembered, tha-t both 
thefe Articles ought to pay confiderable Duties to the 
Government, more cfpccially the Beetle Nut, as has 
always been cuflomary. 

25. If the Salt Plan be adopted, I think the Go- 
vernor’s CommilTiun fliould continue upon its prefent 
Footing. 

26. The Supervifor of the Revenues fliould attend to 
that Bufinefs only, and therefore fliould be entirely ex- 
cluded fiom Trade, in like Manner with the Governori 
but as a Compenfation, he ought to be allowed a Pro- 
portion, equal to the Second, in Salt. 

27. The Second ftiould be allowed Three Shares t 
tile Supervifor of the Revenues Three Shaics j the* 
Commanding Officer, and the other Members of, the 
Sclcd Committee, Two Shares; the Council, and each 
of the Colonels, One Share and an Half; the Senior 
Merchants and the Lieutenant Colonels, Two Thirds of 
a Share ; the Junior Merchants and Majors, One Third 
of a Share. 

28. As you will find it abfolutely neceflary to fend 
out able and experienced Men to fuperintend ftveral of 
the Departments in Be/tga/» the befl of every Profcfllon, 
Engineers, a Surgeon General and Surgeon, Secretaries 
and Sub-fecretariesy Accountants and Sub-accountants, 
Chaplains, 6fc. will rejoice to go^ Abroad, upon being 
admitted to fliarc in the Salt Trade: Many Conve- 
niencies wilt hereby arife to the Company, and this One 
in particular, that you can engage Men of real Merit 
to accept of your Service, without appearing to reward 
them immediately with the Company’s Money. 

29. Your Servants in general will, I hope, enter- 
tain a juft Senfe of your Indulgence on this Head ; and 
I would have it ever confidcred as an Indulgence due 
only to Merit in Station : When the Conduft of thole 
intitled to Shares, by their Rank or Standing, fliall hap- 
pen to fall under your Cenfure, an Abridgment of, or 
SufpenCon from, thefe Emoluments, will be the ready 
Means of inflidling Puniftiment ; and a temporary In- 
creafe will, at the fame Time be a no lefs obvious Me- 
thod of regulating Rewards, to thofe who fhall deferve 
well upon any particular Occafion, or approve them- 
felvcs to beof diftinguiftied Merit in the Service. 

30. I doubt much whether Sujai Dowla't Country 
can furnifh any Thing of Confequence for your Invcft- 
ments ; Bettea and Napaul produce Gold, Caflia, and 
Elephants I'eeth ; but I believe not in great Quantity. 
The Increafe of your inveftments in Bengal mull be the 
Refulc of the Enquiry and diligent Search of able difin- 
terefted Servants ; infpired with a true Senfe of Honour 
and Zeal for your Service, they may elFedl great Things; 
and i think that the Indulgence of the Salt Trade will 
probably anfwcr thofe defirablc Purpofes.

I learn, and with Surprize, that you intend to lay 
open the Salt Trade, receiving only a Duty of Ten Ru- 
pMs upon every Hundred Maund, at the Collaries or 
Places where the Salt is made. 

Permit me to repeat to yo^ that the Trade in Salt 
was always a Monopoly *, Cya Waiteed., and other Mer- 
chants long before him, giving to the Nabob and his 
Minifters, near 200,000) Two hundred thoufand 
Pounds per jHwmt in Money and Prefents, for the 
cxclufive Privilege. The Natives never had the Ad- 
vantages you now propofe to give them, and will be 
greatly aitoniflied at fo unexpe£d and detraordinary an 
Indulgence. 

Honourable the Committee 
of CorreTpondence, 

Although you may think proper to deprive your Ser- 
vants of tnoie Advanuges, which 1 fo urongly recom- 
mended in my Minute in Committee, upon the Sulqfdt 
of new modelling the Salt Trade \ yet I cannot help 
taking the Liberty to requeft you will moft maturely 
deliberate upon your prelent Plan, before you iflue an 
Order which will deprive the Company of Three hun- 


dred thoufand Pounds 300,600) pir Atmm^ a Sum 
which, I am of Opinion, they are juftly intitled to, if 
they receive the Benefits lately received by their &r- 
vants, and the Duties which the Select Committee had 
allotted to them upon this Trade } whereas the Com- 
puy, by your laying the Trade open, and taking only 
Ten RupMs p^ Hundred Maund, will receive only 
Thirty-one thoufand Five hundred Pounds. 

I muft farther prefume to obferve to you, that, even 
upon the Plan you now propofe, the Trade will, as it 
ever muft, continue in lome Di^e a Monopoly ; and 
that the Servants, from the Power and Influence th^ 
have throughout the Country, may be concerned in it 
to what Extent they will, under their Banyans, and the 
Black Merchants.

I am entirely a Stranger to the Con- 
tents of the Letters, which are now upon the Point of 
being difpatchcd, by the Admiral Watfen^ to the Go- 
vernor and Council, and to the Seledl Committee, of 
Bengal \ but I hope this Reprefentation will reach you 
in good Time, that you may re-confider an Objea fo 
very important to the Company’s Intereft.

88. £ have taken your Plan for conducting the 

Salt Trade, as contained in your ProcAdings 
of the 8th September 1766, into our moft ferious Confi- 
deration ; and having revifed all that we and you have 
wrote, on the Subjeft of the Inland Trade in general, 
and of Salt in particular, we are the more convinced of 
the abfolute Necefiity of excluding all Perfons whatfo- 
ever, excepting the Natives only, from being concern- 
ed therein » and we accordingly hereby ratify and con- 
firm the Orders we gave in our Letters, of the 19th Fe- 
bruary^ and 17th Mty, 1766, That no Company’s Ser- 
vant, Free Merchant, or any European, IhaU, in any 
Mode or Shape whatfoever, either by themfclves or 
Agents, direClIy or indircftly, trade in or be concerned 
in carrying on an Inland Trade, in Salt, Beetle Nut, 
Tobacco, dr in any other Articles produced and con- 
fumed in the Country -, and fuch Trade is hereby abfo- 
lutely aboUflied, and put a final End to, agreeable to 
our before-mentioned Orilers -, and further, if any of 
the before-deferibed Perfons (hall, direCtly or indireClly, 
caiyy on or be concerned in fuch Inland Tride, or in 
fanning the Catlaries, or making Salt t if a Company’s 
Servant, he is to be immediately difmifled the Com- 
pany’s Service, and from all others the Company’s Pro- 
tefbon is to be forthwith withdrawn. 

89. Having thus prohibited our Servants from being 


concerned in the Inland Trade, the Allowance of I 'r per 
Cent. CommiflTion on the Dewanny Revenues, fettled by 
you on the Governor, for relinquilhing all Share in the 
Salt Trade, is abfolutely to determine and ceafe upon 
the Firft Day of September 1767. 

90. Paft ^perience has fo imprelTed us with the Idea 
of the Neceflity of confining our Servants, and Europe- 
ans refiding under our Procedlion, within the ancient 
Limits of our Export and Import Trade, that we look 
on every Innovation in the Inland Trade as an Intrufion 
on the natural Right of the Natives of the Country, who 
now more particularly claim our Protedion 1 and we 
efteem it as much our Duty to maintain this Barrier be- 
tween the Two commercial Rights, as to defend the 
Provinces from Foreign Invafions. 

91. Our principal Objed being the Eafc and Conve- 
nience of the Natives, wc have confidered in what Man- 
ner the important Trade in Salt can be carried on, fo as 
to fupply the whole Country with this material Neceflary 
of Lire on the eafieft Terms, and the leaft liable to Op- 
prelfion. 

92. For this Purpofe we dired. That the Salt Trade 
be laid open to the Natives in general, under the fol- 
lowing Regulations ; viz. That dl the Callaries or Salt 
Pans, within the Company’s Jurifdidion, in the Cal- 
cutta Purganahs and Company’s Lands, and the Pro- 
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viiices of Jiurdwatty Midnapore, and CbiltagovK^ be put 
up to public Sale at their refpeftive Capitals, and lokl 
to the bed Uidder, Five Callanes incacliLot i and that 
no One X*crfon be allowed to take more than 30 Lots ; 
which we judge will enable him to make about 45 or 50 
'I'lioiifand Ktiznr Maunds of Salt in the Year ^ and that 
I'wo Months Notice be given all over the Country be- 
tbre the Sale begins ; and all Europeans arc hereby ex- 
prefsly prohibited from being Bidders at fudi Sales, or 
holding any of the Salt Works in their Hands, either di- 
redlly or indircftly. 

93. If there are any Callaries under the JurifdiAion 
of the Nabob’s Government, the fame Method is to be 
recommended to the Adtniniftration at Moorjheiibad. 

94. It is reprefented ta us. That the Salt made ih 
every Part of the Country, except what is ndeeflary for 
the Confumption of the Diftrifts where it is produced, 
fhould be carried to, and landed at, Rajah Barg, and a 
Creek or fmall Hiver oppofite to Barnagore ; siftd tha 
People of the Country to make their Purchalcs fher^, 
and pay a Duty on all Salt carried from tl\ence, at fuch 
Rate as will, upon the nearefl: Eftiination you can pof< 
fibly make, prepuce to the Revenue 100,000 at lead, 
and not exceeding jf. 1 20,000 per Annum j the Amount 
being in this Manner afeertained, it will be eafy to fettle 
how many Sicca Rupees per One hundred Aazar Maunds 
it will amount to, and the Duty is to be rated accord- 
ingly. Could we from any of your Regifters have learn- 
ed what Quantity of Salt is made and confumed in the 
Country, we might then have liad fufficient Grounds to 
have proceeded on to fettle, in this Letter, with Preci- 
fion, the Duty ; but not having fuch Informations, we 
mull leave it to you to caufe it to be adjuded in the be- 
fore-mcntioncil Manner. 

95. If, befides the above, there are any other Places 
by which Salt may pafs up the Country, in any of the 
Provinces, you are to conform to the Intention of this 
Order, with rcfpcCl to fuch Places, 

96. That on Payment of the above Duty ta the 
Country Collectors, the Purchafer is to receive a Duf- 
tuck, to carry his Salt to any Part of the Country he 
chufes, free fiom all other Duties. — The like Duty is to 
be levied on all Salt carried by Land through the Patr 
cheet Pafles, from the Countries of Burdwan, Midna- 
perCf and othqr Places. 

97. The collecting the faid Duty, we conceive, will 
fall under the Orders of the Government of MoO^eda- 
lady and will be accounted for in die Revenues of the 
Dewanny. 

98. That all Makers of Salt be obliged'to deliver in 
every Tear an Account of the Quantity of Sail they 
have made, and at what Palaces the fame has been land- 
ed, which muft appear upon the Face of your Proceed- 
ings. 

99. If any Boats arc frtund fftiuggling of Salt, the 
fame to be confifeated to the Government, Boat and 
Salt i which will prevent the Owners of the Boats from 
receiving any Salt that has not. paid the Duty ; and that 
Notice ^ the fame be publilhed all over tile Country. 

100. That all Foreign Salt landed in Bengal pay the 
before-mentioned Duty, or more, if it fliall be found 
nccelfaiy, forthc Encouragement of the Manufacturers 
of Salt in Bengal. 

1 01. To prevent all Atiife of the Englijh laRuetKCy 
we think proper to enjoin, and the fame is accordingly 
to be made known in the moft public Manner j That 
any Boat having Salt on Board, hoifting Englijh Colour^ 
or pretending to an £»^/j/j&'Duftuck, fliall be liable to 
Confifeation, together with the Cargo j and the Nabob*» 
Minillers will feize the fame, as forfeited to the Govern-, 
ment. 

102. Having cflablifhed thefe Regulations for the 
Salt I'rade, we now confirm our Orders for the Prohi- 
bition of our Servants engaging in all other Inland 
Trade, in Articles produced and confumed in theCoun- 
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try, five only fuch Articles as are for Exportation, by

rr* H E Add refs herewith fent to the Right honour- 
able Prcfidcnt and Council, from the Shortnefs of 
the Time fince I have had the Opportunity of feeing 
the Pajcrs of the Selefl Committee, and from the 
hurry of my Departure, I have not been able to finifh 
till this Moment ; it refts with your Lordlhip and 
Council to peimit it to go Home by this Ship, that my 
Reply may appear with my Accufation, which I fubmit 
to your Juftice.

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

I received the Minutes of the Right honourable 
the Prcfidcnt, and the other Three Members of the 
Committee, forwarded to me from the Secretary, under-. 
Date the 24th June. 

The Reafoiis why I declined entering on any Defence 
before the Committee, as my Judges, I have already, 
in Part, mentioned in my Minute ; I could not, m 
Juftice to myfelf, fubmit to be tried and judged by the 
Coinmittcii, who adled fo much as Parties ana Profecu- 
rors. The Methods ufed by them to get Evidence 
againft me, appeared fo great a Violation of that Liberty 
and Freedom, that as a Briton 1 had a Right to, that 
J could hope for no impartial Juftice from thole who 
fet out in a Manner ib totally fubvertivc of the Laws 
and Liberty of. the Subject. Could 1 hope, that thole 
Gentlemen, who would confine, under Military Gyards, 
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in the moft rigorous and terrifying Manner, the Men 
they thought incrufted with my berets } and that under 
thefe undue Influences would obli^ them to violate 
their Truft, Futh, and Gratitude, and to give Anfwers to 
enfnare themfelves, or injure their BenefaAors, would not 
efteem fuch Evidence, even fo obtained, fulHcient handle 
to purfuc their Defigns againft me, and to adjudge me 
culpable : When I faw Mahomed Reza Cawn and Jugget 
See/f Men who had a few Days before acknowleged the 
higheft Obligations to me, and Dependance on my 
Friendlhip to fave their Honour and Fofts, and curry 
Favour, Jed to relate and fwcar, without being con- 
fronted, or even examined in our Hearing, to Matters 
known to be falfc to the reft of the Gentlemen as well 
as to me, 1 objefted, and ftill objeft, and deny any 
Evidence fo procured : Neither could I confidcr Nar- 
ratives extorted by Hope of Favour, or Fear of Dilgrace,, 
as Complaints lodged againft me by the Men them- 
felves for Jugget Sect moft avowedly declares, at the 
Conclufion of this Narrative, That Enquiry being made 
of him by thefe Gentlemen (Undil FJliJfari i Sabiban) 
he has wrote the above, in which there is not a Word 
of Untruth. How well this Declaration agrees with 
the Profelfions of Satisfaflion, and Offers of Service, the 
Sects had of their own Accord made in their L,etter to me 
after my Return here, and when the cxpeifted Com- 
mittee were arrived, I beg the unbiafied to judge, 
from perufing their Letter, of which a Copy is herewith 
fent; and whether, if Jugget Seet had not been made to 
perceive how agreeable luch-a Charge would be to the 
Gentlemen of the Committee, he would of himfclf made . 
any, or thought he had any good Caiife to complain of 
the liehaviour of the Deputation to him at the Cit) . 
The Terror an<l Apprehenfion Mahomed Reza Cazvti 
was in, from the Advantage he fuppofed would be 
taken by bis Enemies ro ruin him, when he was not 
permitted to come down with the Nabob, was known 
7 • ’ to 
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to every Body. The Anxiety of hit Mind was ftitl 
further increaicd, when orderea down by a Letter from 
Lord C&w, under his Great Seal *, this, and what he had 
been made to underlUnd» that all the Bufinefs of Mo- 
ment wsu taken from out of the Handis of the Council, 
made him decline cither to receive or pay Vifits to thofc 
Gentlemen, who but a few Days before he had avowed 
his greatefl; Friends. When Views of Intereft and 
Time>ferving can make Men fo forgetful of all Gratitude 
and Honour,' what Credit can, or ought to be paid to 
what they fay? Mahomed Reza Coftun found nimfelf 
obnoxious tu the Nabob, and accufed by him to the 
Committee-, that the former Council, to whom he 
owed his Sution, were no longer in Power to fupport 
him \ that NuMdeomar, whom he confidered as his 
mortal Enemy, was releafed, untried, and admitted to 
the higheft Confidence and Tenor with the Nabob t nay, 
as he fent me Word, that he Jud ventured even to 
fign again as Duan to the Nabob t that the Committee 
fet themfelves up as the Judge of the Council. In fuch 
a Situation, where he had every Thing to fear from their 
Difpleafure, every Thin^ to expefb from their Favour, 
What Man would admit himlelf to be judged by Nar- 
ratives obtained under fuch Circumftances ? as by lawful 
Evidence upon Oath, where the Witnefi fwears, he is nei- 
ther aAuated by Hope or Fear? As Proofs of his terrible 
Appnshenfions from the Schemes of his Enemies, and 
his Dependance on my Afliftance, and the Sentiment he 
entertained of my former Obligations, and of the little 
Faith ought to be given to Reprefentations obtained of 
the fame Man, who can in fo ftioit a Space accommo- 
date to the Times, I beg Leave to refer to Three 
Letters he wrote me after my Arrival in Calcutta, and 
to One from Moetyram, to which he refers. His refer- 
ring back to Prefents he had made Months before this 
of himfelf to Mr. Spencer, and inferting the Name of 
Mr. Cartier to what that Gentleman was ignorant of, 
and in which, whatever had been done was done by 
himlelf after I came away, ihews how much he.ftudied 
to gain an Intereft with the Committee, by relating thofe 
Particulars, though ib Itrong Marks of his Servility 
and black Ingratitude, when fuch Increafe of Honour 
and Power was heaped, without any additional Merit in 
this Man but what his Narratives could claim, and the 
whole Torrent of Pcrfccution was let loofe againll the 
Receivers of the Nabob’s Prefents, inftead of giving 
him any Redrefs againll; Mabemed Reza Cawn, the Man 
he complained againft, as the Giver away of his Money, 
without his Knowlege or Conlent. .. Whether thefe Pro- 
ceedings have been carried on to tbe Length they ^ 
for other Motives, or from the Defire of renderinz 
Satisfadlion to the Nabob, whole Inclinations or Intereft 
appear to be fo little attended to in the fubfequent 
Regulations and TranfaAions of the Committee, the 
World, on a Knowlege of Fafts, will judge. In my 
Minute I mentioned, in my objcdling to the Evidence of 
Mootyram, when the Prclident had defired he might be 
brought before the Board, and quellioned to the Truth 
of what had been wrote down as his Anfwer on Oath, 
for the fame Rcafuns as before mentioned j that while 
under the Pains and Terrors of an unjuft Confinement, 
by an unlawful Power exerted towaids him, no fuch 
Evidence can be ellieemed free and voluntary! and 
becaufe he muft have that Apprehenfion of ftiU harder 
Punilhment, Ihould he deviate any Thing from what 
had been put down a$ his Evidence in the COhfufion he 
reprefents himfelf to have been in when firft carried 
Prilbner and examined before them the 8th i neverthe- 
lefs this Examination, the moil: unprecedented perhaps 
that has been heard of in any £»^^Colony, enjoyingHis 
Migdty’s molt gracious Chartjsrs ai Liberty, was gone 
througti before an Allembly of Flis Majefty’s Jufticef 
of Peace. That bad been wrote down as the Coitions 
and Anfwers of his Examination of the 8th, was read 
to the Prilbner, and he again fworn to make true Anfwer, 
though this was plainly putting the Anfwer into the 
Vw,. III. 


Evidence's Mouth that be Ihould give : And though 
his deviating in this refpe£t in any Court, intirely inva- 
lidates his former Evidence, and made him liable to 
Penury v yet even under this Dilemma did Moetyram, 
as'i underftand, differ in his Evidence, in what had 
been laid the greateft Strels on. Firft, he is made to 
deny the firft C^eftion: He had fworn point blank before, 
that he went to Seet to demand Money : By this 

he Gontradidls himlelf in his firft Evidence, and contra- 
didls yuggut Seet*s Narrative, which he is made to 
acknowlege as being every Word true; Afterwards, 
in the Examination, he fays, He fpoke nothing, but 
that Ifmael Aly Khan fpoke, and demanded Three Laaks 
of Rupees. Juggut Seet, in his Narrative, makes Meaty- 
ram come and demand Five Laaks, but takes no Notice 
of Ifmael Aly Khan-, and Meetyram in his Evidence 
is made to anfwer, that be demanded this Money of the 
Seets, and that he demanded it on Account of the Gen- 
tlemen, and thofc that lent him. It is plain, this 
Relation of the fame Converfation no Way agrees : 
Let it be here remarked, that Moetyram never has ven • 
tured to alTert, he was fent by me, or any of the Gen- 
tlemen, to alk Money of the Seets yet he is made to 
reply, chat he demanded the Money (viz. the Sum 
mentioned in JuMut Seeft Narrative, Five Laaks) on 
Account of the Gentlemen, and thofe that fent him : 
Ifmael Aly Khan, by Meotyram\ Anfwer in the Examina- 
tion of the 8th, is made to demand Three Laaks i the 
firft Vilit in Moetyram*^ Prefence, and Mootyram, in 
Juggut Seet't Narrative, is made to hint a Prefent in 
general, but nothing in particular the firft Vifit, yet 
under a Threat of Dilpleafure, and of no Afliftance to hit 
Bufmefs, if he did not comply : Meetyram neverthclefs 
dcqics, that he faid a Word, or carried any Mcflage to 
Juggut Seet the firft Vifit, Mootyram here contradifta 
the Narrative of the Seet, which he is made in another 
Place to acknowlege as every Word true : And in the 
next Vifit, inftead of Three Laaks that was faid to have 
been alked in his Prelence by Ifmael Aly Khan, he 
(Moetyram) is made to increale the Demand, and to 
alk for Five Laaks. How confiftent or probable this 
Story is, I leave it to every Man to judge. The Second 
Queftion propofed to Mootyram is in thefe Words in the 
Examination the 8th ** What did you fay to Mahomed 
** Reza Cawn about Hopping the Bufinefs of theiSirr/s, un- 
** lefs they complied with the Demand ?” In what Words 
this was put, and how far fuch a Queftion to a Prifoner 
anfwering on his own Defence, or to fix his Anfwer as 
Evidence againft his abfent Benefactor, 1 appeal to the 
whole World : But what muft every Man feel within 
himlelf, when he compares the Anfwer fet down in thefe 
Proceedings in thefe Words, ** 1 did tell him (Mahomed 
** Reza Cawn) that the Gentlemen would proteCt their 
'* Bufinefs if they would make a Prelent if not, the 
** Bufinefs of the Seets Ihould meet with no Protection 
or Countenance," as being my Orders ! when he 
underftands that Terms of ExprelTion made ufe of by 
Moetyram, as conveying the Threat, were merely 
Cooch-booligani : The plain Tranflation of which is» 
he will fay nothing, or he will reft filent, or fay not a 
Word i which is wr^d to exprels a Meaning fo entirely 
contrary to it, viz. that the Seets Bufinels lhall meet 
with no Countenance or Protection.— It is hard to 
imagine, that any Body, who has been for Years in this 
Country, could be fo much unacquainted with the 
Languages, as not to know this common Expreflion \ 
how it has been rortured to make me appear guilty of 
raifing Threats to extort Moi^ from the Seets, muft 
evidently convince every Enquirer with what little Can- 
dour I have been ufed during the Courfe of thefe Ex- 
aminations. Here the Committee themfelves render 
Teftimony of Meotyrands falfifying in this Part of his 
Evidence : But allowing that he had really ufed Cooch 
Set Kurrtgani and Cooch-booligani, the Exprelfions will 
never come up to the Senfe given it. That the Bufmeis 
of the Seets (hall meet with no Countenance or Protcc- 
6 X tion : 
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tion : Cooch Sei harrageni, joined with Couch-booltgani, 
fignifics. Me will not exert any Endeavours, and will fay 
nothing i alfo it may be undcrftiiod, he will not lUr in 
their Affairs, or fay any Thing. It is impofliblc for me 
to fay from niy own Knowlege, as not being prefent, 
what other Errors, Omiffions, (^cllions not underllood 
by the Erifoncr, or Anfwers niillakcn in the Tranllation, 
have been made j but I h.ivc good Grounds to believe 
that had the Anfwtrs and Quelbons been put down on 
Paper in the Language Meotyram underftood, the 
Examination would have contained' Meanings and 
Sentences very different from what now appear put 
down in Plnglijh. As in his Evidence on the Third Quef- 
tion, giving Account of what palff’d between the Sfets 
and Jfvwel /lly Kbaivn, Moctyram contradicts what he 
had Ixdore faidj it muft be allowed, that either what 
he f.ud as not perfectly underllood, or niilconllrocd, 
or that Mootyram^ Evidence on ( 3 ath was falHfied 
ilie Second 1 ime, by his Evidence on Oath. After 
thefe Conir.idiclions in Mootyram\ Evidence, which I 
h.'ive pointed out in fo many glaring Inllances, that 
any Degree of Credit Ihould be given to the reP, will 
fcarce, I prefume, be urged, Ix-fore Judges unbiafled and 
iinp.iitia). The Proceedings of the Committee, ^Wherein 
I Was any way mentioned, after my refigning the Ser- 
vice, were never rommuni ated 1 1 me •, the Oath, bind- 
ing all thole in the Selcfl Committee Office to the 
llndtell Secrecy, jiut it out of my Power to learn what 
had been tranlaited there againft me j and none of the 
Proceedings or Papers of the Committee were allowed 
to be pcrulcd by the Members of the Council, and only 
particul.ii‘ Parts read over to them, and the Papers again 
pocketted, and tamed away. I have never been able 
to learn any Thing certain as to tlie Proceedings and 
Papers that fo dccj ly concerned me to have been ac- 
ijuainted with, and which, in common Regard to Juf- 
tice, one would think I was intitled to expcdl Ihould 
have been communicated to me. It was not however 
till the 25th Indant, and thro’ the lyieans of General 
CarnaCi tliat I had the leall Knowlcgc or Accefs to the 
Papers of the Committee that concerned me fo pard- 
cularly, juft at the I^.ve of my Departure, and in the 
hurry of fettling my Concerns, on quitting the Country 
in fo Ihort a bpace; the Difadvantage 1 am fubjefted 
to in replying to and refuting the many Things fallcly 
l-iid to my Charge, and the unjull Conclufions thence 
drawn to my Prejudic.-, in the Adis of t.he Committee, 
mull be cviue.'it to every one. 

I have given Realons for not allowing the Truth of 
any Mahomed lina Cazvn has advanced. It mull appear 
evident, th.it the fame Methods to which he owed his 
Confirm;. tion and Siifety before, by facrificing his Ho- 
nour and Gratitude to favc hinilelf from the Rclimtment 
of the Committee, flill operating, in didlaiing the Reply 
to the L,ord C7/t'f’s 1 .cttcr. In hi.s firft Narrative, he 
fay":. Not that any .Sum whatever was demanded either 
frc'in the Nabob or liimfelf by Moctyram^ nor by the 
Genilcii.en cf the Deputation. In tins lalt Reprclenta- 
tion lie thinks it may be more fatisfadlory to avtr this 
Ealfehood, I'h.it Mr 'jehnfione had, at firft demanded a 
very large Sum by Mootcram^ and that his Reprefenta- 
tions to tnc Nabih were in Confequenee of my Defire }

them, he confenred to do. He then fees forth. That 
the Nabob defired him to make out a Lift, and that he 
referred it entirely to the Nabob’s own^leafure to deter- 
mine it; according to which, it was made out before 
his Face ; however, now he thinks it will ferve his Pur- 
pofc better to allege, that the Sum and the Diftribution 
was fettled by the Nabob, not by his own Plcafure, but 


according to my dlAating. The Nabob then muft have 
done fo, either of his own PJeafure, or out of Awe or 
Fear of me ; and if the latter, it is moft evident he could 
not have defired a better Opportunity of grati^ing his 
Refentment, than by complaining of me to the other 
Gentlemen, if what he had entered for them had been 
by me iierverred to my private Ufe. Now it is very 
true, that the Nabob did, through Mahomed Reza 
CawHf make an Offer of a Laak to me, befides what I 
received in common with the reft ; and it is moft cer- 
tain that I declined accepting this feparate Teep, and 
never did receive it from Mahomed Reza C/nvfiy but on 
the contrary, ordered it to be returned to the Nabob, 
with my Thanks for his diftinguifliing Offer ; and I call 
upon Meffrs. Senior and Middletcn to declare, whether, 
in Confcquf nee of my h.'iving refufed the accepting of 
this Teep, tliey were not Witneffes to the Nabob’s in- 
troducing rhe Subjeft himfclf in the Durbar, and jiref- 
fing nie, in the moft urgent Manner, to receive it as a 
Mark of his Favour ; and whether it was not with their 
Knowkge and Approbation, that, after repeated In- 
ftanecs from the Nabob himfclf, made before them and 
fcvcral others then in the Durbar, I conlented to cake it 
whether the Money had been then paid, or whetlier 
this Sum was not paid to me at the fame Time with that 
paid to the reft a long While afterwards, and with their 
Knowlege ; and whether the faid Nabob, Mahomed 
Reza Cauftf at that I'ime ever gave any Reaibn to think 
this was contrived by me, or not proceeding merely from 
the Nabob’s own Determination. The Prefent the 
Nabob made to my Brother, he himfelfi in his own 
Durbar, beftowed upon him, the Day he went to take 
his Leave to join the Army, and referred him to Maho- 
med Reza Cawn for Payment of it ; and for the Payment 
of which the Nabob gave the repeated Sandlion of his 
Will and Authority, m figning the Furd Sual many 
Days after, when prefented to him by Mchcmed Reza 
Cawttt wlio took thele Precautions before he would iflue 
any Money. 1 never mentioned to the Nabob One 
Tingle Word, regarding a Prefent for my Brother-, if I 
had, or that this was difagrecablc to him, it lay in his 
own Will whether to have given it, and in his Power to 
have with-h'-ld the Payment of tiie Teep afterwards, 
and to have taken Notice of it to the reft of the Gentle- 
men. Had any undi e InfiiK-nce, or cpniiary to his own 
Inclination at that Time, had not he a fair Opportunity 
of reprefenting this to the other Gcntlciren with whom 
I was joined m Commilfion, and with whufc Knowfegc 
and Conlent he faw that all Affairs were conduced f 
He had compLaincd but a few Days before againft me 
in particular to the Governor, in regard to the exa- 
mining the Curcherry Papers, though the Deputies had 
firft obtained his Coni'ent, and Order for the Book- 
Keepers to attend with the Books, in order to regulate 
the Partition of the Charge of the Colledlions agreeable 
to the Treaty: The Nabob, indeed, when afterwards 
convinced that he had been impofed upon by People 
who had their own Views to ferve in the Complaint, 
publicly apologized for it, and fignified his being per- 
fcdly fatisfied on this Point, in a Letter he wrote to the 
Governor ; both which appear in the Book of Country 
Correfpondcncc. As the explaining the Orders of the 
Board, and the Sentiments of the Deputation, fell upon 
me, being more verfed in the Country Language than 
the other Gentlemen ; this expofed me, more than any 
of the reft, to the Nabob’s Diijpleafurc ; and though 
throughout the Whole of the Negotiations there was no 
Difference in our Opinions, yet the whole Refentment 
of whatever was faid or done, not agreeable to the 
Nabob, has been diredled aninft me in particular. 
This it is neceffary to obferve, in order to fticw, that had 
his Highoefe had fuch Caufc of Complaint againft me, 
as is now endeavoured to be made believed, he wanted 
not Inftigators enough about him to have taken the 
Occafion of laying fuch a Charge againft me, either to 
the Gentlemen of the Deputation, or to the Board

below. As to Mabmtd Reza Cawit'i own Prefents, 
which he would now pretend were folicited froin him, 
1 flatly deny it} and afleit. Intimation was flefl; giydh to 
us by MMtyrm of his bcin^ dcfirous of making us a 
Prefent} and chat fuch were his Intentions is known to 
others} that himfelf verbally mentioned the Sums for 
each; and tliat no Note was, to my Knuwlegc, ever 
offered by him B^upees 4,75,000. I’ Jiat I appropriated 
a Rupee, of what Mahomed Reza Cawn dcfigned, or 
intended, or propofed to me, or witli my Knov/lcge, 
for the other Gentleman, as the Committee have alleged, 
I declare is falfe ; I never had a Note from him in my 
Poffcflion, nor remember ever to have feen one in his 
Hands, or in thofe of Mootyram ; and that the agreeing 
to accept at the laft of his Prefent, long before tendered, 
of a Laack each, was with the joint Concurrence of 
Meflieurs Middleton and Seniort Mahomed Reza Canon 
being then prefent ; and in Confequence of which, the 
Bills were forwarded from MuxMabad^ and the Pay- 
ments in ready Money promifed at the City for Meffieu'rs 
Senior and Middleton^ iho’ Mr. Middleton^ Mr. L^cejter^ 
and myfclf, did afterwards, for the Reafons we have 
before afligned, decline accepting of this, when we had 
it in our Power, that wc might be under no Rcftraint, 
from fuch Conlidcration, in fupporting our Opinions } 
that Juggnt Seet wanted to make his Prefent to me 
alone, t^th Meflieurs Senior and Middleton^ to whom 
the Circumilances was then mentioned, may remember, 
and chat I refufed accepting 'any but in common and 
equal with the other Gentlemen ; tiiat fu great Endea- 
vours have been ufed, by imprifoning fonie, over-awing 
and terrifying others, and by Hopes and Rewards be- 
llowed upon others, in order to Icurch out. and colleft 
whatever concerned me, while no Notice or Scrutiny, 
that appears, has been made into the Prefents received 
by many others, lately and heretofore, tho’ not Icfs 
talked of, nor lefs confidcrable; whether it proceeds 
from thofe Motives of Honour, and Arm Attachment, 
to the Intcreft of their Employer.s or to gratify parti- 
cular Ends and Refentment-s, we leave to the impartial 
to judge. 

How ready tlie Black Fcllaws are to curry Favour, 
by joining in what they fuppofe mull be agreeable to 
the Will of the Committee, the ftopping my joint 
Trade for Weeks in Burdua»y and in Suja Moetay 
where our Property has been Twice arreilcd, and is llill 
unrelcafcd, to our great Lois j and their rcfuflng to pay 
me my jull Debr.s in other Places, iince my refigning 
the Service, n ull evince. The Merch.intr., even at Cal- 
cuttay alter Iiaving bargained for Good.i at tlie Market 
Price, wlien tliey have learnt they were mine, have flown 
off their Agreement. 

I fliall now make fome Remarks on the Proceedings 
of the Committee of the 2 ill, wuh the other Papers of 
the 26th Iiillant. 

It is very true, 1 have, and ever fh.-ill, icfufc to reply 
to the Committee as my judges, as I elleem the Powers 
they have taken to.themiclves as iifurpcd and unlawful, 
and contrary to the Senfe of their Appointment} to 
thcmlelvcs I objed, as having aded as Parties, and 
trampled on every Liberty and Riglu, that as a Brtton 
I had a Right to expeft in my 'I rial. Yet, though I 
rejeft replying at their Tribunal, whole Laws and 
Bounds fet m only what their Will and Caprice didate, 
I do not decline to jollify my Cliaradcr, where I can 
exped a fair and impartial Hearing. In order to fhew 
how candid arc the Opinions of thofe who would be 
my Judges } let it be remarked that they affert, I have 
.adiially received the fcvcral Sums in Money and Bills, 
I'pecificd in the general Accounts 'of Mahomed Reza 
CawH and Juggut Seet •, and immediately after, that Mr. 
Leycejler neither did nor intended to receive the Bilk 
lodged with Mootyram } now they mull have known that 
the Bills never were in my Hands, or received by me 
more than by Mr, Leycejler \ and the Refolution of never 
receiving their Amounr, and the Orders for giving them 


back, were taken by me jointly with that Gentleman ; 
for which I appeal to his Honour'} and that it was no 
more known to me than to him, that they had not been 
delivered back, as Mootyram had repeatedly affiircd mo 
they were } but no Quellion, that could fcrve to clear 
me in this, or any other Point, was ever put to the 
Prifoner or others.

As Mr. yerelft has not fcruuled 
here to mifrcprel'ent Thtng.s, the Truth of which is 
known to many Members then of the Board, ftill in 
the Service, who were at the Time prefenc in Calcutta *, 
and particularly General Caruat, who was at that Time 
here, and acquainted with every Circumftance that 
pafled, I appeal to him, Mr. Car/rVr, Mr. WattSy Mr. 
Marriotty and Mr. Grabamy then Secretary to the Board, 
how conformable to Truth is the Information of that 
Gentleman •, and to Mr. Vanfittarty then Prefident ; and 
to Mr. Batfctiy who at that Time compofed the Board. 
As Mr. Grabamy in particular, was then dr[)uted from 
the Board with a Mcifage to the Rajah, to inform him, 
I'hat if he had any Grievances to reprelenr, that he 
fhould l.iy them before the Board throagh the Channel 
of the Chief; I beg that Gentleman, and General 
Carnacy may be dcfired to declare what they know of 
this Matter ; and 1 appeal to Mr. Vanfittarty to whom 
the Rajah addreffed himfelf, whether, before 1 returned, 
1 did not wait upon him at the Gardens, and require 
of him to demand of the Rajah, then prefent, to fet 
forth. Face to Face, any CauTe or Complaint he then 
had againft me. The Prefident replied. That had he 
had arty, be would, without Doubt, have committed 
it to Paper, and laid it before the Board. I'hat the 
Rajah’s Servants were feized coming into Calcuttay is 
more than ever I heard ; and if it were true, as I am 
perfuaded it is not, the greater Opening did it afford 
the Rajah to liave fet forth his Complaints, when en- 
cour^ed thereto by the Meflagc from the Board ■, the 
Rajah wanted not Opportunity, when my Influence was 
at End by my Difmiffion laft Year, had he Caufe but 
to be faiisfied with my Behaviour to him in every Re- 
fpeft; but of his Thankfulncfs and Deprndance on 
me, as his Benefactor, 1 have fo many Proofs to fhew, 
that I am perfuaded nothing of this Kind ever fairly 
could piocced from himlelf. The Merit of the Rajah’s 
ready Compliance to whatever Mr. Vertlft afks of 
him, is, no Doubt, very great. Has he, or any Black 
Man in the Country, now cither Refolution or Power 
left to difputc any Thing faid or done under fuch Au- 
thority ? For to whom can he appeal ? After the repeated 
Examples given them, what have they now to expeCt 
but Guards and Imprilbnment, to work them to Com- 
^iance to eveiy Thing dcfired by the Committee ? 
The Latenefs of my receiving the Papers has prevent- 
ed me from laying this Kcprel'entatioil before the Board ; 
I hope it will neverthclcfs be tliought but juft it fhould

Are you acquainted with the Hard-writing of 
Nundcomar ? 

I have often fecn the Hand-writing of Nundcomar^ 
but cannot from Memory take upon me to fay what is 
and what is not his Hand-writing. ^ On comparing his 
Writing W'lth any other, I bclitve I could form a Judg- 
ment. 

W’hcn you was Secretary to General Carnhc, had 
you any Correfpondence with Nudjum ul Dovolah ? 

I have. — I have received Letters from him. 

Is the Seal upon tlic Cover now prefented to you 
fimilar to thole Seals from the Nabob which you 
received in the Courfe of that Correfpondence ? 

Nudjum ul Dowlab's Name is uppn this Seal. — I can- 
not poJitively fay, without having another to compare, 
whether it is cxadlly fimilar. 

Do you believe it to be the Seal of Nudjum ul Dowla? 

I cannot decide upon that. — I cannot form an Opi- 
nion,. without comparing it with others of his Seals, of 
wliich I have feveral. — At the fame Time I muft ob- , 
ferve, that there is nothing more eafy than to counter- 
feit thofe Seals, and that it is frequently pradlifed in 
that Country to put falfc Letters under the Covers of 
other People. 

Arc you acquainted with the Hand-writing of 
Nudjum's Moonlhy I 

I am not. 

Had the Letters you received from Nudjum ul 
Bewlab a Mark at the Conclufion, fimilar to that 
upon the Letter now prefented to you I 

I rather think not.— I have fometimes received Let- 
ters from Great Perfons witS a Signature at the Bottom, 
but many more without any, as it is not .in ufual Thing 
but upon particular Occafiori}. 

As you f.iid you received L.etter5 from the Na- 
bob Nudjum ul Dc'X'lcih, did you ever receive One 
with a Mark ? 

I have already faid that I rather think not. 

If a Perfon was to write a Letter, and put the 
Mark before explained, would it be confidcred as 
a Forgery ? 

If he copied the Nabob’s own Mark It would cer- 
tainly be a Forgery. 

Is Forgery a rapital Crime in India ? 

I don’t know the Law on that Subjeft, but I never 
knew any one capitally punilhed for it.

After having had Time to examine the Letter 
delivered to you, and comparing it with others, 
do you believe it to be an* original Letter from 
Nudjum ul Dowlab to Nundcomar ? 

I believe the Cover to be fealed with One of Nudjum 
ul Dowlab's Seals— the Writing of the Body of the l^et- 
tcr is very fimilar to Ibtrc of thofe others now produced 
from hiin, as is likewifc the Mark at the Find. — Of the 

Letters, which I examined, 6 of them were dated on 
the Outfidc of the Cover 5 the Date of the Receipt was 
written in EuglfJj on all of them, and in Prrfic on 2 1 of 
them — none of them were d.itcd in the L.cttcr itfclf — 
6 of them were not addrclTcd, jicrhaps owing to their 
having been fent in B^s, and 4 of them had no Cover. 
—All thofe fjom Nudjum ul Dowlab (that I have found) 
to General Carnac arc dated and figned with the above- 
mentioned Mark of El Hawk — there were none from 
him in the 50.— In another Bundle I found fcveral from 
Sttffal Dowlab to Lord Clive all or moft of which were 
marked with the Word VcrlTalaam, and dated. — In the 
fame Bundle there was One from Syfa al Dowla to Ge- 
neral Carnac^ figntd with the fame Mark as Nudjum ul 
Dowlah'i Letters. 

With rel'peftto the Two TranGations, the reading of 
the Perfc is a Matter of Difficulty with me* I there- 
fore only attended to the particular Paragraph, which, 
on the Moonfltec’s reading the Letter, ftruck me at the 
laft Meeting to be fpmewhat different from his Tranf- 
lation, and my Opinion was confirmed by the Tranfla- 
tion afterwards product d. — I -have now examined that 
Paragrapli more particularly, and given what I think a 
literal TranGation of it — as to the reft of the Letter, I 
don’t find any material Difference between the Original 
and the TranGation ; The Paragrapli referred to is lite- 
rally, in my Opinion, as followtth *, “ At laft, accord- 
** ing to Dilpofitions (or Arrangeincnes) a Note of 5 


Three Papers ftated to be the original Certificates, of 
which Copies were read before, were produced by Mr. 
Stracbeyi andlikewife attefted Tr.inGatioiis of the fame. 

Your Committee then examined fle?try Straibey, 
Efquire,, as follows : 

Was it uliial for Lord Clive to deliver other • 
Originals to you, of which the TranGations were 
left in the Office. 

Lord Clive's MoonGiy has frequently delivered to my 
Care Perftc Letters, after the TranGations had been en- 
tered on the Public Books. 

Were thofe Letters refpefting the Bufinefs of the 
Company f 

I could not read the Perjia Language, nor to my 
Memory did I ever read a TranGation of any of them. 

What Knowlege have you of the TranGates be- 
ing entered on the Company’s Books ? 

No other than that it was cuGomary, and that it is 
the Office of the Perfian Tran Gator fo to do. 

Do you believe that the Letters in general were 
delivered to you ? 

I briieve they might have been, but I cannot anfwer 
for the Accuracy ot Bufinefs in a Ptrfian Tranflator. 

Do you think that, except from the Inaccuracy 
of the Perfian Tranflator, they were all delivered to 
you ? 

Perhaps they were. 

Memorandum. (Mr. Stracbey added the; follow- 
ing,' about an Hour after his Evidence was given, but 
before the Coinnuttcc adjourned.} 

But I recollcdf that many of the I ctrers of the Coun- 
try Correfpondence were ftolen at Chuprab. 


Memorandum. On Book of Country Correfpoft- 
denae 1765, read as follows ; viz. The above 58 Let- 
ters are all the Country Correlpondencc which ever 
came to my Hands, befides thofe beginning May 
5th. A. N’ I. and proceeding regularly till De- 
cember 1766. — The remaining Letters and Anfwcrs 
to them were, to the beft of my Knowlege, loft at 
Chuprab^ by a Robbery there committed upon the 
MunGues, in whofc Cuftody they then were.

They were delivered to me to take Care of . — I do 
not recolleft that any particular Purpofc was mentioned. 
— I knew at the Time that they were Cciiificates rela- 
tive to the 5 Laaks. 

Who informed you fo ? 

1 don’t recollcdt whether I was informed fo by Lord 
CBve, or the Perfian Tranflator.

Was 
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Was the Mother of Nudjum ul Dowlabtvttmw- 
rice! to Myr Jejier ? 

I believe not. 

Was it lb iimlcrftood in general ? 

Yes. 

If a Man is married in that Country, and leaves 
a Wife and Children, to whom dees his Property 
go at his Dccealc ? 

To his liwful Wife-, and after h/tr Death, to the 
Children ; the Sons taking certain Proportions, and the ’ 
Daiu>lutri Inferior ones ; but Sons and Daughters equally 
amonyll thcnifelves. When they have neither Wife, 
nor Children, they may give their Property by Will » 

;n the contrary Calc they cannot. 

Do you mean Gentcos^ or Mahometans f 

In the Calc of the Mahometans^ the above Rule pre- 
vails— in the Cafe of Gent cot, it goes only to the Sbns ; 
neither can a Man leave his Eflcils from a Brother, or 
Siller, or other lawful Heir. 

Docs this Ki.lc ImM good with the Nabobs ? 

1 believe it dues, but it depends on their Power. 

Henry Strachiy, Efquire, was then afked, 

'Weie thefe Tranflations the firit that were made ? 

I believe not. 

Your Committee then again called Captain Smntcny 
who was alked the following Queiliuns. 

On comparing the Mark of the CcrtiBcatc 
from the Nabob with the Mark to the Letter 
produced by Governor Johnftenej do you think 
that both Marks arc written by the fame Hand? 

I do not think they were, neither do I think it like 
the Marks to the Letters. 

As the Marks are not made by the fame Per- 
fon, do you think cither of them were made by 
the Nabob ? 

As I never faw the Nabob write, I cannot fay whether 
cither of thefe or any of the others were aflually his 
own Hand Writing. 

What is the Scroll at the Top of the Nabob's 
Ccrtilicatc ? 

It leems to be Munzureft, but it is very ill wrote: — 
It fignifies in Engl/Jh^ “ it is acknowlegcd or agreed to.” 
Do you fuppofe that was written by a Moonlby, 
or by the Nabob ? 

It does not feem to have been written by a Moonihy, 
whole Prbfcflion is Writing, becaulc it is fo very ill 
wrote. 

Does the Certificate appear to you as avhentU 
cally the N.nbob’s as any other Letter you have 
ever feen of his ? 

It is fcaled with One of the Seals ufed by the Nabob, 
with the 'I'itle of Sujah ul Moslk j but it is impoflible 
for me to dcdarc any of tliole Ptrjic Papers to be adlu- 
ally the Deed of the Nabob. 

Do you think that the Writing of any of the 
Letters now compared is fimilar to the Writing of 
the Certilicate? 

I cannot decide pofitively, I rather think them to be 
different. 

How many Moonfbys had the Nabob ? 

Several. 

Gonejbamdafs being again examined, was afked 
following Qiieflions : 

Is the Mark at the Bottom of the Letter, pro- 
duced by Mr. Johnftoiie, like the Mark at the Bot- 
tom of the Nabob’s Certificate. 

No — they are very different, and fo is the Writing 
from all the Letters I have feen here. 

What is the Scroll at the Side of the Nabob's 
Certificate ? 

It is Munzurafs, and means *♦ it is granted s" but it 
is written I believe jull as a Perfon writes at the Time of 
his Death, and is nut able to write properly ; or a Per- 


fon treibbling and going into Fits, and cannot hold the 
Pen properly j or fike a Boy of 4., or 5 Yeats of Age* 
who does not know how to write *, — it is written with a 
broken Pen, that was mended for every Stroke. 

Do you think it is the Hand Writing of the 
Nabob Nudjum ul Dewlah ? 

By thofe Marks 1 have feen on Mr. SwinttaCt Letters# 
and the Letter produced by Governor JobnJlMet it ap- 
pears quite dilTcrenc i — there is no Similitude at all. 

Is itmot poflible that the ^hrk to the Certificate 
may be the Nabob’s own Writing, and the Marks 
to the Letters put by tlie Moonfhccs ? 

It is not ufual for the Moonfliy to write both the Let* 
ter and the Mark, that being always put by the.princi- 
pal Perfon. 

Are the Scroll at the Side, and the Mark at the 
End, written by the fame Eland ? 

I flip, ofe he mult have made another Pen, if they 
were written by the fame Perfon. 

Arc the Certificates of Mint^ Begum and the 
Nabob wrote by the fame Perfon ? 

I believe they arc. 

Captain Sicinten being afked the fame Qiicilion, 
iliid, 

1 think them extremely different. ' 

Your Committee then examined the Riglit honour- 
able I .ord Clive \ who delivered in a Paper in the follow- 
ing Words, and alfo the Depofition of Mr. Simeon Drez,^ 
Copy of which is hereunto annexed, N” 2 1 . 

“ A few Days after my Arrival at Calcutta^ in May 
** 1765, the Nabob Nudjum ul Dtwla came down from 
“ Muxadavad to vtfit me : That very Day, or the Day 
“ after, we rode out together in an open Chaife •, and 
« NoHi/en^ who fpokc Engtijh^ and was the Interpre- 
« ter, rode behind. — The Nibob took that Opportu- 
** nity to inform me, that his Father had left rpe 5 Lack 
« of Rqpecs, which he faid were in Jewels, (^Id Mb- 
«* hurs, and Silver, and that the Whole was in the 
« Hands of liis Mt.ther the Begum, who would pay it 

whenever I pleafed. •! mentioned this Circiimftancc 
*» to levcral Gentlemen very loon after, particularly to 
« Mr. Stracbey and Mr. Verelft. At that Time I refolved 
** in my own Mind not to accept the Legacy ; but af- 
“ terwards, when, in Obedience to the Company'll 
** Commands, we had oidercd the Double Batia of the 
« Army to be ftruck off, it occuired to me, that that 
“ Legacy might be converted into a Military Fund for 
“ the Benefit of invalid Officers and Soldiers, and Wi- 
“ dows : — Upon that Principle I demanded Payment of 
“ the Legacy in April 1765. At firft I thought of con- 

fining this Fund to the Benefit of the Army in Bengal 
“ only, but wifhing to have it extended to all the Com- 
“ pany’s other Settlements, ‘and thinking the 5 Laak 
“ infufficient, I applied to the Nabob Syf ul JOotvla to 
** add 3 Laaks more, to which he readily confented, 
** upon my explaining to him the Purpolf to which the 
« Money was to be applied.” 

At what Time did your Lord (hip Tcccive the 
Person Certificates produced by Mr. Stracb^ ? 

I cannot be certain, out I think in the Month of 
Afril 1766. 

Did you receive them all at the fame Time ? 

I ima^ne fo, but don’t know : I imagine it mult have 
been at Muxadabad that I received them. 

Were the Certificates taken by your DireAion ? 

As 1 learnt by Word of Mouth from the Nabob Ntfd- 
jum ul Dowlaht that fuch a Legacy had been left me by 
his Father, I defired a particular Accouht of the Man- 
ner in which that Legacy was left Inc might be given in 
Writing.by thofe Perfons who were prefent upon the Oc- 
cafion: 1 c.nnot r^Ileft who I emplo]^ on this 
Occafion, but in all Probability it was NebekiJ'en. 

Who wrote the Engpjlb Words on the Certi- 
ficates ? 

I don't know. 

Henry

ticM), faid, 

1 believe them to be tn Mr. Maddijotfs Hand Writ* 
ing. 

, Lord Cliiie being ag^in examiaed, waa alkcd, 

Had^ yciur Lordfliip any TranOacion made at 
the Time ? 
can*t recolie£t. 

Why did not you lay the Tranflations before 
‘ the Board till January 1767 ? 

Becaufe 1 did not think it neceflary, until I had form* 
ed a Plan for the Dii^fition of the Money in a Miliury 
Fund. 

Is it cuftomary in IndoJIan to grant Certificates, 
without Dates of the Time of ihctr being granted ? 

I believe it is very cuftomary to write Letters, and 
of courfe Certificates, without Dates. 

In Letters is not the Date generally marked on 
the Outfide of the Cover ? 

1 am not acquainted with the Perfc Language, and 
do not know wliether they' arc or not. 

When the Nabob acquainted you of the Legacy 
which his Father had left you in 1765, when in 
the Chaiie as above (bated, did you tell him that 
you was refolved not to accept it ? 

I did not give him any pofitive Anfwer •, but imagine 
that 1 rather.fecmed to decline it. 

Was the Affidavit of Mr. Drez taken at your 
Dcfire? 

Yes. 

What were the Foundations of your Scruples 
againft receiving the Legacy in the Firft Inftance ? > 
Becaufe I had promifed to the Court of Dirc^bors and 
Proprietors, that I would not benefit myfelf, dircAly or 
indiieAly, in the Value of One Shilling by my (jovern* 
ment in India. 

Did you ever hear of a Perfon making a Will in 
that Country ? 

I have heard from other Englifi Gentlemen, that 
they do make Wills in that Country. 

Did you ever fee a Certificate in In^a without a 
Date? 

I do not rccollcft ever to have 4 ccn any others than 
thefe. 

Mr. Conejhamdafs being ^\a examined, was afked. 

Do you know what is meant by a Will ? 

Yes~I mean a Difpofal of Things according to a 
Perfon’s own Choice, to take Place after the Death of 
the Perfon making that Difpofal. 

Do you know any Inftance of a Will fo made ? 
Yes— my Uncle on ray Mother’s Side, before the 
Time of his Death, but when he was in his right Senfes, 
made a Will to difpofe every Thing to my Mother after 
the Time of his Death. 

Then Lord Clivt was aiked the following Queftion : 

Was the Covenant, making the Legacy of Five 
Laaks of Rupees, a collateral Security for the Pay- 
ment of your J^ire, in cafe you ftiould be eviacd 
of tliwt Jaghire, of no Value f 
It will be Time enough to anfwer that Queftion when 
the Money is received, and difpofed of by me. 

Youi- Committee then examined Baltf, 

Efquire i who was alked the following Queftion : 

Wbat.is the Letter in your Hand f 
It u a Letter which I received from Nudjum tU Daw- 
Jab, in February 1765. I waited on the Nabob with 
the L^r, and he avowed it to be his. 

Mt.Gen^amdafi btwg (hewed the Letter produced 
by Mr. JabuJiaui, and that produced by Mr. Belts, was 
aiked, 

Afo the Marks at the Bottom of them the fame ? 

'Yes. 

\ou ID.- 
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Did you ever know any Certificate without a 
Date f 

I never faw any one Certificate without Date, but 
the Three produced, by Mr, S/raeb^i nor without the 
Seal of the Cazee, and the Atteibation of T|ro Wic* 
nelTcs. In Places where there is no Cazee, there is an 
Afieinbly of People, and they teftify. 

Did you ever fee any other Certificates ? 

Yes. 

What Sort of Papers are thoTc attefted with the 
Cazec’s Seal, and Two WitncfTcs f 

Certificates, W'ills, and Bonds, and Grants, and of 
the Sort of Certificates now produced. 

Did yuu ever fee any Certificate of that Sort ? 

I have ieen Certificates of that Nature, but not with- 
out Signatures of Witnefics, Scats, and Dates. 

Did you ever fee any Certificates from Nabobs ? 

No. 

Did you ever hear of Mahometans making 
Wills? 

Yes. 

Did you ever know of a verbal W^ill, with regard 
to Money, being made, and carried into Execu- 
tion ? 

I never heard of One being made. 

Twenty Certificates under the Cazee’s Seal, 
the Prices of Goods at different Places, were 
produced, and proved by Mr. Swtnton, Gene- 
Jhamdafs, and Mr. Bolts, to be dated and 
witnefled. 

Then Willim Bolts, Efquire, was again examined. 

Dill you ever know a Certificate m Bengal, that 
was not dated ? 

I never did, and according to the Cuftoms of Jnio- 
ftan Ihould have deemed fuch a Declaration invalid. 

Have you any Certificates under tlie Hands of 
the Nabob ? 

Yes— I have Perwannahs under the Hand of the Na- 
bob Sujah ul Dowlab, which are figned, fealed, and 
dated — a Receipt from the King, which is dated and 
(calcd— a Bond from Sujab Dewlah, which is dated and 
lealed— Perwannahs under the Hands of Mr, P’erelfi 
and Mr. Cartier, which are dated, figned, and fcaled, 
and various Dulbucks and PaflTes, which are all figned, 
fealed, and dated •, which I now produce. 

The Papers being produced, the Seals anti Dates 
were confirmed by Mr. Su/inten ami Gontjbamdafs. 

And Mr. Bolts being further examined, was aiked. 

What is the Purptirt of thefe Perwaiin.ihs from 
Sujah Dotolab, now produced ? 

They relate to the in Salt Petre.— l‘hc Bond 

from Sujab Dowla is for Money and Good.s, which I 
fumifhed him in his Diftrels — the Receipt from the 
King is from him to Mr. Rafael, fur Duties paid at 
Jllababad. 

Then Conejhamdafs was afked, • 

Do you think Nundtomar would come to Enr- 
land? 

Without Force he can’t come, becaufc it is contrary 
to the Laws of his Religion, he being a Bramin — it is 
contrary to the Religion of the Hindoos to come to Eng- 
land — the Confequcnce would be iofing their Calb ; but 
by paying Mon^ and doing Penance at their Return, 
they would regain it.— I am a Hindoo. 

Is a Hindoo deemed infamous by quitting his 
Country. 

It is contrary to the Law, but he recovers himfelf 
by Penalty and Penance. 

Did you ever know any Inftance of Hindoos, 
who loft their Caft by going upon the Sea, who after- 
wards regained it ? . 

] never heard of a Hindoo going upon the Sea out 
of my Country, but from the Coaft of Malabar they 
go.ve^ frequently, and are not affefted by it. 

7 A Do 
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Do they go long Voyages ? 

1 don’t know, but they do go upon the Sea. 

Do any ^it the Sailor Call: go ? 

Yes— feme others — I don't know what, for I never 
was in #tat Country. 

Then Henry Stracbey^ Efquirc, produced to Your 
Committee an original Certificate or Declaration, fealed 
by Sujab Dowla^ in the fame Manner as the Certifi- 
cates relating to the Nabob’s Legacy to Lord Clive, 
and the Seal proved by General Comae. 

It having been obferved, that Mr. Droz*s Certificate 
Is not figned by him, Mr. Straebey produced the origi- 
nal Letter from Mr. jyroz to Lord Clive, in which the 
faid Certificate came inclofed to Lord CUve, a Copy of 
which is hereunto annexed, N” 22 . 

And Governor JohnJlone being examined, was afkcd 
the following Qiieftion. 

How came you by the Letter from Nudjum ul 
‘Dowlab to Nundeomar, produced by you ? 

The l.ctter was delivered to me by a Gentleman who 
was in Bengal at the Time thofe Tranfattions happened, 


and he told me, he received it firom Nundtmor, him- 
felf, foon after it was wrote, and he fhewed me, at the 
fame Time, a Tranflation of the I.etter by Mr. George 
Vanfittart, whofe Hand Writing I know, and permitted 
me to take a Copy of that Tranflation, which is the li- 
beral Tranflation I produce to. the Committee j but 
the Gentletnah, unwilling to involve himfelf in any 
Difputes, took my Promife, that his Name fhould not 
be mentioned to the Committee, which 1 before re- 
lated upon producing the Letter.— The Rcafon why he 
would not give me the original ipranilation was, becaufe 
it was indorfed by feme Perfons, whofe Hand Writing 
might be known. — The Letter muft ftand upon the 
Evidence that is produced to authenticate it as an Ori- 
ginal. — I readily delivered it, in the Prcfencc of the 
Cottimittec, to Mr. Swinton, General Carnai^i Perftan 
Tranflator, to compare it with all the Correfpondence 
of Nudjum ul Doivlab with Lord CHve, General Camac, 
and himfelf, and allb to compare the Indorfement, by 
Nundcomar, with his Correfpondence. — The Evidence 
of Mr. Swinton, after having had it Two Days in his 
Poficfllon, and compared it, will ihew what Reliance 
tpay be had on it as an Original.

I Have the Honour to inform you, that upon a Sup- 
pofition, that the Receipt of a Legacy was not in- 
tcntfcd to be prohibited by the new Covenants, I have 
received from the Begum, Wife of thfc late Nabob 
Meer Jaffiery an Obligation for the Sum of Five Lacks 
Rupees, which was bequeathed to me by his Ex- 
cellency a few Hours before his Death, in the Prefence 
of many WitnefTes, whole Atteftation ffiall, as Toon as 
poffible, be laid before the Board. When this Obliga- 
tion is difeharged, I fhall immediately pay the Amount 
into the Company’s Treafury at Calcutta. The intcreft 
arifing therefrom I propofc fhall be annually diftributed 
jn fuch Prt^ortiofts as I eftablifh, among a certain 
.Number df Officers, Non Commiffion Officers, and 
private Men, who are difqualified from further Service,’ 


by Wounds, Length of Service, or Difeafes coruraLled 
in the Service of thi: Company, anil whofe Fortunes 
may be too fcanty to afford the former a genteel, the latter 
a comfortable, Subfiftencc in their native Country. I 
intend further, that the Widows of all fuch Officers and 
Soldiers as fhall have been intitlcd to this Bounty, or 
w^fc Hufbands fhall have loft their Lives in the Scr- 
viw, fhall receive a certain Proportion of the fame 
during their Widowhoods. The Governor and Council 
of Fort William will be perpetual Truftces for the Ap- 
propriation of this Fund in India^ and the Court of 
Direftors in England.

And though Lord 
Chve was actually Governor and Prcfidcnt at the Time 
he acccjitcd ir, yet neither his Offices, nor the Pay or 
Emoluments belonging to them, commenced till his 
Arrival in Bengal, although the Company paid the 
Expenccs oi his Pafliigc thither; and as the Bounty 
intended by the Nabob to Lord Clive was .i teflamentary 
out of ]K‘rfonal Regard for him, and for Services 
rendered the Nabob leveral Years before the Covenant 
fubfifled ; and as his Lordihip was not, at the Time it 
was given, in the .tcffiial Excrcife of either of the Offices 
to which he was appointed, your Opinion is dcfircd,
